Thoughts  on 
Increased  Knowledge 

Dr.  Robert  Milliard,  educational 
specialist  for  the  Federal  Communi- 
cations Commission,  notes,  "At  the 
rate  at  which  knowledge  is  growing,  by 
the  time  the  child  born  today  gradu- 
ates from  college,  the  amount  of 
knowledge  in  the  world  will  be  four 
times  as  great,  and  97  percent  of 
everything  known  in  the  world  will 
have  been  learned  since  the  time  he 
was  born."  I  am  certain  there  will  be 
many  of  you,  along  with  me,  who 
would  find  some  argument  with  the 
statement  of  Dr.  Hilliard.  His  attempt 
at  precise  percentages  of  the  increase 
of  technical  knowledge  projected  over 
a  long  period  of  time  could  leave  much 
to  be  desired.  It  cannot  be  disputed, 
however,  that  we  are  in  the  midst  of 
an  interesting  period  of  human  history 
where  new  ideas  and  inventions  come 
so  rapidly  that  it  is  difficult  to  be 
aware  of  them. 

In  the  Book  of  Daniel  we  find  these 
words,  "But  thou,  0  Daniel,  shut  up 
the  words,  and  seal  the  book,  even  to 
the  time  of  the  end:  many  shall  run  to 
and  fro,  and  knowledge  shall  be  in- 
creased" (Dan.  12:4).  What  a  striking 
description  of  the  present.  With  the 
advent  of  the  jet  airplane  it  is  now 
possible  to  be  anywhere  in  the  world 
in  a  matter  of  a  few  hours.  Even  more 
dramatic,  it  is  possible  to  be  on  the 
moon  in  a  matter  of  a  few  days.  The 
interstate  roads  make  it  possible  to 
move  about  the  country  at  a  pace  that 
our  forefathers  would  have  thought 
impossible.  This  assumes,  of  course, 
that  all  is  going  well.  As  the  modern 
traveler  discovers,  the  trip  on  the 
modern  freeway  to  the  airport  or  the 
walk  from  the  parking  lot  can  take 
longer  than  the  flight  itself.  We  are 
moving  to  and  fro  and  Daniel,  through 
the  Spirit's  leading,  foresaw  it  all. 

An  increase  in  knowledge  was  an- 
other of  Daniel's  predictions  of  the 
"time  of  the  end."  We  are  being  as- 
saulted with  such  a  quantity  of  new 
facts  and  figures  that  questions  have 
arisen  as  to  the  future  of  education 
and  the  methods  of  imparting  these 
facts  to  people.  I  have  some  serious 
doubts  about  the  whole  situation  and 
its  value. 

Facts  as  a  body  of  information 
alone  are  not  necessarily  good.  The 
ability  to  translate  these  facts  into  use- 
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able  commodities  is  the  true  test.  I 
could  contend  that  most  of  the  basic 
knowledge  that  is  needed  today  by 
mankind  was  known  by  the  first 
couple,  Adam  and  Eve.  Adam's  knowl- 
edge of  the  universe  and  of  animal  life 
and  his  command  over  them  is  some- 
thing that  modern  man  does  not  have 
today.  Sin  was  the  destroyer  of 
Adam's  unique  position  in  history.  We 
have  moved  forward  through  the  years 
with  a  technical  "know-how"  by 
adapting  principles  and  bodies  of  in- 
formation to  make  them  work  for  us. 
Yet  with  all  of  this  increase  of  knowl- 
edge and  the  addition  of  gadgets  to 
our  society  we  are  still  not  what  you 
would  call  "smart." 

We  still  have  not  been  able  to  solve 
the  problems  of  mankind  with  all  of 
this  body  of  information.  We  huddle 
in  one  small  piece  of  land  and  group 
together  to  build  mammoth  problem 
areas  called  cities.  We  make  our 
twentieth  century  "Babels"  with  un- 
surmountable  problems  of  crime  and 
filth  and  brazenly  tell  others  that  we 
are  educated.  We  have  never  learned  to 
control  ourselves  and  our  natures. 
And,  though  our  lives  are  filled  with 
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time-saving  devices,  we  do  not  know 
what  to  do  with  the  time  we  have  sup- 
posedly saved.  It  is  no  longer  only  the 
prophets  of  the  pulpit  who  predict  our 
impending  doom;  they  have  been 
joined  by  the  philosophers  and  edu- 
cators who  predict  that  we  will  soon 
destroy  ourselves. 

Knowledge  and  information  in- 
crease; laser  beams  and  supersonic 
transports  are  in  our  future,  and  yet 
man  has  never  learned  the  greatest  of 
all  truths— he  needs  God.  He  needs 
God  more  than  a  college  education  or 
the  ability  to  transport  himself  quickly 
on  the  face  of  the  earth  or  even  to 
move  to  the  outer  realms  of  the  uni- 
verse. Man's  increase  of  information 
has  not  satisfied  his  inner  needs  or 
brought  him  to  the  peace  he  so  desires. 
Only  God  can  do  that.  I  do  not  stand 
opposed  to  knowledge.  I  only  desire 
that  we  start  at  the  fountainhead  of 
truth,  which  is  God,  and  at  the  revela- 
tion of  His  truth,  the  Scriptures.  There 
we  need  to  start  with  a  refreshing 
drink  of  the  water  of  hfe,  after  which 
we  will  be  able  to  see  some  of  the 
reasons  behind  and  the  answers  to 
what  life  is  all  about.  # 
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What  Do  You  Do  With 
a  Missionary? 


Paul  and  Barnabas  were  not  faced  with  the  problem.  They  re- 
turned from  their  missionary  journeys  to  the  local  church  at  Antioch 
and  rehearsed  all  that  God  had  done  with  them  (Acts  14:27).  That, 
by  the  way,  must  have  taken  more  than  thirty  minutes. 

Twenty  years  ago,  when  the  missionary  calling  still  held  a  measure 
of  prestige,  the  missionary  on  deputation  did  not  always  find  a  full 
church  for  the  missionary  conference,  but  at  least  he  was  not  blamed 
for  the  poor  attendance.  (The  devil,  materialism,  and  the  unspirituali- 
ty  of  the  Christians  were  listed  as  the  culprits.)  He  did  find  appre- 
ciation for  his  ministry  and  encouragement  from  the  faithful  few 
present.  On  occasions  he  even  found      start,   since   it   is   the   day  that  most 


churches  which  ventured  a  whole  week 
of  missionary  conferences  with  some 
measure  of  success. 

But  times  change.  Missionary  con- 
ferences, it  would  seem,  are  out- 
moded. More  and  more  churches 
would  rather  not  go  to  all  the  trouble 
a  conference  requires.  However,  as  I 
understand  it,  it  is  not  the  missionary 
who  is  being  rejected— just  the  type  of 
program.  Most  churches  would  still 
like  to  have  the  missionary  if  only  a 
different  approach  could  be  found  to 
feature  him.  "We  want  the  mission- 
ary," they  tell  us,  "but  we  cannot  use 
him  in  a  typical  missionary-conference 
format.  Can't  you  help  us  come  up 
with  a  new  approach?"  We  have  been 
trying,  but  it  is  very  doubtful  that  any 
new  method  will  be  the  key  to  success. 
Besides,  there  are  some  old  methods 
used  sucessfully  by  some  of  our 
churches  which  should  be  shared  with 
all.  Therefore,  before  attempting  to 
think  of  new  ways  to  use  the  mission- 
ary, it  might  be  well  to  re-evaluate 
some  of  the  familiar  ideas. 

It  could  be  that  the  "missionary 
conference  rut"  in  which  we  find  our- 
selves is  of  our  own  making  rather 
than  the  fault  of  the  missionary  who 
comes  to  minister.  One  exposure  to 
the  congregation  is  all  that  many  mis- 
sionaries get.  However,  since  that  is 
not  using  the  missionary  adequately, 
we  hazard  a  few  suggestions.  That  they 
are  anything  but  new  does  not  mean 
they  are  no4;  relevant. 

Sunday.    This   is  a   good   place  to 


churches  would  prefer  to  have  a  mis- 
sionary. 

1.  What  do  you  do  with  a  mission- 
ary during  the  Sunday-school  hour? 
Why  not  use  him?  Time  after  time 
pastors  have  said  to  me,  "We'll  let  you 
rest  during  the  Sunday-school  hour." 
This  could  mean  several  things,  and  1 
have  never  been  bold  enough  to  find 
out  just  which  of  the  following  was 
meant:  a)  you  look  tired;  maybe  after 
Sunday  school  you'll  look  better;  b)  I 
know  you  are  not  prepared  to  teach 
the  lesson  and  we  can't  miss  a  lesson  in 
the  series  just  to  feature  a  missionary: 
c)  the  regular  teacher  won't  give  up 
the  class  and  around  here  we  must  live 
with  him  all  the  time;  d)  one  emphasis 
on  missions  is  enough;  e)  we  don't 
want  to  take  advantage  of  you  so  we 
don't  expect  you  to  do  more  than 
bring  the  morning  message.  Really, 
this  is  not  doing  the  visiting  missionary 
a  favor.  Ordinarily  he  has  to  be  away 
from  his  family  to  fulfill  his  deputa- 
tion commitments,  and  if  he  needs  a 
rest  he  would  far  rather  have  that  rest 
at  home.  So,  use  him  if  you  possibly 
can.  Take  him  to  the  opening  exercises 
for  the  children,  and  then  to  the 
young  people's  class  for  a  missionary 
challenge  or  just  to  answer  questions. 
What  if  the  regular  lesson  is  skipped 
for  one  week;  that  can  usually  be 
made  up  later.  The  missionary  may 
never  get  back  to  your  church  again; 
or,  if  he  does,  it  may  be  only  for  a  day 
either  two  or  four  years  hence. 

2.  A   drink   of  water  and  a  short 


prayer  will  restore  his  soul  for  the 
morning  worship  service.  Here  give 
him  as  much  time  as  you  possibly  can. 
The  evangelical  church  is  accused  of 
being  in  a  rut,  and  this  is  a  good  time 
to  disprove  that  accusation  by  doing 
something  different-like  cutting  down 
on  preliminaries,  announcements,  ex- 
tra hymns,  special  numbers  and  such, 
so  that  he  will  have  sufficient  time. 
And  how  about  taking  the  offering 
after  he  has  spoken?  If  a  church  so 
desires,  I  am  sure  the  missionary 
would  be  willing  to  terminate  his  mes- 
sage ten  or  fifteen  minutes  early  to  en- 
tertain questions  from  the  congre- 
gation. Usually  there  are  people 
present  in  the  Sunday  morning  service 
who  never  come  to  any  other  function 
of  the  church.  Their  image  of  missions 
may  be  changed  and  their  commit- 
ment to  the  total  life  of  the  church 
improved. 

3.  After  the  ?ioon  meal.  1  am  sure 
the  missionary  would  be  willing  to  do 
any  of  the  following:  a)  make  a  few 
hospital  calls  with  the  pastor;  b)  visit 
some  of  the  shut-ins;  c)  speak  at  an 
afternoon  service  in  a  retirement 
home,  et  cetera. 

4.  Then  theie  is  the  young  people's 
meeting,  and  here  he  might  do  a  num- 
ber of  things:  a)  show  pictures;  b)  dis- 
play curios  and  talk  about  the  country 
and  its  people;  c)  give  his  testimony; 
d)  hold  an  informal  question-and- 
answer  session  dealing  with  the  dif- 
ferent aspects  of  mission  life  and 
work. 

5.  The  way  many  of  our  confer- 
ences have  been  operating,  it  is  entire- 
ly possible  that  another  missionary 
will  be  present  for  the  young  people's 
meeting    and    the    evening    sennce. 

That  cares  for  Sunday.  But  what  do 
you  do  with  a  missionary  on  week- 
days? You  can't  hold  a  conference  on 
week  niglits?  Very  well,  a  formal 
church  meeting  is  not  the  only  way  a 
missionary  can  be  used.  You  might  ex- 
periment with  the  following,  a)  I  know 
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of  one  church  which  held  a  very  suc- 
cessful pancake  breakfast  for  its  young 
people.  They  came  early,  enjoyed  the 
breakfast,  met  the  missionary,  heard 
his  message,  and  then  went  off  to 
school,  b)  The  breakfast  meeting  will 
not  work  everywhere,  but  how  about 
an  early  supper  meeting  just  before, 
say,  the  championship  basketball 
game.  Then  if  the  pastor  and  the  mis- 
sionary go  to  the  game  with  the  young 
people— well,  who  knows  what  the 
youth  will  think,  c)  Mornings  and 
afternoons  are  effective  times  to  have 
tea  and  coffee  hours— that  is,  informal 
sessions  with  the  missionary  in  the 
homes  of  members  in  different  parts 
of  the  city.  Neiglibors  are  much  more 
willing  to  attend  something  like  this 
than  a  formal  church  service,  and  the 
missionary  can  talk  about  things  not 
usually  dealt  with  in  a  public  service, 
d)  The  local  school  very  likely  has  a 
social  studies  or  geography  teacher 
who  would  appreciate  a  talk  on  the 
area  where  the  missionary  lives,  e) 
How  about  the  local  Lions  or  Rotary 
Clubs?  These  men  are  usually  happy 
for  a  different  type  of  program.  A 
straightforward  talk  about  the  country 
is  not  offensive,  and  our  missionaries 
will  not  embarrass  anyone  in  such  a 
situation. 

I  am  not  convinced  that  a  success- 
ful missionary  conference  cannot  be 
held  on  a  week  night.  Other  groups  are 
doing  it.  It  requires  much  planning  and 
promotion,  but  if  the  congregation  is 
made  to  feel  that  even  just  one  week- 
day is  a  day  to  reserve  for  missions, 
and  that  total  involvement  is  expected, 
I  am  sure  people  will  respond.  If,  as  is 
happening  frequently,  the  missionaries 
are  not  scheduled  for  any  church  dur- 
ing week  nights,  this  would  be  an  op- 
portune time  for  one  church  in  the 
district  to  make  a  special  effort  to 
have  all  missionaries  present  for  one 
day  with  various  kinds  of  meetings  all 
day  long. 

Nothing  new— just  some  old  but 
proven  ideas  that  deserve  another  try. 
Yours  for  a  glorious  and  successful 
conference  season.— /H''Z  # 


Missionary  Duke  Wallace  shares  his  thoughts 
about  watching  his  young  son  realize 
the  need  for  a  Saviour  .  .   . 

Amen!   My   Son 
Is  jSaved! 


All  Christian  parents  are  concerned  about  their  chil- 
dren's salvation,  and  missionaries  are  no  exception. 

Kevin,  our  second  oldest,  is  a  fun-loving,  not-too-serious 
type  of  boy  whose  pranks  or  mischievousness  are  well 
known  among  the  Brazil  missionaries  (he  gets  that  very 
honestly,  I  am  afraid). 

No  Bible  story,  no  teacher,  no  flannelgraph  or  anything 
else  seemed  to  penetrate  his  mind.  One  time  after  he  heard 
an  unusually  weU-presented  Bible  story  about  salvation,  I 
asked  him,  "How  do  you  go  to  heaven?"  He  said,  "Oh, 
that's  easy;  you  have  to  die  first." 

Of  course  we  all  laughed  at  that,  but  I  wondered  what  it 
would  take  for  Kevin  to  realize  his  need  of  the  Saviour, 
Jesus. 

The  answer  came  last  month.  Death  among  infants  is  not 
uncommon  here  in  Brazil.  One  becomes  used  to  death,  or  at 
least  used  to  hearing  about  a  little  one's  death.  However, 
when  the  death  of  the  baby  of  a  dear  brother  in  Christ 
occurs  in  your  car,  right  beside  you,  well,  that's  something 
else.  Marcelo  and  Maria's  baby  of  three  months,  Fihpe,  had 
been  having  dysentery  problems,  and  I  had  taken  him  to 
the  first-aid  station  three  times  that  week  before  he  died. 
During  the  week  Kevin  took  quite  an  active  interest  in  pray- 
ing for  Filipe  and  asked  me  often  if  he  was  getting  better. 
When  the  baby  died,  two  things  happened  in  our  family. 

One:  Kevin  really  began  to  talk  about  death  and  burial. 
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A  beaming  Kevin  Wallace  on  his  sixth  birthday. 

Burial  is  very  quick  in  Brazil  since  embalming  methods  are 
not  used  here.  Flowers  are  put  in  the  coffin,  which  is  usual- 
ly made  hastily  by  the  poor  people  the  same  day  or  night  of 
the  death.  The  burial  was  the  thing  that  got  to  Kevin;  he 
did  not  hke  to  think  about  that  "hole,"  as  he  called  it. 

Two:  Dad  began  to  wonder  why  such  things  had  to  hap- 
pen in  the  days  of  modern  medical  science,  because  the 
baby  would  not  have  died  in  the  States.  However,  I  claimed 
by  faith  Romans  8:28,  "All  things  work  together  for  good 
to  those  who  love  God."  One  of  my  mottoes  is:  "Trust  God 
when  you  do  not  know  or  understand;  obey  Him  instantly 
when  you  do."  Thus,  I  followed  the  message  of  this  old 
hymn  as  I  have  done  many  times  before. 

Praise  God,  two  days  after  the  baby's  burial  Kevin  came 
to  me  to  ask  how  to  be  saved.  Wanting  him  to  be  sure  to  do 
God's  will  and  not  mine,  I  sent  him  to  fellow  missionary 
Evelyn  Johnson,  and  she  led  him  to  Jesus  and  salvation. 
Amen! 

Man,  I  am  glad  that  God  is  running  our  lives,  because  His 
plan  really  was  put  together  for  good.  Faith  in  God  is  not 
blind  or  stupid;  it's  great,  and  it's  fuU  of  terrific  surprises. 

Marcelo's  comment  to  this  was:  "Amen,  my  baby  did 
not  die  for  nothing.  God's  wUl  was  truly  done!" 

Since  then  all  three  of  us  have  grown  in  the  Lord— 
Marcelo,  Kevin— and  Duke.

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Someone  has  said  that  the  chief 
abihty  for  missionary  service  is  avail- 
ability.  There  is  no  question  that  avail- 
able workers  are  essential  to  the  Lord's 
plan.  He  limits  himself  to  human 
agency  to  carry  on  His  work  in  the 
world.  He  further  limits  himself  to 
willing  workers.  He  does  not  use  force 
or  coercion;  so,  available  workers  are 
essential  to  the  fulfilling  of  His  plan. 
In  the  Word  of  God  we  find  that  the 
servants  of  the  Lord  were  available  at 
God's  command.  Isaiah  stands  out  in 
our  minds  with  his  wUling  "Here  am  I; 
send  me."  Abram  apparently  moved 
without  hesitation  when  the  Lord  said 
"get  thee  out."  Moses  and  Jeremiah 
held  back  and  excused  themselves  by  a 
false  modesty:  "1  am  slow  of  speech"; 
"1  am  too  young."  But  they  yielded, 
they  made  themselves  available,  and 
God  used  them.  In  the  New  Testa- 
ment, the  four  fisherman  readily  left 
their  nets,  Levi  left  the  receipt  of  cus- 
toms; all  were  available  to  His  simple 
command,  "follow  me."  After  Saul 
had  seen  the  liglit  on  the  Damascus 
road,  the  Lord  said  to  him,  "Arise  and 
go."  He  was  available  at  the  command 
of  the  Master,  and  arose  and  went. 

We  are  servants  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  The  useful  servant  is  the  willing 
servant,  the  servant  who  somehow 
seems  to  be  there  when  and  where  he 
is  needed,  the  servant  who  is  available. 

But  availability  is  not  all.  For  the 
one  who  would  be  a  truly  useful  and 
fruitful  missionary  there  are  other 
abilities  he  must  cultivate.  Adapt- 
ability  is  very  necessary  for  the  one 
who  would  be  a  useful  missionary.  Per- 
haps it  is  true  that  often  a  missionary 
is  thought  of  as  one  who  very  defi- 
nitely has  a  mind  of  his  own  and  is  set 
in  his  ways.  However,  it  is  more  im- 
portant that  he  be  one  who  seeks  the 
mind  of  Christ.  Be  assured  that  success 
for  a  missionary  requires  many 
changes  and  adjustments;  he  has  to 
adjust  to  the  people  among  whom  he 
labors.  The  missionary  does  not  go  to 
the  mission  field  to  adopt  the  culture 
of  the  people  nor  to  promote  his  own

culture.  He  goes  to  present  the  way  of 
Christ  and  to  fit  the  doctrines  of  the 
Word  into  tJteir  culture.  He  must  learn 
as  much  as  he  can  of  the  ways  of  the 
people  and  their  thinking  and,  in  a 
measure  at  least,  adapt  his  life  to 
theirs.  Many  of  the  problems  of  the 
mission  field  arise  througli  lack  of 
adaptation.  Missionaries  remain  Ameri- 
can and  just  move  a  bit  of  America  to 
the  field  with  them. 

But  there  are  other  adjustments  to 
make.  The  missionary  must  adapt  him- 
self to  new  philosophies  of  govern- 
ment and  a  different  philosophy  of 
those  in  seats  of  government;  he  must 
learn  to  respect  them  and  their  ideas 
even  though  sometimes  he  may  not 
agree  with  them.  The  country  is  theirs; 
the  missionary  is  a  stranger  among 
them.  Any  slight  or  criticism  of  the 
government,  or  of  those  in  leadership, 
or  the  people  of  the  land,  is  likely  to 
provoke    a    serious    reaction. 

Then,  the  missionary  must  adjust  to 
his  fellow  missionaries;  sometimes  this 
is  the  hardest  of  all.  Paul  said,  "I  am 
made  [become]  all  things  to  all  men, 
that  I  might  by  all  means  save  some." 
We  suppose  that  included  his  fellow 
workers  as  well.  In  our  business  which 
is  the  salvation  of  men  and  women  for 
Christ,  we  must  be  constantly  alert, 
even  in  our  relations  with  one  another, 
that  our  ministry  might  be  more  ef- 
fective to  that  end. 

Another  ability  which  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  missionary  service  is 
czpability.  The  mission  field  is  no 
place  for  the  inept  and  the  untaught. 
It  is  not  a  receptacle  for  the  church's 
failures.  "Why  waste  your  splendid 
talents  out  there  among  those 
people?"  Probably  almost  every  mis- 
sionary who  ever  went  out  has  been 
discouraged  by  some  such  sentiments 
from  other  Christians,  even  leaders  in 
the  churches.  Let  us  ever  bear  in  mind 
that  no  measure  of  talent,  no  degree  of

training,  is  so  great  that  it  will  be 
wasted  on  the  mission  field.  Just  dedi- 
cate it  to  the  Lord,  go  on  out,  and  let 
Him  use  it.  Someone  will  remind  us 
that  the  apostles  were  judged  un- 
learned and  ignorant  men  and  that 
they  never  went  to  Bible  school.  The 
term  "unlearned  and  ignorant"  simply 
means  that  they  had  not  attended  the 
schools  of  higher  learning  of  the  time. 
They  were  not  ignoramuses.  Their  ac- 
complislmients  and  their  writings  in- 
dicate that  they  were  men  of  brilliance 
and  ability.  As  for  their  education, 
they  had  lived  for  three  years  under 
the  teaching  of  the  greatest  Teacher  of 
all  time.  And  Paul,  the  greatest  of  mis- 
sionaries, was  second  to  none  in  his 
education. 

There  is  yet  a  fourth  ability  which 
is  absolutely  indispensable  to  fruitful- 
ness  on  the  mission  field,  and  that  is 
dependai(7//T.  The  first  major  dispute 
between  missionaries  of  which  we  have 
any  record  was  concerned  with  a  man 
who  had  proven  undependable— Acts 
15:36-41.  Paul  met  many  undepend- 
able men  after  that  time.  He  speaks  of 
some  of  them  in  II  Timothy  4:10,  16. 
On  the  other  hand  Paul  commends 
Timothy  for  his  faithfulness:  "Ye 
know  the  proof  of  him,  that,  as  a  son 
with  the  father,  he  hath  served  with 
me  in  the  gospel"  (Phil.  2:22).  Tim- 
othy was  a  dedicated  person,  Christ- 
minded  (Phil.  2:21 ).  He  was  concerned 
with  others  (2:20);  so,  Paul  could  de- 
pend on  him.  Dependability  is  a  must 
for  one  who  would  be  a  fruitful  mis- 
sionary in  any  field. 

One  does  not  need  a  special,  divine 
revelation.  It  is  not  necessary  that  one 
be  thrown  to  the  ground  or  that  he  see 
a  bright  light  or  hear  a  voice  from 
heaven.  It  is  only  necessary  that  one 
hear  and  heed  the  command  and  chal- 
lenge that  already  has  been  given,  "Go 
ye  into  all  the  world."  "As  the  Father 
hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  1  you." 
With  some  measure  of  these  four 
abilities,  anointed  by  the  presence  and 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  >'oi<  can  be  a 
fruitful  missionary.  #

IMPRESSED!

Paden,  members  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Toppenish,  Washington,  can 
claim  a  distinction  not  possessed  by 
any  other  Brethren:  both  of  their 
children  are  missionaries,  and  on  the 
same  field~the  Central  African  Re- 
public. ) 

"What  were  your  impressions  of  the 
Brethren  work  in  Africa?" 

We  have  been  hearing  this  question 
since  returning  from  our  mission  field 
visit,  and  we  are  glad  to  tell  of  the 
work  there  as  we  were  privileged  to  see 
it  in  operation. 

Leaving  the  United  States  on  Labor 
Day,  September  6,  we  were  met  in 
London  by  our  son,  Bruce,  who  had 
just  completed  a  year's  study  of 
French  at  Albertville  and  Paris, 
France.  He  was  preparing  to  journey 
on  to  Africa  to  assume  teaching  duties 
at  the  School  of  Theology  and  the 
James  Gribble  High  School.  Since 
Bruce  had  been  in  London  before  and 
was  somewhat  familiar  with  the  proper 
means  of  getting  from  place  to  place, 
he  was  able  to  show  us  many  sites  of 
historic  interest.  After  spending  four 
days  there  we  went  by  bus  to  Rams- 
gate  on  the  east  coast  of  England,  and 
then  had  the  unusual  experience  of 
crossing  the  English  Channel  by  Hover- 
craft. 

We  were  in  Paris  four  days  also. 
Renting  a  small  French  car,  Bruce 
drove  us  down  to  the  Chateau  at 
Saint-Albain.  Tom  Julien  took  us 
through  the  Chateau  and  explained  the 


work  being  done  there  in  bringing  the 
reality  of  the  Gospel  into  the  lives  of 
many  French  young  people.  Quite  a 
number  of  these  are  being  reached 
through  the  dedicated  efforts  of 
Brother  Tom  as  well  as  those  who  are 
aiding  him,  and  they  would  covet  our 
prayers  for  this  work. 

Returning  to  Paris,  we  boarded  a 
plane  for  Africa  on  the  night  of  Sep- 
tember 16,  and  arrived  in  Bangui  the 
next  morning.  We  were  met  by  Roy 
Snyder,  Rosella  Cochran,  and  of 
course  our  own  family  of  Eddie  and 
Linda  (Mensinger),  and  Eddie's  sister 
Carol.  While  in  Bangui  we  had  the 
privilege  of  attending  the  church 
which  is  pastored  by  Noel  Gaiwaka. 
Eddie,  Bruce,  and  I  went  to  the  service 
which  was  in  French  at  7:30  a.m.,  and 
then  Linda,  Carol,  and  Enid,  my  wife, 
went  to  the  9  o'clock  service  at  which 
Roy  Snyder  spoke  in  Sango.  It  was 
noteworthy  to  observe  that  for  both 
services  the  church  was  completely 
filled;  we  understand  it  seats  about 
2,000  people. 

On  Tuesday  morning  we  left  for 
Yaloke.  We  stopped  at  Boali  Falls  for 
lunch  and  arrived  at  our  destination 
about  6:30  in  the  evening  after  cover- 
ing approximately  1 50  miles.  We  cer- 
tainly were  not  prepared  for  our  en- 
counter with  the  African  roads,  which, 
beyond  the  falls,  often  simply  cease  to 
exist!  Believe  me,  it  takes  a  real  driver 
to  negotiate  many  of  the  roads  (so- 
called!)  which  we  encountered. 

Our  stay  in  Africa  was  thirty-two 


days,  and  because  of  the  cooperation 
of  all  the  other  missionaries  working 
on  the  Yaloke  station,  Linda  was  able 
to  take  us  in  their  little  Peugeot  to  all 
the  stations  except  three— the  Chad, 
N'Zoro,  and  M'Baiki.  While  we  were  at 
Bata,  where  the  Bible  Center  is  lo- 
cated, Linda  took  us  to  Bassai  hill,  site 
of  the  first  mission  effort  of  the  Breth- 
ren. We  viewed  the  graves  of  James 
and  Dr.  Florence  Gribble,  Estella 
Myers,  and  Lester  Kennedy,  Sr.  As  we 
stood  on  the  hill  looking  over  the  val- 
ley below,  I  could  not  help  contem- 
plating the  superhuman  efforts  those 
early  missionaries  must  have  put  forth 
just  to  reach  that  area  where  the  first 
mission  work  was  founded.  Consider- 
ing all  the  illnesses  to  which  the  white 
man  is  prone  in  that  land,  the  absence 
of  roads,  and  the  many  dangers  that 
seem  to  lay  in  wait,  truly  they  had  to 
be  called  of  the  Lord  to  endure  the 
vast  hardships  which  were  theirs. 

We  were  privileged  to  attend  the 
churches  at  Yaloke  and  Boguila,  where 
regular  attendance  is  from  1 200  to 
1500,  and  also  a  small  bush  church 
about  seven  miles  from  Yaloke.  Even 
that  we  found  filled  with  happy,  smil- 
ing, born-again  Africans  who  greeted 
us  as  dear  brothers  and  sisters  in 
Christ. 

After  viewing  firsthand  the  wonder- 
ful results  which  are  accruing  in  the 
School  of  Theology,  the  James  Gribble 
High  School,  the  Bible  Institute  at 
Bata,  and  the  medical  work  at  Boguila, 
as  well  as  the  many,  many  patients 
who  are  treated  by  Gail  Jones  and 
Linda  at  Yaloke,  we  have  come  home 
with  a  greater  burden  for  prayer  for  all 
those  who  are  so  unselfishly  giving  of 
themselves  in  the  various  phases  of  the 
work.  Shortly  before  we  started  home 
Eddie  told  me  that  at  one  time  there 
were  seventeen  missionary  pastors  for 
the  twelve  stations  in  the  C.A.R.,  and 
now,  due  to  sickness  and  other  causes, 
there  are  only  six  missionary  pastors 
for  the  entire  field. 

Pray  with  us,  Brethren,  that  the 
Lord  will  thrust  out  those  who  will  fill 
the  gap.  Truly  the  African  Christians 
love  us  with  a  sincere  Christian  love, 
and  joy  in  their  faces  shows  it.  May  we 
be  able  to  rejoice  together  as  we  see 
others  dedicate  themselves  to  help  in 
the  great  task  which  lies  ahead  in 
bringing  the  reality  of  Christ  to  the 
people  of  the  Central  African  Re- 
public. # 
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It  was  the  summer  of  '67  when  the 
Lord  worked  among  one  of  the  largest 
groups  ever  to  attend  the  camp  in 
Cordoba,  and  put  in  the  hearts  of  the 
Argentine  young  people  a  desire  to 
serve  Him.  One  of  the  camp  leaders 
that  year  saw  in  this  a  wonderful  op- 
portunity to  challenge  the  youth  with 
the  need  of  spreading  the  Gospel  into 
places  not  reached  yet  by  God's  Word. 
So  it  was  that  the  following  summer 
the  first  "literature  campaign  team" 
got  together  in  the  Almafuerte  Bible 
Institute  to  be  instructed  on  methods 
to  be  used  in  the  campaign. 

The  group  was  small,  but  willing  to 
do  its  best  to  tell  others  about  Jesus 
Christ.  After  a  period  of  three  or  four 
days  of  instruction,  we  started  out  in 
the  general  direction  of  Corral  de 
Bustos  travehng  in  a  Ford  F600  truck 
which  was  to  be  our  transportation 
from  then  on.  It  was  a  happy  group 
that  left  and  a  happy  group  that  ar- 
rived at  the  destination  that  afternoon. 

In  that  town  there  was  a  Brethren 
church  which  had  requested  us  to  can- 


vass several  surrounding  towns  with 
literature.  Immediately  we  got  our  in- 
structions from  Pastor  Salomon 
Luque.  We  were  to  go  to  Camilo  Aldao 
first  and  later  we  would  receive  more 
instructions.  It  took  us  only  a  few 
minutes  to  get  there,  but  to  set  up 
"camp"  was  quite  a  task. 

After  receiving  permission  from  the 
mayor  we  showed  our  literature  to  the 
town's  Catholic  priest  (as  a  matter  of 
formality)  so  he  would  know  what  we 
were  selling  and  giving  away.  Day  after 
day  we  went  out  in  the  hot  summer 
sun,  taking  the  Word  to  others.  We 
were  received  quite  well,  and  later 
found  out  that  the  priest  had  en- 
couraged his  parishioners  to  buy  our 
literature!  The  last  niglits  of  our  stay 
we  held  open-air  meetings  in  the  town 
square  and  many  people  came  to 
listen. 

Among  other  things  accomplished 
we  were  able  to  make  friends  with  a 
group  of  young  people  who  gathered

weekly  to  study  the  Bible.  It  was  very 
rewarding  to  see  children  and  young 
people  make  the  decision  to  receive 
Christ  as  their  Saviour.  We  did  not 
know  of  other  immediate  results,  but 
were  trusting  in  the  Lord's  promise  to 
continue  working  in  people's  hearts 
through  His  Word. 

Since  then  several  campaigns  have 
been  held,  some  even  more  rewarding 
than  the  first.  In  January,  February, 
and  March  of  1972  we  will  have  an- 
other series  of  campaigns  with  the  col- 
laboration of  young  people  from  the 
United  States  serving  under  the  TIME 
program  (Training  In  Missionary  En- 
deavor). 

Please  pray  for  this  effort  to  win 
souls  for  the  Lord.

(FMS  editor's  note:  Mr.  Jean-Louis  Steudler,  director 
of  the  James  Gribble  High  School  at  Yaloke,  Central 
African  Republic,  recently  wrote  a  letter  which  was 
sent  to  a  limited  mailing  list  in  the  U.S.  Since  it  con- 
tained a  report  of  general  interest,  the  major  part  of 
the  letter  is  being  printed  here.  Tlie  school  which  Mr. 
Steudler  refers  to  as  the  "college,  "  as  it  is  known  in 
French,  is  the  James  Gribble  High  School.  All  teach- 
ing in  this  school  is  carried  on  in  the  French  lan- 
guage.) 

College:  Many  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
teaching  staff.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Waridel  are  now  mission- 
aries in  Brazil.  Mr.  Geiser  is  working  at  the  Geneva 
(Switzerland)  Bible  School,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hocking 
are  on  furlough.  Therefore,  this  left  five  teachers  to 
find.  We  found  four:  two  you  already  know— Carol 
Mensinger  and  Bruce  Paden.  To  these  two  have  been 
added  a  Swiss,  Richard  Daiber,  and  a  Frenchman, 
Paul  Biancheri.  With  five  veterans— Martin  Garber, 
Eddie  Mensinger,  Eric  Cazes,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Steudler— a  good  team  is  on  hand  to  care  not  only  for 
the  college  but  also  for  the  Preparatory  School  of 
Theology  and  the  School  of  Theology. 

This  year  it  was  necessary  to  choose  fifty  new 
students  from  among  the  688  applicants  who  took 
the  entrance  exams  for  the  college.  The  choice  is 
always  difficult,  and  above  all  it  is  hard  for  us  to 
know  that  there  are  still  so  many  youth  who  would 
like  to  study  but  cannot  because  there  is  no  place  in 
the  schools  of  the  country.  We  try  to  impress  upon 
our  110  students  their  privileges  and  responsibilities 
as  Christians. 

The  orchestra  of  twenty-two  musicians  and  the 
band  of  some  thirty  students  are  practicing  in 
preparation  for  the  practical  work  which  we  ask  of 
them.  The  Lord  blessed  the  evangelistic  campaigns 
last  year,  and  about  700  young  people  made  pro- 
fessions of  faith.  Therefore,  this  year  again  we  must 


use  our  weekends  during  the  months  from  January  to 
March  to  preach  and  testify  in  the  schools  and 
churches  of  this  country. 

Alumni:  Since  its  foundation  we  have  seen  more 
than  500  students  come  to  and  go  from  our  school. 
More  than  fifty  of  these  are  teachers;  over  100  are 
government  officials  and  quite  often  occupy  im- 
portant positions  in  the  police  force,  in  the  army  or 
in  the  pubUc  service  of  the  country.  We  try  to  main- 
tain contact  with  them.  At  their  request  we  publish  a 
small  paper,  "The  Bible,  My  Way,"  four  or  five  times 
a  year. 

Many  of  our  alumni  have  gone  on  to  continue 
their  studies  in  other  establishments.  Several  are 
abroad,  and  last  September  we  accompanied  three 
students  to  the  airport  as  they  left  for  four  or  five 
years  in  Russia.  Each  had  received  a  lovely  Russian 
Bible  and  we  pray  for  their  testimony.  One  has 
already  written  us  a  fine  letter  and  asks  that  we  pray 
for  him.  Speaking  of  Russians,  there  were  thirty 
Russian  teachers  who  came  to  C.A.R.  last  year  to 
teach  here.  Each  received  a  New  Testament  in  his 
own  language.  This  year  there  are  even  more. 

Work  Among  Youth:  Ten  years  ago  the  govern- 
ment could  count  only  500  students  in  its  secondary 
schools.  This  number  now  exceeds  5,000.  We  attempt 
to  reach  them  for  Christ  from  Yaloke.  For  example, 
one  or  two  of  our  teachers  go  every  two  weeks  to 
Bossangoa  to  hold  a  meeting  for  officials,  a  meeting 
at  the  public  school,  and  Saturday  morning  and  after- 
noon the  youth  can  come  to  the  mission  to  play 
games  and  have  discussions.  Sunday  morning  we  have 
a  French  worship  service. 

Other  localities  await  us.  Visits  should  be  made 
regularly  to  M'Baiki  where  there  is  a  university.  At 
Bangui  more  is  needed  than  Bible  lessons  in  the  high 
schools;  the  youth  center  should  develop  and  become 
a  center  of  activity.  #

One  observed  that  "a 
lot  of  spiritual  seed  has  been  sown  and  we  may  not  be  able 
to  completely  evaluate  the  crusade  for  another  three  to 
five  years."

Produce  Your  Cause 


My  Dad  was  a  top-flight  artist;  his 
specialty,  tapestries.  Manufacturers 
beat  a  path  to  his  studio  with  orders 
for  his  innovative  designs.  What  his 
creative  ideas  commanded  his  hands  to 
set  down  on  paper  ultimately  became 
breathtaking  tapestries.  His  artistry 
proved  that  "a  thing  of  beauty  is  a  joy 
forever." 

Sophisticates  of  the  twentieth 
century  use  the  idea  of  "create"  loose- 
ly, often  vainly.  Haut  couturier  artists 
such  as  Dior  and  Givinchy  are  called 
creators  of  fashions;  the  scientific 
acumen  of  a  Curie  or  Einstein  is  cre- 
ative; certainly  the  musical  genius  of  a 
Brahms  or  Chopin  is  exquisitely  cre- 
ative; the  views  of  history  laid  out  by  a 
Tolstoy  or  Toynbee  have  to  be  cre- 
ative if  one  is  to  define  creativity  by 
contemporary  standards.  Creativity 
seems  to  boil  down  to  being  or  doing 
the  unique,  innovative;  doing  some- 
thing old  in  a  new  or  different  way. 
Any  array  of  creativity  forces  thinking 
men  to  ask,  "Do  creative  men  make 
circumstances,  or  do  the  circumstances 
produce  creative  people?"  As  for  us, 
we'll  let  the  biblical  record  speak  for 
itself. 

One  thing  we  know  for  sure,  no 
created  being  can  ever  create  in  the 
sense  that  God  did  and  does.  Any  sem- 
blance of  creativity  on  the  part  of  man 
is  a  result  of  his  having  been  made  in 
the  image  of  the  Creator-God.  Man 
"creates"  out  of  something;  from  sub- 
stance already  existing.  God  creates 
out  of  nothing.  Humanity's  very  abili- 
ty to  comprehend  principles  and  bene- 
ficially (or  otherwise)  put  them  to  use, 
to  arrange,  rearrange  and  come  up 
with  something  "new"  is  a  gift  from 
the  Creator.  Nobody  ever  bestowed  on 
God  the  gift  of  creativity.  It's  His  by 
right  of  His  being  the  living  God.  Be-

dazzles  your  mind,  doesn't  it?  But 
how  thrilling  to  belong  to  such  a  God! 

Conform  has  little  to  do  with  cre- 
ate. The  latter  can  take  off  into  wide 
reaches  of  imaginative  inventiveness, 
often  requiring  hard  work.  As  to  con- 
formity, whenever  I  make  jello  I  think 
of  its  easy  flow  into  whatever  shaped 
container  I  pour  it.  The  liquid  puts  up 
no  resistance  to  the  mold.  Once  the 
jello  is  set,  it  is  then  locked  up  to  that 
pattern. 

Conformity  in  life  is  somewhat  like 
this.  It  is  taking  the  shape  of,  flowing 
into  a  predetermined  form.  This  isn't 
necessarily  difficult  (although  con- 
ceivably it  can  be).  Creativity  conjurs 
hardness,  determination;  conformity 
softness,  indecision,  until  imprisoned 
within  a  mold.  Conformity  to  sin, 
which  permeates  the  world  system,  im- 
prisons the  entire  being  once  the  mold 
is  set.  Nothing  but  the  creative  power 
of  God  can  release  man  from  such  con- 
formity. 

What  have  creativity  and  con- 
formity to  do  with  Christians?  Much. 
It  seems  obvious  from  Scripture  that 
we  are  made  to  be  creative,  especially 
after  our  re-creation  by  the  Father  in 
the  new  birth.  And  this  creativity  is 
solely  for  God's  glory.  David  knew  his 
need  of  being  creative  and  realized  it 
began  with  a  new  heart.  Happy  is  the 
man  who  cries  with  the  Psalmist:  "Cre- 
ate in  me  a  clean  heart,  0  God"  (Ps. 
51:10).  He  is  then  ready  to  be  ".  .  .  his 
workmanship,  created  in  Christ  Jesus 
unto  good  works  which  God  hath  be- 
fore ordained  that  we  should  walk  in 
them"  (Eph.  2:10).  Talk  about  a 
CAUSE!  The  Cause  of  good  works  in 
Christ  is  a  lifetime  proposition  to  the 
nth  degree.  And,  what's  more,  we've 
been  created  for  it.  Father,  forgive  us 
our  failures! 


Biblical  conformity  is  a  two-sided 
coin.  "Be  not  conformed  to  this 
world,  but  be  ye  transformed  by  the 
renewing  of  your  mind  .  .  ."  (Rom. 
12:2).  How  to  escape  the  clutches  of 
conformity  to  the  world's  system  is 
contained  within  the  same  admoni- 
tion; ".  .  .  be  transformed"  by  renew- 
al, re-creation  in  Jesus  Christ. 

Turn  the  coin  and  learn  how  God 
wants  you  to  conform.  "For  whom  he 
did  foreknow,  he  also  did  predestinate 
to  be  conformed  to  the  image  of  his 
Son  .  .  ."  (Rom.  8:29).  If  a  vile  world 
is  to  see  His  "image"  imprinted  on  our 
visage,  surely  we  must  admit  that 
changes  are  imperative  in  our  attitudes 
toward  God  and  men.  The  only  way 
this  can  be  achieved  is  by  full  obedi- 
ence to  His  Word  and  will.  The  Word 
teaches  that  suffering  has  a  part  in  this 
process.  "That  I  may  know  him  (and 
the  world  know  Him  through  me),  and 
the  power  of  his  resurrection,  and  the 
fellowship  of  his  sufferings  (but  who 
wants  to  suffer?),  being  made  con- 
formable unto  his  death  (who  wants 
to  die?)"  (Phil.  3:10). 

YOU  want  to  die  to  self,  the  world 
and  all  death-producing  conformity  no 
matter  what  it  will  take,  don't  you? 
The  only  way  to  be  creative  to  the 
glory  of  God  is  by  allowing  Him  to 
conform  you  to  the  "image  of  His 
Son."  Surely  you  want  a  slice  of  this 
life.  With  all  godly  purposefulness  you 
want  to  Produce  Your  Cause  by  Con- 
forming to  His  will,  making  it  possible 
to  be  Creative  within  that  will. 

It's  a  glorious  Cause,  though  your 
cheeks  be  wet  and  stained  by  copious 
and  bitter  tears.  Your  Father  is  in  the 
process  of  creating  in  you  that  which 
will  perfect  (mature)  you.  He  cares 
that  much  for  you.  Thank  Him  and

What's  Right  With  Them 


The  headline  of  a  recent  poHtical  advertisement  in  our  local  newspaper  read 
like  this— "Improvements  Noted"— and  underneath  the  headline  were  listed  all  of 
the  improvements  of  our  local  community.  They  included  new  street  lighting,  a 
new  sewage  plant,  new  fire  equipment,  new  pavement  on  a  number  of 
streets— not  a  single  negative  in  the  entire  advertisement.  You  see,  the  mayor 
wanted  the  people  of  the  community      his  class  and  its  individual  pupils.  Only 


to  know  his  accomplishments,  and 
upon  that  record,  continue  him  in  of- 
fice. It  was  an  impressive  list,  and  he 
was  re-elected. 

As  I  think  of  Brethren  Sunday 
schools  with  you,  I  am  sure  that  the 
first  improvement  which  I  have  seen 
across  the  land  is  that  of  a  real  desire 
on  the  part  of  many  of  our  leaders, 
both  administrators  and  teachers,  to 
show  improvement  in  their  own  work 
for  the  Lord.  I  have  watched  Sunday- 
school  superintendents  and  pastors,  to- 
gether with  their  teachers,  as  they  have 
come  to  Christian  education  con- 
ventions, both  at  our  national  confer- 
ence and  at  district  and  local  church 
conferences.  They  have  come  with 
eager  desire  and  with  searching  minds, 
seeking  to  know  how  to  do  a  more 
effective  job.  Then  I  have  watched 
them  as  they  have  put  ideas  into 
practice  and  thus  improve  their  work. 

There  is  a  marked  improvement  in 
many  of  our  Sunday  schools.  Many 
new  methods  of  teaching  have  been 
put  into  use,  and  teachers  are  studying 
constantly  with  a  mind  to  use  the  best 
of  teaching  methods  to  reach  their 
pupils  for  Christ.  No  longer  does  the 
teacher  do  all  of  the  work.  He  involves 


last  Sunday  I  watched  as  a  teacher  in  a 
kindergarten  class  was  on  the  tloor  of 
the  classroom  with  her  pupils.  Each 
kindergartner  was  permitted  to  repeat 
the  story  back  to  the  teacher  as  she 
had  related  it  to  them.

A   LONG  WAY  FROM   100  IN   1947! 


Under  the  inspiration  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  a  wise  man 
wrote  many  years  ago,  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he 
should  go:  and  when  he  is  old,  he  will  not  depart  from  it" 
(Prov.  22:6). 

Since  that  time  the  people  of  God  have  used  various 
means  to  educate  their  children  in  the  way  of  the  Lord. 
Some  have  been  successful  and  some  have  not.  With  chang- 
ing life  styles  new  influences  have  been  exerted,  but  wher- 
ever children  have  been  brought  up  in  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
the  influences  of  Satan  somehow  need  to  be  countered  with 
the  truth  of  God. 

In  the  modern  age,  there  are  three  institutions  recog- 
nized as  the  principle  factors  in  determining  the  pattern  of 
hfe  for  the  child.  These  are  the  home,  the  school,  and  the 
church. 

The  home  is  usually  the  strongest  influence  in  early 
childhood,  but  in  later  years  the  school  becomes  an  increas- 
ingly powerful  force,  in  many  cases  completely  over- 
shadowing that  of  the  church  and  home. 

A  God-fearing  group  of  people  organized  the  Brethren 
High  School  in  Berlin,  Pennsylvania,  in  1872.  For  some 
reason  it  was  closed  a  short  time  later  and  the  Brethren 
seemed  largely  concerned  with  college-level  schools  for  the 
next  seventy-five  years. 

As  a  careful  student  of  world  affairs  and  Bible  prophecy, 
Dr.  Louis  S.  Bauman  saw  the  need  for  Christian  schools  as  a 
counter  to  the  influences  of  unbelief  in  state  schools.  This 
was  at  a  time  when  few  evangelicals  were  even  remotely 
interested  in  such  a  thing.  As  pastor  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Long  Beach,  California,  Dr.  Bauman  began  dur- 
ing the  1 930s  to  lay  the  foundations  for  the  Christian  Day 
School  movement  as  we  know  it  today  in  the  Brethren 
Church.  In  the  providence  of  God  it  became  the  privilege  of 
Dr.  Charles  W.  Mayes  to  bring  the  plans  and  dreams  of  Dr. 
Bauman  into  reality  with  the  establishment  of  the  Brethren 
Day  School  in  1947. 

Rev.  Albert  L.  Flory  was  the  first  principal/superin- 
tendent and  the  first  student  body  of  about  100  met  for 
classes  in  the  Seal  Beach  Brethren  Church  where  Dr.  George 
Peek  was  then  pastor.  Zoning  laws  and  local  antagonism

had  aborted  the  efforts  to  begin  such  a  school  in  the  city  of 
Long  Beach  and  the  majority  of  that  first  student  body  was 
transported  from  Long  Beach  to  Seal  Beach  in  three  school 
buses— two  from  First  Brethren  and  one  from  Second 
Brethren  (now  North  Long  Beach  Brethren  Church). 

The  people  involved  in  that  early  beginning  were  true 
pioneers.  Christian  schools  enjoyed  no  wide  acceptance 
among  American  evangelicals  at  that  time  and  the  Lord 
alone  can  evaluate  the  overall  impact  of  the  beginning  of 
that  Brethren  school  in  1947. 

Brethren  schools  increased  in  number  in  the  years  which 
followed.  Brethren  churches  played  an  important  part  in 
the  phenomenon  we  know  as  "the  growth  of  the  Christian 
School  Movement."  While  existing  schools  have  enjoyed 
tremendous  growth,  only  one  new  Brethren  school  has  been 
established  in  the  last  six  years.  The  same  period  has  been 
one  of  unparalleled  expansion  for  the  total  evangelical 
church  in  the  Christian  school  effort.  Where  are  the  NFBC

A  thousand  muscles  with  which  to  wiggle  and  none  with 
which  to  sit  still— primary  age  children.  They  are  full  of 
energy,  eager  to  listen  and  short  on  attention  span.  To  cope 
with  these  normal  characteristics,  we  divided  our  primary 
Sunday-school  hour  into  three  sections  as  shown  at  right. 
We  found  this  arrangement  very  satisfactory  because  it 
seemed  to  fit  the  attention  span  of  the  children  and  during 
the  final  fifteen  minutes  of  the  hour  teachers  had  opportun- 
ity to  counsel  with  individual  pupils,  while  the  rest  of  the 
department  proceeded  with  the  scheduled  activities.  This 
was  the  time  when  teachers  led  pupils  to  the  Lord,  heard 
memory  verses  and  similar  things.  So  successful  was  the 
arrangement  for  us  that  we  recommend  you  try  it.

involved  in  our  total  curriculum  are 
growing  up  in  the  Sunday  school  to 
become  the  workers  in  that  Sunday 
school.  This  is  a  thrill  that  can  only 
come  to  one  who  watches  through  the 
years.  I  am  now  seeing  some  that  I  saw 
back  there  in  early  childhood  classes  as 
they  stand  before  classes  in  their  Sun- 
day schools  as  the  teachers.  They  have 
had  a  solid  foundation  and  a  good 
basic  understanding  of  the  Scriptures. 
Metliods  have  changed,  and  they  will 
change.  The  message  they  teach,  how- 
ever, will  be  the  same  as  that  which 
they  were  taught. 

I  am  thrilled  also  with  the  "out- 
reach program"  of  many  of  our  Breth- 
ren Sunday  schools  which  has  caused 
our  schools  to  grow.  There  was  a  day 
when  many  were  saying,  "We  are  in- 
terested in  quality  and  not  quantity," 
as  if  the  two  were  in  direct  opposition 
one  to  the  other.  However,  most  have 
now  come  to  recognize  that  they  are 
not  in  opposition.  We  can  have  quanti- 
ty and  at  the  same  time  have  quality. 
There  are  still  a  few  who  are  saying, 
"We  want  our  school  to  remain  small, 
because  that  makes  it  so  much  more 
'homey.'  "  Actually,  our  hearts  thrill 


as  we  see  our  largest  schools,  through 
the  individual  classes,  keeping  the 
benefits  and  blessings  of  the  small 
group,  yet  being  a  part  of  the  large 
group  through  which  many  good 
things  are  able  to  be  accomplished. 
What  a  thrill  to  walk  into  some  of  our 
largest  schools  and  to  discover  there  is 
an  intermingling  between  departments 
and  classes  whereby  the  circle  of  Chris- 
tian friends  is  enlarged,  and  the  ability 
to  take  on  large  projects  does  not  bog 
the  school  or  the  individual  down  with 
a  heavy  burden  either  as  to  work  load 
or  financial  load. 

The  friendly  spirit  that  is  en- 
gendered in  our  largest  schools  is 
something  for  which  we  ouglit  to 
praise  God!  This  in  itself  brings  with  it 
the  desire  on  the  part  of  strangers  to 
become  one  with  us  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord! 

The  desire  for  outreach  has  likewise 
developed  many  new  schools  through 
the  years,  and  as  we  are  permitted  to 
continue  to  serve  Him  I  trust  this  spirit 
of  outreach  may  even  exceed  itself  in 
the  future.

Religion   in    Review 


Like  the  shifting  patterns  of  a  Italei- 
doscope,  the  events  of  1971  altered 
the  face  of  American  society  in  un- 
precedented ways. 

Religious  headlines  gave  top  billing 
to  the  Jesus  revolution,  the  charis- 
matic movement  among  Roman 
Catholics,  prayer  in  public  schools  and 
federal  aid  to  private  schools. 

Bibles  blossomed  under  the  arms  of 
youth  as  a  real  and  genuine  movement 
of  God's  Spirit  rolled  across  the  land, 
but  the  seeds  of  heresy  lay  in  the 
amorphous  Jesus  movement.  From 
Broadway's  rock  opera  "Jesus  Christ 
Superstar"  to  the  garish  movie  ads 
announcing  in  bold  letters  over  motor- 
cycles: "The  Jesus  Trip,"  the  name 
was  exploited.  The  top  forty  tunes  in- 
cluded "Amazing  Grace,"  "Spirit  in 
the  Sky,"  and,  "Put  Your  Hand  in  the 
Hand  of  the  Man  from  Galilee."  Holly- 
wood seized  the  Name  for  commercial 
gain,  but  thousands  of  young  people 
worshiped.  They  waded  into  oceans 
for  mass  baptisms,  gathered  in  home 
churches  for  Bible  study,  and  found  a 
way  out  of  their  hang-ups  with  drugs. 

Roman  Catholics  began  moving 
from  a  liturgical  to  a  personal  con- 
frontation with  Jesus  Christ.  It  began 
with  an  acceptance  by  Catholic  lay- 
men of  the  vernacular  in  the  Mass, 
resulting  in  a  new  approach  to  cate- 
chetical training  which  led  to  changed 
lives  radiating  the  joy  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Trends 

This  was  the  year  when  venereal 
disease  raced  out  of  control  in  the 
wake  of  new  sexual  freedom.  Homo- 
sexuals demanded,  and  received,  per- 
mission to  "marry"  by  "adopting" 
each  other  and  to  sei^ve  as  pastors  of 
gay  congregations.  New  abortion  laws 
were  termed  a  "new  barbarism,"  and 
the  theology  of  ecology  consumed  the 
zeal  of  increasing  numbers  of  Ameri- 
cans. 

The  curtain  fell  on  a  decade  of  war 
in  Vietnam.  America's  toll:  54,500  GIs 
dead  (45,000  killed  in  actual  combat); 
300,000  wounded;  and  a  monetary  ex- 
penditure that  produced  fiscal  chaos. 


Some  12,000  people  every  day- 
seven  people  every  minute— died  some- 
where in  the  world  during  1971  from 
starvation  or  extreme  malnutrition, 
according  to  Larry  Ward,  president  of 
Food  for  the  Hungry.  But  evangelicals 
increasingly  added  social  concern  to 
their  orthodoxy,  as  seen  in  the  global 
relief  efforts  of  the  World  Relief  Com- 
mission and  other  agencies. 

An  economic  slump  had  a  bene- 
ficial fallout:  more  people  in  the 
inner-city  were  returning  to  church.  A 
national  opinion  poll  showed  that  47 
percent  of  Americans  believed  in- 
flation, unemployment,  division,  and 
big  business  will  destroy  the  nation's 
civil  order. 

A  man  ate  and  drank  on  the  moon 
for  the  first  time  in  1971  when  Col. 
James  B.  Irwin  partook  of  communion 
elements  he  had  stowed  in  his  Apollo 
15  space  suit  for  the  mid-year  mission. 

Sexual  liberation,  so  callously 
touted  in  the  year's  best-selling  book 
Love  Story,  was  seen  to  result  not  in  a 
pinnacle  of  human  fulfillment  but  in  a 
flat  and  tasteless  experience  resulting 
in  superficial  emotional  relationships. 

Guilt  over  care  for  the  aged  in- 
creased, resulting  in  better  health  care 
and  in  a  suggested  "ultimate"  accom- 
modation: a  lethal  bedside  pill  for  suf- 
fering patients  to  swallow  if  they  can 
no  longer  stand  the  pain. 

Evangelist  Billy  Graham,  52,  began 
the  year  exhausted  following  minor 
surgery  on  a  salivary  gland.  He  was 
forced  into  extended  rest  but  he  later 
held  huge  crusades  in  Lexington, 
(Kentucky),  Chicago  and  Dallas;  and 
enjoyed  "the  day  of  my  life"  in 
Charlotte.  Among  the  guests  at  "Billy

Graham  Day"  October  15  were  Presi- 
dent and  Mrs.  Richard  M.  Nixon. 

Denominations 

Contrasted  with  the  disorganized 
religion  of  the  Jesus  people,  the  organ- 
ized religion  of  denominational  Chris- 
tianity flourished. 

The  1971  Yearbook  of  American 
Churches  showed  that  membership  in 
230  U.S.  church  bodies  rose  35,348  to 
an  all-time  record  of  128,505,084.  The 
rise  did  not  keep  pace  with  the  popu- 
lation rise  of  1.1  percent,  however. 
The  church  gains  were  only  .03  per- 
cent. 

Nazarenes  reached  a  half-milHon 
membership;  10,000  people  attended 
the  34th  Assemblies  of  God  council; 
Mennonites,  after  reactions  against  the 
finery  of  Chicago's  Conrad  Hilton 
Hotel,  moved  the  site  of  their  All- 
Mennonite  Consultation  called  "Probe 
'72"  to  Minneapolis;  a  determined 
group  within  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.  (Southern)  began  planning  for  a 
separate  "Continuing  Presbyterian 
Church"  when  its  denomination  con- 
sidered merger  with  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  U.S.A.  Dr.  L.  Nelson 
Bell  withdrew  from  his  editorial  posi- 
tion with  The  Presbyterian  Journal 
when  a  decision  was  made  by  four  in- 
dependent organizations  within  the 
conservative  wing  to  set  up  a  steering 
committee  to  plan  and  promote  a 
course  of  action  that  seemed  likely  to 
him  to  be  leading  to  division  in  the 
church. 

Eighty-eight  percent  of  Protestant 
clergymen  with  15  years'  tenure  or 
more  who  participated  in  a  national 
study  said  they  received  salaries  lower 
than  they  should  be  receiving. 

Innovative  churchmen  created  new 
modes  of  worship.  One  was  a  "family 
concept"  church  with  24-hour  service 
and  a  resident  minister.  Another 
church  set  Tuesday  evening  as  its 
stated  time  of  Sunday  school  and  wor- 
ship. 

The  2.8  million  Missouri-Synod 
Lutherans  were  torn  by  the  "carelessly 
ecumenical"  and  the  "jealously  sepa- 
ratistic."  Congregations  began  bolting 
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the  fellowship  following  the  July  con- 
vention in  Milwaukee.  The  United 
Methodist  Board  of  Missions  received 
$1,266,753  in  war  claims  under  a  law 
passed  by  the  98th  Congress  stemming 
from  World  War  II  damage  overseas. 

The  American  Council  of  Christian 
Churches  spent  $10,000  in  a  lawsuit  to 
keep  founding  member  Carl  Mclntire 
from  structuring  a  dual  organization. 
Mclntire  was  barred  permanently  from 
the  association. 

Donations  to  the  United  Presby- 
terians were  up  but  membership  de- 
creased. And  W.  A.  Criswell,  pastor  of 
the  Southern  Baptists'  largest  congre- 
gation, said  churches  of  Christ  are 
facing  floodtides  which  threaten  to  en- 
gulf them  at  a  time  when  they  have 
become  tools  of  leftwingers  who  deny 
basic  doctrines  of  faith. 


arise  as  presbyteries  moved  toward 
union.  Protestants,  Anglicans  and 
Roman  Catholics  regularly  joined  in 
worship  to  celebrate  the  454th  anni- 
versary of  the  Protestant  Reformation. 
One  ecumenical  effort,  described  as 
the  nation's  first,  was  launched  by  16 
Roman  Catholic  and  16  Episcopal 
parishes  in  Massachusetts.  The  goal:  to 
improve  Anglican-Catholic  relations  at 
the   parish   level. 

On  other  levels,  evangelical  scholars 
engaged  in  dialogue  with 
Jews  .  .  .  American  Baptists  listened  to 
a  Roman  Catholic  Pente- 
costalist  .  .  .  and  evangelicals  pushed 
ahead    with    their    own    ecumenical 


Nationalist  China  as  a  "police  state" 
were  ousted;  Guatemalans  burned  to 
the  ground  a  new  Baptist  chapel;  Mis- 
sionary Aviation  Fellowship  lost  five 
people  in  three  crashes;  Eastern  Ma- 
laysia citizens  persecuted  missionaries, 
as  did  East  Pakistan,  Bolivia,  and  coun- 
tries of  Africa. 

Between  the  fledglings  and  the  field 
opportunities,  Intercristo's  computer 
matched  job  with  volunteer  in  increas- 
ing numbers.  More  translations  were 
announced  by  Wycliffe;  World  Litera- 
ture Crusade  celebrated  a  quarter- 
century  of  labors;  and  Evangelism-in- 
Depth  made  notable  gains— especially 
in  Mexico  where  it  was  underway  in 
1971.  Missionary  TV  made  its  debut  in 
Ecuador  and  gospel  radio  blitzed 
closed  countries. 

Publishing 

Liberal  journals  declined,  conserva- 
tive periodicals  held  steady,  and  the 
evangelical  book  market  remained 
remarkably  healthy.  A  trio  of  press  as- 
sociations (Catholic  Press  Association, 
Associated  Church  Press,  Evangelical 
Press  Association)  spent  $8,652.10 
lobbying  against  confiscatory  postal 
increases  that  loomed  ominously.  The 
issue  remained  unresolved. 

Bible  reading  increased  as  editions 
of  the  Scriptures  abounded.  Ken 
Taylor  finished  the  paraphrased  Living 
Bible,  and  Catholics  released  their  first 
ecumenical  edition  of  the  Scriptures  to 
be  granted  an  imprimatur  from  Rome.

Mergers 

Denominational  mergers  have  con- 
sistently produced  splinter  groups  in- 
stead of  healthy  solidarity,  a  research- 
er proved,  yet  ecumenical  fervor 
abounded  in  1971.  A  group  of  131 
congregations  in  the  South,  both  black 
and  white,  formally  affiliated  with  the 
American  Baptist  Convention;  a  new 
church  organization  called  the  United 
Ministries  cemented  the  allegiances  of 
the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  the 
United  Church  of  Christ  and  the  Chris- 
tian Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  the 
Pacific  Northwest.  Officials  of  two 
major  Presbyterian  bodies— United  and 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. —urged 
the  formation  of  a  task  force  to  help 
resolve  constitutional  conflicts  which 


evangelism  scheme  called  "Key  73." 
Missions 

Twelve  thousand  three  hundred 
students  opened  the  year  in  prayer  at 
Inter-Varsity's  ninth  triennial  mission- 
ary conference.  They  were  in  no  mood 
for  status  quo,  contending  for  a  new 
mission  order. 

A  new  mood  of  U.S.  isolationism 
could  be  seen  and  this  was  felt  by  mis- 
sionaries. But  their  cause  flourished  in 
1971— despite  the  punctuations  of  per- 
secution. China;  A  glimpse  behind  the 
bamboo  curtain  showed  the  struggling 
church  alive;  India:  Another  cut  in 
missionaries  reduced  the  number  of 
foreign  Christian  personnel  to  2,469, 
half  the  1954  figure;  Formosa:  A 
Methodist    couple    who    described 


The  New  American  Standard  Bible, 
developed  by  the  Lockman  Founda- 
tion, was  released  through  a  group  of 
publishers  including  Regal  Books 
Division  of  Gospel  Light  Publications 
and  Creation  House.  Psalms  for  Mod- 
ern Man  appeared  in  paperback  from 
the  American  Bible  Society.  Gideon 
Bibles  reached  the  100  millionth  bed- 
side. Underground  papers  thrived, 
while  slicks  died.  Missionary  enterprise 
lost  its  prestigious  World  Vision  Maga- 
zine which  merged  with  the  sponsoring 
agency's  Heartline.  In  Canada,  Tlie  En- 
quirer tabloid  made  a  hesitant  then  a 
booming    start. 

President  Nixon  designated  1971  as 
the  "Year  of  World  Minority  Language 

(Continued  on  page  22} 
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Groups,"  and  issued  a  proclamation 
calling  on  the  people  of  the  United 
States  to  recognize  the  international 
effort  to  provide  written  languages  for 
minority  language  groups. 

This  year  membership  in  the  Evan- 
gelical Press  Association  passed  the 
200  mark  in  a  steady  climb. 

Church  and  State 

Protestants  dominated  the  U.S. 
Congress  with  74.3  percent  of  the 
membership;  18.3  percent  were  Cath- 
olics; 2.3  percent  were  Jewish  and 
fractional  percentages,  or  none,  ac- 
counted for  those  of  other  faiths. 

Two  church-state  headlines  domi- 
nated the  1971  news:  the  historic  fight 
to  allow  non-denominational  prayer  in 
public  schools  and  the  attempts  to 
channel  federal  aid  to  private  schools. 

More  religious  leaders  opposed  the 
prayer  amendment  than  supported  it, 
so  the  measure  lost  on  November  8, 
but  proponents  vowed  to  try  again. 
Even  attempts  to  arrange  silent  prayer 
were  soundly  defeated  in  New  Jersey 
and  New  York  lawsuits. 

Lobby  groups  fought  hard  for 
federal  aid  to  private  schools  but  vigor- 
ous opposition  labeled  it  a  threat  to 
rehgious  freedom  and  scotched  the  ef- 
forts. President  Nixon's  pledge  of  tax 
reUef  to  parents  with  children  in  pri- 
vate schools  in  a  banquet  speech  to 
Roman  Catholic  editors  was  branded  a 
political    ploy    and    dismissed   as  un- 


Indiana;  The  People's  Church  Ele- 
mentary School,  Toronto;  Arizona 
College  of  the  Bible;  and  the  Southern 
Cahfornia  Reformation  College.  The 
new  Bibhcal  Theological  Seminary  was 
begun  by  Dr.  Ahan  McRae  who  took 
his  students  with  him  when  he  broke 
with  Faith  Theological  Seminary.  The 
eyes  of  the  nation  watched  the  inno- 
vative Satellite  Christian  Institute  of 
San  Diego  which  speciahzed  in  Chris- 
tian leadership  training  for  students 
already  enrolled  for  courses  in  tax- 
supported  universities.  The  institution 
reported  an  enrollment  increase  of  500 
percent  at  the  start  of  its  second  year. 

Bob  Jones  University,  the  nation's 
largest  Christian  school,  relaxed  shght- 
ly  its  poUcies  to  admit  blacks— but 
only  those  who  are  married. 

Mrs.  Madalyn  Murray  O'Hair,  the 
nation's  most  popular  atheist,  an- 
nounced plans  to  open  an  atheist  uni- 
versity. 

Race 

Few  minority  groups  joined  the 
Jesus  movement  ("we  don't  want  to 
be  sidetracked  into  the  white,  middle- 
class  movement  because  we've  found 
reahty  in  our  thrust  for  basic  human 
rights"),  but  blacks  made  substantial 
gains  in  1971.  Huey  Newton,  Black 
Panther  Defense  Minister,  surprised 
friend  and  foe  by  announcing  he 
would  henceforth  seek  to  correct  evils 
in  society  by  returning  to  the  church. 

The  welcome  for  the  barbed  mes-

workable.  Americans" United  for  Sepa- 
ration of  Church  and  State  met  the 
issue  squarely  in  Kentucky  with  a  law- 
suit against  federal  salaries  for  teachers 
in  parochial  schools. 

Sentiment  to  keep  church  and  state 
separate  ran  high  in  1971.  Several 
churches  voluntarily  paid  property 
taxes  and  a  survey  found  most  Ameri- 
cans favoring  the  removal  of  tax- 
exemptions  accorded  churches. 

Education 

Christian  colleges  said  they  were  in 
trouble,  but  no  retrenching  could  be 
observed.  New  colleges  announced  in 
1971  included  Heritage  Christian  Col- 
lege, Anaheim,  Cahfornia;  Hyles- 
Anderson    Bible    College,    Hammond, 


sage  of  Black  Evangelist  Tom  Skinner 
began  wearing  a  bit  thin.  Moody  Bible 
Institute  took  him  off  its  broadcast  for 
excessive  political  involvement. 
Muhammed  Kenyatta  of  the  Black 
Economic  Development  Conference 
was  the  lone  church-stormer  in  1971. 
He  demanded  reparations  for  blacks 
after  "occupying"  an  ecumenical 
service  for  peace  in  Philadelphia  led  by 
dignitaries  of  Protestant  and  Catholic 
churches.  The  congregation  loudly 
chorused  "No!"  when  he  demanded  to 
be  heard.  Kenyatta  left  without  mak- 
ing a  scene. 

U.S.  churches  in  1971  earmarked 
more  than  $2.2  million  for  deposits  in 
minority-controlled  banks  through  a 
government  program. 


A  storm  of  protest  arose  when 
United  Presbyterians  contributed 
$10,000  to  the  Angela  Davis  legal  de- 
fense fund  but  it  cooled  when  black 
clergymen  collectively  paid  it  back. 

People 

Women  blazed  new  trails  in  1971. 
Mrs.  Marcus  Rohlfs  was  voted  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Baptist  Conven- 
tion; Rev.  (Mrs.)  Lorraine  K.  Potter 
became  the  first  female  Baptist  minis- 
ter ordained  in  Rhode  Island;  the  first 
teenager  elected  an  elder  in  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Kansas  was 
Kay  Stoddard,  18;  Ann  Muilenberg, 
19,  was  elected  to  a  three-year  term  as 
elder  of  the  La  Jolla  (Calif.)  Presby- 
terian Church;  Mrs.  Ahcia  Vereide 
Davison  was  named  Churchwoman  of 
the  Year  by  Religious  Heritage  of 
America;  and  Tricia  Nixon,  a  "birth- 
right Quaker,"  wed  an  Episcopalian  in 
the  White  House  in  June. 

The  "oldest"  American  died  in 
1971— Sylvester  Nagee,  at  age  130 
years.  Former  Congressman  Adam 
Clayton  Powell  resigned  as  pastor  of 
the  Abyssinian  Baptist  Church  of  Har- 
lem; Pat  Boone  was  disciphned  by 
ouster  from  the  Church  of  Christ  for 
his  role  in  the  Jesus  movement;  George 
Sweeting  became  the  sixth  president 
of  the  Moody  Bible  Institute  in  Chica- 
go; C.  Charles  VanNess  of  Elgin,  Illi- 
nois, was  elected  president  of  the 
23-year-old  Evangelical  Press  Associ- 
ation. (To  page  23) 
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Deaths 

Two  brilliant  archaeologists- 
William  F.  Albright  and  Nelson 
Glueck-died  in  1971,  as  did  the 
world-renowned  theologian  Reinhold 
Niebuhr. 

Death  took  also  multi-millionaire  J. 
Howard  Pew  at  89  in  Philadelphia.  He 
was  head  of  Sun  Oil  Company  whose 
money  supported  many  conservative 
evangelical  causes. 

Cancer  took  Dr.  William  Culbertson 
who  only  100  days  earlier  had  become 
the  first  Chancellor  of  Moody  Bible 
Institute  after  he  stepped  down  as  the 
school's  fifth  president. 

J.  C.  Penny,  noted  Christian  entre- 
preneur, died  at  95.  And  a  man  of 
opposite  tastes,  goals,  and  attainments, 
also  passed  from  the  scene— the  ec- 
centric "Prophet  Jones"  of  Detroit. 

1971 -what    a    year!    With    divine 


irony  God  reached  beyond  our  institu- 
tions and  programs  to  seize  an  assort- 
ment of  disciples  in  unlikely  clothing 
and  vocabulary  to  preach  His  name  to 
the  lost.  Secular  people,  like  the 
heathen  saUors  on  the  ship  to  Tarshish, 
sought  out  the  people  of  God  and  de- 
manded: "How  is  it  that  you  are  sleep- 
ing? Get  up,  call  on  your  God." 

People  were  spiritually  hungry. 
They  had  a  fear  of  massive  forces 
which  they  were  not  able  to  control. 
The  situation  opened  the  thinking  of 
many  to  occult  phenomena.  It  also 
gave  Christians  the  opportunity  to  fill 
that  void  with  the  true  message  of 
biblical  supernaturalism. 

In  1971  the  Chaplain  of  the  U.S. 
Senate  exclaimed:  "America  must  re- 
main a  great  bastion  of  spiritual 
power,"  but  Dr.  Yu-Tang  Daniel  Lew, 
ambassador  and  senior  adviser  of  the 
ousted  Nationalist  Chinese  delegation 


of  the  United  Nations,  warned:  "Un- 
less the  United  States  develops  a  spirit- 
ual ideology— returning  to  its  historical 
roots  as  a  nation  'under  God'— it  will 
not  be  able  to  stop  Communist  ex- 
pansion." Yu-Tang  believed  the  U.S. 
lost  its  fight  to  keep  Taiwan  in  the  UN 
because  it  does  not  have  an  ideology 
which  can  win  men's  minds  and  hearts. 

The  blue-brown  watery  planet  kept 
spinning.  Yet  another  year  the  Lord 
delayed  His  coming,  giving  each  a  fresh 
slate  for  a  new  year. 

Not  even  God  can  change  the  past, 
so  the  record  of  1971  will  remain  for- 
ever as  it  was  lived  in  noble  or  ignoble 
pursuits. 

Four  things  come  not  back: 
The  spoken  word, 
The  sped  arrow. 
The  past  life, 
The  neglected  opportunity.  #

Reading 

Class

(WMC  editor's  note:  Miss  Byron  was 
asked  to  write  an  article  on  any  sub- 
ject she  desired  for  the  WMC  section 
of  the  Missionary  Herald.  She  chose  to 
write  about  those  days  dear  to  her 
heart  when  she  was  in  active  service  as 
a  missionary  teacher  in  Africa.  For  a 
biographical  account  of  Miss  Byron, 
you  are  referred  to  Foreign  Mission 
Echoes  for  August,  1971.  If  you  do 
not  have  access  to  a  copy,  you  may 
write  to  the  Foreign  Mission  office  for 
one.) 


Come  with  me  on  a  bush  trip  to 
inspect  village  classes  and  see  what 
progress  the  children  are  making  in 
learning  to  read  and  in  memorizing 
Bible  verses,  and  how  we  can  help  the 
teachers. 

The  trip  will  be  safer  and  more 
profitable  than  the  ZamZam  trip  you 
heard  about.  [See  "Long  Trip  to 
Bassai,"  by  Miss  Byron,  serialized  in 
the  Herald,  issues  of  Sept.  4,  Oct.  2, 
and  Nov.  13,  1971.]  We  will  travel  by 
"push."  I  was  dumped  out  of  a  push 
once,  but  no  bones  were  broken  and  I 
was  not  any  worse  for  the  experience. 
What  kind  of  vehicle  is  a  "push"?  It  is 
a  one-wheeled  chariot— a  chair  seat  and 
two  poles  on  a  frame  built  over  a 
motorcycle  wheel  and  operated  by 
two  men,  one  in  front  and  one  in 
back,  who  jog  along  at  about  four 
miles  an  hour. 

Careful  preparations  must  be  made 
for  the  trip,  including  arrangements 
for  men  to  carry  our  loads,  and  for 
"pushers"  and  a  cook.  We  must  take 
everything  we  will  need,  for  there  will 
be  no  stores  nearby.  Two  necessities 
are  a  mosquito  net  to  protect  us  from 
malaria-carrying  mosquitoes  at  night, 
and   our  malaria-preventive  medicine.

We  must  boil  all  our  drinking  water 
and  not  be  tempted  by  sparkling  clear 
water  in  a  stream.  Disease-carrying 
germs  are  easy  to  come  by  but  it  is 
difficult  to  get  rid  of  them. 

When  the  loads  are  all  packed,  the 
men  put  them  on  their  heads  and  we 
mount  our  pushes,  bow  our  heads  and 
ask  the  Lord's  blessing,  and  the  cara- 
van is  on  its  way.  Friendly  Africans 
walking  along  the  road  greet  us  with 
smiles  and  wish  us  a  safe  journey. 

After  traveling  a  couple  of  hours  we 
come  to  a  stream.  The  hot  dusty  car- 
riers lay  down  their  loads  and  plunge 
into  the  cool  stream,  and  we  find  a 
shady  spot  beneath  a  tree.  Refreshed, 
in  a  little  while  the  men  pick  up  their 
loads,  we  climb  into  the  push,  and  are 
on  our  way  again. 

Finally  arriving  at  our  destination, 
we  are  greeted  by  the  pastor,  and 
chief,  and  some  villagers.  Our  "motel" 
is  an  empty  one-room  adobe  hut  with 
a  mud  floor.  There  are  no  windows, 
and  the  door-closing  is  only  a  mat. 

After  we  set  up  housekeeping  we  lie 
down  to  rest  for  awhile.  Do  you  hear 
that  hen  squawking?  A  little  later  a 
boy  arrives  with  a  gift  of  eggs  from  the 
chief.  We  test  the  eggs  in  a  pan  of 
water  and  sure  enough,  they  all  float. 
No  doubt  the  eggs  were  taken  from 
under  the  hen  that  squawked.  We  pre- 
fer our  chickens  out  of  the  shell! 

When  the  people  have  come  home 
from  their  work  the  pastor  soon  beats 
the  drum  calling  the  people  to  the 
evening  service.  There  is  no  chapel  in 
this  village,  so  the  people  sit  on  rows 
of  logs  and  the  pastor  uses  an  upriglit 
drum  for  a  pulpit.  He  announces  a 
song— and  as  their  habit  is,  they  sing  all 
ten  verses;  he  asks  us  to  give  a  greeting 
and  then  reads  a  portion  of  Scripture 
and  gives  a  message. 


We  go  back  to  our  "motel"  and 
have  our  evening  meal.  Meanwhile,  the 
men  sit  around  their  fires  while  the 
women  cook  cassava  mush  in  an  earth- 
en pot,  empty  it  into  a  basket  contain- 
er, and  then  cook  the  stew  in  the  same 
pot.  The  stew  is  made  of  vegetables 
and  meat— if  they  have  the  meat  (it 
might  be  rats).  The  women  bring  the 
food  to  the  men.  Forming  a  circle 
around  the  two  containers  of  food, 
they  take  a  gob  of  the  stiff  mush,  dip 
it  into  the  stew,  and  eat  it.  They  finish 
and  the  women  come  to  get  the  food 
and  eat  what  is  left.  We  visit  for  awhile 
with  the  groups  and  then  crawl  under 
our  nets  and  go  to  sleep. 

At  dawn,  after  a  good  night's  sleep, 
we  hear  the  drum  calling  the  people  to 
the  sunrise  prayer  meeting.  We  always 
are  blessed  in  attending  these  meet- 
ings. Later  we  visit  the  children's  read- 
ing class,  and  are  pleased  with  the 
progress  they  are  making  in  learning  to 
read  and  reciting  Bible  verses.  Some 
helpful  suggestions  are  given  to  the 
teacher. 

We  tell  the  children  that  Jesus  loves 
them  and  if  they  will  accept  Him  they 
will  go  to  heaven.  Some  already  know 
the  Lord,  and  it  is  a  real  joy  to  see 
others  accept  Him.  Their  religion  has 
taught  only  fear  of  death  by  the  spirits 
of  their  idols,  and  they  must  appease 
the  spirits. 

After  a  couple  of  days  we  leave  and 
go  to  other  villages  where  we  have 
similar  experiences. 

One  morning  we  are  at  the  river 
waiting  to  be  carried  across.  Seeing 
some  lion  tracks,  I  follow  them  for  a 
short  distance  and  then  ask  myself,  do 
I  really  want  to  see  that  lion?  1  look 
around  for  a  tree  to  climb  "in  case," 
but  there  is  no  tree.  Yes— I  turn  back, 
and  am  still  here  to  tell  you  that  I  saw 
the  lion  tracks! 

We  cross  the  river  piggyback  and 
are  on  our  way  back  to  the  station, 
hot  and  dusty  but  happy  to  continue 
teaching  prospective  teachers  so  that 
there  wUl  be  more  classes  in  the  vil- 
lages. 

It  is  a  joy  to  serve  the  Lord.  "The 
harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the 
labourers  are  few"  (Matt.  9:37b).  The 
command  is  to  go\  "Go  ye  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost"  (Matt. 
28;  19).  Is  your  answer,  "Here  am  I; 
send  me"?  # 
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Me  Starving?

How  we  ladies  love  to  eat!  By  just 
looking  around  we  can  see  that  all 
have  spent  many  hours  in  practice.  But 
good  food  is  important.  Why,  without 
it  we  would  all  be  dead.  Look  at  the 
newborn  baby.  How  zealous  we  are  in 
giving  that  little  one  just  the  right 
formula.  We  watch  carefully  to  see 
that    he    gains    weight. 

We  adults  manage  to  get  our  three 
meals  a  day,  seven  days  a  week,  365 
days  a  year— plus  our  snacks!  There  is 
the  coffee  break,  brunch,  after  school 
snack,  bedtime  snack,  and  that  mid- 
night raid  on  the  refrigerator. 

Yes,  we  certainly  are  well  fed.  Sel- 
dom do  we  lack  any  taste  delight  our 
minds  can  dream  up.  If  we  don't  have 
it  on  hand  we  send  someone  to  the 
store  for  it.  What  fantastic  amounts  of 
time,  energy  and  money  this  requires. 
But  good  food  is  vital  for  physical 
growth,  energy  and  life  itself. 

God's  Word  tells  us  that  spiritual 
food  is  essential  to  feed  our  soul  and 
to  help  us  grow  spiritually.  Christ  says, 
"Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  but 
by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of 
the  mouth  of  God"  (Matt.  4:4).  Peter 
writes,  "As  newborn  babes,  desire  the 
sincere  milk  of  the  word,  that  ye  may 
grow  thereby:  If  so  be  ye  have  tasted 
that  the  Lord  is  gracious"  (I  Peter 
2:2-3).  David  declares,  "How  sweet  are 
thy  words  unto  my  taste!  yea,  sweeter 
than  honey  to  my  mouth!"  (Ps. 
119:103).  God  has  made  His  Word  to 
be  our  bread,  the  mainstay  of  life; 
milk,  the  most  perfect  food;  and 
honey,  yes,  even  something  to  satisfy 
our  spiritual  sweet  tooth! 

Now,  if  you  dare,  take  this  pair  of 
spiritual  glasses.  Try  them  on  and  take 
a  long  look  at  your  spiritual  health 
condition.  Are  you  overweight  or  just 
skin  and  bones?  Are  you  trying  to  live 
on  just  one  spiritual  meal  a  day?  Or 
maybe  you  are  being  stuffed  full  on 
Sunday  with  two  or  three  big  meals  in 
Sunday  school,  church  and  maybe  the 
evening  service,  and  then  trying  to 
drag  through  the  next  seven  days 
growing  weaker  and  weaker  until  you 
hardly  have  strength  enough  to  get 
back  into  Sunday  school. 


Now  look  at  the  members  of  your 
family.  Do  your  children  resemble  the 
pictures  of  the  starving  Biaffran 
babies,  stomachs  extended  with  mal- 
nutrition and  skinny  little  legs?  No. 
Compare  the  time,  money  and  energy 
spent  on  feeding  yourself  and  your 
family  physically  with  the  time, 
money  and  energy  spent  feeding  them 
spiritually.  Which  one  of  us  would 
starve  his  own  child  or  himself? 

We  have  all  missed  too  many  meals; 
our  appetites  are  gone.  It  is  time  to 
call  in  the  Great  Physician.  "Come 
close  to  God  and  He  will  come  close  to 
you.  Realize  that  you  have  been  dis- 
loyal, and  get  your  hearts  made  true 
once  more.  As  you  come  close  to  God 
you  should  be  deeply  sorry,  you 
should  be  grieved,  you  should  even  be 
in  tears.  Your  laughter  will  have  to 
become  mourning,  and  your  high 
spirits  will  have  to  become  heartfelt 
dejection.  You  will  have  to  feel  very 
small  in  the  sight  of  God  before  He 
will  set  you  upon  your  feet  once 
more"  (James  4:7-10  Phillips).  Pour 
out  your  heart  to  the  Great  Physician, 
tell  Him  your  symptoms  and  confess 
your  condition.  Lovingly  He  will  give 
you  a  prescription  which  reads  like 
this:  "This  book  of  the  law  shall  not 
depart  out  of  thy  mouth;  but  thou 
shalt  meditate  therein  day  and 
night  .  .  ."(Josh.  1:8). 

"Doctor,  did  you  say  meditate? 
What  do  you  mean  by  that?" 

"Meditation  does  seem  to  be  a  lost 
art  these  days.  The  word  can  be  de- 
scribed best  as  a  cow  chewing  her  cud. 
The  meal  is  over  but  the  cow  con- 
tinues to  chew  and  rechew  her  food. 
The  Word  of  God  must  be  read,  and 
reread,  thought  about  and  rethought 
about,  throughout  the  day  and  night. 
Surely  this  results  in  memorizing." 

"Oh  doctor,  how  can  1  find  time 
for  that?  Anyhow  I  cannot  memorize 
anything  anymore." 

"Start  here.  Give  God  the  day  that 
belongs  to  Him.  'If  thou  turn  away  thy 
foot  from  the  sabbath,  from  doing  thy 
pleasure  on  my  holy  day;  and  call  the 
sabbath  a  deliglit,  the  holy  of  the 
Lord,   honourable;  and   shalt  honour 


him,  not  doing  thine  own  ways,  nor 
finding  thine  own  pleasure,  nor  speak- 
ing thine  own  words:  Then  thou  shalt 
delight  thyself  in  the  Lord  .  .  .'  (Isa. 
58:13-14). 

"Go  to  sleep  while  meditating  on 
the  Word.  'My  soul  shall  be  satisfied  as 
with  marrow  and  fatness;  and  my 
mouth  shall  praise  thee  with  joyful 
lips:  when  I  remember  thee  upon  my 
bed,  and  meditate  on  thee  in  the  night 
watches'  (Ps.  63:5-6). 

"Then  throughout  the  day's  various 
activities  which  do  not  require  deep 
concentration,  review  portions  you 
have  memorized.  '.  .  .  when  thou  sit- 
test  in  thine  house  (meal  time  or  re- 
laxation), and  when  thou  walkest  by 
the  way  (today  we  drive,  so  be  careful 
here),  and  when  thou  liest  down  (rest 
or  go  to  sleep),  and  when  thou  risest 
up  (getting  ready  for  the  day)' " 
(Deut.  6:7). 

"Doctor,  are  you  sure  this  medi- 
tation prescription  will  help  me?" 

"If  you  follow  my  directions  care- 
fully, 'then  thou  shalt  make  thy  way 
prosperous  and  thou  shall  have  good 
success'  (Josh.  1 :8). 

Follow  the  Great  Physician's  pre- 
scription; feast  upon  His  Word  "day 
and  night,  that  thou  mayest  observe  to 
do  according  to  all  that  is  written 
therein"  (Josh.

My  Cousin  to  Church

How  wonderfully  God  guides  in  the 
lives  of  all  who  are  His  own.  Just  as  no 
two  of  us  are  alike,  so  no  two  of  us 
have  had  completely  identical  Chris- 
tian experiences.  I  am  grateful  for 
God-fearing  ancestors  and  a  fine, 
moral  home.  I  could  wish  I  might  have 
come  to  know  Christ  as  my  Saviour  at 
an  earlier  age,  thus  having  had  more 
years  to  serve  Him.  The  church  in 
which  I  was  brought  up  had  even  then 
lost  most  of  the  old-time  fire,  and  now 
it  has  the  reputation  of  being  among 
the  most  liberal. 

However,  long  before  I  was  con- 
scious of  God's  leading  in  my  life,  I 
know  He  must  have  been  directing  me. 
How  I  thank  Him  for  those  whom  He 
used  to  detour  me  from  the  many  pit- 
falls which  now  I  know  were  all  along 
the  way. 

"Home"  was  a  northern  Illinois 
farm  which  has  been  in  the  family 
about  sixty-five  years;  my  brother  and 
his  family  now  live  in  that  same  house 
in  which  we  all  were  born.  I  was  the 
oldest  of  the  six  and  helped  with  the 
tasks  which  characterized  farms  of  a 
generation  or  two  ago  (no  dairy— 
mostly  corn  and  steers;  to  this  day  I've 
never  mUked  a  cow!).  I  always  hked 
school,  and  attended  Sunday  school 
and  church  on  Sunday  mornings  be- 
cause I  was  expected  to.  And  although 
I  really  enjoyed  farm  life,  yet  as  a 
teenager  I  chafed  under  family  restric- 
tions and  the  routine  which  kept  us  so 
tied  to  home.  After  high  school  I  was 
elated  with  the  privilege  of  attending  a 
professional  art  school  in  Chicago  for 
two  years;  this  I  confidently  expected 
to  get  me  on  my  way  to  a  great  career! 

There  was  one  interval  of  three 
years  when,  following  the  death  of  my 
mother,  I  cared  for  the  home  and 
family.  And  then  a  trip  West,  ending  in 
the  tiny  town  of  Harrah,  Washington, 
where   I   lived   for   nearly   five  years. 


Since  churchgoing  had  always  been  my 
habit  and  there  was  no  church  of  my 
denomination  there,  I  followed  my 
cousin  Laura  Peugh  and  her  family  to 
theirs  which  was  the  Brethren  church. 
Finally,  during  special  meetings,  and 
under  the  personal  dealing  of  the 
evangelist  and  his  wife,  I  came  to  real- 
ize personally  what  really  happens 
when  a  person  puts  his  trust  in  Jesus 
Christ. 

Then,  althougli  I  wanted  to  serve 
the  Lord,  several  years  passed  before  I 
actually  journeyed  back  across  the 
country,  coming  to  Grace  to  further 
my  education.  After  only  one  semester 
I  was  offered  the  position  of  office 
secretary  with  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  and,  though  I  had  earlier  felt 
God  wanted  me  on  the  foreign  field, 
this  then  did  seem  His  place  for  me. 
By  now  my  years  with  the  FMS  have 
exceeded  twenty. 

As  the  years  continued  to  pass,  it 
seemed  that  God  really  wanted  me  to 


serve  Him  as  a  single  person  and  I 
would  be  content  with  things  that 
way— and  then  I  met  a  man— /"fte  man.

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Thoughts  on  Communicating 

God  has  left  to  His  people  a  vast 
reservoir  of  truth.  It  is  the  Word  of 
God.  Along  with  the  truth  is  the  com- 
mand to  see  that  it  is  given  to  other 
people.  There  are  a  number  of  ways  of 
distributing  God's  Word:  for  example, 
oral  communication— preaching  and 
teaching;  visual  communication- 
reading  and  viewing.  Each  of  these  is  a 
channel  available  for  imparting  a 
message. 

The  same  truth  is  open  to  all  be- 
lievers who  have  access  to  the  Bible. 
Some  people  are  able  to  understand 
more  of  it  because  of  a  willingness  to 
learn  and  by  permitting  the  leadership 
of  the  Spirit.  However,  experience 
teaches  us  that  all  are  not  equal  in  the 
matter  of  the  ability  to  communicate 
this  truth  effectively.  Some  pastors  are 
much  more  effective  than  others  in 
preaching.  The  reason  for  this  might 
appear  to  be  natural  abilities,  but  a 
closer  look  reveals  it  is  not  always  the 
person  with  the  most  talent  that  does 
the  best  job  of  communicating.  There 
must  be  something  beyond  talent  that 
makes  one  person  a  more  effective 
communicator  of  the  Word.  I  have 
heard  men  use  different  approaches  in 
delivering  messages— but  all  were  ef- 
fective communicators.  The  qualifi- 
cation of  God  to  be  "apt  to  teach" 
should  not  be  overlooked. 

There  are  many  perplexing  prob- 
lems in  the  area  of  communication. 
These  can  arise  regarding  what  a  speak- 
er intends  to  say;  what  he  actually 
says;  and  what  the  listener  thinks  he 
said.  It  could  well  be  that  we  really 
have  three  different  things  here  when 
only  one  was  intended.  Have  you  ever 
been  startled  by  hearing  a  report  from 
someone  of  what  you  said?  It  is  not 
what  you  intended  to  convey  at  all.  It 
is  a  complete  distortion,  possibly  not 
on  purpose,  of  what  you  had  really 
meant  to  communicate. 

For  Christians  this  is  a  serious  prob- 
lem. Do  people  really  hear  the  facts 
that  you  want  to  get  across?  Having 
been  a  church  member  for  many  years 
and  having  become  famOiar  with  such 
terms  as  justification,  sanctification, 
saved,  born  again,  grace,  mercy  and 
love,  do  you  use  them  with  a  certain 
meaning  in  mind  and  expect  others  to 
understand  them  too?  The  unsaved 
person  who  sits  in  the  Sunday-school 
class   and   in  the  pew  must  be  over- 


powered by  problems  of  communi- 
cation. We  know  what  we  want  to  say, 
but  our  listener  hears  words  which  are 
strange  and  baffling.  We  do  not  com- 
municate in  terms  that  bring  under- 
standing. 

The  fact  is  that  we  often  live  in  a 
world  of  our  own  and  assume  that 
everyone  else  understands  this  world 
like  we  do.  There  is  a  Biblical  doctrine 
of  separation,  but  God  never  intended 
it  to  be  in  the  field  of  communicating 
His  truth.  Are  we  guUty  sometimes  of 
repeating  words  that  we  know  to  be 
Biblical,  but  we  cannot  put  these 
words  into  terms  that  even  we  under- 
stand? I  am  certain  that  we  have  little 
phrases  that  we  repeat  over  and  over 
again  which  actually  communicate 
very  httle.  They  sound  religious  and 
someone  else  used  them  in  like  circum- 
stances, so  we  go  on  repeating  them 
hke  a  parrot.  Short,  snappy  little  an- 
swers to  all  the  problems  of  life  give  a 
short-lived  sense  of  security,  but  do 
httle  to  communicate  actual  truth. 
"Keep  looking  up"  to  the  unsaved 
friend  could  result  in  seeing  a  bird, 
telephone  Hnes,  a  jet  plane  or  even  a

storm  cloud— none  of  which  is  es- 
pecially helpful  in  finding  God.  Fol- 
lowing our  instructions  the  end  result 
may  be  a  stiff  neck  or  a  fall  over  some 
unseen  object.  "It  could  be  worse"  is 
an  often-repeated  phrase  which  means 
that  it  could  have  happened  to  the 
speaker  rather  than  the  one  spoken  to. 
"Hold  on  tight"— when?  why?  to 
whom?— these  are  all  legitimate  ques- 
tions for  the  unsaved  friend  to  ask. 

Let  us  understand  in  our  own 
minds  what  is  truth.  Then  let  us  in 
words  understandable,  with  the  aid  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  seek  to  tell  people 
about  God  and  His  deeds.  How  guDty 
we  are  of  going  back  to  Old  English 
just  to  make  things  sound  more  re- 
ligious. We  pray  with  one  set  of  words 
and  we  return  to  everyday  conver- 
sation to  speak  of  daily  events. 

I  heard  a  complaint  against  an  out- 
standing minister  to  the  effect  that  he 
was  so  simple  they  could  not  under- 
stand why  people  thought  he  was  so 
great.  Maybe  simplicity  was  the  reason 
for  his  greatness.  He  knew  the  truth 
and  he  said  it  in  a  way  that  everyone 
knew  what  he  was  talking  about.       • 
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CLOSE,  BUT  NOT 
GOOD  ENOUGH 


It  was  two  weeks  before  Thanks- 
giving, but  already  there  were  the 
abundant  evidences  of  the  Christmas 
season  in  the  Philadelphia  area  stores. 
However,  the  weather  on  this  Novem- 
ber morning  did  not  have  the  crispness 
one  attaches  to  the  time  of  the  year  in 
our  part  of  the  United  States  when 
bells  are  ringing  and  little  children,  in 
anticipation  of  a  new  bike  or  doll  un- 
der a  tree  on  Christmas  morning,  are  as 
"good  as  they  can  be."  It  was  a  won- 
derful day  for  us  since  we  were  to 
meet  many  Jewish  persons  along  this 
street  whose  hearts  were  to  match  the 
warmth  of  this  spring-like  late  fall  day. 
Two  gracious  Jewish  ladies,  apparently 
cauglit  up  in  the  spirit  of  the  season, 
were  to  tell  us  how  they  enjoyed  our 
Christmas  carols  and  programs. 

We  were  calling  door  to  door  a 
block  east  of  the  very  large  Jewish 
Community  Center.  Just  the  day  be- 
fore we  had  visited  across  from  this 
synagogue  and  had  watched  Hebrew 
boys  in  the  play  area  of  its  school  with 
the  traditional  yarmulkas  (skull  caps) 
perched  at  different  angles  on  the  back 
of  their  heads,  some  precariously. 
Often  we  have  asked  ourselves,  "How 
do  they  stay  on?"  We  answered  our 
own  question  by  attributing  the  sta- 
bility of  the  yarmulka  to  the  depend- 
able bobby  pin.  Perhaps  someday  we 
will  learn  the  secret. 

In  the  area  of  a  synagogue,  we  al- 
ways expect  to  find  the  progeny  of 
Abraham  to  be  the  majority  of  resi- 
dents. It  was  true  in  this  block,  for  we 
found  very  few  Gentiles.  Our  records 
for  this  day  reveal  four  very  long  con- 
versations, three  with  Jewish  women, 
and  one  with  a  Gentile  gentleman  who 
claimed  he  was  an  agnostic.  There 
were  also  other  testimonies  given  along

this  street  in  the  fifty-nine  calls  which 
were  made.  However,  for  this  time, 
please  visit  with  us  as  I  relate  our  ex- 
perience with  one  of  these  very  kind 
Jewish  women. 

Our  initial  approach  is  a  very  simple 
one  to  our  Jewish  friends.  "We  are 
from  the  First  Brethren  Church,  and 
are  visiting  through  the  neighborhood 
to  find  out  whether  our  friends  attend 
church  or  a  synagogue,  and  especially 
in  this  area  where  we  find  so  many  of 
our  Jewish  friends."  The  reply  this 
time  was  not,  "We  go  to  the  syna- 
gogue"—it  was  certainly  different.  Mrs. 
G—  fixed  a  penetrating  look  in  my 
direction  and  retorted,  I  believe  in- 
dignantly, "What  do  you  think— 
Jewish  people  don't  go  to  church?" 
She  had!  Why,  she  was  the  only  one  to 
turn  back  her  "bingo  winnings"  to  one 
she  attended.  Although  now  she  wears 
a  Mogen  David  pin  (six-pointed  star), 
then  she  had  worn  a  cross-and  the 
"good  Father"  had  even  blessed  it!  We 
surely  do  have  the  "firsts"  in  our  type 
of  evangelism,  and  this  was  one  of 
them. 

We  were  to  have  another  "first." 
Mrs.  G—  informed  me  that  she  con- 
ducted a  dance  studio  which  bore  her 
name.  And,  I  suppose  because  of  her 
artistic  talents,  she  had  been  asked  to 
supervise  the  Christmas  program  in  the 
church.  We  could  hardly  restrain  our 
amusement  at  this  disclosure,  but  we 
were  almost  pressed  beyond  the  con- 
taining point  when  she  made  the 
earth-shocking  revelation  that  her  little 
Jewish  son  had  played  the  Christ-child 
in    the    presentation.    However    un- 


believable as  it  seemed  to  me  at  first,  I 
was  reminded  almost  immediately  of 
the  One  who  had  left  heaven's  glory  to 
be  born  of  a  Jewish  virgin  in  Bethle- 
hem. According  to  the  flesh  He  was  a 
Jewish  boy,  and  wonder  of  wonders, 
God's  gift  to  a  dying  world,  the  In- 
carnate Son  of  God! 

I  continued  our  conversation  using 
the  approach  that  follows  our  intro- 
ductory remarks.  I  simply  inform  our 
Jewish  friends,  "I  know  your  belief  in 
Messiah  differs  from  ours— we  believe 
He  has  come,  you  believe  He  is  com- 
ing." And  I  follow  immediately  with, 
"The  One  we  believe  is  the  Jewish 
Messiah  changed  my  life  many 
years  ago— His  name  is  Jesus  and  He 
loves  our  Jewish  friends."  You  would 
think  when  we  would  say  this  that 
some  Jewish  doors  would  shut  in  our 
faces— and  I  would  not  blame  them.  I 
often  think  that  if  I  were  a  zealous 
Jew,  and  I  were  taught  that  Jesus' 
claims  to  be  the  Messiah  were  false,  I 
would  do  just  that— with  an  emphatic 
"I  am  not  interested."  However,  as  I 
recall,  we  have  had  no  such  adverse 
reaction— in  fact,  as  we  have  used  this 
approach,  the  reception  has  been  most 
kind.  We  have  been  able  to  give  our 
testimony  immediately  even  though 
we  might  not  continue  on  in  a  long 
productive  conversation.  You  see,  all 
one  needs  to  do  to  witness  is  to  tell 
what  our  Lord  has  done  for  him!  That 
is  the  least  one  can  do  for  Jewish 
friends  who  have  been  so  overlooked 
by  many  Christians! 

Before  I  could  finish,  Mrs.  G— 
broke  in  with,  "You  believe  He  has 
come;  we  believe  He  is  coming!"  Then 
she  added— was  it  a  wistful  half- 
believing?— "Maybe  someday  we  will 
wake  up  and  find  we  are  wrong!"  I 
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was  smitten  by  her  answer,  but  re- 
covered immediately  to  plunge  into 
the  truth  of  Zechariah  12:10,  showing 
her  how  right  she  was,  for  at  His 
Second  Coming  all  Israel  would  look 
on  the  Pierced  One,  and  would  mourn. 
But  sad  to  say,  I  pointed  out,  only 
those  in  Israel  who  would  survive  the 
awful  Hour  of  Jacob's  Trouble  in 
which  there  would  be  an  overburden- 
ing sorrow  and  travail,  would  share 
that  experience. 

Mrs.  G—  was  to  give  us  her  religious 
philosophy.  Faith,  she  said,  is  all  that 
one  needs— that  her  mother  had  taught 
her  that  faith  was  a  staircase  under 
which  was  a  firm  foundation,  and  as 
one  mounted  the  steps  he  would  come 
to  an  apex  at  which  there  was  an  open 
door  into  heaven.  Only,  she  unfolded, 
one  might  go  up  one  set  of  steps,  while 
another  would  go  up  a  different  flight, 
but  we  would  all  arrive  at  the  same 
place.  Although  beautifully  stated,  it 
was  still  the  old,  "You  go  your  way, 
ni  go  mine,  and  we  will  all  end  up  in 
heaven"  routine!

In  her  philosophy,  she  had  em- 
phasized mitzvohs  (works)  in  addition 
to  faith,  and  strangely  enough  quoted 
from  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  the 
so-called  Golden  Rule.  I  interrupted 
this  dear  woman  tactfully  and  led  her 
to  the  true  way  by  telling  her  it  was 
not  by  our  works  through  which  we 
obtained  salvation.  It  was  by  faith— 
that  she  was  not  far  from  us  when  she 
emphasized  faith!  However,  I  con- 
tinued, faith  had  to  be  reposed  in  the 
One  who  is  the  foundation,  the  way 
back  and  up  through  the  gates  of 
heaven,  and  that  One  is  the  Jewish 
Messiah,  and  his  name  is  Jesus! 

We  had  to  take  our  leave  of  this 
Jewish  mother.  She  was  so  close  to 
truth,  but  being  close  is  not  good 
enough!  She  could  have  attended 
church,  have  conducted  Christmas  pro- 
grams, and  her  Jewish  son  could  have 


played  the  Christ-child,  but  that  was 
not  good  enough!  She  could  have 
worn  a  cross,  could  have  even  had  it 
blessed  by  a  priest,  but  that  was  not 
good  enough!  She  could  even  admit 
the  possibility  that  Jews  someday 
might  find  they  were  wrong  in  not  ac- 
cepting Jesus  as  their  Messiah,  but  that 
is  not  good  enough!  Only  One  was 
good  enough  to  go  to  Calvary  in  our 
place— the  Lord  Jesus,  and  He  is  the 
only  way  "good  enough"  by  which  we 
will  ever  enter  the  portals  of  heaven. 
When  faith  is  placed  in  Him  we  are 
assured  of  the  "good  enough"! 

Wasn't  this  November  day  a  won- 
derful one  for  us?  You,  too,  may  share 
in  our  joys  and  blessings  by  joining  us 
in  our  witness.  Perhaps  through  your 
testimony  the  experience  of  a  Jewish 
friend  might  not  be  close,  but  good 
enough!  »

Western  Messianic  Testimony 


"Take  heed  that  no  man  deceive  you. 

For  many  shall  come  in  my  name,  saying, 

I  am  Christ;  and  shall  deceive  many. " 

Matthew  24:4-5 


In  the  class  on  Jewish  evangelism  taught  once  a 
month  on  Sunday  evening  at  the  Grace  Brethren  Church 
of  Orange,  Cahfornia,  it  was  most  appropriate  that  the 
discussion  on  Jewish  ideas  regarding  "Messiah"  should 
come  on  the  first  night  of  Hanukkah.  This  Jewish  holi- 
day commemorates  a  great  deliverance  for  Israel  and  a 
miracle.  (See  December  25,  1971,  Herald)  The  world 
awaits  the  reappearance  of  the  Messiah  (Heb.  9:28)  to 
deliver  it  from  corruption  and  bring  peace  and  righteous- 
ness. 

Books  have  been  written  about  the  messianic  idea  in 
Israel.  Let  me  share  some  of  the  main  concepts  as 
gleaned  from  The  New  Jewish  Encyclopedia: 

1 .  The  Hebrew  word  transliterated  "messiah"  means 
anointed  and  is  used  of  those  appointed  for  a  specific 
purpose,  for  example,  a  high  priest  or  a  king. 

2.  Messiah  is  also  applied  to  one  who  would  be  a 
Redeemer— a  divinely  appointed  person.  He  would  not 
only  bring  salvation  to  the  Jewish  people  but  to  all  man- 
kind. 

3.  During  His  reign  the  Jews  would  return  to  Israel 
and  peace  and  justice  would  be  universal. 

4.  The  world  ruler  in  that  day  will  be  a  descendant  of 
David. 

5.  Jerusalem  will  be  the  world  capital  from  which  the 
Law  of  the  Lord  will  go  forth. 

6.  The  forerunner  of  Messiah  will  be  Elijah  the 
prophet. 

7.  Some  believe  there  are  two  messiahs:  Messiah,  son 
of  David,  who  will  be  the  king;  and  Messiah,  son  of 
Joseph,  who  will  be  the  suffering  one.  The  latter  pre- 
cedes king  messiah  and  in  preparing  the  way  for  him 
dies. 

8.  In  place  of  a  personal  messiah,  Reformed  Judaism 
has  substituted  a  messianic  age. 

9.  Orthodox  leaders  view  the  existence  of  the  State 
of  Israel  as  the  beginning  of  deliverance. 

With  much  of  the  above,  we  can  agree.  The  great 
tragedy  is  that  they  have  missed  the  most  significant 
characteristic  of  Messiah,  and  that  is  that  He  must  be 
divine,  not  just  divinely  appointed.  Only  God  could 
redeem  us  from  our  sins. 

Because    they    have    not    acknowledged    all    of  the 


Messiah's  characteristics,  some  groups  of  Jewish  people 
have  been  led  astray  by  false  messiahs.  Jesus  warned  of 
this  in  Matthew  24:4-5:  "TAKE  HEED  that  no  man 
deceive  you.  For  many  shall  come  in  my  name,  saying,  I 
am  Christ;  and  shall  deceive  many."  Two  of  these  false 
messiahs.  Bar  Kokhba  and  Shabbetai  Tzevi,  are  especial- 
ly interesting. 

Simeon  Bar  Kokhba  (Son  of  the  Star)  led  the  Jewish 
people  in  a  revolt  against  the  Romans  in  the  years  A.D. 
131  to  135.  For  a  time  he  was  successful,  even  liberating 
Jerusalem.  Rabbi  Akiva,  one  of  the  renown  Jewish  re- 
ligious leaders  of  all  times,  even  acclaimed  him  as  mes- 
siah. He  was  finally  defeated  by  the  Roman  general 
Julius  Severus  at  the  fortress  Bettar  where  he  was  killed. 

In  1626  Shabbetai  Tzevi  was  born  in  Smyrna,  Tur- 
key. He  was  well  taught  in  the  Talmud  and  a  student  of 
Jewish  mysticism.  He  proclaimed  himself  the  messiah 
and  the  one  appointed  to  lead  the  Jewish  people  back  to 
Palestine.  Encouraged  by  the  claims  of  Jewish  mystics 
that  the  messiah  would  come  in  1666,  he  announced  the 
establishment  of  the  messianic  kingdom  and  the  resto- 
ration of  the  people  to  Israel.  His  opposition  to  the 
Sultan  of  Turkey  resulted  in  his  imprisonment.  When 
told  by  the  Sultan  to  either  become  a  Moslem  or  be 
killed,  Shabbetai  embraced  Mohammedanism.  He  died  in 
1676,  but  today  he  still  has  followers  called  Sabbataians. 

When  we  have  so  many  prophecies  regarding  the 
Messiah  in  the  Old  Testament,  one  marvels  that  the 
Jewish  people  could  be  so  deceived.  However,  "Christen- 
dom" is  not  without  guilt.  Some  segments  have  been  led 
astray  by  false  Christs  and  false  claims  as  to  the  time  of 
His  return.  But  the  greatest  deceiver  of  both  Jew  and 
Gentile  will  be  the  Antichrist. 

What  a  challenge  is  ours  to  present  the  truth  of  the 
Word  of  God  so  that  precious  souls,  both  Jewish  and 
Gentile,  may  know  the  Messiah  of  the  Bible,  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  The  study  in  the  Book  of  Daniel  in  our 
Thursday  evening  Bible  class  is  to  especially  present  the 
scriptural  events  of  the  end  times  and  the  person  of  the 
Messiah  as  the  hope  of  the  world.  As  these  truths  are 
comprehended,  the  Holy  Spirit  can  bring  conviction  to 
hearts  and  bring  individuals  to  a  place  of  decision. 

» 
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We  join  with  a  host  of  TRUE  Chris- 
tians in  a  tribute  to  our  Jewish  neigh- 
bors in  gratitude  for  their  rich  contri- 
bution to  America  and  all  mankind. 
There  are  many  reasons  why  I  revere 
the  Jewish  people  and  thank  God  for 
them.  These  people  who  are  despised 
and  persecuted  by  some  here  in  Ameri- 
ca played  a  very  vital  part  in  the  dis- 
covery of  our  land.  The  Jewish  people 
have  been  as  much  a  blessing  to  our 
country  as  our  country  has  been  a 
blessing  to  them.  All  this  can  be 
proved  by  statistics.  These  facts  are 
the  best  answer  to  the  spirit  of  anti- 
Semitism  which,  unfortunately,  rears 
its  ugly  head  in  every  generation. 

The  last  chapter  of  the  Jews  in 
Spain  is  their  first  chapter  on  the 
American  continent.  With  the  same 
pen,  and  on  the  same  day  on  which 
King  Ferdinand  and  Queen  Isabella 
signed  that  infamous  edict  which  ex- 
pelled or  exterminated  170,000  Jewish 
families  from  the  land  of  their  birth, 
they  also  signed  the  articles  of  agree- 
ment that  authorized  Christopher 
Columbus  to  go  forth  in  search  of  a 
new  world.  It  has  been  established 
beyond  a  doubt  that  it  was  a  Castilian 
Jew,  Louis  de  Santangel,  who  supplied 
Columbus  with  the  funds  needed  to  fit 
out  his  saihng  vessels.  The  maps  Co- 
lumbus used  were  drawn  by  a  Portu- 
guese Jew.  The  ship's  physician  was  a 
Jew.  It  was  a  Jew,  Luis  de  Torres,  who 
first  set  foot  on  American  soil.  A  great 
hour  in  American  history  for  Jews 
took  place  in  1654,  which  witnessed 
their  arrival  in  New  Amsterdam,  as 
New  York  City  was  then  called.  In  the 
spring  of  1655  other  Jews  arrived  from 
Holland.  The  bigoted  governor,  Peter 
Stuyvesant,  wrote  to  the  directors  of 
the  West  Indies  company  in  Amster- 
dam, requesting  that  "none  of  the 
Jewish  nation  be  permitted  to  infest 
the  New  Netherlands."  The  answer 
was  worthy  of  a  tolerant  Holland— that 
his  request  was  inconsistent  with 
reason  and  justice. 

Attracted  by  the  tolerance  of  Rev. 
Roger  Williams,  a  Christian  minister 
and  a  fugitive  himself  from  perse- 
cution, many  Jews  made  their  way  to 
Newport  in  Rhode  Island.  In  1652  the 
colony  of  Rhode  Island  enacted  that 
"all  men  of  whatever  nation  soever 
they  may  be  that  shall  be  received  by 
inhabitants  of  any  of  the  towns,  shall 
have  the  same  privileges  as  English- 
men, any  law  to  the  contrary  notwith- 


standing." Tliis  made  Rhode  Island  a 
haven  for  all  who  souglit  religious 
liberty.  In  August  of  1790,  George 
Washington,  the  first  president  of 
these  United  States,  visited  Newport 
and  was  entertained  at  the  home  of 
Moses  Isaacs,  who  sided  with  the  colo- 
nies during  the  Revolutionary  War. 
President  Washington  was  so  impressed 
with  his  visit  to  the  Jews  of  Newport, 
that  he  later  wrote  to  them  as  follows: 
"May  the  children  of  the  stock  of 
Abraham  who  dwell  in  this  land  con- 
tinue to  merit  and  enjoy  the  good  will 
of  the  other  inhabitants,  while  every- 
one shall  sit  in  safety  under  his  own 
vine  and  fig  tree,  and  there  shall  be 
none  to  make  him  afraid.  May  the 
Father  of  all  mercies  scatter  liglrt,  and 
not    darkness,    upon    our    paths    and 


Daniel  Webster  said:  'V'/e  are 
indebted  to  the  Jewisl:  Nation 
for  revealed  religion,  for  the 
most  important  blessings  and  re- 
finements of  civilized  life,  and 
for  all  the  well-grounded  hopes 
of  immortal  bliss  beyond  the 
grave. " 


make  us  all  in  our  several  vocations 
useful  here,  and  in  His  own  due  time 
and  way,  everlastingly  happy." 

The  Jews  of  America  have  always 
been  most  patriotic,  and  have  served 
our  country  well  in  righteous  cause. 
We  have  ample  evidence  that  they 
furnished  aid  and  gave  their  lives  in  the 
cause  of  the  War  of  Independence. 
Haym  Salomon  of  Philadelphia  gave 
$600,000  to  this  cause,  and  not  a 
penny  was  ever  repaid  to  the  heirs  of 
this  philanthropist  and  patriot.  Colo- 
nel Isaac  Franks  became  aide-de-camp 
to  General  Washington  and  served  with 


distinction  througliout  the  war.  The 
commemoration  of  the  first  battlefield 
of  the  Revolutionary  War  was  made 
possible  through  a  Jew.  Judah  Touro 
of  New  Orleans  gave  $10,000  to  com- 
plete Bunker  Hill  Monument.  Every 
war  in  which  America  fought  has 
known  a  great  number  of  Jewish  patri- 
ots who  have  gladly  given  their  all  for 
the  liberty  that  has  made  our  country 
strong  and  great.  If  they  have  served 
well  in  times  of  national  calamity, 
they  have  also  been  just  as  dis- 
tinguished in  times  of  peace. 

A  letter  from  the  great  New  Eng- 
land preacher.  Dr.  Henry  Ward  Beech- 
er,  to  President  Cleveland,  commend- 
ing the  appointment  of  Mr.  Oscar 
Strauss  as  Minister  to  Turkey,  will 
indicate  the  feeling  of  great  Ameri- 
cans toward  their  Jewish  neighbors. 
Dr.  Beecher  wrote,  "It  is  because  he  is 
a  Jew  that  I  would  urge  his  appoint- 
ment as  a  fit  recognition  of  this  re- 
markable people,  who  are  becoming 
large  contributors  to  American  pros- 
perity, and  whose  intelligence,  morali- 
ty and  large  hberality  in  all  pubhc 
measures  for  the  welfare  of  society, 
deserve  and  should  receive  from  the 
hands  of  the  government,  such  recog- 
nition. Why  should  we  not  make  a 
crowning  testimony  to  the  genius  of 
our  people  by  sending  a  Hewbrew  to 
Turkey?  The  ignorance  and  super- 
stition of  medieval  Europe  may  ac- 
count for  the  prejudices  of  that  dark 
age.  But  how  a  Christian  in  our  day 
can  turn  from  a  Jew  I  cannot 
imagine." 

Jews  have  distinguished  themselves 
in  every  branch  of  the  civO  life  of 
America.  They  have  built  into  the  life 
of  our  nation  as  few  other  peoples.  We 
can  say  without  reservation  on  the 
basis  of  the  facts  of  American  history 
that  Jews  have  made  tremendous  con- 
tribution to  our  way  of  hfe.  However, 
we  have  hardly  begun  the  story  of 
their  contribution  to  the  blessing  and 
welfare  of  our  country.  If  they  have 
brought  a  wholesome  influence  upon 
our  political  and  economic  hfe,  how 
much  could  be  said  of  the  Jewish  in- 
fluence for  good  in  the  reahn  of  the 
arts  and  sciences. 

However,  we  must  speak  of  their 
greatest  contribution  to  America  and 
the  world,  for  the  Jews  have  given  to 
the  world  the  knowledge  of  the  only 
true  and  living  God.  Our  Bible,  both

He  said,  "I 
feel,  and  have  ever  felt,  respect  and 
sympathy  for  all  that  remains  of  that 
extraordinary  people  who  preserved, 
through  the  darkness  and  idolatry  of 
so  many  centuries,  the  knowledge  of 
one  Supreme  Spiritual  Being,  the 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth  and  the 
Creator  of  man.  The  Hebrew  Scrip- 
tures I  regard  as  the  fountain  from 
which  we  draw  all  we  know  of  the 
world  around  us,  and  of  our  own 
character  and  destiny  as  inteUigent, 
moral  and  responsible  beings.  We  are 


indebted  to  the  Jewish  nation  for  re- 
vealed religion,  for  the  most  important 
blessings  and  refinements  of  civilized 
life,  and  for  all  the  well-grounded 
hopes  of  immortal  bliss  beyond  the 
grave."  Truly  we  are  indebted  to  the 
Jews  who  gave  us  the  Bible,  the  char- 
ter of  all  our  liberties,  and,  above  all, 
the  divine  blueprint  of  our  redemp- 
tion. 

But,  we  must  go  further  in  our  trib- 
ute to  this  people.  No  matter  what 
your  opinion  may  be  about  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  He  has  inspired  more  philan- 
thropies and  brought  more  blessing  to 
our  poor  world  than  any  other  figure 
who  ever  crossed  the  threshold  of 
human  history.  Let  us  never  forget 
that  in  His  humanity,  Jesus  is  a  Jew. 

My  friends,  no  matter  where  we 
turn  in  the  story  of  mankind,  we  find 
that  the  Jews  have  made  a  vast  and 
blessed  contribution  to  the  welfare  of 
our  world.  Let  us  thank  God  for  the 
Jews,  our  Jewish  Bible  and,  above  all, 
the  Jewish  Messiah,  who  brought  re- 
demption to  lost  humanity.  Jesus  is 
first  of  all  the  gift  of  God  to  the 
world,  and  let  us  not  forget  that  the 
Son  of  God,  who  became  the  Son  of 
Man  entered  this  world  through  the 
race  of  Abraham.  Therefore,  we  joy- 
fully pay  tribute  to  our  Jewish  neigh- 
bors. »

The  Bible  clearly  indicates  our  responsibility  in  the 
evangelization  of  the  Jewish  people.  In  the  words  of 
the  Apostle  Paul,  "I  say  the  truth  in  Christ,  I  lie  not, 
my  conscience  also  bearing  me  witness  in  the  Holy 
Ghost,  That  I  have  great  heaviness  and  continual  sor- 
row in  my  heart.  For  I  could  wish  that  myself  were 
accursed  from  Christ  for  my  brethren,  my  kinsmen 
according  to  the  flesh"  (Rom.  9:1-3).  The  com- 
passion expressed  here  by  Paul  should  characterize 
our  concern  for  Israel  to  be  saved. 

Our  prayerful  concern  also  has  Biblical  origin: 
"Brethren,  my  heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God  for 
Israel  is,  that  they  might  be  saved"  (Rom.  10:1).  "I 
exhort  therefore,  that,  first  of  all,  supplications, 
prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks,  be  made 
for  all  men. . . .  For  this  is  good  and  acceptable  in  the 
sight  of  God  our  Saviour;  Who  will  have  all  men  to  be 
saved,  and  to  come  unto  the  knowledge  of  the  truth" 
(I  Tim.  2:1,3-4). 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  believes  that 
the  need  for  Jewish  evangelization  is  just  as  great  as 
any  other  group  in  our  nation.  We  have  encouraged, 
promoted  and  sustained  a  ministry  to  Israel  since 
1950  in  the  Los  Angeles  area.  We  have  always  en- 
couraged every  new  church  we  build  to  be  concerned 
for  the  Jew  and  his  need  of  Christ. 

Our   approach   and   method   of  evangelization  is 


undergoing  a  change.  Recognizing  the  vital  im- 
portance of  having  the  local  church  involved  in  this 
ministry  we  have  instructed  our  missionaries  to  con- 
centrate on  local  church  areas,  teaching  and  training 
workers  in  the  local  churches  on  how  to  effectively 
reach  to  the  Jew  in  the  calling  program.  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
John  Neely  have  been  sent  to  a  new  base  in  the  East 
to  enlarge  our  effectiveness  in  the  eastern  coastal 
areas.  It  is  not  planned  for  this  to  be  a  fixed-based 
ministry  but  rather  a  mobile  ministry  that  will  help 
many  of  our  eastern  churches  located  near  large  Jewish 
population  centers. 

Miss  Fraser  is  also  gearing  her  approach  to  this 
type  of  evangelization  on  the  West  Coast.  Another 
couple,  properly  trained  and  called  to  assist  on  the 
West  Coast,  is  sorely  needed. 

We  believe  that  once  the  Jew  is  saved  he  needs  the 
fellowship,  training  and  instruction  that  any  saint  of 
God  can  find  in  a  Bible-teaching  church.  Therefore,  it 
is  necessary  to  work  hand  in  hand  with  the  local 
churches  and  pastors  in  reaching  the  Jew  for  Christ 
and  seeing  him  integrated  into  the  local  church 
family. 

Your  prayers,  gifts,  and  cooperation  are  needed  as 
we  approach  a  new  year  of  ministry  for  Christ.  We  are 
concerned  and  believe  that  God  "will  have  all  to  be 
saved,"  Jew  and  Gentile  alike.  #

Washington,  D.C.  (EP)— An  amendment  to  the  U.S.  Consti- 
tution to  authorize  government-sponsored  prayer  in  public 
schools  is  opposed  59.9  percent  to  32.9  percent,  according 
to  a  new  poll  conducted  immediately  after  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives  defeated  such  a  proposal  on  Nov.  8.  The 
poll  was  conducted  by  Americans  United  Surveys  under  a 
grant  from  the  Americans  United  Research  Foundation. 

The  poll  was  conducted  by  mail  in  early  December  with 
participants  selected  at  random  from  telephone  directories 
in  the  Maryland  and  Virginia  suburbs  of  Washington,  D.C. 
Of  the  1,993  questionnaires  delivered  an  above  average 
30.6  percent  were  returned. 

Of  the  respondents,  22.2  percent  listed  their  religious 
preference  as  Catholic,  62.2  percent  as  Protestant,  4.8 
percent  as  Jewish,  and  10.8  percent  as  "other."  The 
religious  preferences  were  very  close  to  the  national 
percentages. 

No  significant  differences  were  found  between  Maryland 
and  Virginia  residents,  or  between  Protestants  and  Catholics.

New  Delhi  (EP)— The  People's  Republic  of  Bangladesh-the 
world's  139th  independent  nation— intends  to  be  a  secular 
country,  and  does  not  wish  to  be  known  as  a  Muslim  country, 
according  to  the  deputy  chief  of  the  Bangladesh  mission 
here. 

Mr.  Jayuddin  told  newsmen  that,  although  Bangladesh— 
formerly  East  Pakistan— has  "the  second  largest  Muslim 
population  in  the  world,"  the  new  nation  stands  for 
"democracy,  socialism,  and  equal  opportunity  for  all, 
irrespective  of  religion  or  caste." 

About  89  percent  of  Bangladesh's  estimated  75  million 
people  are  Muslim.  Bengalis  make  up  60  percent  of  the 
population. 

The  name  Bengal  is  derived  from  the  ancient  kingdom  of 
Benga,  first  mentioned  in  Sanskrit  literature  thousands  of 
years  ago.

Self  Study  a  Step  Toward 
Accreditation  at  Grace  College 


It  is  a  joy  to  be  associated  with  a 
Christian  college  which  stands  firmly 
for  the  fundamentals  of  the  faith.  The 
writer  knows  firsthand  the  potential 
perils  of  an  education  in  secular  and 
apostate  institutions.  Since  Christian 
young  people  are  to  study  to  show 
themselves  approved  unto  God  (II 
Tim.  2:15),  it  is  imperative  that  an 
education  be  provided  which  is  spirit- 
ually sound  and  academically  excel- 
lent. 

Several  years  ago  the  faculty  of 
Grace  College  made  public  record  of 
their  conviction  that  "academic  excel- 
lence is  not  incompatible  but  com- 
plimentary to  Bibhcal  Christiani- 
ty ...  .  Therefore,  the  faculty  of 
Grace  CoUege  hereby  reaffirms  its 
determination  to  promote  the  educa- 
tional aims  of  Grace  as  a  Christian  col- 
lege of  liberal  arts,  and  to  pursue  the 
task  of  securing  due  recognition  of  the 
quality  of  its  endeavors  in  the  form  of 
full  regional  accreditation,  as  long  as 
the  effort  or  attainment  of  such  ac- 
creditation does  not  necessitate  a 
diminution  of  the  doctrinal  position, 
spiritual  objectives,  or  moral  standards 
of  the  school." 

Since  the  formulation  of  this  reso- 
lution, a  hard-working  faculty  self- 
study  committee  has  been  addressing 
itself  to  the  task  of  improvement  in 
the  total  college  program.  AD  full-time 
members  of  the  college  faculty  have 
been  involved  in  one  of  the  following 
subcommittees:  avaOable  resources, 
institutional  organization,  curriculum 
and  instruction,  faculty  morale,  stu- 
dent hfe,  and  student  achievement. 
Recommendations  for  strengthening 
all  points  of  the  college  program  are 
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Self -study  Committee 

sought  through  this  analysis.  Question- 
naires sent  to  the  current  student  body 
and  all  college  alumni  are  aiding  the 
work  of  the  self-study. 

The  faculty  self-study  committee  is 
composed  of  one  faculty  member 
from  each  of  the  six  academic  divi- 
sions, the  student  senate  president,  the 
academic  dean,  and  the  president.  Cur- 
rently serving  on  the  committee  are 
Prof.  Robert  Arend,  Prof.  Vilas  Deane, 
Dr.  Darryl  Matter,  Prof.  Wayne  Snider, 
Dr.  Gilbert  Weaver,  Dr.  Vance  Yoder 
(chairman),  Mr.  Dan  Snively,  Dr. 
Wilham  Male,  and  Dr.  Herman  Hoyt. 

Recent  suggestions,  from  the  con- 
sultant assigned  to  Grace  from  the  of- 
fice of  the  North  Central  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  in- 
clude these:  improved  counseling  of 
students  admitted  on  academic  pro- 
bation; increased  expenditures  for 
quality  library  holdings;  and  greater 
faculty  participation  in  research,  writ- 
ing, and  publication  work.  In  each  of 
these  areas  the  self-study  committee 
has  concurred  in  the  wisdom  of  such 
measures. 

Any  comments  from  outside 
sources  which  have  hinted  at  a  future 
diminution  of  the  spiritual  climate  at 
Grace  College  have  been  consistently 
rejected.  The  current  North  Central 
consultant  has  been  sympathetic  to 
the  school's  desire  to  maintain  a  dis- 
tinctive atmosphere. 

In  contrast  to  a  number  of  private 
colleges,  the  following  items  attest  to 
the  positive  picture  of  a  Grace  College 
education: 


1.  The  physical  facihties— a  majori- 
ty of  which  have  been  built  in  very 
recent  years; 

2.  The  faculty— an  increasing  an- 
nual percentage  of  whom  hold  ad- 
vanced degrees; 

3.  The  financial  record— where  ex- 
penditures have  been  kept  within  the 
annual  income  for  nearly  a  decade; 

4.  The  enrollment— showing  one  of 
the  largest  increases  in  Indiana  for 
several  years; 

5.  The  student  body— whose  enter- 
ing freshmen  class  consistently  scores 
above  the  national  average  on  the 
American  College  Testing  program 
(A.C.T.)  and, 

6.  The  graduates— whose  employ- 
ability  is  evidenced  by  the  continued 
demand  from  churches  and  schools  in 
spite  of  a  decreasing  market  in  some 
fields. 

For  a  number  of  years  Grace  Col- 
lege has  been  authorized  by  the  state 
of  Indiana  for  the  granting  of  bac- 
calaureate degrees,  and  has  had  pro- 
fessional accreditation  in  the  area  of 
teacher  education.  Regional  accredita- 
tion, the  educational  equivalent  of  the 
"Good  Housekeeping  Seal  of  Ap- 
proval," would  be  yet  another  en- 
dorsement of  educational  quality. 
Such  recognition  would  allow  expan- 
sion of  some  existing  programs,  the  ad- 
dition of  other  major  areas  of  study, 
greater  access  to  government  and 
foundation  funds  for  students'  finan- 
cial aid,  and  easier  admission  to  certain 
graduate  schools. 

The  Brethren  Church  has  every 
reason  to  place  its  confidence  in  the 
program  of  Christian  education  at 
Grace  College.  #

It  is  probably  true  that  the  rank 
and  file  of  humanity  is  living  each 
day  as  it  comes  with  scarcely  any 
concern  for  the  meaning  of  the 
trends  in  course.  But  is  there  anyone 
who  is  not  concerned  for  what  lies 
ahead  in  1972?  Perhaps  even  the  im- 
mediate future  concerns  few.  They 
may  have  settled  down  to  the  dull, 
drab,  grey  existence  that  colors  the 
horizon  of  mankind  all  across  the 
world.  On  the  human  and  natural 
level  there  is  little,  if  anything,  that 
inspires  hope  in  men.  The  news 
media,  so  capable  of  covering  the  en- 
tire world  scene,  keep  reporting  with 
little  exception  the  serious  side,  and 
only  an  occasional  voice  sounds  out  a 
word  of  hope.  Are  the  trends  really 
shouting  to  us  at  the  top  of  then 
voices  that  there  is  no  hope? 

Is  There  Really  No  Hope? 

Two  thousand  seven  hundred 
years  ago,  darkness  feU  upon  the  land 
of  Israel  and  the  surrounding  world. 
Hope  fled  from  the  hearts  of  men. 
But  a  voice  from  out  of  the  night 
heralded  a  note  of  hope.  "The  people 
that  walked  in  darkness  have  seen  a 
great  light:  they  that  dwell  in  the 
land  of  the  shadow  of  death,  upon 
them  hath  the  light  shined"  (Isa. 
9:2).  There  was  the  threat  of  in- 
vasion from  without,  and  there  was 
the  confusion  of  the  people  within, 
and  on  the  human  and  natural  level 
there  was  no  hope.  But  the  voice 
spoke  again,  "For  unto  us  a  child  is 
born,  unto  us  a  son  is  given:  and  the 
government  shall  be  upon  his  shoul- 
der: and  his  name  shall  be  called 
Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The  mighty 
God,  The  everlasting  Father,  The 
Prince  of  Peace.  Of  the  increase  of 
his  government  and  peace  there  shall 
be  no  end,  upon  the  throne  of  David, 
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and  upon  his  kingdom,  to  order  it, 
and  to  establish  it  with  judgment  and 
Iwith  justice  from  henceforth  even  for 
jever.  The  zeal  of  the  Lord  of  hosts 
jwUl  perform  this"  (Isa.  9:6-7). 

The  Light  in  the  Darkness 

j  In  general,  the  trend  in  Israel  and 
the  world  of  that  day  was  down.  But 
to  a  few,  the  people  of  God  who 
heard  that  voice  and  believed  it, 
there  was  a  note  of  hope,  a  light 
shining  in  the  darkness.  They  looked 
forward  with  hope  to  the  coming  of 
the  Messiah.  Then  in  the  fullness  of 
time,  "God  sent  forth  his  Son,  made 
of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law.  To 
redeem  them  that  were  under  the 
law .  . ."  (Gal.  4;4-5).  When  Christ 
was  presented  in  the  temple  as  a 
child,  it  is  recorded:  "Behold,  there 
was  a  man  in  Jerusalem,  whose  name 
was  Simeon;  and  the  same  man  was 
just  and  devout,  waiting  for  the  con- 
solation of  Israel . . ."  (Luke  2:25). 
When  he  saw  Christ,  "he  took  him  up 
in  his  arms,  and  blessed  God,  and 
said,  Lord,  now  lettest  thou  thy  ser- 
vant depart  in  peace,  according  to 
thy  word:  For  mine  eyes  have  seen 
thy  salvation.  Which  thou  hast  pre- 
pared before  the  face  of  all  people;  A 
light  to  Ughten  the  Gentiles,  and  the 
glory  of  thy  people  Israel"  (Luke 
2:28-31). 

The  Light  Shone  in  Darkness 

Thirty  years  went  by,  and  the 
child  that  was  born  in  Bethlehem 
grew  to  manhood  in  Nazareth,  and 
one  day  He  presented  himself  at  the 
waters  of  Jordan  for  induction  into 
Kis  public  ministry.  The  forerunner 


of  Christ,  John  the  Baptist,  was  at 
the  Jordan  waiting  for  Christ.  He 
confessed,  "I  knew  him  not:  but  he 
that  sent  me  to  baptize  with  water, 
the  same  said  unto  me.  Upon  whom 
thou  shalt  see  the  Spirit  descending, 
and  remaining  on  him,  the  same  is  he 
which  baptizeth  with  the  Holy 
Ghost.  And  I  saw,  and  bare  record 
that  this  is  the  Son  of  God"  (John 
1:33-34).  The  child  that  was  born 
according  to  promise  has  now  been 
declared  to  be  the  Son  that  was  given 
according  to  the  same  voice  of  prom- 
ise. Sometime  later  this  person  was 
introduced  to  Peter  as  the  promised 
Messiah,  the  Christ  (John  1:41),  and 
he  boldly  declared,  "Thou  art  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God" 
(Matt.  16:16). 

Hope  from  That  Light  Still  Shines 

At  that  point  in  history  when 
darkness  was  deepest,  when  the  heel 
of  imperial  Rome  rested  heavily 
upon  all  the  nations  of  the  world,  in 
the  midst  of  a  despised  people  in  the 
isolated  and  unknown  village  of 
Bethlehem,  the  light  began  to  shine. 
For  almost  two  millenniums  that 
Hght  has  been  shining  ever  brighter 
and  brighter  in  the  midst  of  growing 
darkness.  "For  God,  who  command- 
ed the  light  to  shine  out  of  darkness, 
hath  shined  in  our  hearts,  to  give  the 
light  of  the  knowledge  of  the  glory 
of  God  in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ  (II 
Cor.  4:6).  It  is  this  hght  that  gives 
hope  to  millions  across  the  world 
who  are  being  forced  to  endure  the 
hardships  of  hfe  and  the  oppression 
of  the  wicked.  And  one  of  the 
reasons  for  this  lies  in  the  fact  that 
that  prophecy  of  long  ago  is  only 
partially  fulfilled.  The  government  of 
this  world  which  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  weak  and  wicked  men  will  one 
day   be   placed   upon   His   shoulder, 


that  one  who  is  "Wonderful,  Coun- 
sellor, The  -mighty  God,  The  everlast- 
ing Father,  The  Prince  of  Peace.  Of 
the  increase  of  his  government  and 
peace  there  shall  be  no  end." 

The  More  Sure  Word  of  Prophecy 

As  a  parting  word  of  admonition 
to  the  saints  before  Peter  departed 
this  life,  he  felt  compelled  to  give 
this  encouraging  word:  "We  have  also 
a  more  sure  word  of  prophecy; 
whereunto  ye  do  well  that  ye  take 
heed,  as  unto  a  light  that  shineth  in  a 
dark  place,  until  the  day  dawn,  and 
the  day  star  arise  in  your  hearts"  (II 
Peter  1:19).  Just  as  Christ  promised. 
He  is  coming  again.  At  His  first  com- 
ing He  dealt  with  sin  at  the  cross;  at 
His  second  coming  He  is  coming  with 
the  crown.  With  the  eyes  of  the  heart 
upon  this  sure  promise  and  prophecy 
of  the  second  coming,  hope  thus 
kept  burning  will  enable  the  people 
of  God  to  triumph  over  the  trials 
that  are  coming  upon  the  world.  And 
a  face  shining  with  hope  will  en- 
courage others  who  know  nothing  of 
hope. 

What  Is  Ahead  for  the  World 
In  1972? 

We  are  being  told  by  the  news 
media  that  it  is  the  aftermath  of  the 
wage-price  freeze,  phase  two,  with  its 
possible  extension  into  the  future; 
the  confrontation  of  high-level  digni- 
taries in  China,  Russia,  and  the 
United  States;  new  frustrations, 
fightings,  and  fears  in  the  Middle 
East;  financial  crisis  threatening  the 
world— these,  they  say,  are  the  pros- 
pects for  the  immediate  future.  But  a 
word  from  heaven  tells  us  that  all 
these  may  be  but  the  darkness  before 
the  dawn.  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  may 
come  again  in  1972!  # 


HOW  IS  YOUR  EGO? 


The  inner  frustrations  of  modem  life  are  brought 
about  in  part  by  the  problems  that  each  individual  faces 
with  regard  to  his  "ego"  or  "I."  In  the  beginning  when 
God  created  mankind,  he  made  him  a  threefold  being; 
spirit,  soul  and  body.  The  body  is  that  tangible  flesh 
which  one  is  able  to  see  and  feel.  The  soul  is  that  per- 
sonality with  which  one  commurucates  to  another,  and 
which  others  "see"  as  far  as  one  is  concerned.  The  spirit 
is  the  real  life  of  the  individual,  and  in  the  Bible  is 
spoken  of  as  the  "pneuma"  or  "spirit"  or  "life."  This  is 
the  very  essence  of  the  individual  and  is  the  "ego"  or  the 
"I." 

The  person  of  the  world,  though  he  has  certain  prob- 
lems along  this  line,  tries  to  fortify  his  ego  through  vari- 
ous means.  He  may  seek  to  enhance  or  build  up  his  ego 
in  such  a  way  as  to  get  ahead  and  make  a  name  for 
himself  among  the  people  in  the  world.  For  many,  this 
becomes  an  accomplishment  in  itself  and  takes  many 
forms  of  Ufe.  Others  may  be  able  to  enhance  their  ego 
through  financial  accompUshment,  through  a  position  in 
business,  attainment  in  education,  and  in  many  other 
ways.  To  the  man  of  the  world,  this  brings  a  certain 
amount  of  satisfaction,  but  at  times  it  also  is  very  frus- 
trating. Some  have  more  drive  than  others  to  satisfy 
their  ego.  Some  who  are  quite  serious  minded  about 


their  ego  are  brought  to  maturity  through  finding  their 
proper  place  in  life.  Others  who  are  immature  may  need 
to  have  their  ego  constantly  reinforced  or  fortified  in 
order  to  be  satisfied.  Then  there  are  some  who  just  don't 
care,  and  are  content  to  slide  along  through  life.  Still 
others  are  never  able  to  take  a  mature  look  at  their  own 
ego,  and  are  seriously  impaired  throughout  their  whole 
lifetime  and  become  psychotic,  because  they  are  never 
able  to  properly  understand  their  ego  and  deal  with  it  in 
a  mature  way.  These  are  some  of  the  problems  people  of 
the  world  face,  and  Christians  are  not  immune  from 
these  same  problems. 

Just  as  the  people  of  the  world  are  human,  so  Chris- 
tians are  human.  Though  the  Christian  may  be  set  apart 
from  the  world  and  its  ways,  he  is  caught  up  many  times 
in  the  ways  of  the  world,  because  of  the  fact  that  each 
person.  Christian  or  non-Christian,  does  have  an  ego. 
However,  for  the  Christian  there  is  a  twofold  help  in 
order  to  properly  care  for  his  ego.  The  one  is  the  Word  of 
God,  and  the  other  is  the  indwelling  Holy  Spirit. 

The  Bible  speaks  to  the  Christian  about  his  two 
natures.  One  is  an  "old"  nature  which  is  controlled  by 
the  desires  and  elements  of  the  flesh.  When  one  is  con- 
trolled in  this  way,  through  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  the  lust 
of  the  eyes,  and  the  pride  of  life,  he  many  times  allows 
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his  ego  to  get  out  of  control,  and  to 
inordinately  lust  after  material  things. 
The  Bible  speaks  of  this  type  of  a 
Christian  as  a  "carnal"  person,  or  one 
who  caters  to  his  fleshly  desires  in  the 
Christian  life. 

Both  the  Christian  and  the  non- 
Christian  have  the  fleshly  natures,  but 
only  the  Christian  has  what  the  Bible 
speaks  of  as  the  "new"  nature.  This  is 
a  nature  given  to  the  child  of  God  and 
is  imparted  unto  him  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  througli  regeneration.  When  one 
accepts  Christ  as  his  personal  Saviour, 
the  Holy  Spirit  enters  into  that  indi- 
vidual and  regenerates  him,  thus 
making  him  a  "new"  or  "spiritual" 
individual.  This  does  not  eliminate  the 
nature  of  flesh,  but  adds  to  the  be- 
Uever  a  new  nature.  Now,  within  that 
individual  there  are  two  natures:  the 
one  which  desires  to  do  only  the  will 
of  the  flesh  and  thereby  consume 
things  upon  one's  lust,  and  the  new 
nature  which  is  incapable  of  sin. 
Therefore,  the  Christian  has  within 
him  two  natures  that  are  diametrically 
opposed  to  each  other.  Each  nature  is 
desirous  of  controlling  the  individual 
or  the  ego.  This  sets  up  an  arena  of 
warfare  within  the  child  of  God  where 
these  two  natures  are  in  continual  con- 
flict. The  fleshly  nature  is  motivated 
by  Satanic  desires,  whereas  the  spirit- 
ual nature  is  motivated  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  each  desires  to  control  the 
ego. 

The  Word  of  God  not  only  recog- 
nizes the  problem  but  gives  to  the 
Christian  much  help  in  knowing  how 
to  handle  the  situation.  In  Romans  7 
the  Apostle  Paul  clearly  brings  out  the 
struggle  of  his  two  natures  jockeying 
for  control  of  his  Hfe.  He  recognized 
that  that  which  he  desired  to  do  ac- 
cording to  the  Spirit  he  did  not  always 
do  because  the  flesh  restrained  him 
from  so  doing.  Whereas,  many  of  the 
things  that  he  did  according  to  the 
flesh,  he  recognized  as  wrong  accord- 
ing to  the  Spirit.  This  bothered  Paul 
just  as  it  bothers  the  Christian  today. 
Yet  on  the  other  hand,  the  Apostle 
was  able  to  say  in  Galatians  2:20:  "1 
am  crucified  with  Christ:  nevertheless 
I  live;  yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in 
me:  and  the  Ufe  which  I  now  live  in 


the  flesh  I  Uve  by  the  faith  of  the  Son 
of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave  him- 
self for  me."  It  is  the  same  Paul  who 
admonishes  us  to  be  filled  with  the 
spirit  in  Ephesians  5:18,  and  then  in 
Colossians  3:16  states  that  we  should 
"let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you 
richly  .  .  .  ." 

In  the  psychological  world  of  to- 
day, much  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the 
proper  place  of  the  ego  in  the  life  of 
the  individual.  It  is  altogether  fitting 
and  proper  for  the  Christian  to  con- 
sider the  psychological  aspects  of  the 
ego.  On  one  hand  a  certain  segment  of 
the  Christian  world  would  say  that  the 
Word  of  God  tells  us  to  constantly 
suppress,  crucify,  or  put  down  the  ego, 
which  they  equate  with  the  flesh  as

sinful,  and  to  elevate  the  things  of  the 
Spirit.  This  is  not  what  the  world  of 
psychology  would  say,  but  many  in 
Christendom  say  that  this  is  what  the 
Christian  ought  to  do  becau.se  the 
world  says  that  one  should  elevate  the 
ego.  This  causes  many  Christians  to 
react  in  the  opposite  direction  leading 
to  the  suppression  or  almost  elimi- 
nation of  the  ego.  Part  of  the  neuroses 
of  many  Christians  in  this  day  and  age 
are  due  to  the  fact  that  they  have 
listened  to  those  who  would  cause 
them  to  suppress  the  ego,  causing 
them  to  become  frustrated  and 
neurotic. 

It  is  God  who  created  each  one  of 
us,  and  it  is  the  same  God  who  has 
given  to  each  individual  an  ego,  not  to 
be  elevated  or  eliminated,  but  to  be 
properly  balanced.  And  because  the 
Bible  is  God's  handbook  or  manual  of 
living  from  the  Creator  to  the  creature, 
the  Bible  becomes  the  basic  psycho- 
logical textbook  by  which  the  Chris- 
tian is  able  to  bring  into  proper  bal- 
ance the  ego  that  God  has  given  to 
him. 

It  is  true  that  in  this  day  and  age 
most  of  what  we  know  in  society  has 


come  through  knowledge  and  under- 
standing, and  knowledge  is  continuing 
to  double  itself.  Some  people  feel  that 
an  increase  in  knowledge  only  helps  to 
elevate  the  ego.  It  is  true  that  in  I 
Corinthians  8:1  the  Apostle  Paul  said: 
"Knowledge  puffeth  up,  but  charity 
edifieth,"  yet  Paul  was  certainly  not 
against  education  or  knowledge,  for  he 
himself  was  an  illustration  of  the 
epitomy  of  knowledge  and  under- 
standing in  his  day.  Paul  recognized 
that  knowledge  could  overbalance  the 
ego,  and  if  a  person  emphasized  this 
exclusively  it  would  lead  to  a  superego 
that  would  not  be  properly  balanced 
in  the  Christian  life.  In  Ephesians  3:19 
it  is  the  same  Paul  who  says:  "And  to 
know  the  love  of  Christ,  which  passeth 
[or  goes  beyond]  knowledge,  that  ye 
might  be  filled  with  all  the  fulness  of 
God."  God  has  given  to  every  human 
being.  Christians  included,  a  rational 
mind  which  is  able  to  learn.  For  the 
Christian,  when  his  knowledge  is 
brought  into  conformity  to  the  Word 
with  the  help  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
together  the  two  are  used  to  serve  the 
family  of  God,  then  knowledge  is 
properly  balanced  in  a  person's  every- 
day living.  It  is  this  knowledge  in  con- 
junction with  the  help  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  the  love  of  Christ  that  keeps 
one  on  an  "even  keel." 

Again  in  Philippians  4:7  it  is  the 
Apostle  Paul  who  said:  "And  the 
peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  under- 
standing, shall  keep  [garrison]  your 
hearts  and  minds  through  Christ 
Jesus."  For  the  believer,  the  peace  of 
God  is  that  quiet  assurance  and  securi- 
ty that  one  has  in  God  because  of  the 
common  understanding.  It  is  only 
understood  and  recognized  by  the 
child  of  God,  and  this  helps  the  Chris- 
tian keep  his  heart  and  his  mind  in  the 
proper  perspective  through  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

Thus,  the  Word  of  God  would  bring 
an  admonishment  to  the  Christian, 
that  is,  the  thought  that  unlike  the 
world,  which  elevates  the  ego  as  a 
means  of  soul-satisfaction,  the  Chris- 
tian is  not  to  take  counteraction  and 
try  to  eliminate  the  ego  or  suppress  it. 
But  he  is  to  so  commit  his  life  in  keep- 
ing to  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  the  proper 
comprehension  of  the  Word  of  God,  so 
that  the  ego  may  be  kept  in  proper 
balance  and  thereby  the  individual 
brought  to  wholeness  or  individuation 
in  life.  #

A  traveling  seminar  with  Grant 
Rice,  well-known  specialist  in  the 
field,  provides  practical  infor- 
mation for  future  pastors. 


Thanksgiving  recess  held  a  different 
experience  for  seven  seminary  students 
this  year.  Seniors:  John  Willett,  Duane 
Waterland,  Bob  Whatoff  and  Phil 
Teran;  Middler:  Eldon  Woodward;  and 
Juniors:  John  Snow  and  Tom  Michael 
used  their  week  of  vacation  to  attend  a 
seminar  directed  by  Grant  Rice. 

Mr.  Rice,  a  onetime  tool  and  dye 
maker,  entered  the  ministry  in  the 
field  of  church  planting,  thirteen  years 
ago.  Since  that  time,  he  has  begun 
fourteen  churches. 

Acting  on  the  guidelines  outlined 
by  the  Apostle  Paul  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment, Mr.  Rice  has  eleven  principles  of 
new  church  planting,  including  such 
things  as:  "Be  prepared  to  sacrifice"; 
"Know  how  to  organize  and  train,  in- 
spire and  put  people  to  work";  and 
"Be  a  house-to-house  soul  winner." 

Part  of  Mr.  Rice's  ministry  includes 
traveling  to  various  colleges,  Bible 
schools  and  seminaries  to  encourage 
young  men  to  go  into  the  field  of 
church  starting.  These  seven  Grace 
Seminary  students  responded  to  the 
seminar  invitation. 

The  week-long  program  included 
visits  to  seven  churches.  Auburn  Bap- 
tist Church,  Chicago;  Grace  Baptist, 
Evansville,  Wisconsin;  Rock  Lake  Bap- 
tist, Lake  Mills,  Wisconsin;  Central 
Baptist,  Milwaukee;  Grace  Baptist, 
Morris,  Illinois;  and  Faith  Baptist, 
Crete,  lUinois.  The  threefold  purpose 
of  the  trip  was  (1)  the  selection  of  a 
new  site  for  a  church  (2)  the  selection 


of  the  qualified  man  for  this  new  site 
and  (3)  the  one-year  training  program 
the  man  receives  personally  from  Mr. 
Rice. 

The  program  at  each  church  was 
similar— the  morning  was  spent  hsten- 
ing  to  the  pastor  share  his  testimony 
and  the  story  of  the  church's  begin- 
ning. After  lunch,  the  men  again  met 
with  the  pastor  and  this  time  discussed 
different  areas  of  the  pastorate,  such 
as  doctrine,  visitation  and  counseling. 

The  students  had  opportunity  to 
participate  in  two  services.  They  sang, 
shared  the  purpose  of  the  trip,  and 
told  the  people  why  they  were  study- 
ing at  Grace  Seminary.  At  one  of  the 
services  there  were  three  commitments 
to  Christ  as  a  direct  result  of  one  of 
the  men's  testimonies. 

What  did  they  gain  from  the  experi- 
ence? The  group  leader,  PhU  Teran, 
reported  that  there  was  much  personal 
contact  with  the  pastor  that  helped 
the  seminary  students  better  under- 
stand this  area  of  work.  Many  of  the 
pastors  had  no  formal  training,  but 
had  studied  on  their  own.  Phil  men- 
tioned that  he  was  impressed  with  the 
love  in  these  churches— both  people  to 
pastor  and  pastor  to  people. 

One  of  the  higlilights  of  the  trip, 
Phil  commented,  was  the  ride  home. 
The  men  had  close  Christian  fellow- 
ship as  they  looked  over  the  entire  trip 
and  talked  about  what  they  had 
learned.  They  had  seen  the  strength  of 
the  local  church  and  how  important  a 
good  pastor  is  to  his  people.  Their 
training  at  Grace  was  better  appre- 
ciated. 

Yet,  that  is  not  the  end  of  the 
story  ...  a  slide  tape  presentation  is 
being  prepared  to  present  in  seminary 
chapel  at  the  end  of  the  semester,  and 
the  tapes  will  then  be  put  into  series 
form  for  the  seminary  library. 

Also,  one  of  the  students  is  serious- 
ly thinking  about  traveling  to  Pitts- 
burgh with  Mr.  Rice  in  the  near  future 
to  survey  the  area. 

And  so  they  traveled  .  .  .  observing, 
learning,  experiencing  and  perhaps 
now  they  can  say  ...  as  did  the 
Apostle  Paul: 

"I  thank  God  upon  every  remem- 
brance of  you  .  .  .  For  your  fellowship 
in  the  gospel  from  the  first  day  until 
now;  Being  confident  of  this  very 
thing,  that  he  which  hath  begun  a 
good  work  in  you  will  perform  it  until 
the  day  of  Jesus  Christ."  #

gelicals  are  probably  more  prone.  This 
is  the  platonic  notion  that  the  material 
world  is  somehow  evil,  or  at  least  in- 
ferior to  the  spiritual  realm.  Thus  the 
Christian  is  led  to  an  ascetic  view  of 
what  "separation  from  the  world"  is. 
In  the  same  spirit,  true  evangelical  con- 
cern for  God's  sovereignty  in  all  of  life 
is  all  too  often  replaced  by  a  view  that 
the  scope  of  the  Gospel  has  been  com- 
pletely communicated  when  the  basics 
of  some  three-point  outline  are  given. 
The  Early  Church  had  to  deal  with 
this  infection  of  Greek  philosophy 
into  Christian  thought— the  gnostic 
heresy.  Two  important  doctrines 
emerged.  First,  God  must  be  recog- 
nized as  creator  of  all  things,  material 
and  spiritual,  who  pronounced  all 
things  "good."  As  a  consequence  of 
the  doctrine  of  creation,  God  can  be 
immanent  in  the  universe,  yet  not  be 
part  of  it.  Francis  Schaeffer  points  out 
that  in  a  real  sense  all  of  creation  is 
one  with  man,  because  all  things  have 
common  origin  in  God's  fiat.  So  a  tree 
bears  God's  mark  of  order,  but  there  is 
no  sense  in  which  the  tree  is  in  itself 
God  and  so  worthy  of  worship. 
Second,  in  the  Incarnation,  Jesus 
Christ  became  truly  and  perfectly 
man.  He  lived,  died,  rose,  and  as- 
cended with  a  material  body.  In  no 


way  did  this  rob  Him  of  perfection. 
Hence  the  material  world  cannot  be 
intrinsically  evil.  Little  wonder  that 
these  two  ideas,  the  doctrines  of  cre- 
ation and  of  the  perfect  humanity  of 
the  Incarnate  Christ,  are  common  to 
all  the  traditional  creeds  of  the  church. 
And  thus  we  emphatically  reject  any 
sort  of  spiritual-matter  dualism  as  un- 
biblical. 

We  feel  that  a  Christian  answer  to 
ecology  must  lie  in  recapturing  the 
sense  of  celebrating  the  creation  that 
inspired  the  Psalmist  to  affirm,  "The 
earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  the  fullness 
thereof"  (Ps.  24:1).  We  celebrate  be- 
cause God  has  created  and  entrusted 
His  work  to  man's  control  in  steward- 
ship. It  has  been  said  that  technology 
amphfies  power.  Clearly  twentieth- 
century  technology  has  given  world- 
wide evidence  of  the  scope  of  man's 
selfish,  materialistic  greed,  and  his 
failure  to  rule  wisely.  A  prominent 
theologian  concisely  says,  "It  is  not 
God's  will  that  his  creation  should  be 
despised."  We  must  reorder  our  own 
priorities  to  respect  what  God  has 
given.  We  need  to  seriously  question 
whether  we  can  expect  our  standard  of 
living  to  get  better  and  better  when 
there  are  simply  not  enough  resources 
to  sustain  the  world's  three  billions  on 
the  present  U.S.  standard.  We  need  to 
question  the  presuppositions  of  our 
throw-away  culture  which  have  under- 
mined notions  of  stewardship  and  the 


value  of  redemptive  work.  Do  we 
personally  need  bigger,  more  powerful, 
and  more  poUuting  automobiles, 
electrical  apphances  and  gadgetry  of 
every  sort,  or  more  reverence  for  what 
is  not  ours  by  right  but  given  by  Al- 
mighty God?  Instead  of  talking  about 
priorities,  we  must  consciously  live  in 
a  way  which  proves  to  all  that  we 
care— deeply  care  about  poUuted  air, 
ravaged  waterways,  littered  highways, 
and  care  about  the  quaUty  of  men's 
lives,  material  and  spiritual.  Let  us 
celebrate!

Ecology  ...  In  the  span  of  a 
decade,  that  word  has  been  lifted  from 
the  pages  of  scholarly  biology  books 
to  become  a  household  word  for  the 
Seventies.  Grim  prophets  of  impending 
doom  have  made  millions  conscious 
that  all  is  not  well  on  Planet  Earth. 
Ecology— the  study  of  the  interrelation 
and  balance  of  aU  living  organisms  and 
their  surroundings— is  of  great  rele- 
vance today.  What  are  the  implications 
for  us  as  concerned  Christians? 

One  popular  view  is  typified  by 
historian  of  science  Lynn  White.  In  an 
article  in  .Sc/eMce  (March  10,  1967),  he 
says,  ".  .  .  somewhat  over  a  century 
ago  science  and  technology— hitherto 
separate  activities— joined  to  give  man- 
kind powers,  which,  to  judge  by  many 
of  the  ecologic  effects,  are  out  of  con- 
trol .  .  .  Christianity  bears  a  huge 
burden  of  guilt."  White  correctly 
recognizes  that  science  flowered  in  the 
West  largely  because  of  the  climate  of 
Christian  presuppositions  about  nature 
and  God. 

This  interesting  thought  is  devel- 
oped further  by  Joseph  Spradley 
[a^ristianity  Today.  March  13.  1970), 
who  cites  three  aspects  of  the  Refor- 
mation outlook  toward  the  world  as 
instrumental.  First,  experimental 
science  is  fostered  by  a  positive  atti- 
tude toward  the  value  of  the  material 
world.  Second,  theoretical  science  is 
enhanced  by  a  renewed  emphasis  on 
the  order  and  regularity  of  the  uni- 
verse. And  finally,  there  is  an  inherent 
expectation  of  progress  stemming 
from  the  command  to  "be  fruitful  and 
multiply"  which  culminates  in  the 
second  coming  of  Christ. 

White  proposes  Francis  of  Assisi  as 
the  model  for  our  response  to  the  en- 
vironment. He  envisions  a  grand, 
Edenic  harmony  of  equality  among  all 
life  forms.  This  romatic  view  of  nature 
is    carried    to    further    extremes    by

others.  One  thinks,  for  example,  of 
Albert  Schweitzer's  profound  regard 
for  life  in  whatever  form.  We  reject 
this  solution  as  unbiblical,  because  it 
places  all  of  life  on  the  same  plane, 
thus  robbing  man  of  his  uniqueness. 
While  a  plant  or  animal  has  immense 
value,  its  life  is  not  to  be  equated  to 
that  of  man  created  in  God's  own 
image. 

But    there    is    another  equally   in- 
sidious position  to  which  we  as  evan-

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THOUGHTS  ON 
WAITING   PATIENTLY 

One  of  the  most  difficult  exercises 
in  life  is  to  learn  the  lesson  of  patient 
waiting.  Call  it  patience,  call  it 
fortitude,  longsuffering  or  calm- 
ness—by any  name,  it  is  a  possession 
that  should  be  sought  and  valued.  The 
little  motto  that  says,  "Lord,  give  me 
patience  and  give  it  to  me  right  now," 
illustrates  the  pliglit  of  the  average 
Christian.  When  we  call  this  the  "now" 
generation,  what  we  mean  is  we  want 
it  now— this  instant.  We  want  instant 
mashed  potatoes  and  instant  religion. 
If  the  article  we  are  about  to  read  has 
not  gone  though  several  condensa- 
tions, we  do  not  have  the  time  to  read 
it.  A  car  in  front  of  the  average  person 
is  a  challenge.  We  want  to  pass  it  and 
be  first— now. 

Impatience  is  really  a  mark  of 
immaturity,  just  not  being  grown  up. 
The  child  cannot  wait  until  Christmas 
or  a  birthday.  To  remain  at  rest  until 
the  given  moment  is  not  a  trait  of  an 
active  growing  child.  If  he  wants  a  new 
bicycle,  tomorrow  seems  like  an 
eternity  to  wait.  It  is  now  or  never  in 
his  thinking.  Immaturity  is  not  a  mark 
of  age  as  much  as  it  is  a  condition  of 
life.  People  do  not  pass  from  imma- 
turity to  maturity  by  passing  a  date  on 
the  calendar.  They  do  so  only  when 
they  have  learned  to  wait  until  the 
time  of  accomplishment.  Some  people, 
unfortunately,  never  do  reach  that 
station  in  life. 

The  Bible  talks  a  great  deal  about 
waiting  on  the  Lord.  From  the 
writings  of  the  Psalms  to  the  epistles 
addressed  to  the  church,  an  unbroken 
marching  line  of  reminders  are  ad- 
dressed to  God's  people  to  learn  to 
wait  patiently  on  the  Lord.  Patience 
requires  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  to  work 
in  unison  to  accomplish  its  purpose. 
While  we  are  waiting  there  must  be 
peace  in  the  heart,  joy  in  the  life,  and 
faith  in  our  God.  Such  a  life  will  find 
tranquillity  in  the  midst  of  a  tempestu- 
ous and  troublesome  sea. 

I  must  confess  my  own  difficulty  of

waiting.  I  personally  like  to  be  moving 
rather  than  waiting.  A  lesson  came 
home  to  me  rather  vividly  several  years 
ago.  It  was  necessary  to  make  a  trip 
into  a  metropolitan  area  several 
mornings  a  week.  Duties  called  for  an 
exact  arrival  time  and  I  rather 
jealously  prided  myself  in  not  being 
late.  But  beyond  my  best  laid  plans  I 
found  that  the  expressway  without  a 
traffic  liglit,  nevertheless,  had  stop- 
ping, standing  traffic.

shaving.  Yes,  he  was  calmly  removing 
his  growth  of  beard  as  we  waited.  My 
first  reaction  was  disbelief  and  my 
second  was  a  touch  of  envy.  How 
could  he  be  so  calm  when  I  was  so 
disturbed?  Here  were  two  of  us  in  the 
same  circumstances.  I  was  fretting 
while  I  impatiently  waited.  He  was 
calmly  using  the  time  for  a  profitable 
exercise. 

I  think  the  Lord  understands  when 
in  the  midst  of  trials  I  get  impatient, 
and  He  hears  a  very  sincere  prayer 
from  my  heart— "Lord,  help  me  to 
learn  to  shave  in  the  car."

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Hawaii  is  beautiful,  but  it  is  also 
a  hotbed  of  cults,  mystics  and 
false  religions  of  every  sort. 


Hawaii,  anyone? 

Maybe  some  Brethren  will  make  it 
this  year  or  next.  Most  of  us  will  not 
actually  get  there,  but  wouldn't  it  be 
great  if  we  could!  Seventy-five  degree 
temperature  day  and  night,  summer 
and  winter!  Two  active  volcanoes, 
breathtaking  beauty,  rugged  moun- 
tains, beautiful  beaches,  all  contained 
in  eight  islands  with  a  land  area  about 
the  size  of  the  state  of  Connecticut: 
certainly  the  term  "tropical  paradise" 
has  been  aptly  applied  to  the  physical 
beauty  of  our  forty-ninth  state. 

Brethren  Foreign  Missions  has  been 
active  in  Hawaii  on  the  island  of  Oahu 
since  1953— not  primarily  because  of 
the  natural  beauty  or  the  delightful 
climate;  our  missionaries  have  also 
been  active  in  areas  far  less  attractive. 
Our  reason  for  entering  Hawaii  was  the 
desperate  need  of  people  without 
Jesus  Christ.  Billy  Graham  speaks  of 
Hawaii  as  having  the  lowest  percentage 
of  born-again  Christians  of  any  state  in 
the  union.  It  is  a  veritable  hotbed  of 
cultist  mysticism  and  false  religion  of 
every  sort. 

The  story  of  Christian  missions  in 
Hawaii  is  almost  without  precedent. 

The  Hawaiian  chain  was  discovered 
by  Europeans  two  years  after  the  sign- 
ing of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, when  in  1778  Captain 
James  Cook  of  the  British  Navy 
sighted  what  has  since  come  to  be 
known  as  the  island  of  Oahu.  The 
magnetism  of  the  islands,  which  he 
named  the  Sandwich  Islands,  drew  him 
back  and  he  died  on  the  island  of 
Hawaii  as  the  result  of  a  dispute  over 
the  theft  of  a  boat. 

The  record  of  exploitation,  disease, 
and  death  which  followed  the  opening 
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of  the  islands  to  trade  is  a  sordid  one 
and  does  no  credit  to  the  supposed 
benefits  of  "civilization."  In  1820 
after  contact  with  a  Hawaiian  in  the 
U.S.,  the  American  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners for  Foreign  Missions  sent  a 
party  consisting  of  two  ministers,  two 
teachers,  a  printer,  a  doctor,  and  a 
farmer  as  missionaries  to  Hawaii.  Their 
goal  was  to  "aim  at  nothing  short  of 
covering  those  islands  with  fruitful 
fields  and  pleasant  dwellings  and 
schools  and  churches;  of  raising  up  the 
whole  people  to  an  elevated  state  of 
Christian  civilization;  of  bringing 
thousands  and  millions  of  the  present 
and  succeeding  generations  to  the 
mansions  of  eternal  blessedness."  The 
people  to  whom  they  went  were  living 
in  total  darkness  characterized  by  im- 
morality, drunkenness,  and  infanticide 
of  such  a  degree  that  some  estimates 
range  as  high  as  two-thirds  of  all  babies 


born  being  killed  before  their  second 
birthday.  This,  coupled  with  the 
disease  introduced  by  traders  and  the 
violent  warfare  between  tribes, 
brought  the  mortaHty  rate  to  such  a 
level  that  the  entire  population  was  in 
danger  of  being  wiped  out. 

Into  this  situation  the  first  mission- 
ary party  arrived  in  late  March,  1820, 
just  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the 
powerful  King  Kamehameha— a  man 
who  had  subjugated  his  people  to 
taboos,  idolatrous  practices,  and  other 
vices.  The  religious  vacuum  following 
the  discarding  of  the  old  ways  by  the 
new  king  provided  fertile  soil  for  the 
sowing  of  the  seed  of  the  Gospel. 

Dr.  Harold  Cook  in  a  recent  book 
entitled  New  Patterns  of  Church 
Growth  (Moody  Press,  1971),  de- 
scribes what  happened  as  follows: 

'The  standards  of  church  member- 
ship  were   quite   strict.   Yet  in   1825 
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more  than  a  hundred  Hawaiians  of 
both  sexes  at  Honolulu  offered  them- 
selves as  candidates.  All  but  two  were 
baptized  six  months  later.  Between 
1825  and  1837,  1,168  members  were 
received  into  the  churches.  Then  began 
the  really  great  ingathering.  In  the 
single  year  of  1838,  4,930  were  re- 
ceived, and  10,725  in  1839,  the  peak 
year.  By  1853  about  30  percent  of  the 
native  population  were  members  of 
the  Protestant  church."  As  the  Ha- 
waiian church  gained  strength  it  began 
to  send  out  missionaries  to  the  other 
islands.  The  American  Board  regarded 
its  work  as  done,  and  between  1848 
and  1870  all  missionaries  were  with- 
drawn, leaving  a  young,  virile,  in- 
digenous church.  As  Dr.  Cook  notes, 
not  all  Hawaiians  had  been  evangelized 
but,  quoting  the  secretary  of  the 
board,  "experience  has  shown  that 
native  churches  must  be  aggressive,  as 
weO  as  self-sustaining,  in  order  for 
their  full  development."  Thus  an  ag- 
gressive Christian  church  had  come 
into  being  in  less  than  fifty  years. 

What  happened?  Why  have  we  re- 
turned to  Hawaii  as  a  mission  field? 

First,  erosion  of  the  high  standards 
of  Christianity  and  faith  held  by  the 
beginning  church.  Second,  a  tre- 
mendous influx  of  immigrants,  from 
the  Orient  especially,  who  were  not 
Christians,  until  now  the  job  is  almost 
all  to  be  done  over  again.  Oriental  re- 
ligions, materialism,  agnosticism,  and 
atheism,  coupled  with  popular  modern 
cults  such  as  Mormonism,  so  over- 
shadow the  vestiges  of  genuine  Chris- 
tianity as  to  make  it  appear  to  be  non-

existent.  Result— a  mission  field  of 
great  need. 

The  Brethren  work  begun  in  1953 
was  for  a  time  largely  concerned  with 
the  families  of  U.S.  servicemen  sta- 
tioned on  Oahu.  Later,  two  works 
were  estabhshed  in  the  communities  of 
Waipio  and  Waimalu,  near  Honolulu. 
The  emphasis  in  these  works  has  been 
among  the  permanent  residents  of  the 
island  rather  than  the  transients  from 
mainland  U.S.  who  are  known  to  the 
natives  as  "haoles." 

What  recent  ripples  are  disturbing 
the  placid  surface  of  the  blue  Pacific? 

Waimalu  as  an  almost  totally  self- 
supporting  congregation  no  longer  has 
a  missionary  on  the  field.  Though  still 
unable  to  secure  a  suitable  property 
site  on  which  to  erect  a  buOding,  this 
church  has  called  its  own  pastor,  Rev. 
Chfford  Coffman,  who  with  his  wife, 
Letitia,  and  their  four  children  began 
their  ministry  September  1,  1971. 
They  follow  twelve  years  of  faithful 


service  by  our  missionary  family,  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Edmund  Leech.  Many  fami- 
lies of  this  community  have  responded 
to  the  Gospel  and  some  are  presently 
in  training  for  Christian  service. 

Waipio  is  alive  with  excitement! 
After  eighteen  years  of  patient  work 
by  our  missionaries.  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Foster  Tresise,  this  last  summer  saw  a 
time  of  awakening  greater  than  any- 
thing they  had  seen  before.  During  a 
week  of  meetings  in  July  with  Allen 
Herr  as  evangelist,  over  fifty  decisions 
were  recorded.  A  spirit  of  revival  con- 
tinued in  the  services  with  overflow 
crowds  attending.  During  youth  camp 
in  August  such  times  of  refreshing 
were  experienced  that  they  were  de- 
scribed in  the  words  "heaven's  gates 
opened."  Every  camper  was  touched 
and  the  prevailing  spirit  was  brought 
back  into  the  regular  church  services. 
Youth  director  Larry  Kaneshiro  spoke 
with  great  power  to  the  congregation. 
Other  laymen  gave  testimony  to  the 
change  in  their  lives,  and  in  turn  new 
people  have  been  reached  for  Christ. 
Every  Sunday  excepting  four  has  seen 
new  decisions. 

Simultaneous  with  the  spiritual 
awakening  has  been  a  building  pro- 
gram. Property  was  secured,  plans  ap- 
proved, and  building  begun.  The  goal 
is  to  occupy  the  new  quarters  by  late 
spring. 

The  dreamy  Hawaiian  melodies 
have  taken  on  a  new  note  of  triumph 
for  our  Hawaiian  churches.  The  blue 
Pacific  gains  sparkle  and  its  peaceful 
attractiveness  belies  an  exciting  activi- 
ty as  God  works  among  the  small  con- 
gregations of  two  communities. 

May  the  ripples,  now  beginning  to 
stir,  reach  ground-swell  proportions 
whose  reverberations  may  reach  even 
into  our  mainland  churches!  # 
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IS  YOUR  CHURCH  A 
CANDIDATE  FACTORY?

The  pastor  of  a  medium-size  chuich  in  the  Midwest  could  find  no  record  of  any 
member  of  his  congregation  ever  going  into  Christian  service.  During  the  seventy-five-year 
history  of  that  church,  hundreds  of  young  people  had  gone  into  secular  trades  and 
professions,  but  not  one  had  found  his  way  into  the  pastorate  or  mission  field.  Tragically, 
this  story  is  not  unique.  With  only  sliglit  variations,  it  is  repeated  in  church  after  church 
across  the  country. 

If  the  church  is  not  the  place  in  which  laborers  for  the  harvest  are  recruited  and 
through  which  they  are  sent  forth,  then  from  where  wOl  they  come?  Surely  the  church  is 
meant  to  be  a  recruiting  center  for  soldiers  of  the  cross. 

The  sad  story  of  that  midwestern  church  is  not  the  whole  story.  In  direct  contrast  Dr. 
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Ivan  Olsen  of  North  Platte,  Nebraska, 
pastors  a  church  from  which  ahnost 
three  hundred  young  people  have  gone 
to  various  Bible  schools  and  Christian 
colleges  in  the  last  thirty  years.  Of  that 
number,  more  than  sixty  today  are  in 
full-time  service. 

I  asked  Dr.  Olsen  why  so  many  of 
his  young  people  go  into  the  Lord's 
work.  He  suggested,  first  of  all,  a 
Bible-based  ministry  that  emphasizes 
the  joy  of  full  surrender  to  the  Lord. 
The  youth  workers,  too,  encourage  the 
young  people  to  prepare  for  the  Lord's 
work. 

Another  factor  is  the  church's  an- 
nual missionary  conference  in  which 
youth  are  given  an  opportunity  to 
dedicate  themselves  to  Christ.  Then 
furloughed  missionaries  spend  a  year 
ministering  to  the  life  of  the  church. 

"Along  with  having  a  number  of 
our  men  and  women  go  overseas,"  says 
Olsen,  "we  have  also  seen  many  go 
into  Christian  service  in  the  home- 
land." 

Another  recruitment  center  is  the 
Peoples  Church  of  Hartland,  New 
Brunswick.  Its  fifty  members  maintain 
an  annual  missionary  budget  of 
$7,000,  50  percent  of  the  total  church 
budget.  During  the  past  few  years, 
forty  young  people  of  this  church  have 
gone  to  Bible  school  and  a  good  per- 
centage of  these  now  are  serving  Christ 
overseas  or  in  the  homeland. 

Pastor  John  Hoag  credits  the  young 
people's  sponsors  for  this  wholesome 
situation.  '"Their  emphasis  upon  the 
Word  of  God  has  definitely  produced 
spiritual  depth  in  our  young  people," 
he  says. 

Mr.  Hoag  feels  that  any  pastor  who 
is  unexcited  about  seeing  his  young 
people  go  into  the  Lord's  service  has 
somehow  misunderstood  one  basic 
reason  for  the  church's  existence. 

One  of  the  most  amazing  illustra- 
tions of  a  church's  involvement  in 
world  evangelism  is  that  of  the  Calvary 
Independent  Church  in  Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania,  now  pastored  by  Rev. 
Eric  Crichton.  During  the  first  twen- 
ty-five years  of  the  church's  existence, 
three  building  projects  were  completed 
giving  the  present  church  a  seating 
capacity  of  twelve  hundred.  During 
that  same  period  a  total  of  $971,000 
was  given  to  missionary  work.  Ap- 
proximately two  thirds  of  this  was 
given  through  the  Sunday  school. 

The  first  missionary  went  from  the 


church  to  Africa  in  1937.  "Each  suc- 
cessive year  with  but  three  exceptions 
some  have  gone  forth  with  the  gospel 
message."  At  present  the  church  has 
one  hundred  and  one  members  in 
Christian  work,  serving  in  twenty-two 
foreign  fields  and  in  the  USA.  One 
family  alone  has  eight  of  their  nine 
children  in  full-time  service. 

A  vigorous  missionary  conference 
and  the  influence  of  furloughed  mis- 
sionaries undergird  the  church's  con- 
sistent missionary  emphasis.  Their  an- 
nual eight-day  Bible  and  missionary 
conference  is  unique:  two  hundred 
missionaries  usually  attend.  The  con- 
ference not  only  keeps  the  member- 
ship informed  of  the  needs  and  op- 
portunities of  world  evangelism,  but 
also  refreshes  and  encourages  the  mis- 
sionaries with  good  solid  Bible  teach- 
ing. More  than  thirty-five  hundred 
missionaries  from  all  over  the  world 
have  been  guests  of  the  conference 
over  the  years. 

Between  ten  and  fifteen  members 
of  the  church  are  home  on  furlough  at 
any  given  time.  These  furloughed  mis- 
sionaries take  an  active  interest  in  the 
life  and  ministry  of  the  church,  thus 
contributing  to  the  overall  missionary 
spirit  within  the  congregation.  Photo- 
graphs of  the  missionaries  are  dis- 
played in  strategic  places,  excerpts 
from  missionary  letters  are  read  at  the 
midweek  prayer  services,  and  the  mis- 
sionaries are  named  in  prayer  by  the 
pastor  each  Sunday  morning. 

One  man  called  not  to  go  to  the 
mission  field,  surprisingly  enough,  has 
influenced  about  seventy  individuals 
to  enter  full-time  Christian  service. 
"Both  my  wife  and  I  desired  to  be  on 
the  mission  field,  but  God  kept  us 
home,"  says  Ellis  Mooney  of  Sheboy- 
gan, Wisconsin.  The  Mooneys  opened  a 
Christian  Youth  Center  in  connection 
with  their  church  and  spent  hours 
counseling  with  high  school  and  col-

lege  young  people. 

"We  prayed  the  Christian  Youth 
Center  might  become  a  missionary- 
candidate  factory  and,  as  we  look 
back,  we  recognize  that  we  were  al- 
lowed of  God  to  sit  in  the  grandstands 
and  watch  the  Holy  Spirit  at  work," 
says  Pastor  Mooney. 

Mooney's  church  has  also  felt  the 
influence  of  praying  parents.  One 
father,  who  now  has  four  children  in 
fuU-time  service,  particularly  saw  the 
power  of  prayer  in  his  son  Sam's  life. 

"The  morning  Sam  was  to  leave  for 
mihtary  duty,"  Pastor  Mooney  tells, 
"he  was  an  unsaved  young  man  and 
was  glad  to  be  getting  away  from  his 
German-Russian  praying  father.  Since 
Sam  wasn't  about  to  get  up  and  say 
'goodbye'  to  his  dad,  who  was  leaving 
early  for  work.  Dad  went  to  Sam's 
room.  He  stood  in  the  doorway  and 
prayed  aloud:  'God,  protect  my  boy 
and  convert  him  and  use  him  all  over 
this  world  to  tell  others  about  You.' 
Then  Dad  left  for  work." 

God  did  convert  Sam  while  in  the 
military.  When  he  returned  home  he 
got  involved  in  a  week-night  Bible 
study  class  in  the  Mooney  home.  After 
coDege  God  led  Sam  to  work  with  the 
Pocket  Testament  League,  in  Japan 
and  Korea,  then  in  Africa,  and  finally 
in  Latin  America.  His  father's  prayer 
has  been  answered  literally. 

Missionary- recruiting  preachers 
could  multiply  these  illustrations  of 
young  people  entering  the  ministry. 
The  question  is:  "Why  isn't  this  true 
of  a  hundred  thousand  other  pastors?" 
The  pastor  is  undeniably  the  key  to 
the  situation.  A  pastor  who  is  sold  out 
to  world  evangelism  will  see  some  of 
his  young  people  enter  some  form  of 
Christian  service. 

Those  factors  which  have  con- 
tributed to  the  implanting  of  a  mis- 
sionary vision  in  the  hearts  of  church 
members  have  been  successful  because 
of  pastors  who  have  believed  their 
churches  were  born  to  recruit  soldiers. 
This  should  be  multiplied.  For  what 
servant  of  the  Lord  has  more  reason  to 
say  "you  are  the  crown  of  my  rejoic- 
ing" than  he  whose  members  are  in- 
volved in  God's  work  around  the 
world? 

When  the  church  recruits,  soldiers 
of  the  cross  go  to  battle.  #

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Reflections  of  a 
Medical  Missionary 


Knowing  our  pioneer  missionary 
James  Gribble  was  a  privilege  I  did  not 
liave.  However,  judging  from  the  testi- 
mony of  those  who  knew  him  best, 
there  were  two  sides  to  his  character. 
One  side  was  expressed  not  only  in  the 
title  but,  in  fact,  in  the  whole  book 
Undaunted  Hope. 

The  other  side  was  expressed  in  the 
testimony  of  another  of  our  pioneers, 
Estella  Myers,  with  whom  1  did  work 
for  many  years.  She  observed  that  his 
most  noticeable  characteristic  during 
the  years  of  waiting  was  despondency, 
a  sense  of  responsibility  for  the  fact 
that  they  were  not  granted  entry  into 
the  country,  the  feeling  that  he  in 
particular  and  the  other  members  of 
the  party  in  general  were  not  on  a 
spiritual  level  where  God  could  bless 
them. 

This  is  in  accord  with  the  statement 
of  L.  E.  Maxwell  in  his  book  Crowded 
to  Christ:  "Those  who  have  done  ex- 
ploits in  the  church  of  Christ  have 
often  experienced  the  greatest  inner 
desolations." 

In  Screwtape  Letters  by  C.  S. 
Lewis,  a  senior  tempter  says  to  a 
novice  something  like  this;  "Our  cause 
is  never  in  greater  danger  than  when 
you  see  a  Christian  on  his  knees,  and 
with  no  special  emotion  and  no  sense 
of  the  presence  of  the  enemy  he  just 
keeps  on  praying." 

This  is  typical  of  the  missionaries

who  have  followed  in  the  train  of 
James  Gribble.  There  are  no  super- 
saints  among  us,  but  just  one  special 
thing:  we  have  taken  seriously  the 
command  of  the  Lord  to  preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature.  This  is  just  as 
true  of  us  medics  as  it  is  of  the  mis- 
sionaries who  have  specialized  in 
church  planting,  Bible-school  teaching, 
printing,  literature  distribution,  teach- 
ing the  children  of  missionaries,  being 
houseparents  for  them,  or  what-have- 
you. 

Dr.  Gribble  used  to  say  that  every 
missionary  should  have  two  jobs— the 
primary  one  of  preaching  the  Gospel, 
whether  to  groups  or  to  individuals; 
and,  second,  some  technical  job  as  a 
specialty. 

In  my  own  case  I  had  problems 
about  working  this  out  in  practice. 
During  my  first  four-year  term  I 
preached,  founded  churches  and  super- 
vised them,  taught  Bible  school,  and 
had  charge  of  station  upkeep.  My  one 
phobia  was  that  I  might  get  caught  in 
the  mechanics  of  medical  work  and 
that  the  spiritual  ministry  might  be 
crowded  out. 

So  it  is  not  surprising  that  during 
our  first  furlough  the  question  kept 
haunting  me;    when   I   return  to  the 


field,  which  should  I  be,  a  doctor  or  a 
missionary?  Isn't  the  soul  more  im- 
portant than  the  body? 

Finally,  the  Lord  gave  me  His 
answer— it  was  not  the  question  of 
being  either  a  physician  or  a  mission- 
ary, but  of  two  different  avenues  for 
reaching  the  soul.  And  since  I  had 
medical  training,  God's  plan  for  me 
was  to  reach  souls  in  and  througli  the 
medical  work. 

The  next  turning  point  in  the 
history  of  the  medical  work  came  at 
the  time  of  the  visit  to  the  field  by  the 
first  board  delegation.  The  suggestion 
came  from  a  missionary  pastor.  Harold 
Dunning  said  to  me;  "When  the  dele- 
gation comes,  they  will  expect  to  find 
a  training  program  for  African  nurses."

My  one  phobia  was  that  I  might 

get  caught  in  the  mechanics  of 

medical  worl<  and  that  the 

spiritual  ministry  might  be 

crowded  out. 


But  there  was  another  reason  for 
instituting  a  training  program  which 
was  far  more  important  than  even  the 
expectation  of  the  delegation.  As  long 
as  the  medical  work  was  done  ex- 
clusively by  missionaries,  we  could  not 
begin  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Chris- 
tian community.  Our  brothers  and  sis- 
ters in  Christ  were  suffering  without 
care  because  all  that  was  being  done 
was  what  we  missionaries  could  do 
with  our  own  hands. 

That  was  the  beginning.  For  a  long 
time  now  our  mottoes  have  been: 
"Work  yourself  out  of  a  job  by  train- 
ing Africans  to  do  everything  you 
know  how  to  do";  and  its  corollary: 
"If  you  do  any  job  by  yourself  with- 
out teaching  an  African  to  do  it,  you 


are  wasting  your  time."  At  present  we 
have  nearly  a  hundred  trainees  at  dif- 
ferent levels,  and  eleven  dispensaries 
manned  entirely  by  African  nurses 
with  no  resident  missionaries. 

And  now  I  am  reminded  by  every 
medical  journal  that  there  is  agitation 
even  in  the  States  to  train  technicians 
to  do  many  of  the  jobs  which  have 
always  been  done  by  physicians.  We 
have  been  practicing  this  in  Africa  for 
a  long  time,  both  with  missionary 
nurses  and  African  nurses.  Had  our 
missionary  nurses  not  been  capable  of 
teaching  classes  which  go  beyond  the 
nurse's  level,  we  would  have  had  to 
fold  up  long  ago. 

The  next  crisis  was  financial.  Where 
could  we  get  money  to  buy  medicines 


for  an  expanding  work?  The  mission 
budget  provided  between  $500  and 
$800  a  year.  I  began  to  figure  what  it 
would  cost  to  buy  medicines  just  for 
the  pastors  and  other  Christian  work- 
ers and  their  families  for  only  the 
simplest  kind  of  basic  medical  care, 
and  it  came  to  a  minimum  of  $5,000  a 
year.  Where  under  the  sun  could  we 
get  that  kind  of  money? 

I  could  not  sleep  at  night.  I  was 
beating  my  head  against  a  stone  wall; 
not  a  single  one  of  my  schemes  would 
work.  There  was  only  one  possibility: 
ask  the  patients  to  pay  for  their  treat- 
ments. But  out  of  an  annual  income  of 
$25  per  capita,  how  could  they  pos- 
sibly pay  for  modern  medical  care? 

However,  there  was  no  other  way, 
so  we  began  charging.  Last  year  we 
took  in  $35,000  from  these  poor  Afri- 
can patients.  That  amount  equals  the 
total  income  of  one  thousand  people. 

The  next  crisis  came  over  the  wages 
of  African  nurses.  They  quoted  James 
5:4— "The  hire  of  the  laborers  .  .  . 
which  .  .  .  you  have  kept  back  by 
fraud."  It  was  plain  that  there  was  no 
way  of  reaching  an  understanding  be- 
tween African  nurses  and  missionaries, 
so  we  did  what  we  should  have  done 
long  ago— we  asked  the  General  Con- 
ference of  Brethren  Churches  to  elect 
a  board  of  trustees  to  administer  the 
medical  work.  From  there  on  any 
question  of  salaries,  and  of  discipline 
in  general,  was  no  longer  between 
Africans  and  missionaries,  but  between 
Africans  and  Africans.  To  the  surprise 
of  some  of  us,  the  board  of  trustees, 
composed  of  African  pastors,  took 
their  job  seriously.  They  studied  the 
financial  report  to  see  how  much  was 
taken  in,  how  much  went  for  salaries, 
and  how  much  for  the  purchase  of 
medicines.  Also,  what  forms  of  dis- 
cipHne  would  be  effective  or  not  ef- 
fective, what  forms  might  stir  up  a 
general  strike,  and  so  on. 

We  still  have  problems,  but  the 
Lord  who  has  seen  us  through  so  far  is 
not  going  to  abandon  us  now.  » 
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Winona  Lake,  Ind.  The  Missionary  Herald  Company 
has  reduced  the  postage  and  handUng  prices  charged  for 
Sunday-school  materials  which  are  mailed.

EVANGELISM  CAMPAIGN  BEING  DEVELOPED 

An  outline  for  a  nationwide  program  of  concen- 
trated evangelism  within  The  Brethren  Church  is 
taking  shape  in  the  plans  of  Brethren  leaders.  Dr. 
Kenneth  Ashman,  Dr.  Robert  Colhtt  and  Rev.  Wayne 
Beaver  have  spearheaded  the  initial  stages  of  develop- 
ment. 

Stemming  from  a  grass-roots  movement  of  per- 
sonal evangelism  in  various  churches  throughout  the 
Fellowship,  this  program  would  strengthen  and  unify 
the  movement  as  it  spreads  across  the  NFBC.  It 
would  be  similar  in  operation  to  the  highly  successful 
"Life  in  Christ"  campaign  in  the  Central  African 
Republic  which  was  directed  by  Rev.  Wayne  Beaver. 

Executives  of  our  national  boards  and  organi- 
zations, as  weU  as  leaders  from  each  district  have  been 
invited  to  participate  in  a  session  on  April  17-21  at 
Wooster,  Ohio,  to  lay  plans  which  would  be  presented 
to  the  1972  national  conference. 

The  program  is  being  designed  to  coincide  with 
"Key  '73,"  an  all-out  evangelistic  effort  to  saturate 
America  with  the  Gospel  through  the  use  of  the  mass 
media,  including  network  television.  Another  major 
thrust  of  "Key  '73"  will  emphasize  the  need  for  all 
churches  to  have  their  people  out  in  both  urban  and 
suburban  areas  sharing  the  good  news  of  the  Gospel. 

According  to  Dr.  Robert  B.  CoUitt,  chairman  of 
the  Brethren  Board  of  Evangelism,  "This  could  be 
one  of  the  greatest  efforts  we  have  ever  launched  in 
the  area  of  soul-winning  and  church  expansion." 

Rev.  M.  Lee  Myers,  former  pastor  of 
the  First  Brethren  Church,  has  accepted  a  call  from  the 
Ghent  Brethren  Church  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  to  be  their  pastor.

Produce  Your  Cause

A  letter  from  my  namesake 
daughter  commented— "some  of  your 
recent  articles  have  carried  a  bit  of 
pessimism,  at  least  the  way  they've 
come  through  to  me.  Not  a  criticism— I 
know  you  have  reasons  for  your 
downs— just  an  observation."  I  don't 
know  how  you'd  respond  to  such  an 
"observation"  but  I  can  tell  you  I  was 
tickled.  For  one  thing,  who  ever  heard 
of  a  young  adult  offspring  reading 
what  her  mother  writes? 

Beyond  this,  Althea's  words  set  me 
thinking  about  what  I've  written,  why 
and  how  I've  handled  the  subject. 
After  a  rereading  and  thouglitful  study 
of  the  theme.  Produce  Your  Cause, 
several  things  became  increasingly 
clear;  the  imperative  to  produce  My 
cause  if  I  am  to  help  my  readers  do  so; 
to  face  pertinent,  if  unpleasant  facts  if 
we  would  be  honest;  to  recognize 
alternatives  if  we  would  be  realistic;  to 
point  with  joy  to  the  only  source  of 
triumph,  Jesus  Christ,  if  we  would  live 
victoriously  in  this  dichotomous 
world. 

Pessimism,  to  a  degree,  is  charac- 
teristic of  the  VERSUS  side  of  hfe, 
indicating,  if  nothing  else,  it  has  less 
going  for  it.  Which  brings  me  to  our 
present  subject.  Contemplation  vs. 
Contrive. 

In  a  day  of  many  and  strident 
voices  it  is  often  difficult  to  contem- 
plate anything.  Add  to  this  our  pro- 
pensity to  "hoof  and  mouth  disease" 
and  you  can  see  we  are  in  trouble.  We 
talk  too  much,  often  saying  too  little 
that  is  worthy  of  another's  considera- 
tion. Or  worse,  using  words  as  in- 
struments of  destruction;  becoming 
"wise  in  our  own  conceits."  Our  Chris- 
tian world  would  be  much  healthier. 


certainly  more  wholesome  if  we'd  con- 
template more  and  contrive  less.  Cer- 
tainly we  can  use  the  warmth  and 
stabUity  afforded  by  the  former  to 
keep  us  from  falling  prey  to  the  cold, 
impersonal  entanglements  of  the  con- 
triver. 

Within  limited  space  it  is  virtually 
impossible  to  explore  the  full  mean- 
ings of  the  two  word  concepts  under 
consideration  here.  Since  the  Bible  en- 
joins us  to  be  contemplative,  let's 
think  about  that.  Have  you  ever 
watched  a  baby  in  his  higli  chair,  chin 
cupped  in  chubby  hands?  You've 
dangled  a  toy  before  his  eyes,  but  no 
response.  What  is  he  thinking  about 
that  is  so  lovely?  You  wish  you  knew 
his  secret.  Well,  come  on  board.  Little 
Children.  The  Bible  tells  us  where  and 
how  to  start  that  beautiful  life  of  con- 
templation, even  in  the  middle  of  this 
noisy,  contriving  world. 

With  reverential  awe  the  Psalmist 
cried,  "When  I  consider  thy  heavens, 
the  works  of  thy  fingers  .  .  .  What  is 
man  .  .  .?"  (8:3-4).  Have  you  lately 
taken  a  long,  contemplative  look  at 
the  work  of  God's  fingers  in  creation? 

Paul  called  the  Galatian  Christians 
to  deal  with  a  sinning  brother  in  loving 
orderliness  by  "considering  thyself, 
lest  thou  also  be  tempted"  (6:1).  No 
condoning  of  sin  here,  but  a  warning 
against  tongue  clucking  in  mock  self- 
righteousness  when  a  brother  slipped 
and  fell.  You  can't  afford  to  say,  "I 
would  never  do  that"  when  your 
brother  slips.  If  you  walked  in  his  shoes 
just  one  week  you  may  very  well  do 
so. 

Consider  Him  who  endured  (Heb. 
12:3);  consider  (contemplate)  each 
other  to  provoke  to  love  (Heb.  10:24). 


Considerations  like  these  will  trans- 
form personalities.  Are  some  overdue 
in  your  family? 

Finally,  (attention:  believers  only) 
whatever  is  true,  honest,  right,  pure, 
lovely,  of  good  report,  if  there  is 
virtue,  if  there  is  praise,  think  (con- 
template) on  these  things  (read  Phil. 
4:8). 

An  interesting  facet  of  this  West- 
minster Abbey  of  scriptural  grandeur 
is  what  precedes  it  in  verses  4-7. 
"Rejoice  in  the  Lord. "  Rejoicing  is  a 
healer.  I  know.  Moderation  in  atti- 
tudes and  behavior  are  called  for.  With 
the  knowledge  of  the  Lord's  soon  re- 
turn, your  timing  and  balance  will  be 
perfectly  synchronized. 

Don't  worry!  Pray!  For  yourself; 
your  sinning  loved  ones  and  those 
people  who  are  not  your  friends.  Just 
don't  pray  for  the  latter  group  unless 
you  are  willing  to  run  the  risk  of  be- 
coming friends,  because  sincere  prayer 
is  answered  by  your  Father.  Pray  for 
daily  control  of  your  words,  lest  you 
offend  one  of  His  Httle  ones.  You 
know  you're  going  to  stand  ashamed 
before  your  Lord  real  soon  and  answer 
for  those  words  which  exhibited  your 
destructive  rather  than  contemplative 
thoughts. 

Be  grateful.  Who  are  you,  anyway, 
that  you  should  flaunt  your  posses- 
sions? What  do  you  have  that  was  not 
given  to  you?  Possessions  don't  set 
you  above  your  brethren.  Circum- 
stances don't  make  you;  they  reveal 
you. 

Then  comes  peace,  sweet  and 
strong  to  garrison  your  heart  and  mind 
in  Christ  Jesus.  Having  come  to  this 
place  you  are  ready  for  those  godly 
contemplations  of  verse  7  that  will  set 
your  heart  aflame  and  put  a  heavenly 
glow  on  your  face.  From  here  on  in 
you  will  not  have  time  to  dispense 
your  faulty  judgments  or  careless  criti- 
cisms. You  will  be  a  trouble  shooter, 
not  maker. 

Contemplate  those  glorious  vistas 
of  truth,  honesty,  purity,  good  reports 
(when  did  you  last  give  a  good  report 
about  one  fellow  believer  to  another?). 
You'll  never  again  leave  this  ex- 
hilaration for  grubbing  in  the  garbage 
heap  of  your  own  smug  judgments  on 
other  Christians.  There's  no  pollution 
in  godly  contemplation;  just  rarified, 
life-giving  air.  What  a  Cause  to  Pro- 
duce! Ml

What's  Wrong  With  Them 


The  news  of  the  morning  has  much 
of  "TRAGEDY"  in  every  sentence. 
There  are  new  wars  breaking  out;  there 
are  kiUings  all  over  the  world;  there  is 
the  report  of  additional  tragedies  in 
our  surrounding  communities  because 
of  the  drug  traffic;  there  is  tragedy  in 
many  Brethren  Sunday  schools  in  the 
loss  of  attendances  and  enrollments. 
Let's  talk  about  those  tragedies  and 
the  manner  by  which  we  can  turn 
them  to  triumph.  I  have  just  returned 
from  participating  in  a  meeting  at  a 
church  which  was  only  started  a  few 
years  ago,  and  now  is  considered  the 
world's  largest  Sunday  school  and 
church.  "GO  THOU  AND  DO  LIKE- 
WISE." But  is  such  an  accomplishment 
possible  for  you  today? 

What  are  the  weak  spots  in  our  Sun- 
day schools?  Let  me  share  a  few  from 
observation  over  these  past  years. 

LACK  OF  VISION 

I  know  I  have  said  it  many  times 
before,  but  a  few  weeks  ago  I  faced  it 
more  realistically  than  ever  before. 
You  see,  a  friend  shared  with  me  the 
tragic  news  that  his  vision  is  deterio- 
rating very  rapidly,  and  because  of  the 
eye  affliction,  for  which  there  is  no 
known  remedy,  he  will  be  totally  blind 
within  a  few  short  months.  Already, 
he  is  giving  himself  to  a  study  of 
Braille  in  order  that  he  might  continue 
his  study  of  God's  Word,  and  still  be 
useful  in  the  Christian  life. 

Vision  Almost  Gone  might  be  writ- 
ten across  the  doors  of  many  of  our 


Sunday  schools.  And  I  believe  it  is  a 
major  weakness  of  our  churches,  and 
of  course  many  individual  Christian 
lives.  The  Old  Testament  writer  re- 
minds us  that  "where  there  is  no 
vision,  the  people  perish."  The  Old 
Testament  prophets  were  often  called 
"seers."  So,  those  of  us  who  are  in- 
volved in  being  used  of  Christ  to 
"build  His  church"  must  have  an  en- 
larged vision.  This  includes  a  vision  for 
the  lost.  We  must  see  the  degradation 
of  sin,  and  the  ultimate  judgment  of 
God  upon  sin.  On  at  least  two  occa- 
sions, the  Lord  Jesus  reminded  His  dis- 
ciples that  they  were  to  "look  on  the 
fields,  which  were  white  to  harvest." 
He  had  this  kind  of  a  vision  and  as  a 
result  went  everywhere  preaching, 
teaching  and  performing  miracles.  No 
church  will  ever  grow  beyond  the 
vision  of  its  pastor,  Sunday-school 
superintendent  and  teachers.  If  they 
do  not  have  the  vision  to  share  with 
pupils,  the  church  is  in  the  death 
throes.  1  believe  we  should  get  our 
hearts  tuned  to  Christ  and  our  eyes 
fixed  upon  Him,  in  order  to  see  the  lost 
world  that  is  around  us.  Of  course,  our 
vision  must  see  God  as  He  is  in  His 
person  and  nature.  This  can  only  come 
through  a  correct  understanding  of 
Scripture,  for  in  the  Bible  alone  is  the 
correct  teaching  and  revelation  of 
God.  The  way  to  move  from  tragedy 
to  triumph  in  the  matter  of  vision  is  to 
ask  God  for  a  proper  vision  concerning 
himself,  and  what  He  would  have  us 


do  about  the  lost  world  about  us. 

LACK  OF  CONCERN 

Closely  related  to  the  lack  of  vision, 
is  the  lack  of  concern  on  the  part  of  so 
many  Christians— and  particularly  of 
Christian  workers  in  our  churches.  No 
great  Sunday  school  will  ever  be  built 
until  there  comes  a  real  compassion 
for  people.  The  Bible  records  that 
when  Jesus  saw  the  multitudes,  "He 
was  moved  with  compassion."  What  is 
compassion— concern?  Someone  has 
suggested  that  it  is  simply  "love  trans- 
lated into  action."  Many  have  accused 
our  churches  as  being  very  orthodox, 
but  lacking  in  concern.  A  Sunday- 
school  teacher  spoke  publicly  in  a 
meeting  which  1  was  conducting  some 
months  ago.  She  said:  "If  you  think  I 
am  going  to  waste  my  time  going  out 
visiting  the  absentees  of  my  class,  you 
are  all  wrong.  I  have  five  girls  in  the 
class— three  are  absent  quite  regularly. 
I  am  not  concerned  about  them.  I  am 
concerned  about  the  two  who  come 
faithfully,  that  I  might  teach  them 
Bible  truths."  This  teacher  did  not 
have  the  heart  of  the  Saviour  she  was 
trying  to  represent.  Evangelist  Jack 
Van  Impe  recently  talked  to  a  small 
boy  after  the  preaching  service. 
"What's  your  name?"  asked  the  evan- 
gelist. "James"  was  the  dignified  re- 
sponse. Then  with  a  toothless  smile  on 
his  freckled  face,  he  replied,  "But  you 
can  call  me  Jimmy  like  the  pastor 
does."  The  pastor  has  a  compassion

Imagine  yourself  sitting  in  a  room 
full  of  adults.  The  Sunday-school 
superintendent  stands  up  and  tells  you 
that  beginning  next  quarter  our  Sun- 
day school  is  going  to  offer  electives  to 
our  adults. 

Then  the  Sunday-school  superin- 
tendent introduces  a  young  man  who 
came  to  know  Christ  less  than  a  year 
ago.  It  is  apparent  to  all  that  his  knees 
are  knocking  and  he  is  scared  almost 
to  tears.  As  he  quivers  before  the 
group  the  superintendent  begins  to 
build  up  the  material  he  is  going  to 
teach:  "And  this  fine  young  man  is 
going  to  share  from  his  experience  the 
thrilling  new  class  to  be  offered  for  the 
first  time.  A  complete  and  unabridged 
study  of  the  geneologies  of  I  Chron- 
icles." 

The  superintendent  then  points 
across  the  room  to  a  mature  Christian, 
who  is  weO  known  in  the  area  for  his 
ability  to  expound  the  truths  of  the 
Bible.  He  has  been  used  for  pulpit 
supply  as  well  as  area  youth  speaker. 
The  superintendent  then  says:  "And  as 
another  choice  we  are  presenting  a 
study    in    the    thrilling   unfolding    of

God's  plan  for  the  future  of  the 
United  States  as  seen  from  the  light  of 
prophetic  Scripture.  The  course  will  be 
known  as  'Prophecy  A'  on  your  choice 
card." 

You  can  imagine  which  class  wiU 
receive  the  most  students. 

Although  the  case  is  overplayed, 
the  results  will  almost  always  be  the 
same.  People  seem  to  gravitate  to 
either  a  dramatic  study  or  a  dynamic 
teacher.  Soon  the  Christian  education 
board  of  the  local  church  feels  they 
must  scrap  the  concept  of  the  elective 
Sunday  school  and  go  back  to  the 
traditional  plan  of  tapping  Mrs.  Jones 
on  the  shoulder  on  her  thirty-ninth 
birthday  and  telhng  her  as  politely  as 
possible  that  she  now  has  been  ad- 
vanced to  the  grandmothers  class. 

Somewhere  between  the  elective 
Sunday  school  and  the  age  grading  of 
adults  there  is  a  logical  position  for  the 


church  seeking  to  teach  adults  as 
adults.  In  our  church  we  call  this  con- 
cept the  Sunday  morning  Bible  insti- 
tute. The  Bible  institute  was  never  a 
failure,  it  has  been  used  of  God  in  a 
mighty  way  in  placing  missionaries 
around  the  world.  One  mission  leader 
told  me  that  the  Bible  institute 
touched  the  lives  of  90  percent  of  all 
evangelical  missionaries. 

We  can  use  this  concept  in  our 
church.  Anyone  who  has  had  exposure 
to  college  knows  you  must  take  classes 
from  teachers  you  don't  particularly 
like.  You  take  the  classes  from  the 
teachers  you  don't  like  because  you 
are  desirous  of  matriculation. 

In  our  Sunday  school  we  give  tests 
and  report  cards.  We  have  a  registrar 
keep  tab  on  every  student  to  see  that 
his  study  is  balanced.  We  thus  can 
regulate  class  size.  We  all  know  that  a 
study  in  I  Chronicles  is  essential  in  un- 
derstanding God's  great  plan  to  man. 
Some  of  us  had  to  be  placed  in  a  col- 
lege class  in  Old  Testament  to  realize 
it. 

Why  not  duplicate  the  method  used 
in  the  Bible  institute,  develop  your 
own  departments,  train  your  teachers, 
graduate  your  faithful  Sunday-school 
scholars  and  then  press  them  into  the 
work  of  training  and  winning  others. 
After  all,  that's  what  Sunday  school  is 
all  about!  # 


Many  good  things  have  been  said 
about  the  elective  program  of 
Sunday-school  classes  for  adults. 
In  this  article  one  pastor  takes  a 
second  look  and  suggests  yet 
another  possibility. 
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Balloon  Burst:  an  Incentive 
for  Primary  Memory  Work 


A  "better  idea"— submitted  by 
Mrs.  Ralph  C.  Hall,  primary 
superintendent  at  the  Winona 
Lake  Brethren  Church,  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana,  where  Rev.  Charles 
Ashman  is  pastor. 


"Bursting  Balloons"  is  a  good  way 
to  keep  primary  children  learning  their 
memory  verses.  At  the  end  of  each 
quarter  balloons  are  hung  from  the 
ceiling.  Inside  each  balloon  is  a  num- 
ber (written  on  small  piece  of  paper 
folded  so  the  number  cannot  be  seen 
through  the  balloon)  which  corre- 
sponds to  as  number  on  a  small 
wrapped  award.  Each  child  who  has 
memorized  all  weekly  verses  plus  the 
extra  credit  verses  for  the  quarter  is 
allowed  to  burst  a  balloon  to  receive 
an  award.  The  children  burst  the  bal- 
loons with  a  long  stick  which  has  a  pin 
taped  to  the  end.  Each  chUd  bursting  a 
balloon  takes  his  turn  in  the  order  of 
who  was  first,  second,  third,  and  so 
on,  in  saying  the  extra  credit  memory 
work. 

The  award  does  not  have  lo  be  cost- 
ly; the  excitement  comes  from  just 
bursting  the  balloon.  The  boys  and 
girls  may  trade  awards  if  they  can  find 
someone  willing  to  trade. 

The  primary  children  at  Winona 
Lake  Brethren  Sunday  School  beg  to 
have  a  "Balloon  Burst"  each  quarter.

for  people,  and  through  it  has  built  a 
great  church. 

LACK  OF  FOLLOW-UP- 
VISJTA  TION 

Teachers  Hke  the  one  just  men- 
tioned are  imitated  to  a  small  degree 
(or  larger)  in  many  of  our  schools.  No 
time  to  visit  pupils  is  the  heart-cry  that 
1  hear  everywhere.  Yet  recently,  I 
heard  Jerry  Falwell,  pastor  of  the 
world's  fastest  growing  church  say: 
"The  growth  of  our  church  has  come 
largely  because  our  teachers  and  work- 
ers are  out  each  week,  visiting  in  the 
homes  of  their  pupils  and  of  the  un- 
saved in  the  community."  As  I  ques- 
tioned that  pastor  after  the  message, 
he  told  me  that  his  church,  now  aver- 
aging more  than  9,000  people  each 
Sunday  morning,  is  in  a  town  of  about 
50,000  people.  I  began  to  think  of  the 
Brethren  churches  in  communities  of 
50,000  people,  and  could  not  help  but 


wonder  what  would  happen,  if  in  our 
Brethren  churches,  we  began  to  obey 
the  command  of  Jesus  to  "go  with  the 
gospel." 

During  the  recent  "Enlargement 
Campaign"  one  church  that  entered 
into  the  campaign,  (a  Baptist  church) 
took  many  of  the  adults  that  had 
come  to  Sunday  school  for  the  morn- 
ing, and  sent  them  out  two  by  two  to 
cover  the  town  during  the  morning. 
They  made  thousands  of  calls,  simply 
inviting  people  to  come  to  their 
church.  They  contacted  men  and 
women  who  had  lived  in  the  com- 
munity for  many  years.  What  was  the 
result?  That  night  the  church  was 
packed  out,  they  brought  in  extra 
chairs,  and  many  were  saved  as  they 
heard  the  Gospel.  The  Sunday  school 
has  doubled  in  these  last  few  weeks 
and  revival  fires  are  burning.  The 
people  are  excited.  Phenomenal? -yes 
and  no.  Yes,  because  not  many  are 
doing  a  job  of  visitation.  No,  because 
this  is  what  God  has  planned  for  His 


church. 

LACK  OF  PRAYER 

There  is  a  desperate  lack  of  prayer 
for  our  individual  communities,  and 
our  Brethren  Sunday-school  growth.  It 
becomes  so  easy  to  say  a  few  little 
prayers  for  the  needs  of  the  immediate 
moment— our  loved  ones  who  are  sick, 
the  missionaries  who  have  sacrificed  to 
go  out  across  the  waters,  and  the  Sun- 
day services.  Then  the  prayer  service  is 
over.  We  have  not  taken  the  time  to 
pray  by  name  for  our  superintendents, 
our  pastors,  our  teachers.  The  secre- 
taries, treasurers  and  pianists  of  course 
are  not  important,  so  we  do  not  even 
know  they  exist!  We  have  not  taken 
time  to  pray  for  those  on  a  prospect 
list,  nor  even  to  record  those  we  know 
who  are  not  coming  to  Sunday  school. 
No  wonder  there  is  TRAGEDY.  This  is 
a  call  to  prayer— to  change  all  of  this, 
so  that  there  will  be  triumph!  Pray 
daily  by  name  for  one  month  for  every 
worker  in  YOUR  SUNDAY  SCHOOL.

Part  of  the  blessing  that  comes  to 
me  as  national  president  is  the  first- 
hand reports  of  just  how  our  women 
are  supplying  not  only  capable  per- 
sonnel, but  also  the  best  of  equipment 
to  enable  our  Fellowship  to  be  "win- 
ners" in  the  Lord's  work.  Let  me  share 
with  you  excerpts  from  two  recent 
letters  with  the  hope  that  they  will 
bless  you  as  much  as  they  have  blessed 
me. 

Missionary  Donald  Miller  writes: 
"During  our  recent  furlough  we  felt 
the  necessity  to  share  with  our  be- 
lievers at  home  the  great  need  for 
Bible  commentaries  and  helps  for  the 
national  pastors  in  Africa.  Most  of 
these  pastors  receive  only  meager 
monetary  remuneration  from  their 
churches.  They  provide  for  their 
families  through  their  own  garden 
work,  plus  carrying  on  a  program  for 
Christ  in  their  churches.  Books  are  ex- 
pensive! As  we  began  to  dream  of 
writing  Bible  commentaries,  our  hearts 
told  us  immediately  that  these  pastors 
could  not  afford  even  to  purchase 
these  books  after  they  were  published. 

"While  on  missionary  conference 
itineration,  the  only  response  to  my 
appeal  was  just  an  off-the-cuff  remark 
that  made  very  little  impression  at  the 
time.  You  can't  imagine  my  surprise  to 
hear  later  that  the  national  Women's 
Missionary  Council  on  their  own, 
picked  up  the  idea  and  made  the  com- 
mentaries their  project  for  foreign 
missions  for  this  past  year.  But  that 
surprise  was  small  in  comparison  to 
my  feeling  when  recently  the  foreign 
board's  financial  secretary  mailed  us  a 
project  report  and  followed  this  up 
with  a  check  for  Bible  commentaries 
in  the  amount  of  $5,342.61." 

Missionary  Miller  concludes  his 
letter  by  saying:  "Thank  you  for  your 
part  in  this  concerned  giving.  What  a 
tremendous  gift  you  have  given  for  the_ 


furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  Africa! 
Commentaries  for  pastors!  Your  gift 
for  commentaries  will  be  an  imple- 
ment in  these  pastors'  hands  to  help 
open  up  the  eyes  of  their  understand- 
ing, so  that  they  can  more  ably  give 
out  the  powerful  Word  of  God  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  Gospel.  Your  gift 
will  continue  to  do  its  work  for  years 
to  come,  and  only  eternity  will  reveal 
the  true  picture;  when  God's  redeemed 
out  of  every  tongue,  people,  and 
nation  will  gather  to  praise  the  Lamb." 

In  the  second  letter-retired  mis- 
sionary Minnie  Kennedy  writes,  "This 
is  really  the  first  time  in  my  life  that  I 
have  had  the  privilege  of  setting  up 
housekeeping  here  at  home.  When  one 
of  the  apartments  at  the  Philathea 
Residence  became  available  recently  I 
was  given  the  opportunity  to  move  in. 
I  can't  tell  you  how  much  it  means  to 
me  to  be  able  to  make  a  home  here. 
You  know  the  little  chorus-'It's  bub- 
bling, it's  bubbling  in  my  heart,'  well, 
that's  just  what  it  is  doing  in  my  heart. 
1  stand  and  look  at  this  place  and 
praise  the  Lord,  and  my  heart  is  full  of 
thanksgiving  for  the  Brethren  Women's 
Missionary  Council  who  made  it  all 
possible  and  are  still  supplying  my 
needs  so  graciously. 

"The  Lord  is  so  good  and  His 
promises  are  so  true.  He  really  does 
the  exceeding  abundantly  above  all  we 
ask  or  think.  And  it  is  because  of  folks 
like  the  WMC  ladies  that  He  can  fulfiU 
His  promises.  So  I  want  to  send  a  great 
thank  you  to  all  the  women  for  all 
they  have  done  and  are  doing  for  me." 

The  Philathea  Residence  for  retired 
missionaries  was  a  five-year  project 
undertaken  by  the  women  from  the 
years  1956-61.  Then  every  year  each 
district  WMC  gives  an  offering  to  help 
maintain  both  the  Bethany  and  the 
Philathea  Residences. 

It  is  letters  like  these  that  make  our 
work  as  Women  Manifesting  Christ  a 
joy  and  encourages  us  to  continue 
being  .  .  .  "doers  of  the  word  and  not 
hearers  only."

^3^  Foreign  Missions

Greetings  to  all  the  WMC  ladies 
who  selected  me  to  be  one  of  their 
"Birthday  Missionaries,"  a  most  un- 
expected honor  which  I  sincerely  ap- 
preciate. Moreover,  your  friendly 
letters  and  greeting  cards  have  been  a 
source  of  real  inspiration  througliout 
the  years. 

In  looking  back  over  the  eighty- 
nine  years  of  my  life  one  might  say 
that  I  am  actually  a  product  of  foreign 
missions.  My  parents  were  converted 
under  the  ministry  of  missionaries  sent 
to  Denmark  from  the  United  States  in 
the  1870s  by  the  Church  of  the  Breth- 
ren. 

On  December  3,  1882,  in  Vrensted, 
a  little  Danish  village  overlooking  the 
North  Sea,  1  made  my  first  appear- 
ance. Soon  after  their  conversion,  my 
parents  decided  to  come  to  America 
where  they  might  find  freedom  and 
fellowship.  In  May  1882,  my  brother, 
two  and  a  half  years,  and  I,  six  months 
old,  were  brought  across  the  Atlantic 
to  settle  in  the  United  States. 

Being  graciously  received  by  the 
Brethren  at  Mt.  Morris,  Illinois,  we 
stayed  there  several  months  before 
locating  in  Abilene,  Kansas.  Later, 
when  I  was  four,  my  parents  settled  in 
Herington,  Kansas— a  growing  railroad 
town.  It  was  in  Herington,  after  the 
division  in  the  Brethren  Church,  that  a 
group  met  in  homes  for  prayer  and 
Bible  study.  At  this  time  my  brother 
and  I  were  baptized. 

In  Herington  we  enjoyed  roaming 
the  prairie  looking  for  wild  flowers  to 
gather  for  bouquets.  We  went  to 
school  and  graduated  from  Herington 
High  School;  then  my  brother  and  I 
helped  Daddy  in  his  tailor  shop.  It  was 
at  this  time  that  I  received  my  first 
piano  and  was  soon  embarked  on  a 
musical  career.  In  1903, 1  went  to  Ash- 
land College,  Ashland,  Ohio,  stopping 
enroute  at  Winona  Lake  for  my  first 
adventure  at  a  Brethren  Church  con- 
ference. At  Ashland  I  came  to  appre- 


ciate my  denomination  and  to  know 
many  of  its  leaders.  In  1904  when  my 
folks  moved  to  Long  Beach,  1  joined 
them  and  continued  my  musical 
studies  in  Los  Angeles;  music  became 
my  main  interest.  About  1910  Dr. 
Louis  S.  Bauman  held  a  revival  cam- 
paign in  the  Brethren  Church  in  Los 
Angeles,  and  I  was  invited  to  be  the 
accompanist.  These  meetings  changed 
many  lives,  mine  among  them.  The 
slogan,  "It  is  in  the  Book,  what  are 
you  going  to  do  about  it?"  became  a 
great  challenge.  In  1911  my  father  was 
instrumental  in  bringing  Dr.  Louis  S. 
Bauman  to  Long  Beach  for  a  tent  cam- 
paign. As  a  result,  the  First  Brethren 
Church,  Fifth  and  Cherry,  became  a 
reality  with  fifty  charter  members  and 
Dr.  Louis  S.  Bauman  as  pastor.  (He 
sei-ved  as  pastor  for  thirty-three  years.) 

It  was  in  1924  that  Dr.  Charles 
Yoder  visited  Long  Beach  presenting 
the  need  for  workers  in  Argentina,  as 
at  that  time  there  were  only  the 
Clarence  Sickels  and  a  few  national 
workers  on  the  field.  He  insisted  that  I 
could  be  of  real  help.  So  I  enrolled  in 
evening  classes  in  Spanish  and  also 
took  summer  classes.  On  January  25  I 
accompanied  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Yoder  to 
Argentina  as  a  self-supporting  mission- 
ary. 

Within  a  few  days  after  my  arrival 
in  Rio  Cuarto  a  field  council  meeting 
was  held.  I  was  impressed  with  the  zeal 
of  the  national  workers,  and  with  the 
lack  of  home  facilities  which  we  in  the 
United  States  take  for  granted. 

I  was  soon  busy;  students  in  music 
and  English  came.  I  taught  a  Sunday- 
school  class  and  visited  in  the  homes 
with  Mrs.  Yoder;  thereby,  I  learned  to 
know  and  love  the  people.  My  work 
naturally  was  with  the  women;  there 
had  been  no  women's  nor  children's 
work.  The  Bible  School  was  intro- 
duced. 

The  Bible  coach  had  a  tremendous 
ministry    in    the    early    days.    It   was 


equipped  so  that  it  was  possible  for 
two  men  to  sleep  inside,  if  necessary. 
It  carried  a  supply  of  Bibles,  Testa- 
ments, Scripture  portions  and  tracts.  It 
also  had  a  "Magic  Lantern."  Surely 
some  of  you  can  remember  what  that 
is!  There  were  no  TVs,  no  radios,  a 
sheet  or  a  whitewashed  wall  served  as  a 
screen;  the  picture— a  Bible  one  was 
the  attraction.  Many  a  little  country 
town  or  perhaps  only  a  family  or  two, 
where  no  gospel  message  was  ever 
heard,  did  hear  the  "Old,  Old,  Story," 
and  perhaps  a  Bible  or  Testament 
would  be  sold,  or  some  gospel  message 
left.  Only  the  Lord  knows  how  many 
came  to  know  Life  through  this  work. 

One  day,  Mr.  Sotola  came  and  took 
Mrs.  Yoder  and  me  to  Tancacha  to 
visit  one  of  the  homes  where  the  Bible 
coach  had  been  welcomed.  Both  hus- 
band and  wife  came  to  the  Lord.  We 
had  no  more  than  arrived  until  Donna 
Maria  wanted  to  know  if  we  could 
have  a  meeting  for  the  women  that 
afternoon.  We,  of  course,  said,  "Yes," 
and  I  added,  "If  you  think  anyone  will 
come."  For  a  regular  santana  (dust 
storm)  had  come  up.  She  said:  "Oh, 
some  will  come,"  and  sent  her  young 
girl  helper  to  invite  the  neighbors.  Be- 
cause of  the  weather,  the  meeting 
could  not  be  held  in  the  patio.  All  the 
furniture,  including  a  couple  of  beds, 
was  taken  out,  and  benches  which 
were  improvised  from  two  five-gallon 
kerosene  cans  and  a  plank  were  in- 
stalled. The  women  and  girls  came— 
between  fifteen  and  twenty  in  num- 
ber. I  never  had  a  more  receptive 
audience.  Probably  most  of  them  had 
never  before  heard  Psalm  23.  I  am  sure 
I  shall  meet  some  of  them  in  "That 
Day."  The  little  helper  married  a 
young  Italian,  who  is  now,  probably, 
the  most  outstanding  laymen  in  our 
Fellowship.  Under  Robert  Yett's  lead- 
ership, there  grew  a  strong  church. 

At  the  end  of  three  years  I  returned 
home.  A  year  later,  by  request  of  the 
mission  board,  I  returned  as  a  full-time 
worker.  Then  followed  some  happy

GO/— generous  in  your  giving 
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years  as  opportunities  came  to  visit  all 
the  churches  and  help  establish  the 
WMC  groups.  Often  these  meetings 
came  during  the  ten  days  of  Vacation 
Bible  School.  Every  year  we  prepared 
our  own  Vacation  Bible  School 
material  as  none  was  available  in 
Spanish.  The  Sickels  did  all  the 
mimeographing,  hundreds  of  pages  of 
workbooks,  each  page  having  an  il- 
lustration   in    outline    for    coloring. 

In  1935  furlough  was  due,  and 
Mother  Cora  had  passed  on.  My  father, 
eighty-three,  needed  me,  so  1  returned 
to  Long  Beach  for  twelve  years  this 
time.  These  were  good  and  profitable 
years,  as  there  is  always  abundant  op- 
portunity for  service.  The  Lord  gave 
me  back  a  good  clientele  for  piano 
teaching  which  was  important  in  the 
post-earthquake  post-depression  years. 

After  Daddy's  home-going  the  call 
came  to  return  to  Argentina  to  help  in 
the  projected  Bible  institute.  I  was  un- 
sure, so  put  out  the  fleece,  two  of 
them,  and  both  said,  "Go."  Then  fol- 
lowed five  of  the  happiest  years  of  aU 
in  helping  in  the  Bible  institute  again 
with  music  and  English,  as  well  as  to 
know   and  love  a  goodly  number  of 


missionaries.  There  was  now  quite  a 
large  group  of  missionaries  who  had 
come  during  my  years  at  home:  the 
Maconaghys,  Dowdys,  Hoyts,  Rottlers, 
Churchills,  Schrocks— besides  the  old- 
timers  including  the  Sickels  and  Laura 
Larson  Wagner. 

The  Bible  institute  was  on  the  Rio 
Cuarto  church  property.  The 
Schrocks,  with  their  year-old  twins, 
came  to  Rio  Cuarto  to  direct  it. 
hnagine  a  young  couple  with  twin 
babies  sharing  bathroom  facilities  with 
seven  girls  whose  dormitory  was  the 
large  front  room.  Three  or  four  boys 
occupied  two  small  rooms  at  the  rear 
and  used  the  bathroom  facilities  of  a 
tiny  guest  house.  The  students  helped 
before  classes  with  cleaning  rooms  and 
also  preparing  vegetables. 

My  duties  included  piano  or  organ 
lessons  and  English.  The  students  who 
had  previous  training  proctored  the 
beginners  on  a  little  folding  organ,  and 
those  who  applied  themselves  learned 
to  play  hymns.  After  two  years  the 
institute  was  moved  to  La  Carlota 
where  facilities  were  excellent  with  the 
Paul  Dowdys  in  charge;  I  went  to 
Carlota  once  a  week  by  bus.  I  had  the 


privilege  of  seeing  the  first  class  gradu- 
ate in  a  lovely  service.  One  of  the 
graduates  was  Mrs.  Ray  Davis,  a  mis- 
sionary now  in  training  for  the  field  of 
Puerto  Rico.  Health  reasons  brought 
me  back  to  the  States  after  my  seven- 
tieth birthday. 

It  is  now  almost  nineteen  years 
since  I  came  home.  These  retirement 
years  have  been  busy  and  active.  The 
Lord  has  blessed  me  with  relatives  and 
friends  and  many  opportunities  for 
service.  Activities  became  limited  with 
impaired  vision  in  1970,  however,  the 
Lord  gave  me  the  idea  of  thinking  my 
way  througli  the  Bible  with  memo- 
rized portions.  It  has  been  wonderful 
for  spirit,  soul  and  body— since  one 
never  runs  out  of  material.  At  eighty- 
nine,  constant  review  is  necessary,  but 
it  is  helpful  and  stimulating.  It  has 
made  me  almost  agree  with  Browning 
when  he  says: 

"The  last  of  life  for  which  the  first 
was  made,"  as  well  as— "The  best  is  yet 
to  come." 

It  takes  away  any  hint  of  boredom 
and  helps  to  fulfill  Philippians  4:8.  I 
commend  to  all—".  .  .  think  on  these 
things."  »

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How  did  the  monthly  Brethren  Day  of  Prayer  get  started? 

Remember  the  Fifteenth 


Sometime  in  the  last  half  of  the 
1920s,  the  missionaries  of  MOC  {Mis- 
sion Oubangui-Chari)  in  French  Equa- 
torial Africa  felt  the  need  of  a  special 
time  given  to  prayer  and  fasting  (Matt. 
17:21).  A  few  missionaries  took  the 
word  "fasting"  to  refer  to  abstaining 
from  food  as  well  as  other  distracting 
activities.  And  it  was  to  be  a  time 
given  seriously  to  prayer.  Time  will 
never  be  able  to  reveal  how  important 
this  season  of  prayer  was  in  the  victo- 
ries won  in  the  onslauglit  against  the 
strongholds  of  hell  in  that  part  of 
Africa. 

I  can  remember  how,  in  the  very 
beginning  of  the  work  there,  the  hand- 
ful of  missionaries  met  daily  at  pre- 
scribed times  for  prayer.  Before  per- 
mission was  granted  to  enter  Ou- 
bangui-Chari and  locate  at  Bozoum,  it 
seemed  there  was  little  else  one  could 
do!  But  God  answered  prayer  in  ex- 
citing ways.  There  were  stations  to  be 
built,  translations  to  be  made,  schools 
and  hospitals  to  be  operated— and  so 
few  missionaries  to  do  it  all.  However, 
it  was  still  deemed  necessary  to  give  a 
minimum  of  one  whole  day  a  month 
to   prayer,   stopping  as  many  regular 
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activities  as  possible.  Which  day  was  to 
be  chosen?  At  first  the  second  Thurs- 
day of  each  month  was  selected,  but 
Thursdays  became  such  busy  days!  To 
find  a  less  busy  time  was  impossible. 
The  one  thing  all  could  agree  on  was 
that  once  a  month  they  must  give 
themselves  wholeheartedly  to  prayer, 
setting  aside  other  duties.  So  they 
arbitrarily  set  the  date  as  the  fifteenth. 
And    they    kept    it. 

The  testimony  of  this  time  of 
prayer  had  a  terrific  impact  on  the 
Africans,  pagan  and  Christian  alike; 
the  latter,  because  it  taught  them  to 
put  first  things  first.  And  the  pagans 
were  impressed  because  they  were  a 
very  religious  people.  Really?  Re- 
ligious? Yes!  Their  whole  lives  were 
spent  seeking  to  appease  demons,  ob- 
serving signs  and  omens,  trying  to  be 
worthy  of  the  blessing  of  powers  and 
principalities.  Think  what  it  meant 
when  they  saw  believers  (missionary 
and  national)  laying  aside  other  things 
and  devoting  themselves  to  the  One 
who  is  above  all  principalities  and 
powers.  Think  what  it  meant  when 
they  saw  this  One  answering  prayer 
and  doing  great  and  marvelous  things, 
changing  lives,  bringing  peace  and  even 
joy  in  the  midst  of  the  greatest  of  all 
enemies— death.  Please  do  think  of  it! 

As  more  missionaries  arrived  and 
activities  became  wider  spread  and 
more  involved,  it  seemed  more  and 
more  difficult.  If  pagan  employees 
worked,  must  not  believers  be  on  the 
job  also?  If  a  no-work  day  was  de- 
clared, what  of  Christians  who  felt  a 
day  of  vacation  was  more  to  their 
liking? 

Knowing  that  prayer  cannot  be 
legislated,  there  was  an  increasing 
tendency  to  "business  as  usual"  while 
still  holding  prayer  meetings  which 
were  attended  according  to  personal 
desire.  As  a  matter  of  personal  testi- 
mony, I  saw  the  most  benefit  in  the 
lives  of  the  students  as  well  as  my 
own,  when  I  gave  up  instruction  time 
while  the  class  prayed  for  one  an- 
other's needs,  the  work  of  the  African 


church  and  shared  also  in  the  burdens 
of  the  mission  that  were  within  their 
comprehension. 

It  was  some  years  after  this  begin- 
ning in  what  is  now  the  Central  Afri- 
can Republic  that  the  WMC  groups  in 
the  States  began  to  share  in  the  bur- 
dens and  blessings  of  prayer  on  that 
day.  As  more  and  more  women  have 
work  outside  of  the  home  and  life  gets 
busier,  methods  and  times  of  praying 
together  differ.  Besides  meeting  in 
churches  and  homes  at  stated  times, 
some  get  together  on  the  telephone 
("where  two  or  three  are  gathered  to- 
gether in  my  name")  or  at  their  lunch 
hours  or  coffee  breaks. 

Do  we  really  believe  the  Lord's 
strength  is  made  perfect  in  our  de- 
pendence on  Him?  Do  we  pray  like  the 
Psalmist:  "It  is  time  for  thee.  Lord,  to 
work"?  Are  we  really  praying  for  the 
Lord  to  send  forth  laborers  into  His 
harvest  field?  He  told  His  disciples  to 
pray,  then  He  called  them  and  gave 
them  power  and  sent  them  forth!  And 
when  we  go  and  yet  meet  obstacles,  do 
not  be  discouraged— wait  patiently  on 
Him.  When  we  relax  we  find  it  is  so 
sweet  and  peaceful!  So  let's  claim  His 
promises  for  ourselves  and  for  those 
for  whom  we  intercede  every  "Fif- 
teenth." »

The  song  was  written  origi- 
nally as  a  memorial  to  Dr.  Paul  Carlson 
who  was  martyred  in  the  Congo  in 
1965.

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Thoughts  on  Sleeping 

How  to  celebrate  a  birthday  that 
you  would  just  as  soon  forget  was  a 
problem  that  I  faced  last  week.  My  son 
cheerfully  suggested  that  a  hockey 
game  would  be  a  good  way.  With  the 
realization  that  birthdays  are  really 
better  for  the  young  than  the  middle- 
aged,  I  consented.  It  has  been  some 
time  since  I  have  been  to  such  an  af- 
fair, and  I  am  really  quite  hazy  on  the 
rules.  However,  that  is  where  I  spent 
the  evening.  I  had  also  forgotten  the 
degree  of  violence  that  is  involved  with 
the  shoving,  pushing  and  an  occasional 
outburst  of  tempers.  It  turned  out  to 
be  a  rather  exciting  evening  and  I  soon 
found  myself  caught  up  in  the  fervor 
of  it  all.  It  came  as  a  rude  shock  to  me 
to  discover  that  the  lady  seated  next 
to  me  was  sleeping.  Now,  how  she  ac- 
complished this  feat  under  the  circum- 
stances, was  to  me  a  source  of  amaze- 
ment. The  organist  played  loudly  at 
each  time-out,  the  management  had  a 
man  blow  a  trumpet,  and  the  crowd 
would  shout  "Charge!"  .  .  .  and  the 
woman  kept  right  on  sleeping.  When  a 
goal  was  scored,  which  was  quite  rare, 
the  yelling  was  very  loud.  Yet  she  slept 
on.  I  wondered  why  she  had  paid  the 
price  of  a  ticket  to  get  such  an  uncom- 
fortable seat  for  sleeping.  It  did  serve 
the  purpose  though,  and  she  apparent- 
ly was  satisfied. 

Now,  being  a  churchgoer  for  many 
years,  I  am  not  surprised  to  see  people 
in  an  upright  position  while  at  rest.  It 
happens  quite  consistently,  I  know. 
Some  wise  sage  has  said,  "If  all  the 
people  who  sleep  in  church  were 
placed  in  a  prone  position,  they  would 
all  be  more  comfortable."  So,  sleeping 
in  church,  on  planes,  in  classes,  even  at 
the  desk  at  work  suggests  there  are 
many  times  and  places  for  sleep. 

Yet,  listen  to  the  Apostle  Paul  as  he 
admonishes:  "Awake  thou  that  sleep- 
est,  and  arise  from  the  dead,  and 
Christ  shall  give  thee  light"  (Eph. 
5:14).  I  am  aware  of  the  fact  that  this 
speaks  to  those  arising  from  the  dead 
or  from  spiritual  death,  however,  Paul 
goes  on  to  inform  us  that  as  Christians 
we  should  be  wise  and  redeem  the 
time,  for  the  days  are  certainly  evil. 

To  be  awake  is  the  first  step  to 
being  alert.  By  all  means,  a  Christian 
should  be  alert  to  the  Lord  who  has 
saved  him  and  alert  to  the  happenings 
about    him.    How    many    important 


works  of  God  do  we  sleep  through, 
thereby  missing  them?  This  is  too 
much  like  the  sleeper  in  church  who 
misses  the  expounding  of  the  great 
truths  of  God.  "Awake,  my  soul, 
stretch  every  nerve.  And  press  with 
vigor  on!" 

Saturday,  January  22,  the  news 
broadcast  brought  an  important  news 
item  which  stimulated  my  thinking. 
The  announcement  was  an  account  of 
the  receiving  of  three  more  nations 
into  the  Common  Market  of  Europe. 
This  brought  the  total  to  TEN.  I 
stopped  the  activity  I  was  performing 
as  a  chiU  moved  down  my  back.  I  had 
for  some  years  been  preaching  that  a 
great  sign  of  the  end  time  would  be 
the  reformation  of  the  Old  Roman 
Empire  (ten  nations)  with  the  fulfill- 
ment of  Daniel's  prophecy  and  the 
events  of  Revelation.  As  a  young  per- 
son I  had  listened  to  messages  on 
prophecy  and  heard  of  the  predictions 
of  the  Bible  regarding  this  event.  Now 
it  was  happening  here  and  now— a  ten- 
nation  economic  alliance  has  been 
formed.  The  headlines  of  the  Sunday 
morning  paper  filled  in  the  details  of 
the  historical  event.  It  was  exciting.

Yet,  the  days  following,  I  listened 
to  hear  others  discuss  this  momentous 
happening  and  there  was  little  discus- 
sion. Have  we  talked  and  listened  so 
long  about  these  events  that  when 
they  do  happen  we  are  insensitive  or 
asleep  to  their  importance? 

Two  great  events  have  happened  in 
our  generation  that  have  great  pro- 
phetic significance:  the  return  of  Israel 
to  the  land  and  the  reestablishment  of 
that  nation;  and  now  a  ten-nation  con- 
federacy. Those  who  listened  to  Dr. 
Louis  S.  Bauman  in  his  great  prophetic 
messages  of  another  generation  are 
now  seeing  the  fulfillment  of  them. 
Were  he  with  us  today,  I  am  certain 
that  it  would  be  even  more  difficult 
for  him,  than  it  was  in  the  past,  to 
contain  his  messages  in  the  prescribed 
and  allotted  segment  that  we  call  the 
morning  worship  service. 

The  world  is  hteraUy  exploding 
with  exciting  events  and  happenings. 
What  a  time  to  be  alive  and  see  the 
hand  of  God  at  work.  To  see,  also,  the 
struggle  of  Satan  to  undo  that  work. 
Chrisfian,  don't  sleep  through  it  all! 
The  time  of  His  coming  is  drawing 
near.  # 
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The  subject  of  Mission  is  an  ex- 
citing one.  Traditionally  the  word  has 
always  meant  the  primary  task  of  the 
church  in  its  efforts  to  propagate  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  ends  of 
the  earth.  However,  in  recent  days, 
there  has  appeared  a  perceptible 
change  in  its  basic  connotation.  Even 
the  spelling  is  now  different  with  the 
emphasis  on  Mission  rather  than  Mis- 
sions. It  now  seems  to  suggest  far 
more  than  the  historic  church  mission- 
ary program  and  would  appear  to  in- 
clude the  associated  responsibihty  of 
the  church  in  its  total  relationship  to 
all  men  in  every  phase  of  hfe  with 
definite  social  implications. 

In  many  of  the  ecumenical  councils 
today  we  note  frequent  reference  to 
the  church  and  her  mission.  At  Upp- 
sala, Sweden,  a  few  years  ago,  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  formulated 
the  paper  on  the  renewal  of  mission. 
Following  that  weU-pubHcized  event, 
we  then  had  a  group  of  Evangelical 
German  theologians  who  pubhshed  a 
document  now  simply  referred  to  as 
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Robert  W. 
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the  Frankfurt  Declaration  in  which 
they  outlined  the  mission  of  the 
church.  In  more  recent  days  there  has 
been  the  Convention  of  Evangelical 
Mission  Leaders  who  met  at  Green- 
lake,  Wisconsin,  to  discuss  in  detail  the 
subject  of  church  mission.  Others  have 
likewise  followed  a  similar  theme  with 
the  great  emphasis  on  the  social  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  church  rather  than 
the  spiritual  ministry  of  the  Gospel  to 
the  lost. 

If  others  have  gone  to  such  length 
to  formulate  their  position  it  does  not 
seem  incongruent  that  we  Brethren 
review  our  own  missions  program.  To 
begin  v/ith.  The  Brethren  Church  is 
dedicated  to  the  basic  program  given 
by  our  Lord  in  the  great  commission 
(Matt.  28:19-20)  in  which  He  said, 
"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  na- 
tions, baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  them  to  observe 
all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded you  .  . .  ."  As  we  have  en- 
deavored to  carry  out  this  divine  man- 
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date  several  very  important  factors 
come  into  focus. 

First  of  all  are  the  men  who  actual- 
ly involve  themselves  in  this  minis- 
try—the missionaries  themselves.  That 
all  men  are  expected  to  be  witnesses  is 
true,  but  some  have  a  special  role  to 
fulfill.  In  determining  their  identity  we 
have  always  tried  to  establish  the  fact 
that  they  are  called  of  God.  No  self- 
appointed  missionary  has  ever  pro- 
duced much  for  the  Lord.  In  our 
effort  to  comply  with  the  BibUcal 
teaching,  The  Brethren  Church  has 
always  insisted  that  those  who  are 
called  of  God  be  properly  trained  for 
the  task.  This  preparation  has  never 
been  construed  to  be  any  special  de- 
gree or  academic  achievement,  but 
rather  a  practical  and  useful  knowl- 
edge of  the  Word  of  God  and  how  it 
applies  to  the  needs  of  men  and 
women.  In  other  words,  the  mission- 
ary must  be  able  to  capably  perform 
the  work  of  missions.  The  con- 
notation, also,  is  responsible  for  the 
consideration  and  final  approval  of 
each  of  these  missionary  candidates. 
Those  who  have  indicated  their  in- 
terest and  desire  for  such  a  ministry 
have  been  carefully  examined  in  the 
light  of  the  Word  and  only  then  set 
apart  for  the  task. 

The  message  of  these  "sent  ones" 
must  likewise  be  carefully  emphasized. 
Brethren  missions  from  the  beginning 
have  been  Christ  centered  rather  than 
man  centered.  A  gospel  of  humanism 
lends  itself  to  the  endless  discussions 
on  racism,  militarism,  poverty,  and  so 
forth,  but  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
speaks  to  the  true  need  of  man,  his 
eternal  salvation.  Missions  within  our 
Fellowship  are  dedicated  not  to  social 
reform  but  to  spiritual  regeneration, 
and  our  hospitals,  schools,  and  other 
institutions  are  all  designed  to  comple- 
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Brethren  missions  from  the  beginning  have

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ment  this  main  goal. 

Time  does  not  permit  a  thorough! 
consideration  of  the  methods  used  in 
such  a  program,  but  it  should  be  noted 
that  wherever  they  are  expressly  re- 
vealed in  the  Word  of  God  they  are 
carefully  foUowed;  and  when  such  is 
not  the  case,  great  care  is  exercised  to 
know  and  discern  the  mind  and  will  of 
God.  The  emphasis  today  on  "faith" 
missions  by  some  of  the  large  inter- 
denominational boards  seems  to  imply 
that  our  missionary  effort  within  The 
Brethren  Church  is  based  on  some- 
thing other  than  faith,  but  this  is 
simply  untrue.  Every  decision  or 
achievement  of  any  of  our  missionary 
organizations  is  realized  through  a 
definite  confidence  in  God's  ability  to 
supply  and  our  own  willingness  to 
trust  Him  to  do  so. 

It  miglit  further  be  said  that  the 
relationship  between  our  mission 
board  and  the  local  church  is  dichoto- 
mous  in  nature,  that  is,  they  both  have 
separate  identities.  Although  each  is 
related  integrally  to  each  other  by 
virtue  of  purpose  and  cooperation, 
such  a  separation  has  contributed 
greatly  to  our  success  in  a  world 
caught  up  in  an  emotional  stream  of 
nationalism.  This  is  not  to  indicate 
that  we  have  experienced  no  difficulty 
in  the  area  of  church  government,  but 
rather  that  our  organizational  struc- 
ture has  been  an  asset  to  us  both  at 
home  and  abroad. 

Even  though  The  Brethren  Church 
is  comparatively  small,  we  have  ef- 
fectively carried  the  Gospel  to  many 
parts  of  the  world.  Although  for  ex- 
pediency's sake  we  have  divided  the 
world  into  two  major  mission  fields, 
foreign  and  home.  To  date,  we  have 
established  testimonies  in  twenty- 
seven  of  the  fifty  states,  including 
Alaska  and  Hawaii  as  well  as  the  Dis- 


trict of  Columbia  and  Puerto  Rico.  In 
addition,  our  missionaries  are  laboring 
on  the  far-flung  fields  of  France, 
Germany,  Argentina,  Brazil,  Mexico, 
and  Africa.  In  each  case,  the  object  is 
always  the  same-to  teach  them  the 
Word  of  God  and  bring  them  to  full 
spiritual  maturity.  These  believers  are 
then  brought  together  and  encouraged 
to  establish  a  Brethren  church  in 
which  they  themselves  can  be  nurtured 
and  trained,  starting  the  entire  process 
of  missions  all  over  again. 

We  must  not  rest  on  our  laurels  or 
the  victories  of  yesterday,  but  we  must 
continue  on  until  the  whole  world  has 
heard  of  Him  or  until  He  returns  in  the 
clouds.  In  view  of  this  tremendous 
task  we  must,  as  Brethren,  guard 
against  any  possibility  of  becoming 
too  diversified  in  our  interests.  We 
should  be  concerned  for  all  of  the 
worthy  causes  that  are  active  today, 
but  we  cannot  possibly  support  each 
one.  In  most  instances  the  sphere  of 


their  support  far  exceeds  that  of  our 
own  program  which  is  by  nature  con- 
fined to  Brethren  churches. 

We,  likewise,  must  be  careful  not  to 
be  coerced  by  contemporary  propa- 
ganda into  a  missions  program  that 
will  minimize  the  importance  of  the 
Gospel  in  favor  of  social  activity. 
Whatever  social  involvements  we  enter 
into  must  always  be  the  vehicle  for  the 
Gospel  and  not  just  an  attempt  to  ease 
the  physical  suffering  of  the  world. 

Yes,  The  Brethren  Church  does 
have  a  missions  program  of  which  the 
Brethren  can  be  justly  proud.  True, 
there  are  many  areas  that  need 
strengthening  and  every  effort  is  being 
used  to  improve  the  program.  Obvious- 
ly such  a  tremendous  undertaking  is 
too  much  for  any  single  missionary  or 
even  a  missions  board,  but  it  demands 
the  active  participation  of  everyone  if 
we  are  to  realize  our  true  potential  in  a 
world  that  desperately  looks  for  some- 
one who  cares.  # 
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The  Great  Commission 
in  Action

To  a  missionary  to  the  Jews,  having  a  pastor  or  a  layman 
walk  along  in  door-to-door  evangelism  is  putting  Christ's 
commission  into  action. 


It  was  a  foggy  day,  the  twenty- 
second  day  of  October,  as  I  drove  to 
reach  my  point  of  ministry.  That  day 
was  to  mark  the  beginning  of  a  one- 
day-a-week  door-to-door  caUing  pro- 
gram with  Robert  Spicer,  the  young 
pastor  of  our  Grace  Brethren  Church, 
now  temporarily  located  in  Cherry 
HUl,  New  Jersey.  1  was  to  have  the 
blessed  experience  which  your  Breth- 
ren missionaries  to  our  Jewish  friends 
so  desire,  that  is,  to  have  a  pastor  or  a 
layman  walk  with  us  door  to  door  to 
reach  both  Jew  and  Gentile  for 
Christ— Romans  1:16  and  the  Great 
Commission  in  action! 

How  we  praise  the  Lord  for  the 
very  large  class  we  have  begun  to  teach 
in  Jewish  evangelism  in  our  Phila- 
delphia First  Brethren  Church,  pas- 
tored  by  Rev.  Vernon  Harris,  a  man 
deeply  interested  in  reaching  souls. 
One  class  in  Jewish  evangelism  was 
tauglit  to  members  of  our  congre- 
itipn  in  Allentown  during  the  time  I 
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served  as  interim  pastor  there.  Our 
purpose  is  to  multiply  our  witness  by 
dividing  these  classes  into  teams  who 
in  turn  will  take  the  message  into  the 
neighborhood.  Unless  pastor  and  lay 
effort  increases  to  reach  Jew  as  well  as 
Gentile,  the  task  of  reaching  so  many 
with  so  few  missionaries  is  insur- 
mountable! 

As  I  entered  the  "Garden  State,"  I 
could  not  help  but  think  how  much 
the  Southern  Jersey  scene  reminded 
me  of  the  Philadelphia  picture.  Vast 
highways  and  accessible  bridges  have 
facihtated  the  reaching  of  business 
places  in  the  "City  of  Brotherly  Love" 
by  Jersey  residents,  many  were  former 
Philadelphians.  The  people  speak  with 
the  same  characteristic  accent,  and 
many  drive  with  a  similar  pattern  of 
weaving  in  and  out  of  traffic,  disre- 
garding turn  signals  in  changing  lanes, 
and  always  seeming  to  be  in  a  hurry. 
Do  you  know,  I  actually  longed  for 
the  safety  of  California  freeways  as  I 
drove  toward  Cherry  Hill.  However, 
our  desire  for  the  day  was  to  lose  self 
in  the  mission  of  evangelism  and  to 
share  the  blessings  of  grace  with  both 
Jew  and  Gentile,  and  see  the  fruition 
of  Romans  1 :16. 

I  am  told  there  are  about  500,000 
Jewish  people  in  the  Castor  Avenue 
section  where  our  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Philadelphia  is  located.  A 
migration  of  Jewish  families,  especially 
young  couples,  to  the  South  Jersey 
area,  has  taken  place  from  Philadelphia 
and  other  places.  We  were  to  meet 
some  young  Jewish  wives  this  day. 

One  of  these  was  Nancy  (how 
Jewish  names  are  changing— Nancy, 
and  not  Sarah  or  Esther).  This  very 
pretty,  gracious  young  Jewess  greeted 
us  warmly.  As  we  drew  her  into  con- 
versation, we  learned  that  she  was 
raised  in  a  "no  religion"  home  unless 
we  call  atheism  a  religion,  for  a  "no- 
God"  father  had  reared  her.  "That  was 
the  way  it  was,"  Nancy  remarked. 
"But  you  believe  in  God,  a  Supreme 
Being?"  I  pressed.  "Oh,  yes,"  was  her 
reply,  and  she  then  encouraged  us 
with,  "I  am  interested  in  these  things," 


fingering  our  literature. 

This  was  our  opening,  and  we  en- 
tered that  door,  taking  her  through  the 
halls  of  the  Tenach  (Old  Testament) 
from  the  Garden  of  Eden  where  sin 
entered  into  the  human  hfe  through 
the  willful  disobedience  of  Adam,  to 
the  blood  sacrifices  offered  upon 
Jewish  altars,  into  the  corridors  of  the 
Berith  Chadosho  (New  Testament), 
pausing  at  Calvary  where  Yeshua  Ha 
Meshiach  (Jesus  the  Messiah)  had  died 
for  her  sin  and  ours. 

It  was  at  this  point  I  offered  her  a 
New  Testament  if  she  would  read  it. 
"Oh,  no,"  she  replied,  apprehensively. 
I  mused— could  her  husband  be  the 
cause  of  her  reluctance?  I  asked  about 
his  religious  background,  to  which  I 
got  her  immediate  "Orthodox."  I  won- 
dered where  a  young  Jewess,  reared  by 
an  atheistic  father,  ever  met  up  with  a 
young  Jewish  man  from  an  Orthodox 
home.  She  may  have  guessed  my 
dilemma  for  she  informed,  "too  much 
parental  pressure,"  indicating  a  protest 
on  her  husband's  part  against  strict 
Orthodox  Judaism.  Now,  there  was  no 
attendance  in  any  synagogue!  I  has- 
tened to  tell  her  that  some  children  in 
Christian  homes  protest  against  pa- 
rental instruction,  but  how  that  one  of 
our  young  men  awakened  one  day  to 
the  truth  that  his  dad  had  become 
rather  smart  since  the  son's  eighteenth 
year.  So  you  see,  Jewish  homes  have 
problems  too,  and  from  the  rehgious 
side,  these  are  increasing.  Now  is  the 
time  to  reach  young  Jewish  couples 
for  Christ,  and  we  should  make  every 
effort! 

Another  incident  on  the  street  that 
day  was  to  result  in  the  testimony  left 
for  both  Jew  and  Gentile  under  the 
roof  of  a  spacious  home  in  the 
$45,000  bracket,  where  resided  a 
Jewish  businessman  married  to  an 
"Irish"  woman.  We  were  so  enliglit- 
ened  by  the  black,  middle-aged  maid 
who  came  out  on  the  porch  to  greet 
us,  leaving  behind  a  rather  menacing- 
looking  dog.  As  she  opened  up  her 
heart  to  us,  we  came  to  know  that  she 
was  the  cook  as  well  as  the  maid— and 


at  the  same  salary,  would  you  believe! 
In  addition  to  this  she  had  another 
knotty  problem  concerning  her  em- 
ployers. To  try  to  alleviate  her  prob- 
lem which  seemed  to  include  a  deep- 
seated  resentment,  we  told  her  to  turn 
it  over  to  the  Lord.  It  was  then  we 
were  to  hear  her  say,  "The  Lord  him- 
self can't  help  them  [her  employers] ." 
As  she  opened  one  of  the  two  packets 
(one  for  herself)  we  had  given  her,  she 
spied  the  Hebrew  letters  on  our 
principal  handout  which  transliterated 
spell  "Ha-Parshan."  and  translated 
"The  Interpreter."  A  mischievous 
smile  seemed  to  play  around  her 
mouth  (it  appeared  to  me  she  was 
already  anticipating  the  reaction  of  her 
Jewish  boss)  as  she  said,  "I  am  going 
to  leave  it  open  just  like  this— he'll 
know  [pointing  to  the  Hebrew]  what 
this  is,  but  she  [the  wife]  won't."  And 
we  were  to  hear  her  say  another  time, 
"The  Lord  himself  can't  help  them." 
But  we  know  He  can,  and  her  too, 
don't  we! 

When  I  left  Pastor  Spicer  that  after- 
noon, it  was  with  a  warm  glow.  It  had 
been  a  good  day!  However,  it  was  not 
over.  I  arrived  home  in  Warminster 
about  4  p.m.  to  find  a  cousin  sitting  in 
our  living  room.  I  had  written  a  letter 
to  him  giving  the  way  of  salvation.  It 
had  been  over  twenty  years  since  I  had 
seen  him— the  location  of  my  ministry 
and  other  circumstances  seemed  to 
have  prevented  out  getting  together. 
Before  I  had  left  for  conference  in 
August,  I  was  privileged  to  be  the 
human  instrument  to  introduce  his 
wife,  now  with  the  Lord,  to  Christ. 
Upon  returning  from  Winona  Lake, 
Siilly  and  I  heard  his  mother  and  sister 
confess  Christ.  At  nine  o'clock,  Friday 
evening,  this  grieving  husband  came 
into  the  experience  of  the  new  birth  as 
the  Comforter  came  into  his  life. 

It  went  that  way,  the  twenty- 
second  day  of  October.  It  was  a 
glorious  day,  owned  and  blessed  by 
the  Lord,  because  we  were  just  where 
He  wanted  us— reaching  both  Jew  and 
Gentile  for  Christ,  Romans  1:16  and 
the  Great  Commission  in  action!        # 
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"They  wandered  in  the  wilderness 
for  forty  years";  so  we  read  of  the 
Israehtes  in  Old  Testament  times. 
What  joy  must  have  been  theirs  to 
realize  at  last  the  possession  of  the 
promised  land.  In  a  small  way  this  de- 
scribes the  joy  that  resides  in  the 
hearts  of  God's  people  here  in  Taos  as 
we  occupy  these  longed-for  facilities. 
From  an  adobe  dwelling  in  1932  to  a 
modern  sanctuary  in  1972  is  a  long 
time. 

Our  modern  Canaan  is  briefly  de- 
scribed as  a  building  housing  an  audi- 
torium with  seating  capacity  of  270 
and  an  annex  enclosing  church  offices, 
social  hall,  nursery,  rest-room  facili- 
ties and  foyer.  It  is  constructed  of 
cement  block  and  finished  with  mis- 
sion cream  stucco  with  a  distinctly 
modern,  Spanish-mission   style   archi- 


tecture, including  pitched  roof  and 
bell  tower.  The  interior  is  handsomely 
decorated  with  dark  walnut  pews; 
stained  glass  windows;  specially  de- 
signed, wrought  iron,  hanging  light 
fixtures;  mission  cream  stuccoed  walls; 
native  pine  paneled  entrance  doors  and 
wall-to-wall  carpeting.  All  this  was 
constructed  at  a  total  expense  of 
$35,000,  plus  6,500  locally  donated 
man-hours  of  labor. 

Long  before  this  new  church  build- 
ing was  realized,  there  were  those  who 
preceded  us  with  dreams,  visions  and 
faith.  The  history  of  our  forty-year 
trek  goes  back  to  1932  when  the 
original  building  was  first  constructed. 
Inquiry  reveals  that  a  young  man 
named  Rubel  Lucero  together  with  his 
wife  Eva  arrived  in  Taos  Valley  with 
a    strong,    unquenchable    missionary 


burden.  Early  attempts  to  establish  a 
testimony  in  those  formidable  months 
were  indeed  difficult.  The  idea  of 
starting  a  "Protestant"  church  was 
almost  an  impossible  feat  in  a  pre- 
dominantly Roman  Catholic  com- 
munity. 

The  persistent  faith  of  this  inde- 
pendent, pioneering  missionary  couple 
was  in  time  rewarded  with  a  small  but 
zealous  group  of  believers  through  a 
Bible  class  effort.  The  persecution  and 
difficulty  with  which  this  testimony 
persisted  reads  like  that  of  the  First 
Century  Church. 

With  the  church  now  organized,  its 
members  sought  land  to  construct  a 
church  building;  but  opposition  by  a 
predominantly  CathoUc  community 
again  taxed  the  faith  and  prayer  of  a 
surviving  testimony.  The   Lord   soon

It  took  the  Taos  Brethren  forty  years  to  go 

from  an  adobe  dwelling  to  a  modern  sanctuary. 

But  now  they  are  in  the  "promised  land. "

answered  through  the  conversion  of  an 
individual  who  made  a  desirable  piece 
of  property  available.  The  depression 
years  were  not  easy  for  a  newly 
formed  church  now  faced  with  the 
construction  of  a  building  to  house  the 
congregation.  The  lack  of  finances  to 
build  challenged  the  group  to  give  of 
themselves,  their  talents  and  labors  in 
realizing  a  place  of  worship.  Some  con- 
tributed adobe  bricks,  others  vigas 
(timbers),  others  what  money  they 
had,  but  all  gave  of  their  zeal  and  their 
strength.  All  this  took  place  forty  long 
years  ago. 

The  church  at  Canon  survived  those 
early  years  of  toil  and  faith.  In  1945, 
following  the  Second  World  War,  un- 
able to  carry  the  burden  of  supporting 
a  pastor  and  church,  the  congregation 
requested  help  of  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council.  Under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb,  the  council  as- 
sumed responsibility  for  the  work  here 
in  Taos. 

The  years  that  ensued  saw  several 
Brethren  men  pastor  the  church  in 
Taos,  each  making  his  contribution  to 
the  Lord's  work.  The  Rev.  Mark  Malles 
family  was  the  first  of  the  Brethren 
who  ministered  in  Taos.  The  Albert 
Khevers  followed  the  Malles  till  an  air- 
plane accident  ushered  Mr.  Kliever 
home.  Under  his  ministry,  the  church 
expanded  its  walls  to  accommodate  a 
growing  congregation  and  established 
two  other  churches  in  the  Taos  Valley. 
In  1949,  the  Sam  Horney  family 
moved  to  Taos  to  assume  a  work  that 
was  to  see  added  growth  and  extension 
of  its  ministries  in  the  years  that  fol- 
lowed. 

Canon  Kindergarten  was  started; 
the  now  well-known  "Chapel-Time," 
daily  radio  program,  was  initiated;  and

FORTY  YEARS 
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the  youth  building,  sponsored  by  the 
national  WMC,  was  erected  as  well. 
The  Bill  Stevens  family  also  served 
here  and  initiated  programs  that  still 
further  enhanced  the  work. 

With  the  pulpit  now  vacant,  the 
author  of  this  article  assumed  pastoral 
responsibilities  in  the  summer  of  1968. 
It  soon  became  quite  evident  that  a 
growing  congregation,  with  an  ever- 
extending  ministry,  was  overdue  for 
new  quarters.  Under  the  direction  of 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council, 
the  generosity  of  the  national  WMC 
and  the  SMM,  we  undertook  to  build  a 
new  parsonage  with  ample  room  to 
minister  adequately  to  visiting  Breth- 
ren and  house  the  pastor  and  his 
family.  With  this  project  completed, 
we  set  out  on  the  second  phase  of  our 
building  program;  that  of  remodeling 
existing  building  facilities  and  con- 
structing an  adequate  auditorium  to 
accommodate  our  growing  ministry. 

The  prospect  of  a  new  church 
building  excited  the  vision  and  faith  of 
our  congregation.  In  April  of  1971,  we 
broke  ground  for  our  now  completed 
new  church  building.  In  June  of  the 
same  year,  construction  was  begun. 
Six  months  later  plus  some  6,500 
donated  hours  of  labor  by  the  local 
church,  we  realized  the  reward  of 
vision  nourished  by  faith;  ever  mindful 


of  the  exhortations  of  Scripture-  that 
one  ".  . .  laid  the  foundation,  and  an- 
other buUdeth  thereupon"  (I  Cor. 
3:10). 

Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb  was  dedicatory 
speaker  (Jan.  9,  1972)  and  Rev. 
Robert  Thompson  represented  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council.  This 
memorable  occasion  was  highlighted 
by  the  presence  of  Rev.  Rubel  Lucero, 
pioneer  missionary,  evangelist,  and 
founder  of  The  Brethren  Church  here 
in  Taos,  who  reminisced  for  a  moment 
or  two  of  years  gone  by  as  he  brought 
a  word  of  greeting. 

The  structure  we  dedicated  was 
long  envisioned,  slowly  realized,  and 
certainly  enthusiastically  erected.  It  is 
evidence  of  the  faith,  toil  and  effort  of 
a  people  whose  story  began  forty  years 
ago. 

As  we  dedicated  our  new  audi- 
torium we  also  as  a  congregation  re- 
dedicated  ourselves  to  God  and  the 
purpose  to  which  He  commissioned. 
May  this  building  of  brick  and  mortar 
not  only  fulfill  the  hopes  and  dreams 
of  those  who  pioneered  before  us,  but 
may  it  be  utOized  to  accomplish  the 
mission  of  the  One  who  was  pierced 
for  us. 

With  the  Psalmist  of  old  our  prayer 
continues  to  be,  "How  amiable  are  thy 
tabernacles,  O  Lord  of  hosts!  My 
[our]  soul  longeth,  yea,  even  fainteth 
for  the  courts  of  the  Lord .  . ." 
(84:1-2).  m 
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There  were  two  projects  to  care  for  at 
the  Silverbell  Grace  Brethren  Church.

After  ten  years  of  sitting  on  "hard"  metal  chairs 
and  ministering  the  things  of  Christ  to  a  community 
of  "cold  hearts,"  the  SilverbeU  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Tucson,  Arizona,  decided  to  do  something 
about  both  of  these  conditions. 

The  church  first  began  to  do  something  about 
some  of  these  "cold  hearts."

Whittier,  Calif.  MISSIONS  DINNERS-yes,  plural.  A 
new  idea  was  tried  with  marked  success  at  the  First  Brethren 
Church  as  dinners  were  held  in  several  homes  on  Saturday 
evening,  Feb.  12.  At  each  of  the  host  homes  there  was  a 
missionary  (single  or  couple)  as  a  guest.  Families  of  the 
church  shared  a  meal  together  with  the  missionaries,  and 
because  of  the  small  group  present,  all  were  able  to  meet 
the  missionaries  in  informal  fellowship.  Questions  were 
asked  and  answered,  and  may  profitable  experiences  were 
shared.  Jesse  Deloe,  pastor. 

Madison,  Wis.  (EP)— A  bill  offered  in  the  Wisconsin 
Legislature  would  require  public  schools  to  include 
teaching  of  creation— not  just  evolution— as  a  theory  of  the 
origin  of  life. 

Another  measure,  aimed  primarily  at  helping  the  Amish, 
would  exempt  any  child  from  compulsory  high  school  attend- 
ance if  his  parents  feel  it  would  violate  a  precept  of  their 
rehgious  faith. 

Rep.  Carl  Otte,  a  Democrat,  author  of  the  bill  to  teach 
creation,  said  the  schools  lack  balance  because  they  teach 
evolution  as  fact. 

He  favored  dropping  textbooks  that  present  Darwin's 
evolutionary  theory  as  fact  in  favor  of  texts  that  would 
teach  alternative  theories,  including  creation. 

Russell  Leitch,  a  spokesman  for  the  Bible  Science 
Association,  said  the  evolutionary  theory  supplied  a  basis 
for  racism. 

Rep.  Kenneth  Merkel,  a  Republican,  said  his  bill  on  the 
Amish  should  pass  if  legislators  believe  in  freedom  of 
choice.  The  Amish  resist  sending  their  children  to  school 
beyond  the  eighth  grade. 

"The  issue  is:  are  the  children  wards  of  the  state  or 
are  they  part  of  a  family  that  is  run  by  mothers  and 
fathers."  Rep.  Merkel  said. 

Homerville,  Ohio.  A  unanimous  call  was  extended  by  the 
West  Homer  Brethren  Church  for  Pastor  Robert  Holmes  to 
serve  the  church  for  the  22nd  year.  For  the  past  five  years 
over  50  percent  of  the  church  offerings  has  gone  to  meet 
the  needs  of  others.

ON  SPACE 
EXPLORATION 


By  Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt,  President,  Grace  Schools 


A  most  interesting  and  provocative 
article  appeared  in  the  January  7, 
1972,  issue  of  Christianity  Today, 
under  the  title,  "Spiritual  Implications 
of  Exploring  the  Moon."  This  article 
was  contributed  by  a  man  who  serves 
in  the  Office  of  Space  Science  and 
Applications,  NASA,  Washington,  D.C. 
He  is  a  scientist,  holding  an  M.S.  de- 
gree from  the  University  of  Minnesota 
and  the  Ph.D.  degree  from  Purdue  Uni- 
versity. He  is  also  a  professing  Chris- 
tian with  some  spiritual  sensitivity, 
though  perhaps  not  too  well  versed  in 
the  teaching  of  the  Word  of  God.  He  is 
convinced  that  "Events  today  tend  to 
support  the  view  that  God's  plan  for 
man  included  space  exploration."  He 
is  quite  sure  that  the  view  expressed 
by  "some  thinking  persons,  including  a 
few  theologians,"  who  were  opposed 
to  space  exploration  was  wrong.  These 
people  cited  the  tower  of  Babel  as  a 
case  in  point  (Gen.  11:1-9),  and 
quoted  Obadiah  in  support  of  their 
opposition.  "Though  thou  exalt  thy- 
self as  the  eagle,  and  though  thou  set 
thy  nest  among  the  stars,  thence  will  I 
bring  thee  down,  saith  the  Lord"  (1 :4). 

THE   GREATEST   FEAT  SINCE 
CREATION 

The  writer  cites  with  approval  the 
emotional  outburst  and  evaluation  of 
President  Nixon,  expressed  in  welcome 
to  the  astronauts  of  Apollo  1 1  upon 
their  return  July  20,  1969.  Of  this 
week  of  mission,  the  President  ex- 
claimed,  it   is   "the   greatest .  .  .  since 


the  beginning  of  the  world,  the  cre- 
ation." At  a  time  of  such  emotional 
excitement  and  in  the  presence  of  such 
achievement,  one  may  be  easily  carried 
away  in  expression  and  engage  in  un- 
warranted hyperbole.  However,  this 
may  be  the  considered  opinion  of  the 
President  and  this  scientist.  But  any- 
one who  knows  the  Bible  could  not 
agree  with  this.  The  Psalmist  viewed 
creation  as  "the  work  of  thy  fingers" 
(8:3).  But  when  evaluating  the  work 
of  redemption  the  inspired  writer 
spoke  of  "the  arm  of  the  Lord"  (Isa. 
53:1). 

The  Creator  spoke  the  world  into 
existence  at  the  time  of  creation.  But 
something  far  greater  was  accom- 
plished in  that  ministry  of  Christ 
which  began  with  incarnation  and  was 
finished  at  the  cross  of  Christ.  This 
was  the  Creator  entering  His  creation, 
inexphcably  becoming  man,  though 
continuing  to  be  God,  and  giving  His 
life  for  the  redemption  of  man  and  the 
universe  in  which  he  dwells.  Words  fail 
us  to  describe  or  evaluate  this  achieve- 
ment. It  transcends  creation  or  any 
feat  of  exploration  of  the  created  uni- 
verse. 

THE   AWESOMENESSOFTHE 
UNIVERSE 

The  same  writer,  citing  some  obser- 
vations of  newspaper  editors  at  the 
success  of  the  Borman,  Lovell,  Anders 
mission,  quoted  this  one,  "Three  men, 
the  first  to  break  free  of  earth's  grasp 
and  venture  into  the  ocean  of  space. 


chose  the  BibHcal  story  of  the  Cre- 
ation as  their  Christmas  message  to 
their  fellow  men.  Their  choice  no 
doubt  had  something  to  do  with  the 
insignificance  they  must  have  felt, 
despite  their  own  magnificent  achieve- 
ment, in  their  unique  personal  con- 
frontation with  the  universe.  And  it 
also  reflected  a  feeling  that  the  more 
we  learn  about  the  universe  .  .  .  the 
more  awesome  it  becomes." 

The  Psalmist,  too,  was  captured 
with  the  awesomeness  of  the  universe. 
"When  I  consider  thy  heavens,  the 
work  of  thy  fingers;  the  moon  and  the 
stars,  which  thou  hast  ordained;  What 
is  man,  that  thou  art  mindful  of  him? 
and  the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest 
him?  For  thou  has  made  him  a  little 
lower  than  the  angels,  and  hast 
crowned  him  with  glory  and  honour. 
Thou  madest  him  to  have  dominion 
over  the  works  of  thy  hands:  thou  hast 
put  all  things  under  his  feet"  (8:3-6). 
But  the  Psalmist  went  a  step  further. 
The  universe  led  him  to  think  of  God 
and  His  majesty.  "0  Lord  our  Lord, 
how  excellent  is  thy  name  in  all  the 
earth"  (9).  In  this  he  was  quite  cor- 
rect, for  "The  heavens  declare  the 
glory  of  God;  and  the  firmament 
sheweth  his  handywork"  (Ps.  19:1). 
"For  the  invisible  things  of  him  from 
the  creation  of  the  world  are  clearly 
seen,  being  understood  by  the  things 
that  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power 
and  Godhead  (Rom.  1 :20). 

SPIRITUAL   EFFECT  OF 
SPACE   EXPLORATION 

The  writer  of  this  article  then  cites 
at  least  four  changes  which  he  thinks 
are  being  effected  by  space  explo- 
ration. 

The  first  of  these  has  to  do  with  the 
habitation  of  man,  the  earth.  An 
editor  is  cited  as  saying,  "Never  before 
has  the  earth  seemed  so  fragile  or  so 
precious  as  it  looked  from  the  edge  of 
that  boundless  night . .  .  human  life 
and  the  earth  itself  are  vulnerable  to 
man's  widely  accelerated  technical 
progress,  and  .  .  .  they  are,  taken  to- 
gether, eminently  worthy  of  preser- 
vation." As  a  result,  in  the  mind  of 
this  writer,  there  is  a  "greatly  height- 
ened  concern    for    our  environment. 
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Some  describe  the  moon  landing  as  ttie  greatest 
event  since  creation.  Thie  Bible  disagrees  when  it 
describes  the  redeeming  worl<  of  Christ. 


Pollution  is  a  very  present  danger." 

The  second  of  these  is  an  abhor- 
rence for  the  performance  of  men  now 
in  progress  for  the  solution  of  inter- 
national problems.  The  writer  asks  the 
question  how  technical  achievements 
can  be  reconciled  with  "our  wretched 
solutions  to  certain  problems  on 
earth."  How  can  the  taking  of  life  be 
reconciled  with  the  lofty  aspirations  of 
the  space  program?  As  a  result,  there  is 
a  growing  unpopularity  for  war  grow- 
ing out  of  space  exploration. 

The  third  result  centers  in  the  ef- 
fort to  remove  social  and  racial  inequi- 
ties. The  writer  expresses  this  as  a 
recognition  of  our  humanity,  the 
special  qualities  all  men  share,  which 
he  believes  reflects  a  recognition  of 
"our  divine  origin  and  thus  our 
uniqueness.  Regardless  of  our  racial 
and  cultural  differences,  we  all  reflect 
a  common,  'created'  origin.  We  are 
beginning  to  appreciate  one  another 
more  as  we  sense  that  this  spiritual 
quality,  this  divine  nature,  is  indeed  a 
common  thread  that  binds  us  to- 
gether." 

The  fourth  change  has  to  do  with  a 
deeper  change  in  our  spiritual  mores 


and  religious  beliefs.  In  support  of  this 
point  he  quotes  Time  magazine,  De- 
cember 19,  1969,  "The  most  signifi- 
cant trend  of  the  '70s  may  well  be  a 
religious  revival ...  In  reaction  against 
the  trend  toward  secularization,  there 
may  well  be  a  sweeping  revival  of 
fundamentalism,  particularly  in  its 
fervent,  Pentecostal  variety.  The 
decade  will  also  see  the  proliferation 
of  small,  home-centered  worship 
groups  with  their  own  rituals,  perhaps 
even  their  own  theologies.  Many 
people  will  reject  traditional  Western 
religions,  finding  inspiration  and  solace 
in  the  mystery  cults  of  the  East,  or  in 
eclectic  spiritual  systems  of  their  own 
devising." 

The  writer  of  this  editorial  wishes 
to  make  several  observations  concern- 
ing this  article.  It  may  well  be  that 
these  changes  in  men  can  be  traced  to 
space  exploration,  though  I  have 
serious  doubts  that  anything  more 
than  the  fringe  of  change  is  touched 
by  the  space  program.  All  of  these  so- 
called  changes  will  be  accepted  as 
good,  and  there  may  be  some  good  in 
each  one  of  them.  But  the  reader 
needs    to    recognize    that    aO    these 


changes  are  on  the  human  and  natural 
level  and  are  aspects  of  the  developing 
humanism  of  our  day.  The  prophetic 
Scriptures  make  it  perfectly  clear  that 
there  will  be  intense  concentration  on 
the  human  and  natural  level  to  the 
point  that  the  world  of  nature,  includ- 
ing man,  will  be  deified.  This  is  called 
pantheism.  In  this  atmosphere  the 
Antichrist  will  arise,  and  at  last  the 
world  of  mankind  will  worship  him  (II 
Thess.  2;  3-4;  Rev.  13:3-4).  The  so- 
callei  movement  in  the  direction  of 
the  spiritual  today,  incorporating  the 
mystical,  pentecostal,  spiritistic, 
Jesus-movement  features,  is  not  to  be 
interpreted  as  a  new  plateau  of  de- 
velopment, but  rather  a  descent  to  a 
lower  plateau.  It  is  a  subtle  movement 
in  the  direction  of  the  humanistic  and 
the  occult  foretold  in  predictive 
prophecy. 

It  would  appear  to  me  that  there  is 
need  to  emphasize  again  the  words  of 
warning  from  the  lips  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  "Take  heed  that  ye  be  not  de- 
ceived: for  many  shall  come  in  my 
name,  saying,  I  am  Christ;  and  the 
time  draweth  near:  go  ye  not  therefore 
after  them"  (Luke  21:8).  » 
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THE 
GREATEST 

COMMISSION 


MiOenniums  pass,  but  philosphers  still  hunt  for  a  solu- 
tion to  the  riddle  of  man.  Incessantly  they  ask,  "What  is  the 
purpose  of  man?"  Unfortunately  they  have  stumbled  in 
their  quest  to  unravel  this  ancient  riddle.  Yet  Christians 
affirm  that  they  have  solved  this  mystery.  They  maintain 
that  believers  in  Christ  have  a  dynamic  purpose  for  living. 
But  what  is  that  purpose? 

Some  assert  the  strategic  purpose  for  Christians  is  to 
fulfill  the  great  commission.  Evangelism  is  God's  primary 
intent  for  believers.  However,  is  this  a  valid  conclusion?  I 
believe  the  greatest  commission  is  II  Peter  3:18— "Grow  in 
grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.  . .  ."  To  be  Christ-like  is  the  Christian's  ultimate  re- 
sponsibihty  in  life.  In  saying  this,  I  am  not  undermining 
evangelism,  for  Christ-likeness  cannot  be  realized  apart 
from  evangelism— Jesus  was  evangelistic.  Yet  it  is  possible  to 
be  evangelistic  and  not  be  Christ-like,  because  Christian 
maturity  involves  more  than  witnessing.  It  involves  mani- 
festing Christ's  love,  patience,  joy,  peace,  courage,  holiness, 
faith,  and  so  forth.  Althougli  more  than  witnessing  is  in- 
cluded, witnessing  is  not  excluded. 

Since  Peter's  commission  is  perhaps  the  greatest  com- 
mission, it  behooves  us  to  become  familiar  with  the  ingredi- 
ents for  fulfilling  it.  In  I  Peter  5:8-10  Peter  revealed  three 
key  ingredients  vital  to  Christian  maturity.  THE  FIRST 
KEY  INGREDIENT  IS  A  DISCERNMENT  OF  SATAN'S 
ATTACK.  It  is  found  in  verse  8— "Be  sober,  be  vigilant, 
because  your  adversary  the  devil,  as  a  roaring  lion,  walketh 
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about,  seeking  whom  he  may  devour."  If  believers  are  not 
endowed  with  the  ability  to  discern  Satan's  attack,  Christ- 
likeness  is  an  impossibility.  Consider  the  churches  and 
schools  once  orthodox  in  the  faith.  They  now  repudiate  the 
tenets  they  once  confessed.  Weren't  they  dedicated  to 
Christ-likeness?  Sure!  But  they  didn't  possess  the  knack  to 
discern  Satan's  attack. 

Yet  how  can  Christians  discern  the  aggression  of  such  a 
subtle  antagonist?  Peter  pointed  out  two  ways  Christians 
can  recognize  Satan's  attack.  One  way  is  by  thinking  clear- 
ly. Peter  wrote,  "Be  sober."  An  inebriated  person  cannot 
exercise  sound  judgment,  because  he  is  unable  to  think 
clearly.  Peter  urged  his  readers  to  avoid  spiritual  drunken- 
ness. Instead  they  were  to  think  clearly  about  spiritual 
things— a  difficult  task,  and  one  that  can  only  be  accom- 
plished througli  a  mastery  of  God's  Word. 

If  the  churches  and  schools  mentioned  would  have 
mastered  the  Biblical  doctrine  of  separation  from  apostasy, 
they  would  still  be  loyal  to  the  Scriptures.  However,  be- 
cause of  their  ignorance  of  God's  will  concerning  apostasy, 
they  could  not  think  clearly  and  were  incapable  of  detec- 
ting Satan's  invasion. 

Another  way  is  by  being  spiritually  alert.  Peter  added 
"Be  vigilant."  Many  Christians  never  watch  for  a  satanic 
offensive,  which  results  in  their  unpreparedness  when  he 
strikes.  We  need  to  be  like  Nehemiah  and  his  cohorts.  In 
one  hand  they  gripped  a  hammer,  and  in  the  other  they 
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ivielded  a  sword.  They  were  ready  for  the  invasion  of  the 
;nemy. 

The  way  you  control  your  television  is  an  excellent 
indication  of  your  spiritual  alertness.  Too  often  Christians 
learn  to  enjoy  programs  that  grieve  the  Holy  Spirit.  Satan 
makes  them  insensitive  to  sin,  but  they  are  so  unalert  that 
they  are  not  even  cognizant  of  his  attack. 

Some  may  think  Peter's  ways  to  discern  are  extreme, 
because  they  demand  mastery  of  God's  Word  and  perpetual 
vigilance.  In  verse  8  Peter  gave  some  reasons  for  such  ex- 
tremity. One  reason  is  because  Satan  is  our  adversary.  He  is 
not  a  nice  fellow.  He  is  a  deadly  enemy  who  hates  every 
believer. 

Another  reason  is  because  Satan  has  an  insatiable  desire 
to  mar  the  image  of  Christ  in  every  believer.  Satan  is  por- 
trayed as  a  hungry  lion  stalking  his  prey.  That  means  he  is 
looking  for  every  opportunity  to  attack  Christians. 

Peter  gave  some  excellent  reasons  for  energetic  discern- 
ment, but  discernment  is  not  enough.  Christ-likeness  de- 
mands another  ingredient.  THE  SECOND  KEY  INGREDI- 
ENT IS  A  DEFEAT  OF  SATAN'S  POWER.  It  is  found  in 
verse  9— "Whom  resist  stedfast  in  the  faith,  knowing  that 
the  same  afflictions  are  accomplished  in  your  brethren  that 
are  in  the  world."  We  must  not  only  possess  the  skill  to 
discern  Satan's  attack,  but  we  must  also  acquire  the  dex- 
terity to  defeat  his  power. 

However,  what  is  involved  in  defeating  such  a  powerful 
foe?  Peter  unfolded  three  essential  elements.  Tlie  first  ele- 
ment is  resistance.  Peter  admonished  his  readers,  "Resist." 
Such  resistance  is  not  a  hopeless  encounter  like  the  Alamo. 
It  is  confident  resistance.  James  declared,  "Resist  the  devil, 
and  he  will  flee  from  you."  Christians  have  no  excuse  for 
being  overpowered  by  Satan.  Why?  Because  the  Lion  of  the 
Tribe  of  Judali  can  whip  the  scrawny  lion  in  I  Peter  5  any 
day  of  the  week! 

One  afternoon  I  heard  some  ferocious  barking  in  the 
alley  behind  our  apartment.  A  little  fox  terrier  was  "telling 
off"  one  of  the  neighborhood  cats.  Suddenly  I  heard  a 
painful  howl.  It  was  the  little  terrier  racing  down  the  alley. 
With  one  swipe  of  the  paw,  the  cat  resisted  and  the  dog 
retreated.  When  we  genuinely  resist,  Satan  wUl  also  retreat. 

The  second  element  is  steadfastness.  Peter  stated, 
"Whom  resist  stedfast  in  the  faith."  When  an  individual 
stands  fast  in  the  faith,  he  is  dedicated  to  standing  on 
Biblical  principles.  If  you  are  not  dedicated  to  standing  on 
the  Word  of  God,  you  are  a  soldier  without  a  cause.  You 
have  no  reason  to  resist.  But  if  you  have  vowed  to  keep  the 
faith,  you  have  a  motive  for  opposing  the  enemy. 

The  third  element  is  comfort.  Peter  asserted,  "Knowing 
that  the  same  afflictions  are  accomplished  in  your  brethren 
that  are  in  the  world."  As  we  battle  Satan,  there  is  a  prone- 
ness  for  self-pity.  We  feel  that  we  are  the  only  person  God 
is  allowing  Satan  to  attack.  No!  Suffering  is  the  lot  of  all 
Christians.  Take  comfort  in  the  truth  that  all  believers 
suffer  the  onslaught  of  Satan. 

If  believers  command  the  talent  to  discern  Satan's  attack

and  to  defeat  his  power,  they  are  on  the  way  to  Christ- 
likeness.  Yet,  even  when  these  ingredients  are  possessed, 
there  is  still  a  possibility  that  Satan  may  mar  the  image  of 
Christ  in  theif  lives.  Christians  believe  in  the  sovereignty  of 
God.  When  Satan  attacks  believers,  it  is  because  God  has 
granted  hiin  this  privilege.  Therefore,  there  is  an  inclination 
for  Christians  to  become  bitter  against  God,  because  He 

Christians  have  no  excuse  for  being  overpowered 
by  Satan.  Why?  Because  the  Lion  of  the  Tribe  of 
Judah  can  whip  the  scrawny  lion  of  I  Peter  5  any 

day  of  the  week! 


permits  them  to  suffer  the  assaults  of  Satan. 

It  may  have  been  for  a  reason  similar  to  this  that  Peter 
revealed  a  final  key  ingredient  vital  to  Christian  maturity. 
THE  FINAL  KEY  INGREDIENT  IS  A  DISCOVERY  OF 
GOD'S  PROGRAM.  In  verse  10  Peter  affirmed,  "The  the 
God  of  all  grace,  who  hath  called  us  unto  his  eternal  glory 
by  Christ  Jesus,  after  that  ye  have  suffered  a  while,  make 
you  perfect,  stablish,  strengthen,  settle  you."  One  charac- 
teristic of  God's  program  is  suffering— "^fter  ye  have  suf- 
fered a  while."  It  is  part  of  God's  program  for  every  be- 
liever to  suffer  the  buffetting  of  Satan.  It  is  not  something 
over  which  to  become  hostile,  but  rather  something  to 
submit  to  for  the  glory  of  God. 

Another  characteristic  is  maturity— "he  will  make  you 
perfect,  stablish,  strengthen,  settle  you."  These  verbs  are  all 
in  the  future  tense.  They  describe  what  God  will  do  for  the 
believer  througli  suffering.  They  also  depict  Christian 
maturity.  God,  allowing  Satan  to  attack  Christians,  wUl 
take  his  afflictions  and  make  them  like  Jesus  Christ.  If 
Christ-likeness  is  the  Christian's  goal  in  life,  how  can  he 
become  bitter  against  God  for  fulfilling  it?  On  the  contrary, 
this  is  something  for  which  we  should  praise  God. 

Even  though  a  discovery  of  God's  program  should  con- 
sole us,  it  often  causes  us  to  cringe.  When  we  focus  upon 
the  word  "suffering,"  we  lose  our  composure.  The  cure  for 
this  reaction  is  to  focus  upon  the  author  of  the  program. 
Peter  portrays  Him  as  the  God  of  all  grace.  He  has  enough 
grace  to  help  you  absorb  every  fiery  dart  of  Satan. 

Peter  also  pictures  Him  as  the  God  who  has  called  us 
unto  eternal  glory.  Every  believer  will  someday  participate 
in  this  glory.  But  part  of  the  call  to  glory  is  suffering- 
suffering  which  prepares  the  believer  to  participate  in  the 
glory  of  Christ.  When  we  experience  this  phase  of  our 
salvation,  we  will  rejoice  in  the  providential  way  God  pre- 
pared us  to  participate. 

Today,  if  you  have  never  yielded  your  life  to  Christ,  you 
have  no  purpose  in  life  except  to  live,  die,  and  spend 
eternity  in  hell.  But  if  you  wUl  put  your  hand  in  His,  He 
wUl  give  you  a  dynamic  purpose  for  living— to  be  Christ-like 
in  this  world  and  to  eventually  participate  in  the  glory  that 
shall  be  revealed  in  Him. 

Today,  if  you  are  a  believer,  then  cast  yourself  upon  the 
God  of  all  grace  and  beseech  Him  to  help  you  to  discern 
Satan's  attack,  to  defeat  his  power,  and  to  discover  God's 
program  for  your  life.  Without  these  key  ingredients,  you 
will  never  fulfill  the  greatest  commission  God  has  given  His 
people— to  grow  in  the  grace  and  knowledge  of  His  Son.    # 
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A  Christian  will  feel  his  failure  keenly,  but  if  he 
will  fix  in  his  mind  that  failure  is  not  final,  the 
failure  will  lead  to  growth  and  development. 


Most  of  us  must  confess  that  our 
pathway  in  Hfe  has  been  marked  by 
many  failures;  failure  in  business, 
failure  in  conduct,  failure  in  the  home, 
failure  in  faith.  There  are  few  indeed 
among  the  sons  of  men  who  are  not 
keenly  conscious  of  failure  somewhere 
along  the  way  in  their  experience.  But 
there  is  a  glad  and  encouraging  note 
sounded  througliout  the  Word  of  God, 
a  comforting  note  that  does  much  to 
supply  the  needed  ingredient  of  hope 
in  the  life  of  every  man  who  hears  it. 
That  glad  note  is  that  failure  is  not 
final.  This  exact  phrase  isn't  found  in 
the  Bible  but  this  truth  is  seen  over 
and  over  again  as  God  deals  with  the 
men  whose  lives  are  portrayed  there. 

Consider  the  case  of  John  Mark. 
This  young  man  accompanied  the 
Apostle  Paul  and  Barnabas  on  their 
very  first  missionary  journey.  It 
looked  as  if  Mark  were  headed  for  a 
great  career  of  missionary  work  and 
church  building,  laboring  with  the 
chief  of  the  apostles.  But  something 
went  wrong.  When  Paul  and  Barnabas 
left  Pamphylia  and  struck  inland  on 
the  hard  and  dangerous  road  that  led 
to  the  central  plateau  of  Asia  Minor, 
Mark  left  them  and  went  home  (Acts. 
13:13).  Apparently,  the  hardships 
were  more  than  he  had  counted  on,  his 
courage  failed  him,  and  he  turned 
back.  Paul  took  this  very  hard.  When 
he  and  Barnabas  were  preparing  to  set 
out  on  their  second  missionary 
journey,  Barnabas  proposed  to  take 
Mark  with  them  again.  But  Paul  ab- 
solutely refused  to  have  this  quitter 
with  them  a  second  time.  So  acute  was 
the  difference  between  Paul  and  Bar- 
nabas over  this  that  they  split  company 
and  never,  so  far  as  we  know,  worked 


together  again.  Paul  considered  John 
Mark  a  failure.  He  did  not  want  any- 
thing to  do  with  him  at  this  point. 

But  we  jump  ahead  a  few  years  to  a 
time  very  near  the  end  of  Paul's  minis- 
try. He  is  an  old  man  and  in  prison  for 
his  faith.  He  has  written  his  second 
letter  to  young  Timothy  and  is  signing 
off  with  a  few  instructions  and  greet- 
ings for  his  friends.  He  says,  "Take 
Mark,  and  bring  him  with  thee:  for  he 
is  profitable  to  me  for  the  ministry" 
(II  Tim.  4:11).  This  is  a  thrilling 
sentence.  Paul  now  wants  the  very 
man  that  once  he  wouldn't  have.  Mark 
had  been  a  failure;  perhaps  he  had 
played  the  coward;  certainly  Paul  con- 
sidered him  a  quitter.  But  he  had 
grown  in  grace  and  in  manhood  and  in 
faith,  so  that  now  Paul  commends  him 
with  the  words,  "for  he  is  profitable  to 
me  for  the  ministry."  More  important 
than  that,  God  commissioned  this 
young  man  to  write  one  of  the  Gospel 
accounts  of  the  life  of  Jesus.  For  this 
same  John  Mark  is  the  author  of  the 
second  book  in  the  New  Testament. 
The  quitter  had  become  dependable; 
the  coward  had  won  the  approval  of 
one  of  the  bravest  of  men;  and  his 
history  announces  clearly  to  all  who 
read  it  that  failure  is  not  final. 

This  same  truth  is  portrayed  in  the 
lives  of  other  Bible  characters.  Abra- 
ham was  a  man  greatly  honored  of 
God  by  being  called  out  of  his  an- 
cestral home  to  come  into  the  land  of 
Canaan  where  he  would  become  the 
father  of  the  Israelite  race.  Abraham 
exercised  great  faith  in  believing  the 
promises  of  God  and  obeying  his  com- 
mands. He  left  his  home  and  made  the 
long  and  dangerous  journey  into  a  land 
that  he  had  never  before  seen  to  live 
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among  a  people  who  were  entirely 
foreign  to  him.  He  demonstrated  that 
he  was  a  man  of  faith,  and  then,  at  the 
very  point  where  he  was  strongest,  he 
failed.  After  he  had  arrived  in  the  land 
of  God's  appointment,  having  experi- 
enced the  wonderful  protection  and 
presence  of  the  Lord  of  Glory  himself, 
a  famine  swept  the  land.  Instead  of 
staying  in  the  place  of  God's  appoint- 
ment and  trusting  God  to  supply  his 
needs,  Abraham  went  down  to  the 
country  of  Egypt  where  there  was 
food.  Down  there  in  Egypt,  out  of  the 
will  of  God,  he  became  a  liar  and  de- 
ceiver. He  was  willing  to  sacrifice  his 
wife's  honor  in  order  to  protect  him- 
self. Then  he  had  to  endure  the  awful 
humiliation  of  having  an  unbeliever 
-an  ungodly  Pharaoh— rebuke  him  for 
his  sin  (Gen.  12:14-20). 

It  is  with  some  justified  amaze- 
ment, therefore,  that  we  read  in  the 
New  Testament  Epistle  of  James  this 
startling  sentence  concerning  Abra- 
ham: ".  . .  he  was  called  the  Friend  of 
God"  (James  2:23).  This  is  the  same 
man  who  so  miserably  failed  to  trust 
God  in  the  time  of  testing.  But  he 
recognized  his  failure,  repented  of  it, 
returned  to  the  place  where  he  be- 
longed, and  went  on  with  the  Lord  in 
a  hfe  of  great  usefulness. 

This  is  the  pattern  of  the  lives  of 
many  men  and  women  who  have  been 
greatly  used  of  God.  Somewhere  along 
the  way  there  was  a  shattering  failure, 
but  their  failure  was  not  final.  The 
Lord  did  not  cast  them  away,  disown 
them  or  banish  them  because  they  had 
failed.  Rather,  He  encouraged  them, 
forgave  them,  restored  them  and  re- 
commissioned  them  so  that  even  their 


experience  of  failure  could  be  used  as 
a  blessing  to  others. 

The  earnest  Christian  may  well  be 
more  sensitive  to  his  failure  than  any 
other  kind  of  person.  He  has  a  re- 
newed conscience,  high  desires,  a  long- 
ing to  please  the  Lord  and  be  a  witness 
to  his  fellows.  So  when  there  is  failure 
in  conduct  or  labors  or  faith,  that 
failure  will  be  felt  very  keenly.  Satan 
can  use  it  to  defeat  the  believer,  leav- 
ing him  in  a  state  of  paralyzing  de- 
spair. 

But  this  need  not  happen.  If  the 
believer  wOl  fix  it  in  his  mind  that  fail- 
ure is  not  final,  he  can  use  that  very 
failure  as  a  life-building  learning  ex- 
perience. He  may  learn  something  of 
his  own  weakness,  which,  while  some- 
times humiliating,  is  of  great  value.  He 
may  enter  into  a  fresh  experience  of 
the  forgiving  grace  of  God.  His  day- 
by-day  dependence  upon  the  Holy 
Spirit's  guidance  will  become  more 
pronounced.  He  may  be  driven  to  a 
deeper  life  of  prayer  and  feeding  on 
the  soul-strengthening  Word  of  God. 
The  failure  thus  becomes  a  servant  to 
lead  us  along  the  path  of  growth  and 
development. 

As  long  as  the  Christian  is  in  the 
flesh,  as  long  as  there  is  a  devil,  as  long 
as  the  pressures  of  a  sinful  world  exist, 
the  Christian  faces  the  very  real  possi- 
bility of  failure  in  his  life.  But  the 
Bible  announces  with  clarity  that  fail- 
ure is  not  final.  Rather,  that  hard  and 
humiUating  failure  may,  by  God's 
grace  and  the  Holy  Spirit's  help,  be- 
come an  important  steppingstone  in 
the  building  of  a  wiser,  stronger,  more 
useful  Christian  character.

A  LOOK  AT  BRETHREN  MEN  IN  VARIED  MINISTRIES 


(Editor's  Note:  In  this  new  series  we  will 
feature  Brethren  men  who  are  involved  in 
ministries  not  directly  sponsored  by  The 
Brethren  Church.  Tlte  first  article  of  the 
series  explains  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Henry 
Dallce,  a  member  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  San  Diego,  Calif.,  who  has 
recently  been  named  director  of  the  Armed 
Forces  Service  Center  in  San  Diego.) 

It  was  8:30  Sunday  morning  when 
the  phone  rang.  The  voice  on  the  other 
end  of  the  line  spoke  in  broken 
English.  I  had  to  concentrate  a  little 
harder  to  understand  the  message.  It 
was  Capt.  F.  P.  Nusantoro  of  the 
Indonesian  Navy  speaking.  He  in- 
formed me  that  two  more  Indonesian 
officers  had  arrived  and  that  aU  three 
of  them  wanted  to  come  to  our  center 
for  the  Sunday  afternoon  services.  I 
assured  him  that  transportation  would 
be  provided  and  that  at  1:15  p.m.  a 
car  would  pick  them  up  at  their 
bachelor's  officers  quarters. 

At  10  a.m.  my  wife  and  I  left  for 
the  naval  training  center  to  pick  up  a 
young  man  from  Iran  who  attends 
church  with  us  on  Sunday  mornings 
during  his  training  period  here.  He,  a 
Muslim,  is  very  open  to  hear  the 
Gospel.  Upon  arrival  at  the  center,  I 
saw  some  other  foreign  men  standing 
in  a  group  conversing.  I  approached 
them  and  introduced  myself  as  the 
director  of  the  Arrned  Forces  Service 
Center,  and  briefly  explained  our 
ministry  and  invited  them  to  the 
center  for  the  dinner.  They  were 
officers  from  the  Philippines.  They 
gladly  accepted  our  invitation,  and 
later  in  the  day  they  were  with  us  for 
dinner  and  the  chapel  service. 

As  I  observed  my  congregation  for 
the  day  my  heart  was  thrilled.  They 
were  singing  hymns  led  by  Rev. 
Nguyen  Luang,  a  Vietnamese  pastor 
who  has  come  to  San  Diego  to  teach  at 
the  amphibious  school  and  faithfully 
works  with  us.  In  the  chapel  service  we 
had  the  following:  four  Ethiopians, 
seven  men  from  Iran,  eight  from  the 
Philippines,  two  Koreans,  twenty  Viet- 
namese and  some  Americans.  Many  of 
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these  men  were  Muslims,  Catholics, 
Buddhists,  and  so  forth,  and  even  a 
few  who  have  become  Christians.  What 
a  mission  field! 

After  the  chapel  service,  we  gave 
them  their  dessert  of  ice  cream  and 
cake  with  coffee.  There  was  a  brief 
period  of  conversation,  then  Ping-Pong 
playing  after  which  we  took  these  men 
back  to  their  barracks.  To  complete 
our  day,  we  went  to  the  evening 
church  service  and  then  back  home. 
Thus  closes  a  typical  Sunday. 

Let  me  explain  in  a  few  words  our 

ministry  here  in  San  Diego.  For  the 

past    twenty    years    men   have    been 

coming    here    from    other    lands   for

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Thoughts  on  Perfume 

(or  the  "Avon  Lady") 

At  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
Company  we  have  adopted  many  of 
the  activities  that  fall  under  the  cate- 
gory of  modern  office  procedures.  One 
of  which  is  the  "coffee  break."  It 
serves  as  a  brief  break  from  duties  and 
obligations  with  a  purpose  to  return  to 
the  work  with  some  greater  degree  of 
enthusiasm.  We  have  a  visitor  on  a 
regular  monthly  schedule  at  our  coffee 
breaks.  She  is  the  "Avon  lady."  Often 
in  her  display  of  new  fragrances  she 
demonstrates  with  a  spray  of  a  new 
cologne  or  after  shave  lotion.  Long 
after  coffee  break  is  ended,  we  know 
that  the  Avon  saleslady  has  been  here 
because  of  the  sweet  smell  of  perfume. 

Several  weeks  ago  we  had  another 
visitor  here  on  business.  As  he  went 
down  the  hall  past  my  offlce  he  left  a 
fragrance,  too;  that  of  stale  cigar 
smoke  carried  on  his  garments.  Long 
after  he  had  left,  we  knew  he  had  been 
here. 

One  of  my  pet  peeves  is  an  impolite 
person  who  pollutes  the  atmosphere 
with  a  cigar.  When  I  go  out  to  eat  at  a 
nice  restaurant,  1  am  able  to  teU  quick- 
ly whether  or  not  my  evening  will  be 
good  or  bad.  The  test  is  first  to  check 
the  menu  and  the  prices;  if  I  see  they 
are  too  high,  I  can  get  indigestion  be- 
fore I  even  eat.  The  second  test  of  the 
evening's  benefits  is  to  look  around 
and  see  if  there  is  anyone  within  fifty 
yards  with  a  cigar.  If  so,  I  have  had  it. 

So  there  are  several  different  kinds 
of  fragrances— good  or  bad.  Now  that 
comes  as  no  new  revelation  to  most  of 
you.  You  already  knew  that  fact. 
However,  the  Bible  talks  about  Chris- 
tians and  the  kind  of  fragrances  that 
they  may  radiate.  In  II  Corinthians 
2:14-16  it  mentions  that  we  are  a 
"sweet  savour"  or  fragrance;  or  it  may 
be  translated  perfume.  That  which  we 
send  forth  is  either  a  savor  of  death  or 
life(cf.v.  16). 

We  all  know  people  whose  presence 
is  a  blessing.  They  give  forth  a  joy  of 
life  and  a  radiance  of  being  alive  and 
living  with  and  for  God.  When  they 
have  left   us   their   influence   still  re- 
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mains  behind,  lingering  like  a  perfume. 
Other  people  we  almost  avoid,  know- 
ing that  the  encounter  will  only  leave 
unpleasant  memories.  When  we  meet 
with  a  group,  or  even  with  an  individ- 
ual, do  we  bring  to  that  situation  joy 
or  depression?  Our  Christian  experi- 
ence is  based  on  the  teachings  and  the 
doctrines  of  the  Word  of  God.  But  our 
doctrine  (belief)  without  visible  ex- 
pression reveals  very  little  about  our 
relationship  with  God.  Why  a  dif- 
ference in  Christians?  Because  there  is 
a  difference  in  Christians!  Some  have 
allowed  God  to  permeate  their  beings 
with  His  presence.  They  overflow  wdth 
His  love.  Others  have  a  full  head  and 
an  empty  heart  where  Christian  experi- 
ence is  concerned. 

Several  years  ago  on  a  trip  abroad,  I 
stopped  at  a  perfume  shop  on  the 
banks  of  the  Seine  River  in  Paris.  I  had 
gone  there  to  make  a  purchase.  The 
shop  attendant  wanted  me  to  smell  the 
fragrances  that  were  available.  After 
some  moments,  and  a  number  of 
samples,   I   thought  the  whole  world 


had  a  delightful  new  odor.  As  I  left  the 
shop  and  walked  through  the  park  and 
gardens  in  front  of  the  Louvre  and  be- 
side the  Seine  River  the  fragrances 
lingered. 

Yes,  I  am  aware  that  there  are 
"Avon  Ladies"  and  there  are  "men 
with  cigars."  Each  will  leave  a  lingering 
fragrance.  There  are  Christians  whose 
outlets  for  their  love  of  God  are  their 
faces  and  their  lives.  But  there  are 
other  people  who  leave  behind  the  un- 
mistakable evidence  of  their  troubles 
and  frustrations;  their  depressed  atti- 
tude of  Hfe  lingers  long  after  they  have 
gone. 

Just  what  kind  of  a  fragrance  are 
we  leaving  in  this  world  of  ours?  I 
trust  that  it  is  the  lovely  presence  of  a 
changed  hfe.  In  the  early  days  of  the 
church  it  is  noted  that  they  spent  time 
with  God  and  it  was  revealed  in  their 
lives.  The  perfume  of  a  changed  life  is 
needed  in  this  world  where  death  and 
decay  are  so  pronounced.  Do  people 
take  notice  that  you  have  been  with 
God?  m 
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I  want  to  laugh.  It  is  a  time  for  re- 
joicing. Again,  this  past  year,  gifts  to 
Brethren  Foreign  Missions  broke  all 
previous  records.  The  exact  figure  ex- 
ceeds the  1970  offering  by 
$30,187.74,  which  is  approximately 
what  the  total  offering  to  foreign  mis- 
sions was  in  1921-22. 

This  speaks  well  of  The  Brethren 
Church,  for  it  demonstrates  that  con- 
gregations are  seriously  attempting  to 
keep  up  with  the  increased  cost  of  to- 
day's economy.  It  is  a  real  encourage- 
ment to  our  corps  of  missionaries  on 
the  foreign  fields.  At  a  time  when 
many  mission  societies  are  experi- 
encing cutbacks  due  to  decreases  in 
gifts,  a  burden  of  anxiety  is  lifted  from 
the  shoulders  of  those  of  us  most 
closely  associated  with  the  financial 
needs  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society.  It  is  reassuring  to  know  that 
churches  are  willing,  not  only  to  main- 
tain the  cost,  but  to  express  confi- 
dence in  the  foreign  mission  program 
by  increasing  gifts  in  the  amount  of 
$30,000.  That  is,  indeed,  cause  for  re- 
joicing. 

Alas!  I  also  feel  like  weeping.  The 
expenses  of  Brethren  Foreign  Missions 
this  past  year  exceeded  our  income  by 
about  $39,000. 

How  could  this  happen?  An  analy- 
sis of  our  financial  report  reveals  that  a 
budget  of  $687,444.87  was  approved 
for  1971.  We  stayed  under  this  figure 
by  $6,655.91.  But  in  spite  of  this,  and 
even  though  gifts  were  over  last  year, 
the  total  still  fell  short  of  the  need. 

Two  areas  in  mission  expense  were 
especially  heavy.  Many  missionaries 
have  selected  the  short  furlough  plan. 
This  increased  travel  expense  consider- 
ably. However,  other  facts  need  to  be 
considered  before  the  short  furlough 
plan  is  condemned.  The  expense  must 
be  weighed  against  the  greater  length 
of  service  that  the  missionary  gives  on 
the  field,  plus  the  fact  that  replace- 
ment personnel  are  not  needed  during 
the  short  time  he  is  away  from  his 
work.  This  helps  to  compensate  for 
the  travel  expenses  involved  in  the 
short  furlough  plan. 

The  other  item  which  increased 
costs  considerably  was  not  anticipated. 
The  past  year  was  the  most  expensive 
one  we  have  ever  had  in  missionary 
medical  expenses.  Costs  jumped  from 
$21,000  in  1970  to  over  $34,000  in 
1971.  But  even  this  amount  is  less 
than  the  cost  of  premiums  for  private 
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medical  insurance  (which,  by  the  way, 
would  provide  greatly  reduced  bene- 
fits). A  number  of  missionaries  had  to 
undergo  costly  surgery  which,  in  these 
days  of  skyrocketing  medical  costs, 
can  add  up  to  a  considerable  bill.  We 
pray  it  was  indeed  an  abnormal  year, 
and  that  medical  costs  will  return  to 
normal. 

Two  other  factors  must  be  added  in 
order  to  understand  the  economic 
plight  of  missions.  Inflation,  both  on 
the  home  front  and  overseas,  has  swal- 
lowed up  more  than  the  yearly  in- 
crease. Missionary  allowances  must  be 
raised  periodically  just  to  compensate 
for  cost-of-living  increases.  If  this  is 
not  done,  the  missionary  is  penalized 
financially  and  ends  up  receiving  a  cut 
in  his  already  low  allowance. 

Also,  a  new  antagonist  has  entered 
the  arena  and  scored  a  crippling  blow. 
The  once  powerful  dollar  has  been 
toppled  from  its  economic  throne.  The 
devaluation  of  the  U.S.  currency 
brings  further  distress  to  the  overseas 
missionary  thrust.  U.S.  News  and 
World  Report  for  January  3,  1972, 
lists  the  following  devaluation  in  re- 
lation to  other  currencies:  Japanese 
yen-14.4  percent;  Swiss  franc— 12.1 
percent;  Belgian  franc— 10.4  percent; 
French  franc— 7.7  percent. 

And  Time  for  January  17,  1972, 
dealt  specifically  with  the  devaluation 
of  the  dollar  and  missionary  budgets. 
This  article  stated  that  at  least  a  5  per- 
cent reduction  in  purchasing  power 
must  be  faced  by  missions.  Some  trim- 
ming, the  article  observes,  has  already 
taken  place.  There  is  a  reduction  of 
about  2,000  in  missionary  personnel 
overseas,  bringing  the  number  now  to 
about  40,000.  I  was  in  Germany  dur- 
ing the  month  of  January,  and  as 
much  as  a  17  percent  loss  in  the  pur- 
chasing power  of  the  dollar  was  being 
reported  there. 

The  Southern  Baptist  foreign  mis- 
sion board  at  a  recent  meeting  an- 
nounced that  their  income  must  in- 
crease by  at  least  two  million  dollars 
to  provide  the  same,  purchasing  power 
per  missionary  this  coming  year.  This 
is  an  estimated  increase  of  more  than  6 
percent. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  the  day  of 
bargains  in  the  missionary  outreach  is 
over.  The  missionary  is  no  longer  one 
of  the  best  paid  people  in  the  area.  He 
is,  in  many  cases,  far  down  the  line  in 
the  wage  scale,  and  the  basic  essentials 
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of  life  eat  up  his  modest  allowance.  A 
recent  cost-of-living  index  listed  the 
ten  most  costly  cities  in  the  world. 
Bangui,  Central  African  Republic, 
found  its  place  in  the  list  as  number 
six.  That  places  almost  half  of  our 
total  missionary  force  in  one  of  the 
most  costly  living  areas  of  the  world. 

Heretofore  it  was  the  custom  to 
grant  a  missionary  on  furlough  a  high- 
er allowance  because  it  was  felt  that  it 
cost  more  to  maintain  an  adequate 
standard  of  living  in  the  U.S.  Now  that 
concept  must  be  challenged.  In  fact,  it 
has  long  been  the  custom  of  the  U.S. 
armed  forces  and  industry  to  reward 
their  personnel  with  higher  compen- 
sation because  they  were  serving  out- 
side the  continental  United  States. 
True,  for  most  of  our  missionaries  it 
formerly  cost  more  to  live  in  the  U.S. 
if  they  were  to  maintain  a  middle-class 
standard  of  living— but  now  it  is  cost- 
ing them  more  for  the  same  situation 
overseas. 

Christians  who  serve  the  Lord  and 
their  churches  as  foreign  missionaries 
must  make  monumental  sacrifices  and 
adjustments.  In  addition,  they  and 
their  families  have  been  expected  to 
live  on  a  wage  which  is  far  below  that 
of  colleagues  who  selected  other  types 
of  work.  Now  no  missionary  is  asking 
for  a  salary  equal  to  that  of  a  secular 
profession,  or  even  that  paid  to  a 
Christian  worker  in  the  United  States, 
but  we  do  need  to  be  sure  that  The 
Brethren  Church  is  providing  for  their 


basic  needs  on  a  scale  which  is  worthy 
of  their  ministry. 

Allowances  need  to  be  raised.  Field 
budgets  are  automatically  more  costly 
due  to  the  dollar  devaluation.  There  is 
also  the  normal  growth  of  the  mission 
program  which  we  hope  to  realize  for 
the  Lord.  But  now  the  deficit  threat- 
ens not  only  to  stagnate  growth,  but 
also  to  force  cutbacks  in  some  areas. 

We  should  be  laughing  and  rejoicing 
and  praising  God  ...  the  good  offering 
increase  over  last  year  justifies  this. 
But  alas!  we  are  forced  to  weep.  Only 
you  can  turn  the  tears  of  Brethren 
Foreign  Missions  into  laughter  by  help- 
ing us  meet  our  financial  obligations  in 
1972. 

"Every  one  must  make  up  his  own 
mind  as  to  how  much  he  should  give. 
Don't  force  anyone  to  give  more  than 
he  really  wants  to,  for  cheerful  givers 
are  the  ones  God  prizes"  (2  Cor.  9:7,

Dear  Fellow-laborers, 

Greetings  in  Jesus  our  Lord!  Much  has  transpired  since 
you  last  heard  from  us,  and  some  of  you  have  heard  througli 
people  who  have  visited  us  on  the  field  and  have  taken 
reports  back.  We  want  to  mention  the  picture  of  the  dorm 
children;  these  were  the  ones  in  the  dorm  at  the  close  of 
May  '71.  There  were  four  more  than  these  at  the  start  of 
the  year.  They  were  a  studious  as  well  as  lively  group, 
and  we  praise  God  for  the  opportunity  to  enter  their  lives. 

The  summer  was  filled  with  field  conference  and  traveling 
in  the  interest  of  mission  affairs  and  missionaries.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  new  Bible  Institute  year,  Leah  took  a 
class,  teaching  it  in  Sango.  1  (Art)  taught  in  the  Mission- 
ary ChUdren's  School,  due  to  the  furlough  absence  of  both 
regular  teachers.  Even  though  there  were  only  two  seventh- 
graders,  we  spent  a  full  thirty  hours  each  week,  and  noted 
fine  progress  in  their  scholastic  abilities.  The  one 
picture  shows  Leah  concluding  her  demonstration  of  how  to 
wash  dishes  antiseptically.  This  was  a  home-making  class. 

We  received  the  use  of  a  car  in  late  August,  and  in 
September  we  began  taking  B.l.  student  preachers  out  on 
the  roads  through  the  bush.  We  would  drop  them  off  one  by 
one  in  the  villages  we  passed  through.  After  the  con- 
clusion of  our  service  at  the  end  of  the  line,  we  would 
return  and  pick  up  our  men.  1  wish  you  could  hear  these 
preachers.  They  know  how  to  conduct  a  service,  expound  the 


Word  with  conviction,  extend  an  invitation,  and  foUow  up 
the  converts  with  instruction.  In  the  four  months  there 
were  1 20  decisions,  about  half  of  them  for  the  first  time. 
One  photo  shows  a  typical  bush  service.  We  kept  revisiting 
these  places  to  confirm  believers,  and  to  further  instruct 
them  in  the  faith.  Please  pray  for  these  Sunday-by-Sunday 
contacts. 

We  were  privileged  to  be  with  the  Klievers  in  the  Chad  o 
the  Christmas  holidays.  These  were  four  unforgettable  days 
of  relaxation  and  lovely  fellowship.  The  African  brethren 
there  impressed  me  very  much.  I  was  privileged  to  speak 
twice,  before  Christmas  and  after,  through  double  inter- 
preters (from  English  to  Sango,  and  Sango  to  Laka).  In  spit 
of  the  language  difficulty  (mostly  mine)  the  Lord  blessed 
with  about  seventy-five  first-time  decisions,  one  of  whom 
especially  touched  my  heart.  He  was  an  old,  old  man— finaf 
coming  to  the  Lord.  Was  the  trip  over  that  terribly  stony 
road  worth  it?  Oh,  my  yes;  doubly  so.  We  had  a  royal  wel- 
come and  stay  at  the  Klievers'  home,  and  African  converts 
had  a  royal  welcome  into  the  realms  of  glory.  We  are  cer- 
tain they  would  have  come  in  response  to  the  invitation  of 
another,  but  rejoice  that  God  allowed  us  a  part  in  this  His 
work.  More  so,  you  at  home  who  have  been  praying,  giving 
encouraging  have  also  entered  into  our  labors.  Joy  and 
rejoice!-Fram  the  Careys-Art,  Leah,  Janet,  and  Jill.      # 
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Have  you  ever  heard  the  expression 
"I'm  waiting  just  as  fast  as  I  can"?  I 
am  sure  you  have  felt  that  way  at  one 
time  or  another,  and  we  certainly 
have.  Waiting,  for  a  Christian,  can 
teach  some  valuable  lessons  and  bring 
great  rewards.  Isaiah  wrote  that  one 
who  waits  on  God  gets  renewed 
strength  (Isa.  40:39).  We  Christians  are 
anxiously  awaiting  His  appearing. 
Waiting  on  God  means  He  can  give  His 
best  to  us  because  we  decide  to  leave 
the  timing  and  choosing  to  Him.  We 
Peughs  have  a  lot  to  learn  in  this 
school,  but  would  like  to  encourage 
others  who  are  also  still  learning,  that 
He  always  does  it  best  when  we  let 
Him. 

In  October  1970,  Foreign  Mission 
Echoes  headlined,  "STUTTGART'S 
THE  ANSWER";  and,  in  the  Mission- 
ary Herald  "TARGET:  STUTT- 
GART." This  was  after  careful  and 
prayerful  searching  by  Rev.  John 
Zielasko,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bernard 
Schneider,  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Roger 
Peugh.  It  was  the  "go  ahead,"  which, 
however,  is  sometimes  the  beginning 
of  a  "wait"— for  Him  to  open  the 
doors. 

Apparently  the  630,000  people 
here  in  Stuttgart  did  not  have  a  place 
for  us;  but,  after  our  intense  searches, 
God  led  us  to  a  Christian  lady  who 
planned  to  be  in  the  United  States  the 
same  length  of  time  that  we  needed 
housing— ten  and  a  half  months,  and 
she  left  the  house  furnished.  Not  too 
grudgingly  we  left  our  language-study 
one-room  apartment  for  our  tempo- 
rary quarters  of  a  seven-room  house 
with  garage  (all  for  just  ten  doUars  per 
month  more  than  we  had  been  paying 
for  the  one  room).  It  was  worth  the 
wait,  as  always. 

The  spring  of  1971  brought  many 
difficult  moments  as  we  repeatedly 
asked:  "Where  and  how  should  we 
begin.  Lord?"  We  needed  those 
months  to  locate  the  strategic  needs  of 
the  city,  and  to  find  out  what  our  Ger- 
man brothers  were  doing  about  them. 
This  meant  much  looking,  visiting,  wit- 
nessing, praying,  and  waiting. 

God  is  never  late!  Just  one  week 
before  boarding  our  plane  for  a 
twelve-week  furlough  in  the  States 
(mid-July  to  mid-October)  He  showed 
us  the  next  step.  We  had  asked  for 
much;  adequate  living  quarters,  com- 
bined with  a  small  auditorium  usuable 
for  services;  a  strategic  location  in  the

city;  a  landlord  favorable  to  our  ob- 
jectives. God  found  it:  six  rooms  to 
live  in,  plus  a  garage  and  yard;  an 
auditorium  for  about  fifty  people,  an 
extra  office  room,  a  guest  room  in  the 
attic  and  another  in  the  basement;  a 
Christian  landlord  who  is  not  only 
favorable  to  our  plans  but  had  prayed 
that  the  house  would  be  used  in  this 
way;  all  of  this  located  strategically  in 
the  city.  However,  we  heard  this  next: 
"You'll  have  to  wait  about  two  weeks 
before  the  final  decision  can  be  given." 
We  figured  that  was  fair  enough. 

But,  the  two  weeks  lengthened  into 
eleven.  We  became  anxious  (that's  the 
nice  word  for  worry).  We  should  not 
have,  for  just  two  and  a  half  weeks 
before  our  return  to  Germany  we  got 
the  positive  answer  we  had  been  pray- 
ing for,  waiting  for— and  even  worrying 
about  (sin!).  He  has  promised  to  sup- 
ply all  of  our  needs  according  to  His 
riches  (not  ours!)  in  glory  by  Christ 
Jesus  (cf.  Phil.  4:19),  so  why  should 
we  fret? 

Just  after  the  move  to  our  new 
home,  God's  timing  moved  ahead  of 
ours,  and  we  really  had  to  wait  (rely) 
on  Him  to  direct  us  in  a  big  decision. 


We  had  been  back  from  furlough  not 
quite  three  weeks  when  a  single  mis- 
sionary lady,  the  only  other  mission- 
ary in  the  city,  was  suddenly  called 
back  to  Canada,  with  plans  to  return 
not  to  Stuttgart,  but  to  Frankfurt, 
after  her  furlough.  She  lived  only  a 
few  streets  from  our  new  home,  and 
her  work  was  right  close  by.  She  asked 
and  we  said  yes,  we  would  take  over 
her  children's  classes  (one  on  Tuesday 
and  two  on  Wednesday).  Approxi- 
mately fifteen  to  twenty  children 
come— almost  all  from  unsaved,  non- 
churched  families.  For  our  Christmas 
party,  parents  also  invited,  we  had 
thirty  two. 

We  now  feel  the  need  to  diversify- 
to  reach  youth  and  adults.  Just  how  to 
do  this— for  we  are  only  two  people  of 
limited  strength— has  caused  us  to  pray 
much— and  trust  in  Him.  Our  personal 
goal  is  to  begin  soon— possibly  by  the 
time  you  read  this,  but  we  don't  want 
to  rush  ahead  of  Him.  Pray  with  us 
that  He  will  once  again  direct  us  as  He 
has  in  the  past,  and  prove  as  He  always 
has,  that  it's  worth  the  while  to  wait 
on  Him.

If  all  missionaries  had  full  support  cared  for  by  churches,  it  is  possible  that  the  FMS  would  be 
operating,  not  with  a  deficit  of  $38,000,  but  with  a  surplus  of  about  $17,000.

Planning  a  trip  overseas?  Why  not  make  your 
vacation  count  for  the  Lord?

The  work 
has  gotten  so  far  ahead  of  our  mission  mechanic 
while  he  was  on  furlough  that  he  needs  help. 

There  is  no  dentist  on  the  field.  Dr.  Pfahler 
does  not  finish  his  training  in  Europe  until  next 
February,  so  M.D.'s  and  surgeons  would  find  much 
to  do.  Missionaries  also  mentioned  that  they 
would  welcome  electricians,  plumbers,  and  general 
maintenance  men.  Wives  who  accompany  their 
husbands  will  not  find  the  trip  a  complete  vaca- 
tion, for  their  talents  will  also  be  put  to  use. 

We  welcome  Christians  who  can  pay  their  own 
way  and  donate  their  professional  skills  to  the 
mission/church  program  in  the  Central  African 
Repubhc.  The  equipment  is  there  ready  to  be  put 
to  use.  Maybe  the  Lord  would  have  you  take  a 
travel/work  vacation  on  a  mission  field.

"King  Heroin  is  my  shepherd,  I  shall  always  want.  He 
maketh  me  to  lie  down  in  the  gutters. 

"He  leadeth  me  beside  the  troubled  waters.  He  destroyeth 
my  soul. 

"He  leadeth  me  in  the  paths  of  wickedness. 

"Yea,  I  shall  walk  through  the  valley  of  poverty  and 
will  fear  no  evil,  for  thou.  Heroin,  are  with  me. 

"Thy  Needle  and  Capsule  comfort  me.  Thou  strippest  the 
table  of  groceries  in  the  presence  of  my  famOy.  Thou 
robbest  my  head  of  reason. 

"My  cup  of  sorrow  runneth  over.  Surely  heroin  addiction 
shall  stalk  me  all  the  days  of  my  life  and  I  will  dwell  in 
the  House  of  the  Damned  forever." 

Also  found  in  the  car  with  the  dead  woman  was  this  written 
message: 

"JaO  didn't  cure  me.  Nor  did  hospitalization  help  me  for 
long.  The  doctor  told  my  family  it  would  have  been  better, 
and  indeed  kinder,  if  the  person  who  got  me  hooked  on  dope 
had  taken  a  gun  and  blown  my  brains  out.  And  I  wish  to  God 
he  had.  My  God,  how  I  wish  it."

Merrill  E.  linger  has  done  an  excel- 
lent service  to  the  Christian  com- 
munity through  the  years.  His  latest 
release  is  Demons  in  the  World  Today. 
Tyndale  House  is  the  pubhsher  and  the 
cost  is  $1.95.  This  is  a  well- 
documented,  Bibhcal  approach  to  the 
subject  of  demons  as  they  relate  to 
foretelling,  magic,  heahng,  false  re- 
ligions and  spiritism.  The  209  page 
book  will  make  an  excellent  addition 
to  every  Christian  library  and  re- 
ference shelf.  We  strongly  recommend 
it.

Merrill  C.  Tenny  wrote  The  Reality 
of  the  Resurrection  and  it  was  first 
published  in  1963.  It  reappears  now  as 
an  edition  presented  by  Moody  Press 
($4.95).  The  book  is  deserving  of  a 
good  reception.  Pre-Christian  concepts 
of  the  resurrection  are  discussed,  then 
traced  through  the  Gospels  and  Acts. 
A  historical  acceptance  by  the  church 
in  the  early  centuries  is  outlined,  along 
with  the  theology  and  relevance  of  the 
resurrection  to  our  time. 

Women 

Two  new  books  by  Tyndale  House 
are  aimed  at  the  lady  readers.  The  first 
by  Edith  Schaeffer  ($3.95)  entitled 
Hidden  Art.  Hidden  art  is  defined  as 
that  which  is  found  in  the  ordinary, 
everyday  areas  of  life.  She  takes  the 
tasks  that  each  woman  may  think  as 
routine  and  then  unfolds  the  art  hid- 
den in  them.  Those  who  have  read  the 
works  of  Edith  Schaeffer  will  not  be 
disappointed  in  her  latest  volume. 
Here  is  a  fresh  approach  that  will  leave 
the  readers  charmed. 


The  second  book  is  entitled  Single 
and  Satisfied  and  has  been  written  by 
Audrey  Lee  Sands  ($1.45).  The  name 
of  the  author  is  really  a  pen  name  for  a 
single  missionary  woman  who  writes 
from  her  station  in  life.  She  covers  the 
range  of  problems  and  blessings  of  the 
single  person  and  the  interpersonal  re- 
lationships between  herself  and  co- 
workers, both  married  and  unmarried. 
It  dispels  the  image  and  misunder- 
standings that  sometimes  arise  over  the 
single  woman.

Each  month  we  like  to  pick  out  at 
least  one  item  for  our  special  category. 
This  month  touches  on  the  bus  minis- 
try. Many  churches  and  Sunday 
schools  have  at  one  time  or  other 
thought  of  a  bus  ministry.  James  E. 
Coggin  and  Bernard  M.  Spooner  have 
written  a  small  32-page  book  on  How 
To  Build  a  Bus  Ministry.  B roadman 
Press  $.95.  It  is  filled  with  the  practi- 
cal aspects  of  this  work.  The  sugges- 
tions and  help  will  save  many  a  pitfall. 
It  is  a  must  if  you  have  buses  or  are 
thinking  about  becoming  involved.

THE 

SMALLNESS 
COMPLEX 


(If  we  stay  small,  it  may  be  because 
of  one  of  the  reasons  cited  below.) 

It  has  been  said  that  the  Brethren 
Church  has  a  "smallness  complex." 
Statistics  may  well  bear  this  out.  The 
1970  reports  from  234  churches  of 
our  Fellowship  reveal  that  1 1 5  have 
memberships  of  100  or  less;  that's  49 
percent  of  all  our  churches! 

Only  two  churches  exceed  1,000; 
including  those  two,  there  are  only  six 
above  400  (2.6  percent).  Almost  half 
of  our  nationwide  membership  of 
about  33,000  belongs  to  smaller  con- 
gregations of  less  than  100.  The  1971 
figures  will  not  show  much  change. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  NFBC  in 
the  late  thirties,  the  number  of 
churches  has  about  tripled,  but  mostly 
with  only  small  groups  being  added 
and  maintained.  Why  haven't  we 
grown  more  rapidly?  Why  did  we  not 
"double  in  a  decade,"  as  was  the  estab- 
hshed  goal  of  the  1960s?  Doctrinal 
distinctives  and  a  firm  stand  on  the 
fundamentals  of  Christianity  did  not 
deter  the  Early  Church.  Some  other 
feUowships  and  churches  have  had 
great  growth  in  our  era.  Where  we  have 


failed  to  grow  one  or  more  of  the  fol- 
lowing probably  apply: 

1)  Self-centeredness.  Do  we  too 
often  show  concern  only  for  our  own? 
Are  newcomers,  outsiders,  non- 
Brethren,  unsaved  overlooked? 

2)  Self-satisfaction.  Are  we  content 
with  what  we  have,  not  wanting  to 
"rock  the  boat"  or  face  the  problems 
that  come  with  growth? 

3)  Lack  of  faith.  Are  we  expecting 
God  to  bless  His  Word,  answer  our 
prayers,  change  our  lives,  use  us  in  His 
work? 

4)  Lack  of  enthusiasm.  Are  we 
satisfied  with  second-rate,  the  medi- 
ocre, instead  of  expecting  the  best, 
giving  our  best,  and  living  up  to  our 
best  potential?  Do  we  radiate  a  posi- 
tive, enthusiastic  attitude  toward  life 
(the  result  of  being  filled  with  the 
Holy  Spirit)? 

I  want  to  be  enthusiastic  about  the 
future  of  the  NFBC.  I'm  glad  for  every 
good  thing  we  have  or  do.  This  maga- 
zine regularly  reports  many  good 
things  God  is  doing  among  us.  Let's 
check  our  own  lives  in  the  four  areas 
listed  above.  #

Fishing  Boats  Captured.' 

This  made  the  headhnes  in  many 
newspapers  across  the  land,  and,  as  a 
result,  diplomatic  relationships  are 
once  again  strained.  Two  Russian  fish- 
ing boats  are  accused  of  fishing  within 
our  borders— that  is,  within  the  twelve- 
mile  limit.  The  limit  was  established 
by  international  agreement  to  avoid 
"spying"  on  the  nation  inside  the 
twelve-mile  limit. 

Why  do  many  of  our  students  drop 
out  of  Sunday  school?  Because  they 
get  too  near  the  territory  of  the 
enemy.  They  never  really  get  totally 
involved  in  the  work  of  the  church, 
and  when  opportunity  comes  they 
drop  out.  This  is  the  reason  it  is  so 
important  for  every  school  and  class  to 
have  a  close  follow-up  of  every  ab- 
sentee. The  devO  knows  every  possible 
method  of  discouragement,  and  uses 
just  the  right  one  at  the  right  time.  A 
follow-up  from  you  might  be  the  thing 
that  will  help  overcome  the  dis- 
couragement. 

Then  there  are  those  who  come  for 
the  first  time.  Often,  we  refer  to  them 
as  "VISITORS."  They  are  more— they 
are  possible  candidates  for  salvation 
and  permanent  service  for  Christ.  They 
should  be  contacted  immediately,  so 
that  they  will  become  a  part  of  your 
class  and  school.  They  are  close 
by— don't  let  them  get  over  into 
enemy  territory. 

Henry  Ford  is  reported  to  have  pur- 
chased a  large  insurance  policy  from  a 
total  stranger.  When  queried  about  it 
by  a  friend,  who  also  was  an  insurance 
agent,  he  was  asked,  "Why  didn't  you 
buy  your  insurance  from  me?"  Mr. 
Ford  replied,  "You  never  asked  me." 
Don't  allow  that  to  happen  to  you.  A 
friendly  visit  could  get  that  visitor  en- 
roDed  and  make  him  an  active  part  of 
your  class.  The  rule  ought  to  be,  "In- 
vite and  Include"  every  visitor.

World   Record  Set 

at  Hammond 

Sunday  School 

(EP)-First  Baptist  Church  of  Ham- 
mond, Indiana,  an  independent  con- 
gregation, set  a  new  world  Sunday- 
school  attendance  record— 12,530— on 
December  19.

Produce  Your  Cause 


By  Althea  Miller 


Volumes  have  been  written  on  the 
subject  of  prayer;  what  it  is,  who 
should  pray,  how  often,  how,  why. 
We've  read  and  reread  all  Biblical  ex- 
hortations to  prayer;  how-to  sugges- 
tions written  by  sincere  Christians; 
Hstened  to  numerous  sermons  on  the 
sin  of  prayerlessness  and  have  tried  to 
learn  the  secrets  of  intercessory 
prayer.  We  have  been  sincere  enough 
and  fairly  consistent  in  taking  time  to 
pray,  yet  with  all  the  help  and  how- 
ever great  our  sincerity  many  of  us  are 
not  experiencing  great  triumphs 
through  prayer.  Why? 

Obviously,  nobody  has  all  the  an- 
swers to  this  dilemma,  but  I'd  like  to 
suggest  three  factors  which  I  believe 
contribute  to  our  lack  of  prayer 
power.  We  equate  a  pause  in  activities 
with  a  few  thoughts  directed  heaven- 
ward for  prayer;  sometimes  we  pray 
against  the  facts;  too  often  we  are  im- 
properly motivated.  Join  me  in  a  look 
at  these  possibilities. 

For  too  long  I  was  smitten  with  the 
idea  that  I  really  knew  how  to  pray. 
Then,  in  the  providence  of  God  some 
unprecedented  trials  fell  on  us  and  I 
discovered  how  impotent  my  prayer 
Ufe  was.  We  are  still  being  clobbered 
by  the  trials,  but  through  the  battering 
are  learning  some  beautiful  secrets  of 
prayer;  of  what  it  means  to  really  be  in 
God's  presence.  I'm  sure  I  could  not, 
or  perhaps  would  not  have  learned 
these  in  the  past  when  I  often  only 
paused  in   a  momentary   attitude   of 


prayer  before  my  Father.  As  I  look 
back  now,  I  must  have  given  Him  just 
a  respectful  tip  of  my  hat  and  con- 
sidered it  prayer!  No  praise,  very  little 
thanks,  plenty  of  gimme's  and  perhaps 
a  generous  sprinkling  of  "Aren't  you 
pleased  with  me.  Father?"  That's  not 
easy  to  admit,  but  honest  confession  is 
imperative  to  soul  cleansing. 

Any  of  this  strike  a  bell  with  you? 

"Dad,"  a  nine-year-old  asked, 
"where  is  the  capital  of  the  United 
States  located?" 

"In  Washington,  D.C.  Why  do  you 
ask?" 

"Well-we  had  a  history  test  today 
and  I  said  Mt.  Vernon  is  the  capital." 

As  he  knelt  beside  his  bed  little  Joe 
prayed:  "Dear  Lord,  please  let  Mt. 
Vernon  be  the  national  capital  until 
teacher  grades  my  test." 

Obviously,  the  lad's  prayer  went 
unanswered.  It  really  was  in  vain  be- 
cause he  prayed  against  the  facts.  Have 
you  ever  been  caught  in  that  trap? 

Remember  the  time  you  dehberate- 
ly  misrepresented  the  truth  about  a 
fellow  believer?  Then  in  a  moment  of 
fear  for  the  consequences  you  asked 
God  to  keep  the  story  from  spreading. 
But  even  God  couldn't  do  that— He 
could  not  recall  your  words  since  no 
less  than  three  "saintly"  gossips  had 
already  embeUished  the  story  and 
passed  it  along. 

Or  you  asked  God  to  make  people 
forget  something  they  heard  you  say 
or  saw  you  do  that  denied  Him,  or  was 


at  best  ignoble.  Isn't  that  praying 
against  the  facts?  You  wouldn't  expect 
your  Father  to  protect  you  if  you  de- 
liberately crossed  a  busy  road  with 
your  eyes  closed.  That's  praying  (pre- 
suming?) against  the  facts  of  the  traf- 
fic on  that  road.  True  prayer  faces 
human  facts  as  they  are  and  counts  on 
God's  love  and  mercy  to  operate  for 
His  glory  and  your  good.  It  is  con- 
fessing sin  where  and  when  sin  is  in- 
volved. 

When  prayer  is  a  self-centered, 
give-to-me,  save-me-from,  remember- 
what-I've-done-for-You  syndrome,  it  is 
not  prayer.  It  is  a  recital  of  works  of 
the  flesh,  and  as  a  result  is  a  sterile, 
selfish  monologue.  After  a  recent  new 
grief  I  found  myself  awake  in  the 
middle  of  the  night  saying:  "Thank 
You,  Father,  for  another  situation  in 
which  I  can  stretch  my  faith." 

Then  the  victory  of  this  thanks- 
giving hit  me  broadside.  This  wasn't 
the  me  of  a  year  ago  when  I'd  have 
wrung  my  hands  and  wept  copious 
tears  of  martyrdom.  By  the  grace  of 
God  and  His  faithful  presence  in  the 
school  of  testings,  I  was  thanking  Him 
for  the  opportunity  to  grow  and 
s-t-r-e-t-c-h,  even  though  this  apparent- 
ly can  be  achieved  only  by  more  heart- 
ache. I  found  myself  praising  God. 
What  an  experience!  It  flooded  the 
middle  of  a  dark  night  with  His  pure 
love.  Though  this  way  of  growth  has 
been  by  "hard  trials  and  great  tribu- 
lation" and  with  heartbreak  such  as 
I've  never  before  experienced,  in  and 
through  it  all  He  is  teaching  me  to 
praise.  And  to  pray  with  one  motive— 
His  glory,  regardless  of  what  must  be 
permitted  in  my  life  to  achieve  this 
glory.  My  Father  is  teaching  me  that 
this  is  the  way  of  joy.  Paradoxical? 
Yes.  Worth  it  all?  A  thousand  times 
yes! 

Pure  motives  are  hard  to  come  by 
because  we  are  selfish  creatures.  But  as 
we  learn  to  die  daDy  to  self  and  be- 
come genuinely  concerned  that  Jesus 
Christ  be  glorified  in  us  whether  by 
life  or  by  death,  our  motives  will  be 
purified  and  grow  in  fruitfulness. 

One  final  thought:  Don't  pray,  even 
with  the  noblest  intentions  unless  you 
are  willing  for  your  Father  to  pick  up 
the  shovel  and  start  moving  dirt. 

"The  effectual,  fervent  prayer  of  a 
righteous  man  availeth  much"  (James 
5:16).  You  have  a  CAUSE.  It's 
PRAYER.  PRODUCE  IT!  » 
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Interesting  people,  people  with  problems,  people  with 
genuine  joys  live  on  the  street  where  I  live.  But  they  could 
live  on  any  street.  Even  your  street.  Language  changes, 
culture  changes,  but  the  rest  is  the  same. 

Neighbors  whose  dog  barks  every  6:30  a.m.,  a  young 
mother  who  strolls  by  each  day  pushing  the  baby  buggy, 
chOdren  whose  soccer  ball  escapes  into  our  yard  occasional- 
ly, the  husband  next  door  who  dies  of  cancer  several  weeks 
after  diagnosis,  teenagers  on  motor  bikes  going  to  school  or 
work,  women  who  pass  the  time  of  day  around  the  bread 
truck,  meat  truck  and  milk  truck. 

People.  A  conversation-opener  is  the  hardest  part  usual- 
ly. For  me,  it's  often  the  question,  "Just  what  does  your 
husband  do?" 

It's  asked  bluntly  at  times.  At  the  laundromat  one  day 
last  fall  I  discovered  that  a  taU  southerner  was  also  in  my 
courses  at  the  university.  Homesick,  disgusted  with  France, 
friendly,  he  was  eager  to  visit.  Several  months  later,  with 
hair  several  inches  longer,  he  asked  me  outright  after  class, 
"Well  now,  just  what  does  your  husband  do?"  I  decided  to 
meet  a  direct  question  with  a  direct  answer.  Instead  of 
backing  off,  he  commented,  "I'd  like  to  talk  to  your  hus- 
band sometime."  Later,  as  Jim  had  coffee  in  his  dorm 
room,  he  related  how  he'd  been  raised  in  a  fundamental 
church,  had  decided  to  break  from  his  "churchiosity"  and 
have  fun,  and  then  had  passed  an  all-night  session  with  God, 
surrendering.  Jim's  coming  to  his  room  was  a  direct  answer 
to  his  prayer  for  someone  with  whom  he  could  have  spirit- 
ual communion.

It  is  not  always  easy  to  explain  what  my  husband  does 
Especially  to  Christians.  Not  long  ago,  in  visiting  with  Chris 
tian  friends  here  in  Chalon  (who  understand  our  purpos« 
and  work)  the  famous  statement  came  out,  "Well  yes,  bu 
you  see,  my  husband  works.''''  This  attitude  makes  us  feel  i 
is  imperative  that  Jim  have  an  office  downtown,  so  that  h( 
can  "go  to  work"  just  Hke  any  other  normal  person. 

Suspicion  often  accompanies  this  question  about  mj 
husband's  occupation.  Last  year  we  spent  many  hours  witl 
a  couple  in  our  apartment  buUding,  playing  Scrabble  o 
Rook,  discussing  deep  philosophical  questions.  I  listenec 
mostly!  We  even  made  ice  cream  sundaes  since  the  wife  i 
an  American  who  married  a  very  anti-clerical  Frenchman 
But  they  considered  us  normal  people.  Until  one  day  the; 
discovered  a  package  in  the  entry  way  of  the  apartmen 
building,  addressed  to  Pastor  James  Renick. 

Again,  as  with  our  tall  southern  friend,  our  relationshi] 
was  on  a  long-term  basis.  Slyly  they  mentioned  that  the; 
had  noticed  the  title  "Pastor"  on  our  mail.  Weeks  went  by 
The  husband  said  he  felt  the  need  to  read  the  Bible;  he  rea( 
John.  Weeks  again.  One  evening  we  discussed  questions  oi 
John.  Then  silence,  no  mention  of  God,  just  social  contact 
Then  came  the  great  news:  she  was  expecting  a  baby,  afte 
previously  losing  three  or  four.  Total  sUence  about  God.  S( 
we  also  kept  silent,  but  prayed  for  a  miracle.  God  workei 
this  miracle:  not  only  is  their  daughter  healthy  but  th 
husband  finally  admitted,  "I  don't  know  why  I  didn't  be 
heve  in  Jesus  before." 

Curiosity.  "What  brings  you  to  Chalon?  What  does  you 
husband  do?  Is  he  in  business?"  asked  several  ladies  as  W' 
shared  teatime  together  in  a  lavishly  furnished  apartment, 
had  met  these  ladies  at  a  weekly  ladies'  meeting  held  by  th 
Chalon  cultural  society.  Besides  enriching  my  French 
giving  me  insights  on  French  culture,  keeping  me  somewha 
intellectually  alive,  this  meeting  gets  me  out  where  un 
converted  women  of  similar  interests  are.  God  is  giving  mi 
friends  in  Chalon,  and  I  know  some  of  these  ladies  wUl  b 
fascinated  to  learn  about  Jesus. 

Young  French  wives,  Catholics,  atheists,  widows,  anti 
clericahsts,  nonconformists,  bourgeois,  blue-collar  workers 
bearded  young  men,  sophisticated  people:  these  are  th 
people  in  my  neighborhood.  There  must  be  a  way  to  ge 
acquainted  and  to  arouse  in  them  an  interest  in  Jesu 
Christ.  "Love  is  ingenious."  ^

Here  he  poured  contemporary 
meaning  into  the  old-fashioned 
Biblical  terms,  "faith,"  "obedience 
to  the  will  of  God,"  and  "prayer" 
by  the  effusion  of  thirty-eight  years 
of  dynamic  Christian  living  as  a  mis- 
sionary medical  doctor,  leprosy  re- 
searcher, evangelist,  church  planter, 
medical  educator  and  mission 
director.  This  book  and  the  life  of 
which  it  tells  voices  a  thundering 
"No!"  to  the  question  "Was  it  all  in 
vain?"  that  has  haunted  Christians 
since  the  martyrdom  of  so  many

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Thoughts  on  Troubles 

Many  years  ago  in  an  ancient  land 
and  an  ancient  culture  these  words 
were  penned.  "Man  is  born  unto 
trouble,  as  the  sparks  fly  upward" 
(Job.  5:7).  Through  the  generations  of 
time  many  others  have  observed  the 
sparks  flying  upward  from  the  open 
fire  as  the  heat  pushed  them  toward 
the  open  sky.  All  of  the  sons  of  men 
have  experienced  the  intrusion  of 
troubles  into  their  lives.  They  are  an 
inescapable  part  of  our  existence.  We 
will  not  seek  to  discuss  at  this  time  the 
"why"  of  troubles  but  rather  our  re- 
action to  them. 

Let  it  be  agreed  from  the  beginning 
that  the  word  "trouble"  has  a  negative 
connotation.  The  listing  of  circum- 
stances that  we  would  call  trouble 
could  fill  innumerable  pages  and  each 
individual  would  have  his  own  private 
entries. 

How  do  we  react  to  troubles?  They 
come  often  without  warning,  and  we 
have  a  great  deal  revealed  about  our 
character  by  how  we  react  to  them. 
Observation  of  people  who  are  in  the 
midst  of  troubles  reveal  to  us  their 
true  character.  Many  people  accept  the 
presence  of  adversity  as  an  oppor- 
tunity to  meet  and  overcome  the 
problems  and  thus  their  character  is 
strengthened.  The  Word  of  God  often 
speaks  of  men  of  God  and  their  very 
exciting  and  challenging  lives.  He- 
brews, chapter  13,  is  filled  with  such 
men.  Abraham,  Noah,  and  Moses  led 
exciting  and  adventurous  lives  for  God 
and  I  am  certain  there  was  never  a  dull 
moment  for  them.  The  reason  they  are 
remembered  is  that  they  had  faith  and 
did  not  permit  the  problems  to  over- 
come them.  Yes,  there  were  times  of 
overwhelming  problems,  and  it  must 
be  admitted  that  they  did  not  always 
pass  the  tests  with  flying  colors.  The 
grace  of  God  was  sufficient  and  their 
faith  was  in  Him,  and  we  remember 


them  as  victors. 

There  are  other  ways  to  react  to 
troubles.  One  is  to  become  bitter  and 
hard  under  pressure.  The  end  result  is 
not  good  to  behold,  and  the  Ufe  that 
would  have  meaning  and  substance 
bows  to  circumstances.  Life  becomes  a 
heavy  burden  to  this  person  and  also  a 
burden  to  every  one  who  comes  in 
contact  with  him.  A  difficult  person 
for  me  to  understand  is  the  one  who 
makes  a  friend  of  adversity.  This  hap- 
pens to  the  Christian  believer  from 
time  to  time  and  results  in  a  life  of 
misery.  Without  his  troubles  this  per- 
son would  be  miserable.  But  with 
them  he  seems  to  enjoy  life.  The  cen- 
ter of  the  stage  is  usually  usurped  by 
this  one  so  he  can  talk  about  past, 
present  and  future  difficulties,  and 
gain  attention  and  sympathy  by  using 
hardships  as  a  tool  to  this  end.  Endless 
hours  may  be  spent  in  telling  of  pains 
and  troubles— real  and  imagined.  If 
everything  would  go  well  for  a  day  it 
would  ruin  everything.  Such  a  person 
cannot  be  content  simply  because  he 


will  not  pennit  it  to  be  so. 

Certainly,  this  type  of  an  individual 
has  a  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  time 
meeting  the  standards  of  the  Bible  as 
to  conduct  and  bearing  the  fruit  of  the 
Spirit  of  God. 

Troubles,  yes,  they  are  with  us  untU 
God  removes  us  to  heaven  and  His 
divine  presence.  The  sparks  will  fly  up- 
ward and  the  arrival  of  each  new  child 
into  this  world  of  ours  will  mark  an- 
other one  who  must  face  tests.  The 
responses  of  people  will  continue  to 
vaiy  between  despair  and  challenge. 
Sin  has  introduced  into  the  main- 
stream of  activity  these  adversities. 
With  faith  in  God  and  a  proper  atti- 
tude towards  life  we  can  use  troubles 
as  stepping-stones  for  working  out  the 
will  of  God.  But  be  warned,  troubles 
can  overcome  a  life  and  lead  to  despair 
and  disappointment.  It  all  comes  back 
to  the  same  basic  problems  of  life 
which  confront  all  of  mankind:  will  he 
take  God's  way  and  God's  guidance  or 
will  he  take  things  into  his  own  hands 
and  suffer  defeat?  » 
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It  was  a  cold,  blustery  day  in 
Indianapolis.  Stepping  out  into  the 
full  force  of  a  wintry  wind,  I  caOed 
after  the  man  who  had  just  left  my 
apartment:  "I  don't  know  if  a 
church  will  develop  here  or  not!" 
Turning  as  he  hurried  down  the 
walk.  Pastor  Gordon  Bracker— then 
chairman  of  the  district  mission 
board— answered  my  questioning 
voice  with:  "Nothing  ventured, 
nothing  gained. "  With  the  wind's 
icy  fingers  tugging  at  his  hat  and 
coat,  he  slid  into  the  driver's  seat  of 
his  car.  Almost  helplessly,  I 
watched  him  cherrily  wave  and 
drive  away. 

I  stepped  back  into  the  quiet 
warmth  of  5640  W.  38th  Street, 
and  thoughtfully  climbed  the  steps 
to  apartment  five.  What  was  that  he 
had  said?  "Nothing  ventured, 
nothing  gained!"  The  words  stirred 
my  soul.  How  can  God  bring  a  har- 
vest if  we  are  unwilling  to  plant? 

That  was  six  years  ago.  It  is  a 
cold,  blustery  day  here  in  Lititz, 
Pennsylvania.  Another  challenge 
lies    before    me.    But    today,    my

memory  turned  the  clock  of  time 
back— back  to  those  days  of  the 
"Indianapolis  Challenge"  when  we 
took  a  step  of  faith  into  the  un- 
known. My  files  yielded  dozens  of 
pictures  and  newspaper  clippings, 
some  of  them  yellowed  with  age.  1 
wept  as  I  reviewed  six  years  of 
divine  blessings  upon  that  venture 
in  Indianapolis.  And  I  remembered. 

I  remembered  our  first  niglit  in 
Indianapolis,  when  my  wife  and  I 
slept  on  rubber  air  mattresses  in  the 
midst  of  unpacked  boxes,  and 
shivered  with  spiritual  fright  at  the 
monumental  task  before  us.  I  re- 
membered the  opening  days  of 
1966,  when  we  held  our  first  Bible 
classes  in  the  home  of  Lloyd  and 
Arlene  Schrock  and  the  disappoint- 
ing responses.  But  I  also  remem- 
bered the  sweet  joy  of  our  first 
Sunday  service  on  April  17,  1966, 
when  four  people  stepped  forward 
to  receive  Christ. 

I  remembered  the  discouraging 
days  of  1967,  when  we  struggled  to 


bring  stability  and  progress  to  tl 
work,  and  searched  for  a  piece 
ground  to  establish  our  testimoi 
in  the  community.  I  rememben 
the  five-member  famihes  th 
moved  out  of  town,  and  the  sorrc 
we  all  felt  at  this  unwanted  turn 
events.  But  I  also  remembered  tl 
blessings  of  steady  growth  that  e 
abled  us  to  absorb  the  loss  ai 
move  ahead.  And  I  remembered  t 
wonderful  building  site  that  G^ 
gave  us  in  the  closing  days  of  196 

I  remembered  the  hard  work 
1969,  when  we  cared  for  the  le{ 
details  necessitated  by  land  pi 
chase  and  building  constructic 
and  spent  long  hours  planning  i 
every  detail  of  the  new  buildir 
But  I  also  remembered  the  thrill 
our  ground-breaking  service  th 
beautiful  autumn  day  in  Novemb 
and  the  gracious  provision  of  o 
God  that  enabled  us  to  pay  for  t 
ground  in  one  year. 

I  remembered  the  overwhelmi 
joy  of  that  day  of  dedication 
October  1970,  when  we  dedicat 
our  new  buUding  to  the  Lord.  A 
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remembered  the  great  harvest  of 
uls  God  gave  us  in  1971,  when 
ir  witness  saw  more  visible  results 
an  all  the  preceding  years  put  to- 
ther. 

We  talked  all  year  long  of  the 
al  to  go  self-supporting.  The  dis- 
ci mission  board,  and  The  Breth- 
n  Home  Missions  Council,  had 
ovided  financial  assistance  and 
iritual  counsel  for  five  years. 
leir  support  was  invaluable.  But  it 
is  time  for  us  to  "come  of  age," 
d  make  room  for  someone  else  in 
e  home-mission  program.  And 
en  it  happened. 


God  brought  into  focus  a  plan 
that  we  neither  desired  nor  antici- 
pated. Through  a  chain  of  events 
that  still  defy  comprehension,  He 
moved  me  to  Pennsylvania  to  help 
begin  another  new  church.  And  He 
moved  Pastor  Lee  Dice  from  Penn- 
sylvania to  Indianapolis.  God's 
hand  has  been  weaving  an  intricate 
design  all  through  the  "Indianapolis 
Challenge";  surely  this  latest  de- 
velopment is  but  one  more  blessing 
in  His  plan  for  the  church  at  In- 
dianapolis. 

As  the  founding  pastor  at  In- 
dianapohs,   I   stand  in  awe  at  the 


work  God  was  pleased  to  accom- 
plish through  me  and  those  who 
stood  with  me.  And  I  still  have  a 
dream.  A  dream  drenched  with 
tears  of  intercession.  A  dream  that, 
should  the  Lord  delay  His  coming, 
the  Hoosier  capital  will  be  surround- 
ed with  Grace  Brethren  Churches, 
all  reaching  and  teaching  people  the 
glorious  gospel  of  Christ,  all  bring- 
ing precious  souls  to  maturity  in 
Him.

Six  Years  Later  .  .  . 
.  .  .  the  Pastor 


Six  years  ago  Rev.  Lester  E. 
Pifer  of  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  handed  me  a  hst  of 
names  of  Brethren  people  living  in 
the  Indianapolis  area  and  asked  me, 
as  the  closest  Brethren  pastor,  to  do 
some  survey  work.  I  drove  from 
Flora,  Indiana,  and  endeavored  to 
make  contact  with  the  names  given 
me.

This 
was  the  beginning  of  six  years  of 
the  Lord's  blessing  upon  Pastor 
Young  and  his  famUy.  During  this 
time  God  has  drawn  together  a 
group  of  sincere  and  dedicated 
young  couples  who  desire  and  ex- 
pect great  things  from  the  Lord  for 
Indianapolis.  We  are  thrilled  at  the 
solid  foundational  work  built  by 
Pastor  Young  and  the  people.  We 
are  excited  about  the  many  new 
homes  and  apartments  being  built 
in  the  area  of  the  church  which 
mean  people— people  for  whom 
Christ  died.  We  are  delighted  with 
the  new  church  building  which  is  an 


asset  to  the  work,  to  the  communi- 
ty and  to  our  entire  Fellowship. 
The  Lord  has  been  good!

their  teens  and  children.  Standing  on 
the  lawn  of  our  new  Northwest  home- 
mission  church  I  watched  the  crowds 
appearing  across  the  street  at  a  mon- 
strosity of  a  church  building.  Our 
pastor  said,  "You  know  they  are 
charging  tuition  and  have  a  waiting 
list?"  At  that  time  they  were  inviting 
in  all  types  of  religions  to  broaden  the 
thinking  of  their  young. 

Now  nearly  half  of  the  association's 
1,100  Sunday  schools  have  introduced 
the  new  sex  education  program  en- 
titled, "About  Your  Sexuality."  It 
totally  depicts  adults  engaged  in  sexual 
activity,  other  types  of  sexual  behavior 
and  perversion.  The  film  strips  and  still 
pictures  are  accompanied  by  tape  re- 
cordings of  teenagers  describing  their 
first  "experiences."  The  curriculum 
also  offers  information  on  birth  con- 
trol, human  reproduction,  venereal 
disease,  menstruation  and  seminal 
emissions. 

Newsweek\  editor  says,  "The 
materials  used  by  the  Unitarians  are 
considerably  franker  than  most  par- 
ents would  tolerate  in  public  schools 
or  in  their  own  homes."  Rev.  Eugene 
Navias  of  the  national  education  staff 
of  the  free-form  denomination  says, 
"Our  religion  believes  in  trying  to  help 
people  with  every  problem,  therefore, 
we  feel  that  every  question  is  fit  to 
bring  up  in  church."  Their  young 
people  are  encouraged  to  talk  in  the 
robust  vernacular  of  the  male  and 
female  genitalia,  sex  activity  and  to  do 
so  unselfconsciously.  Classes  are 
taught  by  a  male-female  team  to  avoid 
shyness.  Traditional  religious  norms,  in 
fact,  are  all  but  ignored,  and  Biblical 
precepts  concerning  sex  tends  to  be 
dismissed  as  moralistic  hang  ups.  When 
one  girl  had  an  abortion,  a  sex  edu- 
cator from  Connecticut  reported  that 
the  class  focused  on  this  for  weeks. 

Over  3,000  adult  Unitarians  have 
taken  the  course.  Other  denominations 
are  studying  the  curriculum  to  see  how 
it  may  be  adapted  to  their  program. 
Some  have  objected  to  the  portrayal 
of  sex  play  and  disapprove  of  the 
Unitarians'  almost  total  reliance  on  a 
"do-it-yourself  moral  code. 

The  extremely  liberal  position  of 
the  Unitarian  Church  on  the  Bible, 
God,  creation,  salvation,  sin,  heaven 
and  hell  leaves  the  Bible-believing 
Christian  "cold."  Such  classes  as  are 
described  above  must  be  totally  devoid 


of  the  Biblical  precepts  on  such  an  in- 
timate subject.  Unbelieving  teachers 
handling  such  subjects  in  the  common 
vernacular  of  the  street  would  reduce 
this  class  to  just  another  "sex  discus- 
sion." Encouragements  of  visuals,  free 
exchanges  of  experiences,  and  unself- 
conscious  expression  would  inflame 
and  arouse  sexual  drives  and  hungers 
beyond  control. 

Why,  with  all  the  so-called  sex 
education  do  we  have  more  rapes, 
abortions,  unwed  mothers,  illegitimate 
children,  divorces,  sex  maniacs  and 
murders  than  ever  in  our  history?  It  is 
not  a  mere  population  problem— for 
this  crime  is  outstripping  our  popu- 
lation four  and  five  to  one.  Liberalized 
thinking  in  educational  institutions,  in 
the  apostate  church,  in  our  judicial 
system,  in  our  American  homes  is  a 


A  positive  attitude  toward  the  truth 
on  sex  from  the  Bible  is  an  absolute. 
God  demands  a  holy  life  (II  Peter  1;3; 
Eph.  1:4;  Rom.  12:1-2);  a  sanctity 
among  the  sexes  before  marriage  (I 
Cor.,  chap.  7);  after  marriage  (Rom. 
7:1-6;  Gal.  5:19);  and  a  proper  rela- 
tionship during  married  life  (Eph. 
5:21-33;  I  Peter  3:1-7).  Let  us  em- 
phasize that  God  condemns  the  sins  of 
the  flesh:  perversion  (Rom.  1:24-32); 
promiscuousness  (I  Cor.  6: 15-20);  and 
the  satisfaction  of  other  fleshly  desires 
(Rom.  13:14;  Eph.  4:22-29).  If  God's 
holy  law  of  love  prevails,  and  the  Holy 
Spirit  is  allowed  to  guide  the  life,  and 
the  new  nature  controlled  by  Christ  is 
the  "main  spring"  in  the  Christian 
life— sex  problems  will  be  cared  for  in 
the  providential  work  of  God.  (of. 
Rom.,   chap.    13  with  I  Cor.,  chap. 
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major  contributor.  A  tolerant  attitude 
toward  pornographic  literature  and 
free  expression  in  the  news  and  maga- 
zine media  is  another  contributor.  Do 
not  forget  the  power  of  the  fallen 
nature  of  mankind  and  its  obsession  to 
do  "its  thing."  Most  tragic  of  all  is 
the  complacency  among  Christians  to 
really  emphasize  what  the  Bible  says 
about  sin  and  God's  total  demand  for 
holy  living  on  the  part  of  the  child  of 
God. 

This  writer  believes  that  sex  edu- 
cation should  start  in  the  home  with 
parents  who  know  the  Lord,  and  who 
can  present  God's  moral  code  and 
standard  from  the  Word  of  God  to  the 
child  from  his  earliest  years.  Christian 
mothers  and  dads  have  a  definite  re- 
sponsibility as  parents  to  inform  their 
young  as  systematically  and  complete- 
ly as  the  child  matures;  always  couch- 
ing these  intimate  truths  in  the 
light  of  the  Scriptures.  Churches  and 
Sunday  schools,  too,  have  a  responsi- 
bility to  present  the  truth  regarding 
these  subjects  as  God  speaks  in  His 
Word,  but  never  with  unbelieving 
teachers,  or  in  the  common  vernacular 
of  the  street. 


13).  The  Bible  does  not  rule  out  the 
use  of  proper  medical  help,  properly 
sought,  when  sex  problems  persist.  Do 
not  minimize  the  sufficiency  of  the 
Word  of  God  for  the  answers  to  the 
problems  of  life. 

It  is  true  that  much  of  the  sex 
philosophy  of  the  past  has  been 
characterized  by  speculation,  cloudy 
thinking  and  secrecy.  We  appreciate 
the  scientific  research  that  has  brought 
new  knowledge  to  light.  However,  we 
see  a  danger  in  this  amount  of  "free 
discussion,"  openness,  and  candor 
with  which  so  many  groups  are  dwell- 
ing on  the  subject.  The  danger  lies  in 
the  area  of  "exploitation"  rather  than 
"education." 

Pastors,  youth  leaders,  and  Sun- 
day-school teachers  would  do  well  to 
teach  the  whole  counsel  of  the  Lord 
from  His  Word.  When  in  the  course  of 
the  Word  these  subjects  come  they  can 
be  taught  from  the  scriptural  view- 
point. Ample  opportunities  to  present 
Christ  and  His  overcoming  power  to 
sin  wUl  arise  out  of  the  complex  sexual 
mess  found  in  our  nation  at  this  time. 
Let's  face  them  for  the  glory  of  God!

The  twenty-ninth  of  February  will 
be  the  fourteenth  of  the  Hebrew 
month  of  Adar  and  the  Scroll  of 
Esther  will  be  read  in  its  entirety  in 
the  synagogue.  Again  the  Jewish 
people  will  be  reminded  of  how  the 
hatred  of  one  man,  Haman,  almost 
caused  the  destruction  of  all  the  Jews 
in  the  Persian  kingdom.  The  day  for 
this  extermination,  he  determined  by 
casting  lots,  thus  the  name.  The  nation 
was  saved  by  the  bravery  of  Esther, 
who  had  become  queen  of  Persia,  and 
the  wisdom  of  Mordecai,  her  uncle. 

Though  God's  name  is  not  men- 
tioned in  this  book.  His  hand  is  seen. 
As  Mordecai  says  to  Esther:  "Think 
not  with  thyself  that  thou  shalt  escape 
in  the  king's  house,  more  than  all  the 
Jews.  For  if  thou  altogether  boldest 
thy  peace  at  this  time,  then  shall  there

enlargement  and  deliverance  arise  to 
the  Jews  from  another  place;  but  thou 
and  thy  father's  house  shall  be  de- 
stroyed: and  who  knoweth  whether 
thou  art  come  to  the  kingdom  for  such 
a  time  as  this?"  (Esther  4:13-14).  The 
tables  were  turned  and  the  enemy  and 
his  family  met  disaster  instead.  Al- 
though the  law  of  the  Persians  could 
not  be  changed,  the  Jews  were  given 
the  authority  to  defend  themselves. 
Thus  disaster  was  turned  into  victory. 

Instead  of  mourning,  the  four- 
teenth of  Adar  became  a  day  of  re- 
joicing. Purim  is  the  most  joyful  Jew- 
ish holiday,  often  taking  on  a  carnival 
spirit.  There  is  not  only  much  merry- 


making and  feasting,  but  masquerades 
and  plays.  As  the  story  of  Esther  is 
read  in  the  synagogue,  whenever  the 
name  of  Haman  is  mentioned  it  is 
drowned  out  by  much  noise.  In  some 
places  the  name  of  Haman  is  written 
on  the  soles  of  the  shoes  so  that  his 
name  is  actually  wiped  out. 

Haman  has  become  the  synonym 
for  other  enemies  of  Israel,  such  as 
Hitler  in  our  times.  He  should  have 
taken  a  lesson  from  "the  wicked  one" 
of  the  Book  of  Esther  as  well  as  other 
Scriptures  too,  such  as  Genesis  12:3: 
"I  will  bless  them  that  bless  thee,  and 
curse  him  that  curseth  thee." 

Though  Jewish  people  will  be  cele- 
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hen  and  No^v

brating  Purim  with  much  festivity, 
they  will  also  be  conscious  of  "Ha- 
manism"  that  exists  today.  They  are 
concerned  about  the  growth  of  anti- 
Semitism.  In  1971  Iraq,  which  was  a 
part  of  the  ancient  Persian  empire, 
figures  in  the  news  because  of  the 
treatment  of  the  small  group  of  Jewish 
people  remaining  there,  but  who 
wanted  to  leave.  There  has  been  dis- 
crimination against  the  Jews  in  other 
Arab  countries,  and  Russia  could  also 
be  cited. 

Unfortunately,  America  is  not  guilt- 
less either.  Especially  are  we  becoming 
aware  of  this  in  Southern  California 
with  the  increased  activities  of  the 
Nazi  party.  There  was  a  confrontation 


between  them  just  recently.  Even  in 
our  own  area  we  have  experienced  it. 
Several  years  ago  a  swastika  was 
burned  into  the  lawn  of  one  of  the 
Jewish  homes.  Occasionally  there  is 
parked  in  front  of  the  Mission  a  car 
with  a  sticker  saying:  "I  am  a  member 
of  the  night-watch  patrol."  This  is  a 
volunteer  group  of  Jewish  men  who 
will  assist  Jewish  people;  especially  in 
getting  home  safely  and  will  help  in 
case  of  incidents. 

Last  month  at  our  ladies'  discussion 
meeting  the  subject  was  brought  up. 
This  was  occasioned  by  a  radio  talk- 
program  that  several  had  heard.  On  it 
one  lady  had  harangued  the  Jewish 
people  unmercifully.  This  party  was  so 


bigoted  that  she  labeled  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  and  Rockefeller  as  Jews. 
Those  present  at  our  meeting  were 
thankful  for  several  who  phoned  in  to 
take  issue  with  what  had  been  said.  As 
we  Christians  take  a  stand  against 
anti-Semitism,  we  can  demonstrate  to 
the  Jewish  people  our  love  and  con- 
cern for  them. 

We  also  need  to  warn  them  of  the 
most  wicked  of  Hamans,  Satan,  who 
seeks  not  only  the  destruction  of  the 
Jewish  people  but  all  mankind.  His 
doom  too  is  sure.  From  among  the 
Jewish  people  God  has  again  provided 
His  Deliverer,  even  Jesus  Christ,  God 
the  Son,  who  is  the  Saviour  of  the 
world.  #

To  some  the  Scripture  passage  in  I  Corinthians  10:23  is 
one  of  those  "problem  verses"  in  the  Bible.  "All  things  are 
lawful  for  me,  but  all  things  are  not  expedient;  all  things 
are  lawful  for  me,  but  all  things  edify  not."  Taken  out  of 
context  and  out  of  the  supporting  scriptural  teaching  on 
the  subject  of  Christian  liberty  and  conduct,  it  may  well 
become  such  a  problem.  The  Holy  Spirit  has  not  intended 
to  make  problems  but  to  solve  them  for  us. 

The  Word  of  God  distinguishes  itself  by  its  emphasis 
upon  great  moving  principles  in  the  realm  of  faith  in  action. 
Such  an  emphasis  results  in  the  elimination  of  many  little 
things  we  try  to  tell  other  people  the  Bible  teaches.  God's 
Word  is  silent  about  many  details  that  bother  not  a  few 
people  in  our  churches.  For  example:  we  do  not  know  from 
the  Bible  what  constitutes  the  age  of  moral  accountability. 
We  cannot  determine  the  nature  of  Paul's  thorn  in  the  flesh. 
There  is  no  mention  of  the  details  of  the  future  body  of  the 
wicked.  We  cannot  find  in  the  Bible  anything  that  describes 
the  physical  features  of  our  blessed  Lord  while  in  the  days 
of  His  flesh  on  earth.  And  so  on  and  on  there  are  many 
such  items. 

Three  general  principles  must  be  seen  in  God's  Word  ir 
order  to  understand  the  scope  and  spirit  of  Christian 
liberty.  God  definitely  tells  us  many  things  that  are  per- 
mitted. One  illustration  may  help  you  see  this.  God  says. 
"Marriage  is  honourable  in  all"  (Heb.  13:4).  God  says  so, 
and  that  settles  it.  To  be  sure,  there  is  a  large  body  of  truth 
concerning  Christian  marriage,  its  duties,  its  obligations. 
But  there  is  no  doubt  that  God  puts  His  stamp  of  approval 
upon  it. 

On  the  other  side  of  Spirit-inspired  Scripture  there  are 
many  things  God  says  are  prohibited.  A  list  of  examples  is 
not  needed,  but  here  is  a  simple  one.  In  Exodus  20  are  the 
commandments.  God  says,  "Thou  shalt  not  steal."  Nc 
doubt  can  arise  here— God  says  it  is  wrong  to  steal. 

In  between  these  two  bodies  of  revealed  truth  is  anothe: 
category— the  problematic  or  doubtful  things.  Our  text  and 
its  context  fits  into  this  last  group  along  with  the  related 
passages  found  in  Romans,  chapters  14  and  15.  The  apostle 
tackles  some  of  the  "all  things  are  expedient"  in  the  Book 
of  Romans,  as  well  as  in  First  Corinthians,  chapter  ten 
However,  rather  than  go  into  the  detaOs  which  will  always 
differ  from  case  to  case,  look  to  the  basic  principles  thai 
should  motivate  Christian  conduct. 

First,  as  a  believer  you  must  act  on  personal  conviction 
and  not  prejudice.  "Let  every  man  be  fully  persuaded  in  his 
own  mind"  (Rom.  14:5).  This  means  that  we  have  no  righ1 
to  pour  the  other  fellow  into  our  mold  of  conviction.  As  8 
fellow  minister  has  put  it:  "The  same  spirit  is  already  rife 
among  many  who  know  the  Lord  and  walk  contrary  to  the 
revealed  Word  of  God  on  the  subject." 

Space  forbids  telling  the  story  here,  but  read  it  for  your- 
self with  great  profit  in  I  Samuel  17  beginning  with  verse 
26.  Do  you  see  the  application?  Has  someone  ever  tried  tc 
press  their  armor  on  you?  They  no  doubt  assured  you  thai 
if  you  would  walk  like  they  walked  you  would  defeat  all 
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the  Goliaths  of  your  life.  Did  you  try?  Did  it  work?  Proba- 
Dly  not.  Thank  God  for  such  an  experience  if  it  leads  you 
to  do  what  David  did.  He  settled  for  a  sling  and  some 
stones.  They  were  his  and  he  knew  what  they  could  do  for 
le  had  tried  them  himself.  The  heart  persuasion  was  there, 
rhis  is  the  first  principle,  and  it  must  come  first.  Remember 
it  is  heart  conviction  based  upon  what  God  says  to  you  in 
His  Word.  No  secondhand  experience  will  do. 

The  second  principle  is  that  of  consideration.  This  is 
ivhat  we  learn  from  our  context  (I  Cor.  10:24)  and  also 
from  Romans  14:6-13.  "Let  us  not  therefore  judge  .  .  .  ." 
'Let  no  man  seek  his  own,  but  every  man  another's .  .  .  ." 
[Consider  the  brother  in  the  Lord  who  as  yet  may  be  unable 
to  walk  without  wobbling.  Your  Christian  liberty  must 
ilways  be  exercised  in  the  light  of  the  other  man's  con- 
science and  because  you  are  your  brother's  keeper  you  are 
responsible  for  your  influence. 

This  is  a  solemn  responsibility.  Failure  to  make  good 
lere  causes  a  weakened  testimony  on  your  part,  and  what  is 
nore  tragic,  it  causes  a  weakened  brother.  Romans 
14:16-21  makes  this  clear  and  also  our  context  in  I  Corin- 
thians 10:29,  32— "Give  none  offence." 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is,  food  will  not  commend  us  to 
aod.  We  are  no  worse  off  if  we  do  not  eat,  and  no  better 
Dff  if  we  do,  Paul  says.  Only  take  care  lest  this  liberty  of 
>f0urs  somehow  becomes  a  stumbling  block  to  the  weak.  If 
inyone  sees  you,  if  his  conscience  is  weak  and  this  weak 
nan  is  destroyed,  remember  he  is  a  brother  for  whom 
Christ  died.  Thus,  by  sinning  against  your  brother  and 
wounding  his  conscience  when  it  is  weak,  you  sin  against 
Christ.  You  must  consider  your  brother!  (I  Cor.  8:7-13). 

The  last  we  can  mention  here  is  the  principle  of  con- 
struction. Anything  which  I  allow  must  edify,  it  must  build 
ip.  As  Paul  says,  "Follow  after  the  things  .  .  .  wherewith 
Dne  may  edify  another"  (Rom.  14:19).  "Let  all  things  be 
done  unto  edifying"  (I  Cor.  14:26).  "And  he  gave  some, 
apostles;  and  some,  prophets;  and  some,  evangelists;  and 
some,  pastors  and  teachers;  For  the  perfecting  of  the  saints, 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the  body 
ofChrist"(Eph.  4:11-12). 

Is  the  thing  that  you  allow  in  your  life  as  a  child  of  God 
building  up  your  brother  in  Christ?  Or  is  it  possible  that  it 
is  actually  contributing  to  his  failure  and  defeat  as  a  Chris- 
tian? Remember  this  always,  it  doesn't  take  any  measure  of 
spirituality  to  hurt  a  brother;  it  takes  a  good  measure  of  it 
to  help  him! 

"We  then  that  are  strong  ought  to  bear  the  infirmities  of 
the  weak,  and  not  to  please  ourselves.  Let  every  one  of  us 
please  his  neighbour  for  his  good  to  edification"  (Rom. 
15:1-2). 

Overshadowing  all  your  conviction,  your  consideration, 
and  your  construction  will  be  this  ultimate  goal: 
".  .  .  whatsoever  ye  do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God"  (I  Cor. 
10:31).  All  the  doubtful  things  will  dissolve  into  delights  to 
do  the  will  of  God.  » 
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An  unbelieving  world  trembles  as  man's  best  efforts  fail  to  halt 

the  destruction  of  his  environment.  The  awful  truth  may  be  that  the 

Jaws  of  the  Great  Tribulation  are  beginning  to  open.

Almost  nobody  wants  to  listen  to 
the  truth,  if  that  truth  carries  a  tale  of 
woe,  and  especially  when  that  woe  in- 
volves them.  That  is  the  gist  of  an 
article  appearing  in  the  January  28, 
1972,  issue  of  LIFE  magazine  entitled, 
"Won't  Anybody  Hear  the  Awful 
Truth?"  That  awful  truth,  according 
to  the  writer  of  the  article,  is  the 
"ecological  crisis"  with  its  implications 
relating  to  survival. 

This  writer  insists  that  doomsday  is 
ahead  unless  something  can  be  done  to 
reverse  the  trends  now  in  operation. 
The  world's  environmental  iUs  are  now 
producing  a  deep  pessimism  in  men 
who  are  sufficiently  qualified  to  grasp 
the  full  significance  of  the  fact  that 
"the  vaunted  progress  of  modern  civili- 
zation is  only  a  thin  cloak  for  global 
catastrophe."  The  nearness  of  this  ap- 
proaching tragedy  is  perhaps  the  dis- 
turbing factor.  There  are  some  who 
think  that  "the  breakdown  of  society 
and  the  irreversible  destruction  of  the 
life-support  systems  of  this  planet, 
possibly  by  the  end  of  the  century, 
certainly  within  the  lifetime  of  our 
children"  is  matter  for  grave  concern. 

Now  that  the  warning  lights  are  on 
all  over  the  world,  any  number  of 
studies  on  survival  are  being  made,  and 
any  number  of  causes  are  being  cited 
to  explain  this  crucial  situation.  One 
of  the  most  popular  explanations  is 
the  population  explosion.  People  are 
multiplying  faster  or  beyond  the  point 
where  the  world  is  able  to  support 
them.  A  group  of  British  scientists 
have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  "in- 
definite growth  cannot  be  sustained  by 
finite  resources."  The  growing  demand 
for  natural  resources  wOl  soon  exhaust 
the  reserves,  so  that  within  a  hundred 
years  mankind  could  face  doomsday. 

One  writer  has  come  up  with  a  sug- 
gestion that  probably  most  people  will 
not  want  to  hear.  He  traces  this  crisis 
to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  booming 
technology  which  is  not  in  harmony 
with  nature.  This  has  been  developed 
largely  since  World  War  II,  and  "takes 
from  nature  what  cannot  be  replaced 
and  creates  waste  that  cannot  be  ab- 
sorbed into  natural  cycles  and  often 
destroys  them."  If  this  is  true,  this  is  a 


serious  indictment  of  what  is  cherishec 
under  the  title  of  modern  progress 
Perhaps  it  is  a  progress  of  a  kind,  bui 
perhaps  a  progress  the  end  result  oi 
which  could  be  destruction.  Can  this 
really  be  described  as  progress  in  the 
ultimate  sense? 

Now  that  the  warning  lights  are  on 
voices  with  solutions  are  making  them 
selves  heard.  One  word  is  being  heard 
more  than  any  other.  There  must  be 
adjustment,  adjustment  for  the  sake  oi 
survival.  This  could  mean  a  change 
from  affluence  in  society  to  austerity 
in  life.  The  burgeoning  benefits  oi 
technology  are  not  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  life  to  go  on.  Before  these 
came  into  existence  people  lived  and 
were  happy.  They  could  revert  to  the 
old  method  of  life  again,  especially  il 
it  meant  the  difference  between  ex 
tinction  and  survival. 

But  if  people  are  unwilling  to  face 
up  to  change,  then  perhaps  they  mighi 
be  willing  to  join  in  the  limitation  oi 
offspring.  This  is  being  proposed  ir 
any  number  of  places.  One  group  oi 
scientists  insists  that  if  men  are  no; 
willing  to  control  population  growth 
then  perhaps  within  a  hundred  year: 
the  crisis  will  have  reached  such  pro 
portions  that  there  will  be  an  involun 
tary  control  placed  on  populatior 
growth.  This  means  that  there  are  twc 
options:  a  rational  use  of  resources,  o: 
a  new  barbarism. 

When  a  group  of  scientists  from  th( 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technologj 
confess  the  enormity  of  the  problem 
it  behooves  the  common  man  to  weigl 
carefully  the  suggestions  for  solutioi 
which  they  offer.  These  suggestions  in 
elude  a  stablization  of  population  tc 
begin  by  1975,  and  the  building  o 
products  to  last.  It  is  almost  certaii 
that  neither  of  these  suggestions  has  sc 
much  as  a  ghost  of  a  chance  to  sue 
ceed,  at  least  not  to  begin  by  1975 
There  is  absolutely  nothing  in  th( 
trends  of  society  that  suggest  that  sucl 
moves  would  get  a  hearing,  let  alone  < 
vote  of  approval.

;ffort  to  probe  the  future  are  utterly 
utile.  The  best  minds  measure  the 
jast  and  then  endeavor  to  estimate  the 
uture.  At  no  time  is  it  possible  for 
Tien  to  imagine  the  new  elements  that 
iTiay  be  introduced  into  the  scene  and 
!:hange  the  picture.  They  are  not  even 
lable  to  diagnose  the  trends  of  the  past 
and  foresee  their  full  development. 
Hence,  any  predictions  of  men  are 
only  relatively  sound  and  trustworthy. 
But  this  is  not  true  for  God  who 
knows  the  end  from  the  beginning. 
Therefore,  predictive  prophecy  brings 
a  word  of  encouragement  to  all  those 
who  place  their  trust  in  Christ.  There 
is  hope  for  the  believer,  but  there  is 
every  reason  for  the  unbeliever  to  fear 
what  lies  ahead.  There  is  darkness,  and 
dread,  and  destruction  that  lie  ahead. 
A  period  of  time  will  be  ushered  in 
with  the  coming  of  Christ  for  the 
Church  which  will  constitute  the  dark- 
est period  in  the  history  of  civilization. 
It  is  known  as  the  Great  Tribulation 
(Rev.  3:10).  During  that  seven-year 
period  more  than  half  the  population 
of  the  earth  will  die.  Many  of  the 
things  now  envisioned  by  the  scientists 
in  the  ecological  crisis  could  explain 
the  wholesale  depletion  of  the  popu- 
lation. 

But  beyond  that  period  of  dark- 
ness, and  ushered  in  by  the  coming  of 
Christ  to  establish  His  kingdom,  there 
wUl  be  a  new  day  for  mankind. 
Nothing  hke  it  has  ever  been  experi- 
enced, unless  it  be  conditions  in  the 
Garden  of  Eden.  The  desert  will  blos- 
som as  a  rose.  The  waste  places  will 
become  fertile.  The  fertility  of  the 
earth  will  increase  to  phenomenal  pro- 
portions. Death  dealing  disease  and 
sickness  will  almost  completely  dis- 
appear. As  a  result,  life  will  be  pro- 
longed into  hundreds  of  years.  And 
under  these  favorable  circumstances, 
there  will  be  a  population  explosion 
beyond  anything  men  now  can  even 
think  of.  But  there  will  be  no  want 
experienced  on  the  part  of  any.  There 
will  be  an  efficient  distribution  of  the 
benefits  of  society.  Read  your  Bible 
(Isaiah,  chapters  11  and  35).  It  will 
raise  your  spirits  in  the  face  of  the 
pessimism  we  confront  today.  #

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The  theory  of  evolution  requires  that  man  forget  his  God,  forget 
his  Bible,  and  forget  his  own  uniqueness.  That  is  more  than  enough 
to  make  it  wrong. 


Note -The  author  hopes  that  the  following 
paragraphs  will  be  of  service  in  helping  the 
readers  to  answer  this  question  as  it  arises  in 
theii  contacts  with  the  world  that  has  so 
largely  adopted  the  theories  of  evolution. 
However,  the  reader  should  reahze  that  this 
article  gives  only  some  of  the  faults  of  the 
evolutionary  theory  and  does  not  attempt 
to  be  exhaustive. 

There  is  much  disagreement  as  to 
the  effect  of  the  doctrine  of  evolution 
upon  people,  upon  our  society,  and 
upon  our  churches.  But  it  is  at  least 
very  evident  that  evolutionary  philoso- 
phy does  not  lead  people  into  a  knowl- 
edge of  and  a  commitment  to  God.  Ever 
since  the  followers  of  Darwin  popular- 
ized the  doctrine  of  evolution,  evolu- 
tionary philosophy  has  been  known 
for  its  de-emphasizing  of  God  and  His 
works.  Certainly  no  one  can  deny  that 
these  teachings  have  brought  about  a 
loss  of  confidence  in  the  reliability  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures.  Even  the  form  of 
belief  we  call  theistic  evolution*  has 
failed  to  give  God  the  honor  it  claims 
to  give  Him,  for  theistic  evolution  is 
incompatible  with  a  belief  in  the  in- 
spiration of  the  Bible.  Consequently,  a 
loss  of  understanding  of  the  true 
nature  of  man,  of  the  needs  of  man, 
and  of  the  necessity  for  God's  remedy 
for  man's  sin  has  accompanied  the  loss 
in  confidence  in  the  Bible. 

In  its  more  extreme  form,  evolu- 
tionary philosophy  views  man  as  only 
a  highly  developed  animal  with  no 
responsibility  to  God,  and  with  no  real 
reason  to  restrain  his  moral  behavior. 
Thus,  man  becomes  his  own  god,  with 
the  power  to  formulate  his  own  moral 
laws.  This  blasphemous  philosophy  has 
undoubtedly  contributed  extensively 
to  the  moral  bankruptcy  in  which  so 
much  of  Europe  and  the  United  States

now  finds  itself. 

There  are  individuals  who  claim 
that  they  can  maintain  a  form  of 
evolutionary  philosophy  and  still  have 
a  high  regard  for  God  and  for  the 
Saviour.  We  do  not  wish  to  judge  the 
inner  thouglits  of  these  people,  but  we 
can  certainly  observe  that  such  beliefs 
do  not  often  accompany  the  piety  and 
simple  faith  which  are,  according  to 
the  Bible,  the  marks  of  a  true  Chris- 
tian. I  seriously  doubt  that  evolution- 
ary teachings  have  ever  led  anyone  to 
God  or  increased  anyone's  devotion  to 
God.  Thus,  from  the  practical  stand- 
point there  is  a  great  deal  wrong  with 
evolution. 

A  second  objectionable  feature  of 
the  doctrine  of  evolution  is  that  it  is 
not  in  agreement  with  the  plain  state- 
ments of  the  divinely  inspired  Word  of 
God.  To  make  the  first  two  chapters 
of  Genesis  teach  that  man  evolved 
from  lower  animals  does  a  grave  in- 
justice to  the  reliability  of  divine  reve- 
lation, and  also  to  the  reliability  of 
language.  The  Genesis  account  of  the 
creation  of  man  in  the  image  of  God 
gives  absolutely  no  hint  nor  suggestion 
that  man  evolved  from  lower  organ- 
isms. Rather  it  points  out  the  contrast 
between  man  and  the  animals,  by  in- 
dicating that  Adam  could  find  no 
animal  that  was  "bone  of  my  [liis] 
bones,  and  flesh  of  my  [his]  flesh" 
(Gen.  2;23). 

If  one  resorts  to  the  theory  that  the 
Genesis  account  is  an  allegory  designed 
to  convey  a  spiritual,  rather  than 
literal  meaning,  we  are  then  faced  with 


the  question  of  why  the  Holy  Spit 
gave  a  detailed  description  of  tl 
creation  of  Adam  and  Eve— even  to  tl 
point  of  giving  the  precise  geograph 
location  of  the  Garden  of  Eden  (Ge 
2:10-14).  If  God  knew  that  man  real 
had  evolved  from  lower  animals,  ho 
then  could  it  have  been  a  righteous  a 
on  His  part  to  give  man  a  descriptic 
of  creation  which  is  so  opposite 
evolution?  The  Hebrew  language  w 
very  adequate  to  have  allowed 
general  description  of  creation  whi( 
would  not  have  conveyed  the  idea  of 
specific  series  of  events  by  whic 
plants,  animals,  and  man  were  create 
Thus,  the  theistic  evolutionist 
actually  accusing  God  of  knowing 
giving  Moses  a  picture  of  the  origin  ^ 
life  which  does  not  correspond  at  i 
to  reality. 

A  third  failure  of  evolutiona: 
doctrine  is  revealed  by  the  fact  th 
man  is  unique,  that  is,  distinctly  ai 
qualitatively  different  from  anima 
Theistic  evolutionists  usually  try 
maintain  the  reality  of  this  uniquenei 
but  are  at  a  loss  to  explain  where 
the  supposed  evolutionary  history 
man  this  uniqueness  arose.  In  oth 
words,  no  amount  of  evolutiona 
change  in  the  body  of  an  ape-like  a 
cestor— or  even  in  the  brain  of  such  i 
ancestor— could  result  in  creation  of 
rational,  self-conscious  human  bein 
with  the  capacity  to  know  and  wc 
ship  God.  All  attempts  to  explain  ho 
man  could  have  biologically  evolvf 
from  lower  animals,  yet  have  be( 
uniquely  created,  are  very  unsat 
factory. 

A  fourth  fundamental  objectic 
to  the  doctrine  of  evolution  is  that 
encourages   the  practice  of  trying 
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compartmentalize"  ideas  in  one's 
lind.  Thus  a  man  will  try  to  keep  his 
liblical  behefs  in  one  part  of  his  mind, 
ut  at  the  same  time  try  to  maintain 
ontradicting  evolutionary  ideas  in  an- 
ther part.  However,  this  is  really  an 
npossible  practice,  because  of  the 
ict  that  our  God  teaches  us,  both  in 
lie  Bible  and  in  nature,  that  two  op- 
osite  teachings  cannot  both  be  true, 
'he  end  result  of  the  "compartmental- 
dng"  practice  is  that  the  person  soon 
evelops  either  a  distorted  view  of  the 
iible,  or  a  distorted  view  of  science,  or 
oth. 

One  of  the  failures  of  evolutionary 
jachings  which  is  widespread,  yet  is 
hnost  completely  unnoticed,  is  the 
dverse  effect  which  evolutionary 
octrine  has  on  the  teaching  of  biolo- 
y  in  our  public  schools.  It  is  a  strange 
nigma  that  the  very  philosophy  which 
>  said  to  enlighten  man's  mind  so  that 
e  can  properly  understand  living 
Tganisms,  actually  hinders  large  num- 
ers  of  students  from  gaining  an  appre- 
iable  knowledge  of  the  biological 
/orld.  (This  is  most  unfortunate,  for 
he  study  of  the  intricacies  and  com- 
lex  cellular  organization  of  living 
hings  could  be  one  of  the  most  bene- 
icial  parts  of  education— a  part  which 
ives  abundant  and  overwhelming  evi- 
lence  concerning  the  wisdom  and 
narvelous  works  of  God.)  A  high  per- 
entage  of  biology  teachers  in  the 
lublic  schools  feel  that  they  must 
iresent  biology  from  an  evolutionary 
tandpoint,  or  at  least  within  a  some- 
i'hat  hidden  evolutionary  framework, 
lowever,  this  necessarily  introduces  a 
arge  amount  of  speculative,  non- 
lemonstrable,  and  confusing  material 
nto  the  teaching  process.  Biology  is, 


for  the  most  part,  a  very  exact  science 
which  has  accumulated  great  masses  of 
factual  material,  but  the  doctrine  of 
biological  evolution  is  highly  theoreti- 
cal. Different  authors  and  teachers 
present  conflicting  views  concerning 
the  supposed  evolutionary  origin  of 
specific  plants  and  animals.  For  ex- 
ample, evolutionary  biologists  have 
never  been  able  to  agree  on  the  origin 
of  vertebrate  animals.  Some  have 
taught  that  they  evolved  from  seg- 
mented worms,  others  that  they  were 
derived  from  scorpion-like  animals  of 
the  Phylum  Arthropoda,  and  still 
others  that  they  evolved  from  mem- 
bers of  the  group  to  which  the  star- 
fishes belong. 

Such  disagreement  among  the 
biologists  themselves  concerning  the 
origin  and  evolutionary  history  of 
specific  plants  and  animals  has  also 
made  it  very  difficult  for  them  to 
agree  on  a  usable  classification  of  the 
groups  of  living  things.  Because  of  this 
disagreement,  many  of  the  families, 
classes,  and  orders  of  plants  and 
animals  have  been  rearranged  numer- 
ous times,  leaving  students  in  a  state  of 
bewilderment.  This  instability  of 
evolutionary  theory  often  gives  stu- 
dents the  impression  that  the  entire 
study  of  biology  is  in  a  state  of  un- 
certainty. Such  an  impression  is  very 
incorrect,  because  there  is  a  vast  body 
of  information  concerning  both  the 
structure  and  physiology  of  living 
things,  which  is  understood  with  cer- 
tainty. For  example,  the  main  facts 
which  the  early  naturalists  learned 
about  animals  and  plants  have  stood 
the  test  of  time.  Thus,  when  these 
men,  many  decades  ago,  observed  that 
jellyfishes    have    a    higlily    branched 


digestive  system  which  distributes 
food  to  all  parts  of  the  body,  they 
were  contributing  factual  information 
to  our  knowledge  of  the  lower 
animals.  In  the  same  way,  they,  the 
biologists  who  have  lived  since,  have 
accurately  observed  many  more  defi- 
nite functions  of  jellyfishes  and  other 
creatures. 

When  students  are  led  to  lose  sight 
of  the  definitely  known  information 
about  living  things,  and  to  concentrate 
on  the  indefinite  and  controversial 
theories  of  evolutionary  origins  of 
those  living  things,  they  are  suffering  a 
great  loss.  They  are  losing  much  of  the 
joy  of  discovery  of  the  orderly 
processes  and  activities  which  go  on 
constantly  in  God's  world  of  living 
organisms.  And  further,  they  often 
lose  what  interest  they  may  have  had 
in  the  science  of  biology. 

Thus  it  is  evident  that  our  society  is 
suffering  numerous  losses  because  of 
evolutionary  teachings.  The  spiritual 
losses  mentioned  in  the  earlier  part  of 
this  article  are  so  serious  that  we  need 
to  be  ready  to  help  all  who  have  fallen 
under  their  infiuence.  We  should  also 
take  whatever  steps  we  can  to  correct 
the  loss  in  the  realm  of  education. 
Why  should  uncertainty  rule  in  the 
minds  of  students  when  the  infallible 
truths  of  the  Bible  are  available,  and 
when  there  are  so  many  definitely 
known  aspects  of  biology  to  learn? 

*Theistic  evolution  is  a  form  of  belief  which 
admits  the  necessity  of  God  as  creator  of 
the  original  earth,  but  holds  that  God  then 
used  evolutionary  processes  for  the  de- 
velopment of  life.  Some  theistic  evolution- 
ists hold  that  God  actively  controlled  and 
directed  the  evolutionary  processes  all  the 
way  from  the  lower  forms  of  life  to  the  sup- 
posed emergence  of  man.  W

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An  Amazing  Prophecy 
of  Isaiah 


The  literal  fulfillment  of  Bible 
prophecies  has  been  one  of  God's  great 
assurances  to  His  people  that  He  is  in- 
finitely wise  and  powerful  and  is  there- 
fore fully  capable  of  caring  for  the 
needs  of  His  people.  What  comfort  it  is 
to  the  Christian  to  read  the  Old  Testa- 
ment prophets  concerning  the  birth, 
life,  death,  and  resurrection  of  Christ, 
and  then  to  marvel  at  the  unfolding  of 
these  events  in  the  Gospels! 

In  Israel's  time  of  bondage  and 
deep  discouragement  during  the  Bab- 
ylonian Captivity  (especially  after  the 
destruction  of  Jerusalem  in  586  B.C.), 
God  began  to  brighten  their  hopes 
through  the  appearance  of  Cyrus  the 
Great,  King  of  the  Persians  and  Medes. 
This  migltty  conqueror  had  actually 
been  named  by  the  prophet  Isaiah  one 
hundred  years  before  his  birth  (Isa. 
44:28  and  45:1*)!  Furthermore,  the 
basic  outline  of  his  military  career  was 
sketched  in  advance,  and  his  decree  for 
the  rebuilding  of  the  Temple  in  Jeru- 
salem was  clearly  predicted. 

The  truly  remarkable  thing  about 
these  prophecies  in  Isaiah  is  that  they 
are  self-authenticating  and  obviously 
genuine.  The  cycle  of  prophecies  con- 
cerning Cyrus  in  Isaiah  (beginning  with 
41:2,  25;  climaxing  with  44:28-45:7; 
and  ending  with  45:13;  46:11;  and 
48:14f)  is  found  in  that  portion  of 
Isaiah's  writings  which  emphasizes  the 
absolute  sovereignty,  omnipotence, 
and  omniscience  of  Jehovah  God  as 
over  against  the  gods  of  Babylon  (Isa. 
40—48).  His  naming  of  a  future  king 
is  not  unique  in  the  Old  Testament 
(cf.  I  Kings  13:2  with  II  Kings 
23:15-20),  but  it  is  unique  in  such  a 
way  as  it  focuses  universal  attention 
upon  Jehovah  as  the  One  who  alone 
can  predict  future  persons  and  events 
in  detail  (Isa.  41:4,  21-26;  44:25-26; 
45:11, 21;48:5,  14). 

It  hardly  needs  to  be  stated  that  no 
intelligent    Jew    (or    even    Gentile!)

would  have  been  impressed  by  such 
claims  to  omniscience  if  they  had  been 
written  after  the  predicted  events  had 
been  fulfilled!  And  yet  modern  critics 
insist  that  all  these  statements  about 
Cyrus  were  written  by  some  unknown 
Jew  soon  after  the  rise  of  Cyrus  for 
the  purpose  of  comforting  his  fellow 
Jews  in  the  midst  of  their  captivity! 

Not  only  does  this  widely  held  view 
among  the  negative  critics  reduce  the 
God  of  Israel  to  the  level  of  a  finite 
(and  rather  dishonest)  prophet,  but  it 
also  ignores  the  structure  of  the  Cyrus 
prophecy,  which  almost  demands  a 
futuristic  interpretation.  The  first 
naming  of  Cyrus  comes  as  the  climax 
of  a  unique  poem  of  five  verses 
(44:24-28)  which  celebrates  Jehovah's 
absolute  sovereignty  in  all  the  affairs 
of  men.  In  a  remarkable  book  entitled 
Tlie  Unity  of  Isaiah:  A  Study  in 
Prophecy  (1950),  Dr.  O.  T.  Allis 
reached  a  number  of  important  con- 
clusions concerning  this  poem,  among 
which  are  the  following:  "(I)  the 
prophet  has  constructed  his  poem  ac- 
cording to  a  definite  chronological 
scheme,  with  the  three  logical  divisions 
of  past,  present,  and  future  clearly  in- 
dicated; .  .  .  (4)  he  makes  the  first 
strophe  refer  exclusively  to  the  remote 
past,  thereby  suggesting  that  the  third 
strophe    deals    with    the    distant    fu-

ture  .  .  .  (7)  the  mention  of  Cyrus  b; 
name  in  the  last  hne  of  this  strophe  i 
clearly  a  climax  of  definiteness  an( 
supplies  the  reason  for  the  remarkabU 
construction  of  the  poem.  We  submii 
that  if  it  was  the  aim  of  the  prophet  t( 
represent  Cyrus  as  belonging  to  a  dis 
tant  future  and  the  mention  of  hi^i 
name  as  highly  significant  and  memo 
rable  for  that  very  reason,  he  has  ac| 
complished  his  task  with  consummate] 
skill"  (pp.  78f.). 

As  we  search  the  annals  of  secula<| 
history  concerning  the  astoundingJ 
victories  of  Cyrus  the  Great  in  the  late 
sixth  century  B.C.  against  the  Medes, 
Lydians,  and  Babylonians,  we  are  all 
the  more  astounded  at  the  vividness  of 
Isaiah's  prophecies  of  these  events.  It 
was  Jehovah,  the  God  of  Israel,  "who 
hath  raised  up  one  from  the 
east ...  he  giveth  nations  before  him, 
and  maketh  him  rule  over  kings;  he 
giveth  them  as  the  dust  to  his  sword, 
as  the  driven  stubble  to  his  bow.  Hei 
pursueth  them,  and  passeth  on  safely, 
even  by  a  way  that  he  had  not  gone 
with  his  feet"  (Isa.  41:2-3).  Not  only 
so,  but  He  "raised  up  one  from  the 
north,  and  he  is  come;  from  the  rising 
of  the  sun  .  .  .  and  he  shall  come  upon 
rulers  as  upon  mortar,  and  as  the 
potter  treadeth  clay"  (41:25). 

In  fact,  it  is  CYRUS-by  name!- 
"whose  right  hand  I  have  holden,  to 
subdue  nations  before  him,  and  I  will 
loose  the  loins  of  kings;  to  open  the 
doors  before  him,  and  the  gates  shall 
not  be  shut:  I  will  go  before  thee,  and 
make  the  rough  places  smooth;  I  will 
break  in  pieces  the  doors  of  brass,  and 
cut  in  sunder  the  bars  of  iron;  and  I 
will  give  thee  the  treasurers  of  dark- 
ness [an  estimated  $500,000,000  from 
the  kingdom  of  Lydia  alone!],  and 
hidden  riches  of  secret  places" 
(45:1-3).  It  is  "a  ravenous  bird  from 
the  east,  the  man  of  my  counsel  from 
a  far  country"  (46: 1 1)  who  "shall  per- 
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"orm  his  pleasure  on  Babylon,  and  his 
irm  shall  be  on  the  Chaldeans" 
48:14). 

What  Did  Cyrus  Accomplish 
For  Israel? 

Cyrus  was  God's  providential  in- 
trument  for  destroying  the  immediate 
;nemies  of  Israel.  But  he  made  a  posi- 
ive  contribution  to  Israel  as  well, 
saiah  44;  28  indicates  that  Cyrus 
vould  issue  a  decree  concerning  the  re- 
)uilding  of  the  Temple  in  Jerusalem 
"Cyrus .  .  .  shall  perform  all  my 
)leasure,  even  saying  of  .  .  .  the  temple, 
[hy  foundation  shall  be  laid")— a  re- 
narkable  prophecy  in  view  of  the  fact 
hat  the  destruction  of  the  Temple  was 
till  a  hundred  years  in  the  future!  The 
ulfillment  is  clearly  set  forth  in  the 
irst  six  chapters  of  Ezra. 

However,  we  are  faced  with  a  prob- 
em  in  understanding  the  true  signifi- 
;ance  of  the  prophecies  concerning  the 
ebuilding  of  Jerusalem:  "She  shall  be 
)uilt"  .  .  .  "he  shall  build  my  city" 
Isa.  44:28;  45:13).  Does  this  mean 
hat  Cyrus  would  not  only  build  but 
ilso  fortify  the  city  with  walls,  gates, 
ind  moat,  thus  launching  the  seventy- 
veek  prophecy  of  Daniel  9:25  (which 
ilearly  calls  for  "street  and  moat"  and 
hus  fortification)? 

It  is  quite  clear  from  history  that 
^yrus  made  no  provision  for  fortifying 
erusalem.  If  he  had,  then  Artaxerxes  I 
vould   have    referred    to   this   decree 


It  was  the  Temple  that  Cyrus  was  concerned  about;  and  anything 
that  would  further  the  efficiency  of  this  program  of  sacrifice  and 
gain  the  intercessory  prayer  support  of  Jews  and  thus  the  favor  of 
their  national  deity  would  be  of  great  concern  to  a  political 
polytheist  like  Cyrus. 


when  the  Jews  were  challenged  about 
447-446  B.C.  for  rebuilding  the  walls 
that  had  been  destroyed  by  Nebuchad- 
nezzar in  586  B.C.  (Ezra  4:12-13,  16). 
Nor  would  Artaxerxes  have  written  to 
the  enemies  of  the  Jews:  "cause  these 
men  to  cease,  and  that  this  city  be  not 
builded,  until  a  decree  shall  be  made 
by  me"  (Ezra  4:21).  It  would  seem 
rather  clear,  then,  that  official  per- 
mission to  fortify  Jerusalem  was  never 
given  by  any  Medo-Persian  monarch 
until  Artaxerxes  himself  issued  such  a 
decree  in  445  B.C.  (Heb.  2:8). 

What,  then,  did  the  decree  of  Cyrus 
in  538  B.C.  actually  provide  for?  It 
provided  for  an  unwalled  city  that 
could  accommodate  a  population  suf- 
ficient for  the  proper  functioning  of 
the  Temple.  It  was  the  Temple  that 
Cyrus  was  concerned  about;  and  any- 
thing that  would  further  the  efficiency 
of  this  program  of  sacrifice  and  gain 
the  intercessory  prayer  support  of 
Jews  and  thus  the  favor  of  their 
national  deity  would  be  of  great  con- 
cern to  a  political  polytheist  like  Cyrus 
(Isaiah  prophesied  that  he  would  not 
know  Jehovah— 45:4-5). 


The  very  form  in  which  these 
prophecies  are  written  shows  that  they 
could  not  have  been  written  after  the 
events  described— and  be  accepted  by 
godly  Jews  as  a  genuine  part  of  their 
canonical  writings.  The  Cyrus  proph- 
ecies are  set  forth  as  final  proof  that 
Jehovah  alone  can  predict  future 
events  and  persons  in  detail.  Also  the 
coming  of  Cyrus  was  set  forth  as  an 
event  of  the  distant  future.  In  all  the 
history  of  literature,  nothing  can  com- 
pare to  the  self-authenticating  quality 
of  God's  prophetic  Word. 

The  God  of  Israel  needed  no  props 
or  apologies.  He  was  perfectly  able  to 
take  care  of  His  people  in  the  most 
distressing  of  circumstances  and  in  op- 
position to  the  most  frightening  of 
enemies.  He  was  Israel's  great  God  in 
that  day  of  long  ago,  and— praise  His 
name! -He  is  our  God  today!  May  we 
learn  this  profound  truth  by  searching 
His  Word  daily  and  living  a  life  of 
daily  trust  in  the  midst  of  a  world  of 
turmoil  and  fear.

"The  Relevancy  of  the  Christian  Life"  was  the  title  of  a  panel  discussion  one  evening. 
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Thoughts  on 

Phrases  and  Paraphrases, 

Diversions  and  Versions 

We  are  in  the  era  of  the  "Version  of 
the  Month."  The  names  and  initials  of 
the  new  translations  and  paraphrases 
are  so  numerous  that  they  dazzle  the 
mind.  Like  an  example?  NET,  NASB, 
ASV,  LB,  JB,  GNFMM,  AV-and  there 
are  more,  many  more.  Such  an  out- 
pouring of  publicity  and  promotion 
has  surrounded  each  that  it  seems  at 
times  it  is  raining  new  Bibles.  The  pro- 
motion of  the  versions  has  been  met 
with  an  equal  outcry  by  many  con- 
cerning the  wrongs,  rights  and  intents. 
The  defense  and  the  criticism  for  these 
new  works  take  on  strange  forms  of 
argumentation. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  what 
we  are  seeing  in  these  publications  is 
an  attempt  to  bring  into  modern 
language  the  Word  of  God.  It  should 
also  be  kept  in  mind  that  this  is  taking 
two  forms.  One,  the  translation  of  the 
Word  of  God  which  takes  the  original 
words  of  the  Scriptures  and  endeavors 
to  find  their  counterpart  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  people.  To  translate  word 
for  word  and  still  bring  comprehension 
is  not  an  easy  task.  If  there  are  doubts 
on  this  subject,  talk  to  a  person  who 
has  tried  to  do  this  in  a  foreign  lan- 
guage. The  largest  missionary  organiza- 
tion engaged  in  translating  the  Word  of 
God  into  native  tongues  and  dialects 
freely  admits  that  much  of  its  work  is 
in  the  area  of  paraphrasing,  instead  of 
a  word-for-word  translation  from  the 
original. 

The  second  form  of  bringing  the 
Word  of  God  to  people  is  paraphras- 
ing. The  oustanding  example  is  the 
new  Living  Bible  by  Kenneth  Taylor. 
There  is  no  attempt  at  a  word-for- 
word  translation,  but  rather  a  reword- 
ing and  transmission  of  thoughts  and 
the  use  of  new  phrases.  Do  keep  in 
mind  there  is  nothing  wrong  with  the 
concept  of  paraphrasing.  Every  minis- 
ter does  it  every  week;  he  places  the 
truths  of  the  Word  of  God  into  his 
own  expressions.  The  same  is  true  of 
every  Sunday-school  teacher.  If  there  is 
something  wrong  in  tlie  concept  of 
paraphrasing  then  we  are  all  in  diffi- 
culty. I  know  of  no  Sunday-school 
teacher  or  minister  that  goes  to  his 
class  or  pulpit  and  reads  the  King 
James  Version  for  forty  minutes.  This 
thought    on    paraphrasing    does    riot 


mean  to  imply  that  there  are  no  prob- 
lems in  this  area,  there  indeed  can  be 
and  certainly  are. 

Before  you  write  that  note  that  you 
are  mentally  preparing  for  me,  please 
keep  in  mind  that  I  am  a  long-standing 
friend  of  the  King  James  Version  of 
the  Bible.  But  the  defenders  of  this 
version  take  on  strange  arguments  in 
tlieir  loyalty  to  it.  Such  a  statement 
as:  "It  is  the  only  version  authorized 
by  the  Holy  Spirit"  does  present  a 
problem.  The  King  James  Version 
needs  to  be  protected  from  its 
"friends."  This  would  mean  if  you  do 
not  have  a  King  James  Version,  you  do 
not  have  a  Bible  authorized  by  the 
Holy  Spirit.  Where  does  this  leave  the 
Christians  in  the  far-flung  corners  of 
the  world  with  their  innumerable  lan- 
guages and  dialects?  What  did  the 
Christians  of  the  first  1,600  years  do 
without  an  authorized  version?  In  this 
line  of  thought,  the  early  centuries  as 
well  as  present-day  non-English  speak- 
ing people  are  left  without  an  author- 
ized version. 

I  am  also  informed  that  all  versions 
and  paraphrases  other  than  the  King 
James  Version  are  from  the  devil  and 
deny  "all"  of  the  doctrines  that  we  as 
fundamentalists  believe.  Now  I  am  cer- 
tain there  are  passages  in  some  of  the 
versions  and  translations  and  para- 
phrases with  which  you   and   I  find 


fault.  But  such  blanket  statements  as 
were  just  mentioned  fall  under  the 
category  of  immature,  hazy  thinking 
and  do  not  speak  the  truth. 

My  mailbox  will  become  a  very 
busy  place  in  the  next  weeks  I  am  cer- 
tain. Before  you  write,  please  remem- 
ber—I am  a  strong  supporter  of  the 
King  James  Version,  but  I  also  see 
great  merit  in  bringing  the  Word  of 
God  to  people  in  the  language  and 
understanding  of  our  own  time.  A  new 
version  should  be  true  to  the  original 
manuscripts  which  is  what  we  believe 
inspiration  is  all  about.  It  should  be 
readable  as  well,  because  that  is  what 
we  want  people  to  do— read  it  and  be- 
Ueve  it.  Paraphrases  are  certainly  ac- 
ceptable and  beneficial  if  they  are 
clearly  labeled  as  such  and  understood 
not  to  be  word-for-word  translations 
of  the  original. 

Our  desire  as  Christians  is  to  have 
an  accurate  translation,  true  to  that 
which  was  inspired  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 
To  condemn  that  which  is  new  be- 
cause it  is  new  is  being  shortsighted. 
To  condemn  that  which  is  not  true  to 
God  is  being  faithful  and  vigilant.  The 
King  James  Version  had  its  critics  at 
the  beginning,  but  it  set  a  standard 
which  is  yet  to  be  surpassed,  and  there 
is  still  room  for  attempts  to  seek  im- 
provement in  clarity  of  understanding.

The  leader  of  San 
Francisco's  "Jews  for  Jesus"  movement  added,  "We  ...  do 
not  feel  that  we  have  defected.  We  do  not  have  an  easy  an- 
swer to  the  parents'  lament,  but  we'd  like  to  explain  some 
of  the  reasons  why  Jewish  young  people  are  turning  to 
Christ." 

Rosen  said  Jewish  youth  are  turning  in  faith  to  Jesus 
Christ  because: 

.  .  .  Anti-Christian  prejudice  is  incompatible  with 
traditional  Jewish  liberalism.  The  notion  that  no  sincere, 
thinking  Jew  would  consider  the  claims  of  Christ  is  just  as 
stupid  as  the  idea  that  most  Jews  have  a  plot  to  overthrow 
the  governments  of  the  world  and  bring  the  Zionists  to 
power. 

.  .  .  Personal  convictions  transcend  dogmatism.  All 
that  Judaism  has  had  to  say  when  confronted  with  the  prob- 
lems of  dope  and  degraded  sex  is  that  these  things  should 
not  be  done.  .  .  .  We  have  something  better  than  parental 
tears,  psychiatry,  or  panel  discussions  in  our  approach  to 
the  problems  of  life. 

.  .  .  We  who  are  Jews  for  Jesus  categorically  reject 
the  ethnic  chauvinism  of  our  parents.  We  believe  God  chose 
the  Jewish  people  for  His  service,  to  preach  the  good  news 
of  His  existence  and  His  redemption  for  all  people. 

.  .  .  The  Judaism  we  know  is  not  the  religion  de- 
livered by  God  to  the  prophets.  The  Judaism  of  the  prophets 
was  founded  on  the  basis  of  supernatural  revelation. 

.  .  .  Most  young  people  today,  Jews  included,  are  ex- 
perience-oriented. .  .  .  What  kind  of  personal  experience 
with  God  can  establishment-type  Judaism  offer  to  take  the 
place  of  what  we  know  has  happened  to  us? 

...  In  one  word,  "love"  is  a  reason.  In  Jesus  we 
have  found  .  .  .  love. 

.  .  .  While  in  the  committee  meetings  and  forums  of 
Judaism  the  discussion  is  continuing  on  how  to  define  a  Jew. 
We  have  found  the  meaning  of  Judaism  in  Jesus. 

.  .  .  And  finally ,we  Jews  for  Jesus,  young  and  old, 
know  that  in  choosing  to  worship  God  through  Christ  we  have 
gone  the  route  that  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  has  intended. 
We  believe  the  prophet's  description  of  the  coming  Messiah, 
who  would  suffer  and  die  for  our  sins.  Therefore,  we  hold 
to  our  Jewishness  and  treasure  it  as  something  given 
uniquely  by  God.  .  .  .

"Hurrah!  Baba  has  returned!"  the 
people  sang  and  shouted  to  welcome 
Pastor  Noel  Gaiwaka  back  home.  A 
crowd  was  waiting  for  hini  as  he  re- 
turned to  Bangui  after  almost  five 
months  in  the  United  States.  They 
clapped  their  hands,  hugged  him, 
and— African  style— blew  in  his  ears. 

Noel  was  impressed  with  almost 
everything  he  saw  in  the  States.  He 
thoroughly  enjoyed  the  fellowship 
with  the  Brethren  in  their  homes  and 
churches.  He  appreciated  the  love  that 
was  shown  him.  After  seeing  the  style 
of  living  the  missionaries  could  be 
having  if  they  were  in  the  States,  he 
knows  they  are  here  in  his  country  be- 
cause they  love  his  people. 

Noel  learned  much  and  is  trying  to 
encourage  his  people  to  do  some 
things  he  saw  in  the  U.S.  The  small 
self-supporting  churches  impressed 
him.  He  says  that  even  if  they  have 
only  fifty  members,  they  buUd  a 
beautiful  church  of  their  own! 

He  was  amazed  that  Brethren  there 
knew  the  names  of  African  pastors  and 
prayed  for  them  by  name.  When  some- 
one asked  him  how  "Baba  Voloun- 
gou"  was,  he  was  startled  and  his  heart 
beat  fast! 

The  question-and-answer  time  after 
the  services  impressed  him,  so  he  has 
given  opportunity  to  the  folks  here  to 
ask  questions  about  America.  Here's 
what  they  wanted  to  know: 

-Do  they  have  baptism  and  com- 
munion in  America  like  we  do?  Yes. 
But  he's  sorry  he  did  not  have  the  op- 
portunity to  partake  of  a  communion 
service  there. 

—Do  they  have  church  organizations 
(WMC,  SMM,  laymen,  and  so  on)  like 
we  do?  Yes.  Noel  was  thorouglily  im-

pressed  with  the  WMC  there,  but  was 
surprised  that  they  did  not  have 
dresses  or  uniforms  alike!  (They  do 
here.) 

-Do  tliey  have  old  folks  as  well  as 
young  in  tiieir  choirs?  Yes.  Here  when 
the  young  ones  come  in,  some  of  the 
older  ones  leave. 

-Do  they  have  other  denominations 
there,  like  Baptists?  Yes,  and  there  is 
real  fellowship  between  them,  Noel 
said.  Why,  they  even  invited  a  Baptist 
for  the  special  speaker  at  their  confer- 
ence! 

-Do  pastors  have  any  other  jobs  be- 
sides preaching  and  being  a  pastor? 
No.  he  said,  they  work  full  time  as  pas- 
tors. He  described  how  people  do  not 
sit  outside  their  houses  around  a  fire 
and  chat.  He  said  they  are  in  their 
closed  houses  and  the  pastors  go  and 
knock  on  the  doors  and  tell  people 
about  Jesus. 

-What  are  tlie  churches  like?  He  de- 
scribed the  carpeted  floors,  the 
several-storied  buildings,  the  Sunday- 
school  rooms,  the  organs,  and  so  forth. 
Our  churches  here  are  more  simple- 
one  large  room  with  open  sides  or  lots 
of  windows. 

-Did  they  receive  you  into  tlieir 
homes?  Yes,  like  a  brother  in  Christ! 

He  said  he  was  asked  why  men  and 
women  sit  on  different  sides  of  the 
church  here.  His  answer  was  that  he 
did  not  know.  They  were  already 
doing  that  when  he  was  saved  and 
came  into  the  church  as  a  young  man. 

Pastor  Noel  gave  a  report  of  his  trip 


to  the  U.S.  at  the  General  Conference 
of  Brethren  Churches  that  met  here 
soon  after  his  return.  He  told  them 
how  the  Brethren  in  America  conduct 
their  conferences.  When  issues  in  the 
conference  here  became  a  little  heated, 
he  suggested  they  appoint  a  committee 
to  handle  it  and  report  back  (he 
learned  that  in  the  U.S.).  He  told  of 
his  talks  with  Noe  Marandet,  the 
student  from  C.A.R.  who  is  in  medical 
school,  and  how  he  encouraged  him  to 
keep  bright  his  vision  of  returning  here 
to  minister  to  his  own  people.  The 
people  were  very  interested,  for  they 
feel  that  with  the  small  offerings  they 
send  him  they  are  having  a  part  in  his 
education. 

Noel  liked  American  food,  although 
he  tried  to  keep  his  weight  down  and 
limit  salt,  having  been  warned  by  Dr. 
Harold  Mason  that  his  old  trouble  of 
high  blood  pressure  could  return.  He 
said  he  always  heard  that  Simon-Pierre 
Nambozouina's  favorite  food  in 
America  was  ice  cream  and  cake,  but 
Noel's  had  to  be  chicken!  He  said  that 
if  only  two  of  you  go  into  a  res- 
taurant, why,  you  each  get  a  half  a 
chicken! 

He  likes  American  clothes,  too.  He 
came  back  with  some  sporty  ones. 

He  said  he  used  to  think  that  mis- 
sionaries went  on  furlough  and  sat  and 
rested  and  ate  and  got  fat\  But  now 
after  his  strenuous  schedule,  he  knows 
that  they  travel  and  speak  and  travel 
and  speakl  (And  get  fat!— our  note.) 

He  is  happy  to  be  back  with  his 
people  but  is  glad  he  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing  the  Brethren  in 
America.  We,  as  missionaries,  thank 
you  for  the  warm  welcome  accorded 
this  beloved  brother  in  Christ.  # 
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Almost  a  year  has 
passed  since  the  of- 
ficial ending  of  the 
"Life  in  Christ" 
evangelism  campaign. 
The  campaign  co- 
ordinator sums  up 
some  of  the  astound- 
ing results 


God 

Moves 

in 

Africa 

By  Rev.  Wayne  Beaver 


Well  over  100,000  individuals  were 
won  to  Christ  during  the  year  of  the 
"Life  in  Christ"  campaign  conducted 
nationwide  in  the  Central  African  Re- 
public. It  had  taken  the  fifty  previous 
years  for  our  Brethren  missionaries  to 
reach  60,000  in  that  land  with  the 
Gospel. 

Prior  to  the  campaign,  pressures 
had  been  building  up  throughout  this 
country  of  two  and  a  quarter  million 
people.  Missions  had  been  here  for  the 
past  fifty  years;  churches  had  been 
established  but  had  lost  their  first 
pioneer  thrust.  The  pastors  were  be- 
coming concerned  that  the  lay  people 
had  grown  indifferent  to  the  work  of 
the  Lord. 

Then,  there  had  been  the  buildup 


of  other  forces.  When  I  first  came  to 
C.A.R.  twenty-five  years  ago,  a  Muslim 
was  so  scarce  in  the  country  that  he 
was  a  curiosity.  Today  there  is  a  Mus- 
lim element  in  every  town  and  village. 
The  Muslim  "evangelism"  is  unique. 
Single  Muslim  fellows  infiltrate  from 
the  north,  where  Muslims  are  strong; 
they  pay  the  dowry  price  and  take  a 
Central  African  wife.  In  this  same 
manner  they  take  two,  three,  and  four 
wives.  Their  children  are  raised  as  Mus- 
lims, and  so  the  population  becomes 
Muslim. 

A  Satanic  strategy  of  encirclement 
surrounds  and  presses  in  on  the  C.A.R. 
For  several  years  wars  have  been  going 
on  in  Chad  and  Sudan  to  the  north  in 
resistance  to  the  tide  of  Muslim  pres- 


sure. Central  African  Republic  now 
has  22,000  Sudanese  refugees,  with 
about  350  new  ones  crossing  the 
border  each  week.  The  Chinese  Reds 
are  in  Tanzania  to  the  southeast,  and 
the  Russian  communists  exercise  a 
strong  influence  in  Congo  Brazzaville 
immediately  to  the  south.  But,  in  spite 
of  these  pressures,  the  countries  that 
form  the  waistline  of  Africa  are  still 
open  to  the  Gospel. 

Actually,  from  a  human  standpoint, 
it  was  the  worst  time  for  Christians  to 
get  together  for  evangelism.  Quite  a  lot 
of  tension  had  come  to  exist  between 
the  missions  and  the  churches.  But 
God  was  moving  in  spite  of  how  con-

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ditions  looked.  On  the  part  of  some  of 
the  national  pastors  there  was  a 
desperation  and  an  urgency  buUding 
up  to  do  something  in  the  face  of  this 
growing  opposition. 

In  1967  we  heard  about  the  "New 
Life  for  AH"  movement  in  Nigeria, 
which  was  based  on  Evangehsm-in- 
Depth  methods  employed  in  South 
America.  Then  followed  the  "Christ 
For  All"  evangelistic  thrust  in  the 
Congo.  Our  pastors  became  interested. 
In  1968  I  attended  the  National  Con- 
gress of  Evangelism  in  Kinshasa,  and 
brought  back  material  explaining  how 
we  might  start  such  a  campaign. 

A  national  committee  on  evan- 
gelism was  formed  in  C.A.R.,  and  for 
the  first  time  representatives  from  all 
evangelical  missions  and  denomi- 
nations came  together  in  a  united  ef- 
fort. At  the  first  meeting  they  mapped 
out  a  program  and  appointed  a  litera- 
ture committee  which  gathered 
materials  from  the  successful  cam- 
paigns in  other  countries.  The  com- 
mittee determined  that  three  million 
pieces  of  hterature  would  be  needed 
for  the  training  of  workers  and  for 
direct  evangelism. 

Our  Brethren  mission  along  with 
Baptist  Mid-Missions,  which  are  the 
largest  mission  bodies  here  in  C.A.R., 
mailed  brochures  to  their  churches 
back  in  the  States  describing  the  op- 
portunities and  the  need  for  funds,  but 
the  response  was  not  nearly  enough  to 
blanket  an  entire  nation  with  the 
Gospel.  That  is  why  we  were  so 
thrilled  when  we  received  a  letter  from 
the  president  of  Bible  Literature  Inter- 
national, Mr.  John  M.  Falkenberg,  tell- 


ing how  BLl  had  put  out  a  fleece  and 
the  Lord  had  answered— they  were 
going  to  back  us  in  supplying  the  three 
million  pieces.  That  was  tremendous! 

The  national  pastors  were  really  the 
spark  behind  the  whole  campaign. 
They  started  by  holding  week-long  re- 
treats all  over  the  country.  Travel  was 
a  problem  if  850  pastors  were  to  at- 
tend one  retreat,  so  45  smaller  retreats 
were  held  in  various  areas  of  the 
country.  As  the  pastors  returned  to 
their  churches,  God  began  to  work 
through  the  congregations.  Small 
prayer  groups  were  established 
throughout  the  country  with  some 
150,000  people  praying  daily  in  over 
25,000  groups. 

When  God's  people  began  to  pray. 
He  really  began  to  bless.  The  people 
were  challenged  to  go  out  and  win 
tliree  of  their  unsaved  friends  to  the 
Lord.  This  was  the  most  exciting  part 
of  the  whole  campaign.  They  were 
given  cards  on  which  they  wrote  the 
names  of  three  unsaved  people.  In  the 
daily  prayer  meetings  they  would  pray 
for  these  friends  by  name.  After  they 
won  the  three  to  the  Lord,  there  was  a 
place  to  write  in  three  more  names. 
Some  of  them  went  through  four  and 
five  cards,  winning  as  many  as  twenty 
friends  to  the  Lord.  What  a  joy  on 
their  faces,  and  ours,  as  they  would 
bring  their  new  converts  to  church  on 
Sunday. 

Soul-winning  classes  were  started. 
The  course  was  written  so  that  the 
average  church  member  could  grasp  it. 
The  last  two  lessons  taught  how  to  use 
tracts  in  leading  certain  groups  to  the 
Lord.    Over     120,000    finished    the 


course.  Hut-to-hut  visitation  evan- 
gehsm  was  launched.  Conversions 
came  about  in  the  market  place,  in 
gardens,  in  front  of  homes— every- 
where! When  the  witnesses  appeared  in 
church  on  Sunday  with  their  new  con- 
verts, it  created  happy  problems!  You 
can  just  imagine  the  invitation  being 
given  and,  in  some  cases,  120  people 
coming  to  the  altar  for  prayer!  The 
members  of  the  church  had  to  evacu- 
ate their  seats  to  make  room  for  the 
new  converts.  It  was  a  thrilling  sight— 
the  prayers  of  Christians  through  the 
decades  were  being  answered  before 
our  eyes!  The  new  converts  were  en- 
rolled in  special  classes  and  given  liter- 
ature such  as,  "What  Is  a  Christian?" 
and  "The  Christian's  Walk." 

For  years  the  African  custom  has 
been  not  to  baptize  upon  confession 
of  faith  but  to  wait  five  or  six  months 
until  the  converts  are  trained  in  what 
they  believe.  After  six  months  of  the 
campaign,  it  was  interesting  to  see  the 
baptismal  services.  For  example,  the 
church  at  Yaloke  had  162  ready  for 
baptism  in  one  service— enough  to 
wear  out  any  pastor!  Four  other  pas- 
tors were  invited  in  and  all  five  were 
baptizing  the  converts  in  the  same 
water. 

The  pastors  were  wonderful.  God 
really  used  them  in  a  marvelous  way. 
Simon-Pierre  Nambozouina  had  a  nice 
comfortable  home,  was  raising  his 
family,  and  enjoyed  a  relatively  com- 
fortable job  teaching  in  the  Bible  Insti- 
tute. He  felt  led  of  the  Lord  to  give  up 
all  that  to  become  field  coordinator 
for  the  campaign,  and  has  been  on  the 
road   constantly   ever   since.    He  has

worn  out  six  sets  of  tires  on  his  motor 
bike,  traveling  8,000  miles  through  the 
hot  sun,  mud,  and  rainstorms— going 
from  one  congregation  to  another, 
helping  coordinate  the  literature  pro- 
gram and  follow-up  work  with  the 
converts.  On  one  occasion  he  was  told 
he  would  be  beaten  to  death  if  he  did 
not  get  out  of  town.  He  stayed,  con- 
ducted his  meetings  wdth  the  pastors, 
and  left  unharmed. 

One  crippled  man,  pastor  of  a  large 
church  of  around  1,500,  faced  the 
problem  of  teaching  all  the  classes  in 
soul-winning.  His  solution  was  to  teach 
twenty  of  his  leading  laymen,  who 
passed  the  teaching  on  to  the  rest  of 
the  people  in  individual  classes.  An- 
other pastor,  who  served  on  the  na- 
tional board  of  evangelism,  had  a  con- 
gregation of  1,200  when  we  started. 
The  church  began  to  grow  to 
1,500-2,000-2,500.  When  it  reached 
2,900,  he  discovered  that  only  a  third 
of  his  congregation  was  inside  the 
church  buUding.  Two  thirds  of  them 
were  outside  listening  through 
battery-operated  loud  speakers!  That 
congregation  was  in  the  middle  of 
buUding  a  second  church  when  I  left 
for  furlough.  The  pastor  told  me  as  I 
was  leaving,  "Never,  since  I  was  a 
child,  have  I  seen  the  Spirit  of  God 
working  as  He  has  been.  If  the  Lord 
continues  working  like  this,  we  are 
soon  going  to  have  to  build  a  third 
church." 

There  were  many  outstanding  con- 
versions. During  the  mission's  previous 
fifty  years  in  C.A.R.,  there  had  been 
only  two  or  three  Muslim  conversions. 
Yet,  during  the  year  of  massive  evan- 
gehsm,  there  were  a  number  of  Mus- 
lims converted.  1  remember  one  Mus- 
lim lady  saying:  "I  have  been  bowing 
my  face  to  the  ground  all  my  life-but 
now,  as  a  Christian,  I  can  look  up  to 
Jesus!" 

An  outstanding  testimony  came 
from  a  former  witch  doctor.  A  com- 
mon belief  among  C.A.R.'s  population 
is:  If  a  person  dislikes  someone,  he  can 
send  out  a  curse,  which  will  eat  up 
that  person's  spirit  and  he  wUl  die. 
They  believe  that  no  one  dies  a  natural 
death;  a  person  dies  by  the  curse  of 
someone  else.  This  witch  doctor 
claimed  to  have  special  medicine  to 
ward  off  these  evO  spirits.  Many  came 
to  him,  including  the  well-educated 
public  offic^ials  who  would  drive  250 
miles  for  his  "cur?.'"  When  this  widely

known  witch  doctor  accepted  Christ  as 
his  Saviour,  it  was  a  real  testimony  to 
the  power  of  the  Gospel.  He  and  his 
newfound  Christian  friends  gathered 
up  his  heathen  medicine  and  marched 
to  the  river,  where  they  dumped  it. 
What  a  marvelous  victory  over  the 
power  of  the  devil! 

In  Bangui  the  schools  allow  re- 
leased-time  Bible  classes.  Through  the 
Christians  in  those  classes  Gilbert  and 
Francine  Aellig  put  out  14,000  tracts 
which  the  young  people  took,  with  a 
word  of  testimony,  to  their  friends  in 
the  school.  This  shook  some  of  the 
Muslim  leaders,  who  protested  to  the 
school  officials.  The  government  stood 
by  us— and  the  young  people  con- 
tinued their  witnessing. 

In  the  James  Gribble  High  School 
under  the  direction  of  the  Steudlers, 
the  youth  formed  gospel  teams  and 
went  out,  holding  meetings  in  public 
schools  across  the  country.  They 
traveled  2,500  mOes  during  the  year  of 
the  campaign.  If  they  were  unable  to 
get  into  a  school,  they  would  wait  out- 
side until  dismissal  time,  blow  horns  to 
attract  attention,  and  then  hold  meet- 
ings under  the  trees  where  many 
would  find  Christ. 

The  last  phase  of  the  "Life  in 
Christ"  program  was  the  large  evan- 
gelistic campaigns.  In  one  city  we  had 
5,000  in  attendance.  The  School  of 
Theology  band,  under  the  direction  of 
Don  Hocking  and  Martin  Garber,  pro- 
vided   the    special    music.    What   was 


especially  interesting  about  that  meet- 
ing was  that  two  groups,  which  had 
been  enemies  for  a  century,  came  to- 
gether in  a  united  evangelistic  effort. 
One  group  were  Sudanese  people  from 
the  desert  country— husky  fellows  over 
six  feet  tall.  The  other  was  a  tribe 
from  the  southern  part  of  C.A.R.,  who 
were  a  short  people.  The  two  had  a 
history  of  fighting  each  other;  in  fact, 
seventy  years  before  the  missionary 
came  to  their  area,  they  would  eat 
each  other.  Now  these  former  canni- 
bals had  their  own  churches— but  were 
still  separated  by  their  historical 
hatred.  What  a  thrill  to  see  them  side 
by  side! 

It  was  suggested  that  a  rest  be  taken 
at  the  end  of  the  campaign,  to  regain 
energy,  evaluate  results,  and  start  again 
next  year,  but  the  pastors  on  the 
national  committee  wouldn't  hear  of 
it.  They  said,  "No,  we  can't  just  stop 
the  Spirit  of  God  and  say,  'Now, 
Spirit,  don't  work  for  a  while.'  "  They 
voted  unanimously  to  continue  the 
campaign  without  interruption. 

Although  the  year  ended,  our 
prayer  was  that  the  campaign  might 
really  be  just  beginning!  New  converts 
have  been  trained  and  are  going  out, 
and  the  fuU  cycle  of  evangelism  is 
turning  over  again.  May  many  more 
souls  yet  come  to  know  the  Lord  in 
Central  Africa!  »

A  Church  Is  Born

Arar,  the  old  river  goddess,  is 
weary.  She  never  hastens.  She  knows 
that  some  fifty  miles  farther  down  she 
will  meet  her  old  bridegroom,  the 
Rhone  River,  for  a  never-ending  wed- 
ding feast.  Long  ago,  a  Celtic  popu- 
lation had  settled  along  her  banks. 
They  lived  in  a  miserable,  dingy  village 
called  Matisco.  Years  and  Roman 
soldiers  went  by,  and  Arar  became 
Sauconna,  that  is.  Muddy  River.  Some 
1,972  years  later,  Matisco  has  become 
Macon,  and  Sauconna— "La  Saone"~is 
no  longer  a  goddess. 

Some  1,972  years  later .  .  .  what  is 
going  on? 

In  a  housing  center  for  young 
people,  two  boys  are  talking.  One  is 
Pierre  and  the  other  is  Jose.  They  try 
to  communicate  to  their  friends  that 
Christ  has  changed  their  lives.  Not  too 
far  away,  in  a  school  of  technology, 
Thierry  has  started  a  prayer  club.  Al- 
ready two  of  his  unchurched  friends 
have  joined  him.  One  of  them  has  just 
been  won  to  the  Lord.  Half  a  mile 
away,  a  young  girl  is  beaming  with  joy; 
a  few  hours  ago  she  was  baptized.  One 
block     farther,     Marie     Pascale,     her 


friend,  is  in  tears.  Her  parents  opposed 
her  being  baptized.  Down  the  street,  a 
young  woman  has  just  got  a  new  job  as 
an  answer  to  prayer.  Let  us  now  leave 
the  east  side  of  the  city  for  the  river. 

In  a  cozy  house,  a  father  and  a 
mother  are  happy.  Their  daughter  has 
taken  a  public  stand  to  follow  Christ. 
At  the  end  of  the  street  a  Portuguese 
couple  is  studying  the  Gospels.  They 
are  to  lead  a  Bible  study  with  other 
Portuguese  people  who  have  become 
interested  in  Christianity.  At  the 
southern  end  of  the  city,  Raphael  is 
coming  back  from  work,  whistling 
loudly.  Tomorrow  he  will  take  part  in 
some  evangelism  activity.  On  the  other 
side  of  the  river  Irene  is  memorizing 
Bible  verses. 

What  on  earth  is  going  on  in 
Macon? 

It  all  started  by  a  conviction.  "We 
should  form  into  a  church."  A  church. 
But  what  is  a  church.  A  building?  A 
Sunday  morning  meeting?  A  weekly 
spiritual  refill?  Or  the  zest  to  an  other- 
wise unbearably  tasteless  existence? 

"What  is  a  church?" 

So,    the   Macon  Christians  opened 


their  Bibles.  Then,  httle  by  httle,  over 
a  period  of  six  months,  an  image  ap- 
peared. The  church;  its  members,  head 
authority,  power.  Finally  on  the  thirti- 
eth of  January,  1972,  everybody 
gathered.  So  great  was  the  desire  of 
some  to  become  members  of  the  new 
community  that  they  insisted  on  being 
baptized  in  spite  of  the  cold  weather 
and  the  outdoor  Chateau  baptistry. 
Then  all  the  members  joined  hands, 
and  each  made  the  solemn  promise  to 
share  one's  faith;  to  support  one's  as- 
sembly througli  prayer,  gifts,  and  at- 
tendance; and  to  help  one's  Christian 
brothers  and  sisters.  Then  three  men 
knelt  down  before  everyone.  Tom 
Julien  laid  hands  on  them.  They  were 
set  apart  to  be  deacons. 

The  Macon  church  is  born:  eleven 
persons.  It  is  yet  a  very  small  child.  It 
has  to  be  taught  to  speak  and  to  walk. 
Through  prayer  and  reading  the  Bible, 
the  ministry  of  the  church  was 
studied.  Preaching,  prayer,  support, 
evangelism,  literature,  mission,  ad- 
ministration, liturgy,  visitation,  and  so 
on. 

On  the  sixteenth  of  February,  as 
these  things  were  presented  to  the 
church,  everyone  was  ready  to  fulfill  a 
ministry.  Some  ladies  offered  to  be  in 
charge  of  giving  visitation  assignments. 
A  few  men  volunteered  to  organize 
prayer  projects.  Evangelism  was  im- 
mediately taken.  The  church  is  already 
getting  up  for  its  first  steps. 

There  will  probably  be  downfalls, 
but  we  know  on  whom  we  rest.  Al- 
ready some  are  looking  toward  other 
parts  of  Macon,  even  to  other  neigh- 
boring towns.  ^

proved  for  return  to  their  fields:  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Wayne  Beaver;  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Don  Hocking;  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Tim 
Farner;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Peters; 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Williams;  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Robert  Juday.  Miss  Lila 
Sheely,  home  on  medical  furlough, 
was  authorized  to  proceed  to  Africa, 
pending  satisfactory  medical  clearance. 

Missionary  allowances  were  in- 
creased by  5  percent  over  base  salary. 
This  is  to  take  effect  on  July  1,  1972, 
with  additional  raise  of  5  percent  as  of 
January  1,  1973.

At  the  close  of  1971  there  were 
125  missionaries  under  appointment, 
with  1 1  more  on  extended  furlough. 
Concern  was  expressed  by  the  board 
for  the  drop  in  church-planting  and 
general  missionary  personnel. 

A  budget  of  $672,149.18  was  ap- 
proved.-JWZ  9* 
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Foreign  Secretary  John  W. 
Zielasko  and  board  member 
Bernard  N.  Schneider  traveled  to 
Africa  this  past  January  as  repre- 
sentatives of  the  FMS  board  of 
trustees.  The  pictures  on  these 
pages  document  their  trip. 

Purpose: 

1.  To  begin  work  on  the  strategy 
and  the  five-year  plan  of  the 
mission  and  the  church. 

2.  To  point  out  tension  areas 
and  seek  solutions  to  those 
tensions.

Conclusions: 


1 .  Church/mission  relationship 
good.  We  must  talce  advantage 
of  this  atmosphere  of  relaxed 
tensions  and  work  together  to 
get  our  organizational 
structure  in  good  working 
order  for  effective,  unified 
ministry  for  Christ. 

2.  Missionaries  are  overworked. 
Everyone  has  more  jobs  than 
can  be  accomplished  effec- 
tively. All  merit  higli  praise 
for  a  magnificent  job  being 
done  in  the  face  of  shortages 
and  other  problems. 

3.  Alarming  decrease  in  church- 
planting  and  development 
missionary  personnel.  Needed: 
men  schooled  in  the  Bible 
with  practical  experience  in 
church-related  ministries. 

4.  Problems  faced  by  missionaries 
today  differ  from  those  faced 
by  pioneers.  Needed: 
missionaries  who  sense  the 
call  of  God  so  strongly  that 
they  can  work  under  the 
stress  which  modern-day 
missions  forces  upon  them. 

5.  National  church  is  alive, 
indigenous,  evangelistic,  and 
growing.  National  leadership 
needs  further  training. 

6.  The  knowledge  that  home  church 
is  behind  the  missionary  in 
support  and  prayer  is  great 
morale  builder,  and  helps 
missionary  to  face  the  prob- 
lems of  his  work.

On  this  side  of  Calvary  we  don't  thinl<  of  MessiafTs'dfeaiW 

as  defeat.  We  know  His  resurrection  proved  He  was  tfie  victor  I 

in  the  drama  between  eternal  life  and  eternal  death. 


On  this  side  of  Calvary  crosses  have 
taken  on  an  unreahstic  hue.  Fashioned 
of  gold,  dangling  on  golden  chains,  or 
forged  of  strong  metal  and  perched 
high  atop  a  church  steeple,  they  are  a 
far  cry  from  the  rough-hewed  instru- 
ments of  torture  that  pockmarked  the 
horizon  in  the  first  century  A.D.  Then, 
crosses  represented  agony,  political 
power,  judgment,  shame,  tears. 
Society's  sneer  of  rejection  found  its 
expression  on  crosses.  Judiciary  out- 
rage, legitimate  or  not,  vented  its 
spleen  on  miscreants  by  way  of  a 
cross.  It  was  in  truth,  the  dead  end. 

My  Saviour  hung  on  such  a  cross. 

The  Creator  of  men,  the  Architect 
of  the  universe  was  fastened  to  a  cross 
by  cursing  soldiers  who  received  their 
very  strength  to  drive  the  spikes  into 
those  lovely  hands,  from  their  Victim. 

God's  only  begotten  Son  experi- 
enced the  torture  of  being  forsaken  by 
the  Father  as  He  turned  His  face  from 
the  One  who  bore  my  sin  on  a  cross. 

A  cross!  What  a  way  to  die. 

A  cross!  Symbol  of  man's  in- 
humanity to  man. 

A  cross!  Satan's  desperate  stab  to 
prevent  reconciliation  between  God 
and  man. 

A  cross!  A  sign  of  victory? 

A  cross!  TeU  me,  how  could  the 
One  on  that  middle  cross  be  con- 
sidered a  victor?  And  who  was  the  van- 
quished? Did  the  vanquished  really 
know  he  was? 

Can  apparent  defeat  actually  be- 
come a  vehicle  of  victory?  Men  react 
to  defeat  in  at  least  two  ways:  refusal 
to  try  again,  thus  losing  the  advantage 
of  growing  by  learning;  or  failure  to 
forgive,  becoming  embittered  and 
often  more  fully  confirmed  in  defeat. 

If  you  could  have  interviewed  any 
one  of  Jesus'  disciples  between  the 
time  of  His  apprehension  in  the  garden 
and  His  resurrection  you  would  have 


heard  a  recurring  word:  "Failure."  The 
general  consensus  of  citizens  who  had 
followed  Him  was  ".  .  .  we  [hoped] 
that  it  had  been  he  who  should  have 
redeemed  Israel .  .  ."  (Luke  24:21).  In- 
stead, He's  dead.  Hopelessness.  Disil- 
lusionment. 

On  this  side  of  Calvary  we  don't 
think  of  Messiah's  death  as  defeat.  We 
now  know  His  resurrection  proved  He 
was  the  victor  in  the  drama  between 
eternal  life  and  eternal  death.  From 
this  vantage  point  we  understand  that 
Satan  was  vanquished  by  Christ's 
resurrection.  We  rejoice  in  His  victory. 
But  we  fail  to  see  any  hint  of  victory 
in  the  face  of  defeat  in  our  daily  walk 
now.  Could  be  we  don't  read  our  Bible 
enough.  Or  believe  it.  Or  apprehend 
the  truth.  Or  comprehend  its  worth. 

You  know  something?  If  we  always 
experienced  absolute  triumph  we'd 
probably  be  impossible  to  live  with! 
With  continual  victory,  what  other 
worlds  could  we  conquer?  Intelligent 
research  into  reasons  for  defeat  is  a 
better  teacher  than  bowing  to  multi- 
plied accolades  associated  with  victo- 
ry- 
Please!  Watch  your  blood  pressure. 
This  is  not  brief  for  failure.  It  is  a  plea 
for  balanced  thinking  about  both 
victory  and  defeat  as  these  affect  our 
walk  in  Christ. 

I  have  been  fascinated  by  the  recur- 
rence of  the  victory-vanquished  theme 
in  the  Bible.  Read  Luke  23.  Five  times 
within  that  chapter  portraying  the 
crucifixion  a  unique  story  unfolds. 

One  dying  thief  requested  of  the 
dying  Messiah,  ".  .  .  Lord,  remember 
me  .  .  .  ."  Jesus  answered-"To  day." 
Victory  in  defeat  (vv.  42-43). 

After  Jesus  died  the  doubting,  cyni- 
cal, hard-crusted  centurion  ".  .  .  glori- 
fied God,  saying,  Certainly  this  was  a 
righteous  man."  (v.  47).  Jesus'  very 
death  confirmed  His  deity.  Victory  in 


defeat. 

Then  the  people.  They  went  to  the 
crucifixion  impelled  by  curiosity. 
They  "smote  their  breasts,  and  re- 
turned [home,  unchanged] "  (v.  48). 
Defeat  in  defeat. 

Next,  the  women  who  followed 
Jesus  ".  .  .  stood  afar  off,  beholding" 
(v.  49),  helpless  to  aid  their  wonderful 
Friend.  Defeat  in  defeat? 

Finally,  Joseph  of  Arimathea.  Like- 
ly he  had  been  a  secret  believer,  fol- 
lowing the  events  of  Jesus'  trial  and 
crucifixion  with  pained  heart.  Until 
now,  he  hadn't  been  officially  either 
for  or  against  the  Lord.  At  His  death, 
Joseph  took  his  public  stand.  He  re- 
quested the  privilege  of  burying  the 
body  in  a  tomb  originally  planned  for 
his  own  use.  Victory  in  defeat  (v.  50). 
Jesus'  death  produced  an  open  believer 
in  Joseph. 

What  a  picture  of  life— a  victor  one 
minute,  vanquished  the  next.  And  so 
often  our  defeat  is  over  something 
trivial,  perhaps  beyond  our  control. 
Jewish  religious  leaders  collaborated 
with  hated  political  conquerors,  using 
tradition,  misrepresentation,  disobedi- 
ence to  known  truth  to  condemn 
Jesus.  What  could  the  women  have 
done  to  prevent  Jesus'  crucifixion  or 
to  close  the  mouths  of  His  accusers? 

Do  I  react  or  respond  to  defeat?  If  I 
react,  I  weep,  swallow  a  "martyr  pill," 
develop  cynicism— becoming  a  perfect 
candidate  for  further  mastery  by  the 
chief  enemy  of  my  soul. 

If  I  respond  to  the  deficiencies 
which  become  obvious  when  I  am  van- 
quished, I'm  open  to  the  working  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  for  inner  victories, 
strong  and  productive.  It  was  those 
heartbroken  women  who  were  first  at 
the  tomb  to  perform  loving  service  for 
the  Lord  they  thought  was  dead.  They 
responded  to  an  apparent  defeat  with 
love,  and  for  a  reward  were  the  first  to 
learn  that  Jesus  was  alive!  Can  there  be 
any  doubt  that  these  women  were 
among  the  ablest  witnesses  to  their 
risen  Lord?  A  defeat  they  could  do 
nothing  to  avert  became  their  spring- 
board to  victory. 

Our  risen  Lord's  victory  over  death 
and  the  grave  is  our  entry  into  the 
halls  where  the  names  of  spiritual 
victors  are  engraved.  ".  .  .  in  all  these 
things  we  are  more  than  conquerers 
through  him  who  loved  us"  (Rom. 
8:37).  What  a  Cause  to  Produce.        #

We  Traveled  to  Israel

The  month  of  December  1970  was 
an  exciting  one  in  the  Bess  household. 
There  was  the  celebration  of  our 
grandson's  third  birthday,  our  daugh- 
ter's church  wedding,  family  Christ- 
mas, and  our  departure  for  Israel  two 
days  later.  Mr.  Bess  was  taking  one 
semester  on  Sabbatical  leave  from 
Grace  Seminary,  and  we  were  planning 
to  be  gone  seven  months,  returning  be- 
fore the  Brethren  national  conference. 
This  trip  was  my  first  experience 
abroad.  Many  friends  expressed  con- 
cern for  our  safety  in  light  of  the 
political  and  miUtary  unrest  in  that 
part  of  the  world.  However,  word 
came  to  us  from  Israel  that  "while  the 
situation  in  surrounding  countries  has 
been  in  the  news  lately;  in  Israel  life 
has  remained  normal  and  quiet." 

With  confidence  in  the  Lord  we 
said  "good-bye"  to  family  and  friends, 
and  we  set  forth  on  our  nine  and  a  half 
day's  trip  to  Israel  by  every  means  ex- 
cept to  swim.  We  flew  to  the  East 
Coast  and  across  the  Atlantic,  traveled 
by  bus  and  train  to  Munich,  Germany, 
where   we   accepted   deliverance  of  a 


shiny  red  '71  Super  Beetle  Volkswagen 
to  use  for  travel  and  to  bring  home. 
For  the  rest  of  our  trip  we  drove  the 
car-going  one  stretch  piggyback  on  a 
special  train  used  to  take  cars  through 
a  tunnel  of  a  steep  mountain  in  the 
Alps.  We  were  grateful  to  the  Lord  to 
be  just  ahead  of  a  storm  at  this  time. 
Then  we  (and  our  car,  which  became 
freight)  had  two  days  and  three  nights 
on  a  cruise  on  the  Mediterranean  from 
Piraeus,  Greece,  to  Haifa,  Israel.  After 
we  docked,  the  weather  was  warm  and 
the  highway  so  scenic  with  citrus  and 
eucalyptus  trees  on  both  sides  leading 
up  the  mountain  to  our  destination  in 
Jerusalem.  Our  home  for  the  next  four 
months  was  at  the  American  Institute 
of  Holy  Land  Studies.  This  institute 
was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  teach- 
ing Old  Testament  and  Hebrew  to 
theological  students  in  the  place 
"where  it  all  happened";  and  1971  was 
the  "Bar  Mitzvah"  year  for  the  school. 
Mr.  Bess  served  as  chaplain  at  the 
school  during  the  winter  quarter  term, 
attended  classes,  and  studied.  And  to- 
gether  we   traveled  all  over  Israel  at 


every  opportunity.  For  Mr.  Bess  it  was 
the  updating  of  study  and  research 
done  twelve  years  earlier  at  the  Ameri- 
can School  of  Oriental  Research  in 
Jerusalem. 

To  be  in  the  Land  of  the  Bible 
where  our  blessed  Lord  lived  and  died 
was  such  a  thrilling  experience.  Also, 
to  relive  Old  and  New  Testament 
stories  was  exciting,  too,  and  to  realize 
that  the  Lord  had  given  us  this  privi- 
lege. We  were  thrilled  at  visualizing  the 
Biblical  accounts  and  felt  the  weight 
of  history  at  every  turn.  Truly,  it  is  a 
sacred  land,  as  with  Bible  and  map  in 
hand  the  sojourner  travels  north, 
south,  east  and  west.  "Lift  up  thine 
eyes  westward,  and  northward,  and 
southward,  and  eastward,  and  behold 
it  with  thine  eyes."  "See  the  land, 
what  it  is;  and  the  people  that 
dwelleth  therein."  "The  land  is  mine, 
for  ye  are  strangers  and  sojourners 
with  me"  (Deut.  3:27;  Num.  13:18; 
Lev.  25:23). 

Some  of  the  places  within  Israel's 
borders  we  visited  more  than  once.  We

"Here  is  the  key,  this  is  the  gear 
shift,  now,  drive  around  the  block," 
she  said.  Philippians  4:13— "I  can  do 
all  things  througli  Christ  which 
strengtheneth  me."

The  next  ten  years 
God  met  my  driving  needs. 

The  bus  became  difficult  to  start. 
In  the  damp,  foggy  weather,  the  spark 
plug  wells  filled  up  with  moisture.  I 
learned  to  dry  out  the  wells;  shoot  in 


some  starting  fluid  by  crawling  under 
the  bus;  then  to  hurry  to  get  into  the 
driver's  seat  to  start  the  bus  before  the 
fluid  evaporated.  I  wanted  to  keep 
that  bus  rolling  so  I  could  teach  550 
pupils  each  week. 

The  bus  was  sold,  and  a  mobile  unit 
was  purchased.  The  fire  department 
informed  me  that  a  city  ordinance  pro- 
hibited parking  close  to  a  school  with 
a  mounted  butane  tank.  So,  what  do 
you  do  to  keep  pupils  warm  in  winter 
weather?  I  asked  for  special  prayer. 
One  of  my  friends  said:  "Remember 
the  lap  robes  we  used  to  keep  warm  in 
the  days  of  the  touring  cars?"  We 
lauglied  and  the  suggestion  was 
promptly  forgotten.  However,  one 
bitter  cold  morning  I  was  walking  past 
my  linen  closet  and  I  heard  a  voice 
clearly  say,  "Lap  robes  and  blankets." 
"Thank  you.  Lord,  for  answering 
prayer."  What  keen  excitement  and 
pleasure  were  displayed  when  the  chil-

For  the 
next   two   winters   the   children  were 
wrapped  in  blankets. 

One  Christmas,  fifth-grade  twins 
gave  me  a  Precious  Promise  box.  On 
New  Year's  Day,  the  promise  I  picked 
out  was  Isaiah  45:3:  "And  I  will  give 
you  treasures  hidden  in  the  darkness, 
secret  riches;  and  you  will  know  that  I  I 
am  doing  this— I,  the  Lord  .  .  .  the  one 
who  calls  you  by  your  name"  (Living 
Bible).  That's  an  interesting  verse,  I 
thouglit.  Little  did  I  realize  that  six 
days  later  I  would  be  in  the  hospital 
with  pneumonia,  pleurisy  and  liquid 
on  my  left  lung.  For  two  days  I  wasn't 
sure  I  would  live.  A  "treasure  of  the 
darkness"  that  I  learned  as  I  walked 
"through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of 
death"  was— there  is  no  sting  of  death 
to  those  who  are  in  Christ  Jesus.  I  had 
perfect  peace— for  all  was  well  with  my 
soul. 

Some  time  later  the  specialist  ad- 
mitted he  did  not  know  why  the  liquid 
remained  around  my  lung.  The  doctor 
had  done  all  he  could.  One  evening  at 
8:30  I  asked  to  be  anointed.  Pastor 
Paul  Miller  brought  Rev.  Lester  Pifer 
to  share  in  the  service.  After  the 
anointing,  for  the  first  time  in  twenty- 
eiglit  days,  I  was  able  to  sleep  lying 
down.  The  excruciating  pain  in  my 
chest  was  gone.  The  Lord  had  touched 
me.  Praise  His  holy  name!  When  the 
doctor  checked  me  four  days  later,  he 
suddenly  said:  "Weird,  it's  weird.  It 
can't  be.  The  liquid  is  gone."  I  in- 
formed him  I  had  been  anointed  and 
the  Lord  had  touched  me.  His  warm 
smile  attested  to  his  belief  in  God's 
great  power. 

In  a  few  weeks  the  doctor  gave  me 
permission  to  return  to  teaching.  Then 
came  the  doubts  of  despair.  My  voice 
and  breathing  had  been  affected,  and  I 
was  still  weak.  Could  I  make  it 
through  twenty-six  classes  with  550 
students  per  week?  "I  need  your  help 
more  than  ever.  Lord,"  I  prayed.  At 
the  end  of  the  first  week  I  was  over- 
joyed as  moment  by  moment  my 
wonderful  God  had  met  my  need.      #

The  Generation  Gap 


By  Dr.  Howard  Ward 


Since  the  student  revolt  at  Berkeley  five  years  ago, 
middle-aged  America  has  been  thoroughly  frightened  by  its 
younger  generation.  The  source  of  the  fear  is  not  to  be 
found  in  the  fact  of  rebellion,  immorality  of  lavi'lessness; 
for  delinquent  gangs,  sex  parties,  teen-age  drinking,  and  the 
conspiratorial  attitude  of  adolescent  society  had  already 
been  matters  of  prime  concern. 

The  friglitening  specter  appeared  in  the  form  of  a  chant 
which  would  become  a  theme  of  the  new  rebellion,  "Don't 
trust  anyone  over  30!"  A  new  concept  was  being  verbalized 
which  would  be  proclaimed  in  literature  and  in  the  mass 
media  as  "The  Generation  Gap." 

Parents  had  already  bemoaned  an  inability  to  communi- 
cate  with    their   children.   Twenty-four   centuries  earlier 
history  had  recorded  the  complaint  of  Socrates  that: 
The  children  now  love  luxury;  they  show 
disrespect  for  elders  and  love  chatter  in  place  of 
exercise.  Children  are  tyrants,  not  the  sereants 
of  their  households.  They  no  longer  rise  when 
their  elders  enter  the  room.  They  contradict 
their  parents,  chatter  before  company,  gobble 
up  dainties  at  the  table,  cross  their  legs  and 
tyrannize  over  their  teachers. 
An    almost  comforting   thouglit   to   psychologists  and 
parents  was  the  fact  that  in  many  families  the  transition 
was  made  very  easily.  Both  parents  and  children  sensed  a 
mutual  understanding.  For  them  there  was  no  "gap." 

WIDENING   THE  GAP 

The  "generation  gap"  is  now  being  dangerously  widened 
by  a  number  of  modern  influences. 

Pragmatism  and  existentialism  have  flattered  man  into 
believing  that  he  is  the  measure  of  all  things,  that  his  experi- 
ence is  the  only  relevant  criterion,  and  that  he  is  at  liberty 
to  "do  his  own  thing." 

The  sensationalist  mass  media  have  aided  self-serving 
propagandists  in  portraying  the  riotous  excesses  of  a  few 
students  as  a  glorious  revolution  of  the  entire  younger 
generation.  In  a  university  enrolling  tens  of  thousands,  a 
few  hundred  students  will  be  portrayed  as  the  younger 
generation,  while  the  responsible  thousands  will  be  ignored 
or  called  "square."  By  generalization  and  oversimplification 
a  bandwagon  effect  has  been  created  and  rebellion  has 
spread.  A  sickening  "youth  cult"  makes  many  adults  join 
the  bandwagon  because  in  this  country  nobody  wants  to 
grow  up,  except  children.  Age  and  experience  have  lost 
their  appeal. 

The  population  explosion  and  continued  urbanization 
have  initiated  children  into  outside  society  before  their 
familial  education  has  been  completed.  Family  roles  are  not 
learned  and  parental  prestige  is  undermined.  Parents,  who 
on  the  farm  would  be  the  most  knowledgeable  person  in 


the  child's  acquaintance,  are  supplanted  by  specialization  j 
and  innovations  such  as  new  math.  They  no  longer  are 
supreme  in  the  minds  of  their  children  and  they  have  begun 
to  abdicate  their  roles  of  authority  and  instruction. 

In  the  fertile  breasts  of  gullible  youth,  these  seeds  can 
breed  a  dangerous  harvest. 

CRITICAL   CONSEQUENCES 

Having  diagnosed  the  new  disease  and  hysterically  spread 
the  word  througliout  the  human  community,  we  have  en- 
dowed the  syndrome  with  a  legitimacy  which  it  did  not 
previously  possess.  Youth  accepts  the  term  as  a  justification 
for  continued  arrogance,  inexperience  and  rebellion.  Lines  ' 
are  rigidly  drawn  and  communication  is  obstructed. 

The  young  will  pay  the  dearest  price  of  all,  for  they  have 
surrendered  a  precious  privilege  of  the  human  race— the 
ability  to  learn  from  the  experience  of  others. 

Unless  we  can  stem  the  tide  and  bridge  the  "gap"  we  are 
in  serious  danger  of  breeding  a  cynical,  lawless,  godless 
society  for  the  future. 

CURATIVE  CONDITIONS 

The  first  step  toward  better  understanding  must  be 
mutual  respect.  Parents  must  respect  the  creative,  flexible, 
uninhibited  minds  of  their  children  and  children  must  re- 
spect maturity  and  experience  for  these  are  their  goals. 

A  second  step  is  the  faithful  bearing  of  responsibility. 
Parents  must  not  abdicate  their  authoritative  roles,  for 
discipline  is  their  domain.  They  must  value  their  age  and 
experience  and  must  realize  that  the  knowledge  which  they 
share  with  their  children  is  supremely  more  important  than 
vocational  training  and  academic  tutoring. 

Children  should  prepare  for  their  roles  in  life  by  the 
gradual  assumption  of  responsibility  for  their  own  lives. 
Autonomy  comes  from  experience  in  self-direction  and  this 
experience  must  begin  earlier  than  ever  because  children  are 
now  becoming  involved  with  the  outside  world  at  a  much 
earlier  age. 

A  final  step  toward  understanding  is  tentativeness— a 
willingness  to  concede  that  one  might  not  have  the  final 
answer.  Both  youth  and  old  age  are  prone  to  dogmatism. 
By  the  very  nature  of  things,  parents  are  not  perfect  and 
children  are  not  omniscient  but  this  allows  us  to  learn  and 
grow  together. 

While  admitting  to  the  existence  of  a  communication 
gap,  let  us  not  justify  it  or  accept  it,  but  rather  let  us  bridge 
it  from  both  directions.  Our  lives  and  our  future  depend  on 
it.  »

TIRED   OF  WINTER! 

I  sat  in  an  office  the  other  day 
making  some  additional  plans  for  our 
coming  national  conference,  and  while 
I  waited  on  the  appointment,  one  of 
the  employees  said,  "Will  I  ever  be 
glad  when  this  winter  is  over!"  In  re- 
sponse, 1  suggested  it  was  surely  a 
beautiful  morning,  for  the  snow  was 
covering  the  ground— and  really  this  is 
about  the  third  snow  of  the  winter, 
and  it  has  been  a  beautiful  one.  But  I 
got  the  answer  again— "Yes,  but  it  has 
been  so  long,  and  I'm  just  tired  of 
winter." 

I  went  home  and  immediately 
turned  to  my  dictionary,  for  here  was 
a  strong  difference  of  thinking,  and  1 
was  a  bit  concerned  about  it.  What  is 
winter,  and  why  should  we  tire  of  it?  I 
found  my  answer:  "Winter  is  the 
coldest  season  of  the  year,  extending 
from  the  end  of  autumn  to  the  begin- 
ning of  spring.  It  is  a  time  marked  by 
lack  of  life,  warmth,  and  cheer." 
Someone  has  paraphrased  it  like  this: 
"Winter  is  a  noun,  a  period  of  darkness 
or  distress,  especially  marked  by 
dreariness,  inactivity,  or  decay." 

Is  it  because  there  is  so  much 
around  you  that  speaks  of  coldness, 
darkness,  dreariness,  inactivity  and 
decay?  Could  this  be  the  definition  of 
some  of  our  Sunday  schools— "They 
are  in  the  wintertime  of  life"? 

Keep  your  Sunday  school  full  of 
warmth  and  life.  Liven  it  up  with  some 
new  methods  of  teaching  the  old 
truths.

Don't  wait  until  the  summertime  to  do 
these  things,  for  then  there  will  be  an- 
other problem  facing  you— that  of  the 
summer  slump.

Teenagers  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church,  Worthington,  Ohio,  sing,  pray, 
and  fellowship-making  a  "joyful  noise 
unto  the  Lord."  Forty  teens  and  their 
youthful  leader  Paul  Mutchler  agree 
unanimously  that  the  name  most  de- 
scriptive of  their  ministry  should  be 
"Joyful  Noise."

Com- 
menting on  the  success  and  enthusiasm 
of  his  youth,  Mutchler  exults:   "The

kids  work  to  make  it  exciting  by  their 
discipline,  their  responsibility,  and 
their  dedication.  Success  of  the  Joyful 
Noise  is  attributed  mainly  to  an  appli- 
cation of  Christ-like  love,  not  to  any 
program  or  person's  ability,  but  to  the 
Lord's  power  working  through  the 
youth."  Mutchler  confides  that  only 
one-third  of  the  young  people  know 
how  to  read  music,  but  three  hours  of 
concentrated-organized  practice  week- 
ly pays  dividends  in  harmony,  melody, 
and  sound. 

"7776  Lord  had  made  them  joy- 
ful..  .  "  {Ezra  6:22). 
To  demonstrate  the  Gospel  and  to 
serve  Jesus  Christ,  the  Joyful  Noise 
reach  out  to  the  churched,  the  un- 
churched, the  aged  and  other  youth. 
Reflecting  God's  love,  the  group  an- 
ticipates singing  and  testifying  to  the 
inmates  at  the  Chillicothe  Penitentia- 
ry. One  of  the  most  significant  aspects 
of  their  ministry  in  music  is  twice 
monthly  Sunday  afternoon  visits  to 
the  Whetstone  Convalescent  Center  for 
the  aged.  Speaking,  praying,  testifying, 
and  singing,  the  young  people  partici- 
pate in  either  morning  or  evening  ser- 
vices at  the  Worthington  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  (Pastor  James  Custer) 
twice    monthly.    Central    Ohio    area 


churches  and  youth  rallies  monthly  in- 
vite the  Joyful  Noise  for  concerts  and 
spiritual  leadership,  according  to 
Mutchler.  "Membership  in  the  Joyful 
Noise  is  voluntary,  and  young  people 
join  the  group  for  the  music,  the  fel- 
lowship, the  love,  the  prestige,  the 
activity,  the  excitement,  the  testi- 
mony, and  the  vital  ministry.  Teens  in 
the  Joyful  Noise  fellowship  have  per- 
sonally experienced  the  thrill  of  ac- 
cepting Christ,  of  seeing  other  youth 
and  adults  receiving  Jesus,  and  of 
maturing  in  the  Chrisian  life." 

"The  voice  of  joy  and  praise" 

(Ps.  42:4). 

Springing  from  hearts  full  and  re- 
joicing, the  group  embarked  upon  a 
unique  evangelistic  tour,  a  ten-day  cru- 
sade from  the  Ohio  Valley  to  the  At- 
lantic Coast  in  the  summer  of  1971. 
Traveling  by  chartered  bus,  eating  in 
restaurants  and  churches,  and  sleeping 
in  church  basements  and  private 
homes,  the  Joyful  Noise,  their  direc- 
tor, and  adult  youth  sponsors  shared 
moments  of  weakness  and  strength, 
trial  and  victory,  depression  and  de- 
light. In  two  different  live  television 
appearances  during  prime  time,  the 
group  presented  the  love  of  their 
Saviour  in  instrumental  solos.  Chris- 
tian testimony,  and  choral  music.  Ten 
days  of  living  together,  playing  to- 
gether, and  communicating  Christ  had 
a  tremendous  impact  upon  the  youth. 
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Teenagers  who  did  not  really  know 
Christ— met  Him;  teens  who  knew  Him 
learned  to  love  Him;  and  youth  who 
loved  Him  grew  to  be  like  Him. 

"My  mouth  shall  praise  .  .  .  with 

joyful  lips"  (Ps.  63:5). 

Young  Christian  boys  and  girls  of 
the  Joyful  Noise  concur  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  has  guided  and  filled  their  lives 
and  ministry  in  their  church,  in  their 
homes,  in  their  schools,  and  in  their 
community.  Springing  from  joy-filled 
hearts,  God's  praise  is  the  natural  and 
normal  "way  of  life."  Leader  Mutchler 
admits  that  God's  power  alone  has 
strengthened  him  to  cope  with  the 
teen  challenge  he  daily  encounters. 
"The  teens  that  would  have  driven  me 
up  the  wall,  now  love  me.  God  has 
taught  me  to  seek  out  those  individual 
^ifts  and  good  qualities  of  the  young 
people.  By  Christ's  guidance  1  ignore 
the  negative,  and  I  love  them  where 
they  are.  One  of  the  truly  beautiful 
things  to  observe  is  a  teenager  growing 
in  the  Lord,  yielding  to  the  Spirit,  and 
offering  himself  to  Christ.  These  teens 
[rave  learned  to  place  others  first,  after 
Jesus,  and  to  place  themselves  last  and 
to  know  why.  Several  of  the  individual 
youngsters  have  exceptional  musical 
talents— vocally  or  instrumentally  and 
perform  in  solos,  duets,  trios,  or  small 
ensembles.  For  example,  the  newest 
ensemble,  "Manna,"  consists  of  twelve 
teenagers  who  are  polished  veteran 
Tiusicians.  Music  sung  by  the  group 
ranges  from  traditional  hymns  to  con- 
temporary folk  songs,  so  long  as  it  has 
I  message  that  glorifies  Jesus  Christ. 

Seven  times  the  Psalmist  used  the 


phrase:  "Make  a  joyful  noise  .  .  ." 
(from  Ps.  66:1  througli  Ps.  100:1). 
Testimonies  from  the  Joyful  Noise  re- 
flect how  the  youthful  Christians  feel 
about  God's  working  in  and  through 
their  lives: 

one  of  the  graduates-  Christian  fel- 
lowship and  the  singing  experience 
have  enriched  my  life.  I'll  never  for- 
get the  blessings  we  received. 

-  one  of  the  spark  plugs-The  most 
exciting  aspect  of  being  in  the  Joy- 
ful Noise  is  being  able  to  serve  God 
with  my  voice,  my  testimony,  and 
my  life.  To  watch  God  touch  the 
lives  of  people  is  fantastic. 

-  one  "born  again"  througli  Joyful 
Noise-My  life  has  been  changed  be- 
cause of  my  being  a  part  of  the 
group.  The  high  point  in  my  life 
was  the  ten-day  summer  tour. 

-  one  of  the  newest-Being  a  part  of 
Joyful  Noise  is  like  being  part  of  a 
living,  winning  team:  a  team  for 
Christ. 

-  one  of  the  veterans -S>ing\ng  in  Joy- 
ful Noise  is  one  way  I  serve  the 
Lord,  and  I  enjoy  doing  it.  Many 
other  kids  are  brouglit  in  by  friends 
to  be  a  part  of  the  group,  and  God 
continues  to  bless  us  and  to  save 
them. 

-  one  of  the  officers~V^e  have  prob- 
lems, but  our  fellowship  is  so  cen- 
tered in  Jesus  that  differences  are 
insignificant.  The  real  heart  of  our 
group  is  the  love  of  God  that  ex- 
ceeds our  understanding. 

-  Pastor  James  Cw.s?er-Joyful  Noise 
stimulates  the  congregation  to  be 
praying  for,  to  be  proud  of,  and  to 
be  encouraging  the  youth  in  their 
dedication  to  the  Lord.  Music  is  a 
dynamic  outlet  for  the  teens  to  ex- 
press their  love  for  the  Lord  and  to 
reach  other  youth  for  Christ. 


/oung  people  join  the  Joyful  Noise  for  the  music,  fellowship,  excitement  and  activity. 


"The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  Joy, 

peace.  .  ."  (Gal.  5:22). 

Located  between  love  and  peace, 
joy  ranks  second,  according  to  the 
Apostle  Paul.  Indeed  all  three  are  evi- 
dent in  the  ministry  of  the  Joyful 
Noise,  concludes  Mutchler.  "These 
young  people  associate  and  identify 
with  gladness,  rejoicing,  and  delight  in 
the  Lord  because  they  see  the  miracles 
of  His  grace.  His  mercy,  and  His  love 
every  day.  There  are  no  spiritual  drop- 
outs in  the  Joyful  Noise;  they  love  to 
serve  and  serve  to  love."  Because  the 
Lord  has  blessed  their  sacrifice  of 
praise,  their  bond  of  fellowship,  and 
their  musical  ministry,  they  will— 
"Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord."

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Thoughts  on  the  Temporal 

1  am  not  always  ready  to  think 
clearly  at  all  times  during  the  daytime 
hours.  And,  1  also  find  myself  a  little 
foggy  in  the  middle  of  the  night  when 
my  sleep  is  disrupted.  During  the  days 
of  my  pastoral  experience  there  were 
times  the  phone  would  ring  at  two  or 
three  o'clock  in  the  morning  because 
of  an  emergency.  After  listening  to  the 
caller,  such  words  of  wisdom  as,  "You 
shouldn't  have  done  that,"  have  come 
forth  from  my  lips.  Without  doubt  it 
was  obvious  that  those  concerned 
shouldn't  have  done  whatever  oc- 
curred, but  that  was  the  best  I  could 
do  in  my  drowsy  state.  Another  period 
of  hazy  thinking  for  me  occurs  at 
supper  time  (or  if  you  are  dignified— at 
dinner).  When  I  come  home  from 
work  and  am  relaxing  and  shifting  my 
mental  gears  I  am  not  always  re- 
sponsible. It  is  a  bad  time  to  get  in- 
formation from  me,  but  it  is  a  good 
time  to  have  requests  filled.  I  tend  to 
say  yes  and  find  out  what  the  ques- 
tions are  later. 

My  son  seems  to  know  this  and 
takes  advantage  of  the  situation.  Re- 
cently, before  I  was  fully  conscious  of 
the  complete  story,  I  became  aware 
that  I  was  consenting  to  the  purchase 
of  a  new  bicycle  for  Jeff.  How  it  all 
happened,  I  am  not  too  certain.  His 
argument  seemed  to  be  valid.  Yes,  the 
bicycle  was  getting  old.  His  thoughts 
run  along  the  same  line  as  mine  when  I 
want  a  new  car.  It  is  old,  and  it  would 
cost  me  too  much  to  get  the  old  one 
fixed.  Everyone  else  has  a  new  one,  or 
at  least  newer  than  mine.  Besides,  if  I 
don't  get  a  new  one  I  wUl  have  to  wash 
the  old  one,  and  I  never  did  like  to 
wash  old  cars.  But  I  don't  mind  wash- 
ing new  ones.  That  line  of  logic  leaves 
a  great  deal  to  be  desired  I  know.  It 
must  have  been  the  same  way  in 
ancient  times.  For  example,  when  a 
Roman  came  home  from  work  and 
saw  a  new  chariot  at  his  neighbor's 
house,  he  suddenly  realized  that  either 
his  chariot  wheels  were  squeaking  or 
his  horses  were  not  running  as  fast  as 
they  formerly  did.  Thus  he  would  tell 
his  wife  of  the  immediate  need  of  a 
new  chariot  or  horse. 

This  is  the  situation  of  man  and  the 
temporal.  Nothing  satisfies  completely 
or  for  any  great  duration.  All  things 
change  and  tend  to  become  less  ap- 


pealing. Rust  and  moths  do  creep  in, 
and  that  which  is  seen  is  temporal.  We 
are  never  at  the  point  where  we  are 
content.  Dissatisfaction  persists  and 
we  are  driven  with  the  idea  that  if  we 
possessed  something  else  (perhaps  just 
one  more  thing)  we  would  be  content. 
Scripture  and  experience  should  teach 
us  that  this  is  just  not  true.  What  we 
want  we  somehow  rationalize  until  it 
becomes  a  need—ai  least  to  our  way  of 
thinking.  Then  begins  the  process  of 
planning,  working  and  scheming  to- 
wards the  achievement  and  fulfillment 
of  this  desire.  Unfortunately,  the 
craving  and  desire  become  so  strong  at 
times  that  unlawful  and  unrighteous 
means  are  used  to  secure  the  goal.  It  is 
so  difficult  to  distinguish  between 
wants  and  needs  that  the  line  of  de- 
marcation between  them  grows  very 
thin  for  us  at  times.  Self-centeredness 
wins  and  in  many  cases  the  goal  of 
temporal  want  is  attained.  We  are  the 
possessors  of  our  temporal  desires. 
Now  what  happens?  What  next? 

Many  times  the  end  results  are  very 
disappointing.  We  must  have  a  limited 
amount  of  material  possessions  sur- 
rounding us  or  we  cannot  live  in  our 
existing  culture.  But  to  place  a  greater 
emphasis  on  the  material  than  the 
material  can  produce  will  bring  frustra- 
tion to  us  sooner  or  later.  We  have 
thus  misunderstood  and  misevaluated 
the  purpose  of  the  temporal  things 
about  us.  To  make  them  the  basis  of 
our    happiness    and    contentment    is 


really  to  place  faith  in  them.  Then  we 
have  become  an  idol  worshiper,  not  of 
a  carved  image  made  of  wood,  stone, 
or  the  like,  but  nonetheless  we  have 
made  an  idol.  True  faith  must  be 
placed  in  a  being  that  is  capable  of  ful- 
filling the  needs  of  our  life.  There  is 
only  one  who  is  able  to  do  this  and 
that  is  God.  The  things  which  are  not 
seen  are  eternal,  Paul  reminds  us. 

I  promised  the  bicycle  to  my  son 
with  the  knowledge  that  it  would  not 
do  all  of  the  things  for  him  that  he 
thought  it  would.  There  would  be  flat 
tires,  stripped  gears,  rusting  chrome, 
and  many  accessories  to  purchase.  The 
hills,  even  in  Indiana,  will  not  flatten 
before  him— new  bike  or  not.  There 
will  be  frustrations,  such  as  when  his 
father  seeks  to  assemble  it  (read  the 
directions— when?).  All  will  not  go 
well.  That  is  the  way  it  is  with  things 
temporal  and  material. 

We  never  learn  that  true  satisfaction 
is  guaranteed  only  from  the  Creator, 
our  God,  through  His  Son  Jesus  Christ. 
The  full  truth  of  Paul's  statement:  "I 
have  learned  in  whatsoever  state  1  am, 
therewith  to  be  content"  (Phil.  4:1 1), 
is  one  that  has  not  been  learned  by 
most  of  us.  He  could  say  it  only  as  full 
submission  to  God  became  his  portion. 
His  eyes  were  fixed  on  the  eternal  and 
not  the  temporal.  There  is  nothing 
wrong  with  most  of  the  things  that 
surround  us,  they  only  have  to  be  put 
in  the  proper  place  which  is  below  our 
love  for  God.  # 
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The  story  of  progress  in  Atlanta 
is  mar/<ed  by  disappointment  and 
tears,  l-iowever,  the  God  who 
calls  knows  the  end  from  the 
beginning.  His  call  is  always  ac- 
companied by  His  promise  and 
blessing. 
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The  call  of  Abram  is  an  eminent 
example  of  pioneering  faith.  This 
event  is  so  important,  that  apart  from 
the  sovereignty  of  God,  one  wonders 
what  would  have  been  the  outcome  of 
the  nation  of  Israel,  the  lineage  of 
Christ  in  God's  redemptive  plan  or  the 
destiny  of  fallen  man. 

Abram,  hke  many  of  God's  ser- 
vants, had  to  be  separated  from  home, 
kindred  and  all  surroundings.  The 
command  was  no  mere  arbitrary  test 
of  obedience.  God  said,  ".  .  .  Get  thee 
out  of  thy  country,  and  from  thy 
kindred,  and  from  thy  father's  house, 
unto  a  land  that  I  will  shew  thee:  And 
I  will  make  of  thee  a  great  nation,  and 
I  will  bless  thee,  and  make  thy  name 
great;  and  thou  shalt  be  a  bless- 
ing: .  .  .  and  in  thee  shall  all  families  of 
the  earth  be  blessed"  (Gen.  12:1-3). 
Within  the  counsels  of  God,  it  was 
necessary  to  get  Abram  away  and 
alone  before  He  could  speak  through 
him  and  use  him.  Isaiah's  word  is  perti- 
nent here,  "Hearken  to  me,  ye  that 
follow  after  righteousness,  ye  that  seek 
the  Lord.  .  .  .  Look  unto  Abraham 
your  father,  and  unto  Sarah  that  bare 
you:  for  I  called  him  alone,  and 
blessed  him,  and  increased  him"  (Isa. 
51:1-2).  Today,  as  in  the  past,  God's 


communications  most  often  come  to 
the  heart  of  the  solitary  soul  or  the 
family  unit. 

The  lack  of  direction  did  not  deter 
Abram  from  acting  in  obedient  faith. 
"So  Abram  departed,  as  the  Lord  had 
spoken  unto  him  .  .  .  into  the  land  of 
Canaan.  .  .  .  And  the  Lord  appeared 
unto  Abram,  and  said.  Unto  thy  seed 
will  I  give  this  land:  and  there  builded 
he  an  altar  unto  the  Lord,  who  ap- 
peared unto  him"  (Gen.  12:4-7). 
Abram  knew  Httle  or  nothing  of 
Canaan,  nor  was  his  concern  for  the 
immediate  welfare  of  self  or  famOy. 
He  acted  upon  the  Word  of  the  Lord. 
There  appears  to  be  no  outward  sign 
or  evidence  of  the  divine  will  other 
than  the  patriarch  recognizing  and 
obeying  that  call  of  God  in  the  heart. 
As  Alexander  Maclaren  says,  "There  is 
no  faith  without  obedience,  there  is  no 
obedience  without  faith."  Abram  did 
not  minimize  the  promise  of  God's 
blessing.  How  appropriate  are  the 
words  of  the  song  writer:  "Lead  thou 
me  on:  Keep  thou  my  feet;  I  do  not 
ask  to  see  the  distant  scene— one  step 
enough  for  me." 

This  lesson  in  alacrity,  obedience 
and  faith  has  been  experienced  in  vari- 
ous degrees  in   many   of  our  home- 


mission  fields.  The  original  survey  of 
Atlanta,  the  burden  of  this  great  cen- 
ter city  of  the  South,  the  call  of  Pastor 
Bill  Byers,  and  the  Spirit's  work  in 
calling  together  our  first  Brethren 
church  in  Georgia  is  an  example  of 
pioneering  faith.  For  years  we  flew  in 
and  out  of  Atlanta  as  we  developed 
new  churches  in  Florida.  We  longed 
for  the  day  when  we  could  begin  in 
this  largest  city  in  the  South.  Then 
came  the  meetings  with  the  Southeast 
District  Mission  Board,  the  follow-up 
of  contacts  with  Dr.  Hoyt's  Bible  con- 
ferences, and  the  initial  Bible  class 
effort  with  little  or  no  fruit  for  our 
labors. 

The  call  came  from  the  Lord 
through  the  Home  Missions  Council 
and  the  Southeast  District  Mission 
Board  and  found  its  response  in  the 
heart  of  a  man— a  man  who  would  act 
in  faith  and  obedience.  Bill  Byers  and 
his  family  stepped  out  upon  the 
promises  of  God  and  moved  to  At- 
lanta. The  story  of  progress  from  this 
meager  beginning  is  marred  by  dis- 
appointment, discouragement,  heart- 
aches and  tears.  However,  the  God 
who  calls  is  the  God  who  knows  the 
end  from  the  beginning.  His  call  is  al- 
(Continued  on  page  6) 
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ways  accompanied  by  His  promise  and 
blessing. 

Walking  down  the  drive  among  the 
Brethren  homes  of  the  new  com- 
munity surrounding  our  Greater  At- 
lanta Church  located  near  Marietta, 
one  is  thrilled  with  the  development  of 
this  new  church.  The  new  roads  and 
lovely  homes  of  the  Hidden  Forest 
subdivision  that  surround  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  reflect  careful  plan- 
ning and  site  development.  Defeat 
before  two  zoning  boards  in  two  dif- 
ferent locations  did  not  foil  the  faith 
of  this  pastor  and  his  faithful  few. 
God's  call  was  accompanied  by  the 
wisdom  and  direction  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  energizing  faith  and  initiative  to 
properly  locate  this  work.  Nine  mem- 
bers formed  a  corporation  and  pur- 
chased fifty-four  acres  of  land.  Five 
choice  acres  were  sold  to  the  church 
and  the  remaining  land  subdivided  into 
fifty  wooded  lots,  three-fourth  to  one 
and  one-half  acres  in  size  at  an  average 
cost  of  $5,000  each.  A  contractor 
within  the  corporation  is  actively 
building  the  new  homes.  A  Brethren 
community  is  now  in  the  making.  Can 
you  imagine  living  on  Truth  Street 
next  to  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  in 
a  neighborhood  of  active  Brethren 
famUies? 

Our  modern-day  Abram  (Byers)  ex- 
ercised faith,  foresight  and  missionary 
vision  which  laid  ■  the  foundation  for 
our  first  "mother  church"  in  this  state. 
Hard  work,  much  visitation,  sweat  and 
tears  paid  off  in  committed  souls  for 
Christ.  God  laid  the  burden  of  this 
work  on  single  families  from  Indiana, 
Ohio,  South  Carolina  and  California  to 
help  in  pioneering  this  new  missionary 
venture.  As  God  added  souls  from  the 
nearby  area,  other  famUies  came  from 
Virginia,  Florida  and  Tennessee.  In 
this  manner,  stability,  leadership, 
stewardship  and  Brethren  loyalty  were 
added  to  the  work. 

Today,  one  steps  into  a  beautiful, 
modern,  $125,000  edifice,  located 
approximately  two  and  one-half  miles 
from  a  new  interchange  on  the  Inter- 
state Highway  75  just  twenty  minutes 
from  the  heart  of  Atlanta.  You  are 
struck  with  the  "southern  cordiality" 
and  quality  of  this  congregation.  To 
see  over  a  hundred  people  gather  for 
that  early  church  service  (9;45  a.m.) 
and  then  divide  into  the  classes  for 


Sunday  school  is  a  joyful  experience. 
The  thrill  of  seeing  four  coming  to 
confess  Christ  as  a  result  of  the  previ- 
ous week's  visitation,  and  a  class  of 
almost  twenty-five  new  converts  pre- 
paring for  church  membership  is  over- 
whelming. Having  already  reached 
twenty-seven  active  families  they  are 
well  on  the  way  toward  their  goal  of 
thirty  by  August  when  they  expect  to 
be  self-supporting.  A  proposed  finan- 
cial goal  of  over  $22,000  for  this  year 
has  been  set.  Faith,  missions  and  visita- 
tion outreach  characterize  the  tenor 
of  this  work  of  God. 

As  did  Abram  in  the  past,  this 
home  missionary  hearkened  unto  the 
call  of  God,  moved  to  the  peach-tree 


city  of  the  South  and  there  built  his 
altar.  Acting  upon  the  Word  of  the 
Lord,  God  has  blessed  this  pastor  and 
people  with  the  power  of  God  at  that 
altar  in  the  salvation  of  souls  and  in 
the  building  of  His  church.  What  a  joy 
to  share  in  such  a  marvelous  ministry! 
Our  thanks  to  Pastor  Byers  and  his 
faithful  flock  for  this  example  of 
pioneering  faith.  You  can  share  in  this 
work  of  God— there  are  plenty  of  lots 
left  in  this  Brethren  community.  But 
don't  forget  that  there  are  almost  fifty 
more  needy  home-mission  "Canaan 
lands"  where  by  faith  you  can  share 
your  talent,  your  soul-winning  skill, 
your  stewardship  and  attendance  in 
building  an  altar  for  our  Lord.  #

for  Brethren  Home  Missions  has  re- 
signed this  position  to  accept  a  call 
to  the  Grace  Brethren  Church, 
Johnson  City,  Tennessee.

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In  one  ninety-day  period, 
ttie  Sunday-schiool  attendance  doubled 
with  163  present  the  Sunday 
following  Dedication  Day. 


Certainly  to  be  called  of  the  Lord  is  the  highest  calling  a 
human  being  can  experience.  We  sensed  the  thrill  of  being 
involved  in  establishing  a  church  in  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania. 
Then  in  1969  God  began  to  deal  in  an  unusual  way  in  our 
lives.  The  church  in  Lancaster  was  growing,  and  we  were 
thrilled  as  to  what  God  was  going  to  do  in  that  area.  Yet, 
there  was  still  that  desire  in  our  hearts  to  be  involved  in  the 
establishing  of  another  New  Testament  Church  in  one  of 
the  growing  areas  of  the  United  States.  We  believe  that  any 
lasting  work  will  take  at  least  eight  to  ten  years;  and,  there- 
fore, there  would  remain  only  one  more  such  opportunity 
in  our  lives  because  the  work  of  establishing  a  church  de- 
mands the  resiliency  of  youth. 

We  labored  over  this  matter  in  prayer;  we  read  about 
some  of  the  fastest  growing  areas  of  our  nation  in  maga- 
zines and  newspapers.  God  in  His  infinite  wisdom  laid  the 
Tampa  Bay  area  on  our  hearts  one  evening  in  our  family 
worship.  The  following  week  I  had  meetings  in  Pompano 
Beach,  Florida,  and  while  talking  to  the  pastor.  Rev.  Gene 
Witzky,  he  told  me  of  Dr.  Herman  Koontz's  desire  to  see  a 
full-time  pastor  take  over  the  work  at  St.  Petersburg  (which 
is  located  on  Tampa  Bay).  Dr.  Koontz  let  this  be  known  at 
the  Florida  District  Conference  almost  the  very  hour  that 
we  had  been  in  prayer.  I  am  thankful  for  such  a  call,  for  the 
work  was  difficult  to  establish,  and  without  a  direct  call  of 
God  it  would  have  been  impossible.  However,  today  we  in 
St.  Petersburg  are  seeing  the  fruit  of  the  prayers  of  men  and 
women  across  the  United  States  who  banded  together  be- 
hind the  Home  Missions  Council. 

Our  church  began  in  November  1964,  with  the  vision  of 
Pastor  K.  E.  Richardson  and  about  twenty-five  people  who 
were  desirous  of  seeing  a  Grace  Brethren  Church  estabhshed 
in  this  area.  In  1966  Marian  Denlinger  offered  the  fine 
facilities  of  a  new  store  building  on  58th  Street  and  54th 
Avenue,  North.  It  was  in  this  location  that  the  work  con- 
gealed under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Herman  Koontz.  Pastor 
Tweeddale  was  called,  by  five  families  in  April  1969,  to 
assume  leadership  of  this  church. 

Today  our  church  is  experiencing  real  growth.  On  Dedi- 
cation Sunday  we  had  196  in  our  morning  worship  service 
and  173  in  our  Sunday  school.  A  week  after  Dedication 
Sunday  we  had  163  in  our  Sunday  school.  Our  church  is 
literally  bursting  at  the  seams.  There  is  a  love  and  an  ex- 
pectancy among  our  people  which  is  seen  in  their  desire  to 
see  our  community  evangelized.  One  man  recently  said, 
"you  can  literally  feel  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as 
you  walk  through  the  front  doors."  God  is  preparing  our

hearts  for  an  even  greater  work,  and  we  are  excited  to  be  a 
part  of  it.  An  example  of  God's  blessing  can  be  seen  in  our 
junior  class  which  has  grown  from  five  to  eigliteen  in  less 
than  two  months,  and  our  junior  high  class  which  has 
grown  from  seven  to  twenty-six— and  they  have  a  goal  of 
fifty.  We  are  all  excited  and  thrilled  to  see  people  give  their 
hearts  to  Christ  every  week  through  the  ministry  of  our 
people  reaching  into  the  community. 

The  Tampa  Bay  area  is  a  great  place  to  live.  The  predic- 
tions are  that  it  is  one  of  the  ten  areas  of  the  United  States 
which  is  to  experience  the  most  growth  before  the  year 
2000.  We  have  already  begun  a  bus  ministry  to  reach  into 
the  heart  of  the  community.  We  doubled  in  ninety  days  in 
our  Sunday  school  and  the  early  years  of  development  have 
turned  into  joy  and  anticipation.  Each  week  we  can  hardly 
wait  until  the  Lord's  Day  to  see  what  great  thing  God  is 
going  to  do. 

We  are  trusting  the  Lord  to  go  self-supporting  in  1973. 
This  happened  through  the  vision  of  the  Home  Missions 
Council  in  placing  Ron  and  LaDona  Picard  on  the  field  to 
train  our  church  in  the  area  of  personal  soul-winning.  Under 
the  sacrificial  ministry  of  this  dedicated  couple,  our  church 
received  a  new  vision  of  New  Testament  outreach.  We  cer- 
tainly consider  ourselves  fortunate  indeed  to  have  had  this 
couple  on  the  field.  Because  of  our  outreach,  we  are  plan- 
ning to  be  self-supporting  months  aliead  of  our  projected 
goal  and  thus  saving  thousands  of  dollars  of  the  Lord's 
money. 

We  are  thankful  for  our  new  facilities  which  have  been 
built  through  the  volunteer  labor  of  our  people,  under  the 
oversight  of  Lester  Keyser,  Mr.  Davis  and  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council.  The  Brethren  Architectural  Service 
designed  a  fine  building,  and  we  were  able  to  borrow  the 
money  we  needed  througli  the  Brethren  Investment  Foun- 
dation. 

Our  building  and  land  costs  were  about  $85,000  and 
could  not  be  duplicated  for  less  than  $150,000.  What  all 
this  means  is  that  you,  the  Brethren  Church,  were  con- 
cerned about  us  here  at  St.  Petersburg.  And  we  want  to  say 
thank  you  from  the  depth  of  our  hearts. 

The  challenge  of  America  may  well  be  summed  up  by 
the  title  of  the  sermon  Rev.  Lester  E.  Pifer  preached  on  our 
Dedication  Sunday,  "God's  Eternal  Purpose  as  Fulfilled  in 
the  Church."  God's  purpose  is  fulfilled  as  we  sense  the  need 
of  establishing  other  such  churches  across  the  length  and 
breadth  of  America,  but  it  will  take  the  sacrificial  efforts  of 
everyone  of  us.  #

Undoubtedly,  Christian 
friends  had  offered  prayer  for  us  that 
morning    to    encourage    our    hearts.

We  took  a  break  for  lunch,  and 
then  returned  in  the  afternoon  to  our 
appointed  street.  Our  first  calls  were 
to  be  carbon  copies  of  those  we  had 
made  in  the  morning.  I  believe  it  was 
at  the  third  house  we  visited  on  that 
afternoon  that  our  hearts  were  to  be 
lifted.  The  nameplate  on  the  porch 
wall  told  us  that  S.M.  lived  here. 

When  the  door  opened,  we  were 
confronted  by  a  man,  I  would  say,  in 
his  early  sixties.  If  a  person  smiles  as 
he  greets  us,  we  know  we  are  in  a 
friendly  situation,  and  Mr.  M-  smiled! 
I  wear  a  pin  with  a  word  in  Hebrew  on 
my  lapel,  and  as  Mr.  M— 's  eyes  fell 
upon  it,  he  almost  caressingly  breathed 
out,  "Shalom,"  for  that  was  the  word 
on  the  pin.  Mr.  M-  and  the  Neelys 
were  on  common  ground— his  Jewish 
heart  longed  for  "Shalom"  (peace), 
and  the  Neelys'  desire  for  him  was  that 
he  know  Sar  Shalom,  the  Prince  of 
Peace. 

Mr.  M~  expressed  his  regrets  for 
not  inviting  us  in  explaining  that  his 


wife  suffered  with  arthritis,  and  had 
just  fallen  asleep,  but  asked  if  we 
would  sit  awhile  on  the  porch  and  talk 
with  him.  Would  we?  We  would!  This 
is  what  we  long  for,  and  our  previously 
sagging  spirits  soared  to  the  highest 
pinnacle  since  we  reached  the  Phila- 
delphia area.

est  of  men,  with  an  apparent  loving 
interest  in  the  people  around  him. 

Sally  and  I  exercised  one  of  the 
"musts"  in  Jewish  evangelism— we 
became  good  listeners,  waiting  for  an 
appropriate  time  to  get  in  a  "wedge" 
to  keep  the  door  open  for  a  testimony. 
When  that  came,  I  cited  an  experience 
that  I  had  had  with  a  Jewish  cantor 
who  had  said  his  favorite  commentator 
was  a  well-known  Christian  Hebraist. 
"Oh,"  interrupted  Mr.  M-  "every 
Sabbath  we  read  a  Bible  which  con- 
tains comments  by  non-Jewish  men." 
Then  he  asked  whether  we  would  like 
to  see  this  Bible.  I  could  hardly  con- 
tain my  delight  as  I  answered  that  I 
would.  Soon  he  returned  with  a  thick 
volume.  As  he  opened  it,  I  observed 
that,  not  unlike  many  Christians,  he 
had  underlined  passages  in  red  and  had 
made  some  notations.  I  knew  then 
that  we  had  a  formidable  opponent  in 
this  battle  for  a  Jewish  soul.  I  regret  to 
say  that  as  Sally  and  I  tried  later  to 
bring  the  conversation  into  the  con- 
text of  the  Suffering  Servant  of  Isaiah 
53  and  to  the  blood  atonement  of 
Leviticus  17:11,  Mr.  M—  suddenly 
remembered  that  he  had  a  roof  repair 
job  to  finish  as  "it  miglit  rain  tomor- 
row"! Isn't  it  tragic  how  one  will 
worry  about  the  covering  of  his  earth- 
ly house  for  a  tomorrow  which  may 
never  come,  and  turn  away  from  the 
blessings  of  having  his  sins  covered  by 
the  blood,  and  of  possessing  the  hope 
of  that  promised  abiding  place  today?

ligious  Jew? 

As  we  were  leaving,  I  mentioned 
my  name.  "Neely,"  he  mused,  "that 
name  strikes  a  bell,"  tapping  his  fore- 
head with  an  index  finger.  "Oh,  yes," 
he  remembered,  "they  are  giving  that 
name  as  it  sounds  to  Jewish  boys  to- 
day." He  informed  me  that  the  He- 
brew version  of  my  name  as  it  sounds 
was  made  up  of  letters  of  four  Hebrew 
words.  (I  found  out  later  as  I  searched 
the  Scriptures  these  words  are  found 
in  I  Samuel  15:29  and  had  this  con- 
firmed   by    Mr.    M— 's    wife,    another 


gracious  Jewish  person.)  Mr.  M— 's 
rendering  of  these  four  words  was, 
"The  Victory  of  Israel  will  not  be 
compromised"!  Our  version  reads, 
".  .  .  the  Strength  of  Israel  will  not  lie 
or  repent.  .  .  ."  From  the  context,  I 
can  see  how  he  would  get  his  rendering 
for  the  Strength  or  Victory  of  Israel, 
Jehovah  God,  will  not  be  compro- 
mised in  His  promises  or  His  judg- 
ments. Maybe  I  have  "come  into  the 
kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this"  if  my 
name  suggests  this  blessed  truth  to  a 
Jewish  heart. 

Indeed  the  Victory  of  Israel  will 
not  be  compromised  in  deahng  with 
either  Jew  or  Gentile  for  the  way  back 


to  a  holy  God  is  always  the  same!  A 
man  like  Mr.  M-  may  be  wise  in  the 
eyes  of  his  fellow  man;  he  may  be  kind 
and  do  the  works  of  a  religious  man- 
but  the  way  back  is  through  the 
Jewish  Messiah,  our  Lord  Jesus,  and 
the  Victory  of  Israel  will  not  fail  con- 
cerning His  promises.

Waterloo,  Ont.  (EP)— People  who  believe  in  the 
iiblical  record  of  divine  creation  are  increasingly  demand- 
ng  to  be  heard,  says  Dr.  Robert  Whitelaw,  professor  of 
nechanical  and  nuclear  engineering  at  the  Virginia  Poly- 
echnic  Institute. 

A  member  of  the  Creation  Research  Society,  Dr. 
^itelaw  told  students  at  Lutheran  University  here  that 
adiocarbon-14  dating  has  destroyed  much  of  the  evolution 
heory  that  man  has  been  on  the  earth  for  millions  of  years. 

He  said  the  Humanoid  skull  found  by  scientists  in  East 
Africa  and  estimated  at  two  to  four  million  years  old  has 
leen  dated  at  only  10,000  years-well  within  the  range  of 
reation— by  the  radiocarbon  method. 

Creationists,  he  said,  also  claim  scientific  laws 
uch  as  the  second  law  of  thermodynamics  refute  evolution, 
'he  law  states  a  tendency  for  things  to  break  down  and 
lecome  more  disorganized  over  a  period  of  time  rather 
han  become  more  organized  and  highly  developed. 

The  Canadian  branch  of  the  Bible  Science  Association 
;as  published  a  manifesto  which  presents  15  "facts"  to 
disprove  evolution  and  demands  that  each  province  legislate 
hat  evolution  be  taught  only  as  a  theory. 

The  creationists  also  demand  that  students  be  given 
he  creation  alternative  and  that  all  books  teaching 
volution  as  fact  rather  than  theory  be  removed  and  re- 
ilaced  in  schools  and  colleges  by  books  teaching  it  as  a 
heory  and  granting  equal  space  to  the  creation  side.

Whitehouse,  Texas  (EP)— Along  a  narrow,  oil  road 
approximately  two  miles  south  of  this  town,  a  51  by  16  foot 
cement  ark  stands  partially  built.  The  angular  "tub"  will 
soon  carry  a  Baptist  missionary  and  his  family  to  the 
British  Virgin  Islands  where  the  enterprising  carpenter- 
preacher  hopes  to  establish  Baptist  churches. 

The  Rev.  Daylon  H.  Hicks  is  spending  all  his  time 
constructing  the  vessel.  Unlike  the  original  Ark,  Hicks' 
boat  will  be  powered  by  a  196  horsepower  diesel  engine  and 
will  be  equipped  with  electricity  via  a  separate  four 
cylinder  diesel. 

When  the  30-ton  (including  9.5  tons  of  fuel  and  water) 
creation  is  finished,  Hicks  and  his  family  will  transport  it 
to  Beaumont,  Texas,  where  he  will  put  a  35-foot  pilot 
house  and  cabin  on  top  before  the  trip.  Mrs.  Hicks  will 
tutor  their  five  children  from  correspondence  schools 
during  their  missionary  sojourn  in  the  islands. 

Bellflower,  Calif.  Chaplain  Meissner,  director  of 
Chaplains  Jail  Workers,  Inc.,  brouglit  a  message  titled 
"Crime  Wave"  for  the  evening  service  Feb.  27.  CJW 
is  a  non-profit  corporation  which  sponsors  the  official 
Protestant  Chaplains  Service  to  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Sheriff  and  Probation  Committees.  The  work  of  CJW  is 
divided  into  four  divisions:  adult,  juvenile,  rehabilitation 
and  volunteer.

On  Feb.  18,  the  California  court  declared  that  capital 
punishment  was  cruel  and  unusual,  and  that  it  "degrades 
and  dehumanizes  all  who  participate  in  its  processes.

Chicago  {EP)-A  medical  missionary  in  Bangladesh  and 
the  director  of  Medical  Assistance  Programs  told  an 
interviewer  on  Radio  Station  WMBI  that  the  openness  to  the 
Gospel  in  the  world's  newest  country  "is  an  incredible 
thing  in  the  history  of  missions." 

Dr.  J.  Raymond  Knighton  and  missionary  Viggo  Olsen, 
M.D.,  told  interviewer  Tedd  Seelye  they  were  received  well 
on  a  recent  trip  to  Bangladesh,  and  that  officials  offered 
full  cooperation  with  American  relief  efforts  to  help 
returning  refugees  and  victims  of  the  recent  war  of 
liberation  from  Pakistan. 

The  men  said  there  are  10  million  refugees  who  ran  away 
from  the  military  regime  over  into  India  who  are  now 
returning— sometimes  to  burned-out  houses  and  blown-up 
bridges.  "We  have  a  tremendous  need  to  get  these  people 
underneath  a  roof  in  this  next  three-month  period,"  Dr. 
Olsen  said,  "before  the  June  rainy  season  begins."

Workless  World?  Social  scientists  tell  us  that  a 
"workless  world"  is  just  around  the  corner.  Says  Prof. 
P.E.  Vandall  of  the  University  of  Windsor,  "The  20-hour 
week  is  only  10  years  away."  The  Southern  California 
Research  Council  predicts  that,  by  1985,  the  typical  Ameri^ 
can  will  have  to  work  only  six  months  a  year  to  maintain 
his  present  standard  of  living.  R.  F.  Norden,  in  his  book 
entitled  The  New  Leisure  says:  "Some  social  scientists 
foresee  the  time,  perhaps,  in  the  next  25  or  even  10  years, 
when  people  constituting  2  percent  of  our  population  can 
do  the  necessary  work  to  provide  food  and  consumer  goods 
for  the  remaining  98  percent;  when  state  governments  will 
establish  departments  of  leisure  to  balance  departments 
of  labor.  .  .  ." 

This  possibility  has  given  rise  to  some  warnings.  The 
historian  Arthur  Schlessinger,  Jr.,  says,  "The  most 
dangerous  threat  hanging  over  American  society  is  the 
threat  of  leisure,"  and  he  adds,  "Those  who  have  the 
least  preparation  for  leisure  will  have  the  most  of  it." 
Free  time  can  be  hoarded  selfishly,  creating  boredom,  or 
it  can  be  used  in  constructive  ways  to  benefit  others.  The 
old  saying  is  still  true:  "An  idle  man  is  the  devil's 
workshop."

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The  King  James  Version,  translated 
in  A.D.  1611  and  "authorized"  by  the 
king  of  England  to  be  read  in  the 
churches  of  his  realm,  has  blessed  the 
hearts  of  millions  of  English  readers. 
The  present  century,  however,  has  wit- 
nessed the  production  of  scores  of  new 
versions,  and  the  end  is  not  in  sight. 
Some  of  these  are  rather  casual,  one- 
man  efforts,  more  paraphrase  than 
translation,  but  others  are  major 
undertakings  performed  by  groups  of 
outstanding  scholars  (many  of  them 
thoroughly  evangelical)  with  the  bene- 
fit of  extended  consultation  and 
generous  financing. 

Partly  because  of  this  bewildering 
array  of  new  translations,  there  have 
recently  appeared  tracts,  pamphlets, 
and  even  a  few  books  vigorously 
defending  the  King  James  Version,  and 
practically  anathematizing  all  others  as 
hberal  plots  to  undermine  the  Word  of 
God.  Some  Christians  are  led  to 
imagine  that  the  King  James  Version 
possesses  a  sanctity  that  makes  it 
unique  among  the  others.  A  brief  re- 
view of  the  situation  would  seem  to  be 
in  order. 

What  Do  We  Mean  By  Inspiration? 

Evangelical  Christians  use  the  word 
"inspiration"  in  a  special  sense  in  re- 
lation to  the  Bible.  The  term  is  drawn 
from  11  Timothy  3:16,  "All  scripture 
is  given  by  inspiration  of  God."  Most 
scholars  recognize  that  this  translation 
is  inadequate,  but  the  word  is  so  firm- 
ly entrenched  in  our  theological  lan- 
guage that  the  only  course  open  is  to 
explain  its  special  meaning.  A  very 
literal  rendering  would  be,  "All  scrip- 
ture is  God-breathed."  Alva  J.  McClain 
expressed  it  this  way:  "To  say  that  all 
Scripture  is  inspired  of  God  is  to  say 
that  all  Scripture  is  the  direct  product 
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Does  the  King  James  Version  possess  a  certain

When  speaking  of  "inspiration"  re- 
garding the  Bible,  we  are  not  talking  of 
m  unusual  genius  possessed  by  the 
vriters,  but  of  the  Scripture  itself. 
^Jote  that  II  Timothy  3:16  speaks  of 
scripture,  not  the  writers,  as  being 
'given  by  inspiration  of  God."  It 
hould  be  further  observed  that  what 
vas  "God-breathed"  was  what  was 
ictually  written  by  the  Biblical  writ- 
;rs.  Technically  speaking,  the  quality 
)f  inspiration  applies  only  to  the 
)riginal  documents  (that  is,  the  auto- 
;raphs),  not  to  any  copies  made  from 
hem  nor  to  any  translations  made  of 
hem.  All  subsequent  copies  or  trans- 
ations  (including  the  King  James  Ver- 
ion)  are  "inspired"  only  to  the  extent 
hat  they  accurately  represent  the 
lutographs. 

Sometimes  it  is  argued  that  if  in- 
piration  applies  only  to  the  auto- 
^aphs,  and  if  the  autographs  are  now 
ost,  then  it  is  a  meaningless  doctrine 
nd  of  no  importance  today.  The  argu- 
nent  is  without  value,  however,  be- 
ause  there  are  in  existence  thousands 
)f  copies  of  the  inspired  originals,  and 
he  substantial  agreement  among  the 
opies  is  clear  indication  that  the  true 
ext  has  been  preserved.  There  is  in  the 
National  Archives  Building  in  Washing- 
on,  D.C.,  the  original  document  of 
he  United  States  Constitution.  It  is  a 
aluable  national  treasure  and  is  care- 
uUy  guarded.  Thousands  view  it  every 
'ear.  Yet  if  the  original  should  be 
tolen  or  destroyed,  the  government 
vould  not  collapse,  for  there  are  suf- 
icient  copies  in  existence  to  demon- 
trate  what  the  original  document  said, 
n  the  same  way  the  thousands  of 
iiblical  manuscripts  in  existence  have 
ireserved  the  contents  of  the  auto- 
;raphs  beyond  any  reasonable  doubt. 

How  Did  We  Get  Our 
Present  Bibles? 

The  history  of  the  Bible,  from  the 


autographs  in  Hebrew  (O.T.)  and 
Greek  (N.T.)  to  the  English  trans- 
lations which  we  use  today,  is  a  fasci- 
nating story.  Because  the  books  of  the 
Bible  were  all  written  hundreds  of 
years  (in  some  cases,  thousands)  be- 
fore the  invention  of  the  printing 
press,  all  copies  had  to  be  made  by 
hand.  These  books  were  treasured  by 
God's  people,  and  were  handled  and 
copied  with  special  care.  At  various 
times  translations  were  made  from  the 
Hebrew  and  Greek  into  such  languages 
as  Latin,  Coptic,  and  Syriac.  Yet  in 
spite  of  every  precaution,  variations 
(most  of  them  very  slight)  did  creep 
into  these  handmade  copies.  Acci- 
dental human  errors  occurred,  so  that 
no  two  manuscripts  containing  a  major 
portion  of  the  Scripture  are  exactly 
alike. 

Manuscripts  continued  to  be  trans- 
mitted by  hand-copying  from  the  first 
to  the  sixteenth  century.  The  first 
Greek  New  Testaments  to  be  printed 
were  the  editions  of  Erasmus  (A.D. 
1516)  and  the  Complutensian  Polyglot 
(A.D.  1522).  These  editions  were 
based  on  the  kind  of  text  which  was 
commonly  available  in  the  Middle 
Ages,  and  scholars  refer  to  it  as  the 
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Textus  Receptus.  (The  Textus  Re- 
ceptus  or  "TR"  is  not  a  manuscript  at 
all,  but  a  type  of  text  which  is  found 
in  the  majority  of  manuscripts,  most 
of  them  relatively  late.)  The  printed 
Old  Testament  text  was  based  on  the 
text  of  the  Masoretes,  who  were  Jew- 
ish scholars  during  the  sixth  to  the 
ninth  centuries  A.D.  Until  the  dis- 
covery of  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  in 
1947,  this  was  the  oldest  Hebrew 
source  for  the  text  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. 

From  the  eighteenth  century  until 
the  present,  however,  scholars  have 
devoted  themselves  strenuously  to  the 
study  of  the  text,  and  many  new 
manuscripts  have  come  to  light.  Some 
New  Testament  manuscripts  have  been 
recovered  which  date  from  the  third 
and  fourth  centuries  A.D.  A  few  scraps 
are  even  dated  in  the  second  century. 
In  1947  the  world  was  electrified  by 
the  discovery  of  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls 
which  provided  Old  Testament  He- 
brew manuscripts  one  thousand  years 
older  than  any  currently  possessed. 

The  Masoretic  text  is  still  the  basic 
text  of  the  Old  Testament  (the  Dead 
Sea  Scrolls  do  not  contain  the  entire 
Old  Testament),  but  the  materials  for 
New  Testament  study  are  much  more 
plentiful.  From  the  thousands  of 
manuscripts  now  available,  students  of 
the  text  are  able  to  study  them  line  by 
line,  note  the  variants,  and  group  the 
manuscripts  into  several  broad  cate- 
gories. Each  of  these  groups  has 
common  characteristics,  particularly 
their  agreement  in  recording  certain 
variants.  Such  names  as  Western, 
Alexandrian  (or  Neutral),  Caesarean, 
and  Byzantine  (or  Syrian)  are  used  to 
designate  them.  Now  the  question 
must  be  asked: 

Which  Text-type  Is  Most  Reliable? 

Some   of  the   text-types  have  not

been  agreed  upon  by  scholars  generally 
(for  example,  the  Caesarean  text  has 
been  identified  chiefly  in  Mark,  but 
not  in  the  rest  of  the  New  Testament). 
However,  three  of  them  are  sufficient- 
ly distinct  to  allow  thorough  study. 
The  Western  text,  although  apparently 
very  old,  is  characterized  by  the  widest 
variation  from  the  majority  of  manu- 
scripts, and  suggests  considerable 
scribal  freedom  in  the  handling  of  the 
text.  Most  scholars  (regardless  of  their 
theological  views)  have  relegated  the 
Western  text  to  a  subordinate  place, 
although  recognizing  that  in  isolated 
instances  its  variants  could  be  the  true 
reading. 

The  Byzantine  text  (called  Syrian 
by  Westcott  and  Hort,  and  the  Majori- 
ty Text  by  some  today)  is  the  sort  of 
text  found  in  the  vast  majority  of 
manuscripts  (variously  estimated  as 
80-90  percent).  It  is  this  text  which 
was  most  readily  available  to  the  King 
James  translators  and  formed  the  basis 
of  the  1611  version.  Although  the 
bulk  of  our  manuscripts  fall  into  this 
category,  they  are  not  our  earliest 
ones.  No  extant  Greek  manuscript 
from  the  fourth  century  or  earlier  has 
this  kind  of  text  (although  individual 
readings  may  coincide  with  it).  To 
argue  as  some  do  that  God  would  not 
have  left  the  church  with  a  less  than 
perfect  text  from  the  fifth  century  on 
is  to  misunderstand  the  workings  of 
God's  providence  in  preserving  the 
text.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  are 
divergences  even  among  manuscripts 
of  the  Byzantine  type.  Furthermore, 
what  about  God's  providence  during 
the  first  four  centuries?  God  in  His 
preserving  work  did  protect  His  Word, 
in  spite  of  human  frailty  in  transcrip- 
tion. 

The  Alexandrian  (or  Egyptian, 
Neutral)  text  is  found  in  far  fewer 
manuscripts  than  the  Byzantine,  but 
they  are  the  oldest  ones  we  possess 
(that  is,  closest  to  the  autographs). 
The  papyrus  discoveries  in  recent 
decades  support  this  kind  of  text.  It 
formed  the  basis  of  the  American 
Standard  Version  (1901),  and  most  of 
the  newer  versions  today.  This  text  has 
commended  itself  to  scholars  because 
of  the  age  of  the  manuscripts  in  which 
it  is  found,  and  the  intrinsic  merits  of 
its  readings.  Defenders  of  the  Byzan- 


tine text  often  point  to  the  fact  that 
the  dry  climate  of  Egypt  has  preserved 
these  manuscripts,  and  ;/  we  had 
equally  ancient  manuscripts  from 
other  areas  they  might  well  support 
the  Byzantine  text-type.  It  is  also 
pointed  out  that  a  late  manuscript 
could  have  been  copied  from  a  very 
early  one.  While  this  conceivably  could 
be  true,  the  fact  remains  that  the 
Alexandrian-type  manuscripts  are  the 
earliest  ones  we  have.  On  the  basis, 
then,  of  the  evidence  we  possess  (not 
upon  speculation  or  "if's"),  the 
Alexandrian  text  has  claimed  the  sup- 
port of  most  scholars  (evangehcal  as 
well  as  liberal,  with  exceptions  of 
course  in  both  groups). 


What  Is  the  Value  of  KJV? 

In  summation,  the  King  James 
Version  is  a  fine  version  (this  writer 
uses  it  as  his  standard  Bible,  and 
preaches  from  it  regularly).  It  is  "in- 
spired," however,  only  to  the  extent 
that  it  conveys  the  meaning  of  the 
autographs.  In  general  it  does  this  very 
well.  But  it  is  not  perfect.  Two  prob- 
lems must  be  noted.  (1)  There  are 
some  poor  or  erroneous  translations. 
Word  usage  has  changed  since  1611. 
Furthermore,  there  are  some  trans- 
lations which  rest  on  exceedingly  poor 
manuscript  authority.  One  example  is 
I  John  5:7b-8a,  for  which  there  is  no 
Greek    manuscript    evidence    at    all 


earlier  than  the  fifteenth  century.  (2) 
The  KJV  is  becoming  less  and  less  in- 
telligible to  young  Americans  (whether 
we  like  it  or  not),  and  if  its  archaic  ; 
expressions  do  not  speak  meaningfully  , 
to  them,  to  that  extent  it  is  failing  to , 
communicate    God's   inspired    revela- 
tion. 

It  needs  to  be  remembered  that  the 
differences  between  the  Alexandrian 
and  Byzantine  text-types  are  not  near- 
ly as  great  as  might  be  supposed.  If 
one  could  remove  the  Old  English 
style  from  KJV  so  that  the  comparison 
would  be  fairer,  the  differences  be- 
tween these  text-types  could  be  seen 
by  noting  the  difference  between  KJV 
and  ASV.  The  Gospel  is  crystal  clear  in 
either  version.  It  is  regrettable  that  an 
issue  is  being  made  over  this  matter  in 
evangelical  circles,  especially  when 
some  extremists  are  making  one's  atti- 
tude toward  KJV  virtually  an  article  of 
faith,  and  raising  suspicions  unwar- 
rantedly.  It  is  forcing  many  Christians 
to  make  a  choice  when  they  lack  the 
necessary  knowledge  and  skill  to  do 
so.  How  much  better  it  would  be  to 
thank  God  that  His  Word  has  been  pre- 
served intact  throughout  the  centuries, 
and  that  the  wealth  of  manuscripts  as- 
sures us  that  none  of  the  words  have 
been  lost.  In  a  few  cases  we  may  not 
be  certain  which  of  several  variants  is 
the  original,  but  the  problem  is  an 
"embarrassment  of  riches,"  not  of 
loss.  #

For  seven  years  these  men 
worked  faithfully,  translating  God's 
Word  from  Greek  and  Hebrew 
manuscripts  into  English. 

In  1611  the  task  was  finished. 
The  king  was  pleased  with  the  new 
Bible,  and  commanded  all  the 
churches  of  England  to  use  it  in 
their  services.  It  is  often  called  the 
Authorized  Version  and  has  been 
the  favorite  of  Protestant  Bible 
readers  ever  since.

requirements,  will  provide  the  student 
a  substantial  undergraduate  coverage 
of  the  functions  of  the  business  firm. 
An  understanding  will  also  be  provided 
of  the  environment  of  business  be- 
havior, as  well  as  an  opportunity  to 
develop  the  individual's  personal  Chris- 
tian commitment  and  ethical  sensitivi- 
ty- 

What  type  of  courses  will  the  stu- 
dent be  taking  to  meet  the  graduation 
requirements  for  a  degree  in  business 
and  economics?  First,  the  student  will 
start  with  an  introductory  course  in 
business  which  gives  an  overview  of 
the  business  structure.  A  two-semester 
accounting  course  provides  a  founda- 
tion in  general  accounting  principles. 
Before  the  student  contemplates  enter- 
ing the  business  arena  on  his  own,  he 
needs  a  general  understanding  of  the 
legal  complexities  involved  in  business.

work  for  the  business  major.  Advanced 
courses  in  business  include  studies  in 
marketing,  finance,  administrative 
theory,  and  business  math. 

Most  of  the  business  courses  that 
were  offered  this  year  were  taught  by 
Mr.  Robert  Elmer,  a  graduate  of  Bob 
Jones  University.  He  is  currently  work- 
ing on  his  master's  degree  at  Purdue 
University  night  school.  Mr.  Elmer's 
duties  include  not  only  teaching,  but 
he  is  also  the  assistant  business  mana- 
ger for  Grace  Schools.  Plans  for  next 
year  include  hiring  a  full-time  instruc- 
tor who  will  be  the  chairman  of  the 
business  department.  Mr.  Elmer  will 
then  devote  most  of  his  time  to  his 
administrative  position  and  teach 
fewer  classes  than  this  year.

Who  decides:  God  or  men? 


Criminal 
Punishment: 
Retributive 
or  Corrective? 


One  of  the  amazing  paradoxes  of 
our  day  is  the  increase  of  crime  and  its 
viciousness  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
growing  softness  of  society  toward  the 
administration  of  punishment  to  the 
criminal  on  the  other.  At  the  time  of 
this  writing  there  is  before  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States  the 
issue  of  the  constitutionaUty  of  capital 
punishment.  By  far  the  greater  number 
of  the  states  have  ruled  out  the  death 
penalty,  and  in  other  states  where  this 
law  is  still  on  the  statute  books  the 
highest  executives  are  deferring  the  in- 
fliction of  this  penalty  until  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  makes  its  decision. 

In  a  recent  action  of  the  California 
Supreme  Court,  the  ruling  was  handed 
down  that  the  state's  death  penalty  is 
unconstitutional,  which  means  that 
107  men  and  women  on  Death  Row  in 
that  state  will  never  see  the  inside  of 
San  Quentin  Prison's  apple-green  gas 
chamber.  In  issuing  its  decision,  the 
California  Supreme  Court  made  it 
clear  that  regardless  of  what  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States 
does,  "death  may  not  be  exacted  as 
punishment  for  crime  in  this  state." 
The  court  further  explained  the  basis 
for  its  ruling.  The  California  State 
Constitution  uses  the  words  "cruel  or 
unusual  punishment"  while  the  United 
States  Constitution  says  "cruel  and  un- 
usual punishment."  So  the  judges  in 
this  six-to-one  decision  insisted  that 
execution  is  both  cruel  and  unusual 
punishment  in  today's  world.  "It  de- 
grades and  dehumanizes  all  who  par- 
ticipate in  its  process,"  and  "it  is  un- 


necessary to  any  legitimate  goal  of  the 
state  and  is  incompatible  with  the 
dignity  of  man  and  the  judicial  proces- 
ses." Therefore  the  court  ordered  that 
all  death  penalties  be  changed  to  life 
imprisonment  at  once. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  Governor 
Reagan  joined  the  long  list  of  thinking 
men  who  view  with  alarm  the  trend 
that  is  growing  across  this  land.  He 
assailed  the  court's  decision  and  an- 
nounced that  the  state  would  petition 
for  a  rehearing  of  the  case.  He  declared 
that  if  the  decision  "goes  unchal- 
lenged, the  judicial  philosophy  in- 
herent in  this  ruling  could  be  an  al- 
most lethal  blow  to  society's  riglit  to 
protect  law-abiding  citizens  and  their 
families  against  violence  and  crime." 

The  Judicial  Philosophy 

Recognizing  that  there  are  degrees 
of  heinousness  in  crime,  what  sort  of 
judicial  philosophy  is  it  that  assesses 
the  most  vicious  crime  as  unworthy  of 
the  death  penalty?  Pious  language  and 
humanitarian  phraseology  provide  a 
very  convenient  smoke  screen  behind 
which  to  veil  the  real  truth.  And  this 
will  sound  plausible  to  most  people, 
especially  people  who  are  conditioned 
over  the  pattern  of  thinking  in  this 
present  day.  But  behind  this  the  real 
truth  is  taking  its  desperate  toll. 

In  today's  world,  society  is  groping 
blindly  for  the  essential  causes  for 
crime.  Not  too  many  years  ago  a  com- 
mission was  established  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  to  study  this 
matter.    It    was    pitiful;   the   kind   of 


answers  they  came  up  with,  and  fo 
which  they  were  paid  thousands  oi 
dollars.  When  the  task  was  finishec 
they  were  not  any  nearer  to  the  rea 
answers.  At  least  three  theories  are 
extant:  (1)  that  certain  men  on  the 
physiological  side  are  born  criminals 
This  is  a  sort  of  fatalistic  explanation, 
and  if  it  were  true,  then  such  a  person 
is  not  blameworthy;  (2)  that  on  the 
psychological  side,  a  man  may  not  be 
well  adjusted  to  society,  and  so  he 
turns  out  to  be  a  criminal:  in  this  case 
what  he  needs  is  not  a  prison,  but  a 
physician,  a  psychiatrist;  (3)  on  the 
sociological  side,  a  man  may  be  the 
victim  of  the  circumstances  in  which 
he  lives,  such  as  poverty,  slums,  ostra- 
cism. 

There  is  some  truth  in  aU  these  sug- 
gestions. But  in  each  case  there  is  an 
almost  ingenious  detour  of  the  real 
issue.  Actually,  each  one  of  these  sug- 
gestions deals  with  effects  growing  out 
of  the  real  cause,  and  the  proposed 
treatment  in  each  case  is  for  the  effect. 
If  the  case  is  diagnosed  as  physiologi- 
cal, then  isolate  the  person  so  he  can- 
not molest  others;  if  the  case  is  diag- 
nosed as  psychological,  then  assign 
him  to  a  sanitarium;  if  the  case  is  diag- 
nosed as  sociological,  then  change  the 
envirormient.  In  no  one  of  these 
proposed  treatments  in  the  judicial 
philosophy  of  our  day  does  the  pre- 
scription get  at  the  real  cause  of  crime. 

The  Biblical  Philosophy 

It  is  true  in  our  day  that  httle 
credence  is  given  to  the  Bible  as  the 
possible  source  of  information  that 
might  solve  some  problems.  But  this 
writer  believes  that  the  Bible  is  the 
eternal  Word  of  God  and  at  every 
point  is  inviolable  truth.  At  the  very 
outset  of  the  Bible  a  command  was 
issued  to  our  first  parents,  and  for  dis- 
obedience to  this  command  a  penalty 
was  attached  (Gen.  2:16-17).  That 
penalty  was  death.  There  was  no  pos- 
sibility of  explaining  their  disobedi- 
ence as  physiological  in  origin,  nor 
psychological  in  origin,  nor  sociologi- 
cal in  origin.  And  death  was  not  pre- 
scribed as  a  sort  of  rehabilitation 
process.  Death  was  final  and  irrevo- 
cable. 

This  must  mean  that  the  punish- 
ment meted  out  by  God  was  retri- 
butive and  in  no  sense  corrective.  In 
death  there  can  be  no  correction.  But 
in  death  there  can  be  the  execution  of 
a  penalty  that  is  retributive  and  com- 
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nensurate  with  the  enormity  of  the 
;rime.  God  legislated  this  way  against 
in,  because  sin  is  a  crime  against  God 
hat  imparts  infinite  heinousness  to  it. 
Nothing  short  of  death,  physical  and 
piritual,  can  approximate  its  blame- 
rarthiness.  On  the  human  level,  when 
iod  established  human  government, 
le  authorized  men  to  exact  the  pen- 
Ity  of  life  for  the  taking  of  life  (Gen. 
':6).  And  this  was  ordered  of  God 
lecause  of  the  dignity  of  man;  a 
ignity  and  worth  which  he  acquired 
y  being  made  in  the  image  of  God. 

Herein  lies  the  essential  and  basic 
jason  for  the  execution  of  the  death 
enalty.  It  is  retributive  and  not  cor- 
;ctive.  The  penalty  should  take  this 
3rm  for  certain  crimes  in  society,  for 
lere  is  no  other  in  society  that  can 
;ach  this  dimension  and  thus  express 
le  full  desert  incurred  by  the  crimi- 
al.  Any  lighter  sentence  is  to  regard 
le  crime  lightly  and  encourage 
)ciety  to  indulge  themselves  in  it. 

God  demonstrated  His  retributive 
Tath  upon  sin  by  inflicting  death 
pon  His  only  Son  at  the  cross.  His 


Son,  Jesus  Christ,  needed  no  correc- 
tion, so  the  only  sort  of  punishment 
He  could  possibly  experience  was 
retributive  in  nature.  Since  He  was  in- 
nocent, in  this  respect  He  suffered  the 
retributive  wrath  that  sinners  deserved, 
and  by  so  doing  opened  up  a  way  for 
men  to  appropriate  that  ministry  by 
faith  and  thus  escape  their  just  deserts 
before  the  law  of  God.  "Christ  died 
for  our  sins"  (I  Cor.  15:3),  "the  just 
for  the  unjust"  (I  Peter  3:18). 

The  present  trend  in  judicial  phi- 
losophy is  moving  more  and  more  in 
the  direction  of  the  remedial  view  of 
punishment.  This  means  that  crime  is 
being  viewed  as  sickness  and  not  as  sin. 
Therefore  the  punishments  being  pre- 
scribed are  intended  to  be  corrective  in 
character  and  not  retributive.  Rights 
and  wrongs  for  action  are  disappear-

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ing,  and  in  their  place  a  view  is  devel- 
oping that  prescribes  a  treatment  for 
correction  wliich  returns  the  criminal 
to  society  without  changing  him.  The 
only  thing  that  can  be  expected  is  a 
relapse  into  former  conduct  and  the 
further  degradation  of  society.  The  en- 
tering wedge  is  the  removal  of  the 
death  penalty  for  capital  crimes.  But 
this  will  not  be  the  end.  In  due  time 
this  philosophy  will  cover  all  crime. 

Let  it  be  understood  right  here, 
that  God  does  not  underestimate  the 
ill-desert  of  sin.  It  is  worthy  of  death. 
And  this  death  was  paid  by  His  Son. 
He  did  not  spare  His  Son.  And  this 
came  first  to  deal  with  the  problem  of 
sin.  But  in  this  great  display  of  retri- 
butive wrath  at  the  cross,  the  founda- 
tion was  laid  to  deal  with  the  correc- 
tion of  sin  in  the  life  of  the  sinner. 
Tliat  sinner  who  will  accept  the  work 
of  Christ  on  the  cross  to  cover  God's 
wrath  against  sin  will  also  receive  a 
new  life  from  God,  and  the  life  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  who  will  give  him  the 
power  to  live  a  life  of  holiness  (Gal. 
2:20).  #

John  Mcintosh 

"I  have  arrived  at  what  the  past  six- 
teen years— grade  school,  junior  high, 
high  school  and  college— have  been  all 
about.  Seminary,  the  preparation  and 
concentration  for  God's  call." 

This  was  the  statement  of  John 
Mcintosh,  a  seminary  junior  from 
Sunnyside,  Washington. 

John  accepted  Christ  when  he  was 
seven  years  old,  under  the  ministry  of 
Rev.  Harold  Painter,  then  pastor  of  the 
First  Brethren  Church  of  Sunnyside. 
Several  years  later,  at  a  church  mis- 
sionary conference  with  Rev.  Donald 
Hocking  speaking,  John  dedicated  his 
life  to  Christ.  Missionary  Hocking  con- 
cluded the  service  by  saying  that  only 
one  out  of  ten  of  those  young  people 
that  came  forward  would  make  it. 
John  decided  to  be  that  one. 

Througli  the  ministry  and  encour- 
agement of  Rev.  John  Mayes,  John 
entered  Grace  College  as  a  speech 
major.  His  freshman  year,  however, 
was  a  time  of  discouragement.  During 
Christmas  vacation,  a  close  friend  was 
killed  in  a  car  accident,  John's  grades 
were  poor,  and  he  was  engaged  to 
Carolyn  who  was  still  back  in  Washing- 
ton.

John  read  the  verse  and  through  it 
found  great  encouragement.  A  new  en-

He  returned  his  sophomore 
year  married,  and  his  grades  greatly 
improved.  John  attributes  a  lot  of  this 
encouragement  to  his  wife,  Carolyn, 
who  has  been  behind  him  all  the  way. 

And  now— a  seminary  junior,  John 
enjoys  the  opportunity  to  meet  the 
professors  on  a  personal  level  and  ap- 
preciates the  time  and  interest  they 
take  in  each  young  man. 

When  he's  not  studying,  John  is 
often  found  playing  with  the  Mcin- 
tosh's twenty-month-old  daughter, 
Shonda,  or  showing  her  off  to  their 
friends!

Being  elected  junior  class  social 
chairman  at  seminary,  keeps  John 
thinking  creatively  as  he  dreams  up 
new  ideas  with  which  to  entertain  the 
other  seminarians  and  their  families. 

The  Mclntoshs  belong  to  the  War- 
saw Community  Grace  Brethren 
Church,  where  John  is  head  usher,  a 
board  member,  and  teacher  of  the 
junior  high  training  hour. 

So  the  Mclntoshs  are  happily  busy. 
John  comments,  "The  best  experience 
of  seminary  has  been  my  acceptance, 
for  since  then  I  have  been  impressed 
and  thrilled,  sitting  under  these  dedi- 
cated men  of  God." 

To  one  thinking  about  attending 
Grace,  he  says:  "Don't  fool  yourself 
by  thinking  to  avoid  the  draft  to  get  in 
on  the  easy  life  of  seminary.  Seminary 
is  demanding,  not  only  physically  (if 
you  must  work),  but  it  is  demanding 
on  your  family  life.  If  is  difficult  to  bal- 
ance academic  pursuits  with  family 
life,  each  demands  your  attention,  yet 
without  either,  personally  I  wouldn't 
be  here,  for  my  family  is  a  tremendous 
encouragement  to  me." 

The  future  for  John,  Carolyn  and 
Shonda?  Like  many  in  the  seminary, 
John  finds  the  Brethren  Home  Mission 
program  challenging  and  enticing. 
They  still  love  the  Northwest,  but  are 
keeping  their  own  wishes  in  obeyance 
to  God.  "Wherever  God  calls  us,"  John 
says,  "we  know  we  will  be  happy,  for 
it  will  be  His  choice,  not  ours."  #

Soon  Underway 


Q— Why  is  a  retirement  village  being 
built  in  Winona  Lake? 

A-Several  years  ago  national  confer- 
ence elected  a  board  of  directors  to 
establish  a  national  retirement  cen- 
ter. Because  of  our  national  boards, 
Grace  Schools,  and  the  Winona 
Christian  Assembly  being  in  Win- 
ona Lake,  it  was  decided  to  build 
where  these  Christian  activities  are 
located. 

Q— Just  what  is  a  retirement  village? 

A— Grace  Village  will  be  a  complex  of 
apartments,  extended  care  (nursing 
unit)  and  recreational  center  for 
people  past  fifty  years  wishing  a 
maintenance  free  home  and  an  op- 
portunity for  security  and  fellow- 
ship during  their  golden  years. 

Q— Who  is  eligible  to  live  in  Grace  Vil- 
lage? 

A— Those  congenial  Christians  seeking 
the  comfort  of  a  village  atmos- 
phere. 

Q— Surely  a  center  like  this  must  be 
terribly  expensive,  is  it? 

A— To  the  contrary.  The  board  is  striv- 
ing to  give  maximum  of  comfort 
and  convenience  for  the  minimum 
dollar. 

Q— Does  Grace  Village  require  us  to 
turn  our  assets  over  to  them  as 
other  retirement  centers  do? 

A— No,  there  are  bonds  being  sold  that 
earn  a  generous  interest  and  then  a 
monthly  fee  will  be  charged  based 
on  the  type  and  size  apartment  de- 
sired. These  fees  are  in  the  process 
of  being  established.

of  the  National  Fellowship 
of  Brethren  Churches 


We  of  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches,  in  harmony  with 
our  historic  position,  believing  the 
Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and  nothing 
but  the  Bible  to  be  our  infallible  rule 
of  faith  and  of  practice,  and  feeling 
our  responsibility  to  make  known  the 
divine  message  of  the  Bible,  present 
the  following  articles  as  a  statement  of 
those  basic  truths  taught  in  the  Bible 
which  are  common  to  our  Christian 
faith  and  practice: 

1.  THE  BIBLE:  the  Word  of  God,  the 
sixty-six  Books  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments,  verbally  inspired 
in  all  parts,  and  therefore  wholly 
without  error  as  originally  given  of 
God  (II  Tim.  3:16;  II  Peter  1:21). 

2.  THE  ONE  TRUE  GOD:  existing 
eternally  as  three  persons— the 
Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Spirit  (Luke  3:22;  Matt.  28:19;  II 
Cor.  13:14). 

3.  THE  LORD  JESUS  CHRIST:  His 

preexistence  and  deity  (John 
1:1-3),  incarnation  by  virgin  birth 
(John  1:14;  Matt.  1: 18-23),  sinless 
life  (Heb.  4:15),  substitutionary 
death  (II  Cor.  5:21),  bodily  resur- 
rection (Luke  24:36-43),  ascension 
into  heaven  and  present  ministry 
(Heb.  4:14-16),  and  coming  again 
(Acts  1:11). 

4.  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT:  His  person- 
ality (John  16:7-15);  and  deity 
(Acts  5:3-4);  and  His  work  in  each 
believer:  baptism  and  indwelhng  at 
the  moment  of  regeneration  (I 
Cor.  12:13;  Rom.  8:9);  and  filling 
(Eph.  5:18)  to  empower  for  Chris- 
tian life  and  service  (Eph.  3:16; 
Acts  1:8; Gal.  5:22-23). 


5.  MAN:  his  direct  creation  in  the 
image  of  God  (Gen.  1:26-28),  his 
subsequent  fall  into  sin  resulting  in 
spiritual  death  (Gen.  3: 1-24;  Rom. 
5:12),  and  the  necessity  of  the 
new  birth  for  his  salvation  (John 
3:3-5). 

6.  SALVATION:  a  complete  and 
eternal  salvation  by  God's  grace 
alone,  received  as  the  gift  of  God 
through  personal  faith  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  and  His  finished  work 
(Eph.  2:8-9;  Titus  3:5-7;  I  Peter 
1:18-19). 

7.  THE  CHURCH:  one  true  Church, 
the  body  and  bride  of  Christ  (Eph. 
1 :  22-23 ;  5 :  25-32),  composed  of  all 
true  believers  of  the  present  age  (I 
Cor.  12:12-13);  and  the  organiza- 
tion of  its  members  in  local 
churches  for  worship,  for  edifi- 
cation of  believers,  and  for  world- 
wide gospel  witness,  each  local 
church  being  autonomous  but  co- 
operating in  fellowship  and  work 
(Eph.  4:11-16). 

8.  CHRISTIAN  LIFE:  a  life  of  right- 
eousness, good  works,  and  separa- 
tion unto  God  from  the  evil  ways 
of  the  world  (Rom.  12: 1-2),  mani- 
fested by  speaking  the  truth 
(James  5:12),  maintaining  the 
sanctity  of  the  home  (Eph. 
5:22—6:4),  settling  differences  be- 
tween Christians  in  accordance 
with  the  Word  of  God  (I  Cor. 
6:1-8),  not  engaging  in  carnal  strife 
but  showing  a  Christ-like  attitude 
toward  all  men  (Rom.  12:17-21), 
exhibiting  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit 
(Gal.  5:22-23),  and  maintaining  a 
life  of  prayer  (Eph.  6:18;  Phil. 
4:6),  including  the  privilege,  when 
sick,  of  calling  for  the  elders  of  the 
church  to  pray  and  to  anoint  with 
oil  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  (James 
5:13-18). 


9.  ORDINANCES:  the  Christian 
should  observe  the  ordinances  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  are 
(1)  baptism  of  believers  by  triune 
immersion  (Matt.  28:19)  and  (2) 
the  threefold  communion  service, 
consisting  of  the  washing  of  the 
saints'  feet  (John  13:1-17),  the 
Lord's  Supper  (I  Cor.  11:20-22, 
33-34;  Jude  12),  and  the  com- 
munion of  the  bread  and  the  cup 
(I  Cor.  11:23-26). 

10.  SATAN:  his  existence  and  person- 
ality as  the  great  adversary  of  God 
and  His  people  (Rev.  12:1-10),  his 
judgment  (John  12:31),  and  final 
doom  (Rev.  20:10). 

11.  SECOND  COMING:  the  personal, 
visible,  and  imminent  return  of 
Christ  to  remove  His  Church  from 
the  earth  (1  Thess.  4: 16-17)  before 
the  tribulation  (I  Thess.  1:10;  Rev. 
3:10),  and  afterward  to  descend 
with  the  Church  to  establish  His 
millennial  kingdom  upon  the  earth 
(Rev.  19:11-20:6). 

12.  FUTURE  LIFE:  the  conscious  ex- 
istence of  the  dead  (Phil.  1:21-23; 
Luke  16:19-31),  the  resurrection 
of  the  body  (John  5:28-29),  the 
judgment  and  reward  of  believers 
(Rom.  14:10-12;  II  Cor.  5:10),  the 
judgment  and  condemnation  of 
unbelievers  (Rev.  20:11-15),  the 
eternal  life  of  the  saved  (John 
3:16),  and  the  eternal  punishment 
of  the  lost  (Matt.  25:46;  Rev. 
20:15). 
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THE  BRETHREN  CHURCH 
IN  FOCUS

Where  did  we  come  from?  What  is 
the  reason  for  our  existence?  What  do 
we  beheve?  These  and  similar  ques- 
tions are  often  asked,  especially  by 
new  members.  The  purpose  of  this 
short  article  is  to  answer  such  ques- 
tions. 

The  Brethren  movement  originated 
in  Germany  in  1708  at  Schwarzenau,  a 
small  village  in  the  province  of  Witt- 
genstein. Alexander  Mack  was  the 
leading  figure  in  this  beginning.  He  and 
a  number  of  dedicated  companions, 
after  careful  study  of  the  Scriptures, 
felt  that  some  things  were  lacking  in 
the  three  state  churches  of  that  time: 
the  Lutheran,  the  Roman  Catholic, 
and  the  Reformed.  For  instance,  they 
were  convinced  that  trine  immersion 
was  the  method  of  baptism  taught  in 
the  Scriptures  and  should  be  ad- 
ministered to  believers  only,  thus 
denying  infant  baptism.  They  were 
convinced  that  in  connection  with  the 
Bread  and  the  Cup  at  communion, 
there  should  be  the  Washing  of  the 
Saints'  Feet  and  the  Love  Feast.  Thus 
in  the  background  of  the  organization 
of  this  new  denomination,  it  is  clearly

evident  that  there  was  a  total  commit- 
ment to  the  authority  of  the  Word  of 
God.  As  yet  they  had  not  adopted  the 
motto  "The  Bible,  the  Whole  Bible, 
and  nothing  but  the  Bible"  which  later 
became  the  Brethren's  doctrinal  guide, 
but  practically  they  had  done  so. 

Origin  at  Schwarzenau 

Following  these  firm  convictions  in 
1708,  the  exact  day  and  hour  being 
unknown  as  well  as  the  identity  of  the 
person  who  administered  the  first  im- 
mersion, eight  dedicated  persons  were 
baptized  by  trine  immersion.  Under 
Mack's  leadership  the  first  Brethren 
church  was  organized,  and  a  new  de- 
nomination was  born  at  Schwarzenau. 
In  its  early  days  these  folk  were  called, 
often  derisively,  Dunkers,  Tunkers, 
Taufers,  Anabaptists  and  New  Baptists 
largely  because  of  their  insistence 
upon  trine  immersion  as  the  proper 
mode  of  baptism. 


Several  other  churches  of  similar 
nature  soon  came  into  being  in  spite  of 
governmental  restrictions  thus  indi- 
cating a  fairly  rapid  growth.  Persecu- 
tion almost  immediately  became  their 
lot  for  they  were  defying  the  govern- 
mental limitation  in  the  matter  of  only 
three  state  churches,  but  conscience 
being  their  guide  they  felt  they  must 
obey  God  rather  than  man.  It  soon  ap- 
peared impossible  for  them  to  remain 
in  Germany  if  they  wished  to  propa- 
gate themselves  and  so  in  1719  and 
1729  under  the  leadership  of  Peter 
Becker  and  Alexander  Mack,  respec- 
tively, two  waves  of  emigration  left  for 
America  and  settled  in  Germantown, 
Pennsylvania,  where  the  first  Brethren 
church  in  America  was  organized. 
Memorable  Christmas  Day  in  1723! 
On  this  day  the  first  organization  of  a 
Brethren  church  in  America  took 
place.  Also  the  first  baptisms  adminis- 
tered by  the  Brethren  took  place  in 
this  country  in  Wissahickon  Creek. 
Then  in  the  evening  of  the  same  day  in 
the  home  of  one  of  the  Brethren  there 
was  celebrated  the  first  love  feast 
among  the  Brethren  on  this  continent. 
There  were  twenty-three  persons  in 
this  group  including  the  first  six  who 
had  just  been  baptized. 

Establishment  in  America 

From  this  beginning  an  aggressive 
missionary  spirit  was  evident.  Expan- 
sion took  place.  New  churches  were 
organized.  Persecution  was  encoun- 
tered because  of  the  Brethren  view- 
point on  war  and  the  taking  of  oaths. 
The  Brethren  were  thus  often  charged 
with  disloyalty  to  the  government, 
colonial  as  well  as  British.  This  situ- 
ation influenced  movements  of  the 
Brethren  to  the  south  into  Maryland, 
Virginia,  and  Kentucky;  and  to  the 
west  to  Ohio,  Illinois,  Iowa,  and  even- 
tually to  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Conservatism  characterized  these 
people,  not  only  in  doctrine  but  also 
in  dress,  education  and  social  life. 
Plainness  was  one  of  their  outstanding 
characteristics.  They  felt  they  were  a 
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pilgrim  people  and  sought  in  every 
possible  way  to  live  in  harmony  with 
their  pilgrim  character.  This  meant 
separation  from  the  world.  They  read 
in  I  Peter  2:9  that  God's  people  are  to 
be  "a  peculiar  people,"  and  they 
sought  to  be  so  in  the  sense  that  they 
wanted  to  be  different  from  the  world. 
This  plainness  was  obvious  in  their 
church  life,  home  life,  dress,  habits 
and  community  life.  In  short,  in  every 
phase  of  their  living.  At  the  beginning 
they  erected  no  church  buildings.  It 
was  "the  church  in  thy  house"  in  a 
very  definite  sense  in  those  days.  Not 
until  1770  at  Germantown  did  they 
start  building  meeting  houses  as  they 
were  called.  When  they  did  erect  build- 
ings they  were  of  the  simplest,  rec- 
tangular design— no  ornamentation, 
steeples,  and  no  musical  instruments. 
Such  things  appealed  to  the  pride  of 
man,  so  they  thought. 

In  their  community  life  they  like- 
wise went  to  extremes.  They  were 
good  neighbors,  but  refused  to  belong 
to  any  of  the  clubs  or  other  organiza- 
tions of  society  and  took  no  part  in 
their  amusements.  Neither  did  they 
have  anything  to  do  with  politics  at 
least  for  quite  some  time.  They  even 
frowned  upon  Sunday  schools  during 
much  of  the  nineteenth  century  think- 
ing that  with  their  musical  instru- 
ments,   contests    and    picnics    they 

The  first  Brethren  Church  in  America  was 
located  in  Germantown,  Pennsylvania.

smacked  too  much  of  the  world. 

About  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth 
century  a  progressive  spirit  began  to 
assert  itself.  Henry  Kurtz  sought  to  re- 
vive the  ministry  of  the  printed  page 
and  circulated  The  Gospel  Visitor,  a 
monthly  paper  which  was  the  first 
such  paper  in  the  Brotherhood.  Henry 
Holsinger  built  upon  Kurtz's  ideas  and 
advocated  other  "progressive"  ideas 
such  as  a  paid  and  better  prepared 
ministry,  liberty  in  the  matter  of  dress, 
and  more  democracy  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Annual 
Meeting.  Much  discussion  of  these 
matters  ensued,  tempers  flared  and  the 
progress  of  the  church  was  hindered. 

The  Brethren  Church  Organized 

The  result  of  the  heated  discussions 
in  the  realm  of  conservatism  and  pro- 
gressivism  was  a  threefold  division  in 
the  denomination  in  1881-83  out  of 
which  have  come  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren,  called  German  Baptists  until 
1908;  the  Old  German  Baptists,  com- 
monly called  Old  Orders;  and  The 
Brethren  Church,  often  called  Pro- 
gressive Brethren  before  1883  to  dis- 
tinguish them  from  the  other  two 
groups  which  were  called  conservatives 
and  ultra-conservatives,  respectively. 
The  terms  conservatism  and  progres- 
sivism  as  used  in  the  divisive  conflit 
did  not  refer  to  doctrine  but  rather  to 
church  polity  and  practice. 

Following  this  division  the  three 
groups  each  carried  on  their  work  as 
separate  denominations.  In  1937-39  a 
serious  crisis  occurred  in  The  Brethren 
Church  with  which  this  article  is  main- 
ly concerned.  This  crisis  was  largely 
due  to  dissatisfaction  with  the  charac- 
ter of  teaching  emanating  from  Ash- 
land College,  the  only  school  of 
secondary  education  in  the  denomi- 
nation. The  result  was  a  sharp  division 
in  the  church.  Two  groups  emerged; 


one  called  the  Ashland  group,  and  the 
other  the  Grace  group,  so  named  be- 
cause of  Ashland  College  and  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  which  were 
vitally  related  to  the  crisis.  The  Grace 
group  is  commonly  called  The  Nation- 
al Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches. 
Both  groups  still  carry  the  name  of 
The  Brethren  Church  and  operate 
under  one  charter,  but  each  group  has 
its  own  annual  conference.  Each  has 
its  own  executives,  its  own  schools  and 
mission  boards,  its  own  publishing 
plant.  So  practically,  thougli  not  of- 
ficially, they  are  two  denominations. 
Both  groups  have  claimed  adherence 
to  The  Message  of  the  Brethren  Minis- 
try; but  it  is  generally  true  that  the 
Grace  group  represents  more  nearly 
the  moderate  Calvinistic  viewpoint  in 
theology,  and  the  Ashland  group  the 
Arminian  viewpoint.  In  1969  the 
Grace  group  in  its  national  conference 
adopted  a  revision  of  The  Message  of 
the  Brethren  Ministry  in  order  to  make 
it  more  inclusive  and  clear,  but  in  no 
way  diminishing  adherence  to  the 
fundamentals  of  the  Christian  faith  or 
allegiance  to  the  distinctive  doctrines 
and  practices  of  The  Brethren  Church. 

The  Present  Situation 

At  the  time  of  the  division  of 
1937-39  the  future  was  uncertain.  But 
under  the  blessing  of  God  since  that 
time  the  membership  of  The  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  has 
more  than  doubled,  the  latest  statisti- 
cal report  showing  a  membership  of 
over  33,000.  This  growth  is  undoubt- 
edly the  result  of  vigorous  missionary 
emphases  at  home  and  abroad  as  well 
as  a  strong  Bible-centered  program  in 
its  schools,  publishing  house,  and  the 
other  departments  of  the  church. 
Never  has  The  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  been  so  well  organ- 
ized for  spiritual  impact  as  now.

-Equipped  with  a  variety  of  facilities  including  a 
Library-Learning  Center,  housing  both  a  college  and  semi- 
nary library  and  microfilm  facilities;  Philathea  Hall  contain- 
ing faculty  offices  and  classrooms,  plus  a  small  auditorium; 
East  Hall  housing  several  large  rehearsal  rooms,  plus 
numerous  individual  practice  rooms;  Alpha  Hall,  a  girl's 
dorm,  air-conditioned,  housing  220  girls  and  providing 
dining  facilities  for  all  single  students;  and  Beta  Hall, 
a  boy's  dorm  housing  92.

-Encouraging  growth  socially  by  providing  college- 
sponsored  concert  series,  artist-lecture  series  and  banquets, 
besides  several  special  events  such  as  Homecoming,  Sadie 
Hawkins  Day,  and  May  Day.  A  wide  variety  of  social 
activities  are  also  held  in  the  Lamp,  the  college's  student 
union.  Parents  are  invited  to  join  the  social  activity  during 


a  special  Parent's  Weekend  in  the  spring. 

-Encouraging  growth  in  knowledge,  not  only  through 
regularly  scheduled  courses  but  through  club  activities 
such  as  G-Club,  student  council,  dorm  senate.  Twentieth 
Century  Affairs,  Delta  Tau  Chi,  Grace  Missions  in  Action, 
and  the  two  student  publications,  the  Heritage  and  the 
Sounding  Board.

-It  began  in  1937,  di  necessary  step  to  hold  forth  the 
Word  of  Christ.  From  the  Ellet  Brethren  Church  of  Akron, 
Ohio,  to  the  Free  Methodist  Pubhshing  House,  to  its  own 
campus,  Grace  Theological  Seminary  has  stood  on  the  goals 
and  solid  ground  on  which  it  was  founded. 

-Originally  with  thirty-nine  and  now  an  enrollment  of 
233,  the  seminary  has  students  from  thirty-two  states  and 
four  foreign  countries.  These  students  come  from  a  total 
of  thirty-three  denominations.

The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  incorporated  in  1939,  is  the 
national  church-extension  department 
working  closely  with  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches.  The 
offices  are  located  in  the  Missions 
Building  at  1401  King's  Highway. 

This  work  is  directed  by  Rev.  Les- 
ter E.  Pifer  and  a  staff  of  approximate- 
ly fifteen,  under  the  guidance  of  a 
fourteen-man  board  of  directors. 
Brethren  Home  Missions  has  grown 
with    the    NFBC    establishing    other 


agencies  as  the  need  arose  to  facilitate 
the  evangelism  of  people  in  the  U.S.A. 
and  the  establishment  of  self- 
supporting  churches. 

The  home-mission  program  was 
begun  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  R. 
Paul  Miller  who  served  as  the  first 
executive  secretary  (1939-1944).  Dr. 
Luther  L.  Grubb  guided  the  organiza- 
tion from  1944-1965.  Mr.  Pifer  has 
continued  the  leadership  since  1966  in 
an  effort  to  enlarge  the  areas  of  evan- 
gelism and  church  planting. 


The  ministry  of  church  building 
and  home-mission  evangelism  was  ex- 
panded to  include  the  Kentucky 
mountain  area  in  1939;  to  the 
Spanish-American  Southwest  in  1946; 
Navajoland  in  1948;  to  the  Los 
Angeles  Jewish  area  in  1950;  and  to 
the  Fremont,  Ohio,  Negro  area  in 
1953.  To  further  facilitate  the  ef- 
ficiency in  church  establishment,  a 
construction  crew  was  organized  in 
1952;  for  financing  properties  and 
buildings  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation  began  operations  in  1955; 
and  an  architectural  department  was 
added  in  1956.  Each  of  these  is  mis- 
sionary in  nature  and  designed  to 
augment  the  evangelistic  thrust  in 
reaching  the  whole  family  for  Christ 
and  by  making  available  more  Bible- 
teaching  churches.  Our  aim  in  each 
field,  as  the  Spirit  directs,  is  to  build  a 
Christ-committed,  Bible-teaching, 
soul-winning,  missionary -minded 
Brethren  Church.

An  arm  of  the  Brethren  Church  reaching  out  across  cultural  and 
linguistic  barriers  to  introduce  people  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  thus  to  help  fulfill  the  great  commission  of  our  Lord, 
Brethren  Foreign  Missions  has  125  missionaries  serving  in  nine  fields, 
all  conmiitted  "to  evangelize  with  the  intent  of  planting  and  devel- 
oping local  indigenous  churches  which  will  in  turn  be  committed  to 
the  Great  Commission." 

The  FMS  was  founded  September  4,  1900,  at  Winona  Lake,  In- 
diana, "to  testify  to  the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of  God."  The  constitu- 
tion adopted  by  the  fifty-three  charter  members  makes  clear  that  the 
purpose  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  great  commission  of 
the  Lord  given  in  Matthew  28: 19-20  ("Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatso- 
ever I  have  corrmianded  you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even 
unto  the  end  of  the  world"). 

As  a  result  of  that  initial  step  of  faith,  the  Lord  has  blessed  in  a 
marvelous  way,  and  nine  separate  fields  have  been  opened  for  the 
glory  of  God:  Argentina,  Brazil,  Central  African  Republic,  Chad, 
France,  Germany,  Hawaii,  Mexico,  and  Puerto  Rico. 

Brethren  Foreign  Missions  is  looking  for  people  who  have  the 
spiritual  fitness  as  well  as  the  personal,  intellectual,  and  technical 
requirements  demanded  by  missionary  work  today.  Candidates  are 
expected  to  learn  fluently  the  language(s)  of  the  country  where  they 
wiU  be  serving,  which  may  be  German,  Spanish,  Portuguese,  French, 
and/or  Sango.

In  a  day  when  rapid  change  and  ad- 
vancement make  communication  very 
important,  the  members  of  the  Nation- 
al Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches 
should  be  thankful  for  the  foresight  of  i' 
the  early  leaders  of  our  Fellowship. 
From  the  earliest  stages  of  our  church  il 
the  importance  of  the  printed  page 
was  realized,  and  in  1940  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald  Company  was  in- 
corporated to  carry  on  the  literature 
ministry  from  Winona  Lake,  Indiana. 

Through  the  past  thirty-two  years 
the  scope  of  this  ministry  has  ex- 
panded into  the  present  six  depart- 
ments; the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
magazine;  the  College  Bookstore;  BMH 
Printing;  BMH  Books;  the  free  litera- 
ture program;  and  Sunday-school 
materials.  Through  these  six  areas  the 
capacity  of  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald  Company  as  a  service  organiza- 
tion is  fully  realized.  The  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches  as  a 
whole,  the  various  boards  and  agencies 
within  the  Fellowship,  and  individual 
churches  all  profit  by  the  variety  of 
services  offered  by  the  Herald  Com- 
pany. 

Herald  Magazine 

The  company  is  probably  best 
known  for  the  Herald  magazine  with  a 
circulation  of  over  10,500.  Based  on 
the  close-knit  working  relationship 
between  the  organizations  of  the  Fel- 
lowship, the  Herald  operates  on  a 
principle  which  is  unique  among  de- 
nominational magazines.  The  company 
is  primarily  responsible  for  the  pro- 
duction of  the  magazine,  but  all  the 
boards  and  organizations  cooperate  by 
submitting  their  own  materials  for 
publication.  In  this  way,  the  boards 
can  pass  on  important  information  and 
promote  their  work  through  an  at- 
tractive magazine.

College  Bookstore 

The  College  Bookstore  is  operated 
as  a  service  to  the  Fellowship  by 
making  available  the  latest  in  Bibles, 
textbooks,  commentaries,  devotional 
books,  and  Christian-educational 
materials.  As  the  name  indicates,  the 
College  Bookstore  is  also  the  official 
supplier  of  textbooks  and  materials  for 
Grace  Schools. 

Because  the  Brethren  churches  are 
widely  spread  throughout  the  country, 
a  great  deal  of  mail-order  business  is 
handled  by  the  store.  These  sales  by 
mail  furnish  a  large  share  of  the  in- 
come for  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald  Company. 

BMH  Printing 

The  newest  area  of  service  for  the 
Herald  Company  is  that  of  printing. 
The  purpose  of  establishing  the  BMH 
Printing  division  is  to  print,  at  lower 
prices,  regular  publications,  brochures, 
letterheads,  bulletins,  prayer  cards, 
forms  and  other  printed  needs  of  the 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Company, 
Brethren  churches,  and  the  national 
boards  of  the  NFBC. 

One  of  the  greatest  assets  of  BMH 
Printing  is  an  increase  in  Brethren 
literature  produced  by  our  Fellowship 
of  churches. 


BMH  Books 

The  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
Company  is  currently  involved  in  a 
rapidly  expanding  area  of  outreach  for 
the  Brethren  Church.  In  the  last 
eighteen  months,  more  books  written 
by  Brethren  authors  have  been  pub- 
lished than  in  all  the  previous  years 
combined.  In  most  cases,  the  BMH 
Books  division  handles  the  arrange- 
ments for  publication  and  the  market- 
ing of  the  books.  On  some  titles,  BMH 
Books  works  on  a  cooperative  basis 
with  one  of  two  major  evangelical  pub- 
lishing houses— Moody  Press  and  Baker 
Book  House.  This  method  of  co- 
publishing  helps  to  reduce  costs  sub- 
stantially, and  the  national  marketing 
programs  of  these  major  publishers  are 
a  great  asset  to  BMH  Books. 

Free  Literature  Program 

A  new  Brethren  work  needs 
Sunday-school  material,  but  there  is 
not  very  much  money.  A  church  has 
planned  an  evangelistic  outreach  into 
the  community  and  needs  suitable 
literature.  Missionaries  on  the  field 
would  like  to  study  Brethren  adult 
Sunday-school  material  and  need 
take-home  papers  for  their  children. 
Requests  like  these  are  received  reg- 


ularly and  are  handled  through  the 
free  literature  program.  In  1971  a  total 
of  $7,300  worth  of  material  was 
shipped  through  this  program,  thus 
supplying  literature  to  needy  areas 
around  the  world.  Gospel  tracts  are 
also  distributed  for  those  who  desire 
to  use  this  form  of  getting  out  the 
message  of  salvation. 

Sunday  School  Literature 

Working  closely  with  the  Christian 
Education  Department,  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald  Company  produces 
the  Bible-0-Rama  series  of  studies  for 
use  in  adult  Sunday-school  classes.  The 
production  of  these  adult  courses  en- 
ables our  distinctive  Brethren  beliefs 
and  practices  to  be  incorporated  in  the 
Bible  studies.  This  would  not  be  pos- 
sible if  interdenominational  materials 
were  used. 

Approximately  89  percent  of  our 
Brethren  churches  order  their  Sunday- 
school  supplies  througli  the  Herald 
Company. 

Throughout  the  years  change  has 
come  to  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald  Company  to  help  meet  the 
needs  of  Brethren  churches  and 
agencies.  The  policy  and  program, 
however,  remain  the  same-Brethren, 
Missionary,  and  Herald.

Our  aim  clearly  states:  "To 
develop  every  girl  to  be  a  living  testi- 
mony for  her  Master.  ..."  There  is  an 
emphasis  on  the  mental  aspect,  search- 
ing the  Word  daily  and  Scripture  mem- 
orization. We  also  try  to  guide  your 
physical  development.  We  try  to  give 
our  girls  relevant  help  for  all  their 
"NOW"  problems,  plus  the  funda- 
mentals for  a  tlrm  foundation  on 
which  to  build  a  Christ-centered  life.

Some  of  the 
activities  you  might  enjoy:  a  monthly 
devotional  meeting,  reading  at  least 
one  verse  of  God's  Word  each  day 
and  having  a  daily  prayer  time,  hand- 
work, and  many  more  fun  things, 
games  and  parties,  plus  awards  for 
completing  your  goals. 

Juniors  is  open  to  girls  from  grades 
four  through  six.  As  the  pattern  of 
Bible  study  is  established  we  strive  for 
five  verses  a  day  and  prayer  in  "Quiet 
Time."  We  begin  to  study  material  on 
Brethren  beliefs,  becoming  a  child  of 
God  and  your  new  life  in  Christ.  There 
are  many  things  to  keep  you  busy  in 
handwork  and  many  fun  times  as  we 
get  together  with  other  Christian  girls. 

Middlers  is  open  to  girls  from 
grades  seven  through  nine.  During  this 
span  of  years  girls  are  aware  of  per- 
sonal appearance  and  social  graces,  so 
we  incorporate  these  in  our  goals,  to 
guide  them  through  an  awkward  phase 
of  their  lives.  Somehow  knowing  that 
others  have  similar  problems  can  make 
one  laugh  and  learn.  At  this  age  our 
devotional  studies  get  more  explicit  on 
the  fine  points  of  the  Christian  walk. 


always  stressing  the  personal  ac- 
ceptance of  Christ  as  Saviour,  and  our 
daUy  cleansing  by  the  Word.  Devo- 
tional programs  are  many  times  given 
by  the  girls  themselves  providing  a 
training  ground  in  Christian  service. 

Seniors -gx^iics  ten  through  twelve. 
At  this  point  a  girl's  life  changes  to 
include,  choosing  a  college,  a  career, 
and  a  husband— all  of  these  we  pray 
within  God's  will  for  her  life.  In  this 
age  group  we  find  the  girls  can  present 
the  program  and  serve  in  many  other 
areas  in  the  church  itself,  thus  giving 
them  firsthand  Christian  service  and 
needed  background  for  their  walk  and 
witness.  There  are  many  other  activi- 
ties that  can  be  incorporated  in  SMM 
by  an  alert  patroness  to  fit  the  needs 
of  her  own  individual  group  of  girls. 

College-Career  Girls  fills  a  need  be- 
tween young  womanJiood,  marriage, 
and  WMC.  These  girls  use  senior 
material  and  adapt  it  to  their  needs 
and  problems.  Their  service  projects 
range  from  actual  Sunday-school 
teaching,  to  forming  a  Missionary 
Helpers  Club,  to  volunteer  secretarial 
work  for  the  church. 

AU  age  groups  have  strong  mission 
emphases— thus  carrying  through  from 
the  original  beginning  in  1913  as  a  mis- 
sionary organization.  We  have  a  lesson 
from  a  missionary  each  month  which 
provides  "true-life"  experiences.  Many 
of  our  girls  in  turn  become  mission- 
aries because  of  their  early  awareness 
of  the  needs  of  our  missionaries. 

Awards  are  important  and  we  have 
tliem  to  suit  each  age  bracket.  Space 
limits  my  reviewing  them  all.  You  will 
like  them,  I'm  sure. 

The  highest  award  the  Brethren 
Church  has  for  its  girls  comes  from  our 
organization.  It  is  the  national  SMM 
Girl-of-the-Year.  This  takes  much 
work  on  her  part,  but  she  is  constantly 
growing  and  doing  for  her  Lord.  She  is 
crowned  at  the  SMM-WMC  tea  annual- 
ly at  national  conference.  She  is  given 
a  $200  scholarship  from  SMM-WMC  to 
a  Christian  college  of  her  choice. 

At  this  point  we  must  tell  you  how 
you  can  have  an  active  part  in  SMM. 
You  must  make  your  need  known  to

your  pastor  and  WMC  president.  An 
active  SMM  must  begin  with  much 
prayer  and  preparation.  You  will  need 
the  adult  advisor  or  patroness.  This 
lady  must  love  the  Lord  and  love  girls 
also.  She  should  be  a  member  of  your 
church  and  WMC.  She  should  be  old 
enough  to  give  sound  spiritual  advice 
and  young  enougli  to  relate  to  the  girls 
and  their  problems.  She  will  be  se- 
lected by  the  WMC,  thus  giving  you  a 
"Mother"  group  for  your  support  and 
encouragement.  In  turn,  your  pa- 
troness will  obtain  material  from  our 
headquarters:  National  SMM,  Box 
265,  Winona  Lake,  Indiana  46590.  She 
should  state  the  age  group  interested 
in,  the  church  name,  and  district.  A 
starting  packet  will  be  sent  to  her  free 
of  charge.  Choose  your  starting  date 
and  you  are  all  set.

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The  Board  of  Evangelism  has 
adopted  as  its  motto,  a  portion  of 
II  Corinthians  4:5,  ".  .  .  ourselves 
your  servants  for  Jesus'  sake." 
Basically,  this  is  the  purpose  of  this 
board  which  is  charged  with  helping 
to  maintain  a  spirit  of  evangelism 
within  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches.  Not  existing  for 
itself,  the  Board  of  Evangelism  is  a 
service  organization. 

Twelve  men,  clergymen  and  lay- 
men alike,  compose  this  board 
which  was  created  many  years  ago 
by  the  national  conference  of  the 
NFBC.  A  chairman  is  elected  by 
this  group,  his  responsibility  being 
that  of  scheduling  and  coordinating 
the  work  of  one  or  more  men  who 
may  be  employed  with  the  title, 
"National  Evangelist." 

While  the  Board  of  Evangelism  is 
available  to  any  church,  large  or 
small,  to  assist  with  the  local 
church's   evangelism  program,  par- 


ticular attention  is  paid  to  the 
needs  of  smaller  churches  which, 
for  one  reason  or  another,  may  not 
be  able  to  enlist  the  services  of  an 
evangelist.  With  many  Brethren 
churches  including  the  Board  of 
Evangelism  in  their  annual  budgets, 
it  becomes  possible  for  the  national 
evangelist  to  go  to  any  church  with- 
out the  necessity  of  stipulating  a 
financial  agreement.  WhOe  it  is 
hoped  that  most  churches  wOl  be 
able  to  provide  an  honorarium 
which  will  cover  the  expenses  of  a 
revival  or  evangelistic  crusade,  it  is 
not  absolutely  necessary,  both  be- 
cause of  the  excellent  support  de- 
rived from  some  meetings,  plus  the 
gifts  from  most  churches  througli- 
out  the  Fellowship. 

In  addition  to  servicing  the 
evangelistic  needs  of  churches  in 
the  homeland,  the  Board  of  Evan- 
gelism has  sent  evangelistic  teams  to 
several  of  the  foreign  mission  fields 


being  ministered  to  by  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Brethren 
Church.  A  most  gratifying  crusade 
was  conducted  in  the  new  home- 
mission  church  in  Kenai,  Alaska; 
followed  by  similar  crusades  in  our 
two  Hawaiian  churches. 

Present  officers  of  the  board  are: 
Dr.  Robert  Collitt,  chairman  and 
director  of  evangelism;  Rev.  Mason 
Cooper,  vice  chairman;  Rev.  Ed- 
ward Lewis,  secretary;  Mr.  Emmit 
Adams,  assistant  secretary;  Mr. 
Joseph  Dombek,  treasurer;  Rev. 
Richard  Sellers,  assistant  treasurer. 
Additional  members  are  Rev.  Dale 
Brock,  Mr.  Billy  Faulkner,  Rev. 
Dean  Fetterhoff,  Mr.  Bryson  Fet- 
ters, and  Mr.  Harold  Lowry.

The  needs  of  retired  and  incapacitated  ministers 
are  not  forgotten  in  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches.  Realizing  the  situation  such  a  minister 
may  face,  the  1947  national  conference  recom- 
mended that  a  board  be  elected  to  form  a  nonprofit 
corporation  to  solicit,  receive  and  disburse  funds  to 
adequately  meet  the  need  of  such  ministers. 

On  November  8,  1949,  Articles  of  Incorporation 
were  approved  and  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the 
state  of  Indiana  as  a  nonprofit  organization  for  re- 
ligious purposes  to  be  called  "The  Board  of  Minis- 
terial Relief,"  and  later  amended  as  "The  Board  of 
Ministerial  Emergency  and  Retirement  Benefits  of  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches,  Inc."  This 
latter  name  more  specificaDy  defines  the  work  of  the 
board.  It  is  subject  to  the  control  of  the  national 
fellowship. 

The  purpose  of  this  board  is  to  make  funds  avail- 
able to  all  ministers  of  the  Fellowship  who  face  finan- 
cial crises  due  to  circumstances  beyond  their  control. 
This  may  involve  illness,  accident  or  inability  to  earn 
a  livelihood  in  the  active  ministry.  At  the  age  of  65  an 
elder  may  apply  for  a  retirement  pension. 

A  second  purpose  of  this  board  is  to  provide  for 
the  widows  of  our  ministers  where  there  is  need.  A 
widow  in  need  receives  the  same  monthly  sum  as  her 
husband  received  as  long  as  she  lives  or  until  she  re- 
marries. 

Churches  cooperating  in  the  program  contribute 
3  percent  of  their  pastor's  salary,  and  the  pastor  him- 
self contributes  1  percent.  Monthly  retirement  pay- 
ments are  made  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  years 
an  elder  has  served  in  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  plus  a  percentage  of  the  total  of 
his  accumulated  payments  into  the  program.  The 
minimum  monthly  retirement  payment  is  $50. 

Another  function  of  the  board  has  been  to  arrange 
a  group  life  insurance  program  for  ministers. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Emergency  and  Retire- 
ment Benefits  gives  an  annual  report  of  its  work  to 
the  national  conference  and  seeks  to  fulfill  its  minis- 
try in  an  ever-increasing  manner.

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SALVATiON 


as  simple  as 


God  has  not  made  it  a  difficult  thing 
for  a  person  to  become  a  Christian.  He 
has  made  it  a  simple  thing-so  simple 
that  a  little  child  can  comprehend  it,  yet 
so  wonderful  that  only  eternity  will  re- 
veal its  unsearchable  riches. 

As  there  is  an  A  B  C  in  the  alphabet 
of  our  language,  so  there  is  an  A  B  C  in 
the  alphabet  of  salvation.  An  experi- 
mental knowledge  of  this  latter  ABC 
will  result  in  eternal  salvation. 


The  "A"  in  the  alphabet  of  salvation 
is  this: 

"All  have  sinned,  and  come  short 

of  the   glory   of  God"  (Romans 

3:23). 

This  is  the  picture  of  man  as  God  sees" 

him  before  he  is  cleansed  by  the  blood 

of  Christ. 

The  Bible  is  the  mirror  into  which 
man  must  look  if  he  would  see  himself 
as  he  really  is.  That  mirror  shows  us  that 
"fl//  have  sinned."  No  exceptions  are 
made. 

"There   is   not   a  just  man  upon 
earth,  that  doeth  good,  and  sin- 
neth  not"  (Ecclesiastes  7:20). 
"There  is  none  righteous,  no,  not 
one:    There   is   none   that  under- 
standeth,  there  is  none  that  seek- 
eth  after  God"  (Romans  3: 10-1 1). 
Many  today  are  counting  upon  their 
righteousness,   their   good  works,  their 
moral  character  to  save  them,  but  the 
mirror  of  God's  Word  shows  us  that 
"All    our    rigliteousnesses    are   as 
filthy  rags;  and  we  all  do  fade  as  a 
leaf;  and  our  iniquities,  like  the 
wind,  have  taken  us  away"  (Isaiah' 
64:6). 

WHAT   THEN? 

Is  there  no  hope  for  man?  Truly 
there  is  no  hope  for  man  in  himself.  His 


hope  is  in  Another.  Man  needs  a  Sav- 
iour. That  leads  us  to  the 


in  the  alphabet  of  salvation.  It  is: 
"Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,  which 
taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world" 
(John  1:29). 

It  is  impossible  for  man  to  save  him- 
self. No  resolution,  no  reformation,  no 
manner  of  life  can  save  him.  But  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Lamb  of  God,  can. 

THEREFORE,   GOD'S  MESSAGE 

to  men  is  to  look  away  from  themselves 
and  look  to  His  Son.  There  is  life  for  a 
look  at  the  Crucified  One.  Behold  the 
Christ  who  came  from  heaven  to  earth 
and  lived  the  spotless  life,  who  taught  as 
never  man  tauglit,  who  loved  as  never 
man  loved,  who  revealed  the  glory  of 
the  Father  as  earth  had  never  seen  it 
before.  Behold  this  Christ  who  wended 
His  way  to  Calvary— not  to  be  a  martyr, 
not  to  be  simply  an  example  of  suffer- 
ing, but  to  bear  in  His  own  body  and  on 
His  own  heart  the  sin  of  the  world.  Be- 
hold Him  risen  from  the  dead  for  our 
justification. 

"For  he  [God]  hath  made  him 
[Christ]  to  be  sin  for  us,  who 
knew  no  sin;  that  we  might  be 
made  the  righteousness  of  God  in 
him"  (II  Corinthians  5:21). 
"Who  his  own  self  bare  our  sins  in 
his  own  body  on  the  tree,  that  we, 
being  dead  to  sins,  should  live 
unto  righteousness:  by  whose 
stripes  ye  were  healed"  (I  Peter 
2:24). 

"Look  unto  me,  and  be  ye  saved, 
all  the  ends  of  the  earth"  (Isaiah 
45:22). 

"Behold  the  Lamb  of  God."  You 
must  behold  Him,  friend,  if  you  would 
please  God  and  receive  salvation.  This 
leads  us  to  the 
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in  the  alphabet  of  salvation.  It  is: 
"Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour 
and   are  heavy  laden,  and  1  will 
give  you  rest"  (Matthew  11:28). 

Christ  only  can  give  rest  from  the  bu 
den  and  guilt  of  sin.  He  only  can  bre; 
sin's  power  in  the  life.  But  before  I 
can  do  this,  the  heart  must  be  opened  i 
Him.  Man  must  not  only  "beholc 
Christ;  he  must  receive  Him  as  a  pe 
sonal  Saviour. 

"But  as  many  as  received  him,  to 
them  gave  he  power  to  become 
the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them 
that  believe  on  his  name"  (John 
1:12).

Fhinking  Big— Texas  Style 

Big  .  .  .  Bigger. .  .Biggest.  .  .!  I 
lave  just  returned  from  Texas  where 
jvery  thing  is  just  a  bit  bigger  than  any- 
where else  in  the  world.  At  least  that  is 
ivhat  the  stories  concerning  Texas  are 
ill  about.  I  visited  a  state  monument 
that  just  happened  to  be  seventeen 
feet  taller  than  the  Washington  Monu- 
nent  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  As  I 
ivas  leaving  the  airport,  I  noted  that  a 
Fexas-size  judgment  had  been  made  in 
;ourt.  A  man  had  been  sentenced  to 
2,000  years  in  prison  for  a  crime  of 
obbery  that  he  had  committed.  That 
s  a  long  time  to  sit  in  prison  even 
hough  he  might  be  given  the  largest 
Drison  cell  in  Texas. 

This  led  my  thinking  to  a  term  that 
m  hear  quite  often  called  "thinking 
)ig."  There  are  a  number  of  places 
where  this  caption  applies.  It  fits  into 
;he  business  world  of  high  finances.  It 
ilts  into  the  sports  world  where  colos- 
sal projects  are  undertaken.  I  often 
rear  people  say  regarding  the  church 
;hat  we  do  not  think  big  enough, 
fhere  may  be  some  truth  to  the 
'thinking  big"  idea,  but  before  I  ac- 
;ept  that  thought,  I  would  rather  at- 
;empt  to  analyze  what  "thinking  big" 
eally  means. 

My  first  impression  involves  a  per- 
son and  a  project.  The  person  is  about 
;o  set  out  to  do  a  task  that  will  require 
in  unusual  accomplishment.  It  also  in- 
volves placing  a  great  deal  of  emphasis 
m  the  individual  person.  The  end  re- 
mit of  thinking  big  is  that  the  person 
loing  the  task  receives  a  large  amount 
jf  glory  for  his  deeds. 

In  the  spiritual  realm  there  is  a  term 
:hat  we  call  "vision."  Without  it  there 
s  no  forward  progress  to  bring  about 
iccomplishments  for  God.  True  faith 
s  part  of  vision,  and  in  this  area  God  is 
I  very  prominent  part.  In  thinking  big, 
:he  emphasis  is  on  the  person,  and  in 
asion  the  emphasis  is  on  the  power  of 
jod. 

Too  often  we  lack  true  vision,  lack 
Jie  desire  to  seek  fresh  and  new  op- 
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portunities  for  God  that  will  lead  to 
greater  accomplishments  for  His  glory. 
We  tend  to  think  "little"  or  with 
limited  vision  when  it  comes  to  Chris- 
tian work  and  service.  Because  it  is  a 
Christian  activity,  we  tend  to  do  it  in  a 
second-class  or  poor-fashion  manner. 
In  the  Old  Testament  God  asked  that 
the  best  and  first  be  brought  to  Him 
for  an  offering.  There  was  not  to  be 
spot  nor  blemish  in  anything  offered 
to  God.  This  is  the  way  it  should  be  in 
doing  things  for  God.  God  must  at 
times  be  very  disappointed  with  the 
secondhand  merchandise  offered  to 
Him  in  a  secondhanded  way.  He  wants 
our  best  given  in  our  best  way.  Yet,  we 
hear  of  rummage  sales,  bake  sales,  and 
suppers  all  used  to  raise  funds— all  in 
the  name  of  the  church.  It  reflects  on 
the  true  importance  we  place  on  God. 
How  do  you  rate  Him?  He  asks  for  the 
best,  while  we  offer  Him  our  .  .  .  (you 
supply  the  answer). 

A  building  does  not  have  to  be  the 
newest  and  the  most  expensive  in 
town  to  be  a  good  church.  But  it 
should    be    the    cleanest   building   in 


town— inside  and  out.  It  should  have  a 
fresh  coat  of  paint  and  a  mowed  lawn, 
and  the  parking  lot  should  be  useable 
instead  of  a  place  full  of  mud  holes. 
The  church  should  send  forth  the  best 
message  in  town— the  Gospel.  Vision 
to  see  what  can  be  done  for  God  in- 
volves many  everyday  tasks  of  "little" 
things  that  add  up  to  "big"  things- 
things  that  will  say  "this  is  important 
work— this  is  God's  work."  You  and  I 
need  close-range  vision  to  see  the 
spiritual  needs  of  the  people  around 
our  neighborhood  and  long-range 
vision  to  see  the  millions  of  the  world 
without  Christ,  still  in  their  sins. 

Let's  think  big  in  the  right  sense  of 
the  word,  let's  call  it  what  it  is— 
Vision.  Faith  in  a  wonderful  God  that 
really  knows  no  limits  to  His  world.  A 
God  who  says  "come  work  in  My  uni- 
verse and  I  will  show  you  real  spiritual 
victories."  Exercise  your  faith  and 
vision  and  God  will  take  you  on  an 
adventure  the  like  of  which  you  have 
never  seen  before.  But  remember  at 
the  end,  the  glory  will  fall  to  the  God 
of  this  universe,  not  you.  # 
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Ne^  Life  in  Christ 


Missions  has  always  faced  opposi- 
tion. From  the  determined  and  fanati- 
cal efforts  of  Saul,  who  in  earnest  but 
misguided  religious  zeal  struck  out 
against  the  successful  proselyting  of 
the  early  Christians,  to  the  modern 
criticisms  of  the  missionary  movement 
into  the  unevangelized  fields  of  the 
world,  missionaries  have  not  been 
popular.  Bishop  Stephen  Neill  wrote: 
"When  the  first  missionary  movement 
began  in  the  Church  of  England  rather 
more  than  a  century  ago,  bitter  scorn 
was  poured  on  the  idea  of  missions. 
Every  attempt  was  made  to  prevent 
India  from  being  opened  to  the  Gos- 
pel. English  bishops  refused  to  ordain 
missionaries  to  go  overseas  with  the 
result  that  almost  all  of  the  first  mis- 
sionaries were  German  Lutherans  and 
not  English  Anglicans"  (from  Christian 
Holiness).  The  devil  does  not  want  the 
church  to  reach  out  either  in  its  own 
neighborhood  or  overseas.  When  Chris- 
tians obey  the  will  of  God,  people  are 
brought  into  the  body  of  Christ.  This 
Satan  must  oppose  with  all  the  force 
avaUable  to  him. 

In  recent  years  the  foreign  field 
served  as  the  testing  ground  for  several 
programs  of  evangelism.  In  the  course 
of  these  experiments  many  valuable 
lessons  were  learned  and  applied  by 
evangelicals,  which  resulted  in  church 
growth.  At  least  four  principles  stand 
out  as  fundamental  in  this  approach  to 
the  evangehstic  method: 

1 .  Emphasize  the  role  of  every  Chris- 
tian in  witness,  in  contrast  to  em- 
phasizing the  role  of  the  evangelist 
and  his  team. 

2.  Local  pastors  and  leaders  prepare 
all  believers  as  soul  winners,  in  con- 
trast to  outside  specialists  training 
an  elite  group  of  campaign  coun- 
selors. 

3.  The  goal  is  to  multiply  the  number 
of  active  evangelists  by  making 
every  hearer  a  proclaimer,  in  con- 
trast to  broadening  the  audience  of 
the  gifted  evangehst  and  multiply- 
ing hearers. 

4.  This  method  centers  on  mobilizing 
the  church  for  the  evangelism  task, 
in  contrast  to  the  typical  evangel- 
istic campaign  which  does  not 
mobilize  the  church  in  witness. 
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Now  a  great  evangelistic  thrust 
across  the  United  States  and  Canada  is 
planned  for  1973.  It  is  termed  Key  '73 
and  got  its  name  from  the  Key  Bridge 
across  the  Potomac.  The  bridge  was 
named  after  Francis  Scott  Key,  the 
author  of  our  national  anthem  and  a 
devout  evangelical  who  had  an  im- 
portant role  in  the  spread  of  the  Sun- 
day School  movement  during  the  nine- 
teenth century.  Similar  movements  to 
Key  '73  have  been  moving  across  over- 
seas countries  now  for  a  number  of 
years.  The  Evangelism  in  Depth  pro- 
gram in  Latin  America,  and  the  New 
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Life  for  All  in  Africa  are  examples.  ; 
The  one  which  should  now  be  familiar 
to  all  Brethren  is  the  successful  and 
exciting  Life  in  Christ  campaign  in  the 
Central  African  Republic,  where 
thousands  were  brought  to  the  point 
of  decision  for  Christ. 

All  of  these  movements  faced  op- 
position and  criticism.  Key  '73  is  no 
exception.  The  devU  is  not  going  to 
permit  such  a  concentrated  effort  of 
evangelism  to  move  across  America  un- 
hindered. Where  criticism  is  justified, 
we  need  to  be  sure  that  it  does  not 
also  serve  as  a  cloak  to  hide  responsi- 
bility or  to  escape  involvement. 

In  spite  of  outgoing  president  Dr. 
Hudson  T.  Armerding's  admonition 
that  every  Biblically  sound  effort  to 
announce  the  good  news  of  salvation 
ought  to  have  the  strong  support  of 
the  National  Association  of  Evangeli- 
cals, the  NAE  could  not  endorse  or 
urge  participation  in  the  nationwide 
Key  '73  evangelistic  effort.  The  NFBC 
would  also  be  hesitant  about  partici- 
pation due  to  the  involvement  of  some 
groups  with  whom  we  are  not  in  agree- 
ment. But  while  we  may  want  no 
official  connection  with  Key  '73  due 
to  these  convictions,  the  program  itself 
is  sound.  Therefore,  it  is  encouraging 
to  see  the  Brethren  Church  involving 
herself  in  a  nationwide  program  of 
evangelism  which  wOl  engage  a  large 
percentage  of  local  congregations  in  an 
active  outreach  ministry. 

GROW  '73  is  the  name  of  the  pro- 
gram adopted  by  the  representatives  of 
the  Brethren  Church  who  met  at 
Wooster,  Ohio,  April  17-20.  Although 
it  has  no  official  connection  with 
similar  movements,  this  evangelistic 
thrust  will  draw  on  the  lessons  learned 
by  other  programs.  It  is  well  that  a 
movement  sparked  by  the  evangelical 
fervor  of  the  foreign  mission  program 
has  returned  to  bless  the  so-called 
"sending  churches"  in  America. 

We  will  need  to  be  on  guard  that 
Satan's  attacks  do  not  thwart  this  ef- 
fort to  do  the  will  of  God.  "But  when 
the  Holy  Spirit  has  come  upon  you, 
you  will  receive  power  to  testify  about 
me  with  great  effect,  to  the  people  in 
Jerusalem  .  . ."  (Acts  1:8,  The  Living

CALL  TO  PRAYER  ISSUED  IN  DECISION  FOR 
MISSING  MISSIONARIES  IN  VIETNAM 

Miimeapolis-"ln  view  of  all  the  attention  paid  to 
military  prisoners  of  war  in  recent  montlis,  it  is 
curious  that  little  or  no  mention  has  been  made  of 
the  captive  missionaries  there,"  writes  David  Kuchar- 
sky  in  the  May  1972  issue  of  Decision  magazine. 

"To  date,  nine  Protestant  missionaries  have  been 
killed,  eight  of  them  from  the  United  States,"  writes 
the  managing  editor  of  Christianity  Today  in  the 
monthly  periodical  of  the  Billy  Graham  Evangelistic 
Association.  "Many  are  unaware  of  the  considerable 
missionary  work  that  has  been  going  on  in  South 
Vietnam  in  spite  of  the  war.  Evangelistic  efforts  have 
produced  results  in  the  face  of  adverse  conditions." 

Kucharsky  issued  a  call  to  prayer  on  the  part  of 
the  churches  in  America.  "The  evangelical  com- 
munity needs  to  show  its  concern,"  he  says.  He  noted 
that  evidence  is  missing  to  show  that  five  missionaries 
taken  captive— three  in  1962  and  two  in  1968— have 
been  killed,  while  loved  ones  and  friends  wait  patient- 
ly, wondering  .  .  .  hoping  .  .  .  looking  for  clues  con- 
cerning the  missing. 

MISSIONARY  PLANE   RESCUES  INJURED  OIL- 
MEN IN  JUNGLE 

Limoncocha,  Ecuador-k  plane  operated  by  Wy- 
cliffe  Bible  Translators'  Jungle  Aviation  and  Radio 
Service  picked  up  two  employees  of  a  petroleum 
company  in  Ecuador's  eastern  jungle  region  after  they 
were  speared  by  some  twenty  savage  Auca  Indians  in 
early  April. 

The  attack  was  the  first  by  Aucas  since  last  May 
when  an  oil  company  cook  was  found  on  a  river  bank 
with  twenty-six  spears  in  his  body. 

Approximately  half  the  Auca  tribe  has  been  con- 
tacted peacefully  by  members  of  Wychffe  Bible 
Translators  in  Ecuador  and  reportedly  are  responding 
to  the  Gospel.  An  indigenous  church  has  developed  as 
a  result  of  the  Gospel  of  Mark  translated  into  the 
Auca  language. 

HAGGAI  SEES  HALF  THE  WORLD  CLOSED  TO 
FOREIGN  MISSIONARIES 

Atlanta— K\mo%X  half  the  globe  is  now  off-limits  to 
"foreign  missionaries,"  according  to  Dr.  John  Haggai 
of  Evangehsm  International. 

The  Atlanta-based  evangelist  told  members  of  the 


Religion  Newswriters  Association  here  that  Malaysia 
will  expel  all  its  missionaries  by  August  this  year. 

He  said  despite  these  developments  the  missionary 
effort  is  not  dying  but  "only  changing  radically." 
"Third  World"  people  are  not  rejecting  the  Christian 
Gospel,  he  said,  as  much  as  they  are  rejecting  Ameri- 
can and  Western  influences. 

"It's  time,"  he  added,  "we  take  Jesus  from  Jeru- 
salem directly  to  the  geographic  point  of  action 
rather  than  routing  Him  through  the  United  States." 

BOARD  OF  RABBIS  HIT  'JEWS  FOR  JESUS' 
MOVEMENT 

San  Francisco— The  "Jews  for  Jesus  Movement" 
centered  here  was  subjected  to  a  unified  and  hard- 
hitting attack  by  the  Northern  California  Board  of 
Rabbis. 

In  a  statement  published  by  the  San  Francisco 
Jewish  Bulletin,  the  Board  of  Rabbis  said,  "We  de- 
plore that  Jewish  groups  see  fit  to  invite  the  move- 
ment's representatives  to  be  part  of  their  program.  We 
do  not  deny  them  the  right  to  their  aberration,  but 
we  can  insist  that  there  be  no  misunderstanding  about 
the  nature  of  this  group  as  having  no  relationship 
whatsoever  to  Jewish  religious  sentiment." 

The  statement  went  on  to  say  that:  "The  view  that 
(the  Jews  for  Jesus  Movement)  is  an  alternative  with- 
in the  Jewish  religious  community  is  wholly  unten- 
able. They  represent  a  form  of  apostasy  which  is  not 
unprecedented  in  Jewish  history.  There  are  few  in- 
tolerances inherent  in  our  Jewish  tradition.  Only  one 
version  of  it  has  remained  constant.  It  is  toward  those 
who  have  turned  away  from  our  religious  heritage  in 
favor  of  another  religion. 

"Their  protestations  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing, they  are  apostate  and  entirely  outside  of  the 
Jewish  religious  community.  To  claim  otherwise  can 
only  be  based  on  total  ignorance." 

In  Massachusetts  an  official  decree  issued  by  the 
Rabbinical  Court  of  Justice  of  the  Associated  Syna- 
gogues, representing  Conservative,  Orthodox  and 
Reform  congregations,  declared: 

"A  member  of  the  Jewish  people  who  tragically 
lost  his  way  and  has  wandered  into  foreign  vineyards 
may  not  do  so  without  recognizing  the  consequences 
of  his  actions.  It  is  our  prayer  that  these  confused 
people  will  repent  and  return  to  tlieir  fold  and  those 
who  helped  to  mislead  them  will  recognize  the  fallacy 
of  their  effort."  #

Missionary  to  the  Ctiad 

In  response  to  a  drowning  man's  cries— so  the  story 
goes— another  ran  half  a  mile  to  get  someone  else  to  help 
the  man.  When  he  returned  with  help,  he  remarked,  "How 
strange— he  was  right  here."  The  man  drowned  due  to  the 
delay  of  expecting  someone  else  to  do  the  job. 

Paul's  response  to  the  Macedonian  call  was  to  conclude 
that  it  was  God's  call  to  him,  and  he  set  out  immediately  by 
the  most  direct  route  toward  the  need.  We  have  five  books 
in  the  New  Testament  which  are  addressed  to  the  churches 
resultant  from  that  obedience. 

A  delegation  from  the  Chad  came  with  an  urgent  appeal 
for  help,  and  so  we  are  here.  The  field  is  "white  unto  har- 
vest" and  ready  for  immediate  attention.  Although  the  task 
is  great  and  we  are  too  few,  the  cry  remains:  "SOS— give  us 
a  hand-now."  Yes,  the  need  is  now;  dare  we  gamble  on 
"tomorrow"? 

Our  work  is  in  one  of  the  most  densely  populated  areas 
of  the  country;  there  are  approximately  135,000  inhabit- 
ants here.  The  opportunities  which  confront  us  are  un- 
believable and  challenging  indeed. 

Our  assets  today  are  twenty-eight  churches  organized 
and  pastored  by  Bible  institute  graduates;  eight  are  or- 
dained elders,  four  are  licensed  elders,  and  nineteen  are  lay 
pastors.  There  are  also  seven  groups  of  believers  meeting 
regularly,  waiting  for  pastors;  three  of  these  groups  are  in 
the  Mboum  area.  We  have  an  elementary  Bible  school  at 
Bessao  where  more  than  twenty  students  will  be  studying 
this  year.  Four  of  last  year's  students  are  starting  at  the

Bozoum  (C.A.R.)  Bible  Institute  this  year. 

Some  of  the  opportunities  before  us  are  as  follows. 
There  are  French  schools  at  twenty-four  of  our  churches, 
where  the  students  have  Thursdays  off  and  we  can  have 
them  for  classes  and  youth  activities.  Our  organizational 
adult  and  youth  work  is  in  dire  need  of  counsel  and  helps. 
The  same  must  be  said  of  the  Sunday  schools.  The  ele- 
mentary Bible  school  program  needs  to  be  built  up  and 
developed  into  a  school  which  takes  the  students  through 
the  Bible  institute  level. 

The  active  pastors  are  being  helped  through  extension 
classes  and  counsel.  They  need  definite  study  courses  rele- 
vant to  their  ability  and  their  work.  The  response  is  thrilling 
and  their  appreciation  is  rewarding.  They  also  need  as- 
sistance in  creating  helps  and  lessons  for  their  various 
groups  of  members  and  converts.  The  variety  of  tests  and 
problems  which  come  to  the  church  in  our  modern  and 
developing  Africa  is  many  times  unpredictable,  and  it  is  a 
thrill  and  a  challenge  to  plan  with  the  people  to  meet  and 
solve  the  problems. 

Last  and  by  no  means  least  is  the  need  of  the  Mboum 
people.  They  have  been  observing  the  reaction  and  results 
of  the  Gospel  in  their  neighboring  tribes.  Now  they  want 
our  church  to  work  with  them.  There  are  twelve  Roman 
Catholic  missionaries  and  five  social  service  missionaries  at- 
tempting to  gain  entry.  The  Mboum  are  still  expecting  us  to 
show  them  the  way.  How  long  will  they  wait  for  us?  Let  us 
not  speculate.  This  part  of  the  Chad  is  white  now  and  needs 
our  immediate  attention,  for  the  harvest  is  in  danger  of 
being  lost  to  us. 

The  minimum  need,  as  we  see  it,  is  for  seven  couples. 

Are  you  asking:  "Whom  can  we  send;  who  will  go?" 
What  is  hindering  you  from  coming  to  the  rescue?  Will  you 
be  one  of  those  who  will  say,  "How  strange— he  was  right 
here"?

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Journey  to  Bouar 


(FMS  editor's  note:  A  letter  from  Miss 
Rosella  Cochran,  sent  to  some  of  her 
friends  at  home  as  well  as  to  the  FMS 
office,  is  shared  here,  by  her  permis- 
sion, because  of  items  of  general  in- 
terest. The  city  of  Bouar,  which  she 
mentions,  is  in  C.A.R.  but  beyond  the 
area  of  that  which  is  usually  con- 
sidered the  Brethren  field. ) 

In  February  Ruth  Snyder  and  I 
spent  some  time  at  Bouar.  Bouar  is  a 
military  base  and  is  not  far  from 
diamond  country,  so  it  is  a  city  of  no 
small  means. 

Brethren  missionaries  have  never 
lived  at  Bouar,  but  there  are  Brethren 
churches  there.  The  largest  has  an  at- 
tendance of  over  six  hundred.  There  is 
another  congregation  of  four  hundred 
to  five  hundred,  and  a  third  a  bit 
smaller.  A  group  meets  at  the  military 
camp,  and  there  is  a  small  chapel  at 
the  edge  of  town  near  the  experi- 
mental farm.  We  had  a  great  time 
visiting  there— Ruth  for  two  weeks  and 
I  for  a  little  over  one  week. 

On  February  13  I  had  the  privilege 
of  fellowshiping  with  the  "second" 
church.  They  have  no  pastor  but  some 
very  active  laymen.  They  asked  me  to 
share  with  them  something  which  I 
have  found  precious  in  the  Word  of 
God.  I  chose  the  verse  in  Ephesians: 
". .  .  chosen  us  in  him  before  the 
foundation  of  the  world"  (1 :4).  Christ 
chose  me,  and  died  on  the  cross  for 
my  sins  that  I  might  have  eternal  life. 
What  an  amazing  truth!  That  God 
should  be  so  vitally  interested  in  us  as 
individuals.  That  morning  one  teenage 
boy  and  two  pre-teens,  one  boy  and 
one  girl,  accepted  God's  call  and  en- 
tered into  His  family  through  faith  in 
Christ  Jesus.  Six  women  rededicated 
their  lives  to  the  Lord.  It  was  a  great 
day! 

In  the  afternoon  there  was  an 
open-air  meeting  in  the  section  of  the 
city  where  Ruth  and  I  lived.  It  was  an 
informal  time  of  singing,  preaching, 
and  giving.  Simon-Pierre  Nambo- 
zouina,  the  African  pastor  who  was  in 
the  U.S.  in  1962-63,  was  the  preacher. 
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He  is  at  Bouar  now  at  the  "first" 
church.  He  is  a  capable  Bible  teacher, 
having  taught  at  our  Bible  Institute  for 
fifteen  years,  and  is  now  in  the  process 
of  establishing  an  elementary  Bible 
school  there  at  Bouar.  The  offering 
that  day  was  the  initial  offering  to- 
ward that  end.  "God  loveth  a  cheerful 
giver,"  says  the  Bible,  and  these  people 
gave  cheerfully  that  day.  There  were 
five  offering  plates— one  for  each  of 
the  five  areas  represented.  In  tradi- 
tional manner,  the  people  filed  for- 
ward to  give  their  offering.  They 
didn't  stop  at  once  around— some  gave 
many  times. 

Afternoons  we  had  classes  with  the 
women.  Three  times  a  week  Ruth  met 
with  the  choir,  some  coming  from 
each  of  the  three  largest  churches. 
Almost  every  evening  we  had  guests. 
One  of  the  deacons,  who  lived  near 
and  came  often,  has  eleven  children, 
the  youngest  being  twin  girls  five 
months  old.  They  are  dolls!  The  Chris- 
tians showered  us  with  gifts-fresh 
vegetables,  which  is  a  Bouar  specialty. 
We  ate  well,  believe  you  me. 


At  the  home  where  we  lived  there 
was  a  dear  little  boy  whose  name  was 
Nambobona.  He  is  a  relative  of  the 
woman  with  whom  he  lives  but  he 
seemed  to  play  the  role  of  a  son  and 
servant.  He  was  a  wee  little  thing, 
about  the  size  of  a  four-year-old,  but 
he  must  have  been  about  seven.  He 
made  the  fire,  pounded  the  grain, 
washed  the  dishes,  swept  the  floor, 
carried  the  water— he  did  everything. 
He  must  have  been  very  weary  much 
of  the  time.  He  was  obedient,  and 
seemed  to  be  so  willing  to  do  the  diffi- 
cult and  the  unpleasant  tasks.  Al- 
though he  was  a  serious  little  boy,  you 
should  have  seen  the  smile  which 
broke  out  all  over  his  face  as  he 
stretched  out  his  two  little  calloused 
hands  to  receive  a  piece  of  candy.  We 
were  tempted  to  provoke  that  smile 
often.  He  was  a  joy  and  an  inspiration. 
I  hope  that  I  might  be  somewhat 
similar  to  this  Httle  one  in  the  eyes  of 
my  Master.  We  can  be  assured  that  our 
labors  for  Him  are  not  in  vain,  for  in- 
deed we  are  laborers  together  with 
Him.  #

A  memory  from  my  childhood  con-  > 
cerns  a  church  nearby  that  other  chil-  1 
dren  were  attending,  and  although  I 
could  hear  the  church  bell  ringing,  I 
could  not  go  because  of  too  many  re- 
sponsibilities at  home. 

One  day  during  my  teens,  my  girl 
friend  invited  me  to  go  to  a  Seventh 
Day  Adventist  church.  That  was  in 
1946,  when  I  purchased  my  first  Bible; 
now  my  husband  is  using  this  Bible 
and  feeding  upon  it. 

I  have  lived  in  Hawaii  all  my  life. 
Born  Margaret  Taeko  Ohnuma,  I  come 
from  a  family  of  six,  being  the  fourth 
one  (four  girls  and  two  boys).  My 
parents  are  from  Japan  and  of  a  Bud- 
dhist background. 

My  husband  was  born  Koven 
Shinsato  (no  English  name  at  that 
time)  in  a  famOy  of  eight  (six  boys, 
lost  one;  two  girls).  At  the  age  of  fif- 
teen he  had  to  quit  school  due  to 
financial  difficulty.  He  did  various  jobs 
like  working  in  the  pineapple  fields 
and  cannery,  working  in  his  uncle's 
market  as  a  butcher,  and  working  in  a 
restaurant  and  bakery.  At  the  age  of 
twenty-two,  during  World  War  Two, 
he  was  drafted  into  the  Army,  went  to 
the  mainland  for  his  training,  and  then 
to  Switzerland  and  Germany. 

1  met  my  husband  at  my  niece's 
birthday  party.  (My  sister's  husband 
and  my  husband  are  cousins.)  After  a 
courtship  of  three  months  we  were 
married.  Like  most  brides,  my  aims  in 
life  were  to  be  a  good  housewife  and 
mother,  have  a  little  security,  and  live 
happily. 

A  year  and  two  months  later 
Dennis  came  along,  and  what  a  happy 
day  it  was  for  all  of  us.  My  in-laws 
were  happy  because  my  husband  is  the 
oldest  son  and  they  had  a  grandson  to 
take  their  name. 

The  following  year  I  had  a  daughter 
but  lost  her  four  months  later;  she  was 
born  with  an  enlarged  heart.  My  in- 
laws called  the  priest  and  we  had  a 
Buddhist  service.  All  1  could  under- 
stand was  that  the  priest  was  saying 
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Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ronald  Shinsato,  Jean  and 
Dennis 

that  we  were  going  the  wrong  way, 
and  when  a  child  dies  she  goes  to 
heaven.  I  didn't  quite  understand  his 
message,  but  these  words  stayed  in  my 
mind— "the  wrong  way." 

Later  on  we  were  told  by  my  hus- 
band's parents  to  buy  a  Buddhist 
shrine.  1  was  taught  to  pray  to  this 
shrine  every  day,  morning  and  night.  I 
would  put  there  incense,  rice  and  fresh 
water,  being  blinded  and  not  knowing 
the  Way  and  the  Truth. 

Four  years  later  Jean  was  born,  and 
this  was  another  happy  event.  I  re- 
member praying  to  God  every  day  for 
a  girl— and  when  He  answered  I  cried 
with  joy,  thanking  Him. 

We  were  living  in  Waipahu  then, 
and  after  seven  years  there  we  moved 
to  Waipio.  We  took  the  shrine  along 
because  we  were  told  that  that  was  the 
most  important  thing.  I  prayed  to  this 
idol  for  nine  or  ten  years  thinking  that 
the  idol  was  God  (how  blind  I  was). 

After  settling  down  in  Waipio.  I  felt 
that  something  was  missing  or  lacking 
in  my  life.  But  I  didn't  know  what  it 
was.  And  I  felt  a  need  for  my  chOdren 
to  know  about  God.  The  education 
and  the  home  environment  was  not 
enough  for  them;  I  wanted  them  to  go 
to  church. 


One  day  my  lady  friend  came  over. 
Her  children  were  attending  church, 
and  I  told  of  my  desire  to  send  my 
children  to  church.  So,  the  following 
Sunday  Jean  was  invited  to  go  with 
them  to  the  Waipio  Grace  Brethren 
Church.  How  I  thank  the  Lord  for 
opening  the  way. 

My  daughter  was  the  first  of  the 
family  to  accept  the  Lord  Jesus  as  her 
Saviour.  It  was  at  a  Good  News  Club. 
My  son  accepted  Hrm  later  in  church. 
Then  I  was  invited  to  a  Bible  class. 
Week  after  week  I  heard  God's  Word 
and  asked  all  kinds  of  questions,  and 
finally  at  the  Billy  Graham  crusade  I 
accepted  the  Lord  Jesus  as  my 
Saviour.  I  thought  my  heart  was  going 
to  fall  out  because  it  was  beating  so 
fast.  I  was  half  scared  and  crying.  The 
next  day  I  thought  it  was  a  dream,  but 
the  Spirit  of  God  assured  me  that  it 
was  not.  I  felt  different— not  physical- 
ly, but  spiritually. 

After  that  there  was  a  hunger  for 
the  Word  of  God.  I  wanted  to  read  the 
Bible  and  listen  to  Christian  broad- 
casts, and  read  literature  pertaining  to 
God.  And  then  I  found  there  vjas  com- 
plete happiness  and  peace  in  reading 
His  Word.  I  felt  as  though  1  did  not 
need  to  go  out  seeking  happiness  like 
others  do.  I  have  found  my  answer 
about  something  lacking  in  my  life.  It 
was  Christ.  How  I  thank  the  Lord  for 
showing  this  to  me. 

After  receiving  Jesus  into  my  heart, 
the  Lord  convicted  me  that  I  should 
not  be  worshiping  idols.  He  reminded 
me  of  the  Scripture:  "Thou  shalt  have 
no  other  gods  before  me."  This  finally 
opened  my  eyes  to  realize  that  I  was 
praying  to  a  wooden  idol.  How  I  thank 
the  Lord  for  His  Word,  which  en- 
dureth  forever. 

Later  on  we  prayed  to  God  to  help 
us  get  rid  of  the  shrine,  and  God 
answered.  One  day  Mike  Kaneshiro 
approached  us  and  asked  if  he  could 
have  the  shrine  to  take  to  the  main- 
land. He  wanted  to  show  the  people 
what  a  Buddhist  shrine  looks  like.  Mike 
Kaneshiro  and  his  famUy  are  in  Oki- 


nawa right  now  as  missionaries. 

How  1  thank  the  Lord  for  saving 
each  one  of  us.  My  husband  accepted 
the  Lord  a  year  and  a  half  later,  and 
we  were  all  baptized  in  1967. 

Prior  to  this  I  had  never  known  that 
Jesus  had  died  for  my  sins.  And  that 
He  was  buried  and  rose  again.  And 
that  He  is  living. 

The  key  verses  which  were  instru- 
mental in  my  being  saved  are:  "Thou 
shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  me"  and 
"I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life: 
no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father,  but 
by  me."  The  thing  that  really  con- 
vinced my  heart  was  that  the  cave  was 
empty  and  that  means  Jesus  is  alive. 
He  arose  and  is  a  living  God. 

How  I  thank  God  for  loving  us  so 
much  and  for  giving  us  His  Son  that 
we  may  have  eternal  life.

We  can  take  no 
credit  for  their  salvation  or  growth, 
but  how  we  praise  the  Lord  for  this 
whole  family.  They  are  such  a  joy  and 
a  blessing.  I  know  it  was  hard  for  the 
Tresises  to  give  us  such  a  family  but 
God  knows  best.  Dennis  Shinsato  is 
doing  a  great  job  leading  our  young 
people.  Jean  is  a  good  Christian  friend 
for  our  daughter  April,  which  is  an 
answer  to  prayer.  Mr.  Shinsato  drove 
the  VW  bus  at  Waipio  and  I  think  we 
will  soon  have  a  Sunday-school  bus 
route  for  him  to  drive  for  our  VW  bus. 
Mrs.  Shinsato  is  memorizing  Scripture 
in  the  Bible  Memory  Association.  I 
think  this  is  her  fourth  year.  She  learns 
about  eight  verses  a  week  for  fifteen 
weeks  of  the  year.  She  recites  to  me 
each  Saturday  and  does  a  perfect 
job.")  # 
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We  remember  seeing  and  hearing 
Alf  Landon  speak  in  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan,  some  yesterdays  ago.  But  he 
did  not  make  the  presidency.  The  sun- 
flower on  our  button  faded.  And  the 
only  hving  president  we  ever  saw  was 
Harry  Truman  at  a  whistle-stop  in 
Troy,  Ohio,  in  1948.  He  introduced 
his  wife  and  daugliter,  Margaret,  to  the 
crowd.  We  did  not  think  he  would 
make  it  again,  but  he  did.  Little  did  we 
think  then  that  we  would  ever  again 
see  a  living  president.  But  we  did.  We 
not  only  shook  hands  with  one,  but 
better  yet,  entertained  him  in  our 
home. 

On  Friday,  February  4,  a  gendarme 
asked  us  for  100  liters  of  gasohne  for 
conveyance  of  the  President  to  Bo- 
zoum.  It  was  impossible  for  us  to  help 
out  as  we  had  none  either.  Then,  on 
Saturday  the  mayor  of  Bozoum  came 
and  told  us  to  tidy  up  the  station  as 
the  President  of  the  Central  African 
Republic  was  going  to  pay  us  a  visit. 
The  mayor  had  all  available  men  out 
on  the  roads  filling  up  the  ravines  with 
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The  print  shop  at 
the  Bible  Center 
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dirt.  On  Sunday  at  noon  he  came  again 
and  told  us  to  get  it  done  that  after- 
noon. This  was  impossible.  But  on 
Monday  we  were  able  to  hire  some 
extra  help  and  use  the  building  crew, 
and  by  niglit  everything  looked  fine. 
Even  the  tree  trunks  were  painted  and 
the  leaves  raked  and  burned. 

Tuesday  morning  we  went  to  the 
airport.  It  was  a  hot  day,  and  as  time 
wore  on,  our  faces  showed  the  effects 
of  the  sun.  Space  forbids  description 
of  the  interesting  and  colorful  events 
of  that  day. 

On  Wednesday  morning  the  Presi- 
dent met  the  townspeople  at  the 
parade  grounds.  He  emceed  the  pro- 
gram consisting  of  greetings,  flag 
raising,  conferring  of  merit  awards, 
and  introductions  of  cabinet  ministers 
who  gave  reports  of  the  progress  of  the 
Republic.  Then  he  himself  gave  the 
final  message  in  which  he  paid  high 
tribute  to  the  effects  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ  in  the  upward  climb  of  the 
Republic.  He  was  truly  in  great  spirit 
and  seemed  to  enjoy  every  minute  of 
the  concourse. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day 
he  was  to  have  appeared  at  Bata,  but

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the  prefect  said  that  due  to  the  late- 
ness of  the  hour  (I  arrived  home  at 
1:30  p.m.)  the  visit  would  be  canceled. 
I  ate  a  belated  lunch  and  reclined  for 
siesta.  At  two  o'clock  word  came  from 
the  sous-prefect  that  the  President 
would  be  at  Bata  about  3  p.m.  What  a 
scramble  around  the  dorm!  All  the 
children  got  a  special  wash,  clean 
clothes,  their  rooms  picked  up,  and  a 
reminder  of  their  p"s  and  q's  on  what 
to  say  to  the  President.  However,  we 
waited  until  five  o'clock,  at  which 
time  one  of  the  missionaries  went  to 
town  to  see  if  he  was  yet  planning  to 
come  that  evening.  At  seven  o'clock 
we  began  our  prayer  meeting.  Feeling 
that  the  trip  had  been  completely  can- 
celed, we  afterwards  passed  around  the 
cookies  and  drank  some  of  the  punch. 
Thursday,  the  tenth,  was  a  day  like 
other  days,  and  missionaries  went  back 
to  their  jobs.  The  children  and  we 
teachers    went   back    to   school.   The

printshop  and  building  crews  were 
going  fuO  blast.  A  little  after  eight 
o'clock  word  came  that  the  President 
would  be  here  on  the  grounds  in  an 
hour.  Such  scrambling  again!  Children, 
teachers,  dorm  houseboys,  printers, 
and  others  scurried  home  to  change 
clothes.  People  began  to  gather  with 
fruits  from  their  gardens,  bringing 
guinea  corn,  sweet  potatoes,  and  gozo 
(manioc).  A  welcoming  line  was 
formed.  At  9:30  the  radio  diffusion 
car  preceded  the  car  with  the  Presi- 
dent's bodyguards,  and  then  came  the 
President's  car. 

Oh,  how  I  wish  I  could  describe  it 
all!  Perhaps  my  movie  camera  will 
describe  it  best.  The  President  was 
very  gracious  as  he  proceeded  down 
the  welcoming  line  and  shook  hands 
with  us.  A  group  of  Bible  Institute 
students  sang  a  hymn  for  him,  and  then 
he  was  conducted  through  the  print- 
shop  and  told  of  the  various  opera- 
tions done  there.  This  was  very  in- 
teresting since  our  shop  is  perhaps  the 
largest    and    best    equipped    in    the 


C.A.R. 

Then  came  the  reception  at  the 
dorm.  The  President's  men  had  pre- 
ceded the  entourage  and  changed  the 
seating  around.  Our  dining  room  table 
had  already  been  adorned  with  lace 
and  loaded  with  goodies.  The  punch 
bowl  and  ladle  were  on  a  smaller  table. 
There  was  seating  for  perhaps  thirty- 
five  or  forty  people  and  most  of  the 
chairs  were  taken.  Our  houseboys 
looked  immaculate  with  their  white 
shirts,  ties,  and  white  aprons.  They 
served  the  guests  with  rare  charm  and 
grace.  Of  course,  the  missionary 
women  had  beforehand  made  the  nice 
things  to  eat,  and  the  punch.  After  the 
President  read  a  report  of  prefecture 
progress  here,  all  took  leave  and  reas- 
sembled in  front  of  the  printshop.  The 
President  then  conferred  awards  of 
merit  upon  the  two  station  masters, 
Rev.  Marvin  Goodman  and  Rev. 
Donald  Miller,  and  the  heads  of  the 
village,  printshop,  Bible  Institute,  and 
infirmary.  What  a  day  it  had  turned 
out  to  be!

FROM   THE    NATIONAL    FELLOWSHIP   OF    BRETHREN    CHURCHES   AND   THE 
EVANGELICAL   PRESS   ASSOCIATION    NEWS   SERVICE 


Wheaton,  111.  The  president  of  the  Evangelical  Church 
of  Vietnam  issued  an  urgent  call  to  American  Christians 
today  to  pray  for  churches  and  Christian  leaders  in  the  path 
of  the  Communist  drive  into  South  Vietnam. 

In  a  cable  to  the  Washington  office  of  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Evangelicals  from  Saigon,  the  Rev.  Doan-van- 
Mieng  expressed  concern  for  the  churches  of  his  country, 
and  asked  that  Americans  intercede  in  prayer. 

The  Evangelical  Church  of  Vietnam  has  about  400 
churches. 

Radford,  Va.  The  Fairlawn  Brethren  Church  celebrated  a 
25th  anniversary  on  Apr.  16.  The  anniversary  speaker  on 
this  special  occasion  was  Rev.  K.  E.  Richardson  who  was 
the  first  pastor  of  the  church.  This  work  began  on  a  faith 
basis,  and  speaking  of  this  fact  Pastor  Richardson  said: 
"When  we  came  here,  we  came  on  faith  that  we  could  start 
another  church."  The  other  Brethren  churches  of  the 
district  helped  to  support  this  work  as  it  was  struggling 
in  infant  years.  In  October  1964  Rev.  Charlie  C.  Hall  was 
called  as  the  second  pastor,  but  his  ministry  was  ended  on 
Sept.  9,  1969,  as  the  Lord  called  him  home.  On  Jan.  10, 
1970,  the  present  pastor.  Rev.  Roy  Glass,  became  the  third 
pastor  to  serve. 

The  famous  "southern  hospitality"  had  a  chance  to 
shine  as  a  fellowship  dinner  was  enjoyed  by  members  and 
friends  at  the  conclusion  of  the  morning  worship.

After  our  four  months  in  Israel, 
where  the  American  Institute  of  Holy 
Land  Studies  was  our  home  and  base 
for  study  and  from  which  to  take 
trips,  beginning  our  own  sightseeing 
tour  in  Europe  was  a  new  venture. 
With  our  own  Volks  Wagon  we 
planned  to  leisurely  drive  to  as  many 
spots  of  interest  as  possible  in  the  next 
few  months.  Since  it  was  the  first  of 
May  we  counted  on  good  weather, 
too. 

With  wonder  and  enthusiasm  we 
began  five  days  together  in  Athens.  A 
climb  to  the  top  of  Mars'  Hill,  the 
Acropolis,  and  the  exploration  of  the 
Agorra  and  museums  were  a  thrill.  The 
Funicular  Car  was  a  noval  way  to  ride 
to  the  top  of  a  higli  hill  affording  a 
most  magnificent  view  of  the  whole 
city  and  the  harbor.  Attending  church 
was  truly  all  "Greek"  to  me  except  for 
the  name  of  our  "Lord  Jesus  Christ" 
and  "Amen."  However,  after  the  serv- 
ice people  who  could  speak  some 
English  welcomed  us.  We  met  three 
fine  Christian  couples  who  are  working 
toward  starting  a  Bible  Institute  in 
Athens  under  Greater  European  Mis- 
sion. 

Next,  we  had  a  five-day  drive 
through  the  Pelopeneses  (southern 
Greece)  including  visits  to  Corinth, 
Acro-Corinth,  Mycenae,  Argos,  Tiryns, 
Naufplion,  Tripolis,  Megalopolis,  Kala- 
mata,  Pylos  (Nestor's  palace  there), 
Prygos,  and  climaxing  the  trip  with 
visits  to  Olympia  and  Delphi.  There 
were  lovely,  winding,  mountainous 
drives  and  some  goat  and  sheep  herds 
along  the  way.  Climbing  to  the  top  of 
the  Acro-Corinth  gave  a  panoramic 
view  of  the  countryside.  Stopping  to 
observe  an  actual  excavation  in  process 
at  Tiryns  was  most  fascinating.  But  of 
all  this  impressive  beauty  our  greatest 
impression,  after  seeing  Delphi,  was 
how  grateful  we  were  for  the  true 
oracles  of  God  we  have  in  the  Scrip- 
tures of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 

We  took  two  days  to  leisurely  drive

Europe  - 
A  Fascination 


to  Thessalonica.  The  geographic  set- 
ting of  this  city  is  interesting  as  we 
relate  it  to  the  New  Testament.  View- 
ing storks  along  our  way  and  their 
huge  nests  was  a  new  experience  for 
me. 

The  mountainous  drive  in  southern 
Yugoslavia  was  gorgeous  and  travel  up 
the  Dalmation  Coast  was  unforgettable 
during  our  week  in  the  country  of 
Yugoslavia.  Several  days  spent  each  at 
Budva  and  at  Dubrovnik,  by  the  sea 
with  mountains  in  back  of  our  motel, 
were  most  restful  and  enjoyable.  Vaca- 
tion spots  along  western  Yugoslavia 
were  by  comparison  less  expensive 
than  many  European  countries  and 
very  beautiful  with  many  tourists  from 
Germany  and  England  occupying 
them.  However,  we  had  not  lined  up 


any  Christian  contacts  in  this  country, 
and  we  greatly  missed  meeting  Chris- 
tians and  seeing  churches.  In  the  old 
walled  city  of  Dubrovnik  we  were 
directed  to  the  only  churches  of  that 
area,  four  Catholic  churches. 

Among  the  common  things  in  both 
Israel  and  Europe  which  continually 
impressed  me  was  the  fact  we  were  the 
"foreigners."  During  my  childhood 
and  young  womanhood,  before  mar- 
riage, I  lived  in  a  cosmopolitan  area, 
east  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  in  Cali- 
fornia; and  we  were  the  hosts  and 
friends  to  many  foreigners.  How  dif- 
ferent this  reversed  experience 
seemed!  Also,  another  unusual  ob- 
servation was  that  outside  of  the 
home,  not  once  did  I  see  a  girl  or 
woman  with  curlers  in  her  hair  during 
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the  eight  and  one-half  months  we  were 
gone!  (How  nice  this  was-right, 
ladies?) 

The  next  part  of  our  trip  was  on  an 
[tahan  auto  ferry  to  Bari,  Italy,  to 
begin  our  two-weeks'  tour  of  that 
:ountry.  There  were  some  beautiful 
mountains  and  long  tunnels  before  we 
reached  Salerno.  Then  the  lovely 
:oastal  route  along  the  Amalfi  Drive  to 
Pompeii  was  breathtaking.  This 
incient  city  was  fantastic  as  we  walked 
through  it  for  three  and  a-half  hours 
(viewing  magnificent  structures,  enjoy- 
ing the  wild  flowers,  and  noticing  the 
many  lizards  as  we  went  along  the 
rocky  streets.  We  stopped  at  the  exca- 
i^ated  town  of  Herculaneum  once 
:overed  with  lava  as  we  made  our  way 
toward  Rome.  Mount  Vesuvius  ap- 
peared too  hazy  to  explore.  Such  a 
bustling  city  is  Rome  with  crowded 
streets  and  cars  crossing  lanes  right  and 
left.  We  had  the  privilege  of  staying  in 
the  guest  room  at  the  Greater  Euro- 
pean Bible  Institute  for  the  week  we 
ivere  there.  We  enjoyed  an  independ- 
ent fundamental  church  which  had 
both  Italian  and  EngHsh  spoken.  Such 
1  blessing!  Viewing  the  Vatican  and  St. 
Peter's  Cathedral,  Mamertine  Prison 
A'here  Paul  was  probably  imprisoned 
ivere  all  very  impressive.  Lovely 
irches,  artistic  fountains,  colorful 
mosaics  and  the  lifelike  sculptures  of 
Michelangelo  were  amazing  to  behold, 
rhese  church  statues  are  clothed— so 
different  from  those  in  Grecian  mu- 
seums. Among  other  stops  of  interest 


were  Nero's  Palace,  Church  of  Holy 
Stairs,  St.  John  Lateran's  Church, 
Colosseum  and  chariot  race  course. 
Arches  of  Constantine  and  Titus,  Cata- 
combs out  the  Apian  Way,  Pantheon, 
Museum  and  Cistine  Chapel,  and  the 
Roman  Forum.  How  happy  we  are  to 
belong,  by  His  grace,  to  a  living 
Saviour  and  not  to  be  bound  by  works 
and  rituals.  Again  we  said  goodbye  to 
some  new  friends  as  we  headed  for  a 
couple  of  days  in  Florence,  seeing  the 
unusual  medieval  walled  city  of  Siena 
on  our  way. 

Florence  is  a  beautiful  city  with 
some  lovely  historical  sights  such  as 
the  Cathedral,  Baptistry,  Bell  Tower, 
Piazzas,  Church  de  la  Croce,  and  the 
Academia  where  Michelangelo's 
famous  statue  of  David  is  housed.  Be- 
fore leaving  for  Venice,  we  enjoyed 
seeing  the  "straw  market"  or  sidewalk 
sales  filling  the  streets  for  several 
blocks.  Here  bargains  can  be  found,  a 
boon  to  the  tourist. 

Driving  to  Venice,  crossing  the 
majestic  Appennines  Mountains,  via 
Bologna,  and  crossing  Italy's  Po  River 
and  the  richest  agricultural  valley  in 
Italy,  was  especially  scenic.  Staying  at 
a  nice  pensione  at  Mestre  which  was 
close  to  Venice  (many  beautiful  mag- 
nolia trees  here)  afforded  us  oppor- 
tunity for  all  of  our  visits  to  this  most 
unusual  city  which  reached  our  highest 
expectations.  Yes,  we  rode  the  motor 
launch  on  the  main  canal,  and  enjoyed 
some  meals  and  walks  along  the  many 
canals  crisscrossing  this  seaport. 


After  spending  the  first  two  weeks 
in  June  in  southern  France  we  took  a 
ten-day  trip  to  Spain  crossing  the 
Pyrenees  Mountains,  snow  covered  at 
the  peaks,  an  exciting  experience, 
stopping  overnight  at  Andorra,  a  tiny 
French-Spanish  republic.  Weather  in 
Spain  was  ideal  during  our  stay. 
Through  Barcelona  to  Castelldefels, 
Sitges,  and  Tarragona  by  the  sea  af- 
forded stops  including  viewing  some 
historic  ruins.  On  our  way  to  Madrid 
our  wedding  anniversary  weekend  was 
enjoyed  at  Monasterio  de  Piedra,  an 
old  monastery  made  over  into  a  lovely 
hotel  and  situated  on  property  with 
natural  waterfalls  and  a  beautiful  park, 
located  a  distance  from  the  highway. 
In  Madrid  the  Royal  Palace  tour  was  a 
thrill  as  was  the  visit  to  the  Prado 
Museum.  We  were  warmly  received 
when  we  visited  Operation  Mobiliza- 
tion Headquarters  in  this  city.  When 
we  visited  Toledo— cathedrals,  stained 
glass  windows,  and  art  displays  again 
thrilled  us.  The  stop  at  Segovia  with  its 
Alcazar  (fortress)  and  old  Roman 
Aqueduct  were  of  special  interest.  Re- 
viewing the  use  of  Castillian  Spanish 
studied  in  school  many  years  before 
was  a  challenge  for  me  and  fun  to  use. 
Visiting  this  country  was  the  realiza- 
tion of  hopes  of  high  school  days. 

In  another  article,  our  trip  to 
France  and  visit  with  Grace  Alumni 
missionaries  will  follow.  How  good  the 
Lord  was  to  give  us  the  blessings  of 
this  trip,  looked  forward  to  for  so 
long!  Indeed  we  are  grateful  to  Him.

I  HAVE  MADE  THE  PERSON-

In 
learning  to  accept  one  another  this 
way,  we  also  teach  our  children  of  our 
own  personal  dependence  upon  Christ 
and  His  wonderful  salvation  provided 
freely  through  grace  to  the  unde- 
serving.

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Plan  for   Successful 
High  school   Bible  Study

High  school  students  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  are  interested  in  Bible  study 
groups,  groups  that  center  around 
God's  Word  and  meet  for  spiritual 
growth,  witnessing  and  fellowship.  The 
students  I  know  are  not  interested  in 
someone's  view  of  someone  else's  feel- 
ings on  a  subject,  but  they  want  to 
search  out  for  themselves  the  truth; 
and  God  is  meeting  that  desire.  We 
have  found  God's  Word  exciting  and 
challenging  and  can  say  with  Peter  in 
John  6:68— "Lord,  to  whom  shall  we 
go?  thou  hast  the  words  of  eternal 
life."  I've  been  told  that  some  have 
found  Bible  studies  too  slow,  so  dry, 
with  no  one  willing  to  speak  up.  All  I 
can  say  to  that  is  what  we  have  found 
to  be  a  successful  plan  or  program  in 
our  area  where  we  have  five  studies  in 
five  area  high  school  homes.  I  would 
just  like  to  explain  the  plan  that  God 
has  blessed  here  in  Columbus  so  you 
may  become  excited  about  meeting 
around  God's  Word  in  your  area. 

1)  Prayer-expect  God  to  do  great 
things  at  your  study,  with  the  local 


Perhaps  you  have  been  following 
with  as  keen  an  interest  as  I  have  the 
"bussing  issue"  in  the  present  day 
political  arena.  However,  we  are  not 
concerned  presently  about  this  type  of 
bussing,  but  we  are  concerned  with 
bussing  as  it  is  used  in  Sunday  Schools. 

The  fastest  growing  church  in  the 
United  States  has  now  put  into  opera- 
tion a  fleet  of  eighty  busses  which 
they  send  into  every  segment  of  their 
community.

Every  Saturday  morning,  between 
eighty   and   one  hundred  laymen  are

2)  Leader— preferably  a  college-age 
person,  not  dominating  discussion,  but 
in  control,  keeping  the  group  on  the 
Word;  key  is  to  be  a  good  listener  and 
a  spiritual  Christian. 

3)  Homes— centrally  located  for 
the  group,  preferably  in  a  Christian 
home  with  a  minimum  of  distractions. 

4)  Program— 

Singing-fifteen  minutes 
Sharing— five  to  ten  minutes 
Study— forty-five  minutes  with 
an  opportunity  to  receive  Christ 

Prayer    (conversational)— five 
to  ten  minutes 

Fellowship  time  with  cookies 
and  punch 

(individual    evangelism- 
sharing  with  young  Christians) 

5)  Encourage  the  students  to  bring 
their  friends 

Generally  students  are  gaining  in 
the  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ  and  how 
He  can  work  through  them  giving 
them  exciting  Christian  lives.  # 

out  calling  in  the  homes  of  the  com- 
munity where  the  church  is  located.  A 
printed  bus  schedule  is  given  and  an 
enthusiastic  invitation  to  everyone. 

When  asked  concerning  his  bus 
ministry,  the  pastor  of  this  church 
said;  "The  bus  ministry  is  hard  work. 
The  success  of  the  bus  ministry  is 
work,  but  there  is  not  another  task  in 
the  entire  church  that  wUl  result  in  a 
larger  attendance  for  an  equal  amount 
of  work  hours  invested.

But  1 
lid  know  the  first  time  I  heard  it  thai 
0  fall  could  hurt,  and  that  it  could  be 
ostly  because  it  was  difficult  to  re- 
tore  everything  to  nonnal  again.  In 
act,  in  Humpty's  case  it  was  impos- 
ible. 

There  was  another  big  fall  the  other 
/eek  that  startled  me,  and  the  impact 
rew  as  I  thought  of  the  cost  involved. 
)n  the  Apollo  16  moon  trip,  one  of 
lur  astronauts  was  jumping  like  a 
angaroo  when  his  foot  caught  a  line, 
t  was  attached  to  a  special  piece  of 
quipment.  Out  came  the  wire,  and 
he  device  was  beyond  repair.  The 
quipment  could  not  be  used  for  the 
xperiment,  which  meant  it  was  now  a 
seless  item.  Cost  of  the  stumble— 
1,200,000.  That  sounded  like  a  lot  of 
loney  to  me  and  a  rather  costly  fall, 
leing  a  low  budget  man  who  tries  to 
;eep  a  proper  balance  between  the  in- 
low  and  the  outflow  of  my  checking 
ccount,  I  spent  a  few  moments  on  the 
dding  machine  to  see  how  expensive 
hat  accident  was. 

The  facts  rather  startled  me  and 
aused  me  to  be  thankful  that  it  was 
lOt  my  bill  and  that  the  government 
/ould  not  ask  me  to  personally  as- 
ume  its  cost.  At  my  present  rate  of 
axation,  I  figure  it  would  take  me 
,538  years  plus  167  days  to  do  it. 
Without  interest  I  could  pay  for  that 
all  in  the  year  3510;  assuming,  of 
ourse,  that  there  would  be  no  interest 
harges  and  that  my  health  held  up 
luring  that  period  of  time.  Both  of  the 
ssumptions  are  based  on  rather  weak 
easoning.  That  fall  must  rank  well 
Jongside  of  Mr.  Humpty-Dumpty's  as 
ine  of  the  great  ones  in  history. 

My  mind  then  followed  another 
ine  of  thought.  All  falls  are  costly  in 
me  form  or  another.  We  stumble  and 
all  and  although  we  may  not  be  hurt, 
t  least  our  pride  is.  I  have  noticed 
hat  if  we  fall  in  public,  we  immediate- 
y  check  to  see  whether  anyone  saw  us 
lefore  we  check  our  own  physical  con- 
lition.    No    one    wants    to    be    seen 


stumbling  and  falling. 

There  is  another  type  of  fall  that 
hurts  and  it  does  cost.  That  is  a  spirit- 
ual fall.  May  we  simply  define  it  as 
disobeying  God's  will.  We  know  when 
we  do  it  and  often  times  it  becomes 
obvious  to  others.  The  sense  of  guilt 
and  the  embarrassment  before  others 
are  factors  with  which  we  must  reck- 
on. (Both  of  these  add  up  to  a  high 
cost.) 

The  cost  of  a  spiritual  fall  is  the 
losing  of  favor  with  both  God  and 
man.  It  can  run  up  to  a  staggering 
price  as  seen  when  the  bill  comes  in. 
Certainly  you  realize  that  no  one  is 
perfect.  Each  one  has  the  problem  of 
keeping  a  perfect  unbroken  com- 
munion with  God.  You  and  I  are 
stumblers:  sinners.  Sometimes  falls  in 
the  physical  realm  vary  as  to  the  cost 
or  hurt.  A  young  child  is  up  and  down 
and  seems  to  have  a  built-in  bounce. 
An  elderly  person  falls  with  great  cost 
to  his  physical  person— a  broken  hip  or 
limb. 

Realizing  that  all  transgression  is 
against  a  perfect  God— and  it  is  sin- 
nevertheless,  some  falls  are  more  cost- 
ly than  others.  A  refusal  to  pay  the 


parking  meter  would  be  a  violation  of 
the  law.  It  disregards  the  Biblical  com- 
mandment to  be  subject  to  the  powers 
that  be.  To  know  to  do  right  and  then 
not  to  do  it  is  a  sin.  The  end  result  of 
such  an  act  may  not  have  wide  im- 
plications on  others,  but  this  does  not 
permit  us  to  excuse  it  and  say  it  makes 
no  difference.  It  is  wrong.  The  same 
person  may  violate  another  law  of  man 
and  sin  against  God  by  willfully  killing 
another  person.  The  dead  person  may 
have  a  wife  and  children— others  are 
involved.  This,  too,  is  a  sin;  but  the 
magnitude  of  the  murder  takes  on 
greater  implications. 

It  is  a  sin  to  neglect  to  read  the 
Word  of  God.  It  can  be  costly.  It  is  a 
sin  to  neglect  Christ  as  Saviour,  it  is 
even  more  costly.  There  is  a  great  deal 
of  spiritual  falling  occurring-all  such 
incidents  will  have  a  price.  It  pays  to 
stay  close  to  God  and  allow  His  will  to 
guide  us. 

Humpty-Dumpty's  problem  re- 
sulted in  an  unrepairable  situation. 

The  astronaut's  stumbling  resulted 
in  a  large  monetary  loss. 

A  Christian's  fall  can  result  in  a  loss 
of  service  to  God  and  man.  #

now  self-supporting!

The  story  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Zhurch  of  Toppenish,  Washington,  as 
"leaned  from  the  records  of  history 
;annot  reveal  the  work,  the  sweat  and 
leartaches  along  with  the  joy  and 
Deace  that  a  handful  of  people  were  to 
;xperience. 

It  was  just  a  handful  of  people, 
seven  adults  to  be  exact,  that  met  in 
the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lowell 
Parton,  along  with  Rev.  Lester  Pifer 
(who  was  then  the  assistant  secretary 
of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil) on  November  2,  1955.  It  was  at 
this  time  that  Mr.  Pifer  challenged 
them  to  establish  a  Brethren  testimony 
in  the  city  of  Toppenish.  Although  not 
a  large  city,  there  was  a  definite  need 
for  a  Brethren  church. 

After  that  first  meeting  in  1955, 
the  next  three  years  were  to  see  souls 
saved  and  this  handful  of  people  grow 
into  a  hardy  nucleus.  The  "church  in 
thy  house"  (See  Rom.  16:5;  I  Cor. 
16:19;  Philemon  2)  met  in  the  home 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ernest  Pomerinke  for 
the  first  year.  The  second  year,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Dan  Green  opened  their 
home  to  the  "church  family,"  and 
services  were  then  alternated  between 
the  two  homes.  The  Lord  prospered 
the  group  and  there  was  a  definite 
need  to  find  more  suitable  accom- 
modations. 

During  the  infant  years  of  the 
church,  Rev.  Donald  Farner,  Sr., 
pastored  the  group.  In  December  of 
1957  he  moved  to  Toppenish  from 
Harrah,  Washington,  where  he  pas- 
tored the  Harrah  Brethren  Church.  On 
the  tlrst  Sunday  in  January  1958, 
regular  services  were  held.  The  Breth- 
ren people  of  the  Northwest  had  long 
desired  to  see  a  Brethren  testimony  in 
Toppenish,  and  they  upheld  the  pastor 
and  people  in  prayer  and  gifts. 

The  church  was  officially  organized 
in  October  of  1957  with  the  following 
charter  members— twenty-nine  in  all: 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Everett  Morgan,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Lowell  Parton,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ernest  Pomerinke,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dan 
Green,  Mrs.  Paul  Schacht,  Miss  Lu- 
vernia  Schacht,  Bette  Ann  Schacht, 
Mary  Jane  Schacht,  Robert  S.  Green, 
Mrs.  E.  C.  Helterbrand,  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Donald  Farner,  Sr.,  Stephen  Earner, 
Mrs.  Grace  Zecchino,  Jean  Green, 
Phyllis  Parton,  Rosemary  Everett,  Nor- 


man Parton,  Michael  Zecchino,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Forest  Neal,  Allan  Zecchino, 
Donald  G.  Farner,  Timothy  Farner, 
Robert  W.  Morgan. 

After  meeting  in  homes  for  three 
years,  suitable  property  was  finally 
found.  With  the  help  of  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  and  the  Breth- 
ren Investment  Foundation,  a  two-acre 
lot  with  a  large  dwelling  was  purchased 
from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  W.  Berger  of 
Toppenish.  For  the  next  four  years 
this  was  to  be  the  "church-parsonage" 
of  the  group. 

A  dedication  service  of  the  new 
"church-parsonage"  was  held  on  Sun- 
day afternoon,  November  16,  1958, 
when  over  a  hundred  people  gathered 
for  the  occasion.  Each  pastor  present 
from  the  Northwest  District  brought 
greetings  and  gifts  from  his  home 
church  and  expressed  desire  for  God's 
blessing  to  continue  on  the  work. 
Churches  not  represented  at  the  dedi- 
cation service  sent  gifts  and  greetings. 
The  dedication  speaker  was  Dr.  L.  L. 
Grubb,  who  emphasized  the  impor- 
tance of  building  upon  a  solid  founda- 
tion—Jesus Christ,  the  chief  corner- 
stone. 

For  the  next  four  years  under  the 
leadership  of  Pastor  Farner,  the 
"church-parsonage"  continued  until  it 
outgrew  the  facilities.  There  was  a  real 
need  for  a  building  to  adequately  care 
for  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  church 
and  the  community.  At  this  time  Mr. 
Gordon  Nickell  was  chosen  to  be  the 
architp''*  '  -  haw  up  plans  for  a  church 
build  e  erected  on  the  property. 


The  Brethren  people  of  the 
Northwest  had  long  desired  to 
see  a  Brethren  testimony  in  Top- 
penish. After  meeting  in  a  house 
for  three  years,  and  a  parsonage 
for  four  years,  the  church  was 
finally  built. 
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Through  the  funds  of  the  Brethren 
Investment  Foundation  it  was  then 
possible  to  build  a  house  of  worship  to 
the  glory  of  God.  With  the  property 
already  secured,  plans  were  drawn  and 
the  construction  program  began  on 
April  15,  1962.  Mr.  Lester  Keyser 
supervised  the  building,  along  with  the 
work  of  the  local  pastor,  Rev.  Don 
Farner,  Sr.,  and  members  of  the  con- 
gregation. The  indebtedness  of  the  en- 
tire church  plant,  along  with  the 
property  and  parsonage,  amounted  to 
$42,177.41.  Much  "sweat  equity" 
went  into  the  building  at  that  price  as 
Mr.  Keyser,  Pastor  Farner,  and  the 
congregation  all  worked  together. 

The  exciting  day  of  the  dedication 
of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Toppenish  took  place  on  Sunday  after- 
noon, June  30,  1963.  For  this  oc- 
casion Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb  spoke  on  the 
subject  of  "Workers  Together." 

Pastor  Farner  terminated  his  serv- 
ices at  the  church  and  on  January  1, 
1966,  Rev.  Sam  Horney  arrived  to 
assume  the  pastorate.  During  these 
years  souls  have  been  saved,  baptized 


by  trine  immersion,  and  added  to  theji 
local  fellowship.  The  present  member- 
ship totals  sixty-seven.  The  total  inj 
debtedness  has  been  reduced  tcj 
$34,000.  i 

After  six  years  of  ministry  to  the< 
Toppenish  congregation,  because  ofi 
the  tremendous  opportunity  to  reach 
some  20,000  Spanish-speaking  people 
in  the  Yakima  Valley,  Pastor  Horney 
concluded  his  ministry  to  enter  that 
field. 

Rev.  Nelson  Hall,  formerly  of  Rich- 
land, Washington,  was  called  as  the 
new  pastor  of  the  Toppenish  congre- 
gation and  began  serving  on  May  1, 
1972. 

A  number  of  Brethren  churches  in 
our  Fellowship  have  had  humble  be- 
ginnings from  "store  fronts"  to  the 
"church  in  thy  house."  Through  the 
assistance  and  guidance  of  The  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council,  Top- 
penish, Washington,  is  now  added  to 
the  list.  Through  the  sacrificial  giving 
of  Brethren  people  across  our  land 
there  now  exists  another  testimony  to 
the  grace  of  God.  #

When  a  struggling  mission  ctiurcti  is  in  trouble,  a  nearby  estab- 
lished church  will  be  asked  to  share  in  this  burden  with  addi- 
tional gifts,  prayers  and  encouragement.

What  does  a  mission  board  do  when 
church  that  is  almost  self-supporting 
uddenly  goes  into  reverse  and  suffers 
;reat  attendance  and  income  losses? 
Wiat  does  a  missionary  organization 
lo  when  its  1972  budget,  already  over- 
rowded,  becomes  burdened  with  the 
ritical  needs  of  several  churches  thus 
lecessitating  a  large  outlay  of  monies 
or  which  there  is  no  reserve?  Eco- 
lomic  slumps,  internal  problems,  com- 
nunity  attitudes,  and  a  generally 
;thargic  apathetic  response  to  a  given 
ninistry  are  often  causes  for  lack  of 
hurch  growth.  The  devil  given  one 
ipening  wedge  can  easily  bring  a 
hurch  to  a  halt  and  scatter  the  sheep. 
)o  not  minimize  the  power  of  this  evil 
me,  "Be  sober,  be  vigilant;  because 
'our  adversary  the  devil,  as  a  roaring 
ion,  walketh  about,  seeking  whom  he 
nay  devour"  (I  Peter  5:8). 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
"ouncil  signs  a  contract  with  each  of 
ts  mission  points  agreeing  to  adminis- 
rate  and  support  the  church  during  its 
levelopment.  This  agreement  covers  a 
leriod  of  at  least  five  years  past  the 
elf-supporting  point  to  care  for  emer- 
lencies.  However,  no  reserve  funds  are 
et  aside  for  such  contingencies, 
"hrough  the  years,  the  council  has 
aithfuUy  stood  by  its  churches  in  the 
lour  of  financial  or  administrative 
risis.  It  must  be  added  at  this  point 
hat  1970-71  contributed  more  than 
he  usual  in  emergencies. 

We  must  face  the  fact  that  the  devil 
las  concentrated  his  attack  upon  the 
hurch,  the  last  citadel  of  defense  for 
he    Faith.    Some    evangelical    non- 


sectarian,  non-church  oriented  organ- 
izations have  contributed  immeasur- 
ably to  the  crisis  of  the  church- 
building  program.  Well-meaning 
Christians  have  been  led  into  move- 
ments that  mitigate  against  the  or- 
ganized church,  bringing  havoc  to 
attendances,  leadership  and  steward- 
ship programs. 

The  Bible  clearly  outlines  the  fact 
that  the  church  has  priority  in  God's 
program  of  redemption.  We  learn  in 
Colossians  that  Jesus,  is  the  express 
image  of  God  (1:15),  the  great  creator 
(1:16),  the  sustainer  of  the  universe 
(1:17),  the  appointed  head  of  the 
body,  the  church  (1:18)  and  that  it 
pleased  the  Father  that  aU  authority 
and  preeminence  should  rest  in  Him  in 
this  relationship  (1: 18-19).  Jesus,  him- 
self said,  "1  wUl  build  my  church;  and 
the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 
against  it"  (Matt.  16:18).  A  large 
portion  of  the  New  Testament  has 
been  dedicated  to  the  development  of 
His  body,  the  Church.  A  portion  of 
the  Book  of  Revelation  describes  the 
home  going,  and  glorification  of  the 
body  when  God's  final  stage  of  re- 
demption is  fulfilled.  It  would  seem, 
then,  extremely  important  that  we 
exercise  caution  in  any  program  that  is 
not  church  oriented,  and  devote  our 
evangelical  efforts  in  the  direction  of 
God's  fulfilled  purpose  in  Christ.  Our 
primary  purpose  must  always  be  the 
establishment  of  the  local  church  body 
which  is  our  contribution  to  the  devel- 
opment of  His  universal  body,  the 
Bride  of  Christ. 

Facing  the  reality  of  these  needs,  a 


new  program  of  sharing  was  proposed 
to  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil Board  of  Directors  at  the  spring 
meeting.  The  proposal  suggested  that 
where  a  struggling  mission  church  is  in 
trouble,  a  nearby  established  church 
will  be  asked  to  share  in  this  burden 
with  additional  home-mission  financial 
gifts,  prayer  support,  and  adminis- 
trative encouragement.  Other  helps 
would  be  beneficial  such  as  advertising 
materials,  visitation  groups,  special 
musical  teams,  and  even  visiting 
families  bringing  encouragement  from 
the  sharing  church.  Where  the  mission 
pastor  is  new  and  inexperienced  much 
valuable  help  can  come  from  the  suc- 
cessful, established  pastor  by  means  of 
counsel,  prayer  and  even  in  visitation. 

The  Apostle  Paul  in  expressing  his 
gratefulness  to  the  churches  at 
Macedonia  said,  "Praying  us  with 
much  intreaty  that  we  would  receive 
the  gift,  and  take  upon  us  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  ministering  to  the  saints" 
(II  Cor.  8:4).  These  churches,  through 
affliction  themselves,  were  moved  by 
the  needs  at  Jerusalem  and  accepted 
"the  fellowship  of  the  ministering  to 
the  saints."  This  kind  of  sharing  was 
blessed  of  God  and  brought  great  com- 
mendation from  Paul. 

In  an  hour  of  extremity.  The  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council  will  start 
this  effort  with  three  pilot  programs. 
In  regards  to  the  Fairlawn  Brethren 
Church  of  Akron,  the  Wooster  church 
and  district  missions  will  accept  the 
challenge.  At  Bowling  Green,  Ohio, 
the  Columbus  church  will  accept  the 
responsibility.  At  Cherry  HiU,  New 
Jersey,  the  Philadelphia  churches  and 
district  mission  board  will  carry  the 
added  financial  burden.  Though  in  a 
sense  this  is  a  "spiritual  experiment," 
yet,  it  has  a  Biblical  basis;  and  we  feel 
confident  it  will  lead  to  a  greater  ac- 
ceptance of  home-mission  responsi- 
bility and  a  greater  awareness  to  the 
problems  that  we  face  in  the  homeland 
in  church  building. 

Our  present  pattern  of  home- 
mission  giving  is  not  adequately  caring 
for  the  pace  of  our  home-mission  pro- 
gram. Brethren  churches  must  face  the 
fact  that  to  keep  up  our  present  plan 
of  church  extension  there  must  be 
more  than  a  "cost  of  living  increase" 
in  the  national  home  offering.  We  are 
trusting  the  Lord  that  our  beloved 
churches  and  their  famOies  will 
awaken  and  arise  to  share  in  meeting 
our  present  financial  dUemma.  ^jn^

The  new  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  | 
South  Jersey  has  moved  from  the! 
Stratford  Fire  Hall  to  the  new  Thomas 
Paine  Elementary  School  on  Church 
Road  near  the  border  of  Cherry  Hill 
and  Mt.  Laurel  Townships.  Since 
moving  here  several  families  have 
united  with  the  work  and  a  fine  group 
of  prospective  families  are  now  in  at- 
tendance. Attendances  have  steadily 
increased  from  the  twenties  to  an 
average  of  forty-five  in  Sunday  School 
and  over  fifty  in  church.  A  new  spirit 
of  optimism  and  faith  has  gripped  the 
hearts  of  these  people  and  a  number  of 
fine  decisions  have  been  made. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil and  the  Northern  Atlantic  District 
Mission  Board  have  voted  to  continue 
their  financial  support.  The  church  has 
assumed  an  additional  $100  per  month 
of  the  salary  of  the  pastor  and  will 
pick  up   more   each   quarter   as  they

grow.  The  congregation  has  accepted 
the  challenge  of  a  five-year  program 
dating  from  the  time  of  their  arrival  in 
this  location  to  concentrate  on  growth 
and  securing  of  property  in  two  years, 
building  the  third  year,  and  trusting 
God  to  be  self-supporting  at  the  end  of 
five  years. 

Rev.  Robert  Spicer,  pastor,  gave  an 
encouraging  report  at  the  Northern 
Atlantic  District  Mission  Board  Meet- 
ing on  April  10  showing  charts  of  their 
numerical  and  financial  growth.  The 
establishment  and  location  of  this  first 
work  in  the  state  of  New  Jersey  has 
been  difficult,  but  all  indications  point 
to  God's  blessing  upon  this  new  loca- 
tion.

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"How  do  you  make  yourself  be- 
lieve in  Jesus?" 

Halfway  to  San  Diego,  this  question 
was  posed  to  me  by  my  Jewish  com- 
panion. The  trip  was  occasioned  by 
some  uninvited  "guests"  at  the  Mis- 
sion—termites. The  weekend  the  house 
was  being  fumigated  seemed  the  most 
appropriate  time  to  make  this  oft- 
planned  but  never  accomplished  trip 
to  San  Diego  to  visit  a  Jewish  friend 
now  making  her  home  there. 

Several  members  of  our  meetings 
had  often  expressed  an  interest  in 
making  this  trip.  SaMM  II,  being  a 
twelve-passenger  Ford  Clubwagon, 
could  easily  accommodate  the  group 
and  so  the  invitation  was  given.  Com- 
mitting it  to  the  Lord,  I  prayed  that 
the  trip  might  be  used  to  His  glory  and 
just  the  ones  He  wanted,  ones  to 
whom  a  ministry  could  be  given, 
would  come.  When  the  time  came, 
only  one  was  able  to  make  the  trip. 

That  was  the  quickest  trip  I  ever 
made  to  San  Diego.  How  the  time  flew 
as  this  Jewess  was  shown  that  you 
didn't  "make"  yourself  believe  in 
Jesus  but  that  you  believe  what  the 
Bible  says  about  the  Messiah.  Old 
Testament  Scriptures  and  their  New 
Testament  fulfillment  were  quoted  to 
her.  She  was  quite  receptive  to  the 
presentation.  Approaching  San  Diego 
we  had  to  bring  the  discussion  to  a 
close  but  planned  to  talk  further  and 
check  the  Scriptures  themselves  at  the 
motel. 

Since  we  visited  our  Jewish  friend 
and  her  husband  that  evening,  the 
personal  discussion  was  not  continued 
until  the  next  morning.  Opening  the 
Word,  we  went  over  some  of  the  Scrip- 
ture passages  we  had  discussed.  The 
Gospel  was  presented  from  Isaiah  and 


Romans.  Given  the  opportunity 
through  Romans  10,  she  confessed 
Jesus  as  her  Messiah  and  God  and 
asked  Him  to  become  her  Saviour. 

What  joy!  The  Lord  knows  what  is 
best.  Though  I  had  been  disappointed 
that  the  others  had  been  unable  to 
come,  their  presence  may  have  hin- 
dered this  decision. 

It  was  brunch  we  had  that  morning 
before  we  set  out  to  do  some  sightsee- 
ing. Even  while  enjoying  this,  there 
was  opportunity  for  further  en- 
couragement in  the  things  of  the  Lord. 
Quite  significant  was  the  testimony  of 
a  young  Jewess  that  we  heard  on  the 
radio  as  we  traveled.  Returning  to  Los 
Angeles,  before  departing,  this  dear 
Jewess  herself  requested  literature  to 
help  her  spiritually.  She  asked  for 
some  of  the  tracts  that  she  had  seen 
me  leave  at  the  various  places  we  had 
stopped. 

To  help  her  in  her  Christian  life  she 
is  working  on  a  weekly  Bible  lesson 
upon  which  we  have  a  discussion.  Pray 
for  her  establishment  in  Christ.

Will  you  come  and  have  lunch 
with  us?" 

A  very  interesting  discussion  on  the 
Word  had  just  been  concluded  in  one 
of  the  bimonthly  meetings  for  the 
blind  when  this  invitation  was  given. 
R— ,  one  of  the  newer  members  of  our 
class,  had  made  her  decision  for  Christ 
this  past  summer.  She  was  now  con- 
cerned that  her  sister,  who  was  visiting 
along  with  her  husband  from  Chicago, 
should  also  know  of  the  good  news  in 
Messiah  Jesus.  The  invitation  was 
readily  accepted. 

Lunch  was  enjoyed  in  a  very  lovely 
restaurant,  but  it  had  one  very  un- 
fortunate   feature— candlelight    for 


atmosphere.  This  was  a  hindrance  to  a 
presentation  of  the  Word.  We  there- 
fore went  to  R— 's  apartment. 

When  the  subject  of  Messiah  was 
approached  in  the  conversation,  the 
first  question  asked  by  S— ,  the  sister, 
concerned  the  virgin  birth.  From  the 
Old  Testament  her  question  was  ade- 
quately answered.  Both  sisters  related 
how  as  children  they  had  always  sat 
enthralled  during  the  telling  of  Bible 
stories.  They  never  tired  of  hearing 
them. 

The  Lord  had  prepared  this  Jewess' 
heart.  She  followed  very  attentively  as 
the  Gospel  was  presented  from  por- 
tions of  Isaiah  and  Romans.  When 
asked  if  she  would  like  to  receive  Jesus 
as  her  Lord,  Saviour  and  Messiah,  she 
answered  in  the  affirmative.  She 
prayed,  asking  Christ  to  come  into  her 
heart. 

Her  husband  did  not  go  to  lunch 
with  us  but  after  we  returned  to  the 
apartment,  he  came  in  and  out  of  the 
apartment  several  times  as  we  were 
having  the  discussion.  After  S—  had 
made  her  decision,  he  came  in  to  stay, 
and  we  were  able  to  discuss  the  Mes- 
siah with  him,  but  he  was  not  open  to 
a  presentation  of  the  Gospel. 

Pray  for  this  Jewess.  I  trust  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  put  some  Christian 
in  Chicago  in  touch  with  her.  Not  only 
that  she  might  be  encouraged  in  her 
Christian  life  but  that  her  husband  too 
can  be  reached  for  Christ. 

What  an  encouragement!  R— 's  faith 
in  Christ  is  evidenced  by  her  desire  for 
S— 's  salvation.  She  has  another  sister 
living  in  the  Valley  for  whom  she  is 
concerned.  Though  R— 's  blindness  is  a 
handicap,  the  Lord  is  able  to  guide  her 
into  a  full  life  for  HIM.

God  works  in  many  ways  to  fulfill  His  will  and  to  forward  His  plan.  Some- 
times the  streams  move  through  different  channels  to  merge  into  one  mighty 
river  bringing  with  it  a  new  source  of  refreshment.  We  trust  that  such  an  event  is 
taking  place  in  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches.  The  streams  have 
been  springing  from  diverse  locations  and  we  trust  they  are  meeting  to  bring 
great  glory  to  God.  The  refreshing  waters  could  well  come  from  GROW  73. 

Our  mission  fields  of  Africa  have  seen  a  real  revival  through  the  efforts  of  a 
campaign  called  "Life  In  Christ."  Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Wayne  Beaver, 
the  Brethren  in  Africa  saw  souls  saved  and  the  churches  grow. 

Many  in  this  country  among  our  churches  have  felt  the  need  of  a  planned 
effort  for  Christ.  They  have  seen  what  God  could  do  on  a  mission  field.  Why  not 
the  same  at  home?  During  the  last  national  conference  a  motion  was  made  and 
accepted  that  pastors  and  people  implement  a  move  to  reach  America  for  Christ. 
Further  desire  for  an  evangelistic  thrust  was  manifested  as  a  group  met  to  pray 
that  God  would  use  the  Brethren  for  this  purpose.  A  meeting  at  the  Westminster 
Hotel  in  Winona  Lake  at  the  close  of  national  conference  gave  further  evidence 
of  the  birthpangs  of  evangelism. 

There  was  another  movement  in  America,  sponsored  by  a  large  group  of 
Protestant  leaders,  calling  for  churches  to  reach  the  continent  for  Christ  before  it 
was  too  late.  The  move  was  called  Key  73. 

Three  Brethren  men  sensed  the  burden  very  keenly;  they  were  Dr.  Kenneth 
Ashman,  pastor  of  the  First  Brethren  Church  at  Wooster,  Ohio;  Dr.  Robert 
Collitt,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Evangelism;  and  Rev.  Wayne  Beaver,  mission- 
ary to  C.A.R.  Under  their  leadership,  planning  sessions  were  set  up  with  a 
meeting  scheduled  at  Wooster,  Ohio,  for  the  days  of  April  17-19.  The  response 
was  excellent,  and  of  the  sixteen  districts  throughout  the  United  States,  fourteen 
responded.  The  national  boards  of  the  Fellowship  were  represented  by  their 
leaders  including  Grace  Schools,  Foreign  Missions,  Home  Missions,  Christian 
Education  Department,  Missionary  Herald  Company,  Board  of  Evangelism,  and 
the  Women's  Missionary  Council.  Three  days  of  intensive  planning,  discussion, 
and  prayer  followed.  The  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was  requested.  Forty 
people  desiring  one  goal  labored  to  formulate  a  plan  that  God  could  use. 

The  results  of  the  sessions  can  be  summed  up  this  way.  The  name  of  the 
thrust  was  to  be  GROW  73-God  Reaching  Our  World  in  1973.  Rev.  Wayne 
Beaver,  who  had  led  a  similar  campaign  in  Africa,  was  elected  to  be  coordinator 
of  the  endeavor.  He  will  be  on  loan  from  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  for  the 
next  eighteen  months.  It  was  decided  that  this  would  be  an  effort  within  the 
framework  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  and  not  associated 
with  Key  73.  Seminars  would  be  set  up  for  training  of  pastors  to  do  the  work  of 
evangehsm  and  witness.  They  in  turn  could  return  to  their  churches  to  help  their 
people  do  this  work  effectively.  Seminars  will  be  held  in  September  throughout 
the  United  States.  The  centers  will  be  Atlanta,  Georgia;  Columbus,  Ohio;  Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania;  Seattle,  Washington;  and  Los  Angeles,  California.  The 
ultimate  purpose  of  these  clinics  is  to  get  every  member  of  every  congregation 
totally  involved  in  presenting  Christ  to  every  member  of  each  community.  Bible 
classes,  prayer  cells,  visitation  programs,  house-to-house  surveys  and  mass 
evangelistic  meetings  wiO  be  included  in  the  GROW  73  thrust. 

The  offices  of  GROW  73  will  be  at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana.  Wayne  Beaver  will 
soon  move  to  Winona  to  lead  this  program.— CHT

Produce    Your    Cause

It  is  always  easier  to  define  words 
with  other  words  than  to  do  so  in 
viable  terms  that  can  be  laid  hold  of. 
This  is  especially  true  of  faith.  How 
often  have  you  told  someone  with 
problems  he  must  have  faith?  Were 
you  ambiguous  as  to  variety  of  faith; 
in  what  or  whom?  Perhaps  you've 
recently  been  reminded  of  the  im- 
portance of  faith  only  to  lapse  into 
despair  for  want  of  understanding  how 
to  lay  hold  of  it.  What  really  is  faith? 

True  faith  is  not  a  "fancy"  in  the 
sense  of  whimsical  or  capricious.  All 
too  many  Christians  equate  the  two. 
Look  at  some  of  faith's  facets,  then 
take  your  choice  between  the  genuine 
and  imitation  jewel. 

Faith  is  thoughtful.  It  considers 
each  aspect  of  life  in  which  one  par- 
ticipates in  light  of  God's  Word  and 
will.  Fancy(ciful)  thinking  is  translated 
into  impulsive,  spur-of-the-moment, 
if-I-have-a-mind-to  behavior. 

Faith  is  stouthearted.  No  matter 
how  fierce  the  storms,  it  rides  them 
out  in  the  bark  of  God's  faithful  R  0  P 
(Record  of  Performance).  The  other 
side  of  the  coin  is  fainthearted;  it  col- 
lapses under  the  first  ill  wind. 

Faith  is  realistic.  It  sees  self  and  life 
as  they  are;  then  works,  unto  death  if 
necessary,  toward  what  will  count  for 
eternity.  Fanciful  life  style  shrugs  its 
shoulders  and  says,  so  what? 

Faith  is  factual.  Where  God  speaks, 
so  be  it.  Whimsy  has  bhnd  spots;  is  not 
factual   because   it  sees  only  what  it 


wants  to  see. 

Faith  hopes  in  the  Lord.  Fancy 
wishes,  on  the  uncertainty  of  men.  So 
choose,  remembering  that  God  doesn't 
force  you  to  live  a  life  of  faith.  He 
places  obstacles  in  your  way  to  give 
you  choice  between  walking  by  faith 
or  by  fancy.  Choosing  to  walk  with 
Him,  He  then  shores  up  the  walls  of 
your  faith  for  what  may  well  be  a 
long,  strenuous  conflict,  until  you  be- 
come "strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the 
power  of  his  might"  (Eph.  6:10). 

So  you  want  to  PRODUCE  YOUR 
CAUSE— a  great  faith?  It's  possible  on 
God's  R  OP. 

R  0  P  is  important  in  every  sphere 
of  life.  Manufacturers  depend  on  it  for 
repeat  and  expanded  business.  Execu- 
tives reach  for  the  stars  (moon?)  and 
become  known  for  their  R  O  P.  Lack- 
ing it,  they  fade  into  oblivion.  Families 
become  known  for  their  R  0  P,  or 
poverty  of  it.  Marriages  are  strength- 
ened by  the  R  0  P  of  both  partners  as 
they  function  with  love  in  the  home, 
all  the  while  complementing  each 
other.  Practically  any  organization  you 
name  develops  a  charisma  and  com- 
mands the  respect  of  men  on  R  0  P. 

If  men  can  produce  a  substantive  R 
O  P,  and  obviously  some  do  at  all 
times  in  every  arena  of  life,  why  is 
faith,  great  faith  built  only  on  God's 
Record  Of  Performance?  History,  both 
secular  and  sacred,  is  replete  with  the 
record  of  God's  unfailing,  unswerving, 
undying  love  for  the  men  He  created. 


And  this  in  spite  of  their  turning  from  { 
Him  and  all  He  has  offered  them  for  \ 
time  and  eternity. 

This  is  more  than  we  can  say  about 
our  fellow  man.  We're  known  for  our  , 
failures  toward  each  other.  Our  emo- 
tions and  passions  vacillate  consistent- 
ly, despite  our  best  intentions,  keeping 
our  world  reeling.  BUT  GOD!  Two  of 
the  greatest  words  ever  to  fall  upon 
the  ear  of  man.

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Psychology  at  Grace: 
Learning  in  Action

One  of  the  most  rewarding  requirements  for  a  psycholo- 
gy student  at  Grace  College  is  ten  hours  of  volunteer  service 
per  semester  at  Cardinal  Learning  Center. 

The  Cardinal  Learning  Center,  a  school  for  the  mentally 
retarded  and  physically  handicapped  of  Kosciusko  County 
who  have  been  denied  services  through  regular  channels, 
was  established  by  the  Council  for  the  Retarded  of  Koscius- 
ko County,  Inc.,  (a  nonprofit  organization).  Grace  College 
furi'ishes  approximately  100  volunteer  hours  of  service  per 
week  to  the  center. 

The  center  contains  two  basic  service  units:  The  Cardinal 
Learning  Center  and  the  Cardinal  Industrial  Workshop.  Pro- 
grams within  the  Cardinal  Learning  Center  are  preschool, 
primary,  intermediate  and  prevocational. 

The  services  are  available  to  sub-trainable  and  multi- 
handicapped  chOdren  not  being  served  by  the  local  edu- 
cational authority.  The  Cardinal  Industrial  Workshop  con- 
tains programs  in  work  evaluation,  work  adjustment  train- 
ing, work  activities  and  sheltered  workshop.  It  also  offers 
services  in  speech  and  hearing  therapy,  music  and  recreation 
therapy,  basic  education  (as  applicable),  client  counseling, 
parent  counseling,  social  skills  training,  and  placement 
follow-up. 

Grace  students  are  given  freedom  to  choose  with  which 
age  group  they  wish  to  work.  Some  students  choose  one 
individual  and  do  a  case  study  of  the  individual's  problems. 
They  teach  locomotor-skills,  personal  grooming,  and  assist 
the  instructors  in  class  work.  By  donating  these  hours  of 
service,  a  Grace  student  is  giving  a  worthwhile  testimony. 
Classes  at  Cardinal  are  opened  daily  with  prayer,  and 
Christ's  love  for  these  students  is  presented  by  the  Good 
News  Bible  Club. 

The  Cardinal  Center  has  been  a  great  asset  to  the 
Kosciusko  Community  and  Grace  College  psychology 
students.  We  hope  that  througli  our  small  contribution  of 
time  we  may  have  helped  these  individuals.  The  experience 
we  have  received  is  invaluable. 

Another  area  of  interest  for  the  psychology  student  is 
the  use  of  taped  interviews  with  patients  at  leading  United 
States  mental  hospitals.  These  interviews  represent  almost 
all  the  different  types  of  mental  disorders. 

Field  trips  are  also  planned  during  the  semester.  One  trip 
is  taken  to  the  Indiana  Institution  for  the  Mentally  Re- 
tarded and  the  other  to  the  Indiana  Institution  for  the 
Mentally  111.  These  additional  benefits  make  the  Psychology 


Department  at  Grace  rewarding.  Grace  College  offers  a 
major  in  psychology  with  a  requirement  of  30  hours  in  the 
department.  A  minor  with  a  requirement  of  18  hours  is  also 
offered. 

Many  courses  are  offered;  we  list  a  few:  Child  Psycholo- 
gy, Abnormal  Psychology,  Social  Psychology,  and  Guidance 
and  Counseling.  Child  Psychology  is  a  study  of  the  child 
from  infancy  through  adolescence  intended  to  give  the 
prospective  teacher  or  parent  a  knowledge  of  the  intel- 
lectual, emotional  and  physical  development  of  the  child. 

Abnormal  Psychology  is  a  study  of  mental  and  emo- 
tional disorders,  their  symptons,  classification  and  methods 
of  treatment.  A  Christian  approach  to  mental  health  is 
given  special  treatment. 

Social  Psychology  is  a  study  of  the  behavior  of  an  indi- 
vidual and  the  group.  Attention  is  given  to  the  development 
and  dynamics  of  social  groups,  social  perception,  motiva- 
tion, attitudes  and  values.  Guidance  and  Counseling  is  a 
study  of  counseling  techniques  and  application  of  new 
systems  of  patient  guidance,  all  from  a  Christian  point  of 
view. 

The  Psychology  Department  faculty  is  made  up  of  the 
following:  Dr.  Lloyd  Fish,  Mr.  Kenneth  Taylor,  Dr.  Darryl 
Matter  and  Mr.  John  Goodman. 

Dr.  Lloyd  Fish  received  his  B.A.  degree  (Bible)  from 
Bryan  College,  his  M.A.  degree  (Education)  from  Wheaton 
College  and  his  Ph.D.  (Psychology)  from  the  University  of 
Tennessee.  Dr.  Fish  is  a  licensed  clinical  psychologist,  and 
he  has  had  experience  in  counseling  which  is  an  asset  to  his 
teaching  methods. 

Professor  Kenneth  Taylor  acquired  his  diploma  from 
Moody  Bible  Institute  (General  Bible),  his  B.A.  degree  from 
Taylor  University  (History,  Religion),  and  his  M.A.  degree 
(American  History)  from  Ball  State  University.  He  is  also 
planning  to  finish  his  Ph.D.  (Sociology)  at  Ball  State  Uni- 
versity. Mr.  Taylor  is  a  member  of  Phi  Alpha  Theta  (history 
honor  society). 

Dr.  Darryl  Matter  received  his  B.S.  degree  (Mechanical 
Engineering)  and  his  M.S.  degree  (Child  Development)  at 
Kansas  State  University.  His  further  work  in  human  devel- 
opment was  completed  at  the  University  of  Maryland.  He 
has  written  for  several  publications. 

Mr.  John  Goodman  earned  his  B.S.  degree  (Psychology, 
Speech)  at  Cedarville  College  and  has  done  graduate  work 
at  Wriglit  State  University.  He  is  enrolled  in  Grace  Seminary 
and  plans  on  going  into  full-time  Christian  Service. 

The  goal  of  the  Psychology  Department  at  Grace  College 
is  to  present  psychology  from  a  Christian  point  of  view. 
The  department  members  endeavor  to  teach  this  to  every 
prospective  parent,  teacher  or  psychologist  they  instruct.  » 
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QUALITY 

Necessity  is  the  mother  of  invention,  as  one  sage  remarked  long  ago,  and  all  he  did  was 
to  generalize  over  an  area  of  experience  which  was  familiar  to  himself.  Since  then,  this 
wise  saying  has  been  verified  over  and  over  again.  Perhaps  it  would  be  well  for  those  who 
are  familiar  with  Grace  Schools  to  examine  the  validity  of  this  observation  in  relation  to 
this  educational  institution. 

Thirty-five  years  ago  a  pressing  need  forced  itself  upon  the  consciousness  of  a  small 
group  of  men.  These  men  were  willing  to  confront  reality,  and  they  were  finally  con- 
vinced that  the  only  way  to  meet  this  need  was  to  bring  a  school  into  existence  that 
would  be  founded  upon  the  Scriptures.  One  that  would  be  conformed  to  the  moral  and 
spiritual  standards  of  the  Christian  faith.  As  a  result,  Grace  Theological  Seminary  was 
born. 

This  school  began  with  nothing  but  the  promises  of  God.  It  had  no  building,  no 
library,  no  facilities,  no  faculty,  and  no  student  body.  But  there  was  something  about  it 
that  attracted  students,  faculty  and  support;  and  it  has  grown  from  a  substantial  twenty 
in  that  day  to  almost  two  hundred  and  fifty.  Though  it  was  intended  to  meet  the  needs 
within  the  Brethren  Church,  there  was  in  it  that  quality  that  attracted  Christian  leader- 
ship and  students  from  outside  the  denomination.  Today  approximately  80  percent  of 
the  students  come  from  outside  the  denomination. 

Without  a  larger  perspective,  it  would  not  be  known  that  this  school  has  become  one 
of  the  large  theological  seminaries  in  the  country.  Its  ministry  is  highly  respected  and 
valued  in  educational  circles  in  general,  and  especially  within  conservative  areas.  Men  who 
graduate  from  Grace  Theological  Seminary  are  in  demand.  Those  who  receive  the  doctor's 
degree  are  sought  by  other  schools  for  teaching  positions  and  places  of  importance.  All 
this  would  seem  to  indicate  that  this  school  is  meeting  a  need. 

But  more  important,  perhaps,  than  anything  else,  the  original  need  for  bringing  the 
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school  into  existence  has  intensified  a 
thousandfold.  Today,  it  would  ap- 
pear, the  devil  is  making  his  last  stand. 
He  has  launched  an  attack  upon  al- 
most everything  that  Christian  people 
and  society  in  general  count  precious. 
He  is  today  attacking  the  Bible,  its 
message  concerning  the  Trinity,  Christ, 
the  Holy  Spirit,  the  atonement,  the 
resurrection,  the  second  coming,  mar- 
riage, morality,  law  and  order,  peace, 
salvation,  creation,  judgment.  As  a 
result,  confusion  has  invaded  the 
populace  in  general  and  even  the  camp 
of  the  saints.  It  is  reassuring  to  many 
to  discover  that  there  is  an  institution 
which  serves  as  a  refuge  and  a  bulwark 
in  the  face  of  this  attack. 

What  is  true  for  the  seminary  is  also 
true  for  the  college.  It  is  now  finishing 
dmost  twenty-five  years  of  ministry. 
It  came  into  existence  for  the  same 
reasons  as  the  seminary.  It  has  the 
same  moral  and  spiritual  standards  and 
deals.  In  many  respects  the  need  for 
this  level  of  education  is  even  more 
pressing.  It  serves  a  far  larger  number 
Df  students.  The  number  topped  seven 
lundred  last  fall.  If  present  trends  con- 
tinue, and  this  is  very  possible,  it  will 
;ontinue  to  grow  in  size  and  number. 
From  many  in  various  segments  of 
society,  expressions  of  appreciation 
'or  such  a  school  are  increasing.  With 
:hese  expressions  come  the  insistence 
that  the  present  doctrinal,  spiritual, 
md  moral  standards  be  preserved  and 
Derpetuated. 

The  Scriptures  make  it  clear  that 
satan  is  the  god  of  this  world.  He 
naneuvers  and  manipulates  things  in 
the  world  to  carry  out  his  designs.  And 
3ne  of  the  things  he  delights  to  do  is 
to  destroy  any  testimony  for  the  Lord. 
Let  no  one  imagine  that  he  is  not  set 
to  destroy  Grace  Schools  by  any 
Tiethod  possible.  One  such  method  is 
through  the  avenue  of  finances. 

As  anyone  knows  who  has  taken 
time  to  evaluate  the  financial  con- 
litions  of  this  country,  they  are  in  a 
Drecarious  state.  As  a  result,  private 
schools    are    in    desperate    condition. 


Boards  and  administrations  are  franti- 
cally seeking  aid  from  federal  and  state 
sources.  As  the  economy  continues  on 
its  desperate  trend  of  inflation,  the 
situation  grows  worse.  To  meet  grow- 
ing budgets,  tuition  and  fees  are  being 
raised;  and  students,  facing  higher 
costs  with  restricted  incomes,  are 
transferring  to  state  schools,  which 
makes  the  situation  of  the  private  col- 
lege even  more  desperate. 

Grace  Schools  are  also  facing  simi- 
lar financial  problems.  As  of  this  date 
we  are  still  operating  in  the  black.  But 
next  year  is  another  matter.  Tuition 
and  fees  were  advanced.  This  was  ab- 
solutely necessary  to  meet  the  pro- 
posed budget.  In  addition,  costs  at 
Grace  were  cut  to  the  bone  in  order  to 
balance  the  budget.  In  effect  the  facul- 
ty will  take  a  cut  this  coming  year, 
because  it  is  impossible  to  raise  salaries 
sufficiently  to  meet  the  cost-of-living 
rise  in  the  economy.  We  are  not  ex- 
pecting student  enrollment  to  fall  be- 
low the  projected  estimate,  but  in  the 
event  this  does  happen  we  could  be 
facing  a  real  financial  problem. 

Many  private  schools  have  over- 
expanded,  expecting  continued  in- 
clines upward.  But  this  has  not  been 
done  at  Grace.  We  have  made  moder- 
ate plans  for  progress,  but  within 
limits.  We  have  tried  to  consider  the 
limits  of  financial  resources  and  not 
extend  our  projections  to  the  point  of 
presumption.  But  still,  we  must  walk 
by  faith.  We  are  trusting  God  that  He 
will  move  upon  our  people,  and  they 
will  feel  the  responsibility  for  giving 
even  more  toward  the  support  of  the 
schools.  We  are  also  trusting  that 
God's  people  will  realize  the  impor- 
tance of  the  ministry  of  this  Christian 
school  and  will  feel  compelled  to  send 
their  young  people  here  for  training. 
We  are  resting  in  the  courage  of  this 
conviction  as  we  face  the  coming  year. 
Remember  that  the  need  for  Grace 
Schools  is  even  more  pressing  than  it 
was  when  the  institution  came  into 
existence. 

When  Grace  College  started  out  on 
the  road  toward  accreditation,  it  was  a 
long,  hard  road  that  the  school  elected 
to  follow.  Grace  College  started  with 
nothing,  and  from  that  point  it  was 
necessary    to   move   to   the   point   of 


quality  education.  Faculty,  facilities, 
and  finances  constituted  the  area  for 
achievement.  In  the  area  of  faculty  it 
was  necessary  to  gather  educators  who 
had  sufficient  training  to  make  good 
teachers.  This  meant  that  at  least  one- 
third  of  the  faculty  needed  to  have  the 
doctor's  degree,  while  the  rest  should 
have  a  master's  degree.  At  last  this  is  in 
sight. 

In  the  area  of  facilities  there  was 
need  for  classrooms,  administration, 
and  housing.  This  required  financial 
resources.  The  Board,  for  good  and 
sufficient  reasons,  felt  that  it  was  un- 
wise to  take  federal  funds  and  thus 
obligate  the  school  to  outside  authori- 
ty. This  fact  has  made  campus  devel- 
opment a  long,  hard  task.  But  amazing 
development  has  been  achieved  in 
spite  of  this. 

Finances  for  current  operation  have 
been  perhaps  the  chief  obstacle.  Cur- 
rent gifts  and  tuition  were  all  that 
Grace  had  to  depend  upon.  There  was 
no  substantial  endowment,  and  little 
prospect  of  ever  acquiring  endowment. 
But  the  change  in  the  economy  has  led 
accrediting  agencies  to  readjust  their 
evaluations  of  institutions.  Many  high- 
ly endowed  institutions  have  been 
operating  in  the  red.  This  caused 
authorities  to  take  a  new  look  at  other 
factors.  It  now  seems  quite  possible 
that  if  an  institution  can  demonstrate 
a  record  of  financial  solvency  over  a 
period  of  years,  and  if  it  has  a  con- 
stituency that  demonstrates  a  good 
record  of  regular  giving  to  the  school; 
that,  other  things  being  equal,  such  a 
school  has  a  very  good  opportunity  to 
be  approved  for  accreditation. 

This  means  that  Grace  College 
could  be  in  line  for  candidate  status  in 
another  year.  A  new  approach  to  the 
North  Central  Association  is  being 
made  this  spring.  A  steering  commit- 
tee, with  the  assistance  of  all  members 
of  the  faculty,  has  been  working  dili- 
gently all  this  year  to  achieve  this  end. 
Our  new  consultant.  Rev.  Joseph 
Pendergast,  is  quite  pleased  with  the 
progress,  and  we  have  deeply  appre- 
ciated his  wise  counsel.  But  much 
depends  on  our  constituency  and  their 
financial  support.  Pray  for  us,  and  con- 
tinue to  support  us  so  that  we  may 
achieve  this  end.  «

I'm  Nancy  Long- 
necker.  We  enjoyed  being  here." 

"Are  you  from  around  here?" 

"Yes.  My  husband  is  in  seminary." 

"Oh  . . ." 

For  a  second  she  loses  her  nerve: 
that  "Oh  .  .  ."  could  mean  so  many 
things:  "Oh  .  .  .  don't  expect  to  get  in- 
volved here.  You'll  only  be  here  three 
years,  you  know.  Transients  get  on  our 
nerves,  are  bad  for  church  stability." 

"Oh  .  .  .  just  don't  let  your  hubby 
prattle  his  Greek  in  my  Sunday  School 


class!" 

"Oh  ...  I  suppose  you'll  be  dipping 
in  our  Deacon's  Fund." 

But  she  squelches  those  dark 
thoughts  and  quickly  reflects  that  as  a 
prospective  pastor's  wife  she  had 
better  stop  being  so  sensitive  to 
imagined  reactions  on  the  part  of 
others.  After  all,  the  church  people 
were  friendly,  an  admirable  quality  in 
the  face  of  a  continuous  turnover  in 
visitors.  She  must  keep  in  mind  that 
God  has  placed  her  here  as  a  seminary 
wife  and  that  she  must  determine  to 
explore  her  role  to  the  fullest.  As  one 
wife  put  it,  "1  made  up  my  mind  to 
take  full  advantage  of  all  learning  op- 
portunities available  to  me." 

The  initial  learning  opportunity  is 
uncomfortably  close:  her  home.  Sub- 
consciously, the  wife  feels  her  home- 
making  career  should  take  on  a  touch 
of  glamour.  Her  husband  is  embarking 
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m  a  specialized  three-year  trip,  so  why 
ihouldn't  she?  But  after  a  week  of 
onely  evenings  or  singing  "Old 
kIcDonald"  for  the  sixteenth  time  to 
ceep  the  kids  quiet  so  Daddy  can 
itudy,  her  hopeful  enchantment  melts 
iway.  The  dishes  and  diapers  are  still 
here,  and  to  the  Fuller  Brush  man,  she 
s  just  another  housewife. 

How  can  people  say  her  seminary 
jxperience  is  not  reality?  What  can  be 
nore  realistic  than  baby-sitting  the 
leighbor's  two-year-old,  or  shopping 
vith  an  unsaved  friend  who  wants  to 
enow  how  to  handle  worry?  Present- 
ng  Christ  to  a  searching  couple  at 
1:00  a.m.  can  be  very  real.  Through 
vise  handling  of  such  daily  contacts, 
;he  seminary  wife  can  demonstrate  the 
principle  that  "Christianity  is  not  a 
;omfortable  thing.  We  have  to  be  wili- 
ng to  be  spent"  (Winnie  Christen- 
ien-Caiight  With  My  Hands  Full). 
Vith  her  husband  she  shares  the  re- 
;ponsibility  of  dusting  off  the  doc- 
jines  and  immersing  herself  in  indi- 
dduals'  needs. 

Individual  needs  of  seminary  wives 
'ary  greatly.  There  are  wives  with  a 
landful  of  little  "stair-steps,"  wives 
vho  have  outside  jobs  in  addition  to 
;hildren,  and  wives  with  no  outside 
vork  or  children.  But  they  all  share 
he  common  need  of  an  outlet, 
vhether  it  be  watching  "As  the  World 
furns"  or  teaching  a  Child  Evangelism 
;lass.  Wives  who  are  able  to  attend 
ind  the  morning  Homemaker's  Bible 
riass  a  social  and  spiritual  high  point 
)f  their  week,  and  all  appreciate  the 
;vening  Bible  study  and  practical  train- 
ng  sessions  of  Seminary  Wives  Fellow- 
hip. 

The  majority  seem  aware  of  the 
fast  spiritual  resources  these  outlets 
ifford.  To  maintain  intelligent  com- 
nunication  and  a  closely  shared  life 
vith  their  husbands,  they  know  they 
ilso  must  study  the  Word  and  attempt 
;o  keep  abreast  of  religious  issues. 
Dnce  out  of  seminary  they  may  have 
;o  give  and  give;  only  to  regret  wasted 
ntake  opportunities. 

Wives  become  proficient  in  more 
:han  the  spiritual  realm.  Secretarial 
ikills  flourish  as  papers  come  due. 
some  take  over  the  family  finances 
though  they  dislike  the  job  and  know 


their  husbands  are  better  equipped  for 
it.  Out  of  necessity  others  emerge  as 
interior  decorators,  clothiers,  and  ham- 
burger casserole  gourmets.  These  years 
are  a  rewarding  period  of  discovering 
latent  abilities  and  unimagined  re- 
sourcefulness. 

"Out  of  necessity"  means  money 
.  .  .  that  elusive  item  simultaneously 
thought  of  with  seminary.  Financial 
adjustments  face  everyone,  though  in 
varying  degrees.  At  one  extreme  are 
the  few  wives  who  turn  the  others 
green  with  their  latest  clothes  and 
seemingly  high  status  quo.  At  the 
other  extreme  is  the  wife  whose  hus- 
band stepped  down  from  a  $16,000 
yearly  income  to  $2  per  hour. 

Financial  struggles,  yes.  But  these 
are  far  surpassed  by  unbelievable 
demonstrations  of  God's  ways  of 
moving  men  and  their  money.  It 
would  be  worth  the  seminary  experi- 
ence (years)  simply  to  have  cashed 
God's  checks. 

The  pitfall  of  seminary  paupery  is 
the  tendency  to  become  so  absorbed 
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with  "what  I  don't  have,  that  I  neglect 
to  share  what  I  do  have."  The  wife 
wears  her  everlasting  sweaters  and 
skirts  of  college  days  with  a  sigh,  re- 
minds her  husband  of  how  little  she 
spends  on  herself,  and  forgets  to  share 
that  fresh  loaf  of  homemade  bread  or 
part  of  that  check  that  came  in  the 
mail.  Giving  generously  in  spite  of 
limited  income  is  essential  extracur- 
ricular learning  for  both  husband  and 
wife. 

The  expressions  of  relief  on  the 
faces  of  nearly  graduated  wives  give 
the  impression  that  seminary  has  been 
a  form  of  bondage.  They  can't  wait  to 
get  out.  Get  out  to  what?  Another 
more  subtle  bondage?  For  every  situ- 
ation in  hfe  carries  with  it  particular 
assets  and  liabilities.  Deep  inside,  every 
wife  clings  in  some  way  to  the  enrich- 
ing, once-in-a-lifetime,  seminary 
days .  .  .  enduring  friendships.  Godly 
professors  and  their  wives,  and  the 
triumph  of  final  achievement.  She  has 
determined  and  succeeded;  her  "rags" 
were  her  riches.  #

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Grace:  A  Liberal 
Arts  College?

How  can  Grace  College  be  considered  a  truly  Liberal 
Arts  College  when  students  have  such  a  strict  code  of  ethics 
and  when  they  are  limited  to  the  Christian  religion  em- 
phasis? 

First,  a  definition  of  liberal  arts  is  needed.  According  to 
Nakosteen,  a  distinction  between  liberal  education  and 
vocation  training  is  found  even  in  ancient  Indian,  Greek  and 
Roman  education.  Liberal-education  for  the  Athenians, 
meant  "all-round  human  development,"  which  the  free 
citizen  was  to  enjoy.  In  contrast,  the  slave  received  only 
mechanical,  agricultural  or  craft  training. 

The  liberating  subjects  came  to  be  known  as  liberal  arts. 
They  typically  include  the  grammar,  rhetoric,  dialectic, 
arithmetic,  geometry,  astronomy,  music  and  drawing  in 
Aristotle's  list. 

The  Roman  Seneca  listed  grammar,  arithmetic,  geome- 
try, astronomy  and  music.  Philosophy  was  placed  on  an 
even  higher  level  by  both  Aristotle  and  Seneca. 

The  title  question  of  this  essay  may  be  faced  when  one 
makes  allowance  for  the  modernizing  of  the  curriculum  of 
Hberal  arts  from  that  of  Aristotle's  or  Seneca's  and  accepts 
this  basic  concept. 

It  provides  for  "all-round  human  development,"  or  edu- 
cation of  the  whole  person. 

Grace  College  truly  may  be  considered  a  liberal  arts  col- 
lege while  expecting  agreement  with  Christian  beliefs  and 
behavioral  standards.  Following  is  a  justification  of  this 
belief. 

If  one  aims  to  develop  the  "whole  man,"  he  must  have 
some  view  of  what  man  is.  Every  educational  institution 
either  espouses  or  takes  for  granted  some  view  on  the  ques- 
tion, "What  is  man?" 

Grace  College  is  therefore  not  unique,  in  holding  to  a 
specific  (Christian)  view  of  man.  Its  view  is  more  explicit 


than  many. 

Grace  College  does  attempt  to  educate  the.whole  person, 
this  fitting  the  pattern  of  a  liberal  arts  school.  The  1972-74 
catalog  states,  "Grace  College  .  .  .  seeks  to  aid  individuals  to 
become  all  they  are  capable  of  becoming— in  intellect,  ex- 
pression, physical  development,  spiritual  understanding, 
Christian  conduct  and  social  conscience"  (page  6). 

Every  institution  of  man  has  some  "rules"  necessary  to 
its  existence.  There  are  necessarily  some  limitations  upon 
the  actions  of  even  "free"  men.  "Freedom  required 
fences."  Grace  College  derives  those  standards  which  it  re- 
quires of  its  students  from  the  Christian  ethic. 

The  Grace  College  catalog  reflects  the  position  of  the 
institution  that  Christianity  has  a  world-and-life-view,  or 
total  philosophy.  This  position  allows  and  even  provides  a 
basis  for  the  investigation  of  the  entire  universe,  the  ex- 
plorations of  all  fields  of  knowledge.  Grace  College  requires 
more  hours  of  general  education  than  many  liberal  arts  col- 
leges, reflecting  this  desire  that  the  student's  intellectual 
horizons  be  widened.  Wliile  Grace  College  does  limit  its 
student  body  to  those  who  accept  the  Christian  religion, 
the  school  aims  to  avoid  a  provincialism  which  would  nulli- 
fy the  intent  of  liberal  education. 

Other  phOosophies  and  religions  are  studied,  discussed, 
and  compared  with  the  Christian  viewpoint  at  appropriate 
points  in  the  curriculum,  thereby  enhancing  the  student's 
understanding  of  other  points  of  view.

The  above  are  the  percentage  increases 
ji  the  membership  of  the  National  Fel- 
owship  of  Brethren  Churches.  First,  I 
nust  express  gratitude  that  there  is 
"orward  progress.  In  a  period  of  time 
A'hen  many  denominations  are  falling 
behind  and  losing  members,  it  is  re- 
freshing to  see  forward  movement.  But 
lO  be  satisfied  with  the  above  figures  is 
to  minimize  the  power  of  God. 

Christianity  is  very  much  alive  to- 
iay  and  doing  quite  well.  Dotted 
across  the  United  States  are  churches 
that  are  preaching  the  true  Gospel  of' 
lesus  Christ  and  people  are  present, 
learing  the  truth  in  large  numbers, 
rhe  method  of  emphases  may  vary. 
5ome  are  program  oriented;  others  are 
strong  Sunday  School  oriented;  others 
ire  Bible-expository  ministries.  Some 
ise  buses;  others  do  not.  Some  spend 
tialf  the  service  in  programming  elabo- 
rate musical  presentations;  others  have 
several  congregational  hymns  and  the 
balance  of  the  time  is  used  in  preach- 
ing. Some  have  great  emotional  im- 
pact; others  cater  to  the  mind.  Yet, 
these  diverse  churches  are  growing 
rapidly  and  their  services  are  filled.  My 
point  is  that  Christianity  is  by  no 
means  dead.  There  is  a  great  interest 
shown  by  people  in  hearing  and  serv- 
ing in  a  church  where  there  is  vitality. 

I  have  listened  to  excuses  for  years 
as  to  why  the  Brethren  Church  does 
not  grow.  If  they  were  not  so  pathetic 
they  would  almost  be  funny.  "We  be- 
lieve in  a  separated  life— this  keeps 
people  away  from  Brethren  churches." 
I  dare  say  that  more  people  stay  away 
from  Brethren  churches  because  of  our 
lack  of  separation  than  because  of  it. 
Much  of  separation  is  false  and  legal- 
istic rather  than  true  Biblical  separa- 
tion anyway.  We  have  all  the  sins 
common  to  every  Christian  organiza- 
tion within  our  churches.  We  are  not 
as  separated  as  we  like  to  imagine  our- 
selves to  be.  We  do  not  impose  upon 


our  people  standards  more  difficult 
than  other  churches  do  and  they  are 
growing  many  times  as  fast.  No  real 
excuse  here. 

I  have  also  heard  it  said  that  our 
distinctive  beliefs  keep  people  from 
our  churches.  Another  rather  weak  ex- 
cuse. Every  organization  must  have  its 
distinguishing  characteristics  which 
make  it  unique.  Cults  and  false  re- 
hgions  impose  stringent  and  strange 
beliefs  and  regulations  upon  their  fol- 
lowers. Yet,  many  of  these  groups 
number  into  the  millions  of  adherents. 
Our  distinctive  beliefs  are  Biblical 
commands  of  God.  True  distinctives 
are  assets— not  liabilities. 

Our  lack  of  progress  is  not  due  to 
our  lack  of  truth  either.  Our  pastors 
are  well  taught  and  teach  well.  In  fact 
we  just  may  have  a  problem  of  too 
many  "overweight"  Brethren.  They 
sit,  and  are  fed,  but  have  not  gotten 
spiritual  exercise  by  putting  into  prac- 
tice the  Word  of  God.  If  the  great 
body  of  truth  known  by  the  Brethren 
were  ever  turned  loose  on  the  unre- 
generated   communities  in   which  we

live— something  would  happen! 

Let's  quit  making  excuses  for  not 
getting  the  task  done  and  go  ahead  and 
do  it.  It  is  wonderful  to  see  a  young 
Christian  who  does  not  know  that 
something  cannot  be  done— so  he  goes 
ahead  and  does  it.  It  is  distressing  to 
see  him  taken  aside  by  a  "mature" 
Christian  and  told  it  can't  be  done  this 
way. 

I  think  there  is  a  rare  opportunity 
to  catch  the  "religious"  atmosphere  of 
the  day  and  turn  it  into  a  real  oppor- 
tunity for  Christ.  In  the  midst  of  the 
confusion  of  sounds  there  is  a  need  for 
guidance.  Grow  73  is  the  opportunity 
for  the  Grace  Brethren  to  turn  some  of 
the  deposit  of  truth  into  a  living  vital 
experience  for  God  and  the  church. 
This  could  be  it!  Or,  it  could  be  an- 
other time  when  we  sit  on  the  corner 
and  watch  the  parade  go  by  without 
getting  up  and  getting  into  the  march 
of  it. 

Enough  excuses,  enough  of  our  de- 
feated attitudes,  enougli  rationaliza- 
tion, enough  overstuffing  .  .  .  Come 
on.  Brethren,  let's  get  in  the  battle.    W 
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What's  Wrong  With  Missions? 


We  have  heard  the  negatives  (the 
bombardment  has  been  unceasing  for 
years).  Even  friends  of  missions  have 
been  quick  to  censure-missions  are 
allied  too  closely  with  colonialism- 
missionaries  don't  adapt  to  the  culture 
of  the  country  or  learn  the  language 
well.  Paternalism— mission  com- 
pounds—American superiority  com- 
plex—all are  unpopular  words  used  to 
flay  the  missionary. 

And  now  comes  the  charge  that 
Christians  are  the  enemies  of  society. 
Take,  for  example,  the  following  gem 
from  the  pen  of  a  psychology  pro- 
fessor; "Disturbing  are  findings  that 
show  that  the  religiously  devout  are  on 
the  average  more  bigoted,  more 
authoritarian,  more  dogmatic,  and 
more  anti-humanitarian  than  the  less 
devout.  Such  findings  are  disturbing 
from  a  religious  standpoint,  because 
they  point  to  a  social  institution  that 
needs  to  be  reformed.  They  are  dis- 
turbing from  an  anti-religious  stand- 
point because  they  point  to  a  social 
institution  that  deserves  to  be  de- 
stroyed" {psychedelic  Drugs  and  Re- 
ligion, by  Walter  Houston  Clark).  His 
indictment  of  preachers  later  in  the 
article  indicates  clearly  that  it  is  the 
Christian  religion  he  has  in  mind. 

In  a  recent  novel  in  the  Ladies 
Home  Journal  ("The  Word,"  March 
1972),  one  of  the  principal  characters 
delivers  a  scathing  criticism  of  Chris- 
tians of  the  conservative  stripe: 

"We  have  reached  the  stage  where  I 


believe  it  necessary  to  revise  the  Scrip- 
tures radically.  Belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as 
a  historical  being  is  of  no  importance 
to  religion  today.  What  is  of  impor- 
tance is  rereading  a  new  depth  to  the 
social  message  of  the  early  Christians, 
which  brings  me  to  the  conservatives, 
the  keepers  of  the  old  Christ  and  the 
old  myths  you  are  prepared  to  repre- 
sent. .  .  .  The  old-fashioned  church 
councUs  and  Bible  societies— ?^exe  are 
the  ones  whose  belief  in  Christ  has 
stultified  and  retarded  religion  in  the 
church  for  centuries. " 

Of  course,  none  of  this  is  new.  Nero 
was  able  to  pass  the  blame  for  the 
burning  of  Rome  onto  the  Christians. 
The  populace  was  willing  to  accept 
this  incredulous  story  because  they 
wanted  to  believe  the  worst  of  the 
hated  Christians.  Latourette  in  A 
History  of  the  Expansion  of  Christiani- 
ty teOs  us  that  the  Christians  were  con- 
sidered the  enemies  of  society  for 
several  reasons:  (1)  they  talked  of  im- 
pending and  sudden  destruction;  (2) 
the  acceptance  of  Christianity  tended

to  break  up  families;  (3)  Christians 
avoided  mihtary  service  and  the  hold- 
ing of  public  office  (in  both  of  these 
they  would  need  to  compromise  with 
idolatry  and  thus  were  accused  of 
neglecting  their  duty  to  the  state);  (4) 
their  refusal  to  attend  the  public 
spectacles  and  join  religious  festivals 
seemed  to  be  antisocial. 

Missionaries  in  popular  novels,  and 
preachers  and  evangelists  in  the  cinema 
and  television,  are  portrayed  as  the 
most  despicable  of  characters.  Really, 
it  is  enough  to  give  one  a  complex. 

The  growing  number  of  churches 
without  pastors,  and  the  constantly 
shrinking  corps  of  missionaries  serving 
overseas  is  evidence  that  the  attacks 
against  the  Christian  ministry  are  gain- 
ing notable  victories. 

But  are  we  Christians  as  bad  as  the 
accusations  leveled  against  us?  Let  us 
draw  on  just  a  few  illustrations  from 
the  Christian  missionary  movement  to 
show  how  wrong— yes,  how  absurd  all 
this  criticism  really  is. 

William  Carey,  the  founder  of 
modern  missions,  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  indigo.  He  made  the 
best  type  and  paper  in  India,  pubhshed 
a  newspaper,  laid  out  an  experimental 
garden,  and  founded  the  agricultural 
and  horticultural  society  in  India.  He 
began  the  movements  for  the  care  of 
lepers  and  the  aboMtion  of  widow 
burning  and  infanticide,  as  well  as 
leading  the  way  in  curing  other  social 
evils.    That's    relevant,  wouldn't  you 
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say.' 

In  the  South  Seas,  missions  were 
the  forerunners  in  suppressing  canni 
balism,  human  sacrifices,  and  infanti- 
:ide;  humanizing  the  laws  of  war;  and 
elevating  the  social  condition  of 
women.  The  researches  of  Gerland, 
Dberlander,  and  even  Darwin  confirm 
the  facts.  That's  involvement  in  social 
issues,  is  it  not? 

Professor  Cal  Guy  says:  "Count 
Zinzendorf  and  the  Moravian  move- 
[nent  had  a  great  influence  on  John 
iVesley.  Out  of  the  Wesleyan  revivals 
six  things  of  great  importance  to 
England  emerged:  the  Methodist 
"hurch;  the  low  church  party  in  the 
^glican  Church,  prison  reform,  the 
?nd  of  the  slave  trade,  the  modern 
Sunday-school  movement,  and  the 
nodern  missionary  movements. 

"Although  the  slave  trade  and 
slavery  were  legal  in  his  days,  Wesley 
;ondemned  both  in  the  strongest 
terms.  The  great  emancipator,  Wilber- 
^orce,  was  the  spiritual  son  of  Wesley. " 
[Riots  in  the  Streets,  Richard  WolfQ. 
U.S.  News  &  World  Report,  May 
13,  1968,  carried  an  article  on  Chris- 
tianity in  which  the  following  obser- 
vations were  made: 
"^  "Korean  Christians  operate  churches, 

schools,  colleges,  and  orphanages." 
"  "Christians  are  usually  better  edu- 
cated and  more  prosperous  than  the 
non-Christian  is  in  so-called  heathen 
lands." 
*  "Over  the  years  it  was  Christian 
missions  that  produced  many  of  the 
leaders  of  the  new  nations.  ...  In 
country  after  country  local  Chris- 
tians are  putting  their  education  to 
use  as  doctors,  teachers,  civil  ser- 
vants." 

Apparently  missions  is  more  in- 
volved than  most  people  would 
magine. 

We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  Wilbur  M. 
Smith  for  the  following  quotes  from  a 
speech  by  the  late  Winston  Churchill 
Dn  the  value  of  foreign  missions: 

"The  missionary  enterprise  was  not 
Dnly  spreading  the  Christian  religion, 
i)ut  carrying  on  schools,  workshops 
ind  hospitals,  and  spreading  an  ele- 
•nent  of  culture  and  refinement  wher- 
ever it  was  found.  There  was  a  time 
ivhen  our  officials,  like  those  of  some 
countries  today,  were  cold  and  critical 
toward  missions.  But  having  been  for 
two  and  a  half  years  concerned  in  the 
idministration  of  our  colonial  empire,

improvement  of  the  human  race  that  cannot  be  traced  to  the  in- 
fluence of  Christianity?  Perhaps  there  are  a  few— if  so,  would  some- 
one please  name  them. 


he  had  to  say  that  the  relations  be- 
tween the  governors  and  other  officials 
and  the  missionaries  had  never  been 
better  and  were  improving  every 
year.  ...  As  the  governor  of  New 
Guinea  had  said  a  few  years  ago,  mis- 
sions brought  peace  and  law  and 
order  and  every  penny  spent  by  a  mis- 
sioimry  society  meant  a  pound  saved 
by  the  government.  The  material 
service  rendered  by  missionaries  to  the 
British  Empire  was  immense,  but  their 
moral  service  was  far  greater  and  could 
never  be  measured.  If  the  strength, 
cohesion,  and  health  of  the  empire 
depended  only  on  armed  force,  the 
empire  would  collapse  and  vanish.  It 
was  only  on  the  lofty  aims  we  had 
fought  for  on  high  principles  of  re- 
ligion and  public  government  and  on 
disinterested  philanthropy  that  the 
permanence  of  the  British  Empire 
could  be  based.  The  unthinking  ob- 
jection to  missions  that  other  nations' 
religions  were  the  best  suited  to  them, 
and  that  such  races  as  the  African 
could  not  appreciate  or  rise  to  our 
standard  of  religion  and  civilization, 
had  received  a  splendid  and  crushing 
answer  from  one  of  our  greatest  states- 
men, Pitt.  He  pointed  out  that  our 
own  once-barbarous  race  would  never 
have  reached  its  present  position  if  the 
argument  had  been  well  founded" 
{Moody  Monthly,  May  1963).  How's 
that  for  a  testimony  on  the  relevance 
of  missions  from  a  man  who  certainly 
cannot  be  called  biased? 

Stephen  Neill  writing  in  Call  to 
Missions  speaks  about  missions  in 
India:  "In  one  field  after  another  it 
was  the  missions  which  were  the 
pioneers  in  service  of  people.  In  the 
small  part  of  South  India  which  I 
knew  well,  the  missions  opened  the 
first  hospitals  for  women  and  children, 
the  first  schools  for  girls,  the  first 
asylums  for  lepers,  the  first  schools  for 
the  blind  and  the  deaf.  The  govern- 
ment followed  on  long  afterwards  in 


these  fields."  I  am  sure  the  same  can 
be  said  about  many  other  countries  as 
well. 

Parade,  March  19,  1972,  carried  an 
article  on  the  international  dateline.  In 
speaking  about  the  island  of  Taveuni  it 
says:  "Over  the  years  the  presence  of 
the  dateline  has  created  certain  prob- 
lems on  Taveuni.  In  the  old  days 
plantation  owners  tried  to  cheat  their 
help  out  of  a  Sunday  off  by  moving 
them  back  across  the  meridian  where 
it  was  still  Saturday.  Missionaries, 
calendars  in  hand,  put  an  end  to  such 
shetianigans. " 

In  Central  Africa,  the  influence  of 
Christianity  is  breaking  down  the  old 
superstitions  regarding  orphans  and 
twins.  At  one  time  twins  were  thought 
to  bring  a  curse  and  were  either  killed 
or  allowed  to  die.  Now  they  are  ac- 
cepted and  loved. 

As  for  holding  back  social  improve- 
ment, it  has  been  Christianity  that  has 
awakened  the  conscience  of  the 
human  race  to  the  reforms  needed. 
Can  anyone  think  of  a  single  organi- 
zation whose  purpose  is  the  moral  im- 
provement of  the  human  race,  that 
cannot  be  traced  to  the  influence  of 
Christianity?  Perhaps  there  are  a  few— 
if  so,  would  someone  please  name 
them. 

Space  forbids  further  illustrations. 
Suffice  to  say  that  although  social 
service  was  never  the  primary  purpose 
of  missions.  Christians  have  not  neg- 
lected the  social  needs  of  humanity. 
It  would  be  too  much  to  expect  that 
any  of  this  will  silence  the  critics,  but 
at  least  it  should  stunt  the  growth  of 
an  inferiority  complex  as  well  as  to 
admonish  the  Christian  to  be  sure 
"that  the  way  you  live  will  always 
please  the  Lord  and  honor  him,  so  that 
you  will  always  be  doing  good,  kind 
things  for  others,  while  all  the  time 
you  are  learning  to  know  God  better 
and  better"  (Col.  1:10— The  Living 
Bible).-/H'Z  »

Prayer  and 
Missions

PART  ONE: 


In  the  Bible 


"Pray  for  missions!"  "Remember! 
our  missionaries!"  "Keep  the  mission i 
in  your  prayers!"  Why  these  continu- 
ing pleas?  A  look  at  their  Biblical  base 
reveals  a  hnk  between  prayer  and  mis- 
sions which  is  unexpendable. 

The  Bible  is  still  the  greatest  mis- 
sionary book  ever  written.  Its  total 
thrust,  spirit  and  message  is  mission- 
ary. The  whole  missionary  program  of  ■ 
Christianity  rests  upon  the  Bible  for  its 
justification,  impetus,  and  continu- 
ation. And  running  through  the  Bible 
in  a  divine  partnership  with  missions  is 
a  pageant  of  prayer— prayer  which 
forms  a  panoply  of  power  for  the  mis- 
sionary and  the  entire  missionary 
movement.  The  chronicle,  by  precept 
and  example,  sounds  a  bugle  call  sum- 
moning all  Christians  to  prayer  for 
missions  in  a  grand  succession  which 
encompasses  all  the  centuries  since  the 
Great  Commission  was  first  uttered. 

The  Greatest  Challenge 

God  Almighty's  greatest  challenge 
for  this  age  is  the  evangelization  of  the 
world.  By  evangelization  we  mean 
preaching  the  Gospel  in  depth  to  all 
nations  and  tribes  in  accordance  with 
two  passages  in  Matthew,  "Go  ye 
therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  bap- 
tizing them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost:  Teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway, 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  world" 
(28:19-20),  and  "This  gospel  of  the 
kingdom  shall  be  preached  in  all  the 
world  for  a  witness  unto  all  nations; 
and  then  shall  the  end  come"  (24: 14). 

John  3:16  summarizes  the  message 
of  the  Bible  and  the  purpose  for 
Christ's  coming  into  the  world.  God's 
prayer  program  for  missions  is  sug- 
gested in  Psalm  2:8:  "Ask  of  me,  and  I 
shall  give  thee  the  heathen  [the  na- 
tions] for  thine  inheritance,  and  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy 
possession."  This  is  a  promise  to  the 
Messiah  and  the  Messiah's  followers. 

A  program  for  missions  was  only 
dimly  understood  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment times,  but  God's  intention  of 
bringing  the  nations  to  know  and  serve 
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Jehovah  is  often  mentioned.  God's 
word  to  Abram  was:  ". . .  in  thee  shall 
all  famOies  [the  nations]  of  the  earth 
be  blessed"  (Gen.  12;3). 

The  divine  purpose  in  making  Israel 
the  chosen  people  was  not  to  limit 
God's  blessings  to  them  alone,  but  to 
make  Israel  a  witness  to  the  other 
nations  and  a  channel  through  which 
He  could  give  the  world  the  Scriptures 
and  the  Messiah. 

Missionary  work  seems  to  prosper 
in  the  measure  that  believers  pray  for 
it.  Our  responsibility  is  staggering. 

Abraham's  intercession  would  have 
saved  Sodom  if  there  had  been  only 
ten  righteous  people  there  (Gen. 
18:17-33).  He  left  us  an  enduring  ex- 
ample of  perseverance  in  prayer. 

Joseph  was  Jehovah's  missionary  in 
Egypt.  And  400  years  later  Moses  and 
Aaron  were  God's  missionaries  to 
stand  before  Pharaoh  to  prove  by  signs 
and  wonders  that  the  Lord  God  was 
the  only  true  and  living  God. 

Isaiah  was  a  remarkable  missionary 
prophet.  He  saw  the  nations  blinded  to 
the  true  God,  and  predicted  that  the 
Lord  would  destroy  the  covering  cast 
over  all  people  and  the  veil  that  is 
spread  over  all  nations  (Isa.  25:7).  He 
was  the  greatest  messianic  prophet.  He 
Foresaw  the  Messiah  coming  as  a  light 
to  the  Gentiles  (Isa.  42:6),  and  Gen- 
tiles coming  to  the  light  and  kings  to 
the  brightness  of  His  rising  (Isa.  60:3). 

Daniel  was  a  powerful  missionary 
statesman  in  Babylon  who  won  several 
Gentile  rulers  to  faith  in  Jehovah.  The 
regularity  of  his  prayer  life  was  one  of 
Us  outstanding  characteristics. 

Jonah  was  a  reluctant  missionary  to 
Mineveh.  He  hated  tliat  cruel  city  and 
ran  the  other  way,  but  God  compelled 
tiim  to  go  to  it  with  a  message  of  re- 
pentance. 

Malachi,  the  last  book  of  the  Old 
Festament,  gives  us  a  picture  of 
[leathen  nations  honoring  Jehovah. 
Fhe  prophet  writes:  "For  from  the 
rising  of  the  sun  even  unto  the  going 
iown  of  the  same  my  name  shall  be 
^reat  among  the  Gentiles;  and  in  every 
place  incense  shall  be  offered  unto  my 
name,  and  a  pure  offering:  for  my 
name  shall  be  great  among  the  hea- 
then, saith  the  Lord  of  hosts"  (Mai. 
1:11). 


"Thy  Kingdom  Come" 

It  can  be  said  that  Jesus  came  from 
heaven  to  earth  as  His  Father's  mis- 
sionary. At  His  baptism  Jesus  was 
doubtless  praying  about  this  vocation 
(Luke  3:21).  He  later  taught  His  dis- 
ciples to  pray,  "Thy  kingdom  come. 
Thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in 
heaven"  (Matt.  6:10).  This  is  truly  a 
missionary  plea,  and  its  answer  will  see 
the  completion  of  the  missionary  task. 

The  "Golden  Rule"  (Matt.  7:12) 
has  missionary  implications.  The  great- 
est favor  we  can  do  for  others  is  to 
give  them  the  Gospel  just  as  we  would 
wish  them  to  give  it  to  us  if  we  did  not 
know  it. 

Likewise,  the  great  commandment 
of  love  contains  an  implicit  missionary 
imperative.  If  we  love  the  Lord  God 
with  our  whole  hearts  and  our  neigh- 
bors as  ourselves  (Matt.  22:37-39),  we 
will  be  eager  to  take  the  Gospel  to 
every  creature. 

Jesus  prayed  for  future  generations 
of  believers  when  He  prayed,  "Neither 
pray  I  for  these  alone,  but  for  them 
also  which  shall  believe  on  me  through 
their  word"  (John  17:20).  He  thus 
prayed  for  recipients  of  a  missionary 
word. 

As  the  Good  Shepherd,  Jesus  spoke 
of  outreach:  "And  other  sheep  I  have, 
which  are  not  of  this  fold:  them  also  I 
must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my 
voice;  and  there  shall  be  one  fold,  and 
one  shepherd"  (John  10:16). 

Jesus  asked  His  disciples  to  look 
upon  the  whitened  harvest  and  go  in 
and  reap  (John  4:35-36),  and  in  a  fur- 
ther use  of  this  symbolism  He  set  forth 
the  essential  hnk  between  prayer  and 
missions:  "Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth 
labourers  into  his  harvest"  (Matt. 
9:38). 

When  we  come  to  the  Book  of 
Acts,  we  find  that  its  atmosphere  is 
one  of  prayer.  The  apostles,  or  the 
"sent  ones,"  wished  to  concentrate 
their  energies  on  prayer  and  the  minis- 
try of  the  Word  (Acts  6:4). 

Peter  was  at  prayer  on  the  housetop 
when  God  showed  him  that  he  should 
go  to  the  Gentile  Cornelius  with  the 
Gospel,  and  Cornelius  in  turn  was 
praying  when  God  directed  him  to 
send  for  Peter. 


Prayer  and  Some  Momentous 
Consequences 

The  church  at  Antioch  in  Syria  was 
fasting  and  waiting  on  the  Lord  when 
the  Holy  Spirit  said,  "Separate  me 
Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work  where- 
unto  I  have  called  them"  (Acts  13:2). 
Paul's  fateful,  historic  ministry  to  the 
Gentiles  was  opening.  He  was  doubt- 
less in  prayer  when  a  vision  appeared 
to  him  in  the  night  saying,  "Come  over 
into  Macedonia,  and  help  us"  (Acts 
16:9),  and  thus  came  the  Gospel  to 
Europe. 

Paul  prayed  constantly  for  his  con- 
verts. To  the  Romans  he  wrote, 
".  .  .  without  ceasing  I  make  mention 
of  you  always  in  my  prayers"  (1:9), 
and  to  the  Philippians,  the  Colossians, 
and  the  Thessalonians  he  wrote  of 
similar  prayers.  He  often  in  turn  asked 
his  converts  to  pray  for  him.  He  asked 
the  Romans,  "that  ye  strive  together 
with  me  in  your  prayers  to  God  for 
me"  (15:30).  The  great  missionary 
statesman  urged  the  Ephesians  to  be 
"Praying  always  with  all  prayer  and 
supplication  in  the  Spirit,  and  watch- 
ing thereunto  with  all  perseverance 
and  supplication  for  all  saints;  And  for 
me..."  (6:18-19).  He  pleaded  with 
the  Thessalonians:  "Finally,  brethren, 
pray  for  us,  that  the  word  of  the  Lord 
may  have  free  course,  and  be  glori- 
fied" (II  Thess.  3:1).  He  testified  to 
the  Corinthians  of  God's  delivering 
him  from  death  in  Asia,  but  adds:  "Ye 
also  helping  together  by  prayer  for 
us.  .  ."(II  Cor.  1:11). 

Paul,  Peter,  James,  John,  and  Jude, 
all  ring  the  changes  on  prayer— prayer 
for  workers,  prayer  for  guidance, 
prayer  for  open  doors,  prayer  for 
victory  over  Satan  and  evil  men,  and 
prayer  for  the  churches. 

The  last  prayer  in  the  Bible,  "Even 
so,  come,  Lord  Jesus"  (Rev.  22:20),  is 
really  a  prayer  for  missions,  for  He  will 
come  to  reign  upon  the  earth  with  His 
saints  to  complete  the  divine  mission- 
ary program. 

"Even  so,  come.  Lord  Jesus. "

But  it  is  a 
far  more  convincing  testimony  when 
those  who  sing  this  song  do  not  even 
have  enough  money  to  buy  soap  to 
wash  their  pants  on  Saturday  morning. 
Instead  they  have  to  buy  a  stamp  to 
mail  a  letter. 

However,  I  would  like  to  send  you 
(by  Telstar!)  some  pictures  of  twenty- 
two  young  men  dressed  in  blue  shirts. 
This  is  a  musical  group  of  students 
from  Yaloke  who  play  guitars  and 
melodicas.  I  will  describe  this  group  in 
action  and  also  tell  you  about  this 
dynamic  song.  The  words  present  a 
real  challenge  to  those  who  lack 
nothing  of  this  world's  goods,  but  who 
have  no  joy  or  peace.  When  this  testi- 
mony is  played  and  sung  with  en- 
thusiasm before  thousands  of  young

people,  all  are  amazed  and  wonder 
where  the  musicians  get  the  strength 
which  impels  them  to  sing  like  this! 
Some  seek  to  know  the  deeper  mean- 
ing, and  after  hearing  an  evangelistic 
message  they  remain  to  register  their 
decision  for  Christ.  Others,  after  being 
moved  emotionally,  shrug  their 
shoulders  and  say  that  all  this  is  very 
fine  for  the  "little  pastors"  from 
Yaloke.  (This  is  the  nickname  given  to 
our  students  when  they  come  to  the 
government  schools  or  return  home 
during  the  summer  vacation.) 

I  remember  one  of  our  evangelistic 
meetings  at  the  high  school  in  Bos- 
sangoa.  Approximately  two  hundred 
young  people  were  gathered  in  the 
largest  available  classroom,  and  about 
the  same  number  were  standing  in  the 
doorway  or  sitting  on  the  windowsills. 
Some  of  the  boldest  ones  sat  right  in 


front  of  the  orchestra  so  they  could 
really  enjoy  the  music.  After  one  of 
the  songs  a  musician  stepped  forward 
and  said:  "You  know,  it  wasn't  very 
long  ago  that  I  was  one  of  the  scoffers 
like  you."  After  that  there  was  total 
silence  in  the  room— not  even  any 
snickering  until  the  meeting  was  over. 
When  the  invitation  was  given,  dozens 
of  students  came  forward  to  make 
their  decision  for  Christ. 

The  brass  band  also  has  a  special 
part  in  evangelistic  meetings,  and  is  an 
effective  means  of  reaching  the  youth. 
What  a  spectacle— twenty  students 
wearing  pink  shirts  and  blowing  their 
instruments  with  conviction!  These  in- 
struments consist  of  baritones,  trom- 
bones, saxophones,  trumpets,  a  sousa- 
phone,  snare  drums,  cymbals,  and  a 
bass  drum.  It  is  not  surprising  that  the 
children  follow  the  music  chanting 
"boom-boom!"  One  sure  thing  is  that 
the  band  does  not  pass  by  unnoticed, 
and  this  is  true  not  only  during  the 


Martin  Garber  and  the  band 
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meetings.  In  between  the  meetings 
these  questions  are  asked:  "What  are 
they  saying?"  "What  are  they  doing 
while  they  are  walking  around?"  and 
"Where  are  they  going?"  That's  why 
each  meeting  must  be  preceded  by 
prayer.  There  is  also  what  I  shall  call 
"getting  into  condition."  Through  the 
meetings  involving  both  the  musicians 
and  the  directors,  these  young  people 
learn  how  to  face  their  responsibilities 
as  true  Christians.  This  involves  main- 
taining a  good  testimony  whether  it  be 
during  the  trip,  in  the  homes  where 
they  stay,  or  even  with  respect  to  the 
food  (which  may  be  more  or  less)  that 
they  receive  from  the  various 
churches. 

In  the  area  of  practical  things,  we 
insist  on  strict  discipline.  We  divide  the 
responsibihties  among  the  older  stu- 
dents in  whom  we  have  the  most  con- 
fidence. When  the  whistle  blows,  each 
gets  into  the  car  that  has  been  assigned 
to  him  ahead  of  time.  When  the  notice 
is  given,  each  student  brings  his  col- 
ored shirt,  and  another  watches  to  see 
that  they  are  all  folded  properly  and 
put  into  a  large  suitcase.  After  the 
meeting  is  over,  one  of  the  students 
^ves  a  piece  of  money  to  each  mem- 
ber of  the  band  to  buy  something  to 
;at.  Another  student  gives  each  one  a 
dip  of  paper  which  tells  the  hour  and 
place  of  the  next  meeting,  along  with  a 
ivarning  to  be  on  time.  We  do  not  wait 
for  those  who  arrive  late.  It  is  quite  an 
iccomphshment  to  be  on  time  in  a 
:ity  like  Bangui  where  the  distances 
ire  from  five  to  ten  miles  between 
meeting  places.  Public  transportation 
is  always  crowded  and  very  costly. 
Mevertheless,  during  our  last  meeting, 
ivhich  involved  four  days  of  traveling 
back  and  forth,  not  one  of  the  forty 
musicians  was  ever  late  to  a  meeting.

What  is  most  remarkable  is 
their  interest  in  the  decisions  made  by 
their  friends  or  others  whom  they 
know,  whether  they  be  government 
officials,  teachers,  or  students.  It  is  a 
time  for  everyone  to  examine  his 
standing  before  the  Lord. 

But  aren't  there  even  any  problems 
or  difficulties?  Of  course!  For  ex- 
ample, sometimes  we  arrive  at  a 
church  (a  few  benches  under  a  grass 
roof)  and  are  told  that  they  were  not 
expecting  us  that  day,  but  the  next.  Or 
perhaps  the  pastor  expresses  his  pessi- 
mism by  saying  there  will  not  be  any 
young  people  at  the  meeting  since  this 


is  Thursday  afternoon  (they  do  not 
attend  school  on  Thursdays).  What 
should  we  do  under  these  circum- 
stances? The  students  begin  to  play 
their  instruments  to  announce  the 
meeting  and  we  put  the  benches  in 
order.  During  the  trips  there  may  be 
problems  such  as  flat  tires,  skidding  in 
the  sand,  sickness  of  the  orchestra 
leader,  and  so  on.  In  spite  of  all  this 
we  are  very  thankful  for  everything 
that  has  been  accomplished.  In  our 
fifteen  meetings,  decisions  for  Christ 
were  made  by  more  than  a  thousand 
individuals,  most  of  whom  were  young 
people.  Our  students  who  like  to  use 
big  words  say:  "We  have  a  Lord  who  is 
omniscient,  omnipresent,  and  omnipo- 
tent."

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They  Laughed 
When  He  Said 

1,000! 


When  the  national  evangehst  of  the 
Board  of  Evangehsm,  Robert  CoUitt, 
accepted  the  pastorate  of  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church,  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  in 
mid-December  1963,  pastors  and  con- 
gregations who  had  known  of  his  evan- 
gelistic ministry  wondered  how  he 
would  do  in  the  pastorate.  They  rea- 
soned, understandably,  that  it  is  one 
thing  to  speak  authoritatively  in  the 
pulpit  when  you  know  that  you  are 
moving  on  after  one  week,  but  it  is 
quite  another  thing  to  produce  in  a 
church  when  you  must  stay  with  it 
fifty-two  weeks  a  year. 

And  when  Bob  CoUitt  was  asked,  as 
he  often  was,  if  he  had  any  plans  to  go 
back  into  the  pastorate,  his  grinned 


reply  was,  "Well,  when  I  see  all  the 
problems  these  pastors  have,  as  I 
minister  in  their  churches,  I  don't 
think  I'm  ready  to  get  involved  right 
now!" 

So,  when  Pastor  CoUitt  walked  to 
the  blackboard  on  the  night  of  his  very 
first  Sunday  School  staff  meeting  and 
wrote  "1,000"  on  the  board,  some 
staffers  gasped,  some  laughed  at  this 
practical  joker.  And,  some  doubted. 
Sunday  School  attendance  had  been 
running  around  the  440  figure  the  pre- 
ceding year.  So,  a  thousand  was  vision- 
ary, to  put  it  mildly. 

Five  years  later  the  Sunday  School 
exceeded  the  one  thousand  figure  at 
least  once,  repeating  this  accomplish- 


ment in  succeeding  years.  Then,  on 
Easter  Sunday  1972,  an  aU-time  high 
attendance  record  was  set  by  an  at- 
tendance of  1,318.  Average  attendance 
in  March  of  this  year  was  1,026,  whOe 
in  AprU  the  average  figure  was  1,054. 

A  solid  foundation  was  laid  for  this 
remarkable  growth  through  the  con- 
sistent confidence-buUding  efforts  of 
the  pastor  and  his  personal  involve- 
ment with  the  people  of  the  com- 
munity. Community  and  pastor  meet 
daily  by  means  of  twenty-three  weekly 
broadcasts  over  the  airwaves.  Multi- 
plied thousands  begin  their  day  with 
the  "Family  Altar  Broadcast,"  and 
hear  the  radio  pastor  "teU  it  like  it  is" 
to  his  vast  parish  scattered  through 
four  states.  He  also  keeps  them  in- 
formed of  the  progress  of  the  "For- 
ward-looking Church  at  the  corner  of 
First  and  Spruce  Streets." 

An  average  of  200  persons  each  day 
dial  the  church's  SOS  telephone  num- 
ber for  the  message  that  the  pastor 
tapes  daUy.  Many  of  the  callers  foUow 
through  with  a  personal  call  on  the 
pastor,  requesting  personal  counsel. 
Because  people  know  that  he  seldom

class  of  over  two  hundred,  turned  the 
class  over  to  Pastor  Kettell.  The  class 
lessons  are  recorded  and  reproduced 
on  the  Sunday  School's  multiple  cas- 
sette duphcator  to  be  listened  to 
throughout  the  week  by  an  average  of 
forty  shut-ins.  "This  home  ministry," 
says  Dr.  Collitt,  "is  rich  and  reward- 
ing." 

In  addition  to  the  bus  ministry— a 
sixth  bus  will  be  added  next  month— a 
system  of  on-the-job  training  for  cadet 
teachers  is  one  of  the  facets  for  this 
successful  Sunday  School's  ministry 
that  really  pays  off.  The  administrative 
staff  is  continually  searching  for  likely 
teachers  who  are  then  placed  in  de- 
partments and  classes  on  a  cadet  basis. 

Mrs.  Bonnie  Kuhn,  Dr.  Collitt's 
secretary,  comes  in  for  a  great  deal  of 
praise  by  the  pastor  for  the  role  she 
plays  as  a  member  of  the  Sunday 
School  leadership  team.  His  recom- 
mendation is  that  if  a  pastor  must 
choose  between  having  a  secretary  or 
an  assistant  pastor,  he  should  choose 
the  secretary,  provided  she  is  a  good 
one. 

The  Cradle  Roll  Department,  with 
its  always  faithful  and  efficient  staff  of 
uniformed  attendants  and  its  array  of 
twenty-three  beds,  is  one  of  the  secrets 
of  a  successful  Sunday  School,  the 
pastor  beheves.  "Get  'em  started  right 
and  you  11  keep  'em  coming  right." 
says  Grandpa  CoUitt,  whose  own  little 
Julie  is  in  the  Toddlers  Department. 

Special  days  receive  a  special  em- 
phasis by  this  pastor  who  is  sold  on 
the  absolute  necessity  of  having  a  tre- 
mendous Sunday  School  if  you  would 
have  a  tremendous  church.  He  firmly 


leaves  his  office  before  1 1 :00  p.m.,  the 
phone  jangles  far  into  the  night. 

The  "Division  A"  trophy  offered 
by  the  Christian  Education  Depart- 
ment has  been  captured  by  this  church 
in  Mason-Dixon  country  for  five  of  the 
past  eight  years.  Two  years  ago  Hagers- 
town  Grace  was  voted  the  "Sunday 
School  of  the  Year"  by  this  same  de- 
partment. 

With  five  top-flight  Sunday  School 
busses  bringing  in  as  many  as  350  on  a 
Sunday  morning,  the  staff  of  132  is 
kept  plenty  busy!  Since  October  of 
1971,  the  school  has  been  the  baili- 
wick of  Rev.  Larry  McCullough,  who 
responded  to  the  caU  to  serve  as  Minis- 
ter of  Christian  Education  and  Youth. 
A  graduate  of  Columbia  Bible  College 
and  Trinity  Evangelical  Divinity 
School,  and  a  consultant-representa- 
tive for  Gospel  Light  Publications, 
"Rev,  Larry,"  himself  converted  under 
the  ministry  of  "Dr.  Bob"  at  the  age 
of  eight,  has  the  dynamic  philosophy 
that  Bible  study  is  fascinating!  This 
doctrine  he  imparts  with  great  em- 
phasis to  young  and  old  alike.  Meeting 
weekly  with  Superintendent  Wayd 
Dunkle  and  his  three  administrative  as- 
sistants, the  Minister  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  Youth  helps  to  guide  a 
smoothly  running  organization.  Meet- 
ings of  the  total  staff  are  scheduled  on 
a  monthly  basis  and  a  tremendous 
esprit  de  corps  is  evidenced. 

Not  quite  two  and  one-half  years 
ago  Rev.  Raymond  H.  Kettell  was 
added  to  the  pastoral  staff  as  Minister 
of  Visitation.  Pastor  Collitt,  who  was 
preaching  at  two  morning  worship 
services  and  teaching  a  Sunday  School 
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believes  that  every  program  offered  by 
the  church  should  be  of  the  very  best 
quality.  When  people  gain  confidence 
in  a  church,  and  attend,  they  should 
never  be  disappointed  by  being  offered 
something  second  class.  "The  church 
ought  to  travel  first  class"  is  something 
the  officers  and  teachers  hear  over  and 
over  again. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  all  of 
the  programs  and  "things"  utilized  to 
produce  a  successful  Sunday  School 
must  be  energized  and  undergirded  by 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  as  weU  as 
by  an  emphasis  upon  the  Word  of  God 
and  the  person  of  Jesus  Christ.  This 
permeates  everything  undertaken  by 
this  Sunday  School. 

Presently,  the  pastor  is  urging  his 
congregation  to  relocate.  He  says:  "If 
we  can  get  a  large  enough  building  and 
a  large  enough  parking  lot,  well  have 
2,500  in  Sunday  School  within  five 
years." 

Meanwhile,  what  are  Pastor  Collitt 
and  his  staff  doing  to  accommodate 
the  burgeoning  week-by-week  attend- 
ance? Listen  to  him:  "I'm  going  to  the 
hardware  store  today  to  get  some  coat 
hooks.  We  can  still  hang  up  a  few 
more!" 

They  laughed  at  "1,000"  on  the 
blackboard,  too!

The  newest  addition  to  the  TIME

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Sunday  School  Training  Institute 
To  Precede  National  Conference 


Local  churches  are  urged  to  en- 
courage representatives  of  each  Sun- 
day School  department  to  attend  the 
Sunday  School  Training  Institute  to  be 
offered  at  Winona  Lake  on  the  Friday 
and  Saturday  previous  to  the  opening 
of  national  conference.  The  cost  for 
each  participant  will  be  a  $10  registra- 
tion fee. 

All  who  attend  will  register  for  defi- 
nite educational  training  in  one  of 
these  five  areas:  Early  Childhood,  Chil- 
dren, Youth,  Adult,  or  Administra- 
tion. Due  to  definite  space  limitations 
necessary  to  making  this  an  effective 
educational  program,  only  registered 
individuals  may  attend  the  institute 
sessions. 


It  would  be  most  appropriate  for 
individual  churches  to  underwrite  the 
registration  of  members  of  their  Sun- 
day School  and  church  staff.  Ultimate- 
ly the  cost  of  an  elaborate  institute 
such  as  this  must  be  met  through  the 
support  of  our  Brethren  people  in  one 
way  or  another.  It  is  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Christian  Education  Department  that 
churches  be  encouraged  to  directly 
underwrite  this  expense  through  pay- 
ing the  registration  fee  for  those 
attending  from  their  churches.

"My  son,  hear  the  instruction  of  thy  father,  and  forsal<e  not  the  law 
of  thy  mother. "  Proverbs  1:8 


While  the  decay  of  the  American 
home  is  a  regular  topic  of  discussion  in 
this  generation  and  speakers  every- 
where proclaim  from  pulpits  the  fear- 
ful consequences  of  the  disintegrating 
home  structure  in  our  nation,  let  us 
not  assume  that  such  is  the  condition 
of  all  homes.  In  spite  of  the  mess  the 
world  is  in  there  are  many  wonderful, 
well-organized  Christian  homes. 

So  much  is  being  said  today  in  criti- 
cism of  the  home  that  many  who 
structure  their  homehfe  after  the 
pattern  that  God  has  ordained  are  fear- 
ful that  the  good  job  they  are  doing 
does  not  meet  the  requirements  so 
many  experts  have  described.  It  is  an 
amazing  truth  that  successful  Christian 
homes  have  never  been  described  by 
God  as  humanly  impossible.  God 
wants  us  to  do  our  best.  When  we  do 
our  best.  He  undertakes  and  overrules. 
Our  shortcomings  do  not  bring  upon 
us  the  fearful  consequences  which 
they  otherwise  might  bring.  Certainly 
it  is  appropriate  at  this  hour  to  give 
tribute  to  those  homes  that  follow 
God's  instructions  and  that  sincerely 
and  prayerfully  undertake  to  please 
the  Lord  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 
What  makes  such  a  home  as  this? 

Let  us  notice  that  a  home  that 
pleases  the  Lord  is  described  in  the 
Bible  as  one  of  order.  Proverbs  1:8 
suggests  that  it  is  a  home  in  which  the 
father  gives  instruction.  The  children 
do  not  merely  shift  for  themselves  and 
learn  what  they  wUl  accidentaUy. 
Neither  is  this  home  one  in  which  the 
modern  concept  of  environmental  in- 
fluence becomes  the  major  method  of 
instruction.  The  instruction  of  a  father 
is  a  deliberate,  planned  imparting  of 
information.  The  value  of  a  father's  in- 
struction directed  toward  the  proper 
age  level  from  birth  to  maturity  can 


never  be  totally  estimated. 

Not  only  is  there  an  order  for  the 
father  but  the  same  passage  suggests 
the  contribution  which  the  mother  can 
make  in  these  words,  "forsake  not  the 
law  of  thy  mother."  Apparently  the 
Lord  here  understands  that  mother  is 
often  the  closest  to  children  during 
their  growing  days.  Mother  often  has 
the  first  opportunity  in  the  training  of 
the  chOd.  For  the  most  part  it  is  undi- 
vided and  exclusive.  The  basic  learning 
which  every  chUd  absorbs  comes  first 
and  foremost  from  mother.  She  pre- 
sides over  the  tenderest  and  most  im- 
pressionable years  of  a  child's  life. 
What  she  says  in  the  home  with  regard 
to  the  minute-by-minute  details  of 
homelife,  God  speaks  of  as  "the  law  of 
thy  mother." 

Notice  that  which  is  precious  about 
the  order  of  the  Christian  home.  The 
father  is  charged  with  responsibOity  of 
life's  instruction,  and  the  mother  is 
charged  with  the  responsibOity  of 
home  activity  in  the  day-by-day  rou- 
tine. 

In  the  kind  of  home  we  have  been 
talking  about  other  Biblical  instruc- 
tions will  conveniently  develop.  For 
example,  back  in  Israel's  history  the 
Lord  gave  instructions  to  them, 
"honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother." 
Honor  is  an  attitude.  From  it  is  gener- 
ated all  aspects  of  the  virtues  and  ac- 
comphshments  of  life.  In  a  home 
where  parents  conduct  themselves  as 
God  expects,  it  is  but  normal  that  chil- 
dren would  hold  honor  for  that  home. 
Some  of  the  ways  that  honor  will  be 
demonstrated  might  be  suggested  like 
this:  It  will  generate  actions  which 
show  respect  for  parents.  It  will  en- 
courage obedience  cheerfully  given.  It 
will  foster  service  which  is  not  self- 
centered.

Perhaps  if  you  think  back  over  the 
years  of  your  childhood  you  can  ap- 
preciate along  with  many  other  Chris- 
tians in  this  generation  the  fineness 
and  Biblical  conformity  of  the  Chris- 
tian home  from  which  you  came.  If 
only  we  knew,  we  might  be  surprised 
as  to  the  high  percentage  of  faithful 
Christians  in  this  generation  coming 
from  homes  like  this.  It  is  to  these 
homes  we  give  tribute.  With  our  hearts 
filled  with  remembrance  let  us  prayer- 
fully order  our  lives  today  in  such  a 
manner  that  our  homes  may  be  always 
pleasing  unto  the  Lord.

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WHAT'S   IT   LIKE 
AT  YOUR   HOUSE?

Exactly  two  years  ago,  in  May 
1970,  the  small  group  of  Christian 
young  people  at  Macon  decided  to 
pray  every  day  until  God  provided  a 
"new  home"  in  their  city  for  our 
family.  Though  we  had  been  looking 
for  some  time  and  had  contacted  all 
the  realtors,  we  had  found  nothing 
which  would  fit  our  needs.  Prayer 
made  the  difference,  and  a  few  days 
later  God  directed  us  to  His  provision 
through  an  announcement  on  a  public 
bulletin  board.  Because  of  our  growing 
chOdren,  we  had  prayed  for  a  four- 
bedroom  dwelling  and  adequate  facili- 
ties for  our  activities.  God  not  only 
met  these  requests  but  He  placed  us 
right  downtown  where  we  have  been 
able  to  use  our  homey  apartment  in 
many  different  ways  to  share  our  faith 
and  to  witness  for  Christ. 

One  of  the  ministries  that  I  enjoy 
most  in  our  Macon  home  takes  place 
around    our  dining   room   table.   For 


many  in  America,  the  dining  room 
table  is  used  only  for  very  special  oc- 
casions. Before  coming  to  France  we 
never  even  had  a  dining  room.  But 
now,  we  have  learned  that  the  dining 
room  table  is  the  most  important  part 
of  a  French  home.  It  is  at  the  table 
that  one  can  easily  and  naturally  make 
an  acquaintance.  It  is  here  that  friends 
are  usually  seated  and  offered  a  cup  of 
coffee  regardless  of  how  short  or 
casual  the  visit.  It  is  here  that  one  can 
show  love  and  thoughtfulness  to  loved 
ones  by  comfortably  and  properly  en- 
tertaining with  a  meal.  It  is  here  that 
families  enjoy  spending  unhurried 
hours  together. 

And  so  you  can  see  that  the  table 
has  become  an  important  part  of  my 
life  in  France.  Let  me  share  some  ex- 
amples with  you. 

One  of  the  most  refreshing  mo- 
ments in  our  home  occurs  during  the 
Sunday  evening  meal  following  a  rally 
or  meeting  at  the  Chateau.  This  year 
we  are  keeping  a  French  boy  in  our 
home  every  other  weekend  so  that  he 
can  study  at  Macon.  When  he  returns 
home  on  a  Sunday  evening  he  usually 
brings  a  couple  of  his  Christian  bud- 
dies to  continue  the  spirit  of  the  week- 
end around  our  table.  The  table  talk  is 
varied.  Sometimes  it  centers  around 
the  thrill  of  hearing  a  young  person 
pray  in  public  for  the  first  time.  Some- 
times it  is  about  a  discussion  with  a 
seeking  fellow  or  girl.  At  other  times 
the  table  talk  is  a  continuation  of  the 
particular  theme  or  Biblical  passage 
presented  that  day.  As  a  result  of  this 
sixteen-year-old    boy's    testimony    at

school,  three  of  his  friends  have  found  |l 
new  life  in  Christ  and  are  meeting  || 
nightly  with  him  to  pray. 

We  sometimes  invite  people  with 
the  purpose  of  presenting  Christ.  One 
such  occasion  gave  us  the  opportunity 
to  present  the  plan  of  salvation  to  a 
young  journalist-apprentice  who  had 
attended  the  Chateau  two  times  and 
concluded  that  he  would  never  return 
again.  This  boy  had  already  dropped  in 
for  tips  and  hints  on  a  trip  he  was 
planning  to  the  States.  After  his  return 
to  France  in  the  fall,  he  came  to  the 
house  as  he  had  promised  to  share  his 
impressions.  Being  alone,  I  invited  him 
to  return  at  noon  and  join  our  family 
at  mealtime.  After  hearing  his  unsatis- 
fying experience  of  seeing  so  much 
artificiality  in  the  "new  world,"  we 
presented  a  Person  who  was  true  and 
genuine,  One  who  could  make  his  dull, 
boring  life  a  meaningful  one.  Before  he 
left  the  table,  three  other  Christian 
fellows  dropped  by  to  add  their  testi- 
mony. Though  not  yet  a  Christian,  he 
is  impressed. 

One  of  our  guests  made  a  most  un- 
usual impression  on  our  children  at  the 
table.  Following  World  War  II,  a  young 
Parisian  married  an  American  soldier 
and  moved  to  Ohio  where  she  now 
nurses  in  the  same  hospital  as  my  hus- 
band's sister.  Upon  a  recent  trip  to 
contact  all  of  her  family  in  Europe  she 
went  out  of  her  way  to  include  us. 
Fortunately,  her  unannounced  arrival 
was  before  the  evening  meal  so  we 
visited  around  the  table.  She  had  the 
children  on  the  edges  of  their  chairs  as 
she  recounted  experience  after  experi- 
ence on  her  trip.  With  her  humor  and 
very  American  outlook  on  her  mother- 
land, she  talked  to  the  children  and 
made  them  feel  like  "people,"  too. 
She  questioned  us  all  on  our  adjust- 
ments, our  impressions,  our  faith  and 
our  ministry  at  Macon  and  at  the 
Chateau.  Soon  after  she  returned  to 
Greenville  she  wrote  an  article  for  the 
town  paper  about  the  Chateau  minis- 
try stressing  that  missions  was  neces- 
sary wherever  Christ  was  not  known 
and  that  included  her  own  country. 

A  dinner  invitation  recently  pro- 
vided the  occasion  to  get  better  ac- 
quainted with  the  director  of  a  Catho- 
lic boys  school.  His  wife  has  regularly 
attended  our  Wednesday  afternoon 
Bible  study  and  has  been  wonderfully 
touched  by  the  Gospel  of  John.  The 
evening  provided  the  right  kind  of  a 
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setting  to  discuss  Bible  trutiis  and  the 
purpose  of  the  Chateau  ministry. 

Sometimes  the  table  is  the  best 
place  to  really  get  to  know  Christian 
friends.  One  good  example  is  that  of  a 
Portuguese  family,  members  of  our 
Macon  church,  who  is  evangelizing 
other  Portuguese  families  in  Macon. 
Several  hours  around  the  table  per- 
mitted us  to  become  better  informed 
on  the  individual  families,  on  the 
weekly  ladies  meeting,  the  couples 
night,  and  on  the  spiritual  needs  of  the 
"new  work." 

One  day  we  were  called  by  the 
emergency  wing  of  the  hospital  to  act 
as  interpreter  for  a  hospitalized  Ameri- 
can couple.  Our  home  and  table  made 
it  possible  for  them  to  leave  the  hos- 
pital   early    for    recuperation   before 


flying  home.  Though  this  California 
journalist  couple  had  come  into  the 
area  to  gain  information  on  the 
"French  cuisine"  for  the  ladies  pages 
of  their  city  newspaper,  we  had  the 
opportunity  of  living  and  talking 
Christ  with  them  through  their  diffi- 
cult experience. 

As  a  missionary  mother  in  France,  I 
appreciate  the  importance  of  the  table. 
We  have  learned,  and  continue  to 
learn,  from  our  friends  the  joys  of 
sharing,  of  communicating,  and  of 
better  knowing  our  children  at  the 
table.  I  thank  the  Lord  that  in  the 
country  to  which  He  sent  us,  we  have 
been  given  time  tp  live  with  our  chO- 
dren!

As  our  Super  Beetle  left  beautiful 
Susa  in  the  Italian  Alps  we  climbed  to 
the  snow-capped  summit  crossing  into 
the  French  Alps.  Such  beauty  was 
surely  breathtaking.  Our  great  expec- 
tation of  viewing  wonderful  mountain 
scenery  with  colorful  villages  below 
was  realized.  Houses,  with  colorful 
shutters,  some  red  with  yellow  trim, 
blue  with  white,  yellow  with  green  ap- 
peared so  different  from  those  in  other 
countries.  Yes,  this  was  France  where 
we  visited  eleven  of  our  Grace  alumni 
during  the  month  of  June.  How  we 
had  looked  forward  to  this  part  of  our 
trip,  and  what  a  blessing  it  was  to  us! 

By  mid-afternoon  of  that  first  day 
in  France  we  located  our  Brethren 
students— LUa  Sheely,  Lois  Wilson,  and 
Bruce  Paden— at  the  French  language 
school  in  Albertville.  This  modern 
school  building  at  the  base  of  lovely 
mountains  affords  an  attractive  situ- 
ation for  study.  Meeting  with  these 
friends,  who  are  now  engaged  in  mis- 
sionary service  for  the  Lord  in  Africa, 
was  very  pleasant  and  refreshing.  We 
met  some  of  the  faculty  members  and 
other  students  during  our  overnight 
stay.  Since  there  were  no  classes  the 
next  day,  we  had  some  good  visits  with 
our  friends  and  even  a  short  stop  at 
the  open  air  market  which  was  fun  to 
see.  It  was  a  blessing  to  witness  the 
way  the  Lord  had  enabled  these  young 
people  to  use  the  French  language. 
Seeing  friends  from  home  whOe  one  is 
in  a  foreign  country  always  gives  such 
a  "lift."  This  "lift"  we  were  able  to 
have  in  all  of  our  travels  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Yugoslavia,  Italy,  and 
Spain.  In  the  latter  two  countr.ies  we 
did  meet  some  new  Christian  friends. 

We  spent  several  pleasurable  days 
with  Jim  and  Nancy  Nesbitt  and  their 
two  boys  at  Le  Pin.  Jim  is  director  of 
Unevangelized  Fields  Mission  in 
France.  Since  our  visit,  they  have 
moved  to  Valence  where  Jim  pastors  a 
church.  Mr.  Bess  had  the  privilege  of 
showing  some  Israel  slides  to  this  con- 
gregation during  our  visit.  Our  friends

also  took  us  to  the  scenic  city  of 
Grenoble,  home  of  the  1968  Winter 
Olympics  and  also  the  location  for 
another  of  their  mission  points. 

We  arrived  on  Mother's  Day  in 
France,  June  6,  at  the  Brethren 
Chateau  de  St.  Albain  where  eighty- 
five  were  being  served  dinner  near  the 
close  of  their  young  people's  overnight 
rally.  Such  a  happy  group  in  spite  of 
rainy  weather!  During  our  week's  stay 
at  the  Chateau  we  enjoyed  being  with 
Dan  and  Sherry  Hammers  and  their 
new  baby,  and  Daniel  and  Julia 
Dutruc-Rosset.  Of  course  we  were  able 
to  spend  some  time  with  the  Julien 
family  at  Macon.  The  Jim  Renicks 
took  us  on  an  area  historical  sightsee- 
ing drive  one  day  since  Dijon,  where 
they  were  living,  was  not  far  from  the 
Chateau.  It  seemed  that  everyone 
carried  in  arms,  on  bikes,  or  in  car 
trunks  long,  unwrapped  loaves  of 
French  bread  (which  is  very  delicious). 


Being  with  our  Brethren  missionaries 
and  viewing  the  various  aspects  of 
their  missionary  work  such  as  the 
Chateau  youth  rally  with  a  musical 
group,  the  counseling  ministry,  and 
the  Bible  study  at  Macon  were  inspir- 
ing to  us. 

In  southern  France  we  visited 
several  days  at  St.  Gervais  near  Mon- 
telimar  with  John  and  Jan  Miesel  and 
their  three  children.  John  is  in  charge 
of  the  Unevangelized  Fields  Mission's 
print  shop  which  prints  a  very  large 
supply  of  Christian  literature  in 
France.  We  ah  attended  their  little 
church  in  Loriol  where  the  service  was 
all  in  French.  In  the  afternoon  they 
took  us  to  the  town  of  Crest  and  to 
explore  the  tower  where  Huguenots 
were  imprisoned  and  many  were  ex- 
ecuted for  their  faith.  This  visit  was  a 
very  sobering  experience.  The  pano- 
ramic view  from  the  top  of  the  tower 
encompassed    the    whole    area    with 
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snow-covered  French  Alps  in  the  back- 
ground. The  time  spent  with  this 
Grace  alumnus  and  family  added  much 
enjoyment  to  our  stay  in  France. 

We  also  traveled  to  other  places  of 
interest  in  southern  France  such  as 
Avignon  where  we  viewed  the  Papal 
Palace  and  church.  Then  the  walk 
across  the  well-preserved  Pont  du  Gard 
Aqueduct,  built  the  first  century  be- 
fore Christ,  which  was  so  interesting  in 
its  beautiful  setting.  At  Nimes  we  saw 
Maison  Caree  and  a  well-preserved 
arena  built  by  the  Romans  to  seat 
22,000.  At  Aigues-Mortes,  a  walled 
city  at  which  a  crusade  originated  in 
the  Middle  Ages  and  where  Protestants 
were  severely  persecuted  later,  we 
climbed  into  the  Tower  of  Constance 
and  viewed  the  port  there.  The  walled 
city  of  Carcassone  with  quaint  shops 
and  narrow  streets  was  fascinating. 

Following  our  ten-day  trip  in  Spain, 
of  which  we  wrote  last  month,  we  re- 
turned to  southwest  France  to  visit  the 
"chateau  country"  on  our  way  to 
Paris.  Our  first  chateau  was  at  Azay- 
le-Rideau,  beautifully  situated  in  a 
lovely  garden.  Then  we  went  through  a 
sixteenth  century  chateau.  Chateau  de 
Pray  at  Amboise,  overlooking  the 
Loire  River.  There  were  many  lovely 
paintings,  a  chariot  ramp  circling  the 
tower,  and  many  fieurs-de-lis  decor- 
ating walls  and  pillars.  There  was  a 
lovely  Gothic  chapel  with  a  wall 
plaque  denoting  the  burial  of  Leonard 
de  Vinci. 

The  Cathedral  at  Chartres,  a  mag- 
nificent Gothic  cathedral  with  a  multi- 


tude of  stained  glass  windows,  tall  and 
in  two  levels  above  chapels  and  altars, 
is  a  very  high  and  impressive  building. 
A  beautiful  marble  statue  of  Mary  and 
one  of  cherubs  are  located  at  the  front 
altar.  Many  silver  organ  pipes  are  in 
full  view,  all  part  of  a  very  elegant 
cathedral. 

We  stopped  to  be  with  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Wallace  Geiger  and  their  three  children 
at  Orsay  where  Wallace  is  director  of 
TEAM  in  France.  On  their  premises 
are  the  mission  office,  church,  Sunday 
School,  and  room  for  home  Bible 
Clubs  and  full  youth  program.  Our 
host  went  with  us  to  the  Royal  Palace 
in  Versailles,  built  by  Louis  XIV;  to 
Paris  where  we  went  up  into  the  Eifel 
Tower;  to  the  Museum  of  Humanities 
with  many  fountains;  and  to  the  Tomb 
of  Napoleon.  Notre  Dame  Cathedral  in 
Paris  was  huge  and  spacious  and  better 
lighted  than  most  of  the  cathedrals.  A 
group  of  tourists  sang  a  lovely  musical 
selection  while  we  were  there  which 
was  impressive  and  which  lent  a  dif- 
ferent atmosphere  from  all  of  the 
silent  cathedrals  we  had  entered. 

We  returned  again  to  Macon  for  the 
midweek  Bible  study  at  the  Juliens  on 
the  last  day  of  June.  A  fine  group  of 
French  people  and  some  from  the 
States  including  a  few  from  Grace  Col- 
lege were  there.  This  fellowship  was  an 
inspiration  and  the  last  meeting  in  the 
Julien's  home  for  the  summer  since 
work  in  July  and  August  centers  at  the 
Chateau  de  St.  Albain.  At  the  Chateau 
we  stayed  two  nights  this  time,  picked 
up  our  mail  and  visited  with  the  mis- 


sionaries and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  George  Peek 
who  were  passing  through  on  their 
world  missionary  tour.  At  two  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  of  July  2  we  said 
good-bye  to  our  Brethren  missionaries 
and  other  friends. 

We  drove  for  two  and  a  half  hours 
viewing  beautiful  mountains  to  reach 
our  last  Grace  alumni  family,  Henri 
and  Alice  Bryant,  at  the  Unevangelized 
Fields  Mission's  Centre  Biblique  at 
Geovresset  near  Oyonnax.  This  stop 
was  only  about  an  hour  and  a-half 
drive  from  Geneva,  Switzerland,  and 
the  plan  was  for  us  to  have  dinner  and 
stay  overnight.  Although  all  of  our  six 
months  of  travel  went  as  smoothly  as 
we  had  planned,  the  Lord  had  other 
plans  for  us  the  next  six  months. 

Have  you  ever  planned  for  dinner 
guests  to  come  and  to  stay  all  night, 
but  doctor's  orders  required  them  to 
remain  two  and  a  half  months?  Or, 
have  you  ever  planned  to  have  dinner 
and  an  overnight  visit  with  friends  and 
find  that  doctor's  orders  grounded  you 
to  stay  where  you  were  for  two  and 
a  half  months?  Yes,  this  happened  to 
our  hosts  and  to  us,  their  guests.  Our 
four  weeks  of  travel  through  Switzer- 
land, Austria,  and  Germany  were  can- 
celed as  well  as  plans  to  return  home 
by  August  1.  But,  at  another  time  we 
will  share  with  you  God's  gracious  pro- 
vision for  us  in  France  during  a  period 
of  severe  crisis.  Through  this  whole 
time  the  joy  of  being  with  our  Grace 
alumni  serving  the  Lord  in  France  was 
a  pleasant  memory,  a  frequent  encour- 
agement, and  a  source  of  challenge.

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Contentment  vs.  Contention 


Produce  Your  Cause 


By  Althea  Miller 


Join  me  in  a  personal  survey  of  a 
couple  attitudes  toward  life  as  we  live 
it,  and  life  as  it  should  be  lived.  Be  as 
honest  and  objective  as  you  know  you 
should  be.  Ready? 

Take  time  today  to  contemplate 
the  subjects  of  contentment  and  con- 
tention as  these  affect  your  inter- 
change with  the  world.  Do  you  know 
from  the  dictionary,  or  from  experi- 
ence, or  both,  what  the  words  mean? 

CONTENTMENT  and  CON- 
TENTION and  how  your  personahty 
responds  to  them  or  is  altered  by  them 
are  concepts  little  understood  in  a 
world  which  lives  separated  from  God. 
No  Christian  should  go  through  hfe 
unaware  of  their  tremendous  impact. 

What  is  contentment?  Am  I  a  con- 
tented person  in  the  areas  of  exchange 
with  others  where  it  counts  the  most? 
What  does  it  take  to  give  me  any  sense 
of  contentment?  Things?  or  people 
kowtowing  to  me  no  matter  what  my 
demands?  To  be  content  must  I  be 
satisfied  with  aU  of  life  as  it  is  with  no 
desire  for  change? 

As  for  contention,  I  honestly  don't 
know  if  I  am  a  contentious  person. 
What  are  the  vital  signs  of  contention 
so  I  can  both  recognize  and  combat  its 
force?  Does  the  Bible  have  anything  to 
say  about  these  life  postures? 

To  answer  the  last  question  first- 
Yes,  God  deals  with  all  our  life  atti- 
tudes thoroughly,  if  for  no  other  rea- 
son than  that  He  wants  His  people  to 
be  completely  whole.  Once  the  human 
spirit  is  reborn,  the  way  is  open  for 
God  to  invade  every  part  of  man's 
being  and  make  him  whole. 

By  its  very  nature,  it  must  be  clear 
that  contention  and  contentment  are 
not  synonymous.  The  contentious  per- 
son runs  angry,  usually  against  persons 
or  systems,  rarely  against  self.  Until 
one  is  angry  enough  at  sin  in  his  own 
hfe  to  repudiate  it,  to  get  victory  over 
it,  he  will  be  in  no  respect  able  or  fit 
to  judge  sin  in  another  without  being 
contentious.  Thus,  contention  be- 
comes a  vortex,  sucking  its  victims 
ever  deeper  into  the  blackness  of  un- 


righteousness. How  many  times  today 
have  you  been  contentious? 

For  all  the  negatives  connected 
with  contention,  there  is  one  Biblical 
command  to  contend  for  something. 
Take  a  long,  hard  look  at  Jude,  verse 
3.  Live  positively,  obediently  with  it 
and  the  vitality  of  your  witness  will 
come  alive.  ".  .  .  earnestly  contend  for 
the  faith  which  was  once  delivered 
unto  the  saints."  A  simple  dictionary 
definition  plainly  tells  how  one  can 
contend    without   being    contentious. 

It  is  not  for  us  mortals  to  defend 
the  faith;  indeed,  it  needs  no  defense. 
Rather  than  defense,  the  Book  and  our 
faith  demand  a  declaration  of  truth 
and  power  by  the  daily  walk  of  the 
saints  with  the  Lord  of  glory.  To  con- 
tend for  the  faith  is  to  stand  for  it 
without  apology,  with  no  equivo- 
cation, but  with  all  godly  love  for  the 
one  who  doesn't  know  our  precious 
Saviour.  Argument,  for  the  sake  of 
proving  another  wrong  is  contentious 
and  has  no  rightful  place  among  the 
hfe  attitudes  of  God's  child.  Conten- 
tion is  devastating  among  believers  and 
unbelievers  alike. 

Bibhcal  exhortations  abound  telling 
us  wherein  to  be  content,  and  why. 
Space  permits  us  to  look  at  only  two 
which  meet  us  at  the  place  of  our 
greatest  physical,  emotional,  spiritual 
need.  (Remember?  God  is  concerned 
with  making  us  whole.)  "But  godliness 
with  contentment  is  great  gain.  For  we 
brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it 
is  certain  we  can  carry  nothing  out. 
And  having  food  and  raiment  let  us  be 
therewith  content"  (I  Tim.  6:6-8). 
"Not  that  I  speak  in  respect  of  want: 
for  I  have  learned,  in  whatsoever  state 
I  am,  therewith  to  be  content"  (Phil. 
4:11). 

Our  world  is  caught  up  in  the  vice- 
like grip  of  a  terrible  paradox;  want, 
misery,  unmitigated  suffering  in  the 
face  of  unprecedented  affluence  and 
unbelievably  arrogant  waste.  What  in 
our  wildest  imaginations  were  once 
considered  impossible  luxuries  are  now 
considered  necessities,  often  used  (mis- 


used?) to  satisfy  the  greed  and  lust  of 
men.  The  scary  part  of  this  is  that 
Christians  are  being  trapped  by  the 
same  false  standards,  while  many  of 
their  kids  are  trying  to  find  content- 
ment by  rejecting  even  the  construc- 
tive  good    their  forbearers  achieved. 

From  what  Paul  wrote  to  the 
Philippians  it  is  evident  that  a  con- 
tented posture  doesn't  come  naturally. 
When  he  said  "I  have  learned  .  .  ."  he 
indicated  that  contentment  has  to  be 
worked  at.  It  is  not  a  passive  state.  It 
has  to  be  learned.  In  his  sinful  condi- 
tion, man  is  neither  interested  in  nor 
able  to  learn  what  are  the  depths  and 
riches  of  contentment.  He  simply  must 
have  help.  Where  can  he  get  it?  Only 
by  an  on-going  learning  process  after 
he  knows  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and 
Lord.  There  are  no  gimmicks  or  short- 
cuts. 

You  mean  I  should  be  content  with 
self  in  all  situations,  productive  or 
not?  Never!  There  is  no  contentment 
in  sin.  But  with  daily  cleansing  by  con- 
fession to  the  Father  and  by  the  Word, 
the  believer,  like  Paul,  must  "forget" 
the  past  with  all  its  failures  and  tri- 
umphs, then  keep  moving.  No  sitting 
in  smugness  here.  Press  on  toward  that 
prize  in  Christ  Jesus.  Therein  lies  con- 
tentment.

Let  me  be  one  of  the  first  to  con- 
gratulate you  on  your  editorial  in  the 
Herald-5-\2-12  (Bumper  Stickers). 
Finally  a  voice  is  being  raised  to  return 
us  to  some  sense  in  interpreting  the 
Christian  life.

Buses  Are  Not 
All  Baptist

Possibly,  just  possibly  it  has  never 
occurred  to  you  that  buses  have  de- 
nominational affiliations.  In  fact,  the 
thought  of  any  type  of  personal  feel- 
ing and  loyalty  a  bus  might  have,  may 
be  foreign  to  your  thinking.  I  have 
always  given  some  thought  to  a  bus  as 
being  something  extra  special.  For 
years,  if  I  thought  .  . .  bus— I  thought 
.  .  .  Greyhound.  My  memory  as  a 
child  of  these  monsters  was  that  of 
great  dragons  snorting  forth  huge 
amounts  of  smoke  which  mingled  with 
the  rather  heavy  smell  of  the  rubber 
companies  of  the  "Tire  Capital  of  the 
World"  (Akron,  Ohio).  The  two  odors 
seemed  to  vie  with  each  other  for  su- 
premacy. 

I  never  had  the  privilege  (and  trials) 
of  school  bus  transportation.  Since  I 
always  lived  near  a  school;  I  walked 
each  day.  How  I  would  envy  those 
kids  who  crammed  into  the  bus  and 
enjoyed  the  bouncing,  bruising  ride  to 
and  from  school  in  a  big  yellow  bus! 
Later,  I  was  to  learn  it  was  not  as 
glamorous  as  it  looked.  Maybe  I  was 
blessed  rather  than  deprived  as  I  had 
imagined. 

Then,  I  remember  in  my  educa- 
tional processes  a  rather  startUng  fact. 
When  old  school  buses  get  tired;  they 
are  retired.  They  go  from  a  five-day 
schedule  in  the  local  school  system  to 
a  one-day-a-week  run  at  the  local  Bap- 
tist church.  The  lettering  is  changed, 
and  now  they  are  Baptists.  Their  mis- 
sion in  the  latter  days  is  more  noble 
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than  in  former  years  of  youth.  They 
are  now  hauling  people  to  hear  about 
God.  Though  the  paint  does  not  have 
the  former  brilUance,  or  the  seats  their 
former  firmness,  and  they  look  out  at 
the  world  through  sU^tly  cracked 
windshields— they  can  smile.  They 
have  a  right  to  be  proud— they  are 
working  for  the  Lord  and  the  local 
Baptist  congregation.  A  just  reward  for 
years  of  service. 

But  one  day  someone  asked  a  ques- 
tion. Who  asked?  No  one  really  knows. 
But  the  question  was:  "Are  all  retired 
buses  Baptist?"  There  must  have  been 
some  hesitation  before  the  reply  came. 
But  when  it  came  it  was  profound, 
"You  know,  I  never  thought  about  it 
before.  No,  I  don't  think  that  buses 
are  restricted  to  any  denominational 
affiliation."  Then  the  thought  flicked 
through  .  . .  would  it  be  possible  for  a 
church  who  had  the  vision  and  deter- 
mination to  get  a  retired  bus?  If  this 
proved  feasible,  a  bus  could  be  used  to 
bring  people  to  church  and  Sunday 
School.  A  miracle  happened.  Some 
buses  are  now  Brethren.  They  are 
combing  neighborhoods,  picking  up 
children  and  adults,  and  depositing 
them  at  the  front  door  of  Brethren 
churches  where  they  hear  about  God. 

I  will  not  dwell  on  the  problems  of 
worn  tires,  dead  batteries,  lights  that 
won't  light,  torn  seats,  and  leaky  radi- 
ators. These  are  part  of  the  real  world 
of  busing.  No,  what  I  would  rather 
dwell  upon  is  the  real  heart  of  busing. 


The  heart  of  the  church  is  her  desire  to 
reach  more  people  for  God.  This  is 
what  it's  all  about.  It  is  a  desire  to 
share  the  truth  of  Jesus  Christ- know- 
ing it  is  never  easy  to  do— knowing  it 
will  require  sacrifice  to  accomplish  the 
task.  The  winning  compulsion  sees  be- 
yond the  problems  and  looks  for  the 
glories  of  what  can  be  done  if  people 
want  to  reach  others  for  Jesus  Christ. 

You  will  have  some  optimistic  (?) 
people  who  can  tell  you  all  of  the 
problems  you  wall  meet  before  you 
meet  them.  It  is  best  to  keep  them  on 
committees  together.  Be  sure  they 
meet  each  week  to  discuss  the  prob- 
lems until  they  are  all  worked  out 
(both  the  problems  and  the  people). 
While  this  Problem  Solving  Committee 
is  meeting,  take  the  workers  who  are 
Doers  and  put  them  in  the  field  visit- 
ing. Put  some  other  Doers  on  the 
bus-the  Brethren  Bus— and  let  them 
drive,  fix,  pray  over,  and  haul  people 
to  Jesus  Christ  and  the  local  Brethren 
church. 

Be  comforted,  when  the  church  fills 
up  and  you  wonder  where  you  can  put 
the  next  bus  load:  Get  a  committee  to 
work  on  the  problem.  Call  on  the 
Problem  Solving  Committee,  they  can 
give  you  ten  quick  reasons  why  you 
can't  expand  at  this  time!  Please  resist 
the  temptation  to  run  over  them  in 
your  haste  to  meet  the  crisis.  Just  keep 
enlarging  the  vision.  It's  great. 


To  keep  pace  with  the  rise  in 

attendance,  a  new  building  has 

been  planned  for  Davenport, 

Iowa.

Pheasants,  corn  and  trout  are 
among  the  largest  assets  of  Iowa.  But 
the  greatest  asset  is  her  people.  The 
largest  share  of  Iowa's  two  and  one- 
half  million  people  live  in  rural  areas. 
Davenport  has  a  growing  population  of 
a  little  over  one  hundred  thousand. 
With  twenty-seven  parks  and  recre- 
ational facilities,  ranging  all  the  way 
from  a  ski  lift  to  a  children's  zoo,  and 
a  unique  location  on  the  banks  of  the 
Mississippi,  this  city  is  a  hub  of  activi- 
ty- 
Due  to  the  need  of  a  Brethren  testi- 
mony in  this  "Quint  Cities"  area,  of 
which  Davenport  is  the  largest,  the 
work  was  prayerfully  begun.  We  long 


for  the  time  when  other  Brethren 
works  can  be  started  in  the  other  cities 
composing  this  metropolitan  area- 
Bettendorf,  Iowa;  Rock  Island,  East 
Moline  and  Mphne  all  being  Illinois 
cities.  As  of  dedication  day.  May 
1962,  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Davenport  had  its  first  building.  With 
an  increase  in  attendance  it  became 
necessary  to  purchase  two  mobile 
home  units  for  needed  Sunday  School 
classes.  These  two  units  sit  to  the  east 
of  the  building  and  house  seven 
classes. 

As  many  new  prospective  members 
have  been  added  by  birth,  a  wall  sepa- 
rating our  nursery  from  a  classroom 
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had  to  come  down.  The  loss  of  this 
class  space  has  caused  some  diffi- 
culties, but  the  Lord  has  given  grace  to 
endure  crowded  conditions. 

A  quick  glance  over  the  church's 
fourteen-year  history  has  revealed 
many  things.  But  one  that  stands  out 
is  the  fact  that  you  can  reach  a  peak  in 
attendance,  then  if  the  facilities  are  in- 
adequate-on  the  other  side  of  the 
peak  is  the  valley.  With  this  as  a  back- 
ground, our  congregation  has  worked 
hand  in  hand  with  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  to  solve  the  problem. 
The  Lord  has  led  in  the  direction  of  a 
new  building  with  a  new  location  only 
(Continued  on  page  6j 
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one  and  eight-tenth  miles  west  of  our 
present  one. 

Ralph  Hall  and  the  Brethren  Archi- 
tectural Service  have  designed  a  beauti- 
ful and  functional  building  for  us. 
Praise  the  Lord  for  available  funds 
through  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation.  Without  this  assistance  it 
would  be  impossible  to  put  up  a 
$11 5,000  building. 

Our  prayers  are  centered  in  God's 
will  toward  the  end  that  this  new  forty 
by  eighty  foot  building  might  always 
be  used  as  a  means  for  the  evangelism 
of  lost  souls  and  the  training  of  dis- 
ciples for  Christ.  Disciples  who  will 
carry  a  Brethren  testimony  to  the 
other  four  cities  in  our  area. 

Feeling  very  strongly  that  the  Lord 
has  given  us  some  talented  youth,  we 
want  them  to  pursue  these  talents  as 


they  serve  Him.  Pursuing  this  program, 
we  had  the  Brethren  Architectural  Ser- 
vice design  a  youth  room  on  the  lower 
level.  This  will  be  used  as  their  Sunday 
School  classroom,  social  hall,  and 
prayer  chapel.  We  feel  very  sure  this 
will  aid  in  the  training  program  of  our 
youth. 

On  May  10,  1973,  many  prayers  re- 
ceived legs  as  the  congregation  and 
visitors  viatnessed  the  breaking  of 
ground  for  this  new  building.  The  in- 
vocation was  given  by  Rev.  Gilbert 
Gilgan,  pastor  of  the  Cedar  Rapids 
Grace  Brethren  Church;  an  appropriate 
challenge  was  received  by  all  as  Rev. 
Vernon  Schrock,  a  member  of  the 
home-mission  board,  brought  the 
message  for  the  occasion.  Mr.  Walt 
Cochran  and  sons  provided  a  special 
instrumental  number  with  Mr.  Dean 
Worthington,  area  Child  Evangelism 
director,  leading  in  the  benediction.

Rev.  John  S.  Neely  and  his  wife, 
Sally,  have  resigned  from  the  Jewish 
Mission  field  of  the  Philadelphia  area 
and  will  be  returning  to  the  pastorate 
and  mission  field  of  Mansfield,  Ohio. 
The  Neelys  have  phased  out  their 
specialized  ministry  to  the  Jews.  And 
on  July  1  John  will  start  his  new  min- 
istry as  pastor  at  the  Woodville  Grace 
Brethren  Church,  Mansfield,  Ohio. 

After  graduation  from  Grace  Semi- 
nary in  1950  the  Neelys  served  in  the 
pastorate  until  1967.  In  September  of 
1967  John  and  Sally  became  answers 
to  our  years  of  praying  for  additional 
help  in  our  Brethren  Messianic  Testi- 
mony. At  this  time  the  Jewish  work 
was  located  on  the  West  Coast  in  the 
Fairfax  area  of  Los  Angeles.  The 
Neelys  (in  1970)  again  became  the  an- 
swer to  our  prayers  for  an  extension  of 
this  particular  ministry  to  the  East 
Coast.  They  have  since  been  serving  as 
our  missionaries  to  the  Jews  in  the 
Philadelphia  area. 

It  is  understandable  how  a  man 
with  a  pastor's  heart  would  desire  to 
return  to  the  pastorate.  Especially 
after  having  spent  seventeen  years  in 
the  ministry.  However,  we  must  now 
renew  an  urgent  prayer  for  more  "mis- 
sionaries to  the  Jews." 


God  has  blessed  the  work  with  the 
Jewish  people  in  a  very  wonderful 
way.  Designated  funds  have  always 
been  adequate  to  meet  the  financial 
need,  even  in  the  expanded  ministry  to 
the  eastern  section  of  the  country.  But 
as  has  been  observed,  it  takes  more 
than  money  for  missions  ...  it  takes 
men  also.  So  the  number  one  request 
is  for  missionaries.  Then  continue  to 
pray  for  contacts  that  have  been  made 
with  Jewish  people  by  the  Neelys.  The 
majority  of  these  are  available  to  local 
churches,  and  the  churches  will  need 
to  show  some  follow-up  concern.  This 
ministry  in  the  East  was  a  training  pro- 
gram for  local  laymen  and  pastors.  It 
was  designed  to  assist  the  local  church 
in  its  witness  to  Jews. 

The  mission  field  may  be  different, 
but  the  mission  is  the  same— reaching 
lost  humanity.  The  Neelys  will  always 
have  a  love  in  their  hearts  for  the 
Jew— and  there  are  Jews  in  Mansfield, 
Ohio. 

Thank  you,  John  and  Sally,  for  six 
years  of  hard  labor  in  Jewish  Missions. 
May  your  return  to  the  pastorate  be 
more  rewarding  because  of  your  faith- 
ful service  with  God's  Chosen  People.

Undoubtedly  you  have  read  of  the  mounting  tide  of 
opposition  from  religious  Jewish  circles  against  the  evangeli- 
cal outreach  to  our  Jewish  friends.  Particularly  singled  out 
are  those  young  completed  Hebrews  in  Christ  known  as 
"Jews  for  Jesus." 

Evangelism  to  those  in  Israel  will  continue  to  go  on. 
Jewish  souls  will  be  saved.  And  even  the  efforts  of  those 
leaders  in  Judaism  to  withstand  our  witness  may  boomer- 
ang to  the  enhancing  of  our  outreach.  What  we  need  today 
is  not  only  "Jews  for  Jesus"  but  generally  "Believers  for 
Jesus."  Gentiles  who  have  come  to  know  Christ  and  who 
are  willing  to  join  completed  Jews  in  reaching  out  "to  every 
creature"  for  whom  Christ  died!  Sally  and  I  are  concerned 
that  young  Jewish  people  will  be  reached  for  Christ  by 
those  in  our  Brethren  churches— especially  by  those  on  col- 
lege campuses.  We  have  said  this  before  and  now  we  are 


saying  it  again! 

Because  of  this  desire,  you  can  imagine  our  delight  when 
we  received  a  letter  from  a  young  man  who  visited  our 
mission  in  Los  Angeles  several  years  back.  Carl  Conli,  from 
our  Temple  City  Grace  Brethren  Church,  is  very  special  to 
us— so  much  that  we  call  him  "one  of  our  boys."  He  is 
deeply  interested  in  souls-including  our  Jewish  friends.  Let 
us  share  his  letter  in  part  with  you. 

Dear  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Neely, 

I've  wanted  to  write  you  and  have  thought  about 
you  so  often.  Now  that  I've  finished  all  of  the  study- 
ing I'll  do  tonight,  I  have  to  write  before  I  hit  the 
sack.  This  letter  is  LONG  overdue! 

First  of  all,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  sending  me 
Witnessing  to  the  Jews.  It  was  very  helpful  to  me  in 
my  encounters  with  Jews.  It  is  a  good  source  of  infor- 
mation. I  have  one  very  close  friend  who  is  a  Jewess.  I 
have  found  the  answers  to  many  questions  that  she 
has  asked  in  this  book.  It's  really  difficult  to  get  her 
to  understand  about  Christ,  especially  since  she 
doesn't  know  much  about  the  Old  Testament.  She 
does,  however,  have  a  strong  belief  in  God  but  j 
doesn't  realize  that  God  wants  us  to  have  a  personal  I 
relationship  with  His  Son.  I've  shown  her  Scriptures  ' 
from  Isaiah  and  Daniel  and  then  showed  her  the  ful- 
filled prophecy  in  the  New  Testament.  She  insists 
that  I  must  be  interpreting  the  Old  Testament  incor- 
rectly .  .  .  but  she  can't  figure  out  my  "mistakes." 
Another  reason  she  has  for  not  accepting  Christ  is 
that  "it  would  kill  my  mother."  We  have  some 
mutual  friends  that  accepted  Christ  last  year.  She  has 
seen  many  changes  in  their  lives,  but  she  always  tells

me  what  is  wrong  with  certain  things  they  say  or  do. 
I've  given  her  tracts  for  Jews  to  read.  .  .  . 

Carl  goes  on  to  say  that  he  had  given  C—  a  list  of  Old 
Testament  prophecies  and  how  they  are  shown  as  fulfilled 
in  the  New  Testament.  C—  promised  to  check  them  out  if 
she  ever  got  the  time,  but  indicated  she  was  awfully  busy. 
We  heard  something  like  that  recently  from  a  young  gas 
station  attendant,  apparently  a  Gentile,  who  refused  a  tract 
from  us  because  he  did  not  have  time  to  read  it.  Isn't  it  too 
bad  to  get  so  busy  one  neglects  the  most  important  decision 
he  or  she  will  ever  have  to  make?  And  isn't  it  just  as  bad 
when  we  believers  get  so  busy  we  neglect  to  witness  in 
order  that  a  Jewish  or  Gentile  person  might  make  that  de- 
cision! I  am  so  glad  that  Carl  is  one  of  the  "Believers  for 
Jesus"  who,  in  spite  of  his  busy  schedule,  still  takes  time  to 
reach  souls  for  His  Lord,  especially  a  young  Jewess  named 
C-.  Carl  continues: 

...  I  am  continually  on  guard  to  keep  from  push- 
ing her  too  much  and  possibly  turning  her  off,  but  I 
am  still  slugging  away  at  it!  With  Christ's  help,  she 
may  someday  accept  Him  as  Lord  and  Saviour.  Please 
pray  for  C—  ...  . 


As  you  can  see,  this  young  man  shows  much  wisdom  in  his 
witnessing. 

Then  Carl,  as  he  nears  the  end  of  his  letter,  reveals  again 
his  deep  interest  in  our  Jewish  friends: 

Last  summer,  Roy  and  I  drove  to  Miami  Beach  to 
visit  our  aunt.  .  .  You  two  shouldn't  be  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. You  should  go  to  Miami  Beach.  Jews  every- 
where! Well,  I  enjoyed  it  so  much  that  I'm  planning 
to  Hve  with  my  aunt  next  summer  and  work  for  a  vet. 
What  opportunities  I'll  have  to  witness.  Any  sugges- 
tions? I  have  one.  PRAY  for  me!  .  . . 

And  the  letter  is  signed.

Now  wasn't  this  a  wonderful  letter  to  receive  from  a 
young  college  man?  We  trust  you  have  been  refreshed  by  it, 
as  we  were.

MiDistry 
Continues 

By  Lester  E.  Pifer 


The  church  growth  in  the  Book  of 
Acts  is  astounding  in  the  midst  of  a 
largely  pagan  society.  The  dynamic 
thrust  with  which  the  Gospel  pene- 
trated new  communities,  establishing 
testimony  after  testimony,  has  long 
been  the  ideal  example  for  the  church 
of  today.  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  has  tried  to  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  the  Early  Church  in  its  ex- 
panding program  to  evangelize  our 
homeland  and  to  establish  Bible- 
believing  Brethren  churches  across 
America. 

Why  did  the  Early  Church  move 
forward  with  such  aggressiveness,  zeal, 
boldness  and  success?  There  are  some 
basic  principles  that  must  be  reviewed 
for  a  clear  understanding  of  what  took 
place. 

First,  it  was  God's  program  that  His 
church  should  become  a  living  testi- 
mony and  demonstration  of  His  work 
in  the  hearts  of  men  on  earth.  ".  .  .  to 
make  all  men  see  what  is  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  mystery  ...  be  known  by 
the  church  the  manifold  wisdom  of 
God  .  .  .  the  eternal  purpose  which  he 
purposed  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord" 
(Eph.  3:9-11). 

Second,  according  to  God's  plan, 
Jesus  the  divine  Son  of  God  was  to 
become  the  dynamic  Head  of  that 
growing  organism,  the  church.  ".  .  .  he 
is  the  head  of  the  body,  the  church 
.  .  .  For  it  pleased  the  Father  that  in 


him  should  all  fullness  dwell"  (read 
Col.   1:17-19  cf  Eph.  1:22-23;  5:23). 

Third,  do  not  underestimate  the 
divine  example  set  by  Jesus  Christ  as 
He  ministered  among  the  multitudes. 
".  .  .  Jesus  went  about  all  the  cities 
and  villages,  teaching  .  .  .  preaching 
.  .  .  healing  .  .  .  among  the  people. 
...  he  saw  the  multitudes,  was  moved 
with  compassion  on  them  .  .  .  saith 
.  .  .  The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but 
the  labourers  are  few"  (Matt. 
9:35-38).  As  under  shepherds  of  the 
local  flock  of  God,  we  ministers  of  the 
Gospel  would  do  well  to  carefully  ex- 
amine and  follow  the  divine  example 
laid  down  by  our  Saviour. 

Fourth,  our  Saviour  determined, 
planned  and  involved  the  laity  to  ex- 
pand the  Christian  witness  in  establish- 
ing His  church  on  earth.  Jesus  said, 
"...  I   will   build  my   church  .  .  .  and 


the  gates  [powers]  of  hell  shall  not 
prevail  against  it"  (Matt.  16:18).  His 
first  instruction  to  His  new  followers 
were  ".  .  .  Come  ye  after  me,  and  I  will 
make  you  to  become  fishers  of  men" 
(Mark  1:17).  His  last  instructions  on 
this  earth  to  His  disciples  were,  "But 
ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the 
Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you:  and  ye 
shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in 
Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judaea,  and  in 
Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  earth"  (Acts  1:8). 

Fifth,  the  New  Testament  clearly 
outlines  the  responsibility  of  the  laity 
to  follow  the  example  and  teaching  of 
the  spiritual  leader  in  the  church.  Dr. 
Taylor  has  paraphrased  it  in  Living 
Letters:  "Some  of  us  have  been  given 
special  ability  as  apostles;  to  others  He 
has  given  the  gift  of  being  able  to 
preach  well;  some  have  special  ability 
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in  winning  people  to  Christ,  helping 
them  to  trust  Him  as  their  Saviour 
.  .  ."  (Eph.  4:11,  Living  Letters).  The 
pastor,  possessing  the  gift  to  teach  and 
motivate  people,  must  now  set  the 
pace  by  example  as  did  our  Saviour. 
There  must  be  set  in  order  a  plan  and 
program  to  involve  all  to  bear  a  wit- 
ness for  Christ. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
dl,  seeing  the  need  for  greater  involve- 
ment in  this  area  of  the  ministry, 
:alled  Ron  and  La  Dona  Picard  as 
visitation  evangelists  for  a  three-year 


term.  Since  the  Picard  children  would 
be  ready  for  school,  a  terminus  had  to 
be  placed  upon  the  ministry.  Ron  and 
La  Dona,  trained  at  Moody  Bible  In- 
stitute, were  already  involved  in  lay 
evangelism.  Being  skilled  in  the  tech- 
niques of  personal  soul-winning,  door- 
to-door  visitation,  and  training  the 
laity,  they  began  their  three-year  stint 
in  home-mission  churches. 

In  the  Picard  meetings,  pastor  and 
people  are  challenged  and  motivated 
to  reach  the  lost  of  the  community. 
Testimonies  have  come  from  all  over 
this  nation  indicating  God's  blessing 
upon  the  program. 

"I  feel  even  more  that  Ron's  contri- 
bution to  the  ministry  of  Home  Mis- 
sions is  the  most  significant  to  come 
along  in  a  great  while.  This  is  not  to 
play  down  the  importance  of  the  other 
things  we  are  doing,  but  soul-winning 
gives  the  rest  of  these  things  an  added 
meaning  and  importance.  I'm  getting 
this  about  sixteen  years  later  than  I 
could  have  used  it.  I  hope  to  make  up 
for  lost  time!" 


"The  program  is  first-rate.  Re- 
sponse of  our  people,  especially  the 
college  age  and  high  school,  was  great 
and  we  look  forward  to  a  continuation 
of  soul-winning  visitation." 

"Ron's  experience  as  a  salesman 
makes  it  possible  for  him  to  point  out 
techniques,  common  to  all  encounters, 
that  really  work.  That  is,  sitting  on  the 
edge  of  your  chair  when  speaking  to 
somebody,  getting  the  person  com- 
mitted to  listening  to  you,  common 
courtesies  in  the  home,  right  hours  to 
call,  and  many  more.  The  unity  be- 
tween Ron  and  his  wife  in  the  work  of 
soul-winning  is  a  good  feature  for 
every  couple  to  see." 

"This  has  been  the  greatest  thing 
that  has  ever  been  used  of  the  Lord  to 
motivate  and  concern  me  with  the 
ministry  of  personal  evangelism." 

No    program    reaching    into    the 
devil's  territory  will  always  go  smooth- 
ly. There  were  accidents  with  the  trail- 
er, sickness,  death  of  loved  ones,  prob-

lems  of  scheduling,  weather  factors, 
and  lack  of  interest  and  cooperation  in 
a  few  points.  Nor  was  it  a  pleasant 
thing  for  the  Picards  to  be  cooped  up 
with  their  "young  Injuns"  in  a  trailer, 
moving  every  three  weeks  to  a  new 
place,  new  faces  and  a  new  challenge. 
The  program  had  a  cost  factor,  too;  a 
missionary  salary  for  this  couple,  ex- 
penses in  travel,  cost  and  upkeep  of  a 
trailer.  However,  our  board  considered 
it  a  good  investment,  an  investment  in 
our  home  missionaries,  their  congre- 
gations, and  in  the  great  task  of  reach- 
ing the  harvest  field  of  our  nation. 


Only  heaven  can  reveal  the  ultimate 
results  of  this  three-year  effort.  The 
pressing  need  challenged  our  Fellow- 
ship, and  our  moderator  recommended 
special  sessions  in  soul-winning  at  the 
national  conference.  It  led  to  consider- 
ation of  an  all-out  effort  in  1973  for 
evangehsm,  which  gave  birth  to  a  total 
program  known  as  "GROW  73"-God 
Reaching  Our  World.  Pastors  have 
been  transformed  in  their  out-reach 
programs.  More  people  have  been  in- 
volved in  personal  soul-winning  and 
visitation  than  ever  before  in  our 
church.  Praise  the  Lord! 

Our  visitation  evangehsts  must  now 


cease  their  traveling  and  settle  down  in 
one  place  to  serve  Him.  The  instruc- 
tion given  in  home-mission  churches 
through  the  GROW  73  Seminars  has 
emphasized  the  importance,  the 
methods,  and  the  fruit  that  can  come 
through  personal  evangehsm  and  visita- 
tion. Now  our  evangelists  must  cease 
their  travels  among  home-mission 
fields.  But  visitafion  evangelism  in 
every  mission  point  must  continue. 
Our  thanks  to  you,  Ron  and  La  Dona, 
for  your  efforts,  your  sacrifice,  and 
your  time.  May  God  magnify  your 
talent  in  the  lives  of  many  across  this 
nation  until  our  Lord  returns.  W

President,  Grace  Schools 


I  am  always  delighted  to  Impart  in- 
formation about  Grace  Schools,  but  I 
have  learned  that  my  readers  often 
wish  I  would  write  about  some  phase 
of  God's  great  revelation  in  the  Bible. 
This  I  would  much  rather  do.  But  at 
this  time  I  think  there  are  many  who 
would  like  to  have  more  information 
about  the  school.  Especially  in  relation 
to  the  progress  we  are  making  toward 
full  accreditation  and  the  absolute  es- 
sentials for  achieving  this  goal.  There- 
fore, I  am  going  to  forego  the  pleasure 
of  discussing  the  Word  of  God. 

The  Chief  Need 

The  essential  needs  at  this  time  are 
in  the  areas  of  faculty,  facilities,  and 
furnishings.  Expansion  in  these  lines 
will  enable  the  school  to  make  the 
largest  investment  in  the  students  and 
produce  the  finest  graduates.  Having 
said  this,  it  may  not  occur  to  you  that 
there  is  only  one  means  to  the  end, 
namely,  finances.  We  can  accomplish 
almost  every  improvement  needed,  ac- 
cording to  the  recent  diagnostic  team 
from  the  North  Central  Association— if 
we  have  the  necessary  finances. 

We  need  more  teachers;  teachers 
who  have  achieved  the  highest  level  of 
advancement  in  their  educational 
preparation.  This  means  more  money. 
We  need  to  raise  the  salaries  of  our 
present  teachers.  This  means  more 
money.  We  need  to  supply  certain  ser- 
vices to  our  students  that  are  not  now 
available.  This  means  more  money.  We 
are  so  far  behind  in  our  personnel 
salary  scales  that  I  often  wonder  how 
our  staff  gets  along— to  say  nothing 
about  them  staying  with  us.  This  sad 
deficiency  in  our  pay  scale  is  clearly 
recognized  by  the  North  Central 
authorities,  and  they  have  suggested  it 
is  a  serious  weakness.  Their  thinking  is 
perfectly  clear.  Even  where  there  is 
dedication,  it  must  be  recognized  that 
there   are  degrees  of  dedication,  and 
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there  are  limitations  beyond  which 
dedication  cannot  go.  No  professor 
dares  sell  his  family  short.  So,  to  make 
ends  meet  in  this  escalating  economy, 
he  moonlights  in  order  to  pay  his  bills. 
This  means  that  he  takes  necessary 
preparation  time  away  from  his  task  of 
teaching. 

Another  discouraging  factor  is  met 
when  an  effort  is  made  to  recruit  new 
teachers.  The  low  salary  scale  turns 
them  away.  This  has  happened  quite 
recently  in  two  instances.  One  profes- 
sor with  a  Ph.D.  would  have  been  a 
great  asset  to  us.  But  when  he  looked 
at  the  salary  scale,  he  felt  that  he 
could  not  afford  to  accept  our  offer. 
Another  man  would  have  brought  to 
our  school  the  background  and  experi- 
ence of  years  in  the  Christian  Day 
School  movement.  But  his  salary  now 
exceeds  even  that  of  the  president  of 
Grace  Schools.  Consequently,  when  he 
looked  at  the  lower  salary  for  our  pro- 
fessors, he  turned  us  down. 

I  am  not  talking  about  the  salaries 
paid  to  teachers  in  state  schools,  nor 
to  the  upper  level  of  private  schools.  I 
am  talking  about  schools  that  fall  on 
the  level  where  Grace  College  lives. 
Frankly,  there  must  be  some  radical 
changes  made  in  this  area. 

But  this  is  not  the  only  area  where 
we  fall  short  because  of  hmited  funds. 
Our  library  is  vastly  in  arrears  because 
of  insufficient  funds.  We  ought  to  be 
putting  into  our  library  from  $50,000 
to  $100,000  annually  for  the  next 
several  years.  This  is  a  paltry  sum  and 
represents  few  books  in  a  day  when 
the  cost  of  books  has  skyrocketed. 

In  fact,  there  is  almost  no  place  you 
can  look  in  the  operation  of  this 
school  that  does  not  need  things  which 
require  an  abundant  outlay  of  funds. 
This  is  pinpointed  because  we  have 
elected  to  run  a  liberal  arts  college  and 
to  run  one  that  operates  on  the  full 
accreditation  level. 
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Walk-A-Thon-A  Great  Success 

I  want  to  highly  commend  the  stu- 
dents and  those  who  joined  them  in 
this  venture.  It  appears  now  that  this 
effort  will  bring  in  something  over 
$20,000.  This  will  be  a  great  help  to 
the  school  in  its  present  financial  strin- 
gency. But  more  will  be  needed  to  en- 
able the  school  to  end  the  fiscal  year 
in  the  black. 

The  loss  of  students  last  fall  and  at 
the  beginning  of  the  second  semester 
took  a  tremendous  toll.  To  safeguard 
the  school,  it  was  necessary  to  cut 
back  on  the  budget  in  areas  where 
there  was  pressing  need.  And  even  this 
cutback  was  not  enough  to  balance 
out.  Though  the  gift  income  this  year 
has  been  slightly  better  than  last,  there 
is  still  not  enough  money  to  meet  even 
the  drastically  reduced  budget. 

Anything  we  fail  to  meet  in  this 
fiscal  year  must  be  carried  over  to  the 
next,  and  that  only  adds  to  the  finan- 
cial burdens  for  the  coming  year.  And, 
quite  frankly,  the  coming  year  has  its 
own  problems.  Could  you  help  us 
meet  our  present  needs? 

Real  Test  Will  Come 

Admissions  in  both  the  college  and 
seminary  are  good  for  this  coming 
year.  In  fact,  they  are  the  best  we  have 
ever  had.  This  is  a  real  encouragement. 
But  we  hesitate  to  rest  too  heavily  on 
the  records  as  of  this  date.  Last  year 
the  admissions  were  good.  But  on 
registration  day  in  September,  forty 
students  did  not  show  up.  This  was  a 
real  eye-opener,  and  it  has  made  us 
hesitate  to  make  rash  predictions. 

Costs  have  gone  up  and  are  still 
climbing,  and  this  could  change  the 
whole  picture.  As  of  this  writing,  we 
are  able  to  announce  that  the  Federal 
Government  has  passed  into  law,  with 
the  approval  of  the  President,  all  the 
present  student-aid  programs,  and  has 


even  added  another.  This  should  en- 
courage students  to  make  the  effort  to 
get  into  college.  From  this  source,  at 
least  for  the  coming  year,  there  will  be 
limited  assistance  for  students. 

But  other  factors  may  loom  large  in 
the  minds  of  both  the  students  and 
their  parents.  We  do  hope  there  will  be 
a  concerted  effort  from  every  possible 
source  to  encourage  students  to  come 
to  school. 

There  Must  Be  More  Gifts 

Gift  income  during  the  present  year 
for  current  expense  will  exceed 
$200,000.  But  for  the  coming  year 
there  is  a  need  for  $300,000.  Tuition 
and  fees  from  students  do  not  pay  the 
bill.  The  differential  will  be  even  great- 
er this  coming  year.  In  addition,  there 
is  the  progress  that  needs  to  be  made. 

Why  Have  Good 
Schools  Gone  Liberal? 

There  is  an  answer  to  this  question. 
One  of  the  influential  factors  can  be 
traced  to  the  lack  of  finances  from  the 
parent  organization  that  gave  them 
birth.  Deserted  by  the  church  that 
brought  them  into  existence,  adminis- 
trators and  directors  have  been  forced 
to  find  the  finances  elsewhere.  Too 
often  these  finances  have  had  strings 
attached  to  them  which  called  for  the 
lowering  of  doctrinal,  spiritual,  and 
moral  standards.  Before  that  happens 
to  Grace  Schools;  it  will  close  its 
doors.  But  one  of  the  first  things  the 
school  could  face  would  be  the  loss  of 
its  candidate  status.  Brethren,  let  us 
not  permit  this  to  happen. 

Where  Do  Our  Priorities  Lie? 

Recently,  I  had  the  joy  of  attending 
a  luncheon  under  the  direction  of  the 
Christian  Education  Department  of 
the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches.  It  was  chaired  by  Rev. 
Howard  Mayes  who  was  attempting  to 


reach  the  Brethren  young  men  gradu- 
ating from  Grace  Seminary  this  year. 

My  mind  went  back  over  the  years 
and  the  struggle  this  department  has 
had  to  exist.  Yet,  it  is  seeking  to  reach 
the  young  people  of  our  denomi- 
nation. Young  people  are  vastly  in  the 
majority  in  our  nation.  These  young 
people  will  be  running  this  country  to- 
morrow. Do  we  really  believe  that? 
These  young  people  are  all  we  have  to 
hand  to  the  future.  We  cannot  hand 
money  or  things  to  the  future.  The 
only  way  those  things  can  reach  the 
fiiture  is  through  people..  And  old 
people  will  not  extend  into  the  future; 
only  the  young  people  of  today  will 
reach  the  future  of  tomorrow. 

I  am  interested  in  this  because 
Grace  Schools  works  with  young 
people.  For  anything  we  hope  to  ac- 
complish; young  people  are  the  means 
to  the  end.  But  do  we  really  believe 
that?  We  say  that  we  are  for  the  salva- 
tion of  souls.  We  want  home  missions 
to  prosper.  We  make  a  great  ado  about 
foreign  missions.  But  actually  the  only 
means  to  those  ends  are  prepared 
young  people.  It  seems  to  me,  there- 
fore, that  we  ought  to  demonstrate 
more  concern  for  the  means  to  the 
end.  There  ought  to  be  a  greater  con- 
cern for  furnishing  the  Christian  Edu- 
cation Department  with  the  necessary 
finances  to  carry  on  an  effective  pro- 
gram. I  think  help  to  that  department 
would  mean  a  great  deal  to  Grace 
Schools;  and  the  overflow  would  be 
felt  in  home  missions,  foreign  mis- 
sions, the  Herald  Company,  the  local 
churches,  the  Christian  Day  Schools. 
In  fact,  there  would  be  no  end. 

Was  not  something  hke  this  in  the 
mind  of  our  Lord  when  He  said:  "The 
harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the 
labourers  are  few;  Pray  ye  therefore 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will 
send  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest" 
(Matt.  9:37-38).  «*

With  the  spotlight  shining 
on  it  at  night,  it  always  is  a  beautiful 
sight  to  see. 

The  flag  of  a  country  is  more  than  a 
piece  of  cloth  dyed  with  color.

nothing  to  contribute  that  is  better. 
They  live  from  the  fruits  of  a  demo- 
cratic society  and  yet  add  nothing  to 
it.  It  fact,  they  want  to  subtract  from 
it.  We  have  reached  the  place  in  our 
society  where  some  people  would  try 
to  make  us  feel  ashamed  of  being 
patriotic.  The  old  landmarks  are  falling 
and  when  this  happened  in  Israel  in 
ancient  days  they  had  no  guidelines 
left  to  follow.  Chaos  resulted;  just  as 
it  will  to  us  if  we  continue  to  listen  to 
the  voices  of  confusion. 

What  happened  to  the  flag?  It  is  not 
on  the  pole  where  it  belongs.  What 
happened  to  loyalty?  It  is  not  in  the 
hearts  of  many.  What  happened  to  re- 
spect for  authority  and  law?  It  seems 
to  have  yielded  to  an  attitude  of  every 
man  for  himself.  What  happened  to 
the  rights  of  the  innocent?  They  have 
been  supplanted  for  the  rights  of  the 
guilty.  Where  are  we  going?  To  an- 
archy and  chaos  if  something  does  not 
stop  the  parade. 

The  missing  flag  from  the  pole  is 
somewhat  of  a  symbol  of  our  times. 
Radical  changes  have  come  to  our 
society  leaving  us  somewhat  bewil- 
dered. The  front  cover  of  this  issue  of 


the  Herald  tells  us  what  we  need^that 
is,  a  loyalty  to  country  from  the  Chris- 
tian believer  who  places  the  Word  of 
God  in  its  proper  place.  Without  the 
Bible  and  its  indisputable  truths  telling 
us  how  to  live  with  God  in  the  heart, 
there  doesn't  seem  to  be  any  way 
back.  For  He  alone  has  the  words  of 
eternal  life,  and  if  we  do  not  follow 
Him  we  will  inevitably  choose  another 
leader.  This  will  lead  to  the  path  of 
destruction.

Rich  Port  in  Prospect 


"It's  a  nice  place  to  visit  but  I 
wouldn't  want  to  live  there."  This 
hackneyed  expression  is  seldom  voiced 
when  one  is  referring  to  the  common- 
wealth of  Puerto  Rico.  "Puerto  Rico" 
means  "rich  port"  and  this  small  but 
exciting  island  is  living  up  to  its  name 
by  demonstrating  great  progress  in  re- 
cent years.  Puerto  Ricans  are  display- 
ing extraordinary  self-confidence  in 
themselves,  justified  by  the  fact  that 
Puerto  Rico  has  one  of  the  world's 
fastest  growing  economies,  and  now 
has  the  highest  per  capita  income  in 
Latin  America. 

The  island's  national  anthem  de- 
clares that  when  Columbus  discovered 
Puerto  Rico  (Nov.  19,  1493)  he  ex- 
claimed: "This  is  the  island  I  am  look- 
ing for,  this  is  the  beautiful  island,  the 
island  of  the  sun  and  the  sea."  The 
story  may  be  apocryphal,  but  it  por- 
trays the  kind  of  feeling  that  almost 


any  tourist  might  express  when  he  sets 
his  eyes  upon  the  island  and  the  sea 
which  surrounds  it. 

The  population  of  Puerto  Rico  is 
just  under  three  million,  which  classi- 
fies it  as  one  of  the  world's  highest 
population  densities  with  approxi- 
mately eight  hundred  persons  per 
square  mUe.  Another  observation  of 
great  interest  is  that  the  population  is 
young,  sixty  percent  being  under 
twenty-five  years  of  age.  This  fact 
coupled  with  the  extensive  construc- 
tion of  new  housing  areas  in  the  San 
Juan-Bayamon  area  makes  it  very  at- 
tractive for  a  church-planting  mission- 
ary thrust  in  the  Spanish  language. 

Thirty  years  ago  Puerto  Rico  was 
known  as  the  poorhouse  of  the  Carib- 
bean. Disease  and  despair  were  the  lot 
of  most  of  her  inhabitants.  But  then 
Operation  Bootstrap  was  initiated. 
Puerto  Ricans  made  their  commitment 


to  progress,  and  Bootstrap  became  a 
byword  around  the  world.  Now  the 
island  can  boast  of  the  world's  most 
successful  example  of  capitalism  at 
work.  U.S.  capitalists  were  lured  to 
Puerto  Rico  on  the  promise  that  great 
profits  could  be  made.  The  incentive 
was  a  tax  exemption  lasting  up  to 
seventeen  years.  Since  Puerto  Rico  is  a 
commonwealth  and  thus  outside  the 
U.S.  federal  tax  system,  full  tax  ex- 
emption could  be  granted.  But  since 
Puerto  Rico  is  inside  the  U.S.  tariff 
wall,  it  had  free  access  to  the  U.S. 
market.  Even  though  Puerto  Rico 
came  under  U.S.  jurisdiction  in  1898 
and  was  designated  an  unincorporated 
territory  in  1900,  it  was  not  until  after 
1941  that  this  unique  relationship  was 
imaginatively  put  to  use  to  begin  roll- 
ing back  four  centuries  of  poverty. 

In  a  day  when  socialism  is  popular, 
it  is  well  to  take  a  lesson  from  history;

The  island  of  Puerto  Rico  can  boast  of  the  world's  most  successful 
example  of  capitalism  at  work.  Its  per  capita  yearly  income  was 
boosted  from  a  meager  $121  in  the  early  forties  to  over  $1,000 
today.  The  life  expectancy  has  risen  from  forty-six  to  seventy, 
higher  than  in  the  U.S.  But  for  all  this,  Puerto  Rico  is  not 
paradise. 


"Operation  Bootstrap  in  fact  began  as 
a  clearly  socialistic  project.  The 
government  established  a  number  of 
basic  industries  to  get  the  economy 
moving  and  provide  employment.  But 
these  industries  lost  money  from  the 
beginning,  and  government  officials, 
instead  of  dedicating  their  time  and 
energy  to  lifting  these  enterprises  from 
their  deficits,  found  themselves  end- 
lessly engaging  in  resolving  labor  dis- 
putes. Finally  in  the  early  1950s  the 
government  sold  the  industries  to 
Puerto  Rican  businessmen,  and  with 
the  money  it  set  up  offices  throughout 
the  U.S.  to  'seO'  to  U.S.  businessmen. 
Puerto  Rico  had  the  ideal  industrial 
location."  (From  ElMundo) 

Puerto  Rico  boosted  its  per  capita 
yearly  income  from  a  meager  $121  in 
the  early  forties  to  over  $1,000  today. 
Major  diseases  and  health  problems 
were  tackled  and  conquered,  raising 
life  expectancy  from  age  46  to  70 
[v^'hich,  by  the  way,  is  higher  than  in 
the  U.S.).  Illiteracy  was  widespread 
two  decades  ago;  now  it  has  been  al- 
most eradicated.  Spain  governed 
Puerto  Rico  for  four  centuries;  thus, 
the  island  is  Hispanic  in  culture  and 
Spanish  is  the  principal  language.  The 
native  Puerto  Rican  is  a  racial  blend  of 
Spanish,  Caucasian,  Negro,  and  Indian. 
With  tongue  in  cheek,  they  say  there  is 
no  racial  discrimination. 

But  for  all  of  this,  Puerto  Rico  is 
not  paradise.  A  leading  Protestant 
minister  shared  with  us  some  shocking 
statistics.  He  said  that  one  of  the  big- 
gest problems  to  Christianity  in  Puerto 
Rico  is,  as  it  is  in  the  States,  material- 
ism. Drug  addiction  is  high  and  con- 
stitutes a  serious  problem.  Alcoholism 
tias  enslaved  more  than  half  a  million 
people,  and  divorces  now  number  one 
in  every  three  marriages. 
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Also,  Puerto  Rico  was  at  one  time 
considered  a  Catholic  country  with  95 
percent  rated  as  Roman  Catholics. 
This  has  changed  considerably,  and 
now  less  than  20  percent  can  be  con- 
sidered faithful  Catholics  and  less  than 
9  percent  attend  church.  About  18 
percent  of  the  population  is  Protestant 
or  Protestant-related  with  17  percent 
average  in  church  attendance. 

But  the  most  startling  bit  of  infor- 
mation which  came  out  of  our  inter- 
view with  this  influential  Protestant 
leader  was  in  his  analysis  of  just  where 
Protestant  churches  should  place  their 
emphasis,  funds  and  energies.  He  feels 
that  there  needs  to  be  more  Christian 
social  action  in  the  areas  of  population 
explosion,  pollution,  gambHng,  and  so 
on.  If  that  is  the  emphasis  for  Protes- 
tant activity  in  Puerto  Rico,  then  this 
intensifies  the  need  for  Christian 
activity  which  emphasizes  evangelism, 
soul-winning,  and  church  planting. 


Rev.  and  Mrs.  Max  Brenneman  have 
carried  on  an  English  work  since  1959. 
During  that  time  many  valuable  con- 
tacts were  made  which  have  already 
proved  to  be  of  help  in  laying  the 
foundation  for  a  Spanish  work. 

In  early  August  Rev.  Ray  Davis  will 
finish  language  school  in  Costa  Rica 
and  leave  with  his  family  to  begin  a 
church-planting  ministry  in  a  new 
housing  area  in  the  San  Juan-Bayamon 
area  of  the  island.  For  the  first  year,  at 
least,  the  Davises  will  live  in  rented 
quarters  since  the  site  selected  for  the 
new  work  is  still  in  the  construction 
stage.  We  beheve  that  the  delay  in  en- 
tering a  permanent  location  is  of  the 
Lord,  for  during  the  year  the  Davises 
can  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
to  become  better  oriented  to  the  cus- 
toms, culture,  history,  and  spiritual 
needs  of  the  island. 

Pray  with  us  that  the  purchase  of  a 
residence  wiU  be  possible  and  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  will  prepare  the  hearts  of 
Puerto  Ricans  who  wOl  be  moving  into 
the  selected  housing  project. 

Funds  are  needed  for  a  vehicle  and 
other  equipment  in  this  beginning 
work.

■  he  missionary  program  has  always  moved  forward  oni 
the  wheels  of  prayer.  When  God's  people  pray,  God  re-i 
sponds  in  marvelous  ways. 

The  apostles  said,  "But  we  will  give  ourselves  continually 
to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  word"  (Acts  6:4).  In  I 
this  spirit,  the  early  Church  evangelized  the  Roman  Empire 
in  300  years  and  Christianity  became  the  official  religion. 
After  that,  not  too  much  was  done  for  missions  until  fairly 
recent  centuries. 

One  notable  effort  was  in  the  sixth  century  when  Pope 
Gregory  the  Great  sent  Augustine  with  forty  Benedictine 
monks  to  evangelize  the  British  Isles.  The  Venerable  Bede 
said  these  monks  served  God  "with  continual  prayers, 
watchings  and  fastings,  preaching  the  word  of  life  to  those 
whom  they  could  reach,"  and  in  fifty  years  the  seven  king- 
doms of  England  were  won  to  Christianity  and  idolatry  was 
abandoned. 

^gount  Zinzendorf  (1700-1760)  led  the  Moravians  in 
Germany  to  establish  Herrnhut  as  a  Christian  communal 
settlement.  In  1727  the  Moravians  began  'The  Hourly  In- 
tercession." One  prayed  for  an  hour  and  another  took  his 
place  and  prayed  through  the  next  hour.  Someone  was 
praying  every  hour  of  the  day  and  night  around  the  clock. 
This  continued  without  a  break  for  over  a  century.  With 
such  prayer  backing,  Moravian  missionaries  established 
bases  in  the  West  Indies,  Greenland,  India,  South  Africa, 
Guinea,  Ceylon,  and  Turkey,  and  mission  work  among  the 
Jews  was  carried  on  in  the  large  cities  of  Germany  and 
Holland. 

In  the  American  colonies,  David  Brainerd  (1718-1747) 
was  praying  and  working  mightUy  to  convert  the  American 
Indians.  On  April  18,  1742,  he  wrote  in  his  diary:  "God 
enabled  me  to  agonize  in  prayer,  that  I  was  quite  wet  with 
sweat,  though  in  the  shade  and  the  cool  wind.  My  soul  was 
drawn  out  very  much  for  the  world;  I  grasped  for  multi- 
tudes of  souls. ..."  A  revival  came,  and  on  August  8,  1745, 
he  records:  "I  stood  amazed  at  the  influence  which  seized 
the  audience  almost  universally  and  could  compare  it  to 
nothing  more  aptly  than  the  irresistible  force  of  a  mighty 
torrent,  or  swelling  deluge.  .  .  ." 

In  1723,  Robert  Millar,  a  Presbyterian  minister  in 
England,  published  a  book  in  which  he  urged  prayer  as  the 
first  of  nine  means  to  be  used  to  convert  the  heathen.  In 
1 746  a  memorial  was  sent  to  America  inviting  all  Christians 
there  to  join  in  prayer  for  the  conversion  of  the  heathen. 

England's  William  Carey  (1761-1834)  kept  a  map  of  the 
world  before  him  so  he  could  pray  for  the  heathen  nations 
as  he  cobbled  shoes.  He  went  to  India  as  a  pioneer  mission- 
ary, twelve  of  his  fellow  pastors  organizing  the  Baptist 
Missionary  Society  on  October  7,  1792,  and  agreeing  to 
"hold  the  ropes  while  he  was  down  in  the  mine." 

The  famous  "haystack  prayer  meeting"  occurred  in  the 
summer  of  1806  as  five  Williams  College  students  found 
shelter  under  a  haystack  from  a  rainstorm.  They  talked 
about  the  lost  heathen  and  then  dedicated  themselves  to 
God  to  do  something  about  it. 
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During  the  years  1857-1859,  a  prayer  revival,  led  mostly 
by  laymen,  swept  the  United  States  and  other  nations. 
Millions  of  people  were  converted  to  Christianity  and  all 
Christian  causes  experienced  advances,  including  evangelism 
and  foreign  missions. 


o 


eorge  F.  Muller  (1805-1898)  demonstrated  to  the 
world  the  faith  and  prayer  principle  of  sustaining  God's 
work.  He  founded  the  Bristol  Orphanages  in  England  and 
maintained  them  for  sixty  years  by  faith  and  prayer.  He 
refused  to  make  any  appeals  for  money  but  laid  the  needs 
before  God  in  prayer.  His  example  spurred  other  Christian 
institutions,  including  missionary  societies,  to  follow  this 
principle. 

J.  Hudson  Taylor  (1832-1905)  founded  the  China  Inland 
Mission  on  the  principle  of  faith  and  prayer.  At  one  point, 
the  leaders  of  this  mission  prayed  for  seventy  new  workers 
to  add  to  the  100  they  already  had  on  the  field.  In  three 
years  they  had  76  new  missionaries.  In  1886  they  prayed 
for  100  new  workers  and  $100,000  additional  financial 
support,  and  God  gave  them  both. 

Pastor  Johannes  E.  Gossner  (1773-1858),  a  converted 
German  priest,  was  pastor  of  the  Bethlehem  Church  in 
Berlin.  It  has  been  said  of  him:  "He  prayed  up  the  walls  of 
a  hospital  and  the  hearts  of  the  nurses;  he  prayed  mission 
stations  into  being,  and  missionaries  into  faith;  he  prayed 
open  the  hearts  of  the  rich,  and  gold  from  the  most  distant 
lands. ...  By  faith  he  sustained  the  hearts  of  100  mission- 
aries and  bore  the  burden  of  twenty  stations,  and  builded 
an  hospital,  and  wrote  Jesus  upon  thousands  of  lives." 

John  R.  Mott  (1865-1955),  an  American  layman  and 
worker  in  the  old  Student  Volunteer  Movement,  beheved 
that  the  world  could  be  evangelized  in  his  generation. 
Paulus  Scharpff  says  of  him,  "And  throughout  the  years  in 
all  parts  of  the  world  he  estabUshed  treasure  houses  of 
prayer  by  maintaining  a  working  partnership  among  war- 
riors." 

Robert  P.  Wilder  (1863-1938),  a  fellow-worker  with 
Mott  among  students,  prayed  for  one  thousand  missionaries 
from  the  academic  world.  More  than  one  thousand  volun- 
teered. 

■'i'2  ■■ 
L    ._s  a  final  testimony  to  the  efficacy  of  prayer  for 

missions,  we  cite  the  witness  of  missionary  J.  O.  Eraser 

(1886-1936)  of  the  China  Inland  Mission,  a  worker  among 

the  Lisu  people  of  China: 

"I  am  feeling  more  and  more  that  it  is,  after  all,  just  the 

prayers  of  God's  people  that  call  down  blessing  upon  the 

work,  whether  they  are  directly  engaged  in  it  or  not.  Paul 

may  plant  and  ApoLlos  water,  but  it  is  God  who  gives  the 

increase;  and  this  increase  can  be  brought  down  from 

heaven  by  believing  prayer,  whether  offered  in  China  or  in 

England. ...  We  do  our  part,  then  can  only  look  to  Him, 

with  others,  for  His  blessing.  If  this  is  so,  then  Christians  at 

home  can  do  as  much  for  foreign  missions  as  those  actually 

on  the  field. .  . .  Solid,  lasting  missionary  work  is  done  on 

our  knees.  What  I  covet  more  than  anything  else  is  earnest, 


believing  prayer,  and  I  write  to  ask  you  to  continue  to  put 
up  much  prayer  for  me  and  the  work  here.  .  .  . 

"I  am  not  asking  you  to  give  'help'  in  prayer  as  a  sort  of 
a  sideline,  but  I  am  trying  to  roll  the  main  responsibility  of 
this  prayer  warfare  on  you.  I  want  you  to  take  the  burden 
of  these  people  on  your  shoulders.  I  want  you  to  wrestle 
with  God  for  them." 

Countless  other  instances  similar  to  these  could  be  cited, 
but  no  need  to  overstress  the  truth.  To  state  it  in  simple 
prose:  God  answers  believing  prayer  for  missions  and  all 
other  righteous  causes.  Or  as  someone  has  poetically  said: 
"Prayer  moves  the  arm  which  moves  the  world,  and  brings 
salvation  down."

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After  27  Years 


Reflections  of  a  Board  Member

It  was  in  the  summer  of  1945  that 
Dr.  Russell  Barnard  and  I  pooled  our 
automobiles,  tires,  and  gasoline 
stamps,  and  headed  for  the  national 
conference  in  his  car.  We  also  had 
Charles  Ashman,  Jr.,  with  us  (and  he 
wanted  to  do  all  the  driving).  Dr. 
Barnard  was  serving  on  the  foreign 
board  and  I  was  elected  to  begin  my 
term  on  the  board  after  national  con- 
ference. At  this  time  Dr.  Barnard  was 
pastor  in  San  Diego  and  I  in  Los 
Angeles.  On  this  memorable  trip,  upon 
our  arrival  in  New  Mexico  at  a  service 
station,  our  stamps  were  refused;  the 
war  was  over!  It  was  a  good  thing,  too, 
for  we  did  not  have  enough  stamps  to 
get  home.  We  were  traveling  by  faith- 
faith  that  some  good  farmer  would 
have  stamps  enough  to  get  us  home 
again.  Then,  returning  home,  we  wore 
out  a  couple  of  tires  getting  to  Lara- 
mie, Wyoming,  and  the  man  in  charge 
of  tires  there  refused  to  sell  us  any.  He 
said  he  was  keeping  them  for  the 
soldiers  who  would  be  passing 
through— and  that  was  good  enough 
for  us.  We  found  a  shop  willing  to  re- 
cap the  two  tires,  so  we  went  to  a 
hotel  and  slept  all  day.  (We  had 
traveled  all  night.)  We  arrived  in 
Southern  California  about  daylight  the 
next  day. 

Dr.  A.  V.  Kimmell  was  president  of 
the  board  and  Dr.  L.  S.  Bauman  was 
secretary  when  I  became  a  member. 
Dr.  Barnard  then  became  General 
Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  and  for  twenty  years  piloted 
the  affairs  of  the  Society  with  distinc- 
tion, with  the  work  growing  tremen- 
dously under  his  leadership.  Early  in 
his  service,  the  board  authorized  a 
field  survey  trip  to  Africa  for  him. 
This  brought  up-to-the-minute  news  to 
the  board  which  aided  a  great  deal  in 
the  expansion  of  the  work  in  Africa. 

No  mission  board  has  ever  had  a 
finer  group  of  missionaries  to  work 
with  than  we  have.  We  have  had  more

than  1 50  missionaries,  the  majority  of 
whom  are  still  in  service.  I  think  that 
every  action  of  the  board,  save  one, 
was  unanimous.  You  see,  we  talked 
things  out  until  there  was  unanimity 
of  opinion,  and  then  we  would  vote. 
The  one  thing  on  which  we  could  not 
agree  was  the  matter  of  cars  (trucks) 
for  Africa.  One  member  of  the  board 
thought  that  the  missionaries  did  not 
need  so  many  cars,  and  that  they  wore 
them  out  too  fast.  When  it  came  to 
vote  this  man  said,  "I  vote  no,  and  I 
want  my  vote  recorded."  He  should 
see  the  cars  we  have  bought  since— not 
only  for  Africa  but  for  the  other  fields 
as  well,  and  they  have  proved  their 
worth. 

Argentina  and  Africa  were  the  only 
fields  under  the  board  in  1945.  The 
next  one  added  was  Brazil.  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Keith  Altig  came  before  us  and 
made  the  case  for  Brazil  so  abundantly 
clear  that  in  1949  we  sent  them  to  this 


field.  Other  workers  have  followed 
until  this  has  become  one  of  the  most 
fruitful  fields  of  our  mission.  Mexico 
was  added  in  195 1;  it  was  first  a  bor- 
der work  and  then  expanded  to  Mexi- 
co City.  France  was  added  that  same 
year;  then  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico,  Chad, 
and  Germany  were  added  in  that 
order.  In  each  field  the  missionary  pre- 
ceded the  mission.  In  other  words,  the 
missionary  presented  the  field  and 
then,  after  a  year  or  longer  in  which 
the  board  studied  the  various  facets 
and  the  needs  together  with  the  capa- 
bilities of  the  proposed  missionary,  the 
field  was  opened.  In  no  case  during  the 
service  of  this  board  member  has  a 
field  been  closed. 

My  most  memorable  experiences 
have  been  my  two  trips  to  Africa.  The 
first  of  these  came  in  1967  when  eight 
people,  including  my  wife  and  our  son 
Russell,  went  to  this  field  and  stayed 
for  nine  days.  We  traveled  as  far  north 
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as  the  Medical  Center  at  Boguila.  In 
1969  Rev.  John  Zielasko  and  I  went  to 
this  same  field  and  remained  for  the 
missionary  Field  Council  at  the  Bible 
Center.  We  went  as  far  north  as 
N'Zoro  and  Bekoro  that  time.  The 
main  problem  of  discussion  concerned 
the  national  church. 

It  was  an  experience  never  to  be 
forgotten  when  all  of  the  missionaries 
met  at  the  Bible  Center  for  the  annual 
Field  Council.  Mr.  Zielasko  and  1  took 
turns  addressing  the  conference,  ad- 
monishing them  to  carry  on  their  work 
according  to  New  Testament  princi- 
ples. The  moderator  was  Rev.  Lester 
Kennedy.  Each  one  at  the  conference 
had  the  opportunity  to  voice  his 
opinion,  and  the  work  in  Africa  was 
planned  with  a  forward  step  in  view.  It 
was  just  at  this  time  that  Wayne 
Beaver  was  laying  plans  for  the  "Life 
in  Christ"  campaign.  This  movement 
had  the  support  of  all  the  missionaries 
and  the  full  board,  also.  It  proved  to 
be  one  of  the  best  movements,  as  well 
as  the  most  fruitful,  in  all  of  our  mis- 
sion. 

My  work  is  closing  in  1972— the 
year  in  which  I  reach  the  age  when  all 
good  mission  board  members  ought  to 
close  their  work.  However,  there  are 
always  fine  men  to  take  up  the  work 
and  carry  on  the  Brethren  tradition  at 
home  as  well  as  on  the  mission  field. 
Dr.  George  Peek  has  been  chosen  to 
take  up  where  I  lay  down  my  responsi- 
bility. He  is  abundantly  capable  of 
carrying  the  load. 

It  has  been  a  highlight  of  my  ex- 
periences to  serve  on  the  foreign  mis- 
sion board  of  the  Brethren  Church, 
and  one  I  could  well  covet  for  every 
man  in  the  Brotherhood. 


BACK   TO   THE  C.A.R. 


After  serving  for  twenty-seven  years 
as  a  member  of  the  FMS  board  of 
trustees.  Dr.  W.  A.  Ogden  declined  to 
allow  his  name  to  be  used  on  the  bal- 
lot this  year,  saying  he  wanted  to 
make  way  for  a  younger  man. 

The  FMS  pays  tribute  to  Dr.  Ogden 
for  his  years  of  dedicated  service  as  a 
member  of  the  board;  his  wise  counsel 
has  been  of  inestimable  value.  In  his 
retirement  we  pray  that  the  Lord  will 
grant  to  him  the  same  experience  that 
the  Apostle  John  requested  for  his 
friend  Gaius:  "1  pray  that  you  may  en- 
joy good  health  and  that  all  will  go 
well  with  you,  as  I  know  it  goes  well

Present  for  the  special  dedication  serv- 
ice was  Rev.  John  Zielasko,  FMS  for- 
eign secretary;  Dr.  Kenneth  Ashman 
and  Mr.  Ivan  Moomaw,  members  of 
the  board. 

Two  other  of  the  Peters'  sons,  Dan 
and  Dave,  teenagers,  will  stay  in  the 
U.S.  during  this  term.  Dan  wOl  make 
his  home  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Arm- 
strong of  the  sponsoring  congregation. 
Dave  wUl  be  at  home  with  Pastor  and 
Mrs.  Charles  Thornton  at  Lanham, 
Maryland. 

Pastor  Ashman  stated  concerning 
the  Peters:  "These  folks  are  so  very 
willing  and  so  completely  dedicated. 
George  traveled  many  thousands  of 
miles,  crisscrossing  the  nation,  meeting 
in  conferences,  speaking  in  churches, 
and  investigating  new  and  better  ways 


to  care  for  the  printing  ministries  in 
Africa.  Jane  was  a  faithful  helpmate, 
caring  for  the  family,  going  along  as 
needed,  and  preparing  family  needs  for 
the  return  to  the  field.

The 
First  Brethren  Church  of  Wooster  is 
proud  to  have  these  folks  represent 
them  in  Africa,  pledging  to  them 
financial  support  as  needed,  daily  in- 
tercession in  prayer,  and  a  consistent 
program  of  letter  writing  and  cassette 
tapes  to  keep  them  encouraged  on  the 
fie\d."-Kenneth  Ashman,  pastor,  First 
Brethren  Church,  Wooster,  Ohio. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peters  engaged  in  a 
concentrated  eight-week  program  of 
French  study  at  Lyon  so  that  they 
might  have  some  knowledge  of  this 
language  before  returning  to  the  field. 
(They  went  directly  to  Africa  from  the 
U.S.  for  their  first  term  and  had  no 
opportunity  for  French  study.)  In 
mid-May,  a  couple  of  weeks  after  their 
arrival  in  Lyon,  Mr.  Peters  wrote: 

"We  now  have  had  two  weeks  of 
classes  and  are  apparently  progressing 


on  schedule.  Our  classes  are  three 
hours  in  the  morning  and  two  hours  in 
the  afternoon.  The  course  is  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  very  best,  especial- 
ly from  the  standpoint  of  the  methods 
used.  We  have  had  fairly  good  weather 
and  find  that  our  two-mile  round-trip 
walk  each  day  has  been  very  enjoy- 
able. 

"We  are  truly  grateful  to  our  Lord 
for  the  sustaining  grace  He  has  given  to 
us  in  the  separation  from  our  boys. 
This  was  not  easy,  and  yet  God 
showed  us  that  this  is  His  will. . .  . 

"Why  are  we  leaving  two  boys  at 
home  and  returning  to  the  C.A.R.?  We 
feel  the  urgency  of  producing  the 
Sango  Bible  commentaries.  Actually, 
we  are  excited  about  this,  and  with 
some  new  equipment  just  recently 
shipped,  the  commentary  program  is 
ready  to  move  forward. 

"Our  ten  months  at  home  went  fast 
with  traveling,  meeting  our  prayer  war- 
riors, renewing  acquaintances,  and 
presenting  the  literature  work  to  many 
Brethren.  Again,  I  thank  the  Lord  for 
safety  in  travel  and  also  for  the  many 
unexpected  blessings  as  we  went  to  the 
churches."  #

New  York  (EP)— People  who  speak  in  tongues  do  not  speak 
real  language-though  they  think  they  do-and  they  have 
ifinite  personality  patterns  which  lead  them  to  this  type 

expression.  However,  they  are  no  less  and  no  more 
ialthy  mentally  than  others,  and  they  come  from  all  social 
id  economic  backgrounds. 

These  are  the  conclusions  of  John  P.  KUdahl,  a  clinical 
ychologist  who  did  intensive  research  on  glossolaha,  or 
eaking  in  tongues,  over  a  period  of  10  years.  Results  of 
s  findings  are  presented  in  a  new  book.  The  Psychology 
'Speaking  in  Tongues. 

His  research  was  sponsored  by  the  National  Institute  of 
ental  Health  because  of  the  widespread  upsurge  of  speaking 

tongues  in  mainUne  Protestant  and  Roman  Cathohc 
lurches  beginning  about  15  years  ago.  Dr.  Kildahl's  study 
IS  of  mainline  Protestant  churches  only,  and  included 
oups  from  coast  to  coast.  Psychological  testing  was  done 
'  individuals  and  tapes  were  made  of  performances. 

Tongue-speakers  are  overly  dependent  in  temperament,  Dr. 
ildahl  reports.  They  lean  heavily  on  the  approval  of  the 
ithority  figure,  the  religious  leader  who  teaches  them 
ossolalia,  and  it  is  this  approval  that  gives  them  their 
nse  of  joy  and  well-being,  rather  than  the  speaking  itself, 
they  lose  the  leader's  approval,  or  if  they  cease  to  ad- 
ire  him,  then  they  no  longer  feel  any  satisfaction  from 
eaking  in  tongues,  though  they  still  are  able  to  do  so,  he 
und. 

Most  glossolalists  interviewed  had  gone  through  some 
ixiety  crisis  prior  to  becoming  tongue-speakers,  he  says, 
id  all  had  suffered  a  feeling  that  they  were  worthless  be- 
ire  becoming  glossolshsts.  This  was  not  a  guilt  feeling,  he 
)ints  out,  but  a  sense  of  being  nothing. 

When  the  ability  is  developed.  Dr.  KUdahl  reports,  the 
mgue-speaker  always  experiences  exhilaration  in  being 
;cepted  by  an  in-group  and  approved  by  the  leader.  The  new 
)nfldence  resulting  from  glossolaha  extends  to  all  areas 
■  hfe,  making  the  speaker  bolder  in  business  dealings, 
arriage  relationships,  and  all  other  interpersonal  rela- 
Dns. 

He  feels  that  he  is  singled  out  by  God  to  receive  this 
ft,  and  that  God  is  using  his  vocal  chords  in  a  mechan- 
ic fashion  to  produce  the  sounds,  making  it  possible 
ir  him  to  speak  a  language  unknown  to  him.  However, 
iguists  all  have  told  Dr.  Kildahl  that  the  sounds  uttered, 
lough  rhythmical  do  not  meet  the  requirements  of  a  true 
nguage.  Exceptions  are  the  cases  where  the  tongue-speaker 
IS  in  the  past  been  exposed  to  a  foreign  language  long 
lough  to  have  picked  up  some  of  it,  he  states.

Produce  Your  Cause 


In  what  now  seems  to  be  the  dim 
and  distant  past  of  American  history, 
Patrick  Henry's  cry  "Give  me  liberty 
or  give  me  death"  has  a  familiar  ring. 
But  hsten  again.  There's  an  odd  twist 
to  the  challenge.  A  world-gone-mad 
demands  liberty  on  different  terms. 
They  sound  something  like  this:  "Give 
me  liberty  but  you  get  death."  Killing 
and  being  killed,  often  without  the 
slightest  provocation,  goes  on  apace. 

How  does  the  committed  Christian 
cope  with  this  ambivalence?  Is  there  a 
basic  difference  between  hberty  and 
license?  Since  the  child  of  God  orders 
his  hfe  by  God's  rules  does  Scripture 
have  anything  to  say  on  the  subject? 

Inherent  in  both  words  is  the  con- 
cept of  freedom.  There's  nothing 
wrong  with  that  idea,  I'm  sure  you 
agree.  Liberty  infers  the  right  to  do  as 
one  pleases  without  necessarily  having 
to  quahfy  for  that  right.  For  example, 
the  serviceman  is  given  liberty  for  a 
day. 

License  impUes  the  privilege  of  per- 
forming within  a  prescribed  area  be- 
cause one  has  earned  the  right  and 
proved  it  by  examination.  Doctors  are 
licensed  to  practice  medicine.  People 
earn  a  hcense  to  drive  cars. 

Both  concepts  are  daily  prostituted 
in  usage.  When  the  serviceman  goes 
AWOL  he  goes  beyond  what  is  allowed 
by  the  liberty  granted  him  yesterday. 
The  holder  of  a  license  who  disregards 
the  safety  of  others  in  operating  a  car 
misuses  his  heretofore  granted  privi- 
lege. All  of  which  leads  us  to  recognize 
that  fundamental  to  both  are  obvious 
restrictions.  My  liberty  (freedom)  to 
act  as  I  please  does  not  grant  me 
hcense  (earned  or  otherwise)  to  hurt 
another.  Liberty  doesn't  permit  me  to 
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abuse  either  you  or  your  license  (per- 
mission). 

You  may  have  the  hberty,  the 
physical  freedom  to  punch  me  in  the 
nose,  but  your  right  to  do  so  stops  just 
short  of  the  end  of  my  nose.  If  you 
misuse  your  liberty  and  go  ahead  with 
punching,  I  may  decide  to  misuse  mine 
and  punch  you.  Then  we're  both  in 
trouble.  If  the  law  steps  in  we  may 
both  lose  some  aspects  of  our  liberty 
because  we  took  undue  liberties  with 
liberty! 

Then  there's  that  matter  of  what 
we  get  a  license  for.  It  may  be  judicial- 
ly legal  but  morally  wrong.  That's 
hcense  in  its  baser  sense.  Men  who  are 
hcensed  to  sell  hard  hquors  are  certain- 
ly within  the  law  as  it  is  written,  but  in 
offering  something  destructive  to  an- 
other human  who  may  be  too  weak  to 
wisely  order  his  life,  the  licensee  is  act- 
ing immorally.  He  is  using  that  license 
as  a  cosmetic  over  a  stinking  business 
enterprise. 

By  salvation  in  Christ  I  walk  in  His 
liberty  from  the  penalty  of  sin.  I  have 
liberty  to  call  on  Him  for  power  to 
overcome  in  my  daily  walk.  But  never 
do  I  have  license  to  order  God  in  how 
He  shall  direct  my  life. 

When  I  consider  the  Cause  of  Chris- 
tian Liberty  vs.  Satanic  License,  I  be- 
come increasingly  aware  that  I  must 
walk  in  boldness  in  God's  use  of  me. 
Perhaps  it  is  this  dimension  of  power 
that  is  missing  in  the  believers'  witness. 
At  any  rate,  it's  a  Cause  I  am  spiritual- 
ly obligated  to  espouse. 

I  am  not  my  own.  As  a  child  of 
God  I  must  "take  heed  lest  by  any 
means  this  liberty  of  yours   [mine] 


become  a  stumblingblock  to  them  that 
are  weak."  When  I  can  honestly  say 
".  . .  if  meat  [any  liberty  or  license] 
make  my  brother  to  offend,  I  wiU  eat 
no  flesh  while  the  world  standeth,  lest 
I  make  my  brother  to  offend"  (1  Cor. 
8:9,  13)  then  I  am  beginning  to  walk 
boldly  in  God's  use  of  me.  But  it  isn't 
a  flower-strewn  path. 

At  no  time  in  the  use  of  our  liberty 
is  the  Christian  given  permission  to  run 
wUd,  fulfilling  fleshly  lusts.  Liberty  in 
Christ  is  active,  orderly  and  life-sharing 
with  others. 

There's  a  threefold  secret  to  walk- 
ing in  Christ's  liberty.  Begin  by 
'"Stand[ing]  fast  therefore  in  the 
liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath  made  us 
free..  ."(Gal.  5:1). 

"Submit  yourselves  to  every  ordi- 
nance of  man  for  the  Lord's  sake.  . . . 
As  free,  not  using  your  liberty  for  a 
cloak  of  maliciousness,  but  as  the 
servants  of  God"  (I  Peter  2:13,  16). 

"For  so  is  the  will  of  God,  that 
with  well  doing  ye  may  put  to  silence 
the  ignorance  of  foohsh  men"  (I  Peter 
2:15). 

I  have  the  uncomfortable  sense  that 
Christians,  in  and  out  of  the  church, 
are  doing  nothing  better  than  talking 
to  ourselves;  all  the  while  wondering 
why  we're  so  impotent.  The  real  ques- 
tions of  life  deep  within  men  are  not 
being  answered.  They  cannot  be  an- 
swered by  spreading  a  tradition  cover 
no  more  effective  than  a  cosmetic  over 
the  decay. 

While  we're  thinking  about  pohtical 
and  national  liberty  at  this  particular 
season,  let's  put  some  much-needed 
emphasis  on  liberty  in  Christ;  it's  the 
only  genuine  cause  of  Liberty  worth 
espousing.  W

God's  Goodness  Outpoured 


When  one  becomes  ill  the  best  place 
to  be  is  at  home.  But  at  the  time  Mr. 
Bess  needed  medical  care  in  France, 
July  2,  God  through  His  gracious  pro- 
vision had  ready  Dr.  Jean-Marc 
Coyault  of  Oyonnax,  a  Christian  heart 
speciahst  and  friend  of  Henri  and  Alice 
Bryant.  Immediately  following  a  blood 
test  and  an  electrocardiogram,  Mr. 
Bess  was  taken  to  the  Oyonnax  Hos- 
pital where  he  was  a  patient  for 
twenty-two  days.  This  experience  was 
so  very  unexpected,  but  the  promise 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  himself:  "My 
grace  is  sufficient  for  thee:  for  my 
strength  is  made  perfect  in  weakness" 
(cf.  II  Cor.  12:9)  meant  much  to  us 
through  hospitalization  and  recovery 
periods.  The  two  and  one-half  months 
we  were  with  the  Bryants  was  a  time 
when  we  were  aware  of  the  Father's 
tender  care,  and  we  were  grateful  to 
Him  for  many  blessings.  (Henri  and 
Alice  Bryant  are  serving  the  Lord  with 
Unevangelized  Fields  Mission  in  South- 
eastern France.  Henri  is  an  alumnus  of 
Grace  Seminary  and  Alice  of  Grace 
College.)  How  wonderful  to  have  a 
Christian  heart  specialist  and  to  be 
near  Christian  friends  who  could  trans- 
late for  us  at  the  hospital! 

The  small  ground-floor  apartment 
at  the  Centre  Biblique,  where  the 
Bryants  live,  was  available  for  us  and 
most  adequate  for  housekeeping.  How 
good  God  was!  We  were  thankful  to 
have  our  Volkswagen  at  this  particular 
time,  too.  Recovery  days  "at  home" 
included  reading,  writing,  walking, 
much  rest— and  for  Ruth  some  sewing. 
MaO  delivery,  first  thing  after  break- 
fast, was  a  highlight  of  each  day  while 
we  were  at  the  Centre  Biblique.  To 
receive  mail  from  family  and  friends 
with  the  assurance  that  many  were 
praying  for  us  was  indeed  very  encour- 
aging. 

Also  blessing  us  were  times  of  fel- 
lowship with  the  missionaries.  We  shall 
always  remember  our  hosts,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Henri  Bryant,  for  their  many 
kindnesses  to  us.  Their  little  toddler, 
Danny,  and  their  new  baby,  Laura 
Ruth,  were  such  sweet  little  ones- 
bringing  sunshine  to  everyone.  Miss 
Jane  Bernardo,  who  lived  in  the  up- 
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stairs  apartment,  has  been  with  Un- 
evangelized Fields  Missions  in  France 
over  eighteen  years.  We  came  to  really 
appreciate  her,  too.  Observing  a 
French  young  people's  team  and  the 
French  Operation  Mobilization  group 
at  the  mission  for  several  weeks,  as  well 
as  meeting  new  friends,  was  our  privi- 
lege and  pleasure. 

While  we  were  at  Jerusalem  in  early 
March,  the  truth  that  eternity  is  but  a 
breath  away  was  brought  home  to  us 
one  day  as  we  were  a  few  miles  outside 
of  the  city  viewing  it  from  a  small  hUl. 
The  group  from  the  school  where  we 
were  staying  on  this  occasion  was  not 
large.  Just  as  the  teacher  began  point- 
ing to  sites  of  interest  including  the 
Holy  City,  Dr.  Arnold  Westcott- 
retired  minister,  member  of  the  class, 
and  our  friend— dropped  at  our  feet 
and  was  immediately  with  the  Lord. 
Our  efforts  to  restore  breathing  were 
of  none  effect.  Lonely  was  the  return 
trip  to  Canada  for  his  dear  widow  and 
her  lady  friend.  But  this  was  God's 
time  to  take  His  servant  who  was 
ready  to  leave  this  earth  without  warn- 
ing. How  important  it  is  to  be  ready  to 
meet  the  Lord!  During  weeks  and 
months  which  followed,  we  often 
thought  of  the  sudden  homegoing  of 
our  friend. 


The  Lord  was  so  good  to  answer 
prayer  for  us  that  we  might  fiy  home 
together.  On  September  15  we  crossed 
the  Atlantic  and  arrived  safely  to  be 
with  family  and  friends,  and  back  to 
our  church  and  His  service  again.  Our 
hearts  were  filled  with  rejoicing  to  the 
Lord  for  permitting  Mr.  Bess  to  re- 
sume teaching  again  at  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  on  a  partial  schedule 
of  classes  beginning  October  4  and  a 
full  schedule  during  the  Spring  Semes- 
ter beginning  mid-January. 

The  life  of  the  Christian  is  not  with- 
out unexpected  trials  and  testings. 
But,  God  promises  to  take  us  through 
them:  "...  I  wUl  never  leave  thee,  nor 
forsake  thee"  (Heb.  13:5).  How  won- 
derful that  God  was  caring  for  us!  We 
leaned  hard  upon  Him  as  1  entered  the 
hospital  for  diagnostic  surgery  the  day 
after  our  return  home,  major  surgery 
one  week  later,  and  subsequently  four 
weeks  of  daily  treatments  at  a  hospital 
forty-five  miles  from  home.  We  both 
thank  God  for  a  good  measure  of  re- 
covery thus  far.  We  know  that  God 
makes  no  mistakes.  "As  for  God,  his 
way  is  perfect:  the  word  of  the  Lord  is 
tried:  he  is  a  buckler  to  all  those  that 
trust  in  him"  (Ps.  18:30).  He  doesn't 
promise  to  explain  the  reasons  for  the 
experiences  through  which  we  go,  but 
they  draw  us  closer  to  Him.  "His 
Goodness— Outpoured"  causes  us  to  be 
more  loving  and  understanding  toward 
others  who  are  also  tested.  #

After  serving  in  different  capacities 
of  Sunday  School  leadership  over  the 
past  forty  years,  I  am  especially  ex- 
cited to  report  the  experiences  of  a 
great  Sunday  School  training  confer- 
ence that  I  attended  recently  in  De- 
troit, Michigan.

Hard  Work  for  Pastor  and  Peop 


A  growing  church  is  always  an  exciting  place.  In  a  Bible- 
centered  church,  spiritual  growth  accompanies  physical 
growth  and  that's  the  best  part  of  having  three  buOding 
programs  in  six  years.  Pastor  Clair  Brickel  has  a  keen  in- 
terest in  seeing  the  church  grow  in  physical  structure  as  well 
as  in  other  ways. 

This  church  is  a  product  of  "branch  church"  thinking  on 
the  part  of  the  Clayton  Brethren  Church.  For  three  and 
one-half  years  the  faithful  members  met  in  the  local  park 
pavUion  untU  the  first  all-purpose  unit  was  completed  in 
1965.  The  congregation  celebrated  their  tenth  anniversary 
May  7  by  laying  the  cornerstone  to  their  educational  wing 
which  was  begun  last  fall. 

The  summer  of  1966  construction  began  on  the  second 
unit  which  was  the  greatest  challenge  accepted  by  the 
pastor  and  men  of  the  congregation.  This  unit  was  the  main 
auditorium  consisting  of  laminated  arches  and  decking, 
wall-to-wall  carpet,  a  seating  capacity  of  310  with  addi- 
tional space  provided  in  the  back  in  the  form  of  a  church 
parlor  including  a  fireplace  and  furniture. 

The  present  unit  under  construction  will  provide  addi- 
tional space  for  a  growing  Sunday  School  with  its  highest 
monthly  average  hitting  190  and  record  attendance  reach- 
ing 243.  Church  attendance  offers  a  better  record  with  the 
highest  monthly  average  set  at  226  and  record  attendance 
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Brookville.  Ohio 


)f  337.  The  present  church  membership  has  reached  the 
245  mark  with  132  baptisms  during  the  past  ten  years. 

Pastor  Brickel  came  on  the  field  when  the  church  was 
bur  months  old  and  has  been  responsible  not  only  for  the 
ipiritual  leadership  of  the  church,  but  also  has  led  in  the 
lonstruction  of  the  physical  plant  which  is  valued  at 
5175,000.  This  has  been  a  do-it-yourself  project  from  the 
ime  the  first  shovel  of  dirt  was  turned  and  will  continue  as 
luch  until  the  buUding  is  finally  completed.  Three  addition- 
d  acres  of  ground  were  purchased  this  year  which,  added  to 
he  original  four,  makes  room  for  future  expansion. 

A  very  unique  part  of  the  story  of  growth  at  Brookville 
s  the  fact  that  from  the  beginning  this  church  has  been 
'making  it"  without  any  outside  help.  In  the  beginning 
'aster  Brickel  supplemented  his  income  through  outside 
tmployment  while  carefully  leading  the  church  to  achieve 
he  kind  of  growth  that  subsequently  made  it  possible  for 
lim  to  receive  a  fuD-time  salary  and  give  full-time  service  to 
he  church. 

According  to  the  pastor,  the  growth  of  the  church  came 
ibout  by  the  members  saying  to  their  friends  and  neigh- 
)ors,  "Come  with  me  to  my  church."  This  church  stands  as 
I  testimony  to  the  faithfulness  of  God  and  the  hard  work

(Editor's  Note:  Mr.  Chris  Ball  recently 
completed  one  year  of  missionary 
service  in  Africa  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  TIME  (Training  In  Missionary 
Endeavor)  program.  The  Christian 
Education  Department  is  happy  for 
this  firsthand  report  from  Dr.  Jake 
Kliever,  superintendent  of  the  Breth- 
ren missionary'  work  in  the  Chad.) 

Chris  (Christopher  Ball)  spent 
about  five  weeks  with  us  in  the  Breth- 
ren Mission  Field  in  the  Chad.  He 
came  during  the  period  of  the  classes 
for  the  pastors.  This  was  a  very  special 
time  as  it  gave  him  a  chance  to  meet 
all  of  the  pastors. 

They  were  very  impressed  with  his 
abUity  to  interest  the  young  folks. 
They  judged  him  a  real  "Fellow"  since 
he  knew  sports,  games,  liked  to  hike, 
was  interested  in  what  was  in  their  vil- 
lages, and  the  way  he  came  alive  when 
he  heard  certain  humming  sounds  that 
appeared  in  the  form  of  a  motorbike. 
The  young  ladies  were  not  altogether 
excluded. 

The  pastors  were  somewhat  dis- 
appointed that  he  still  had  about  six 
years  of  training  ahead  of  him  before 
he  would  be  coming  back.  They  made 
arrangements  with  him  for  Flambeau 
(Brigade)  activities.  Chris  had  more 
than  he  could  handle,  his  greatest 
hindrance  was  transportation.  He  had 
no  bike  or  motorbike.  He  borrowed  a 
bike  once  or  twice.  Even  then,  it  is 


quite  an  ordeal  to  "bike  it"  in  this 
warm  country! 

He  went  with  me  to  the  Cameroun, 
to  Garoua  where  we  have  three  organ- 
ized churches  and  three  in  formation. 
You  could  hear  the  young  folks  talk- 
ing about  "Crease"  (their  way  of  say- 
ing Chris)  and  he  was  soon  known  all 
over  town.  He  was  quite  struck  by  the 
fact  that  if  he  came  back  in  about  six 
years,  these  young  folks  would  be 
some  of  the  pastors  and  wives  of  pas- 
tors. 

Chris  had  several  real  advantages. 
He  remembered  enough  of  the  Sango 
language  so  that  he  was  able  to  com- 
municate acceptably  on  the  ordinary 
subjects  of  conversation.  He  had 
studied  French  in  high  school  and  col- 
lege. He  was  put  more  or  less  on  his 
own  to  find  his  way  around. 

The  pastors  and  young  folks  are 
hoping  that  it  wiU  work  out  for  Chris 
to  finish  his  training,  find  himself  a 
"madame"  and  come  back  and  work 
with  them,  be  it  in  the  youth  program 
or  in  the  church  development  minis- 
try. 

The  Africans  say:  "Ball  was  here, 
we  say  we  had  a  Ball!"  We  are  praying 
that  while  Chris  is  finishing  his  train- 
ing, he  may  be  used  to  acquaint  those 
getting  ready  to  serve  in  the  field  of 
Chad  of  the  needs  and  some  of  the 
ways  of  meeting  them.

"A  teacher  has  not  taught  until  liis  pupil  lias 
learned.  " 

The  quaHty  of  teaching  in  our  Brethren  Sunday 
Schools  should  not  be  measured  by  the  polished  way 
in  which  teachers  may  speak  forth  facts,  but  by  the 
learning  which  pupils  experience. 

I  have  learned  by  both  disappointing  and  hearten- 
ing experiences  that  there  is  not  necessarily  a  propor- 
tional relationship  between  the  quantity  of  knowl- 
edge "unloaded"  by  the  teacher  and  the  learning 
experienced  by  the  pupil.  The  learning  situation 
created  by  the  teacher  usually  makes  the  vital  differ- 
ence. 

We  must  make  absolutely  sure  that  the  message  we 
teach  is  rich  in  content  and  Biblically  accurate.  We 
must  also  recognize  that  our  goal  is  not  simply  that 
teachers  be  great  proclaimers  of  truth  but  that  in- 
dividuals in  classes  grasp  this  truth  as  part  of  their 
own  experience. 

The  best  of  content  can  be  presented  in  an  empty 
classroom  with  no  influence  upon  anyone  but  the 
teacher.  The  purest  fundamentalism  can  be  pro- 
claimed to  a  sleepy  audience  with  little  effect.  There 
is  no  lack  in  the  quality  of  the  message  of  Brethren 
Sunday  Schools  in  1972.  Our  great  danger  is  that  we 
are  so  totally  preoccupied  with  what  we  are  teaching 
that  few  are  honestly  evaluating  what  the  masses  in 
our  Sunday  Schools  are  learning. 

Many  have  observed  that  in  the  traditional 
"lecture  only"  type  of  situation,  only  the  teacher 
himself  really  learns  the  content  of  the  lesson.  Situ- 
ations like  this  produce  the  kind  of  pupil  who  after 
forty  years  of  faithful  attendance  in  Sunday  School 
says  glibly:  "But  I've  never  had  any  Bible  training." 

Where  motivation  is  right  (such  as  a  real  hunger  for 
spiritual  knowledge)  pupils  will  benefit  some  from 
any  kind  of  exposure  to  truth.  1  am  confident  how- 
ever that  the  time  has  come  for  a  major  emphasis 
upon  programming  every  factor  of  our  Sunday 
Schools  toward  the  learning  experience  of  our  pupils. 

I  would  urge  Brethren  Sunday  School  workers 
from  all  across  our  land  to  come  and  be  part  of  this 
year's  Sunday  School  training  seminar  to  be  held  at 
Winona  Lake  Friday  and  Saturday  before  national 
conference.  The  faculty  of  the  International  Center 
for  Learning  will  be  presenting  a  full  course  of  in- 
struction toward  planning  the  facilities,  methods,  and 
materials  of  our  Sunday  Schools  to  achieve  maximum 
learning  experience  for  our  pupils.  We've  had  lots  of 
emphasis  upon  the  teachings  of  the  Brethren.  Now  is 
the  time  to  talk  about  learning.  W

It  is 
lone  as  a  service  to  God  and  for  His 
lonor  and  His  glory.  Though  it  is  per- 
ormed  in  this  sweet  spirit,  it  should 
lot  give  occasion  for  taking  advantage 
if  the  situation  and  adding  work  to 
me  person  when  the  whole  of  the  con- 
regation  should  share  the  responsi- 
lilities.  After  all,  the  lady  of  the  par- 
onage  has  all  of  the  regular  duties  of  a 
iousewife  as  well  as  the  added  duties 
if  the  parish. 

If  the  church  simply  got  a  two-for- 
he-price-of-one  bargain  it  would  be 
ine,  but  many  churches  have  found 
dditional  methods  of  increasing  the 
lerits  of  the  bargain.  They  add  yet  a 
bird  item  to  the  free  list.  It  is  the 
lastor's  "fine  four-fendered  friend"— 
is  car.  I  am  surprised  to  find  churches 
hat  stOl  have  not  made  provision  for 
he  business  use  of  the  pastor's  auto- 
lobile.  Most  businesses  allow  at  least 
en  cents  a  mile  for  business  use  of  a 
ar,  and  that  barely  covers  the  cost  of 
iperation  in  this  day  and  age.  With  the 
irice  of  a  medium-sized  car  in  the 
3,000  to  $4,000  price  range,  insur- 
nce  coverage  is  high  and  maintenance 
osts  are  increasing.  Those  churches 
/ho  are  paying  the  "average"  salary  to 
heir  pastor  are  certainly  among  the 
'sharper"  group  of  bargain  hunters. 


Two  for  the  price  of  one  has  in- 
creased to  three— and  could  1  add  a 
fourth  while  I  am  contemplating  the 
possibilities?  Many  churches  in  good 
faith  have  one  of  the  best  built-in 
values  of  adding  to  the  net  worth  of 
the  church  by  building  a  new  parson- 
age. Put  the  pastor  in  it,  make  the  pay- 
ments, and  let  inflation  go  to  work, 
and  in  a  few  years  the  church  will  be 
$35,000  richer.  I  know  there  is  an 
honest  disagreement  regarding  the 
matter  of  whether  or  not  the  pastor 
should  own  his  own  home.  Some  pas- 
tors prefer  well-kept  parsonages,  while 
others  choose  to  own  their  own 
homes.  With  the  tax  laws  leaning  so 
strongly  in  favor  of  personal  owner- 
ship in  parsonage  allowances,  as  well  as 
charge-offs  for  interest  and  taxes,  plus 
plans  for  the  future  personal  owner- 
ship by  the  pastor— aU  of  these  factors 
are  to  be  contemplated. 

Now  this  all  may  sound  like  a  trea- 
tise on  the  displeasures  of  the  average 
pastor.  No,  it  is  calling  attention  to  a 
problem  that  each  church  should  face. 
Take  a  long  look  at  how  the  shepherd 
of  the  flock  is  treated.  Many  of  our 
pastors  have  served  long  and  hard  with 
low  salaries.  They  have  lived  in  a  par- 
sonage which  in  some  communities  is 
an  absolute  disgrace,  one  that  the 
average  member  would  not  have.  They 
have  not  been  able  to  prepare  for  the 
days  when  they  will  not  be  able  to 


serve  the  Lord.  There  will  not  be  a 
home  of  their  own  to  live  in  during  the 
declining  years  of  life. 

I  have  heard  some  misguided  mem- 
bers say;  "Well,  the  Lord  will  take  care 
of  His  own."  That  is  comforting  be- 
cause it  appears  in  many  areas  that  the 
Lord's  people  are  leaving  the  task  up 
to  the  Lord  and  not  offering  Him 
much  assistance. 

Many  churches,  or  may  1  say  an  in- 
creasing number  of  churches,  have 
noted  the  problems  that  I  have  men- 
tioned. May  I  praise  these  for  Christian 
insight  and  concern.  There  are  many 
churches  whose  income  and  size  will 
not  permit  them  to  do  what  they 
would  like  to  do  to  help  the  pastor. 
And  to  the  credit  of  both  churches 
and  pastors  the  above  items  are  not 
issues.  1  am  personally  grateful  during 
the  days  of  my  pastorates  for  the  ex- 
cellent care  and  concern  from  some  of 
the  finest  of  God's  people.  They  were 
always  gracious  beyond  that  which 
was  deserved. 

Maybe— just  maybe— this  will  cause 
you  as  a  church  member  to  question 
your  motives  and  conduct.  Are  you 
part  of  a  church  that  is  trying  to  get— 
two  for  the  price  of  one?  or  three  for 
the  price  of  one?  or  maybe  four  for 
the  price  of  one?  And,  maybe— just 
maybe— you  might  not  be  getting  a 
bargain  even  at  the  price  you  are  pay- 
ing for  one.  Shalom.  # 
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Reaching  New  (Huber)  Heights!

Several  weeks  ago  a  dedicated  pair 
of  robins  built  their  nest  on  a  light 
right  above  our  outside  door.  Despite 
efforts  to  discourage  them,  they  con- 
tinued faithful  in  building  their  nest, 
and  my  wife  and  I  finally  accepted 
their  presence.  The  growth  of  the  four 
babies  was  closely  followed.  On  Sun- 
day, June  1 1 ,  the  four  flew  out  of  the 
nest  on  their  own  wings.  Quite  a  lesson 
in  growth  and  development  as  we 
watched  them  grow  and  then  fly  on 
their  own  uncertain  wings. 

With  the  same  kind  of  dedicated 
determination,  the  Brethren  Church  of 
Huber  Heights  (in  Dayton,  Ohio)  is 
preparing  to  leave  the  "nest."  Our 
history  dates  back  to  1959  when  a 
Bible  class  was  started.  A  church 
which  developed  in  a  house  through 
the  growing  years  came  to  a  climactic 
moment  on  Sunday,  June  11,  as  a 
ground-breaking  service  was  held  in 
anticipation  of  a  new  building.  Praise 
God  for  His  faithfulness  through  the 
"nesting"  stage! 

The  pioneers  in  this  work  were  a 
group  of  dedicated  Christians  living  in 
Huber  Heights,  or  nearby,  and  who 
were  attending  the  North  Riverdale 
Grace  Brethren  Church.  A  Bible  class 
was  started  on  November  28.  1959, 
with  the  approval  and  blessing  of  the 


Since  1961  a  "church-house"  has  been  used  for  services. 


"Mother"  church.  Rev.  C.  S.  Zimmer- 
man was  the  teacher  of  this  class 
which  met  in  homes  and  schools  of 
Huber  Heiglits  as  God  blessed  their  ef- 
forts to  reach  this  growing  communi- 
ty. The  first  public  services  of  the 
church  were  held  on  April  9,  1961. 
The  meeting  was  in  a  new  home,  pur- 
chased and  remodeled  into  a  lovely 
"church-house,"  located  in  the  heart 
of  the  growing  subdivision  of  Huber 
Heights.  There  were  26  in  attendance 
at  Sunday  School,  29  for  the  morning 
worship,  77  for  open  house  in  the 
afternoon,  and  17  for  the  evening 
Bible  hour.  The  following  folks  were 
present  on  that  first  Sunday  morning:

The  new  congregation  was  formally 
organized  April  26,  1961,  with  the  fol- 
lowing charter  members:  Gene  Vincent, 
Betty  Vincent,  Carl  Hefner,  Norma 
Bonham,  Harold  Kuhns,  Arlene  Kuhns, 
Ruby  Kuhns,  Debby  Kuhns,  Ruth  Zim- 
merman, and  C.  S.  Zimmerman.  Incor- 
poration papers  were  filed  with  the 
state  of  Ohio  on  May  31,  1961,  and  of- 
ficial approval  was  given  on  June  3, 
1961. 

On  February  9,  1963,  the  congre- 
gation entered  into  a  contract  for  the 
purchase  of  four  acres  of  land  at  a  cost 
of  $15,025,  a  debt  which  the  people 
commendably  paid  off  in  less  than 
three  years.  The  Lord  directed  in  this 
purchase,  even  though  construction  of 
a  building  was  delayed,  as  the  value  of 
our  lot  today  made  it  a  very  wise  in- 
vestment. 

Rev.  C.  S.  Zimmerman  faithfully 
served  as  teacher  of  the  Bible  class  and 
led  the  congregation  in  the  organi- 
zation of  the  new  church.  He  served 
on  a  part-time  basis,  being  employed 
by  one  of  the  local  banks  for  his  sup- 
port, until  September  29,  1963,  when 
the  congregation  gave  him  a  call  to 
serve  full  time. 

In  January  1970  Pastor  Zimmer- 
man resigned,  after  pastoring  the 
church  in  a  faithful  Bible-teaching 
ministry  for  over  ten  years. 

In  April  of  1970,  the  church  re- 
quested   the    help    of    the    Brethren 
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lome  Missions  Council  and  was  ac- 
epted  as  a  mission  point.  A  new 
}race  Seminary  graduate-to-be,  James 
..  Poyner,  was  asked  to  candidate  on 
^pril  12,  1970,  and  after  receiving  a 
all,  accepted  the  pastorate  of  the 
hurch.  Pastor  Poyner  graduated  from 
Jrace  Seminary  on  May  27,  moved  to 
)ayton,  Ohio,  and  with  his  wife,  Char- 
Dtte,  began  their  ministry  that  next 
lunday,  May  3 1 . 

Two  quick  years  have  gone  by  and 
he  Lord  has  blessed  in  many,  many 
/ays.  The  Southern  Ohio  District  has 
leen  a  special  blessing  as  it  has  taken 
lur  church  as  a  mission  project.  One 
housand  and  six  hundred  doUars  per 
ear  has  been  generously  given  toward 
upport,  and  this  coming  year  the  dis- 
rict  has  set  a  goal  of  continuing  the 
1,600  support  plus  donating  $500  to 
he  building  fund.  The  district  WMC 
ave  a  generous  rally  offering  and  two 
ither  local  WMC  groups  have  given 
iroject  offerings.  Several  individuals 
ave  also  donated  gifts.  All  of  these 
ave  been  deeply  appreciated,  as 
leople  have  faithfully  supported  us 
rayerfuOy  and  financially. 

Our  people  look  forward  to  going 
he  "whole  home-mission  way"  as  our 
uUding  program  begins.  Plans  for  our 
uUding  have  been  prepared  by  Ray 
!louse  and  Ralph  Hall  of  the  Brethren 
jchitectural  Service.  The  Lord  has 
nabled    the    Brethren    Investment

funds,  and  correspondence  with  Walter 
Fretz  of  the  BIF  assures  us  that  funds 
will  be  available.

In  the  fourteenth  chapter  of  Joshua  we  read  about  Caleb 
who  is  now  past  "retirement  age"  but  not  past  the  age  of 
serving  the  Lord.  Caleb  remembered  the  promise  of  Moses 
that,  because  he  with  Joshua  brought  back  a  favorable  re- 
port, he  would  have  an  inheritance  in  the  land  of  Canaan. 

Our  '"promised  land"  according  to  our  Lord  is  "all  the 
world."  Our  starting  point  is  where  we  are  when  we  read 
the  commission.  The  first  church  was  in  Jerusalem  because 
that's  where  the  people  were  when  the  Lord  gave  the 
orders.  Our  Jerusalem  is  where  we  are  when  we  read  our 
directive. 

Just  prior  to  our  coming  to  Portland,  a  group  of  the 
church  members  who  lived  on  the  west  side  of  the  city 
decided  to  organize  another  congregation  known  as  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Beaverton,  Oregon.  For  a  period 
of  six  months  we  pastored  both  churches.  So,  with  the 
blessings  of  the  Portland  congregation  a  mission  was  estab- 
lished. 

On  the  last  day  of  1965  we  read  these  orders  (our  com- 
mission) in  Portland,  Oregon.  We  taught  the  Word  of  God, 
we  preached  the  Word,  and  we  used  the  Word  on  our  visita- 
tion ministry.  We  rejoiced  as  the  Lord  blessed  even  in  a 
small  way.  Our  hopes  were  encouraged  when  we  saw  a 
steady  increase  in  attendance.  But  then!  And  it  happened 
over  and  over  again,  our  members  moved  away.  Portland 
[las  a  very  transient  population. 

With  the  moving  away  of  the  members  we  found  it  very 
difficult  to  reach  the  incoming  new  people  and  the  door- 
to-door  visitation  became  less  and  less  fruitful.  We  at- 
tempted to  adapt  the  church  to  the  rapidly  changing  com- 
munity, but  were  unable  to  accomplish  any  degree  of  suc- 
;ess.  With  our  "walk  in"  members  relocated  and  the  church 
not  meeting  the  need  we  were  faced  with  only  one  alterna- 
tive. 

The  alternative  under  these  circumstances  was  to  re- 
locate. With  the  addition  of  a  discouraging  debt  the  buUd- 

rhis  church  building  was  sold  when  no  con- 
listent  work  could  be  established.

ing  was  put  up  for  sale.  The  Faith  Tabernacle,  a  black  con- 
gregation which  had  been  meeting  in  a  store  room,  bought 
the  building  on  a  contract  sale  from  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council.  They  have  meetings  every  night  from 
eight  to  twelve  o'clock,  and  are  happy  with  their  new 
facilities. 

And,  what  about  the  future  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Portland,  Oregon?  Presently  they  are  meeting  in 
a  basement  recreation  room  of  a  private  home.  They  have 
been  searching  for  property  on  which  they  can  build  in  a 
new  housing  area.  Empty  buildings  are  not  available. 

This  is  a  great  vacation  land.  The  great  Columbia  and 
WUamette  Rivers  join  at  our  doorstep.  The  year  around 
snow-covered  Mt.  Hood  is  within  an  hour's  drive  to  the  east 
and  the  Pacific  Ocean  about  the  same  to  the  west.  Boats 
and  camping  trailers  form  a  steady  procession  every  Friday 
and  Sunday  nights  to  and  from  these  resort  areas. 

But  there  are  souls  to  be  won  to  Jesus  and  by  His  grace 
we  hope  to  reach  some  of  them  before  He  calls  the  Church 
unto  himself.  We  do  appreciate  the  many  prayers  on  our 
behalf,  and,  please  don't  stop  now!  Like  Caleb  of  old, 
passed  retirement  age,  we  are  asking,  "Give  me  this  moun- 
tain." 

The  church  justed  voted  to  purchase  property  in 
Greshem,  Oregon,  a  suburb  of  Portland— fifteen  miles  closer 
to  "the  mountain."  #

Brethren 

in  the  Los  Angeles  and  Philadelphia  areas  have  a  heightened 

interest  in  reaching  their  Jewish  neighbors  for 

Christ.  They  don't  want  to  go  to  heaven  alone. 


"When  you  know  Jesus  as  youi| 
Saviour,  you  don't  want  to  go  tc! 
heaven  alone.  You  want  to  take  others 
with  you."  So  said  Ellen  Halpin, 
widow  of  Rev.  Meredith  Halpin,  who 
has  been  attending  the  three  Monday 
day  meetings  held  each  month  at  thai 
mission,  not  only  helping  physically  d 
but  also  in  testimony.  After  this  open- 
ing statement,  she  explained  to  the 
class  the  reason  she  had  been  standing 
so  long  outside  by  the  taxi.  On  her 
way  to  the  meeting,  she  had  shared- 
with  the  cab  driver  her  hope  in  Christ 
and  given  him  the  Gospel.  When  he 
left  469  N.  Kings  Road,  his  eternal 
destination  had  been  changed.  It  is 
now  heaven. 

There  is  no  discrimination  with 
God,  and  should  not  be  with  His  chil- 
dren, in  reaching  all  with  the  Gospel, 
regardless  of  race,  color  and  creed. 
However,  because  the  Lord  has  called 
me  to  particularly  seek  to  reach  the 
Jewish  people  with  the  truth  that 
Jesus  is  their  Messiah,  there  is  joy  and 
thankfulness  when  I  learn  of  Brethren 
people  who  are  concerned  and  are  wit- 
nessing to  Jewish  friends  and  neigh- 
bors. 

Although  in  our  western  branch  of 
the  Brethren  Messianic  Testimony,  the 
main  thrust  of  our  evangelization 
among  the  Jewish  people  is  in  Los 
Angeles  in  the  heavily  concentrated 
Jewish  area  called  Fairfax,  we  have 
sought  to  give  assistance  to  those  in 
our  churches  seeking  to  share  Christ 
with  Jewish  people.  In  recent  months 
we  have  sought  to  expand  our  associ- 
ation with  local  Brethren  churches  in 
Southern  California  in  the  area  of 
Jewish  evangelism. 

The  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Orange,  California,  has  come  in  con- 
tact with  Jewish  people  in  their  door- 
to-door  visitation.  Believing  that  a 
background  knowledge  of  Jewish  be- 
liefs, worship  and  customs,  as  well  as 
Scriptures  recommended  to  use  in  pre- 
senting the  Gospel,  would  be  to  their 
advantage,  a  monthly  class  on  Jewish 
evangelism  has  been  taught  for  about  a 
year.  One  day  a  month  I  have  also 
been  calling  on  their  Jewish  contacts. 

In  addition  to  supplying  literature. 
Bibles  and  other  material  helps  for  wit- 
nessing to  the  people  of  Israel,  calling 
on  Jewish  friends  and  contacts  has 
been  a  privilege.  In  the  past  few  weeks 
the  Lord  had  given  victories  as  visits 
were  made  with  Brethren  people. 
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May  16  I  made  my  first  visit  to 
;^isure  World  at  Seal  Beach:  a  visit 
vith  a  purpose.  This  lovely  communi- 
y  has  attracted  a  number  of  Brethren 
ind  also  Jewish  people.  What  a  thrill 
0  find  that  as  some  of  our  Brethren 
)ecome  acquainted  with  their  Jewish 
leighbors,  they  share  the  blessed  hope 
)f  Christ,  desiring  their  salvation. 
Several  had  asked  me  to  visit  their 
riends  with  them. 

Mrs.  Roy  Andrews,  a  resident  of 
.^isure  World  and  a  member  of  the 
Community  Brethren  Church  of  Los 
Vngeles  (I  attend  this  church  and  some 
ewesses  from  the  mission  also  attend 
m  Sunday  evenings),  had  been  wit- 
lessing  to  two  Jewish  sisters.  Rose  and 
Jetty,  who  live  next  door  to  her.  She 
vas  especially  concerned  that  these 
[ear  ones  should  come  to  faith  in 
'hrist  since  Betty  had  had  a  stroke. 
in  appointment  was  made  to  visit 
hem. 

The  Lord  had  prepared  the  way  and 
he  Gospel  was  presented,  first  from 
he  Old  Testament  in  Isaiah  and  then 
ts  completion  in  the  Book  of  Romans, 
'hough  I  pulled  a  faux  pas,  the  Lord 
(verruled.  I  asked  Betty  first  if  she 
rould  receive  Christ  Jesus  as  her  Mes- 
iah,  Saviour  and  God.  She  was  hesi- 
ant;  perhaps  because  her  physical  con- 
lition  made  her  dependent  upon  her 
ister— she  was  fearful  of  her  sister's 
eaction.  However,  after  Rose  prayed 
onfessing  her  sin  and  asking  Jesus  as 
iod  and  Messiah  to  be  her  Saviour; 
letty,  too,  asked  the  Lord  Jesus  to 
ome  into  her  heart  and  hfe. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Lyle  Marvin  are  resi- 
lents  of  Leisure  World,  and  Mrs.

After 
inch  with  Mrs.  Andrews,  I  went  to 
lie  Marvins'  home  to  which  Mrs.  B— 
ad  also  been  invited. 

After  a  time  of  getting  acquainted, 
Irs.  B—  was  willing  to  be  shown  from 
tie  Old  Testament  the  cause  of  man's 
roblems  and  God's  solution.  Through 
lassages  in  the  Book  of  Isaiah  the 
lOspel  again  was  presented  and  the 
ulfillment  in  Christ  shown  from 
loqians.  Though  this  dear  Jewess 
cknowledged  the  fact  that  she  is  a 
inner  and  that  Jesus  is  Messiah,  God 
nd  Saviour,  she  was  not  at  that  time 
/illing  to  make  a  commitment.  She 


also  told  us  that  she  had  a  grandson  in 
the  Jesus  Movement  who  has  testified 
to  her.  We  did  have  prayer  with  her, 
and  we  are  trusting  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
bring  her  to  that  place  of  decision. 

"The  trinity  seems  to  be  a  problem 
with  her,"  commented  Mrs.  Hazel  Sey- 
mour of  the  Community  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  of  Long  Beach.  This  re- 
mark was  made  relative  to  the  Jewish 
mother  of  one  of  the  boys  in  her  Sun- 
day School  class  that  she  had  visited. 
We  settled  on  a  date  convenient  for 
both  of  us  to  caU  on  this  Jewish 
mother. 

As  we  drove  up,  Mrs.  D—  came  out 
into  the  yard  and  warmly  greeted  Mrs. 
Seymour.  After  introductions  we  were 
invited  in  the  house.  Shortly  after  that 
the  reason  for  my  being  there  was  ex- 
plained and  permission  was  given  to 
show  her  from  the  Old  Testament 
what  we  believed.  Mrs.  D—  asked  if  we 
would  use  her  copy  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, the  Jewish  publication  of  the 
Old  Testament.  This  was  gladly  done. 
Again  after  God's  revelation  as  to 
man's  sin  and  His  provision  were 
shown  from  Isaiah,  permission  was 
asked  to  show  that  the  same  truths 
were  found  in  the  New  Testament. 

Though  shown  Jesus  as  the  Messiah 
and  Saviour,  she  was  not  ready  to  re- 
ceive Him  because  she  questioned  the 
trinity  and  the  deity  of  Messiah.  After 
she  was  shown  that  the  Old  Testament 
did  teach  this  through  discussing 
Deuteronomy  6:4,  Genesis  2:24, 
Isaiah  48  and  Micah  5:2,  she  said,  "1 
can  see  what  you  are  getting  at." 

Not  ready  yet  to  accept,  she  did 
pray  and  asked  God  to  make  her  will- 
ing to  know  and  believe  His  truth.  The 
teaching  concerning  the  two  comings 
of  Messiah;  what  He  would  be  like  and 
what  He  would  do,  were  explained  by 
the  use  of  portions  of  Genesis,  Zecha- 
riah  and  Acts. 

As  we  discussed  this  subject,  Mrs. 
D—  brought  out  that  she  wanted  a 
feeling.  She  was  counseled  that  though 
there  may  or  may  not  be  feelings,  sal- 
vation is  received  through  faith  based 
on  obedience  to  God's  Word  and  not 


our  feelings.  Again  brought  to  a  time 
of  decision,  she  prayed,  confessing 
Jesus  as  God,  Saviour  and  Messiah. 
Then  1  prayed  especially  asking  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  confirm  in  her  heart  this 
step  of  faith  in  obedience  to  His  Word. 

"There  is  a  feeling!  There  is  a  feel- 
ing! It  is  as  though  a  burden  were 
Ufted,"  with  joy  she  exclaimed.  Praise 
the  Lord !  Scriptures  of  assurance  were 
shared  with  her  so  that  she  might 
know  that  her  new  relationship  to  God 
through  Christ  and  the  joy  it  brought 
were  based  on  His  Word  and  her  obedi- 
ence to  it. 

"Wait  till  1  tell  Bill."  This  is  her 
Gentile  husband,  whom,  she  says, 
claims  to  be  an  atheist  but  is  willing 
for  his  sons  to  go  to  Sunday  School. 
His  claim,  apparently,  is  just  in  word! 
She  was  encouraged  to  make  her 
public  confession  at  the  Community 
Brethren  Church  that  Sunday.  Her 
first  confession,  however,  was  made  to 
her  son,  Mrs.  Seymour's  pupil,  who  re- 
turned home  just  as  we  were  leaving. 

Pastor  Ralph  Colburn  was  advised 
of  her  decision.  That  evening  he  and 
his  wife  called  in  the  home.  Mrs.  D— 
confirmed  her  decision  for  Christ.  Bill 
was  home  and  not  at  all  opposed  to 
the  step  his  wife  had  taken.  May  Christ 
soon  be  the  Head  of  this  home. 

WHAT  GOD  HATH  WROUGHT! 
Praise  God  for  the  witness  of  Brethren 
people  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house 
of  Israel.  I  thank  God  for  the  part  that 
the  Brethren  Messianic  Testimony 
could  have  in  helping  to  "draw  in  the 
net."  You  faithful  prayer  warriors  who 
received  and  used  the  April-May 
prayer  letter  had  a  part  too.  It  is  the 
desire  of  the  Brethren  Messianic  Testi- 
mony, both  western  and  eastern 
branches,  to  work  with  the  local 
Brethren  church  in  every  way  possible 
to  reach  Jewish  souls  for  Christ.  We 
don't  want  to  go  alone  to  heaven;  we 
also  want  many  Jewish  "Brethren"  to 
go  along. 

God  is  working,  too,  in  Jewish  lives 
related  to  our  mission  program  and 
that  will  be  shared  with  you  at  our 
next  writing.  #

A  LIBERAL'S 
CONCLUSIONS 


Liberal  adherents  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  are  beginning  to 
recognize  the  progress  and  growth 
among  the  conservative  churches.  The 
line  is  being  drawn  between  churches 
which  honor  God  and  His  Word  and 
those  who  take  the  liberal  views  on 
God,  His  Word  and  human  behavior. 

Rev.  Dean  M.  Kelley,  a  liberal 
Methodist  minister  who  holds  a  high 
office  in  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  has  just  stated  some  of  his 
conclusions  in  a  new  book  entitled, 
Why  Conservative  Churches  Are  Grow- 
ing. 

The  truth  concerning  the  moral, 
spiritual  and  doctrinal  decay  in  liberal- 
ism is  beginning  to  filter  through. 
Many  Protestant  groups  are  stagnating 
from  lack  of  growth  and  spiritual 
vitality,  while  other  Protestant  groups 
are  growing  and  increasing  in  their  ef- 
fectiveness. Louis  Cassel,  United  Press 
International  correspondent,  com- 
ments on  this  subject:  "The  stagnating 
churches,  by  and  large,  are  those  that 
take  a  liberal  stand  on  social  issues,  are 
broadly  tolerant  of  differing  theologi- 
cal views,  and  permissive  about  per- 
sonal behavior.  The  growing  churches 
are  conservative  on  social  issues.  They 
are  authoritarian  in  proclaiming  their 
doctrines,  and  intolerant  of  any  devi- 
ation from  them.  They  make  strict  de- 
mands on  their  members  regarding 
personal  behavior  and  religious  prac- 
tice, and  are  quick  to  rebuke  or  expel 
those  who  fail  to  conform." 

Kelley  openly  declares  that  while 
liberal  ecumenical  denominations  such 
as  the  United  Methodists,  Episcopali- 
ans,   United  Presbyterians,  American 
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Baptists,  and  Lutheran  Church  of 
America  are  trying  to  survive  what 
they  hope  will  be  a  temporary  adversi- 
ty; others  such  as  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  the  Assemblies  of  God, 
the  Churches  of  God,  various  Pente- 
costal groups,  the  Mormons,  the 
Seventh  Day  Adventists,  and  many 
smaller  evangelical  groups  are  growing 
at  a  substantially  faster  rate  than  the 
U.S.  population. 

Kelley  sharply  disagrees  with  Cassel 
and  decries  the  "unreasonableness"  of 
the  conservatives.  He  says,  "they  are 
not  tolerant,  they  are  not  ecumenical 
and  they  are  not  relevant."  He  laments 
the  habit  of  the  conservatives  in  re- 
fusing to  recognize  the  validity  of  the 
teachings  of  other  churches,  their  un- 
usual rituals,  and  peculiar  dietary  cus- 
toms. 

There  are  six  traits  listed  by  Kel- 
ley which  he  feels  are  related  to  the 
vitality  and  growth  in  conservative 
churches: 

First  is  commitment— a  willingness 
to  sacrifice  social  status,  possessions, 
even  life  itself  for  the  good  of  the 
church  and  its  faith. 

Second  is  discipline— willingness  to 
obey  the  commands  of  authorized 
leadership    without   question,   and   a

readiness  to  accept  punishment  for  in- 
fraction of  the  rules  rather  than  lean 
on  the  fellowship  of  the  group. 

Third  is  missionary  zeal— an  eager- 
ness to  tell  the  good  news  of  one's 
personal  experience  of  salvation  to  as 
many  other  people  as  possible. 

Fourth  is  absolutism  in  doctrine- 
the  belief  that  "we  have  the  truth  and 
all  others  are  in  error." 

Fifth  is  conformity— intolerance  of 
deviant  beliefs  or  dissent,  and  a  tend- 
ency to  shun  contacts  with  "out- 
siders" of  different  convictions. 

Sixth  is  fanaticism— people  filled 
with  missionary  zeal  who  are  strong  in 
telling  others  their  views  but  poor  on 
listening. 

We  are  sure  that  Mr.  Kelley  is  not 
representing  all  of  the  conservatives  ac- 
curately in  every  detail.  But  it  is  un- 
cany  the  way  he  has  so  vividly  pointed 
out  those  characteristics  which  so 
wonderfully  describe  the  Bible-believ- 
ing churches.  Our  commitment  to 
Christ,  our  discipline  by  the  Word,  our 
burning  zeal  to  serve  Christ  in  mission- 
ary fields  of  the  world,  and  our  abso- 
lutism in  doctrine  are  traits  of  which 
we  can  justly  be  proud.  It  is  refreshing 
to  note  that  those  who  stand  with  con- 
viction for  the  truth  of  the  Word  of 
God  and  are  labeled  "fanatics"  for 
their  strong  desire  to  witness  to  others 
are  on  the  winning  team. 

The  Apostle  Paul  after  describing 
our  wonderful  commitment  and  call- 
ing said:  "Hold  fast  the  form  of  sound 
words,  which  thou  hast  heard  of  me, 
in  faith  and  love  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus.  That  good  thing  which  was  com- 
mitted unto  thee  keep  by  the  Holy 
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3host  which  dwelleth  in  us"  (II  Tim. 
1:13-14).  Praise  God  for  those  who  are 
villing  to  stand  by  their  convictions 
ind  commitment  to  Christ! 

Kelley  then  draws  a  contrast  de- 
icribing  the  characteristics  of  the 
iberals  as:  Relativism-the  belief  that 
10  one  has  a  monoply  on  truth  and  all 
nsights  are  partial.  Diversity— an  atti- 
:ude  of  leniency  toward  individual  dif- 
'erences  in  belief  and  behavior,  and  a 
)revailing  idea  that  everyone  should  be 
"ree  to  "do  his  own  thing."  Dialogue— 
eadiness  to  exchange  views  with  other 
eligious  groups,  and  an  appreciative 
ather  than  judgmental  attitude  to- 
ward them. 


Two  other  traits  were  Indivi- 
dualism-refusal to  give  unquestioning 
obedience  to  any  church  authority  and 
readiness  to  quit  the  group  rather  than 
submit  to  any  rebuke  or  demand;  and 
Reserve— a  reluctance  to  expose  one's 
convictions  or  try  to  impose  them  on 
others,  with  consequent  decay  of  mis- 
sionary enterprise. 

Rev.  Dean  M.  Kelley  has  keenly 
pointed  to  the  differences  between  the 
conservatives  and  the  liberals,  or  as  he 
more  vividly  characterizes  them— the 
progressives  and  the  stagnators.  He  has 
brought  to  light  those  eroding  factors 
which  Satan  so  skillfully  uses  to 
thwart  the  truth  and  bring  the  work  of 


God  to  a  halt  in  the  church.  Unwit- 
tingly, he  has  also  shown  us  some  of 
the  liberal  traits  which  could  easily 
undermine  and  bring  to  naught  the 
progressive  growth  and  effectiveness  of 
the  conservative  churches. 

May  God  help  us  to  keep  our  eyes 
on  Jesus  Christ,  our  minds  stayed  on 
God's  Word,  and  our  lives  under  the 
constant  control  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
Let  us  be  called  "zealots,"  "abso- 
lutists," "fanatics,"  or  whatever:  "If 
God  be  for  us,  who  can  be  against  us? 
He  that  spared  not  his  own  Son,  but 
delivered  him  up  for  us  all,  how  shall 
he  not  with  him  also  freely  give  us  all 
things?"  (Rom.  8:31-32).  »

Dallas,  Texas  (EP)-The  newspapers  of  Dallas  promised, 
"something  historic  is  going  to  happen  here,"  and  the 
events  of  June  12-17  proved  them  right. 

The  six-day  "Explo  72,"  sponsored  by  Campus  Crusade 
for  Christ,  drew  an  official  75,462  registered  trainees, 
but  served  thousands  more  from  most  states  (and  80 
foreign  countries)  in  the  historic  gospel  blitz,  according 
to  General  Director  Paul  Eshleman. 

In  63  locations  throughout  Greater  Dallas,  Crusade  staff 
members  and  visiting  teachers  grilled  their  understudies, 
then  sent  them  swarming  into  the  streets  to  share  the 
"Four  Spiritual  Laws"  and  lead  people  to  Christ.  They 
visited  66,457  homes  .  .  .  shared  the  four  laws  with 
17,358  Dallasites .  .  .  heard  4,259  people  "pray  to  receive 
Christ,"  and  hstened  to  an  additional  1 ,742  believers  pray 
to  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Each  night  the  78,000-seat  Cotton  Bowl  was  filled.  Cru- 
sade president  Bill  Bright,  and  Explo's  honorary  chairman 
BUly  Graham,  headed  the  list  of  Christian  luminaries  who 
participated  in  the  large  scale  seminar  for  high  school, 
college,  and  lay  ministries.  Sports  "greats"  appeared 
frequently,  lifting  weights  in  a  "power  classic,"  and 
sharing  their  faith. 

Explo  72  closed  at  a  huge  "Jesus  Music  Festival" 
on  the  grassy  right-of-way  for  the  Woodall  Rodgers  Freeway 
near  downtown  Dallas. 

There  were  no  riots  ...  no  debris  ...  no  Woodstock 
excesses. 

Westminster,  Calif.  An  all-time  high  of  764  was  reached 
recently  at  the  Brethren  Sunday  School.  There  were  nine  de- 
cisions for  Christ  on  this  the  concluding  day  of  victory  in  a 
six-week  Sunday  School  contest  with  the  Bellflower  Brethren 
Sunday  School.  These  six  weeks  were  times  of  victory  for 
both  churches  as  scores  of  visitors  were  exposed  to  the 
Gospel  and  many  decisions  were  made.  The  Lord  is  continuing 
to  bring  forth  fruit  from  the  many  new  contacts  made. 
Douglas  Bray,  pastor. 

Arvada,  Colo.  Rev.  Robert  Firl  has  resigned  the  pas- 
torate of  the  Hackberry  Hill  Grace  Brethren  Church,  effec- 
tive July  30.  He  will  assume  the  pastorate  of  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church,  San  Bernardino,  Calif.,  in  August. 

Cincinnati  (EP)— Sally  J.  Priesand  has  been  ordained 
at  the  Isaac  M.  Wise  Temple  here,  becoming  the  first  woman 
rabbi  in  the  United  States.  She  is  believed  to  be  the 
second  in  the  history  of  Judaism. 

The  25-year-old  student  was  ordained  with  35  male 
rabbinical  candidates  by  Rabbi  Alfred  Gottschalk,  president 
of  the  Hebrew  Union  College-Jewish  Institute  of  Religion. 
Rabbi  Gottschalk  said  Miss  Priesand's  ordination  "attests 
to  the  principle  of  reform  Judaism  long  espoused-of  the 
equality  of  women  in  the  congregation  of  the  Lord." 


Wheaton,  III.  Rev.  James  Hutchens  has  entered  a  new 
field  of  service  after  having  served  as  chaplain  at  Wheaton 
College  for  two  years.  His  new  ministry  wUl  include  a  two- 
year  stint  at  the  School  of  World  Missions  and  Institute  of 
Church  Growth  at  Fuller  Theological  Seminary  in  Pasademi 
Cahf.  This  plan  carries  with  it  the  return  to  Israel  in 
the  summer  of  1974. 

Notre  Dame,  Ind.  (EP)— The  growth  and  depth  of  the 
Pentecostal  movement  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  has 
been  welcomed  by  traditional  Protestant  Pentecostals,  but 
they  are  "scandalized"  by  the  observation  that  neo-Pente- 
costals  can  smoke  and  drink  and  still  enjoy  the  Baptism  of 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

Vinson  Synan,  a  professor  at  Emmanuel  College,  Frank- 
lin Springs,  Ga.,  said  at  a  seminar  here  during  the  Inter- 
national Conference  on  the  Charismatic  Renewal  in  the 
Catholic  Church  that  Pentecostal  Holiness  Churches  are 
having  to  make  an  "agonizing  reappraisal"  concerning 
what  makes  a  Pentecostal. 

Synan  said  he  and  his  associates  rejoiced  at  the 
growth  of  the  Catholic  charismatic  movement.  "The  Spirit 
of  God  told  me  it  was  real,"  he  said,  adding  that  most 
Protestant  Pentecostals  would  be  surprised  to  know  that  th 
Catholic  Church  was  "adaptable  enough"  to  include  Pente- 
costalism  in  its  theology.

St.  Louis  (EP)-Because  he  allegedly  failed  to  accept 
literally  the  teachings  of  the  Bible,  a  professor  at  Con- 
cordia Seminary  here  was  dismissed,  according  to  an  an- 
noucement  made  yesterday. 

The  ousting  of  Dr.  Arlis  Ehlen,  a  professor  of  the 
Old  Testament  at  the  Lutheran  Church  Missouri-Synod  insti- 
tution, was  followed  by  a  statement  from  the  American 
Association  of  Theological  Schools  which  placed  the  school 
on  two  years'  academic  probation  because  of  its  lack  of 
academic  freedom. 

The  association  stated  that  the  seminary  could  lose 
its  accreditation  if  it  did  not  revise  its  policies  in  two 
years. 

The  events  were  the  latest  in  a  controversy  over  the 
direction  of  teaching  at  the  seminary  which  has  split  the 
denomination  into  liberal  and  conservative  factions.  It  all 
began  in  1970  when  the  Synod's  conservative  president.  Dr. 
Jacob  A.  0.  Preus,  began  an  investigation  of  alleged 
heretical  teachings  at  the  seminary.

AND  YOUR  FUTUR

One  can  visit  nearly  any  super- 
market or  drug  store  in  the  United 
States  and  find  a  large  array  of  books 
on  astrology  on  prominent  display. 
Paperbacks  explaining  the  principles  of 
astrological  interpretation  are  now  in 
the  possession  of  not  merely  a  few 
whose  psychological  balance  and  equi- 
librium would  be  questioned  anyway, 
but  in  the  hands  of  housewives,  stu- 
dents and,  unfortunately,  church 
people  who  should  know  better.  The 
inherently  religious  nature  of  man, 
combined  with  his  inquisitiveness 
about  the  unknown,  have  combined  to 
make  him  a  servant  of  demonic  oc- 
cultism. Great  disasters  and  military 
threats  have  struck  fear  into  the  hearts 
of  Americans  and  their  concerns  now 
shift  from  the  present  and  the  material 
to  the  future  and  the  spiritual.  It  is  a 
well-known  fact  that  if  Satan  cannot 
produce  an  acceptable  denial  of  bibli- 
cal truth,  he  will  create  a  distortion  of 
it.  This  is  precisely  what  is  occurring  in 
the  contemporary  astrological  scene. 
Five  years  ago  the  involvement  of 
people  with  occultism  was  limited  to 
fortune  cookies  and  penny  weighing 
machines.  Now,  it  is  not  only  well 
known  to  the  average  American,  but  is 
a  multimillion  dollar  business.  It  also 
provides  one  of  the  greatest  dangers  to 
the  spiritual  health  and  welfare  of  our 
young  people. 


The  Scope  of  the  Problem 

Today  there  are  over  10,000  full- 
time  professional  astrologers  and 
175,000  part  time  in  the  United 
States.  Astrology  is  accepted  to  vary- 
ing degrees  by  over  40,000,000  Ameri- 
cans who,  last  year,  were  willing  to 
pay  $200,000,000  for  the  literature 
and  services  of  astrologers.  The  de- 
mand is  so  great  for  astrological  infor- 
mation that  systems  are  now  com- 
puterized so  that  a  10,000  word  horo- 
scope reading  can  be  produced  in  two 
minutes.  The  influence  of  astrology  is 
not  only  seen  in  the  realm  of  religious 
thinking  and  the  scientific  world,  but 
its  impact  is  witnessed  on  the  music 
scene  as  well.  One  is  reminded  of  the 
popular  song  from  the  sensuous  musi- 
cal, "Hair": 

When  the  moon  is  in  the  seventh 
house, 
And  Jupiter  aligns  with  Mars, 

Then  peace  will  guide  the  planets 
And  love  will  steer  the  stars. 
What  would  appear  to  be  an  innocent 
piece  of  music  is  really  a  serious  re- 
flection of  a  life  philosophy  of  thou- 
sands of  young  people.  The  gravity  of 
this  situation  and  its  attendant  spirit- 
ual problems  cannot  be  overem- 
phasized. 

The  Origin  and  Nature  of  the  System 

It  was  probably  not  long  after  the 


fall  of  mankind  into  sin  that  he  began 
to  seek  alternative  explanations  for  his 
existence.  In  his  wicked  rebeOion  man 
began  to  worship  the  creation  rather 
than  the  Creator.  This  course  of  life 
led  him  to  seek  information  for  the 
future  not  from  the  true  revelation 
from  God,  but  from  mystical  inter- 
pretations of  cosmic  forces  and  bodies. 
Archaeological  discoveries  reveal  the 
fact  that  this  system  had  a  very  early 
origin.  Both  the  Egyptians  and  the 
Babylonians  deified  astral  bodies  and 
worshiped  them.  The  most  intensive 
study  and  development  of  astrology, 
as  we  know  it,  occurred  after  1,000 
B.C.  in  Babylon.  While  the  ancients  be- 
lieved that  astral  deities  controlled  the 
destinies  of  men,  their  modern  coun- 
terparts have  done  away  with  the  deifi- 
cation of  astral  bodies  and  attribute 
the  occurrence  of  events  to  the  elec- 
tromagnetic puU  of  the  planets.  This 
later  development,  however,  is  not 
scientifically  sound,  since  astro- 
physicists note  that  only  two  such 
electromagnetic  fields  have  been 
found— one  around  Junipter  and  one 
around  the  earth— and  these  fields  do 
not  guide  human  behavior.  Jung's 
theory  of  synchroicity— that  every- 
thing in  the  universe  participates 
through  that  moment  with  everything 
else  that  shares  the  same  unit  of 
time— is   also    a  guiding  influence   in 
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modern  astrological  thought.  The  very 
time  of  your  birth  becomes  a  matter 
of  grave  importance  in  the  theories  of 
astrology.  Your  gifts,  talents  and  ulti- 
mate goals  in  life  will  be  determined 
according  to  the  zodiacal  sign  under 
which  you  were  born. 

It  might  be  well  to  pause  for  a 
moment  to  examine  the  reasons  why 
this  system  has  gained  such  wide  popu- 
larity and  acceptance  in  a  scientific 
age.  The  answer  is  simple.  For  many,  it 
appears  to  work.  Satan  has  long  been 
attempting  to  lead  people  to  a  form  of 
rationalism  which  accepts  only  empiri- 
cal evidence  as  the  final  determinant 
of  truth.  In  other  words,  if  it  works  it 
is  right.  Many  people  have  studied  the 
zodiac  and  its  imphcations  for  life 
style  and  have  found  careful  and  de- 
tailed analogies  between  their  own 
experiences  and  the  zodiacal  predic- 
tions. This,  to  them,  is  a  confirmation 
of  the  validity  of  the  system.  To  the 
believer,  however,  this  approach  to  re- 
ligious truth  is  completely  fallacious. 
Our  approach  to  truth  should  be,  if  it 
is  Biblical,  it  is  right.  The  mere  work- 
ability of  a  system  should  not  be  the 
final  determinant  of  theological  truth. 
Even  the  workabiHty  of  a  system 
should  be  challenged  in  terms  of  tem- 
poral life  and  eternity.  Young  people 
today  are  often  deceived  in  accepting 
contemporary  theories  of  ethics  and 
morality  on  the  sole  basis  that  it  works 
rather  than  it  is  right.  Thus,  there  are 
many,  even  within  the  church,  who  are 
willing  to  not  only  coexist  with,  but 
justify  pre-marital  sex  and  homo- 
sexuality in  the  light  of  this  philoso- 
phy. The  further  we  drift  from  Biblical 
truth  the  deeper  we  become  engaged 
in  mystical  and  blasphemous  philoso- 
phies of  our  current  world.  The  greater 
the  gap  between  ourselves  and  God's 
revelation,  the  more  reasonable  sin  be- 
comes. Let  us  now  examine  astrology 
in  the  light  of  some  Biblical  principles. 

Biblical  Perspectives 

There  are  five  basic  observations  we 
should  like  to  make  with  regard  to 
modern  astrology  and  the  Christian. 
(1)  Astrology  leads  to  a  false  concept 
of  the  universe  and  its  functions.  Ac- 
cording to  Genesis  1 : 1 4- 1 9 ,  the  sun  and 
moon  were  designed  to  be  for  signs, 
but  these  signs  were  not  determinative 
of  man's  future  or  of  his  immediate 
activity.  They  are  to  be  for  prophetic 
signs,  as  the  Book  of  Revelation  clear- 
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ly  indicates.  According  to  Psahn 
19:1 -"The  heavens  declare  the  glory 
of  God."  They  are  not  designed  to  re- 
veal the  future  of  man.  The  whole 
theory  behind  modern  astrology  is  a 
blatant  contradiction  of  the  truths  ex- 
pressed in  Hebrews  1:3  and  Colossians 
1:17.  It  is  not  the  impersonal  cosmic 
forces  of  the  universe  that  determine 
human  destiny.  It  is  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  in  the  sovereign  exercise  of  His 
perfect  power. 

(2)  Astrology  ultimately  leads  to 
idolatry  and  God's  judgment.  One 
need  only  to  examine  numerous  pas- 
sages in  the  Old  Testament  to  observe 
that  the  worship  of  heavenly  bodies 
led  to  radical  forms  of  idolatry  and,  in 
some  cases,  human  sacrifices  (cf.  II 
Kings  17:16-17;  23:5).  Such  forms 
of  idolatry  received  the  sever- 
est of  punishments  (cf.  Deut.  17:6). 
Those  who  practice  astrology  do 
not  really  have  control  over  the 
future  or  the  events  that  are  to  occur. 

It  is  not  the  impersonal  cosmic 
forces  of  the  universe  that 
determine  human  destiny.  It  is 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  the 
sovereign  exercise  of  His 
perfect  power. 


It  is  even  doubtful  that  they  really 
know  the  future  to  any  degree.  Com- 
pare, for  example,  God's  challenge  to 
the  Babylonians  prior  to  their  judg- 
ment (Isa.  47: 12-14). 

(3)  Astrology  ultimately  leads  to 
psychological  imbalance  and  frustra- 
tion. It  is  a  wretched  form  of  fatalism. 
There  is  a  documented  case  history  of 
an  eighteen-year-old  girl  who  was  in- 
formed by  astrological  computation 
that  her  life  would  not  extend  beyond 
age  twenty.  The  pressure  and  distress 
of  this  news  led  her  to  suicide. 

(4)  Worship  of  the  stars  is  strictly 
forbidden  in  Scripture  (Deut.  4:15-19; 
17:2-5). 

(5)  Astrology  and  all  of  its  attend- 
ant theories  ignore  the  basic  Biblical 
teaching  about  man's  future.  Two  ob- 
servations would  be  pertinent  here. 
First  of  all,  not  all  the  future  is  to  be 
known  by  man  (cf.  Acts  1:7).  Second, 
God  has  already  given  us  all  we  need 
to  know  about  the  future  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  we  walk  by  faith  and  not  by  sight. 

As  believers  we  should  be  particu- 
larly grateful  that  our  future  does  not 
reside  in  the  impersonal  cosmic  forces 
of  the  heavens,  but  in  the  hands  of  a 
loving,  sovereign  God  who  does  all 
things  right.

t's  High  Time 
We  Get  Started 

At  the  annual  conference  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches,  August  13, 
1971,  an  action  was  taken  that  may  serve  to  mark  the  beginning  of  a  new  day  in  the 
Brethren  Church.  The  action  is  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  conference  and  publicized 
in  The  Brethren  Annual  for  October  30,  1971,  page  31.  It  reads:  "A  motion  prevailed 
that  the  verbal  report  of  the  Board  of  Evangelism  on  reaching  America  for  Christ  be 
accepted  with  an  urging  to  the  pastors  and  people  to  implement  it  as  details  evolve." 

Behind  the  scenes,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Robert  CoUitt,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Evangelism,  there  were  some  who  immediately  began  to  formulate  plans  to  impleinent 
the  action  of  conference,  and  involve  the  entire  denomination  and  all  its  interests. 

It  was  not  until  early  in  1972  that  publicity  was  given  to  the  plans  for  further 
development  of  the  action  taken  at  conference.  It  took  shape  in  the  form  of  an  Evangel- 
ism Planning  Conference  which  convened  in  the  First  Brethren  Church,  Wooster,  Ohio, 
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^pril  17-21.  More  than  forty  leaders 
epresenting  the  Grace  Brethren  Fel- 
owship  in  the  United  States  and  the 
breign  mission  field  assembled  to 
tudy  the  issues  and  formulate  plans 
or  denominational  growth  through 
he  avenue  of  soul-winning.  The  days 
i^ere  spent  in  intensive  study  of  the 
problems  and  formulation  of  a  pro- 
jam.  The  evenings  were  given  over  to 
lefinite  evangelistic  effort  to  reach  the 
ocal  community.  As  far  as  the  memo- 
y  of  this  writer  is  concerned,  he 
:nows  of  nothing  quite  like  this  in  the 
listory  of  the  Grace  Brethren  Move- 
nent. 

In  view  of  extensive  efforts  being 
nade  in  other  denominations,  and  in 
me  area  where  a  group  of  denomi- 
lations  are  involved,  it  was  the  unani- 
nous  opinion  that  the  National  Fel- 
Dwship  of  Brethren  Churches  should 
irganize  a  concerted  effort  on  its  own 
0  carry  out  the  God-given  responsi- 
lility  of  enlarging  its  borders  through 
he  winning  of  souls.  After  considera- 
te discussion,  the  slogan,  "GROW  73 
-  GRACE  BRETHREN,"  was 
dopted.  The  word  GROW  represents 
he  purpose  of  the  movement:  God 
teaching  Our  World.  In  view  of  the 
nthusiasm  with  which  this  purpose 
ripped  the  attendants  at  this  confer- 
nce,  it  is  a  fair  token  of  what  can 
lappen  if  the  entire  membership  of 
he  Church  catches  this  vision. 

To  crystalize  the  concept  and  give 
t  direction,  eight  committees  were 
ormed  and  given  assignments.  These 
ommittees  were  as  follows:  national 
onference  committee,  literature  com- 
nittee,  Grace  Schools  committee, 
irayer  committee,  national  program 
ommittee,  finance  committee,  name 
ommittee,  and  the  publicity  commit- 
ee.  A  ninth  committee  was  estab- 
ished,  the  most  important  of  them  all. 
'his  was  the  coordinating  committee, 
lev.  Wayne  Beaver,  missionary  on  fur- 
3ugh  from  Africa  and  the  man  who 
erved  as  the  chairman  of  the  Evangel- 
sm  Planning  Conference,  was  named 
s  coordinator  and  placed  on  salary.  It 
vas  decided  to  establish  an  office  in 
Vinona  Lake,  as  soon  as  it  is  possible 
or  Mr.  Beaver  to  make  the  move.  He 
^'as  selected  for  this  position  because 
if  his  experience  in  leading  a  simUar 
movement  in  Africa  with  such  success. 

To  lay  the  groundwork  for  a  suc- 
essful  campaign  for  souls,  it  is 
ilanned  that  five  pastors  clinics  will  be

held  in  strategic  areas  of  the  United 
States,  thus  enabling  every  pastor  to 
attend.  These  are  planned  for  Septem- 
ber 1972,  and  will  be  held  in  Philadel- 
phia, Atlanta,  Columbus,  Los  Angeles 
and  Seattle.  In  order  to  enable  the 
teachers  of  Grace  Schools  to  get  the 
benefit  of  these  clinics,  the  same  group 
of  leaders  will  be  brought  to  the 
campus.  The  best  men  in  the  field  of 
calling  and  soul-winning  will  impart 
their  knowledge  to  pastors  and 
teachers  so  that  they  in  turn  may  pass 
on  the  know-how  to  members  of  each 
congregation. 

In  order  to  promote  local  church 
evangelism,  musical  groups  from  the 
college  and  seminary  will  assist  on 
weekends.  Capable  young  men  may 
serve  as  evangelists  on  a  limited  basis. 
Faculty  and  students  will  assist,  as 
time  permits,  in  the  writing  of  litera- 
ture such  as  tracts,  publicity  and  pro- 
motional material.  Prayer  bands  will 
be  organized.  Workshops  for  on-the- 
job  training  will  be  arranged  where 
possible.  As  opportunity  offers,  able 
evangelists  will  be  called  in  to  give  stu- 
dents and  professors  the  benefit  of 
their  know-how. 

The  above  is  a  bare  outline  of  what 
emerged  from  this  planning  confer- 
ence, and  this  is  not  official.  It  is  just 
what  one  man  gathered  from  the  con- 
ference. Later,  official  information 
will  be  disseminated  and  the  plans  will 
be  further  refined  and  implemented. 
Even  at  this  stage  the  prospect  bids 
fair  to  be  the  greatest  push  in  current 
Brethren  annals  for  carrying  the  divine 
assignment  into  action. 

Did  not  Christ  say,  "For  the  Son  of 
man  is  come  to  seek  and  to  save  that 
which  was  lost"  (Luke  19:10)?  Did  He 
not  also  say,  "As  thou  hast  sent  me 
into  the  world,  even  so  have  I  also  sent 
them  into  the  world"  (John  17:18)? 
Did  not  Christ  say,  "Go  ye  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching 


them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I 
have  commanded  you:  and,  lo,  I  am 
with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of 
the  world"  (Matt.  28:19-20)? 

If  this  is  the  assigrmient  from  One 
who  possesses  all  authority  (Matt. 
28: 18),  then  who  are  we  to  be  so  slow 
to  respond  to  this  divine  directive?  It 
is  high  time  that  we  take  this  com- 
mand seriously  and  make  every  effort 
at  all  points  within  the  church  to  con- 
centrate our  energy  on  this  major  task. 

The  concentration  of  the  entire 
energy  and  effort  of  the  church  upon 
the  vineyard  to  which  the  Brethren 
have  been  assigned  means  that  there 
wUl  need  to  be  a  new  loyalty  to  the 
Brethren  Church  in  all  of  its  facets. 
The  concentration  of  energy  and  de- 
votion will  be  sure  to  make  itself  felt, 
not  only  in  numerical  growth  in  all  its 
facets,  but  also  intrinsic  growth  as 
well. 

There  could  never  be  a  better  time 
for  this  new  turn  of  affairs  within  the 
Brethren  Church.  The  fields  are  white 
unto  harvest,  and  there  seems  to  be  a 
diminishing  number  of  believers  who 
know  God's  Word  or  care  for  lost 
humanity.  In  God's  good  providence, 
the  Brethren  Church  has  been  mightily 
blessed  with  a  knowledge  of  the  Word. 
And  the  need  is  all  about  us.  Is  it  not, 
therefore,  high  time  to  carry  God's 
commands  into  action? 

In  the  Early  Church,  persecution 
broke  out  against  the  church  in  Jeru- 
salem and  God's  people  were  forced  to 
flee.  "Therefore  they  that  were  scat- 
tered abroad  went  every  where  preach- 
ing the  word"  (Acts  8:4).  From  this 
point  evangelism  swept  through  the 
Roman  Empire.  The  same  spirit  and 
devotion  within  the  Brethren  Church 
could  mount  a  similar  movement  of 
growth  in  these  closing  days  of  the 
age.  What  the  leadership  and  laity  of 
the  Church  accomplished  at  the  outset 
can  also  be  accomplished  in  a  united 
effort  to  reach  the  teeming  millions  of 
humanity  t  jday.  W

"I'm  not  going  to  do  those  dishes; 
it  isn't  my  job!"  "He  just  hit  me  and 
took  my  billfold!"  "I  can't  take  a 
shower-it's  plugged!" 

Ten  boys  in  a  boys  home  can  cer- 
tainly come  up  with  problems— this  we 
found  out  when  we  were  relief  house- 
parents  on  weekends  for  three  months. 
We  not  only  had  to  know  how  to 
handle  the  boys  in  the  above  situa- 
tions, but  also  had  to  see  that  they  got 
the  floors  mopped  and  scrubbed 
properly,  dishes  washed,  laundry  done, 
and  showers  taken.  You  would  find  us 
helping  a  boy  put  a  puzzle  together, 
playing  box  hockey.  Ping-pong,  base- 
ball, football,  or  chasing  their  ornery 
pony  around  the  field  as  we  tried  to 
catch  it.  My  wife  had  to  quadruple  the 
pancake  recipe  to  fill  fifteen  empty 
stomachs,  remember  to  check  if  they 
all  had  clean  mended  clothes  for 
church,  keep  record  of  their  behavior 
points,  and  supervise  the  meal  prepara- 
tion and  clean  up. 

Many  times  it  was  necessary  to  say 
to  a  boy  when  he  refused  to  do  a  job: 
"Yes,  you  wOl  do  it— come  on,  I'll  help 
you,"  and  both  of  us  would  get  the 
job  done.  More  often  than  not  we 
were  stopping  a  fight  or  encouraging  a 
boy  to  have  confidence  in  himself  by 
standing  up  for  his  rights. 

All    this    took    place    at    Christian 


Haven,  a  nondenominational  boys 
home  twenty  mUes  south  of  Valpa- 
raiso, at  Wheatfield,  Indiana.  The 
home  is  designed  to  take  in  under- 
privileged boys  and  help  meet  their 
needs  physically,  emotionally,  educa- 
tionally, and  spiritually. 

We  learned  of  this  home  through 
their  notice  at  Grace  Seminary  re- 
questing weekend  help  to  relieve  the 
houseparents.  In  order  to  have  mean- 
ingful Christian  service  while  in  semi- 
nary, we  decided  to  investigate.  We 
(my  wife  and  three  children,  ages  8,  6, 
2)  enjoyed  working  with  the  boys  for 
three  months  until  the  home  hired 
permanent  relief  houseparents.  We  ar- 
rived at  the  home  Friday  evening  and 
stayed  until  Sunday  evening,  at  which 
time  the  full-time  houseparents  re- 
turned to  duty.  During  our  hours  at 
the  home,  we  worked  with  nine  or  ten 
boys,  depending  in  which  cottage  we 
were  working.  The  boys  living  at  the 
home  range  in  age  from  ten  to  nine- 
teen and  are  placed  there  through  wel- 
fare or  courts. 

Points  are  important  to  the  boys, 
and  we  had  to  determine  their  scores 
for  the  day  depending  on  their  be- 
havior. The  older  boys  get  their  points 
converted  into  cash;  the  younger  boys 
gain  privileges  for  theirs.  Some  of  the 
rewards  for  earned  points  are  staying 


up  a  half-hour  later  on  Friday  nights, 
getting  desserts,  having  visitors,  going  \ 
on    outings   (bowling,    roller   skating, 
swimming). 

What  did  we  learn?  I  had  a  chance 
to  get  the  theology  that  I  learned  in 
seminary  roughed  up  by  actual  use.  I 
also  saw  that  the  boys  need  a  con- 
sistent Christian  testimony  and  a  de- 
cent marriage  relationship  with  hus- 
band, wife  and  children.  For  many  it 
is  something  new  to  see  a  father  and 
mother  settle  a  disagreement  without 
arguing,  swearing  and  fighting. 

In  addition  to  being  taught  spiritual 
truths  in  daily  devotions,  these  boys 
carefully  observe  people  and  learn  by 
what  they  see.  WhUe  leaving  church 
one  Sunday,  the  boys  saw  a  man 
dressed  in  his  Sunday  best,  and  one 
said,  "Oh,  he  has  a  cigarette  in  his 
hand."  They  are  punished  if  they  are 
found  smoking.  These  boys  have  a 
long  way  to  go  spiritually,  but  they  are 
being  taught  what  is  right  and  wrong 
in  many  cases— and  they  are  watching 
others  all  the  time. 

Are  there  any  rewards?  An  eighteen 
year  old  asked  me:  "How  can  I  know 
that  I  am  going  to  heaven  when  I  die?" 
The  thrill  came  to  me  as  he  under- 
stood the  plan  of  salvation  clearly  for 
the  first  time.  WhUe  this  boy  received 
Christ  as  his  Saviour,  many  of  the  boys 
remain  in  a  state  of  spiritual  rebellion. 
Yet  the  constant  sowing  of  the  seed, 
watering,  and  waiting  for  God  to  give 
the  increase  is  the  way  it  must  be 
done.  We  cannot  force  anyone  to  be- 
lieve, although  sometimes  we  wish  we 
could ! 

On  another  occasion,  an  older  teen- 
ager said,  "I  won't  dry  those  dishes 
tonight  if  you  put  the  disinfectant  in!" 
The  disinfectant  had  to  be  put  in  the 
dishwater;  the  boy  walked  off.  As  my 
wife  stepped  up  and  quietly  took  the 
towel  and  began  to  dry  the  dishes,  he 
soon  realized  that  he  had  been  wrong 
in  his  attitude.  He  said  to  her,  "You 
better  give  me  that  towel;  there  is  only 
room  for  one  of  us  at  the  sink." 

One  Friday  night  a  twelve  year  old 
ran  to  the  car  when  we  arrived  to  see  if 
my  wife  had  brought  him  his  own  Ger- 
man chocolate  cake.  He  had  been 
promised  his  choice  of  dessert  if  he 
reached  the  top  behavior  level  that 
week.  He  had  reached  the  level;  he  re- 
ceived his  cake.  This  was  the  first  time 
in  two  months  that  he  had  done  so 
well. 
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How  does  this  apply  to  you?  Look 
around  you:  perhaps  you  know  of  a 
home  similar  to  this  where  you  can 
assist.  After  working  at  Christian 
Haven,  we  have  become  more  aware  of 
ways  others  can  help. 

You  can  volunteer  your  services. 
Give  up  a  weekend  or  an  evening  and 
make  yourself  available.  Volunteer 
transportation  to  church  services  or 
youth  groups:  the  houseparents  can- 
not take  one  boy  to  church  and  leave 
the  rest  at  home.  Invite  a  boy  or  boys 
to  your  home  for  a  day  or  a  Sunday 
dinner.  If  a  boy  is  noisy  in  church, 
volunteer  to  sit  by  him,  being  a  friend 
rather  than  a  critic.  Maybe  you  could 
volunteer  to  teach  a  special  class  for 
the  boys  so  they  can  have  their  own 
church  service.  In  some  cases  this 
would  be  best;  they  do  not  enjoy  long 
sermons  designed  for  adults  only. 

Men  can  help  teach  the  boys  a 
trade— such  as  electronics,  mechanics, 
plumbing,  carpentering.  The  boys  are 
usually  eager  to  learn,  if  someone  is 


willing  to  take  the  time  to  work  with 
them. 

Women  can  help  by  sewing  on  but- 
tons, mending  ripped  shirts  and  torn 
pants.  (These  boys  get  so  many  of 
their  clothes  torn,  because  they  often 
settle  their  arguments  by  fighting.) 
You  could  write  them  letters  and  send 
birthday  cards.  (Some  boys  have  no 
one  interested  enough  to  think  of 
them.) 

Groups  or  individuals  could  make 
colorful  quOts  or  send  sheets,  bath- 
room and  kitchen  towels  and  wash 
clothes,  aprons,  and  large  heavy-duty 
potholders.  Clothing  and  bedding  wear 
out  quickly  because  of  the  rough  treat- 
ment. Cooks  always  enjoy  "luxury" 
foods:  nuts,  coconut,  Bisquick,  and  so 
forth— items  that  are  extras  in  your 
own  kitchen. 

Perhaps  you  are  interested  in  being 
houseparents;  contact  a  home  to  see  if 
there  is  a  need.  Some  of  the  boys  need 
foster  homes;  you  may  like  to  share 
your  Christian  influence  in  this  way. 


When  we  enlisted  friends  to  pray 
for  us,  we  found  things  went  better  on 
our  weekends  at  Christian  Haven.  The 
boys  and  houseparents  need  prayer  all 
the  time  for  patience,  safety,  love  for 
one  another,  and  in  some  cases,  salva- 
tion for  the  boys.  The  administrator  is 
often  called  upon  to  make  a  quick  de- 
cision. Pray  for  wisdom  that  he  will 
make  the  right  decision  at  an  instant's 
notice. 

What  were  the  results?  Working  at 
this  boys  home  seemed  to  be  a  con- 
firmation of  a  desire  to  enter  Christian 
work  where  my  whole  family  can  be 
involved,  and  you  certainly  get  in- 
volved with  ten  boys  around!!  We  feel 
that  this  is  the  type  of  work  we  would 
like  to  enter  after  completing  semi- 
nary. We  also  have  learned  to  be  more 
sensitive  to  the  needs  of  those  working 
with  needy  children,  and  to  the  needs 
of  the  boys  themselves.  This  experi- 
ence showed  us  that  the  Christian  serv- 
ice program  is  a  valuable  part  of  semi- 
nary training.  ^ 
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Foreign  Students  in 
Grace  Schools 


Most  of  us  are  interested  in  people 
from  other  countries  because  we 
would  like  to  travel  but  are  unable  to 
do  so.  Some  of  us  have  been  fortunate 
enough  to  pursue  an  education  in  an- 
other part  of  the  world  and  at  the 
same  time  learn  of  a  different  culture 
and  people. 

This  past  semester  twelve  foreign 
students  have  been  enrolled  in  Grace 
Schools:  two  in  the  college  and  ten  in 
the  seminary.  How  did  these  students 
become  Christians?  What  are  they 
planning  to  do  with  their  lives  when 
their  education  is  complete?  Here  is  a 
brief  introduction  to  the  foreign  stu- 
dents at  Grace. 

Chris  Gikuhi  is  a  college  student 
from  Kenya,  East  Africa.  He  has  been 
in  the  U.S.  for  nine  months  and  has 
been  a  Christian  for  nine  years.  After 
his  education  is  completed,  he  plans  to 
return  to  his  people  in  Africa.  "It  was 
in  1963  when  1  accepted  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  as  my  personal  Saviour  in 
Kenya.  After  being  in  the  world  for  a 
number  of  years  without  God  in  my 
life,  I  started  looking  for  something  to 
satisfy  my  soul  and  1  found  that  satis- 
faction in  Jesus  Christ.  I  gave  my  heart 
to  Him  and  all  my  sins  were  forgiven." 

M.  Joseph  Thomas  is  in  the  semi- 
nary's postgraduate  program  and  is 
from  Bombay,  India.  He  has  been  in 
the  United  States  for  two  years  and 
has  been  a  Christian  for  thirty  years. 
He  plans  to  preach  and  teach  after  he 
completes  his  training  at  Grace.  "1  was 
born  to  Christian  parents.  The  Chris- 
tian discipline  at  home  was  a  blessing. 
In  1942  I  felt  the  need  to  accept  the 
Lord  as  my  personal  Saviour.  My 
father  led  me  to  the  assurance  of  salva- 
tion. Following  that,  I  dedicated  my 
life  to  Him  for  His  service." 

Ernst  Maier  is  a  Grace  Seminary 
student  from  Erkeubrechtsweiler,  West

Germany.  He  has  been  in  the  U.S. 
since  1955  and  has  been  a  Christian 
for  fifteen  years.  Mr.  Maier  plans  to 
continue  his  education  at  Grace  and 
then  return  to  Germany  to  either 
teach  or  preach,  or  perhaps  do  both. 
"I  was  invited  by  friends  to  a  revival 
meeting  in  October  1957,  in  the  local 
YMCA,  and  it  was  my  first  time  to 
hear  the  pure  gospel  message.  I  ac- 
cepted the  Lord  as  my  personal  Lord 
and  Saviour." 

George  McCulIagh,  a  seminary  stu- 
dent, plans  to  return  to  his  home  in 
Niagara  Falls,  Ontario,  this  coming 
Christmas.

has  been  in  the  U.S.  for  two  years  and 
has  been  a  Christian  for  twelve  years.

"My  initial  exposure  to  Christianity 
made  a  valuable  impression  in  my 
coming  to  know  the  Lord.  However,  it 
was  not  until  a  night  in  1960  that  I 
repented  of  my  sins  and  accepted  the 
Lord  as  my  personal  Lord  and  Saviour. 
Being  a  Christian  is  a  decision  I  forever 
was  glad  to  have  made.  It  thrills  my 
heart  too,  as  I  thank  God  for  His 
loving  leading  in  my  life." 

Philip  Taylor  is  a  postgraduate  stu- 
dent in  the  seminary.  He  has  been  in 
the  United  States  several  times  in  the 
past  ten  years  and  has  been  a  Christian 
for  seventeen  years.  He  plans  to  teach 
at  the  Vancouver  Bible  Institute  in  the 
future.  "I  came  from  a  Christian  fami- 
ly. I  was  convicted  of  sin  and  accepted 
the  Lord  as  my  personal  Saviour  on  a 
night  in  1953." 

Paul  L.  Tan  is  from  Quezon  City, 
Philippines,  and  is  attending  Grace 
Seminary  in  the  postgraduate  program. 
He  has  been  in  the  United  States  sever- 
al times  in  the  last  five  years  and  has 
been  a  Christian  for  twenty  years.  He 
plans  to  return  to  the  Philippines  and 
continue  serving  as  pastor  of  the  Grace 
Christian  Church.  "I  was  saved  in  1949 
when  a  missionary  under  the  Far 
Eastern  Gospel  Crusade  spoke  at  the 
Grace  Bible  Church-which  at  that 
time  was  meeting  in  our  home.  He 
used  the  chalk  drawing  presentation, 
picturing  the  Great  White  Throne 
Judgment.

Top  Alumni  Named 


A  Grace  College  graduate  and  Grace 
Seminary  graduate  were  honored  dur- 
ing the  commencement  ceremonies  as 
alumni  of  the  year. 

Rev.  James  Custer  was  selected  as 
college  alumnus.  He  graduated  magna 
cum  laude  from  Grace  College  in  1960 
with  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.

Churches.  Presently  he  is  pastoring  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Columbus, 
Ohio,  where  he  has  been  since  1968.

Under  his  leadership,  church  attend- 
ance has  reached  1 ,000. 

From  1963  he  served  on  the  Breth- 
ren Youth  Council  which  in  1966 
merged  with  the  Sunday  School  Board 
to  become  the  Christian  Education  De- 
partment. He  serves  as  the  secretary  of 
this  board. 

Alumnus  of  the  year  award  for  the 
seminary  was  awarded  to  Rev.  Wayne 
Beaver.  Mr.  Beaver  attended  Wheaton 
College  and  graduated  from  Kent  State 
University  at  Kent,  Ohio.  He  spent  a 
year  at  Dallas  Theological  Seminary, 
later  transferring  to  Grace  Theological 
Seminary  for  his  remaining  two  years 
of  seminary  work. 

Following  his  educational  training 
he  went  to  Africa,  first  serving  as  a 
missionary  pastor  on  the  field.  In  1945 
he  became  associated  with  the  Bible 
Institute  and  headed  up  this  particular 
work  for  a  number  of  years.  During 
this  period  of  service,  many  Africans 
were  trained  to  go  out  and  serve 
among  their  own  people. 

Mr.  Beaver's  endeavors  included 
many  other  areas  of  mission  work. 
During  a  furlough  period  in  1963,  he 


served  in  Christian  work  in  the  state  of 
California  including  the  Brethren  day 
school  work  and  as  assistant  pastor  of 
the  First  Brethren  Church  in  Long 
Beach.  Upon  returning  to  the  field  he 
lived  and  worked  in  the  capital  city  of 
Bangui. 

During  the  years  1970  and  71,  he 
served  as  a  coordinator  for  the  Life  in 
Christ  evangelistic  campaign.  This 
work  was  jointly  sponsored  by  several 
missions  in  the  Central  African  Re- 
public. The  Life  in  Christ  campaign 
was  a  successful  endeavor  to  reach 
thousands  of  Africans.  This  campaign 
has  also  served  as  a  model  for  others 
endeavoring  to  accompHsh  evangelism 
in  the  African  Church. 

In  April  of  1972  Wayne  Beaver  was 
asked  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of 
coordinating  an  evangelistic  thrust 
among  the  churches  of  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  In 
the  United  States.  He  has  assumed  this 
area  of  responsibility  and  wUl  serve 
until  December  31,  1973,  in  the 
GROW  73  campaign.  f//ji

McClain  Award  for 
Excellence  in  Teaching

Mrs.  Jean  L.  Coverstone,  wife  of 
Mr.  Dean  Coverstone,  was  awarded  the 
McClain  Award  for  Excellence  in 
Teaching  during  commencement  exer- 
cises at  Grace  Schools. 

Mrs.  Coverstone,  instructor  in  art,  is 
a  graduate  of  Goshen  College  where  in 
1968  she  received  her  B.S.  in  Art 
Education  and  of  the  University  of 
Notre  Dame  where  she  received  her 
M.A.  in  Art  History.  She  has  also  done 
graduate  work  at  St.  Francis  College. 

Mrs.  Coverstone  has  owned  and 
operated  a  Hobby  Ceramics  Shop  for 
seven  years  and  has  also  taught  in  the 
Warsaw  Community  School  Corpora- 
tion, the  North  Webster  School  and 
Wawasee  Preparatory  School. 

In  1966  she  had  an  article  pub- 
lished in  the  Gospel  Evangel  telling 
how  she  had  to  wait  twenty  years  to 
go  to  college,  because  of  a  near  fatal 
bout  with  bulbar  polio  in  1950.  At 
that  time  she  was  told  that  she  would 
be  a  semi-invalid  for  the  remainder  of 
her  hfe.  Through  determination  and 
trust  in  God,  she  was  once  again  able 
to  resume  a  normal  life  and  to  pursue 
an  education  in  the  field  of  teaching— a 
goal  she  had  always  wanted  to  pursue. 
She  has  now  been  on  the  Grace  faculty 
for  two  years. 

The  McClain  Award  for  Excellence 
in  Teaching  is  in  honor  of  the  found- 
ing president  of  Grace  Schools.  The 
annual  award  is  presented  to  the  out- 
standing teacher  of  the  year  on  the 
Grace  College  faculty.  Students, 
faculty  and  administration  cooperate 
in  the  selection  which  is  based  on  aca- 
demic alertness,  class  preparation,  stu- 
dent rapport,  teaching  competency 
and  personal  quality. 

This  cherished  award  consists  of  an 
engraved  plaque  presented  to  the 
chosen  teacher,  plus  a  cash  award  of 
$100.  In  addition,  the  inscription  of 


the  award  winner's  name  and  the  year 
of  the  award  is  placed  on  a  publicly 
displayed  plaque,  thus  providing  a 
permanent  cumulative  listing  of  award 
winners.

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Reflections  By  Still  Waters 

There  has  been  a  rapid  growth  of 
the  phenomenon  of  speaking  in  an  un- 
known tongue.  It  has  broken  out  in 
Tiany  areas  of  the  world  including  a 
:ross  section  of  many  religious  bodies. 
From  Roman  Catholic  groups,  liberal 
lenominations,  and  fundamental 
;ircles,  many  individuals  have  become 
nvolved  in  the  movement. 

Unknown  tongues  have  been  ana- 
yzed  from  the  historical,  emotional, 
inguistic  and  Biblical  viewpoints.  The 
md  of  the  research  is  nowhere  in  sight, 
n  the  midst  of  the  confusion  and  con- 
Toversy  that  has  ensued,  I  would  like 
;o  make  a  plea  for  more  teachers  and 
jastors  who  would  speak  in  a  known 
:ongue.  One  that  clearly  communi- 
;ates  the  truth  of  the  Word  of  God. 

Intending  to  speak  in  a  known 
;ongue  and  having  it  come  out  in  an 
mknown  tongue  takes  two  forms.  The 
Irst  is  the  use  of  a  vocabulary  that  is 
)ut  of  date;  the  second  is  the  use  of 
vords  that  are  over  the  heads  of  the 
isteners.  First,  I  observe  many  who 
)reach  and  teach  by  using  Old  English 
)ecause  they  apparently  think  it 
lounds  more  religious.  Why  is  it  that 
ve  must  change  our  tone  of  voice  and 
ise  archaic  words  to  communicate  the 
nessage  of  God?  Does  that  make  us 
;ound  more  spiritual  or  does  it  just 
nake  us  feel  more  confident  that  we 
ire  talking  about  God? 

"Stained-glass"  voices  during  prayer 
ime  do  not  make  our  prayers  more 
iccep table  to  God.  He  does  not  accept 
ind  answer  our  prayers  more  readily 
)ecause  we  go  back  three  hundred 
fears  in  our  culture  and  heritage  to 
elect  the  proper  words.  I  have  often 
leard  young  Christians  express  a  fear 
)f  praying  in  public  because  they  did 
lot  know  how  to  pray  like  the  older 
nembers  of  the  church.  Sing  and  re- 
oice  over  the  matter;  they  are  prob- 
bly  better  off  by  not  copying  the 
tereotype  phrases,  but  by  just  talking 
laturally  to  God.  Remember  that  true 
everence  is  not  necessarOy  manifested 
ly  mere  words  as  much  as  it  is  by  the 
ttitude  of  the  heart.  All  types  of  ir- 
everence  can  be  hidden  behind  a 
acade  of  lofty  sounding  words. 

The  second  form  of  speaking  in  a 
mown  tongue  that  causes  problems  is 
he  use  of  unfamiliar  and  seldom-used 
vords  that  the  hearers  do  not  under- 
itand.    Some    of   the  hearers  in   our

churches  are  not  really  "understand- 
ers."  They  are  confused  by  the  techni- 
cal theological  terms  as  well  as  the  use 
of  a  vocabulary  suited  for  a  classroom 
rather  than  a  church  service.  Often- 
times the  speaker  uses  the  words  daily, 
but  to  the  local  visiting  sinner  his 
vocabulary  does  not  include  these 
words,  at  least  he  doesn't  use  them  in 
the  same  context.  He  comes,  pauses  to 
listen,  and  stumbles  back  into  the  light 
of  the  outside  world  wondering  what 
reaUy  happened.  He  comes  to  the 
service  blind  and  goes  away  deaf.  The 
Christian  asks:  "Why  doesn't  the 
visitor  give  up  his  other  activities  for 
those  of  the  church?"  Maybe  it  is  be- 
cause he  is  confused  with  it  all. 

When  will  we  bring  the  food  down 
to  the  level  of  hungry  people?  When 
will  we  move  to  the  true  reality  of 
communication?  When  will  we  take 
God's  Word  and  allow  it  to  speak  to 
the  people  of  this  generation?  NOW  is 
the  only  time  that  we  really  have  to 
communicate  to  them.  Jesus,  in  His 
messages  and  discourses,  laced  the 
truth  of  God  together  with  the  practi- 
cal applications  of  the  day.  He  spoke 


so  that  they  could  see  how  heavenly 
words  could  be  used  to  change  earthly 
lives.  The  answer  to  the  progress  of 
many  churches  these  days  is  that  they 
have  really  learned  to  communicate. 
The  alert  pastor,  teacher  or  young 
worker  can,  in  a  tasteful  and  proper 
manner,  place  the  message  of  life  and 
hope  into  a  setting  that  may  be  under- 
stood by  all. 

Meanwhile  the  "unknown  tongue 
folks"  are  talking  to  themselves.  Paul 
pointed  this  out  by  saying  that 
tongues  were  for  the  edifying  of  the 
speaker  not  for  the  listener.  The 
"known  tongue  folks"  are  speaking  to 
themselves  too  often,  though  they 
don't  intend  it  to  be  that  way.  And 
a  whole  generation  of  people  are 
waiting  for  someone  to  talk  to  them- 
waiting  to  hear  of  the  love  of  God  and 
how  to  find  hope  and  salvation.  Would 
you  like  to  communicate  to  this 
group?  The  Christian  who  really 
knows  how  to  communicate  today  is 
finding  an  audience  who  will  listen. 

Next  time  I  would  like  to  make 
several  observations  about  speaking  in 
an  unknown  tongue.  W

In  Practice  Today 


Have  you  ever  promised  yourself 
and  the  Lord  that  you  would  pray 
faithfully  for  missions,  and  then  as 
time  slipped  by,  you  found  that  you 
were  forgetting  them?  Most  of  us  tend 
to  forget,  and  it  is  a  tragic  situation.  If 
we  could  poll  evangelical  missionaries, 
prayer  would  certainly  rank  at  the  top 
of  their  lists  of  things  people  "back 
home"  could  do  for  them. 

Just   as  Moses  needed  Aaron  and

Hur  to  stand  beside  him  and  hold  his 
weary  hands  up  toward  God  until 
Joshua  won  the  battle  over  the  Amale- 
kites,  we  behevers  need  help  to  keep 
our  souls  uplifted  in  prayer  for  mis- 
sions until  the  battle  against  Satan,  sin, 
ignorance  and  death  is  won.  In  spite  of 
increasing  tensions  and  pressures  in 
America,  Christians  have  more  time  to 
pray  than  any  other  generation.  Short- 
er working  hours,  more  holidays  and 


longer  vacations,  labor-saving  devices, 
and  earlier  retirement  contribute  to 
this  abundance  of  leisure  time.  Yet  we 
do  not  find  time  to  pray.  What  is  the 
matter  with  us?  We  must  admit  to  a 
lack  of  desire,  a  decline  of  spiritual 
fervor,  and  a  backsliding  heart. 

Most  of  us  cannot  go  overseas  to 
serve  the  Lord,  and  often  we  are  not 
able  to  give  as  much  financial  support 
as  we  would  hke,  but  the  throne  of 
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;race  is  open  to  our  petitions.  The  mis- 
ionaries  are  our  representatives  in 
ither  lands.  Let  us  learn  to  take  ad- 
antage  of  our  prayer  opportunities  on 
heir  behalf. 

Missionaries  need  our  prayers  for 
nany  reasons.  Consider  loneliness, 
lew  languages  to  learn,  a  different 
ulture  to  absorb,  unfamiliar  food  and 
/ays  to  dress,  a  different  climate,  un- 
isual  diseases  to  face,  and  friends  to 
riake.  Then  too,  missionaries  must 
;arn  to  live  on  low  salaries  and  con- 
end  with  the  competition  of  religions 
hey  have  never  before  faced.  And 
iatan  is  always  there  to  discourage,  de- 
iress,  confuse  and  resist  them. 

We  should  not  only  pray  for  the 
lissionaries  but  for  the  mission  boards 
nd  societies.  They  must  select  quali- 
ied  missionary  personnel,  send  them 

0  appropriate  fields  and  raise  their 
upport.  The  agencies  must  also  deal 
/ith  foreign  governments,  maintain 
ospitals,  schools,  printing  presses, 
adio  stations,  and  administer  the  en- 
ire  program. 

Then  we  need  to  pray  for  the  na- 
ional  workers.  This  personnel  can  do 
luch  for  their  own  people  if  they 
ave  the  training,  support,  and  encour- 
gement.  And,  they  will  be  able  to  re- 
lain  with  the  ministry  when  foreign- 
rs  go  home. 

In  lands  like  Burma,  where  mission- 
ries  have  been  ordered  out,  the  whole 
nterprise  is  in  the  hands  of  the  na- 
ional  workers.  And  in  mainland 
!hina,  where  decades  of  faithful  mis- 
ionary  work  has  been  done,  the  sur- 
ival  of  Christianity  has  depended,  by 
nd  large,  on  the  underground  activity 
if  local  Chinese  believers.  Christian 
adio  can  reach  into  these  closed  fields 
nd  some  Christian  literature  can 
rickle  in,  but  the  solid  task  of  living 
tie  Christian  life  and  winning  others  is 

1  the  hands  of  nationals.  How  much 
tiey  need  our  prayers!  Along  with 
irayer  for  national  workers,  we  should 
ray  for  rulers,  political  leaders,  and 
tie  flow  of  poHtical  events.  Freedom 
if  religion  and  new  doors  opened  for 
tie  entrance  of  the  preachers  of  the 
lad  tidings  could  be  the  result  of  our 
irayers. 

There  are  two  ways  to  pray  for 
lissions— generally  and  specifically. 
)ne  can  pray  by  impulse  for  whatever 
omes  into  his  mind.  This  method  will 
iclp  but  often  is  too  subjective  and 
;aves  out  too  many  needs.  It  is  far 


better  to  pray  specifically.  A  prayer 
list,  or  prayer  book  will  help.  Listing 
our  prayer  objectives  alphabetically  is 
also  an  aid. 

We  should  pray  for  missionaries  by 
name.  Some  mission  boards  send  out 
prayer  helps,  listing  all  missionaries 
and  stations.  Intercessors  can  pray  for 
each  item  on  the  list  in  a  month.  Too, 
we  should  know  the  different  fields  of 
our  particular  denomination,  the  fields 
of  other  denominations,  and  "faith 
boards"  which  interest  us.  We  can  pray 
for  these  fields  from  time  to  time,  and 
especially  when  disasters  strike,  such 
as  Peru's  earthquake,  India's  cyclones 
and  floods,  and  Africa's  civil  wars  and 
bloodshed. 

We  could  well  give  time  to  pray  for 
the  nations  of  the  world.  There  are 
approximately  142  nations  in  the 
world  with  their  own  governments.  All 
these  countries  and  their  people  need 
our  prayers.  Check  the  1972  World 
Almanac  for  an  alphabetical  list  with 
accompanying  vital  data  about  each 
nation. 

And  we  should  pray  particularly  for 
the  great  non-Christian  nations  and 
their  peoples.  China  has  800  million 
people,  India  has  523  million,  Russia 
has  242  million,  Japan  has  104  mil- 
lion, and  Indonesia  has  121  million. 
Nearly  half  the  population  of  the 
world  is  in  utter  darkness.  David 
Livingstone  died  on  his  knees  praying 
for  Africa.  We  should  be  in  prayer  for 
the  lost  of  these  non-Christian  nations. 
John  Knox  prayed,  "Give  me  Scot- 
land, or  I  die."  Do  we,  like  Knox,  be- 
lieve that  prayer  can  reach  a  nation? 

Behevers  should  form  prayer  part- 
nerships or  cell  groups  to  pray  for 
missions,  and  thus  encourage  one  an- 
other and  add  to  the  prayer  power. 
Churches  should  run  the  name  of  one 
or  more  missionaries  in  the  bulletin 
every  Sunday  as  the  object  of  prayer 
for  that  week.  Midweek  church  serv- 
ices should  feature  one  service  every 
month  or  six  weeks  to  pray  for  mis- 
sionaries from  the  home  church  and 
for  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  world. 
One  of  the  objectives  of  church  groups 
getting  together  should  be  prayer  for 
missions. 

Denominational  and  interdenomi- 
national conferences,  conventions,  and 
synods,  should  have  a  place  on  the 
program  to  pray  for  the  missionary 
enterprise.  Christian  training  schools, 
colleges,  seminaries  should  have  special 


days  of  prayer  for  missions. 

One  of  the  most  effective  prayer 
warriors  known  to  the  writer  is  a  black 
lady  living  in  an  Indiana  city.  She  is 
known  far  and  wide  across  the  nation, 
and  outside  of  it,  for  her  power  in 
prayer.  Living  alone,  she  takes  tele- 
phone and  mail  prayer  requests  from 
pastors,  evangelists,  missionaries,  and 
laymen.  She  gives  full  time  to  Bible 
study,  meditation,  and  prayer.  She 
could  be  performing  one  of  the  great- 
est ministries  of  our  day.  Who  follows 
in  her  train?  (THE  END)

From  the  FMS  editor—There  is  no 
need  greater  in  the  foreign  mission 
program  today  than  the  need  for 
prayer;  all  other  needs  fade  into  insig- 
nificance in  the  face  of  this  need.  Mis- 
sions is  a  spiritual  business  and  can 
only  be  carried  on  successfully  by 
spiritual  means.  To  send  missionaries 
and  not  be  willing  to  provide  for  their 
material  needs  would  be  the  height  of 
deception,  but  at  least  the  mission 
organization  would  recognize  the 
problem  and  not  return  the  workers  to 
the  field  until  support  was  behind 
them.  But  to  send  missionaries  to  face 
the  attacks  of  Satan  without  clothing 
them  in  a  protective  envelope  of 
prayer  is  to  subject  them  to  problems, 
tensions,  and  frustrations  which  are 
guaranteed  to  defeat  their  ministry 
and  yet  at  the  same  time  to  leave  them 
under  the  delusion  that  they  do  have 
the  support  of  the  home  church  sim- 
ply because  their  material  needs  are 
met. 

Today's  missionary  does  not  face 
the  "raw  paganism"  of  yesterday.  Per- 
haps this  has  dulled  the  sense  of  urgen- 
cy and  need  for  prayer.  In  light  of  this, 
may  this  excellent  article  by  Dr.  Paris 
Whitesell  be  widely  read  and  practiced.

HANDS?

Guilty?  Guilty  of  what?  I  don't 
understand  the  charge.  You  say  this  is 
a  capital  crime— worthy  of  death?  But 
I  didn't  do  anything.  In  the  name  of 
justice  what  is  the  charge?  Can  I  be 
convicted  before  a  just  tribunal  for 
something  I  didn't  do?  I'm  not  guilty 
of  a  crime.  What  is  the  law?  When  was 
the  precedent  established?  Who  can 
tell  me  the  charge? 

The  Word  of  the  Lord,  spoken  al- 
most SLX  hundred  years  before  Christ, 
states  the  case  of  Ezekiel's  responsi- 
bility to  the  wicked  so  clearly  that  we 
cannot  misunderstand: 

When  I  say  unto  the  wicked. 

Thou  shalt  surely  die! 
and  thou  givest  him  not  warning 
nor  speakest  to  warn  the  wicked 
from  his  wicked  way, 
to  save  his  life: 
the  same  wicked  man  shall  die  in 
his  iniquity: 
but  his  blood  will  I  require  at 
thine  hand  {3  A?!). 


Those  are  awesome  words.  Paul 
must  have  had  them  in  mind  when  he 
said  to  the  Corinthians,  "Knowing 
therefore  the  terror  of  the  Lord,  we 
persuade  men." 

There  is  an  inescapable  responsi- 
bility attached  to  the  free  gift  of  sal- 
vation which  no  amount  of  rationaliza- 
tion can  lift  from  our  shoulders. 

"I  am  not  eloquent."  Have  you  ever 
heard  the  impassioned  eloquence  of  a 
frightened  parent  calling  an  endan- 
gered child  to  safety?  You  see,  ef- 
fective persuasion  is  more  a  matter  of 
heart  concern  than  of  gifted  speech. 

"I  have  little  money."  A  piece  of 
bread  to  a  starving  man  can  assume  the 
appearance  of  a  banquet. 

"I  don't  have  time."  Time  is  given 
to  all  of  us  instant  by  instant  and  our 
problem  is  one  of  priorities.  A  truism 
which  we  may  well  contemplate 
reminds  us  that  we  generally  find  time 
to  do  what  we  really  want  to  do. 

Empty    excuses!    No   matter   how 


plausible  they  may  have  sounded  dur- 
ing our  reflective  moments,  they  have 
the  dry  click  of  an  empty  chamber  to 
an  imperiled  hunter  when  offered  to 
palliate  the  dictum,  "his  blood  will  I 
require  at  thine  hand." 

Responsibility  seeks  our  shoulders 
through  many  routes.  The  path  of  son- 
ship  to  God  by  which  through  His 
grace  and  our  faith  in  Him  we  become 
His  children,  reminds  us  that  we  have 
accepted  a  heritage  of  responsibility. 
Our  Father  is  not  willing  that  any 
should  perish  but  that  all  should  come 
to  repentance  and,  as  His  sons,  we 
must  bring  the  knowledge  of  our 
Father's  love  to  all  men  everywhere. 

Our  responsibility  is  the  final  com- 
mand of  our  Saviour  and  Lord  who 
said,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature." 

Responsibility  permeates  the  con- 
cept of  discipleship  which  is  the  voca- 
tion of  every  believer  in  Christ.  Disci- 
pline: the  orderly  pursuit  of  training, 
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bedience  or  submission  to  the  de- 
lands  of  a  leader  or  an  objective.  The 
isciplines  of  discipleship  reek  with 
le  air  of  responsibility  and  accounta- 
ility. 

Indebtedness  to  the  One  who  paid 
ae  cost  of  retrieving  us  from  the  re- 
use heap  of  sin  and  destruction  can 
nly  be  properly  acknowledged  by  a 
;nse  of  responsibility  to  Him  for 
very  thought  and  activity  of  our  re- 
laimed  lives. 

Gratitude.  Gratefulness  to  God  for 
imself  and  for  the  many  servants  of 
lis  who  formed  the  long  chain  which 
rew  us  from  the  peril  of  certain  death 
lust  be  authenticated  by  our  willing- 
ess  to  assume  the  mantle  of  responsi- 
ility.  The  person  who  can  turn  his 
ack  in  careless  abandon  on  others 
/ho  are  jeopardized  by  a  fate  from 
/hich  he  has  been  saved  evidences  an 
inspeakable  depth  of  ingratitude  and 
elfishness.  We  have  no  choice.  The 
langer  is  there  and  we  have  been  saved 
rom  it.  We  must  be  consumed  with 
oncern  for  those  who  have  not  yet 
leen  warned.  "His  blood  will  I  require 
t  thine  hand." 

The  dimensions  of  our  responsi- 
lility  are  much  broader  than  we  often 
onsider.  The  mandate  of  our  Lord  to 
pread  the  good  news  of  His  salvation 
legan  at  Jerusalem  and,  in  ever  widen- 
ng  circles,  is  to  embrace  all  the  world, 
n  the  sovereignty  of  God's  own  pur- 
lose  He  must  direct  each  of  us  into 
he  place  in  which  He  would  have  us 
varn  men  of  the  coming  death.  We 
;an't  all  be  a  "watchman"  to  every 
)erson  who  has  not  been  warned, 
therefore  God  has  assigned  to  each  of 
IS  a  specific  watch,  and  with  the  as- 
ignment  He  has  provisioned  us  to  ful- 
ill  all  the  requirements  necessary  to 


effectively  complete  the  particular 
work.  Problems  arise  when  God's 
people  grow  careless  and  expend  in 
selfish  pursuits  those  provisions  which 
God  has  entrusted  to  them  for  the 
conduct  of  His  work  worldwide.  This 
is  what  has  happened  when  God's 
work  is  limited  by  shortage  of  person- 
nel, power,  effectiveness,  or  insuf- 
ficient funds. 

In  a  spectacular  display  of  His 
providential  working  which  could  fill 
many  books,  our  Lord  has  directed  us 
to  definite  responsibility  in  nine  lands 
which  are  separated  from  our  own  by 
wide  geographical  and  cultural  bound- 
aries. The  obstacles  presented  by  these 
boundaries  have  seemed  almost  insur- 
mountable on  occasion  and  yet  in  His 
own  time  our  Lord  has  led  in  sur- 
mounting the  barriers  and  we  are 
there.  Our  presence  means  responsi- 
bility! We  are  the  watchman!  The 
blood  of  the  unwarned  is  on  our 
hands! 

Every  missionary  could  cite  ex- 
amples of  the  crushing  burden  of  this 
responsibility  in  the  land  of  his  work.  I 
select  just  one  as  an  illustration.  Years 
ago  our  missionaries  in  what  was  then 
French  Equatorial  Africa,  drew  up 
agreements  with  other  evangelical  mis- 
sionary agencies  with  each  assuming 
sole  responsibility  for  evangelizing  a 
portion  of  that  needy  land.  This 
comity  arrangement  means  that  we  are 
the  only  evangelicals  working  in  that 
particular  area.  In  other  words,  there  is 
no  other  "watchman"  there.  Do  you 
sense  the  magnitude  of  our  responsi- 
bility? Subsequent  political  changes 
moved  boundaries  and  instead  of  one 
African  nation  we  found  ourselves 
working  in  two;  the  Central  African 
Republic  and  the  Chad.  The  bulk  of 


our  work  continues  in  the  C.A.R.,  but 
a  faithful  group  of  dedicated  African 
believers  has  been  at  work  establishing 
a  few  churches  in  the  Chad.  Over  five 
years  ago  these  believers  wrote  to  our 
office  urgently  requesting  us  to  send 
Bible  teachers  to  them  so  that  they 
might  be  prepared  to  reach  their  own 
and  other  tribes  who  are  now  open  to 
the  message  of  the  Gospel.  At  this 
date,  we  do  not  have  one  prepared 
"watchman"  to  send  to  that  oppor- 
tune area  to  assist  the  one  missionary 
couple  now  standing  in  the  gap.  Other 
societies  are  not  going  to  do  it.  We 
must  bear  the  responsibility  alone. 
Where  are  the  men  God  has  called  to 
go  to  this  land  as  Bible  teachers,  car- 
riers of  the  word  of  warning  which  can 
save  lives.  Have  some  refused?  Are 
some  ungrateful?  Have  we  failed  to 
pray  for  laborers?  And  remember,  this 
is  just  one  example  of  many  from 
which  we  could  draw. 

Every  one  of  us  has  a  responsi- 
bility. Some  are  being  called  to  the 
preparation  necessary  to  equip  one  to 
go.  Remember  God's  injunction  to  us. 
The  unwarned  man  to  whom  we  have 
been  sent  "shall  die  in  his  iniquity:  but 
his  blood  will  I  require  at  thine  hand." 
"Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  labour- 
ers into  his  harvest"  (Matt.  9:38).      » 
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Those  of  us  who  are  born  in  Latin 
America  generally  come  from  families 
who  are  Catholic  by  tradition.  This  is 
so  in  my  case.  From  a  child  I  was  in- 
structed in  the  Roman  Catholic  re- 
ligion. Ever  after  that  I  had  a  profound 
desire  to  penetrate  deeper  into  the 
things  of  God  and  in  this  manner  I 
hoped  to  obtain  perfection.  This  quali- 
ty I  thought  existed  in  the  ecclesiasti- 
cal hierarchies  of  my  religion,  and  thus 
I  was  caused  to  think  that  some  day  I 
would  come  to  form  a  part  of  the 
body  of  guides  of  my  people.  But  as  I 
grew  I  became  continually  aware  that 
reahty  was  very  different.  Most  who 
professed  to  be  Catholic  proved  to  be 
false  Christians  and  their  guides  hypo- 
crites. 

Under  these  conditions,  I  became  a 
skeptic.  I  was  greatly  deceived  by  the 
only  religion  that  I  considered  the 
truth.  I  thought  that  I  would  never 
again  be  deceived  by  anything  that  had 
any  relationship  with  any  religion. 
Howbeit.  I  continued  empty,  always 
anxious  to  find  something.  The  writers 
and  thinkers  that  I  read  only  satisfied 
me  momentarOy.  Their  systems  of 
thought  did  not  take  away  my  anxie- 
ty- 

At  this  stage  of  my  life  I  thought

that  Marxism  could  guide  me  to  a  defi- 
nite purpose  that  would  give  real 
meaning  to  my  life.  I  searched  then  in 
that  system  of  philosophy  and  econo- 
my, and  that  final  truth  led  me  to  a 
purposeful  way.  Nevertheless,  it  did 
not  satisfy  me  as  a  teaching  worthy  to 
live  by;  it  did  not  penetrate  my  heart, 
maybe  because  Marxism  is  not  so 
human  as  it  pretends  to  be. 

This  situation  became  more  desper- 
ate every  day.  In  my  mind  it  was  be- 
coming more  difficult  to  believe  in  a 
God  who  was  glorious,  always  happy, 
and  who  would  occupy  himself  with 
something  so  insignificant  as  the 
human  being.  Least  of  all  could  I  un- 
derstand that  there  existed  a  purpose 
in  the  world.  To  me  this  was  absurd,  as 
absurd  as  my  own  existence.  This  crisis 
led  me  to  the  following  conclusion:  if 
there  was  no  reason  for  living,  then 
why  live.  This  was  not  only  a  philoso- 
phy but  a  reality  that  I  lived  by,  a  way 
that  was  taking  me  to  the  only  pos- 
sible goal—suicide. 

In  those  times  I  was  taking  an 
English  class  in  the  School  of  Philoso- 
phy at  the  University  of  Mexico.  My 
teacher  seemed  like  a  good  person,  but 


the  only  thing  I  knew  about  him  per- 
sonally was  his  name— Phillip  Guerena. 
By  just  a  coincidence,  Mr.  Guerena 
and  I  met  one  day  in  Coyoacan  in  the  I 
capital  of  Mexico.  It  turned  out  that  f 
we  lived  on  the  same  street.  On  that 
occasion  he  invited  me  to  attend  some 
Bible  studies  that  he  directed  in  his 
house.  However,  that  invitation  did 
not  have  any  great  importance  for  me. 
Again  and  again  I  was  invited  until  at 
last  I  had  the  desire  to  attend  the  first 
Bible  study  in  all  my  life.  The  book 
that  was  being  studied  was  the  Gospel 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  according  to 
Saint  Luke.  For  me  this  was  something 
new.  Not  only  this,  but  it  awoke  in  me 
a  great  interest  since  it  was  something 
that  penetrated  my  soul.  That  Christ 
of  the  Gospel  became  greatly  attrac- 
tive to  me  to  such  a  degree  that  this 
was  my  point  of  beginning  in  the 
study  of  the  whole  New  Testament. 
Every  day  I  was  encountering  eternal 
truths  that  were  satisfying  to  my  emp- 
ty spiritual  condition.  I  will  never  be 
able  to  forget  those  declarations  of 
Christ  Jesus:  "I  am  the  way,  the  truth, 
and  the  life:  no  man  cometh  unto  the 
Father,  but  by  me"  (John  14:6).  "I 
am  the  resurrection,  and  the  life:  he 
that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were 
dead,  yet  shall  he  live"  (John  11:25). 
Through  the  reading  of  the  sacred 
Scriptures  I  came  to  know  Jesus  and, 
above  all,  to  know  Him  as  my  Saviour. 
This  was  something  marvelous.  So  it 
initiated  my  way  as  a  Christian  until  I 
came  to  know  the  Crucified  One  as 
Lord  of  my  life.  I  am  not  going  to  lie 
by  saying  that  all  has  been  happiness 
since  then.  But  I  can  say  that  He  has 
never  left  me  and  I  am  sure  that  He 
will  never  ever  abandon  me.  Christ  is 
teaching  me  new  things  every  day  ac- 
cording to  the  good  pleasure  of  His 
holy  will. 

(FMS  editor's  note:  Sergio  Lopez  was 
one  of  the  first  converts  of  the  Breth- 
ren work  in  Mexico  City.

Exciting  reports  of  God's  working  have  been  coming 
rom  the  Brethren  work  in  France.  The  paragraphs  which 
allow  are  excerpts  from  letters  sent  by  the  Tom  Juliens.

A  musical  group  of  five  young  French  Christians  came  to 
he  Chateau.  For  three  days  they  sang  in  encounters  organ- 
zed  in  schools  and  other  places  where  youth  meet.  This 
)rought  a  record  number  of  young  people  to  the  Chateau  for 
he  weekend,  making  it  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  rallies 
ve  have  ever  had,  with  some  1 50  people  crowding  in  and 
iround  our  meeting  room  (which  holds  about  80)  for  the 
inal  meeting.  Approximately  thirty  young  people  left  their 
lames  and  addresses  saying  they  hope  to  come  back  some 
lay. 

A   month    later  .  .  . 

One  of  the  girls  who  came  back  found  Christ.  After  our 
liggest  weekend,  we  had  what  some  feel  was  one  of  our  best, 
t  was  the  weekend  of  Easter,  and  an  invitation  was  given 

0  older  Christians  who  had  moved  away  from  the  area  to 
ome  back  and  share  experiences.  One  couple— among  the 
irst  to  find  Christ  at  the  Chateau— came  down  from  Brus- 
els.  Others  came  from  the  immediate  area,  and  many  sent 
lides  and  tapes.  But  the  highlight  of  the  weekend  was  not 
he  memories  of  the  past,  but  that  several  found  new  life

to  be  going  strong.  Sunday  afternoon  there  were  about 
thirty  in  the  home  of  the  Christian  couple  who  started  the 
work. 

Several   weeks   later  .  .  . 

We  are  living  in  the  most  encouraging  days  since  our  ar- 
rival in  France  fourteen  years  ago.  It  could  be  the  begin- 
ning of  a  spontaneous  movement  of  God's  Spirit.  Most  of 
these  new  Christians  begin  immediately  to  pray,  read  their 
Bibles,  and  share  their  faith.  The  weekends  at  the  Chateau 
have  brought  capacity  groups,  and  have  been  characterized 
by  a  spirit  of  unity,  prayer  and  concern.  The  little  church 
at  Macon  is  alive  and  growing— last  week  there  were  at  least 
seven  cell  groups  throughout  the  city  meeting  for  prayer  or 
study. 

Tom  and  Doris  Julien  and  their  three  children,  Becky, 
Terry,  and  Jackie,  arrived  in  the  U.S.  on  June  29  for  a 
short  furlough,  and  will  be  returning  to  France  in  Septem- 
ber. 

The  Larry  DeArmey  family,  with  language  study  com- 
pleted, moved  to  Macon  in  the  early  summer,  and  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Julien  began  their  service  with  the  mission.

So  They  Did  it 
Themselves 


A  relatively  small  African  village 
with  a  population  of  around  one 
thousand,  Mann  is  located  in  the 
northwestern  corner  of  the  Central 
African  Republic,  only  about  six  mOes 
from  the  Cameroun  border,  maybe 
twelve  from  the  Chad,  and  about 
twenty  from  N'Zoro  to  the  east  and 
thirty  from  Bocaranga  to  the  south.  At 
N'Zoro  is  a  mission-built  dispensary, 
opened  in  1955,  and  there  is  a  govern- 
ment hospital  at  Bocaranga.  Trans- 
portation is  poor  and  roads  are  bad,  so 
the  medical  help  available  in  these  two 
places  is  not  of  much  assistance  to  the 
Mannites. 

We  have  a  strong  Brethren  church 
at  Mann.  Twelve  men  from  that 
church  have  graduated  from  the  Bible 
Institute  and  are  now  either  teaching 
in  the  Bible  Institute  or  pastoring 
churches.  This  means  that  one  out  of 
four  of  our  N'Zoro  graduates  is  from 
the  Mann  church. 

Several  years  ago  the  mission  and 
the  home  board  decided  we  could  not 
build  any  more  dispensaries  with  mis- 
sion money.  Then  came  the  inevitable 
question:  how  could  we  reach  many  of 
our  people  with  the  medical  help  they 
need? 

But  the  Mann  area  wanted  a  medi- 
cal work.  So,  they  wrote  a  letter  to  the 
African  church  board  that  controls  the 
medical  work  and  asked  permission  to 
open  such  a  work.  The  Mann  church, 
they  said,  would  build  the  buildings 
and  then  the  medical  work  should  pro- 
vide the  workers  and  the  medicine. 

The  buildings  were  built;  they  were 
small,  with  grass  roofs,  and  included  a 
hangar  covered  with  grass  under  which 
most    of   the   work  would   be   done.

Government  permission  was  granted  to 
open  the  work. 

On  March  29,  1965,  the  small 
buildings  and  the  Mann  work  itself 
were  dedicated  to  the  Lord.  Dr.  Floyd 
Taber  was  there  for  the  dedication 
service  and  stayed  that  Sunday  night 
to  help  open  the  work  on  Monday 
morning.  But  you  don't  always  wait 
until  the  appointed  time  to  open  a 
medical  work.  That  niglit  Dr.  Taber 
was  called  to  go  to  the  next  village 
and  get  a  woman  who  could  not  de- 
liver her  baby.  Having  no  success  in 
the  situation,  he  came  to  N'Zoro 
about  6  a.m.  and  then  I  drove  the 
woman  to  Boguila  (120  miles)  for  an 
operation  to  take  the  baby.  The 
mother  lived;  the  baby  did  not.  And 
that  was  the  opening  of  the  Mann  dis- 
pensary. 

The  Lord  has  blessed  in  the  Mann 
work.  It  has  grown  to  be  our  fourth 
largest— last  year  behind  only  Yaloke, 
Boguila,  and  Bogang  IV.  It  has  been 
my  privUege  and  responsibihty  to  over- 
see the  Mann  work.  There  still  are 
problem  cases  and  we  still  lose  some 
very  sick  patients— but  many  lives  have 
been  saved  physically  and,  more  im- 
portant, many  decisions  have  been 
made  for  the  Lord. 

Most  of  our  church  dispensaries  (a 
total  of  eight)  have  had  their  ups  and 
downs— but  not  so  with  Mann.  The 
very  capable  head  nurse,  Thomas  Nah, 
worked  with  me  here  at  N'Zoro  for 
about  five  years  before  he  went  away 
to  Bible  Institute.  He  graduated  from 
B.I.  in  November  1964,  and  worked  at 


Boguila  to  learn  some  surgical  tech- 
niques before  going  to  Mann  in  March 
of  1965. 

One  rainy  evening  last  September  I 
went  to  make  my  monthly  visit  to 
Mann.  Since  a  weekend  church  confer- 
ence was  being  held  out  about  three 
miles  in  the  next  village,  Thomas  and  I 
went  there.  It  was  still  a  little  too  wet 
for  the  evening  service  which  was  to  be 
held  out  in  the  middle  of  the  road,  so 
the  pastor  invited  us  in  for  a  cup  of 
tea.  He  wanted  to  know  my  feelings 
about  asking  for  a  permanent  dis- 
pensary building  at  Mann.  He  pro- 
posed that  the  Mann  church  make  the 
bricks  and  build  the  foundation,  and 
the  medical  committee  care  for  the 
metal  roofing  and  so  forth.  I  favored 
this,  but  I  knew  that  financially  speak- 
ing we  were  more  than  $6,000  in  the 
red— so  how  could  the  medical  com- 
mittee approve  it?  But  the  church  did 
not  wait.  By  tlie  time  they  went  to 
General  Conference,  they  could  say: 
"We  have  the  walls  built— you  put  the 
roof  on!"  But— no  money  was  forth- 
coming. 

In  order  to  get  the  lumber  for  the 
roof,  I  advanced  about  $200.  The 
lumber  had  to  be  transported  over 
about  400  miles,  and  that  added  con- 
siderably to  the  expense. 

When  Linda  Mensinger  came  back 
from  furlough,  she  brought  quite  a 
supply  of  vaccination  for  tetanus  and 
whooping  cough,  which  she  had  re- 
ceived from  a  drug  company.  She  gave 
it  to  me  to  use  in  this  area.  I  asked 
Mann  how  much  they  wanted  and 
they  said  enough  for  500  babies  (that 
was  most  of  it).  We  charged  100  francs 
(forty  cents)  for  the  three  injections, 
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A  happy,  healthy  baby  is 
one  satisfying  result  of 
the  medical  ministry. 


and  from  these  receipts  we  paid  the 
$200  for  the  wood.  The  head  nurse 
also  gave  a  gift,  and  some  $80  of 
project  money  from  the  USA  was 
used.  Finally  on  May  5  the  building 
was  completed. 

We  were  invited  to  be  present  for 
the  dedication  on  Sunday,  June  4.  We 
left  here  about  six  that  morning  and 
arrived  a  couple  of  hours  later.  Where- 
as normally  about  300  or  400  attend 
the  church  service,  1,498  were  in  at- 
tendance that  morning.  Many  of  the 
mothers  who  come  to  the  baby  clinic 
were  there— about  700  of  them.  Pastor 
Joseph  preached  on  sin  and  the  reme- 
dy for  it.  The  Spirit  worked,  and  1 19 
decisions  were  made  for  the  Lord. 

After  the  church  service  we  moved 
to  the  dispensary  for  the  dedication 
service.  Then  came  the  food— goat  and 
manioc  and  coffee.  It  was  a  good  day. 
On  the  way  home  we  met  the  Mann 
mayor,  and  Pastor  Joseph  told  him  he 
should  have  been  there  as  the  occasion 
was  one  to  bring  honor  to  his  village. 
The  mayor  was  not  too  happy  and  said 
our  celebration  was  "zero"  because  he 
did  not  kill  the  cows  and  goats  for  the 
feast  and  have  the  dance.  As  for  me,  I 
think  it  was  more  honoring  to  the 
Lord  that  the  mayor  was  not  there 
since  it  might  have  turned  out  to  be  a 
worldly  celebration. 

Pray  that  God  will  continue  to  bless 
that  work  and  that  the  119  who  made 
decisions  will  really  know  Him  and  the 
power  of  His  resurrection. 

Postscript:  The  Bogang  IV  dis- 
pensary was  also  buOt  this  dry  season, 
but  because  of  lack  of  funds  and  time 
before  the  rains  began,  only  a  grass 
roof  was  put  on.  Would  anyone  care  to 
send  a  gift  toward  this  worthy  project?

His  opinion  is  highly  respected  among  rank 
and  file  Jewry,  according  to  Moishe  Rosen  of  Jews  for 
Jesus  here. 

"A  fire  is  burning!"  Rabbi  Kahane  wrote.  "Eliminate  the 
exile  before  it  eliminates  you."

Receiving  the  Scriptures  in  their  tongue  in  1971  were 
such  groups  as  Finnish  gypsies  who  speak  Romany,  Bantu 
tribesmen  in  Namibia  (Southwest  Africa)  who  speak  Dhimbe 
Eskimos  in  Alaska  who  speak  a  dialect  bearing  the  name  of 
their  locale~The  Kobuk  River,  and  Montagnards  in  Vietnam 
who  speak  Chrau. 

The  1971  report,  issued  by  the  United  Bible  Societies, 
said  countries  with  first-time  complete  Bibles  in  previously 
listed  languages  include:  Angola— Chokwe;  Cameroun— Bassa 
and  Beti;  and  India-the  Angami  dialect  of  Naga.

Produce  Your  Cause 


Dick  phoned  Eric  last  night. 

Did  you  get  my  letter? 

This  is  radio  W  .  .  .,  your  AM-FM 
station. 

The  following  telecast  from  China 
is  via  satellite. 

So  men  communicate  with  other 
men.  But  is  this  true  communication 
with  all  the  word  impUes?  Somehow,  I 
have  to  believe  that  it  is  more  than 
conveying  a  message  by  wire,  or  by 
words  on  a  bit  of  paper,  or  by  wireless, 
or  by  the  seemingly  magic  satellite. 

These  methods  are  all  great  and 
productive  up  to  a  point.  Beyond  that, 
they  may  prove  ineffective  if  they 
don't  reach  man  where  he  now  is.  You 
may  think  or  hope  he  is  getting  the 
message  you  want  to  convey;  but  emo- 
tionally, intellectually,  spiritually  he 
can  be  a  hundred  light  years  away 
from  your  best  intentions.  Why? 

Communication  includes  personal, 
attentive,  often  enthusiastic  involve- 
ment. In  essence,  it  is  a  matter  of  the 
heart.  I  convey  a  message,  idea  or 
thought  concept  by  teaching  or  sug- 
gestion, but  don't  have  to  become 
personally  involved.  If  the  message  hits 
my  target,  fine.  If  it  doesn't,  so  what? 
I've  done  my  duty. 

Communication  as  against  Convey 
has  always  been  an  important  part  of 
family  life  under  this  roof.  I  conveyed 
more  than  one  bit  of  information, 
even  important  teachings  that  fell 
flatter  than  a  pancake  on  my  kids' 
ears.  Vaguely,  impersonally,  they 
heard  what  I  had  conveyed  by  teach- 
ing, request  or  command.  Results,  or 
lack  of,  proved  whether  I  had  con- 
nected with  their  minds  and  wills.  It 
wasn't  until  I  communicated,  either  by 
a  special  appeal  of  love  or  by  some 
other  "gentle"  persuasion  that  they 
really  got  the  message.  By  that  time 
everyone  was  involved,  which  is  what  I 
had  in  mind  in  the  first  place!

We  opened  this  series  on  PRO- 
DUCE YOUR  CAUSE  with  the  state- 
ment that  everybody  must  have  some 
cause  in  life  to  espouse.  Without  at 
least  one,  life  has  no  purpose.  You  will 
remember  how  God  demanded  of 
Israel:  "Produce  your  cause,  saith  the 
Lord;  bring  forth  your  strong  reasons 
[for  your  life  style,  your  response  or 
lack  of  it  to  God's  wOl,  for  living  the 
way  you  do] ,  saith  the  King  of  Jacob" 
(Isa.  41:21). 

Over  the  past  months  we've  dis- 
cussed various  "causes"  of  life  with 
which  believers  in  Jesus  Christ  should 
be  involved.  Motivation  to  do  His  will 
was  the  keynote.  We  looked  at  the 
"cause"  of  disciplined  living  so  men 
see  Christ  in  us;  the  stability  afforded 
in  our  Father's  verities;  challenged  to 
know  the  difference  between  love  and 
lust;  invited  to  be  creatively  righteous; 
examined  prayer  life,  whether  it  be 
our  place  of  praise  and  power  or  an 
exercise  in  empty  duty. 

We  had  a  fresh  look  at  the  differ- 
ence between  the  cross  on  which 
Christ  gave  up  His  life  to  redeem  men, 
and  how  we  view  the  value  of  a  cross 
in  our  lives.  We  asked  ourselves  if  our 
Father  could  say  of  us  as  Paul  did  of 
the  Colossian  believers:  ".  .  .  joying 
and  beholding  your  order,  and  the 
steadfastness  of  your  faith  in  Christ" 
(Col.  2:5). 

li  seems  fitting  in  closing  this  series 
to  contemplate  what  ought  to  be  the 
most  important  cause  any  of  us  should 
espouse-COMMUNICATING  the 
Gospel  of  Christ  to  a  lost  world.  That 
means  getting  personally  involved  with 
Christ,  with  the  message  of  salvation 
and  with  your  neighbors.  Every  other 
cause  falls  short  of  fulfillment  untU 
and  unless  men's  hearts  are  clean. 

Have  you  ever  watched  a  conveyor 


belt  carry  groceries  out  of  a  store  to  a 
pick-up  platform?  I  have  yet  to  see  a 
clerk  concer:  :d  about  whether  the 
customer  receives  his  order.  Once  the 
package  is  on  its  way,  the  clerk  turns 
to  other  matters.  The  customer  fends 
for  himself.  Nobody  inside  the  store 
seems  to  care. 

Do  I  hear  you  protest?  "But  I  do 
witness.  Just  today  I  spoke  to  my 
neighbor  about  the  good  sermon  I 
heard  our  pastor  preach  yesterday." 
Or,  "I've  invited  our  PTA  president  to 
our  church  dozens  of  times.  She  just 
shrugs  her  shoulders  and  mumbles 
something  about  being  busy.  Well,  I'm 
busy,  too.  I  can't  be  wasting  my  time 
by  coaxing  her."  "My  husband  asked 
Mr.  K—  to  attend  one  of  our  revival 
services.  He  just  laughed  uproariously, 
slapped  Joe  on  the  back  and  said,  'You 
mean  you  believe  all  that  narrow- 
minded  malarky?'  My  Joe  said  that 
was  the  last  time  he  would  ever  talk  to 
Mr.  K—  about  religion." 

Communicating  the  Gospel  is  not 
wrapping  it  in  a  neat  little  package, 
placing  it  on  the  "conveyor  belt"  by 
teUing  your  friend  about  Christ,  then 
letting  her  fend  for  herself.  It  is  living 
that  sermon,  not  telling  her  about  it.  It 
is  loving  her  for  Christ's  sake,  no  mat- 
ter how  busy  you  are  or  disinterested 
she  seems.  Face  it,  is  it  easier  to  give 
her  an  invitation  to  attend  church  than 
to  ask  her  to  your  home  for  a  meal? 

Communicating  the  Gospel  is  tak- 
ing the  sarcastic  ridicule  of  a  Mr.  K— 
and  turning  it  into  purposeful  prayer. 
Joe  really  has  a  Cause  to  Produce.  Mr. 
K—  needs  salvation.  Quit  telling  him 
about  church,  putting  revival  meetings 
on  a  conveyor  belt.  Communicate 
love,  God's  love  in  Christ,  beginning 
with  friendship  that  will  cost.  You  will 
then  be  starting  that  on-going  process 
in  obedience  to  God's  command: 
"PRODUCE  YOUR  CAUSE."  »

What  is  cheap  Christianity?  It 
comes  in  a  number  of  forms  but  most 
often  it  is  offered  by  people  who  for- 
get to  mention  the  cost  of  being  a  true 
follower  of  Christ.  The  subject  of  sin  is 
not  thoroughly  dealt  with  and  disciple- 
ship  is  hardly  mentioned.  You  cannot 
afford  this  type  of  "conversion."  Re- 
quire a  Biblical  presentation  of  Christ 
before  you  make  a  commitment  to  a 
new  type  of  "brother"  who  promises 
"peace." 

Today's  sellers  of  Christ  do  you  no 
favor  when  they  offer  buttons,  post- 
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ers,  matches  and  rock  concerts  with- 
out any  mention  of  Christ's  demands 
on  your  life.  They  are  dealing  with 
Almighty  God  himself  and  yet  they 
are  content  to  pitch  Jesus  as  the  groov- 
iest of  fads  to  come  along. 

You  can  enjoy  the  fun  for  a  while 
but  don't  count  on  it  as  an  eternal 
safety  precaution.  An  emotional  high 
wiU  be  satisfying  only  as  long  as  you 
or  a  brother  can  sustain  it.  When  the 
fad  wears  off  and  the  T-shirts  wear 
out,  then  where  are  you? 

Proponents  of  pop  Christianity 
with  its  watches  and  T-shirts  are  not 
flattering  God  when  they  hawk  Jesus 
as  just  a  panacea  for  a  bad  trip.  They 
are  not  taking  God  seriously  and  deal- 
ing with  sin,  the  reason  Jesus  Christ 
came  to  earth  in  the  first  place.  God

Paul's  letter  to  the  Ephesians  en- 
joins them  to  be  "no  longer  children"

this  is  to  be  true  of  the  new  believers 
finding  their  way  into  the  free  press, 
the  secular  magazines,  and  the  TV 
specials,  they  must  make  certain  they 
are  following  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  God 
incarnate,  and  not  Jesus  Christ  Super- 
star who  has  no  life-giving  resurrection 
power.

A  cheap  Christ  is  no  God,  and  no 
one  less  than  God  himself  is  worth  fol- 
lowing.

A  Week  to  Remember 

We  had  only  been  there  three  days, 
but  it  must  have  seemed  hke  three 
years  to  the  httle  fellow  I  talked  to 
last  year  who  was  homesick  at  camp.  I 
can  remember  that  tear-stained  face, 
that  look  of  utter  forsakenness  on  his 
face,  and  the  pitiful  pathos  in  his  voice 
as  he  looked  up  at  me  and  sobbed, 
"I'm  beginning  to  forget  what  home 
looks  like!" 

It's  camp  time  again  and  once  more 
I  may  be  called  upon  to  solve  such 
crises  as  the  one  just  mentioned  during 
the  week  of  my  confinement  there. 
Sometimes  I  think  an  entire  year  of 
dealing  with  the  multitudinous  prob- 
lems of  a  pastorate  is  hardly  adequate 
preparation  for  the  frightening  chal- 
lenges presented  by  a  week  at  camp. 

There  is  nothing  like  a  week  at 
camp  to  show  you  that  your  own  kids 
aren't  so  bad  after  all  (at  least  they  are 
no  worse  than  other  peoples');  that,  be 
it  ever  so  humble,  there's  no  place  like 
home;  that  you  aren't  as  young  as  you 
thought  you  were;  and  that  you're 
going  to  clobber  the  first  person  who 
suggests  that  it  must  have  been  re- 
laxing to  "get  away  from  everything" 
for  a  week. 

There  are  some  other  results,  too. 
Somehow  the  Spirit  of  God  works  in 
an  unusual  way  at  summer  camp.  Talk 
to  Christians  anywhere  and  it  isn't 
long  before  you  discover  that  it  was  at 
camp  that  somebody  in  the  group 
made  his  decision  to  serve  Christ. 
Many  are  the  pastors,  missionaries, 
Sunday  School  teachers,  and  church 
officers  who  trace  their  commitment 
to  Christ  to  the  indefinable  but  very 
real  impression  made  upon  them  at  a 
Christian  summer  camp.  Let's  pray 
that  this  summer  will  be  no  exception.

"Oh  dear  God,  why  did  this  have  to 
happen!"

Reflections  By  Still  Waters 

In  the  last  editorial  we  made  men- 
tion of  the  increased  emphasis  on  the 
subject  of  tongues  speaking.  It  has  be- 
come widespread,  and  interestingly  has 
crossed  all  lines  of  theological  and 
denominational  limits.  In  seeking  to 
explain  its  upsurge,  many  books  and 
articles  have  been  written.  There  has 
been  favorable  support  on  both  sides 
of  the  issue.  Most  of  the  discussion  has 
settled  on  whether  or  not  tongues 
speaking  is  a  legitimate  gift  of  the 
Spirit  for  the  present.  As  Brethren, 
diere  has  been  the  acceptance  of  the 
position  that  the  involvement  in  this 
tongues  movement  is  not  for  tliis 
period  of  time.  This  position  I  certain- 
ly accept,  but  it  is  not  my  intent  now 
to  seek  to  prove  this  position  but 
rather  to  make  some  observations  on 
the  subject. 

First,  there  seems  to  be  no  denial  of 
the  fact  that  the  presence  of  tongues 
speaking  has  involved  a  great  deal  of 
jmotional  impact.  During  the  past  few 
/ears  the  phenomenon  appeared  in, 
what  seemed  to  be,  strange  places. 
Formerly,  groups  that  were  Pente- 
;ostal  in  background  were  the  sole 
domain  for  such  a  practice.  Then  in 
Roman  Catholic  as  well  as  what  has 
been  called  main-line  Protestant 
denominations  the  speaking  began, 
rhe  Protestant  groups  to  which  I  refer 
tiave  been  very  liberal  in  their  theologi- 
:al  position  and  cool  towards  any 
Biblical  miracles  and  the  intervention 
af  God  in  the  realm  of  everyday 
events.  It  seems  to  me  that  such  liberal 
teaching  has  robbed  most  of  the  fol- 
lowers of  these  groups  of  any  personal 
contact  with  God.  Formalism  has  be- 
:ome  part  of  the  system  of  imple- 
Tienting  their  rather  dubious  message. 
Such  starved  people— theologically  and 
jmotionally— proved  to  be  ready  and 
ivaiting  for  something  that  would  re- 
vive a  degree  of  reality  to  their  re- 
igion.  Tongues  speaking  helped  many 
to  fill  their  bankrupt  existence  and 
^ave  them  a  needed  evidence  of  re- 
igious  experience. 

My  second  observation  is  a  ques- 
tion. Why  all  of  the  stress  of  impor- 
tance on  the  matter  of  tongues?  As 
Dne  reads  the  Biblical  account,  and  I 
think  particularly  of  Paul's  writings  to 
the  Corinthians  (chaps.  12-14),  there  is 
lot  a  special  stress  placed  upon  this 
lift  for  the  Early  Church.  In  fact,  its

mention  is  accompanied  by  restric- 
tions and  prohibitions.  Note  the  state- 
ment of  Paul  to  the  effect  that  he 
would  rather  speak  a  few  words  in  a 
known  tongue  than  to  use  many  un- 
known words. 

For  the  sake  of  practical  appli- 
cation he  would  rather  say:  "Christ 
died  for  our  sins"— five  very  important 
words— than  to  say  ten  thousand 
words  not  understood.  To  put  it  in 
stUl  another  way  for  the  average  lay- 
man who  thinks  that  his  pastor's  ser- 
mons are  already  too  long,  Paul  says 
that  he  would  rather  take  five  seconds 
to  speak  five  words  than  to  speak  two 
hours  and  forty-five  minutes  in  an  un- 
known tongue— 10,000  words.  This  ap- 
proach may  to  some  be  a  rather  un- 
usual one,  but  it  serves  to  point  up  the 
fact  that  the  Bible  emphasizes  the  gift 
of  preaching  and  teaching  that  is  com- 
prehensible to  the  hearer. 

It  is  not  an  accident  that  love  is  pre- 
sented as  an  unselfish  fruit  of  the 
Christian  life  in  the  midst  of  the  dis- 
cussion on  gifts  of  the  Spirit  (I  Cor. 
13).  Love  is  unselfish  in  all  of  its  as- 
pects; speaking  in  tongues  was  for  the 
edification  of  the  doer  and  not  for 
others.  Paul  is  pointing  out  that  with 
all  of  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit,  love  must 
be  exercised  and  other  people  must  be 
considered.  So  seek  the  gifts  that  edify 
others  rather  than  those  that  edify 
self.  The  stress  of  many  who  speak  in 
tongues   is   that   of  placing  a  certain 


premium  on  this  gift  (which  idea  they 
certainly  did  not  find  in  the  Scrip- 
tures). Nor  do  they  find  any  Biblical 
basis  for  spiritual  pride  and  a  conde- 
scending look.  My  suggestion  to  the 
tongues  speaker  is:  Come  on,  let's  get 
to  something  that  is  really  important, 
and  that  is  communicating  Jesus  Christ 
to  the  world  in  a  language  they  can 
understand. 

My  third  observation  is  regarding 
the  seeming  uncontrolled  atmosphere 
which  often  accompanys  tongues 
speaking.  Many  answer  this  by  the 
statement  that  they  are  not  responsi- 
ble, it  is  the  working  of  the  Spirit.  Paul 
teaches  that  there  was  an  order  to  be 
carried  out  in  the  Early  Church.  He 
speaks  to  the  point  of  the  gift  being  in 
control  of  the  one  who  exercises  it. 
Check  the  list  of  the  gifts,  and  you  will 
find  that  each  of  them  is  in  some  way 
controlled  by  the  individual.  There  is 
no  special  rule  in  the  matter  of 
tongues.  Such  outbursts  which  are 
often  blamed  on  God  do  not  at  all  fit 
the  Biblical  pattern.  God  gets  blamed 
so  often  for  so  many  things,  but  I  will 
talk  about  that  at  a  later  date. 

I  trust  that  some  of  these  practical 
observations  will  be  helpful  to  you  in 
evaluating  the  whole  movement. 
Tongues  speaking  has  been  and  is  a 
divisive  happening;  it  diverts  from 
communicating  the  Gospel  to  people 
who  are  in  need.  Let's  stick  to  the 
most  important  task.  #

There  are  four  things  that  never  re- 
turn; the  spoken  word,  the  sped  arrow, 
the  past  Ufe,  and  the  neglected  oppor- 
tunity. A  timely  sermon  could  be 
given  on  each  of  these  pertinent 
phrases.  Each  has  a  bearing  upon  the 
important  subject  of  our  work  of  evan- 
gelism, particularly  as  it  relates  to  the 
message  of  the  Gospel  and  our  nation. 

Time  has  a  definite  relationship  to 
the  spoken  word.  The  Apostle  Paul 
charged  the  young  man  Timothy  to— 
"Preach  the  Word;  be  instant  in 
season,  out  of  season.  .  .  .  For  the  time 
will  come  when  they  will  not  endure 
sound  doctrine..."  (II  Tim.  4:1-3). 
The  wise  man  of  Proverbs  says,  "A 
man  hath  joy  by  the  answer  of  his 
mouth:  and  a  word  spoken  in  due 
season,  how  good  is  it!"  (Prov.  15:23). 
God  has  promised,  ".  .  .  my  word  .  . . 
shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but  it 
shall  accomplish  that  which  I  please, 
and  it  shall  prosper  in  the  thing  where- 
to 1  sent  it."  God  will  accomplish  His 
work  in  His  own  good  time.  It  be- 
hooves us  to  be  careful  to  fulfill  our 
personal  responsibility  with  that 
precious  message. 

Stretching  our  imagination,  we  can 
think  of  over  one  hundred  home  mis- 
sionaries challenging  more  than  fifty 
home-mission  congregations  to  be  "in- 
stant in  season"  in  the  witness  of  the 
Word.  We  can  foresee  the  marvelous 
deliverance  from  the  past  hfe  that 
comes  in  the  multitude  of  changed 
lives  coming  into  home-mission 
churches.  The  value  of  such  a  ministry 
reaches  beyond  our  ability  to  measure. 
Nor  can  we  conceive  of  the  many  joys 
tliat  come  into  the  lives  of  those  re- 
deemed. 

The  time  has  arrived  for  a  prayerful 
consideration  of  our  home-mission 
stewardship  for  the  coming  year  of 
1973.  The  $500,000  budget  goal  to 
care  for  these  dedicated  missionaries 
and  their  churches  is  our  united  con- 
cern. We  trust  that  neither  these  ser- 
vants of  God  nor  the  lost  of  our  nation 
will  become  our  neglected  responsi- 
bility. The  time  for  home-mission  em- 
phasis is  here.  May  the  Brethren 
people  across  the  Brotherhood  unite 
to  support,  pray  for,  and  encourage 
for  another  year  of  success  in  home 
missions.  #

Rev.  Robert  Firl  completed  his  ministry  at  Arvada,  Colorado,  on  July  15  after  serving  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  for 
five  years.  Pastor  Firl  accepted  the  call  to  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  at  San  Bernardino,  California,  and  starts  his  ministry 
there  soon. 

The  Simi,  California,  Community  Brethren  Church  is  in  the  midst  of  a  buUding  program  to  care  for  new  record  attend- 
ances. Every  present  facility  is  taxed  to  the  limit  and  overflowing  into  the  "great  out-of-doors"  areas. 

The  James  Willet  family  arrived  at  Beaverton,  Oregon,  August  1  to  assume  the  pastorate  of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church. 
He  has  just  completed  his  college  work  at  Biola  by  taking  some  summer  school  work.  The  Beaverton  church  has  had  an 
interim  without  a  pastor. 

These  Breth- 
ren will  be  happy  when  they  can  move  from  the  motel  assembly  hall  to  their  new  house  of  worship. 

"I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  once  again  our  people  have  voted  to  trust  the  Lord  to  provide  for  a  larger  portion  of 
my  salary  .  .  .  therefore,  we  will  need  only  $104  per  month  from  Brethren  Home  Missions  starting  July  1,  1972."  This  is  a 
quote  from  a  letter  written  by  Pastor  Scofield,  Bowling  Green,  Ohio,  in  which  he  added  that  they  have  had  a  record  of 
fifty-nine  in  the  morning  worship. 

On  July  2  the  Grace  Brethren  Sunday  School,  St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  tied  a  previous  record  attendance  of  179,  and  this 
was  on  a  mid-summer  Sunday.  Pastor  Tweeddale,  who  has  been  praying  for  ten  families  to  join  the  membership  this  sum- 
mer, has  now  seen  seven  families  added. 

The  church  at  Cherry  Hill,  New  Jersey,  voted  to  assume  $25  per  month  more  of  the  pastor's  salary  effective  July  1, 
1972.  Immediately  following  national  conference,  the  Ron  Picard s  will  be  going  to  Cherry  HUl  for  a  visitation  evangelism 
campaign. 

The  "Western  Construction  Crew"  with  Mr.  Lester  Keyser  superintending  is  busy  constructing  a  new  church  building 
for  the  Sacramento,  California,  Brethren.  The  present  "bomb  shelter"  wOl  continue  to  be  used,  but  not  for  the  worship 
services.  This  is  home  missions  church  number  three  now  under  construction  in  California. 

"His  name  is  wonderful  for  .  .  .  He  gave  us  an  average  attendance  of  ninety  in  Sunday  School  for  June  (55  one  year 
ago).  He  provided  us  with  eight  for  a  baptismal  service  on  July  16,  and  He  has  provided  our  church  with  a  fine  building 
committee."  Pastor  Tom  Inman,  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado. 

Rev.  Roger  Mayes  will  soon  be  starting  his  ministry  at  Coraopolis,  Pennsylvania.  He  has  completed  his  work  at  Grace 
and  will  be  taking  up  the  work  of  Rev.  Dean  Risser,  who  accepted  a  call  to  Lexington,  Ohio. 

The  congregation  at  CoolviDe,  Ohio,  sent  to  the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation  in  July  their  final  payment  on  the 
purchase  of  their  property.  They  now  have  the  property  paid  for  and  are  ready  to  start  on  buOding  plans.  The  Brethren 
Architectural  Service  will  draw  the  plans  for  them. 

The  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Daytona  Beach,  Florida,  has  just  secured  a  choice  location  for  the  sum  of  $15,000,  which 
is  $5,000  less  than  the  original  asking  price,  and  in  tlie  words  of  Pastor  H.  W.  Koontz,  "This  is  a  miracle  from  the  Lord." 
With  building  funds  on  hand  and  the  Florida  District  Mission  Board  appropriation,  the  church  will  only  need  to  borrow 
approximately  $6,000. 

Pastor  Marion  Thomas,  Fremont,  Ohio,  writes:  "The  past  month  has  brought  more  blessings.  I  now  have  a  typewriter, 
electric  A.  B.  Dick  mimeograph,  shelving  and  supplies  that  the  Lord  has  given  us  at  a  total  cost  of  about  $200." 

Pastor  Ron  Weimer,  the  new  pastor  on  the  field  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  less  than  one  month,  had  a  unique  experience  on 
the  first  night  of  their  VBS.  He  received  a  call  that  a  bomb  was  in  the  church  and  would  explode  in  five  minutes.  A  police 
search  did  not  reveal  any  bomb  and,  praise  God,  the  attendance  increased. 

The  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  San  Diego,  California,  received  nationwide  publicity  recently  when  a  light  airplane  fell 
less  than  thirty  feet  from  our  church  and  exploded.  No  damage  was  reported  to  the  church  building— praise  God!  #

Shovels  Sink 
in  Simi  Soil 


On  Sunday  afternoon,  June  1 1 , 
1972,  the  members  and  friends  of 
the  Simi  Community  Brethren 
Church,  one  hundred  fifty  strong, 
met  to  start  excavation  for  their 
new  building  program.  On  this  oc- 
casion many  had  the  opportunity 
to  move  one  hand  shovel  full  of  dirt 
in  preparation  for  the  larger,  more 
sophisticated,  machinery  to  take 
over  the  job. 

There  was  a  good  representation 
from  our  area  churches,  and  six 
men  flew  in  from  Cherry  Valley  to 
hear  a  stirring  message  by  Dr.  Glenn 


O'Neal.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Thompson, 
western  field  secretary  for  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council, 
brought  greetings  and  took  pictures 
of  the  events  of  the  day.  The  others 
who  participated  in  activities  were 
the  former  pastors;  vice-moderator, 
Ed  Osborn;  and  chairman  of  the 
trustees,  Lee  Sasser. 

The  new  building  program  will 
be  the  second  one  for  this  growing 
congregation  whose  attendance  has 
been  exceeding  200  from  a  mem- 
bership of  179.  The  Simi  Brethren 
have  been  using  their  first  unit,  a 


temporary  portable  building,  and  over- 
flowing out  onto  the  walks  by  the 
buildings. 

The  plans  for  the  new  unit  have 
been  approved  and  when  completed 
will  seat  230  people.  With  the  choir 
area,  plus  the  overflow  space  and 
balcony  a  total  of  400  can  be  accom- 
modated for  a  worship  service. 

The  Simi  church  came  into  exist- 
ence as  an  answer  to  two  years  of 
praying  for  such  a  testimony  in  the 
Simi  Valley.  The  first  organized  prayer 
meeting  was  held  January  18,  1962  in 
the  home  of  Mr.  Ed  Schimmel,  and  the 
leader  was  Rev.  Ehner  Fricke.  With  the 
iesire  to  help  organize  and  establish  a 
:hurch,  Pastor  Fricke  moved  into  the 
irea  and  secured  employment. 

From  the  first  meeting  in  a  home 


with  twenty-two  present,  the  Simi 
work  followed  a  normal  pattern  of 
growth  and  development.  As  growth 
took  place,  a  house  was  acquired  at 
1791  Church  Street,  and  it  was  here 
the  church  was  organized  through  the 
Southern  California  District  Mission 
Board  with  thirty-one  charter  mem- 
bers. This  house  served  for  the  church 
until  November  1965.  The  work  grew 
and  the  people  prayed  for  bigger  and 
better  facilities.  The  people  "had  a 
mind  to  work,"  and  the  Lord  an- 
swered with  the  first  unit  being  com- 
pleted at  2762  Avenida.  This  was  a 
joyful  occasion,  and  the  church  was 
better  able  to  serve  the  community. 

Pastor  Fricke  served  the  work  for 
the  first  five  years  of  its  inception,  ob- 
serving growth  to  maturity  and  the 


securing  of  a  "church  home."  When 
Pastor  Fricke  resigned.  Rev.  Theodore 
Malaimare  served  as  interim  pastor 
until  the  present  pastor,  John  Gilhs, 
was  called  in  June  1967.  Pastor  Gillis 
has  now  served  five  years,  and  the 
Lord  has  continued  to  bless  in  a  spirit- 
ual and  numerical  way.  Christians  have 
been  built  up  in  the  faith,  and  a  great 
host  have  come  to  know  Christ  as  their 
Saviour.  With  the  membership  in- 
creasing to  179  and  attendances  run- 
ning between  200—230  it  has  become 
necessary  to  build  more  facilities. 

The  church  is  indeed  grateful  to  the 
district  mission  board,  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  and  the  Breth- 
ren Investment  Foundation  for  their 
financial  assistance  and  guidance.  To 
these  organizations  and  to  many  indi- 
viduals who  have  prayed  and  con- 
tributed financially  the  Simi  Com- 
munity Brethren  Church,  offers  a 
sincere  thanks  and  requests  your  con- 
tinued prayer  support  as  the  testimony 
for  Christ  increases  in  scope  here  in 
the  Simi  Valley.  #

functions.  Recently,  when  she  and  her 
husband  were  living  with  her  daughter 
in  the  Valley,  she  would  come  by  bus 
to  Hollywood  Boulevard  so  that  I  could 
pick  her  up  for  the  monthly  daytime 
meeting. 

Now  she  has  moved  farther  out  into 
the  Valley;  too  far  to  attend  our  meet- 
ings. So,  my  visit  to  them  occasioned 
the  above  remarks.  Upon  my  next  visit 
to  her,  as  I  was  leaving,  she  confessed: 
"You  know  He  is  my  Lord,  too."  A 
further  questioning  revealed  that  as 
such  she  acknowledged  Christ  as  God 
and  Saviour.  He  was  the  One  who  was 
helping  her  through  the  many  recent 
problems  she  was  facing. 

How  wonderful  the  Lord  is!  Several 
weeks  after  that  confession,  Madeline 
Goldberg  was  visiting  in  the  Los 
Angeles  area.  In  conversation  with 
Madeline,  Mrs.  B—  acknowledged  Jesus 
as  the  fulfilhnent  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment promises.

only  discussion  leader,  but  janitor  and 
chauffeur,  I  could  not  deal  with  them 
personally  at  this  time. 

An  appointment  was  made  with  Mr. 
M—  for  the  following  Friday.  Since  he 
lives  in  a  hotel  in  Hollywood,  we  went 
to  the  Copper  Penny  Restaurant  for 
coffee.  Asking  why  he  had  raised  his 
hand,  he  answered  that  he  wanted  to 
know  about  Jesus.  Sharing  with  him 
the  Gospel  from  Isaiah  and  Romans, 
there  in  the  restaurant,  confessing 
Christ  as  God  and  Saviour  and  inviting 
Him  into  his  life,  Mr.  M—  became  a 
child  of  God. 

It  was  several  weeks  later  that  he 
told  me  of  his  daughter.  A  few  days 
after  that  he  asked  me  to  write  to  his 
daughter  to  explain  more  fully  what 
he  had  done.  He  especially  wanted  her 
to  know  for  Father's  Day.  I  complied 
with  his  wish.  On  Father's  Day  I  had  a 
phone  call  from  his  daughter,  who  was 
thrilled  and  happy  over  her  father's 
salvation. 

This  dear  Jewess  has  been  a  believer 
for  fifteen  years.  Her  prayers  have 
been  answered  for  her  father.  These 
years  as  a  believer  have  not  been  easy 
ones  as  her  family  has  not  approved. 
Her  son  is  a  Hebrew  Christian,  but  is 
out  of  fellowship  with  the  Lord. 
Neitlier  her  husband  nor  Mr.  M-'s  other 
children  are  believers.  But  now  an- 
other in  her  household  has  been  saved. 

As  she  reached  out  her  hand,  I  saw 

a  number  tatooed  on  her  arm.  This 
dear  Jewess  had  been  numbered 
among  the  concentration  camp  vic- 
tims. 

The  call  upon  E—  was  made  at  the 
request  of  a  Hebrew  Christian  I  had 
been  able  to  help  sometime  ago.  E— ,  a 
Jewess  about  my  age,  had  suffered  a 
stroke  (also  has  heart  trouble)  and, 
being  unable  to  care  for  herself  at  pres- 
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ent  is  living  in  one  of  the  many  Jewish 
senior  citizen  guest  homes  in  our  area. 

After  I  introduced  myself,  E—  in- 
formed me  that  I  had  been  expected. 
Shortly  after  that,  this  Jewess  spoke  of 
Jesus  as  the  healer.  Wliat  was  this?  I 
had  been  given  to  understand  that  she 
was  not  a  believer  in  Christ.  Further 
conversation  then  revealed  that  she 
beUeved  that  Jesus  was  the  Son  of  God 
but  that  He  did  not  claim  to  be  God. 
This  misconception  was  dealt  with 
from  John  8:51-59  and  John 
10:27-33,  showing  that  the  Jewish 
people  of  His  day  recognized  His  claim 
to  be  God.  The  "I  Am"  of  chapter  8 
was  then  related  to  Exodus  3:13-14. 
Jesus  claimed  to  be  and  is  "Hashem" 
(The  Name),  the  term  Jewish  people 
use  instead  of  the  Hebrew  for  Jehovah, 
His  covenant  name  which  they  con- 
sider too  sacred  to  even  pronounce. 

There  were  still  other  questions  in 
her  mind— particularly  the  trinity  of 
God.  Scriptures  in  the  Old  Testament 
relative  to  the  trinity  were  shared  with 


her.  Then  she  gave  her  consent  for  me 
to  show  from  the  Old  and  the  New 
Testaments  the  Gospel  and  its  fulfill- 
ment in  Christ  Jesus.  The  Lord 
brought  conviction  and  assurance,  and 
this  dear  one  prayed,  confessing  Christ 
as  Messiah  and  God  and  asking  Him 
into  her  heart  and  life  as  Saviour. 

In  further  conversation,  E—  said 
that  her  first  contact  with  Christianity 
was  in  Sweden,  shortly  after  her  re- 
lease from  the  concentration  camp.  A 
Jewish  Christian,  who  was  a  "fanatic," 
she  said,  first  talked  to  her  of  Christ!

of  her  Messiah.  What  a  joy  lo  uc  uic 
one  "to  draw  the  net"  and  hear  her 
confess  Jesus  as  Lord  and  Saviour. 

Her  thirst  for  His  Word  and  Chris- 
tian fellowship  is  cause  for  rejoicing. 
Though  her  left  arm  is  useless,  with  a 
brace  on  her  leg  she  is  able  to  walk  and 
go  out  some.  Pray  that  she  will  be  able 
to  attend  our  day  meetings.  She  con- 
tinues to  praise  the  Lord  for  the 
Prophecy  Edition  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment because  it  is  smaU  and  light 
enough  to  hold  in  one  hand.  Her  com- 
prehension of  spiritual  truth  is  thrill- 
ing. The  owner  of  the  home  came  into 
her  room  one  day  thinking  that  her 
"sister"  was  still  there.  In  answering 
that  she  had  gone,  E—  referred  to  me 
as  "her  sister  in  heart." 

Do  you  have  Jewish  friends  for 
whom  you  are  concerned  and  to 
whom  perhaps  you  have  been  witness- 
ing for  many  years?  Don't  despair; 
keep  on  praying  and  witnessing.  "In 
due  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint 
not"  (Gal.

Patras,  Greece  (EP)-Two  Greek  Orthodox  priests  and  a 
high  school  principal  told  a  Superior  Court  here  that  it  is 
"heresy  to  publish  the  claim  that  a  person  may  be  saved 
through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,"  and  the  court  concurred. 

The  court  was  hearing  the  appeal  of  Greek  publisher 
George  Constantinidis,  director  of  0  Logos  Publishers,  a  sub- 
sidiary of  American  Mission  to  Greeks  of  Ridgefield,  New 
Jersey.  He  had  been  sentenced  on  May  12  by  a  three-judge 
first  degree  court  in  Phyrgos  on  two  charges:  sending  New 
Testaments  in  Modern  Greek  to  several  pupils  at  their 
written  request,  and  sending  the  testaments  to  five  adults 
in  the  village  of  Myrtia,  Peloponnesus. 

The  court  claimed  that  a  criminal  act  of  proselytism  was 
performed  because  this  booklet  was  sent  both  to  the  pupils 
and  the  adults  along  with  the  New  Testament  "for  the 
purpose  of  penetrating  into  their  uninformed  religious  con- 
sciences and  thus  changing  their  religious  allegiance  to 
Protestantism." 


A  third-place  award  was  given  to  the  float  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church,  Flora,  Ind.,  in  the  centennial  parade. 

Flora,  Ind.  A  centennial  celebration  was  a  big  event  for 
the  town  of  Flora,  but  it  was  also  an  opportunity  for  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  to  present  the  Gospel  in  a  rather  un- 
usual way.  Part  of  the  festivities  included  a  grand  parade, 
and  one  of  the  entries  was  a  float  which  was  constructed  by 
a  committee  from  the  Brethren  church. 

On  the  back  of  the  float  appeared  the  motto:  "The 
Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and  nothing  but  the  Bible."  The 
cross  and  the  open  Bible  gave  evidence  to  the  viewers  that 
the  Grace  Brethren  stood  firm  on  the  Word  of  God  and  the 
means  of  salvation  through  Jesus  Christ. 

The  float  won  third  place  recognition  in  the  parade,  and 
many  of  the  neighborhood  expressed  appreciation  of  the 
message  of  the  float. 

Riding  on  the  float  was  Mr.  Merideth  Ayers  and  his 
daughter  Carrie.  The  owner  and  driver  of  the  tractor,  an 
antique  in  itself,  was  Mr.  James  Shoemaker.  Michael  Rocka- 
fellow,  pastor. 


Did  You  Know?  According  to  Newsweek  that  although 
ministers  are  usually  paid  less  than  the  people  they  preach 
to,  a  recent  survey  of  twenty-one  Protestant  denominations 
in  North  America  discloses  that  clergymen  are  far  more 
generous  with  their  money  than  the  members  of  their 
flocks.  According  to  the  study  U.S.  ministers  drop  a  median 
offering  of  $14.65  into  the  weekly  collection  plate,  com- 
pared with  $5.52  per  family  among  their  parishioners. 
Overall,  nearly  79  percent  of  the  nation's  clergy  claimed 
they  give  more  than  $500  annually  to  their  church,  versus 
only  27  percent  of  the  laity.

Their  devotion  to  their  subject  may 
range  from  a  detailed  study  of  Satan- 
ism made  popular  by  its  prophet, 
Anton  Szandor  LaVey,  to  the  arrange- 
ment of  tea  leaves  floating  in  a  delicate 
china  cup.  Some  have  attributed  this 
interest  to  the  space  program;  others, 
to  the  psychological  and  moral  frustra- 
tion of  the  present  generation.  The 
term  "occult"  is  normally  used  to 
denote  hidden  knowledge,  secret  arts, 
or  unexplainable  psychic  phenomena. 
At  one  time  those  who  participated  or 
encouraged  such  activity  were  written 
off  as  quacks.  In  recent  years,  how- 
ever, the  advocates  of  the  study  of 
divination  have  included  those  of  rank 
and  importance  in  our  country.  Even 
those  among  the  educated  have  found 
themselves  caught  up  with  the  deep 
fascination,  if  not  a  commitment,  to 
the  occultic  arts.  In  some  parts  of  the 
country  there  are  bookstores  or  book 
departments  that  devote  themselves 
entirely  to  the  handling  of  occult 
material.  In  many  cities  special  work- 
shops are  conducted  in  the  theories  of 
reincarnation.  There  are  classes  in 
astral  projections,  numerology  and 
mystical  systems  of  Hebrew  thought

found  in  the  Cabala.  The  intense  in- 
terest in  this  area  has  not  gone  un- 
noticed by  the  airlines.  In  the  monthly 
magazine.  The  Occult  Trade  Journal, 
there  appeared  an  article  about  Pan 
Am's  new  $629  "psychic  tour"  of 
Great  Britain.  This  tour  included  a 
visit  to  the  psychic  healing  center,  a 
seance  and  a  day  at  Stonehenge.  The 
interest  in  occultism  is  not  only  char- 
acteristic of  this  country,  but  accord- 
ing to  some  reports,  at  least  three 
miUion  West  Germans  subscribe  to 
some  form  of  the  occult.  Modern  prac- 
tices of  divination  include  fortune- 
telUng,  palm  reading,  crystal  ball, 
cards,  pendulum,  Ouija  board,  tea 
leaves,  handwriting  analysis  and  horo- 
scopes. There  are,  of  course,  other 
forms  as  well. 

Ancient  Practices  of  Divination 

The  Bible  refers  to  a  number  of 
forms    of   divination   and    condemns

them  all  as  being  inappropriate  to  the 
search  for  God's  will.  They  are  as  fol- 
lows: hydromancy,  or  divination  by 
water;  rhabdomancy,  which  has  refer- 
ence to  the  use  of  a  divining  rod  or  the 
casting  of  arrows  (cf.  Ezek.  21:21; 
Hosea  4:12).  In  Ezekiel  21:21  there  is 
clear  reference  to  three  specific  prac- 
tices of  divination  as  exercised  in 
Babylon.  As  the  King  of  Babylon 
stood  at  the  parting  of  the  way,  three 
things  were  done  to  provide  an  omen 
for  the  future.  According  to  the  Au- 
thorized Version,  "he  made  his  ar- 
rows bright."  The  Hebrew  is  much 
clearer  at  this  point.  It  would  be  Uter- 
ally  translated,  "he  shook  the  arrows." 
Presumably,  arrows  were  shaken  and 
cast  into  the  air  and  a  priest  was  called 
to  interpret  the  position  of  such  ar- 
rows on  the  ground. 

The  second  form  of  divination  re- 
ferred to  his  consultation  with  images. 
The  word  for  images  is  the  Hebrew 
word  t^ragim.  T^rajnm,  or  household 
images,  were  quite  common  among  the 
peoples  of  Mesopotamia  and  Palestine. 
They  were  a  sign  of  authority  and  land 
ownership,  and  were  also  widely  used 
for  purposes  of  divination  (cf.  Zech. 
10:2).  The  third  form  of  divination  al- 
luded to  in  this  verse  is  that  "he 
looked  in  the  liver."  This  practice  is 
commonly  referred  to  as  hepatoscopy, 
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Divination  almost  always  leads  to 

radical  anti-Christian  behavior.  It  is 

impossible  to  be  dedicated  to  occultic 

principles  and  committed  to  Biblical 

truth  as  well. 


which  was  the  process  of  divining  from 
the  liver  of  a  sacrificed  animal.  That 
this  was  a  common  practice  not  only 
in  Babylon  but  in  Palestine  is  evident 
from  the  discovery  of  clay  models  of 
livers  found  at  Megiddo  and  elsewhere. 

Modern  Deceptions 

The  question  might  be  raised  here, 
"Why,  in  a  highly  enlightened  society, 
should  people  return  to  ancient  forms 
of  divination?  Should  not  the  scien- 
tific age  have  put  an  end  to  all  of 
this?"  The  answer  to  this  and  other 
questions  is  not  easy.  In  fact,  it  has 
dumbfounded  many  modern  philoso- 
phers. However,  two  things  might  be 
observed  at  this  point.  First,  men  of 
this  age  are  totally  frustrated  by  the 
materialism  to  which  they  have  dedi- 
cated themselves.  Material  things  can 
be  burned,  destroyed,  worm  eaten  and 
stolen.  They  are  then  left  empty  and 
void.  To  those  led  in  such  frustration, 
the  mystical,  supernatural  and  the 
psychic  have  an  attraction.  Second, 
men  have  been  convinced  of  the  value 
of  occultic  practices  by  apparent  evi- 
dence and  workabOity.  As  observed  in 
our  previous  article,  many  conclude 
that  a  practice  or  concept  is  right  or 
valid  on  the  grounds  that  it  works.  The 
practitioners  of  divination  are  able  to 
bring  together  an  impressive  statistical 
survey  of  the  workability  of  their 
systems.  (May  I  add  that  I  have  a  deep 
suspicion  for  statistics  per  se.  I  remem- 
ber with  great  vividness  the  arrogant 
statistician  who  drowned  attempting 
to  walk  through  a  lake  with  an  average 
depth  of  only  three  feet!)  The  statis- 
tical arguments  of  the  workability  of 
occultic  systems  have  impressed  many 
to  the  point  of  total  dedication.  It 
might  be  pointed  out  here  that  Anti- 
christ will  adopt  a  similar  approach. 
He  will  use  "lying  wonders"  to  deceive 
those  who  will  look  to  him. 

The  Dangers  Involved 

There  are  three  important  observa- 
tions that  need  to  be  made  concerning 
modern   practices   of  divination.  (1) 
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They  rob  an  individual  of  self- 
confidence.  They  leave  a  person  with 
the  impression  that  he  is  incapable  of 
any  predictive  capability  at  all  with 
regard  to  his  own  plans  and  future. 
Many  subject  the  very  details  of  their 
life  to  the  guidelines  of  occultic  in- 
formation. This  ultimately  leads  to 
psychoneurosis  and  psychosis.  (2)  Be- 
ginning with  tea  leaves  may  well  end 
up  with  dedication  to  the  worship  of 
Satan,  as  is  now  characterized  by  the 
Church  of  Satan  founded  in  1966  in 
San  Francisco.  The  intense  desire  for 
predictive  information  will  often  lead 
one  from  simple  forms  of  divinatory 
practices  to  serious  forms  of  black 
magic.  (3)  Divination  ahnost  always 
leads  to  radical  anti-Christian  behavior. 
It  is  impossible  to  be  dedicated  to  oc- 
cultic principles  of  interpretation  and 
committed  to  Biblical  truth  as  well. 

Biblical  Perspectives 

In  conclusion  it  would  be  well  to 


bring  all  of  the  practices  under  the 
scrutiny  of  Biblical  evaluation.  Ac- 
cording to  the  Bible,  two  conclusions 
can  be  drawn  with  regard  to  divination 
in  all  of  its  forms.  (1)  The  practices  of 
divination  have  no  actual  power  and 
only  really  deceive  (cf.  Jer.  27:9-10). 
(2)  The  believer  is  to  separate  himself 
from  all  forms  of  divination  (Deut. 
18:9-11).  Let  it  be  stated  here,  and 
with  as  much  emphasis  as  possible,  it  is 
totally  unwise  for  anyone  to  even 
experiment  with  the  practice  of  divi- 
nation. One  who  feels  that  he  can 
dabble  with  tea  leaves  and  palm  read- 
ing and  not  be  affected  is  naive,  to  say 
the  least.  Empirical  evidence  is  ex- 
tremely deceptive  and  Satan  is  far 
more  ingenious  than  the  average  indi- 
vidual. In  the  light  of  this  and  Biblical 
warnings,  the  Christian  should  refrain 
from  all  forms  of  divination  and  seek 
his  help  from  the  Word  of  God  as 
guided  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  »

Have  you  ever  let  your  mind  wan- 
der, pretending  for  a  moment  that  you 
are  God?  Let's  just  do  that  for  a 
minute.  Your  job  is  to  get  the  message 
of  redemption  to  a  sinful  race  that  is 
doomed  to  an  eternal  hell.  How  would 
you  get  the  message  across?  TV  com- 
mercials? Newspapers?  I  would  recom- 
mend hanging  a  huge  tape  recorder  in 
heaven  which  would  blare  out  the  plan 
of  salvation  to  the  whole  world  several 
times  a  day.  Maybe  you  could  think  of 
a  more  ingenious  method.  If  we  don't 
agree  on  a  method,  I'm  sure  there  is 
one  thing  we  would  agree  on  .  .  .  that 
the  last  method  we  would  use  would 
be  to  wrap  up  the  message  in  people- 
lazy,  inconsistent,  bungling  people. 
But  that  is  exactly  the  way  God  has 
chosen  to  do  the  job.  He  takes 
wretches  like  us,  saves  us,  and  sends  us 
to  win  the  lost.  Imagine  that! 

Now  how  does  God  use  us  as  His 
messengers?  Not  only  does  He  give  us 
a  message  to  proclaim  with  our 
mouth— a  verbal  message,  but  He  also 
gives  us  a  message  to  demonstrate  with 
our  lives— a  living  message.  You've 
heard  the  cliche,  "Your  life  may  be 
the  only  Bible  that  some  people  may 
ever  see."  There  is  a  sense  in  which  our 
lives  are  a  Bible.  In  fact,  on  the  basis 
of  II  Corinthians  3:1-3  our  lives  could 
be  called  the  sixty-seventh  Book  of  the 
Bible.  We  know  from  our  study  of  the 
Word  that  God  isn't  writing  Scripture 
today,  even  though  many  cults  make 
this  claim.  But  there  is  a  sense  in 
which  God  is  still  writing  epistles  in 
and  through  the  lives  of  all  believers. 

Apparently  the  Corinthians  had  not 
fully  understood  the  principle  that  in- 
dividual believers  are  the  sixty-seventh 
Book  of  the  Bible.  Paul  shares  this 
truth  with  them  in  II  Corinthians 
3:1-3,  where  he  uses  both  a  negative 
and  a  positive  argument  to  correct 
their  misunderstanding  about  believers 
being  living  epistles. 

First,  the  negative  side  (v.  1).  Paul 
rebukes  their  misunderstanding  by  ask- 
ing a  couple  of  questions.  The  initial 
question  asked  of  the  Corinthians  was: 
"Are  we  beginning  to  commend  our- 
selves againl"  Paul  had  to  deal  with 
the  very  same  problem  in  I  Corinthi- 
ans. His  opponents  had  accused  him  of 
bragging,  being  all  talk,  so  he  had  to 
defend  himself  there.  So  now  he  asks 
in  II  Corinthians,  "Do  we  have  to  sub- 
stantiate ourselves  again?"  The  "we" 
here  in  verse  1  is  probably  a  reference

to  Paul,  Timothy  and  Titus  who  are 
working  with  the  Corinthians.  Can't 
you  just  hear  the  Judaizers  in  Corinth 
saying:  "There  he  goes,  commending 
himself,  tooting  his  horn  again,  and 
this  is  just  the  beginning!"  Imagine, 
the  one  who  had  established  the 
church  in  Corinth  being  asked  to  sup- 
port his  ministry  with  bragging  words! 
The  answer  is  obviously  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

The  other  question  in  verse  1  is 
addressed  to  the  misunderstanding 
that  Paul  had  to  use  letters  of  com- 
mendation to  support  his  ministry.  He 
asks  in  the  last  half  of  verse  1 :  "Or  do 
we  need,  as  some,  letters  of  com- 
mendation to  you  or  from  you?"  Both 
questions  contain  a  form  of  the  word 
"commend."  The  basic  idea  is  a  bring- 
ing together  of  two  parties  usually  in 
an  introductory  sense.  "Steve,  I'd  like 
you  to  meet  Bill."  Imagine  Paul  having 
to  be  introduced  to  his  own  converts 
all  over  again!  Ridiculous!  It  was  per- 
fectly legitimate  for  Christians  to  carry 
letters  of  commendation  as  they 
traveled  from  place  to  place.  Apollos 
had  one  from  PriscUIa  and  Aquilla 
when  he  came  to  Corinth  for  the  first 
time.  But  Paul:  To  the  Corinthians?? 
Ones  he  knew  so  well? 

Paul  says  in  reply,  "Ridiculous! 
Only  some  need  letters"  (v.  1).  The 
word  "some"  refers  to  those  men- 
tioned in  chapter  2,  verse  17,  who  had 
"corrupted"  or  "peddled"  the  Word  of 
God.  These  are  the  ones  who  need  the 
character  references,  not  Paul!  This 
question  of  a  need  for  a  character 
reference  is,  like  the  initial  question, 
answered  by  an  obvious  and  emphatic 
"NO!"  Paul  doesn't  need  to  brag  or 
have  letters  to  defend  him.  Imagine 
how  frustrated  he  feels  having  to  de- 
fend his  own  character.  Let's  look  at 
his  response  in  verses  2  and  3. 

This  brings  us  to  the  positive  side  of 
Paul's    argument— the    correction    of 

A  senior  sermon  delivered  by  John  W. 
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their  misunderstanding.  First  he  re- 
buked them,  now  he  corrects  them. 
The  proof  of  his  ministry  isn't  in 
words  or  letters,  but  rather  it  is  in 
their  changed  lives.  He  wastes  no  time 
in  getting  his  message  across  as  he 
stressed  his  point:  ''You  are  our  let- 
ter," you  are  the  credentials,  your 
changed  lives.  Notice  carefully  that  in 
verse  2  the  letter  is  written  in  the 
hearts  of  those  who  labored  in  Cor- 
inth; in  verse  3  the  Corinthians  be- 
come the  letter.  Paul  and  those  who 
had  ministered  to  the  Corinthians  with 
him,  had  become  so  involved  in  their 
lives  that  the  Corinthians  were  written 
on  their  innermost  beings.  "Written  in 
our  hearts"  is  a  parenthetical  phrase 
reveahng  their  deep  emotion,  concern 
and  love  for  these  people.  What  a  pic- 
ture of  a  Christian  who  is  getting  the 
job  done!  A  Christian  who  is  so  vitally 
concerned  and  involved  in  the  lives  of 
both  Christians  and  non-Christians 
that  they  become  engraved  on  his 
heart.  Is  this  a  picture  of  your  life? 

Verse  2  also  reveals  that  these 
Corinthians  are  "known  and  read  by 
all  men."  Once  these  folks  lived  lives 
of  the  lowest  and  vilest  sort.  Now  they 
are  new  creatures  in  Christ.  They  had 
gone  from  the  "guttermost  to  the  ut- 
termost." They  had  had  a  personal 
experience  with  God  and  it  showed  in 
their  lives.  They  were  "known"— this 
word  signified  that  all  men  had  person- 
ally experienced  their  life-style,  and 
the  word  "read"  signified  that  aU  men 
had  pondered  and  scrutinized  this  life- 
style. 

Paul  said  that  their  lives  told  the 
story.  These  Corinthians  were  on 
"public  display"  as  verse  3  begins. 
That's  the  idea  behind  the  phrase  "be- 
ing manifested  that."  What  had  been 
previously  hidden  at  Corinth  (the 
Gospel)  was  now  being  publicly  dis- 
played in  their  lives.  They  were  Bibles 
being  manifested.  Christ  is  the  au- 
thor—"Epistles  of  Christ."  He  is  the 
One  in  charge  of  these  letters.  He  was 
writing  a  message  on  their  hearts 
which  He  was  sending  to  the  world  to 
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testify  of  himself.  They  were  the 
iixty-seventh  Book  of  the  Bible. 

Now,  how  were  these  letters  being 
written?  Verse  3  says  ".  .  .  not  with 
nk,  but  witla  the  Spirit  of  the  living 
jod.  ..."  The  false  teachers  needed 
jik  with  which  to  write  their  letters, 
rhey  were  nothing  but  cold  black  and 
A'hite  documents.  Not  Christians! 
rhey  had  the  Holy  Spirit  for  ink.  How 
ibout  the  stationery?  "Not  on  tablets 
Df  stone,  but  on  tablets  of  human 
learts."  God's  stationery,  Paul  says,  is 
lot  cold,  dead,  stone  tablets,  the  kind 
hat  the  Judaizers  were  familiar  with, 
the  kind  on  which  they  built  their  ex- 
:ernal  life-style.  Rather,  God's  station- 
;ry  is  internal,  on  the  very  core  of  a 
person's  being;  the  end  result  is  a 
;odly  life.  A  living  epistle  reflecting 
jod  himself.  Who  takes  care  of  these 
etters?  The  phrase  "cared  for  by  us" 
lives  us  the  answer.  The  job  of  the 
ipostles  was  one  of  service  as  they 
Doured  out  their  lives  into  the  lives  of 
lie  Corinthians  day  after  day.  They 
were  God's  instruments  to  take  care  of 
jod's  letters.  Christ,  then,  is  the  au- 
hor,  the  Holy  Spirit  is  the  ink,  the 
ipostles  were  the  pens.  "Yes,  Corinthi- 
ins,  you  are  the  true  credentials  of  my 
ninistry.  Your  own  lives  should  be  an 
Dverwhelming  testimony  to  those  false 
;eachers  who  are  trying  to  worm  their 
vay  into  your  midst." 

That  wraps  up  Paul's  argument  in 
eply  to  the  Corinthians'  misunder- 
;tanding  concerning  his  ministry.  In 
ebuking  them  he  has  used  two  ques- 
ions  to  show  he  depends  on  neither 
vords  nor  letters  to  confirm  his  minis- 
ry.  In  correcting  them  he  shows  that 
heir  changed  lives  confirm  his  minis- 
xy. 

This  concept  of  the  believer's  life 
)eing  the  sixty-seventh  Book  of  the 
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Bible  saturates  the  New  Testament. 
Consider  one  passage:  "You  are  the 
salt  of  the  earth  .  .  .  You  are  the  light 
of  the  world  . .  .  Let  your  light  so 
shine  before  men  in  such  a  way  that 
they  may  see  your  good  works,  and 
glorify  your  Father  who  is  in  heaven" 
(Matt.  5:13-16). 

Yes,  the  sixty-seventh  Book  of  the 
Bible  is  a  most  important  book.  I'm 
afraid  that  in  our  haste  to  figure  out 
the  intricate  details  of  the  first  sixty- 
six  books  we  run  the  danger  of  over- 
looking the  intricate  details  of  our 
own.  We  must  carefully  examine  our 
lives  letting  God  search  out  those  ugly 
areas  that  turn  people  away. 

Every  book  of  the  Bible  has  a 
theme  (for  instance:  "Joy"  is  the 
theme  of  Philippians;  "The  preemi- 
nence of  Christ"  is  the  theme  of  Colos- 
sians).  What  is  the  theme  of  your  life, 
your  epistle?  "Mr.  Grumpy  Chris- 
tian?" "Mr.  Joyful  Christian?"  How 
about  "Mr.  Roller  Coaster  Chris- 
tian"—a  man  or  woman  of  inconsisten- 
cy? One  day  on  top  of  the  circum- 
stances; the  next  day  down  in  the 
dumps  in  confusion!  Or,  maybe,  "Mr. 
Moody  Christian"— pleasant  to  be  with 
one  minute;  complaining  the  next! 
What  message  does  your  life  say  to  fel- 
low Christians  at  church?  What  does  it 
say  to  the  members  of  your  family? 
What  does  your  life  communicate  to 
non-Christians? 

Are  you  permitting  God  to  write 
His  message  on  your  life  in  your  pres- 
ent circumstances?  God  has  a  message 
He  wants  to  form  in  you;  then  He 
wants  to  take  that  letter  and  send  it 
forth  to  a  needy  world.  He  is  using  His 
pastor  and  teachers  in  the  local  church 
as  His  secretaries.  His  pens,  to  write 
that  letter  upon  your  heart.  Are  you 
teachable? 


As  we  conclude,  let's  take  an  in- 
ventory. Have  you  been  teachable?  Or 
have  you  been  critical  or  rebellious 
from  time  to  time  towards  those  who 
God  has  placed  over  you?  Have  you 
permitted  God  to  write  on  your  heart 
day  after  day  or  have  you  been  closed 
to  what  God  is  trying  to  tell  you?  Ask 
God  here  and  now  to  give  you  a  teach- 
able heart,  one  on  which  He  can  con- 
tinue to  write  throughout  your  life. 

Yes,  we  are  individually  God's  let- 
ters to  the  world.  We  are  the  sixty- 
seventh  Book  of  the  Bible.  He  didn't 
choose  the  "tape  recorder  approach," 
rather  He  chose  the  "letter  approach." 
He  is  using  your  life  to  bring  a  message 
to  the  world.  The  Corinthians  mis- 
understood; I  pray  we  don't. 

The  story  is  told  of  an  Indian  tribe 
that  annually  gave  opportunity  for  the 
young  boys  to  prove  themselves  and 
qualify  for  the  title  "brave."  Every 
Indian  boy  dreamed  of  that  day  when 
he  would  bear  the  name  "brave."  The 
test  involved  successfully  reaching  the 
peak  of  the  high  mountain  that  rose 
majestically  above  their  camp.  One 
particular  year  three  young  men 
sought  to  qualify.  Early  in  the  morn- 
ing they  set  out  anticipating  a  full 
day's  work  of  conquering  the  summit 
and  returning  triumphantly  as  braves. 
Shortly  after  noon  the  first  one  re- 
turned and  said,  "Hey,  listen  to  this,  I 
made  it  three-quarters  of  the  way  up 
the  mountain!"  His  bragging  quickly 
told  the  tribesmen  he  wasn't  quite 
ready— maybe  in  another  year  or  so. 
Later  in  the  afternoon  the  second 
young  man  returned,  firmly  clutching 
some  moss  in  his  hand.  This  moss 
grows  near  the  summit  of  the  moun- 
tain, yet  it  indicated  he  had  not  made 
it  to  the  top.  This  moss,  this  letter  of 
commendation,  as  good  as  it  was,  dis- 
qualified him  from  becoming  a  brave. 
The  third  man  had  not  yet  returned. 
The  sun  had  gone  down  but  the  tribe 
was  grouped  around  the  camp  fire 
anxiously  anticipating  his  return. 
Finally,  into  the  camp  walked  the 
third  young  man.  He  wasn't  bragging 
...  he  wasn't  clutching  anything  to  in- 
dicate where  he'd  been.  The  look  on 
his  face  told  the  whole  story.  They 
didn't  even  have  to  ask  where  he'd 
been  ...  he  was  now  a  brave  ...  his 
life  told  it  all. 

Our  lives  speak  louder  than  any 
boasting  words  or  glowing  references 
can  indicate.  What  message  does  your 
life  give?  W

Dr.  John  Davis  and  Dr.  John 
Whitcomb,  Jr.,  members  of  the 
faculty  of  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary, have  each  completed  a  series 
of  twenty-four  lectures  as  part  of 
an  audio  cassette  program  of  Bibli- 
cal instruction.  A  printed  syllabus 
with  outlines  and  examination 
questions  comes  with  each  course, 
and  some  courses  may  be  taken  for 
seminary  credit.  A  descriptive  bro- 
chure is  available  from  Grace 
Schools.

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torates  were  awarded.

Christian  School  Administrators 
Convene 

More  than  one  hundred  twenty 
administrators  of  Christian  elemen- 
tary and  secondary  schools  at- 
tended the  National  Institute  of 
Christian  School  Administration  on 
the  Grace  campus  July  30-August 
4.  Under  a  twelve-man  faculty 
headed  by  Dr.  Roy  W.  Lowrie,  Jr., 
headmaster  of  Delaware  County 
Christian  School  in  Newtown 
Square,  Pennsylvania,  the  adminis- 
trators came  from  twenty -eight 
states  and  three  foreign  countries  to 
participate  in  workshops,  seminars, 
and  devotional  sessions. 

Accreditation  Study  "Favorable" 

Word  was  received  by  the  admin- 
istration of  Grace  College  during 
the  last  week  of  June  that  the 
North  Central  Association  staff  in 
Chicago  had  completed  its  analysis 
of  the  school's  239-page  Status 
Study  Report  and  that  it  was 
recommending  to  the  executive 
board  of  the  Commission  on  Insti- 
tutions of  Higher  Education  that  a 
diagnostic  examination  be  con- 
ducted on  the  Grace  campus  during 
the  fall  of  1972.  An  on-campus 
evaluation  by  the  NCA  team  would 
be  viewed  as  "a  giant  step  toward 
the  school's  accreditation,"  accord- 
ing to  Grace  officials. 

Slight  Enrollment  Increase 
Anticipated 

Fall  1972,  enrollment  in  both 
Grace  College  and  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  is  expected  to  be 
slightly  larger  than  a  year  ago.  Ron 
Henry,  college  registrar,  estimates  a 
1-2  percent  increase  to  a  total  stu- 
dent body  of  7 1 5 ,  compared  to  704 


last  fall.  Dr.  John  Davis,  seminary 
■registrar,  anticipates  250  semi- 
narians, compared  to  243  last  year. 
Many  other  coUeges  in  Indiana  are 
anticipating  enrollment  decreases, 
with  some  expecting  up  to  15  per- 
cent fewer  students  than  last  year.

Donald  Bowman  DeYoung  as 
Assistant  Professor  of  Physics  for 
the  1972-73  academic  year,  with 
the  A.S.  degree  from  Grand  Rapids 
Junior  College,  the  B.S.  and  M.S.  in 
Physics  from  Michigan  Tech  Uni- 
versity, and  the  Ph.D.  in  Physics  to 
be  awarded  by  Iowa  State  Universi- 
ty this  summer.  Member  of  the 
Campus  Baptist  Church,  Ames, 
Iowa. 

Ray  Allen  Gsell  as  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry,  with  the  B.S. 
degree  from  Juniata  College,  the 
Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Mary- 
land and  a  post-doctoral  fellow  at 
the  Polytechnic  Institute  of  Brook- 
lyn. Member  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church,  Waynesboro,  Pennsylvania. 

Phillip  L.  Hoskins  as  Instructor 
in  Physical  Education  with  the  B.S. 
in  Physical  Education  from  Man- 
chester College,  the  M.S.  in  Coun- 
seling and  admitted  to  the  doctoral 
program  in  Physical  Education  both 
at  Indiana  University.  Member  of 
Church  of  the  Brethren,  Elkhart, 
Indiana. 

Joe  Slaughter  as  Instructor  in 
Philosophy,  with  a  B.R.E.  from 
Baptist  College,  two  years  of  study 
in  the  Baptist  Seminary,  received 
the  M.A.  in  Philosophy  from  Michi- 
gan State  University  where  he  is 
presently  working  on  his  Ph.D. 
Member  of  the  Baptist  Church, 
Y Ortonville,  Michigan. 
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The  caption  for  this  article  is  famil- 
iar to  any  reader  of  the  King  James 
Version  of  the  Scriptures.  It  is  used  in 
connection  with  the  ministry  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  points  to  the  predic- 
tive element  of  revelation  made  to  the 
apostles  (John  16:13).  It  is  also  the 
title  of  a  book  on  predictive  prophecy 
authored  by  Dr.  J.  Dwight  Pentecost. 
But  more  recently  it  has  appeared  as 
the  main  title  of  a  book  published  by 
the  Macmillan  Company  and  authored 
by  Herman  Kahn  and  B.  Bruce-Briggs. 
it  carries  the  subtitle,  "Thinking 
\bout  the  Seventies  and  the  Eighties." 
Dbviously,  this  covers  a  limited  span  in 
the  immediate  future. 

This  book  is  more  than  the  surmis- 
ings  of  two  men.  It  is  a  corporate  pro- 
duction and  therefore  represents  the 
considered  judgment  of  a  cross  section 
af  the  best  minds  of  present-day  so- 
ciety. A  quotation  from  the  page  on 
acknowledgements  is  appropriate  at 
this  point: 

"A  glance  at  the  copyright  page  of 
the  book  will  reveal  that  Things  to 
Come  was  copyrighted  by  The  Hud- 
son Institute.  Even  in  an  age  when  the 
submergence  of  the  individual  into  the 
Drganization  is  a  commonplace  phe- 
lomenon,  the  institutionalization  of  a 
Dook  is  still  rare.  Authorship,  like 
most  other  intellectual  pursuits  still  re- 
mains largely  individualistic.  In  this 
Dook  we  the  authors,  as  is  proper, 
nust  necessarily  take  full  blame  for 
any  of  the  flaws  in  the  work;  however, 
it  is  basically  an  organizational  pro- 
luct.  All  of  the  staff  at  Hudson  have 
contributed  in  some  way  to  this  work, 
as  have  the  thousands  of  people  with 


whom  we  have  discussed  these  issues 
at  meetings,  seminars,  and  briefings  at 
the  Institute  and  other  locations 
around  the  world." 

The  introduction  opens  with  state- 
ments such  as  these:  "In  the  last 
decade,  studying  the  long-range  future 
has  become  both  a  serious  intellectual 
pursuit  and  a  very  pervasive  fad."  Such 
studies  of  the  future  are  becoming 
quite  widespread.  In  parts  of  Europe, 
in  the  country  of  Japan,  and  in  the 
United  States  these  current  studies  are 
to  be  distinguished  from  earlier  works 
such  as  those  by  H.  G.  Wells,  Jules 
Verne,  and  Aldous  Huxley,  "by  their 
use  of  a  sustained,  cooperative,  and 
relatively  systematic  approach;  others 
by  being  part  of  some  semi-religious, 
semi-political  cult.  Still  others  are 
basically  faddish  journalism— some- 
times good,  sometimes  bad— but  still 
journalism  .  .  .  From  our  perspective- 
thai  of  influencing  relatively  specific 
private  and  public  decisions— a  proper- 
ly integrated  project  is  more  likely  to 
incorporate  relevant  insights  from  a 
broad  range  of  academic  and  technical 
disciplines  and  has  a  better  chance  of 
identifying  the  policy  issues  of  the 
future." 

Without  realizing  that  this  develop- 
ing pattern  of  studying  the  future  is 
relatively  recent,  the  administrators  of 
Grace  Schools  have  been  employing 
this  method  of  projection  over  a 
period  of  ten  years.  This  method  is  not 
foolproof,  but  it  provides  a  relatively 
safe  guide  for  planning.  It  is  so  de- 
signed that  it  makes  room  for  revision 
year  by  year,  and  for  short-range 
changes.

The  authors  eschew  the  word 
"futurology."  They  fee!  that  it  is  an 
"ugly  word,  smacking  of  pseudo- 
science,  but  we  seem  to  be  stuck  with 
it."  Particularly  in  the  realm  of  Ameri- 
can national  security  issues  there  was 
need  for  some  studied  evaluation  of 
the  future.  The  authors  declare  that 
"this  interest  was  continually  prompt- 
ed by  a  growing  recognition  that 
policy  planning  requires  some  idea  of 
what  the  world  is  going  to  be  like 
when  these  policies  come  to  fruition. 
The  acceleration  of  change  is  such  that 
decision  makers  can  no  longer  make 
plans  and  other  choices  on  the  basis  of 
a  historically  workable  'status  quo'  or 
'business-as-usual'  premise." 

The  authors  hasten  to  insist  that 
"very  little  can  be  known  for  certain 
about  future  changes,  but  the  changes 
will  be  there  and  appropriate  discus- 
sion can  shed  useful  light  on  the  possi- 
bilities. Thinking  about  the  future  can 
tell  us  a  lot  about  the  present.  "Perhaps 
this  is  as  good  a  time  as  any,"  con- 
tinues the  author,  "to  lay  to  rest  the 
idea  that  anyone  can  predict  the 
future.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge, 
no  professional  futurologists  claim 
infallibility.  But,  that  said,  it  must  be 
qualified,  maintaining  that  the  future 
can  be  predicted,  much  as  it  is  when 
you  buy  an  airplane  ticket  on  the  basis 
of  the  airline's  prediction  that  it  will 
reach  San  Francisco  by  9:00  p.m.,  or 
when  you  bend  your  finger  expecting 
that  the  Winchester  in  your  arms  will 
propel  a  few  grams  of  lead  into  a  flee- 
ing deer." 

This  evaulation  of  human  futurolo- 
gy admits  the  presence  of  uncertainty, 
yet  argues  for  its  practical  value.  Then, 
by  the  same  token,  surely  there  is  in- 
finite practical  value  in  predictive 
prophecy  which  speaks  with  absolute 
certainty  about  the  future,  because  it 
is  divine. 

The  Bible  declares  that:  "We  have 
also  a  more  sure  word  of  prophecy; 
whereunto  ye  do  weU  that  ye  take 
heed,  as  unto  a  light  that  shineth  in  a 
dark  place,  until  the  day  dawn,  and 
the  day  star  arise  in  your  hearts: 
Knowing  this  first,  that  no  prophecy 
of  the  scripture  is  of  any  private  inter- 
pretation. For  the  prophecy  came  not 
in  old  time  by  the  will  of  man:  but 
holy  men  of  God  spake  as  they  were 
moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost"  (II  Peter 
1:19-21).  W

I  understand  your  present  pastor  has  resigned,  which 
places  before  you  the  task  of  securing  another  under- 
shepherd.  Many  in  our  Fellowship  are  praying  that  God  will 
lead  you  to  the  man  of  His  choice.  There  are  probably  no 
circumstances  in  the  NFBC  which  create  more  uncertainity, 
anxiety  and  procedural  variety  than  this  matter  of  calling 
pastors.  Therefore,  this  letter  is  intended  to  give  you  some 
ideas  and  suggestions,  valuable  I  hope,  to  think  about  as 
you  consider  calling  another  man  of  God  to  lead  you. 

Your  first  step  should  be  the  selection  of  a  pulpit  com- 
mittee in  case  you  do  not  already  have  one.  Maybe  some 
other  board,  committee  or  commission  already  in  existence 
can  do  this  work.  Fine!  It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  this 
committee  to  search  for,  investigate  thoroughly,  select  and 
recommend  candidates  to  the  church.  Where  shall  this  com- 
mittee look  in  the  often  frustrating  search  for  possible  pros- 
pects? Why  not  survey  The  Brethren  Annual  for  men 
already  in  successful  pastorates?  It  is  not  unethical  to  con- 
tact men  already  in  pastorates  to  see  if  they  might  be  in- 
terested in  the  possibility  of  serving  the  Lord  in  your  part 
of  His  vineyard.  Listen  to  the  recommendations  from  other 
pastors  and  leaders  in  which  you  have  confidence. 

Do  not  neglect  the  consideration  of  recent  seminary 
graduates  (from  Grace  and  other  evangelical  schools).  Write 
to  the  school  and  ask  for  the  names  of  any  Brethren  men 
tliey  know  who  might  be  available.  Each  school  has  its  own 
method  of  processing  such  requests. 

You  may  wish  to  contact  the  NFBC  Committee  on 
Pastorless  Churches  and  Available  Men  (see  Brethren  An- 
nual). This  committee  will  send  you  a  list  of  all  the  men 
who  have  indicated  their  willingness  to  consider  a  call  from 
some  Brethren  church. 

After  prayerful  consideration,  your  committee  has  made 
a  selection  of  potential  candidates.  From  these  possibilities 
select  the  one,  two  or  three  (not  too  many)  most  desirable. 
Learn  as  much  as  you  can  about  the  men  without  making 
personal  contact.  Select  one,  praying  much  for  the  guidance 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Brethren,  it  is  my  conviction  that  it  is 
not  good  policy  to  be  in  communication  with  several  men 
at  the  same  time,  nor  to  present  names  for  choice  in  order 
(nos.  1,  2,  3)  to  the  congregation.  This  personality  com- 
parison is  too  much  like  a  popularity  contest  and  can  be 
devisive  to  your  people  and  hurtful  to  the  men  under  con- 
sideration. Now,  contact  your  choice  to  see  if  there  is  any 
possible  interest  on  his  part.  Yes!  Wonderful!  Now,  let's  do 
a  thorough  investigation  of  his  qualities,  capabilities  and 
adaptability  to  your  situation. 

How  shall  you  carry  on  such  an  investigation?  Let  me 
suggest  several  things  you  might  do,  some  of  which  may  be 
new  ideas,  but  I  think  they  are  valid.  Of  course,  your  com- 
mittee could  go  (incognito)  to  hear  him  preach  in  his 
present  situation  and  then  have  a  private  consultation  with 
him,  or  you  could  correspond  with  him  or  have  him  come 
and  meet  your  committee— if  distance  is  not  too  great  a 


factor.  You  should  ask  him  to  write  out  a  clear  doctrinal 
statement  of  his  own  position.  Be  sure  he  is  Brethren.  Send 
him  your  church  constitution.  Please  let  him  know  all  areas 
by  which  you  are  not  abiding.  Include  a  doctrinal  statement 
and  ask  him  to  respond  to  it.  Ask  him  about  his  sermon 
habits— expositional?  textual?  topical?  Ask  him  about  his 
position  on  controversial  matters,  such  as  divorce  and  re- 
marriage, birth  control,  abortion,  sexual  ethics,  race,  drugs 
and  alcohol,  war,  Sunday  keeping,  and  so  on.  Strong  differ- 
ences of  opinion  in  these  and  other  areas  could  prove  de- 
structive later  on.  Be  sure  to  be  fair  and  communicate  to 
him  any  unusual  situations  in  your  church  that  might  cause 
frictions  later.  Check  out  his  academic  record  with  school 
attended  and  performance  record  in  other  positions  held. 
Ask  the  man  you  are  considering  to  give  you  his  past 
pastoral  record— where  and  how  long  in  each  place  and  why 
he  left.  It  is  not  unethical  to  ask  for  an  evaluation  from  a

former  congregation  he  has  pastored.  Ask  him  for  two  or 
three  personal  references.  Communicate  to  these  references 
and  ask  for  evaluations  and  a  couple  additional  references 
with  whom  you  may  consult.  Some  things  I  think  you  have 
a  right  to  know  from  these  references  are: 

1.  Is  he  a  good  preacher— handling  the  Word  of  God 
aright? 

2.  Is  he  a  man  of  prayer,  common  courtesy,  and  love? 

3.  Does  he  have  a  pastor's  heart,  loving  and  caring  for 
his  people  with  tenderness  and  grace?  Does  he  brow- 
beat or  criticize  from  the  pulpit? 

4.  Does  he  use  the  pulpit  for  purposes  other  than  the 
preaching  of  the  Word  of  God— politics,  pet  programs, 
and  so  forth? 

5.  Does  he  get  along  with  people  well  and  does  he  know 
how  to  lead  people  and  organizations  (church  boards 
and  committees)  without  creating  animosity? 

6.  Has  he  been  cooperative  with  NFBC  district  and 
national  organizations  and  programs? 

7.  Is  he  given  to  faultfinding,  criticism,  gossip,  anger, 
promise  breaking,  coarse  or  questionable  language, 
jealousy,  power  or  prestige  seeking,  laziness,  favorit- 
ism 01  greed'l 

8.  Does  he  live  within  his  income,  pay  his  bills  prompt- 
ly? Does  he  seek  discounts  and  favors?  Is  he  inter- 
ested mainly  in  "treasures  of  earth"? 

9.  Has  he  ever  had  any  problem  of  familiarity  in  his

relationship  with  women  or  girls  in  or  out  of  the 
church? 

10.  Has  he  been  unethical  in  his  relationships  with  former 
congregations  which  he  has  served? 

1 1 .  Has  he  ever  been  involved  in  splitting  a  church  or 
leaving  and  taking  members  with  him? 

Now,  you  as  a  committee  have  learned  all  you  can  about 
the  man  and  you  are  satisfied  that  he  is  the  man  you  want 
to  recommend  to  the  church.  What  next?  The  usual  pro- 
cedure is  to  recommend  him  to  tlie  congregation  and  ask 
him  to  come  and  "candidate"  at  your  church.  That  is,  to 
come  for  a  service,  an  entire  Sunday,  a  prayer  meeting  and 
a  Sunday,  or  a  week  of  meetings  in  order  to  preach  and 
meet  with  the  people  and  boards  of  the  church.  This  should 
never  be  done  until  you  are  fairly  positive  in  your  thinking 
toward  the  man.  This  procedure  has  the  advantage  of  your 
whole  congregation  seeing  and  hearing  the  candidate.  This 
procedure  has  the  disadvantages  of  1)  putting  him  in  a 
tense,  pseudo-situation  in  which  he  may  be  at  his  best  or  his 
worst  and  2)  putting  his  present  church  under  a  stress  situa- 
tion. Please  don't  ask  a  man  to  mislead  his  present  congre- 
gation with  some  excuse  for  coming  to  your  church.  If  he  is 
candidating  let  him  he  honest,  open  and  above  board  with 
[lis  people.  Be  sure  to  care  for  all  his  expenses  in  coming  to 
candidate. 

An  alternative  plan  is  for  representatives  from  your 
church  to  visit  tlie  candidate's  church  (unannounced),  listen 
to  him  in  his  own  normal  situation,  watch  him  operate  the 
whole  program  for  the  day.  Then  they  can  request  a  meet- 
ing with  him  to  discuss  the  matter.  DO  NOT  EMBARRASS 
HIM  before  his  own  people  in  any  way.  This  plan  has  the 
advantages  of  seeing  him  in  a  more  normal  light,  seeing  htm 
as  he  really  is  and  relieving  him  and  his  present  church  of 
some  of  the  stress  often  associated  with  plan  number  one. 
It  has  some  disadvantages  too^l)  travel  expenses  for  a  com- 
mittee and  2)  the  whole  church  does  not  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  see  and  hear  the  candidate.  Having  experienced 
calls  under  both  plans,  I  prefer  the  second  one  when  it  is 
possible  and  satisfies  the  people.  Beloved,  whatever  you 
decide,  protect  the  candidate's  present  position  with  the 
greatest  of  care. 

Assuming  all  has  gone  well  and  you  are  getting  ready  to 
extend  a  call  to  the  man  you  feel  would  make  you  a  great 
pastor,  please  do  not  fail  to  do  the  following: 

1.  Discuss  as  a  congregation  and  then  communicate  to 
him  just  what  your  concept  of  "the  pastorate"  is, 
sheep  dog  or  shepherd,  errand  boy  or  manager,  minis- 
ter or  nursemaid,  servant  of  God  or  pawn  of  the 
people;  what  will  you  expect  of  him  and  what  can  he 
expect  of  you.  Included  should  be  information  on  the 
schedule  you  expect  him  to  keep,  reports  you  will 
want,  phases  of  the  administration  for  which  he  will 
be  responsible,  and  so  forth. 

2.  Communicate  clearly  the  contractural  arrangements 
under  which  you  expect  him  to  serve  including  cash 
salary,  housing  provisions  or  allowances,  auto  expense 
allowances,  fringe  benefits  such  as  health  insurance, 
retirement  plan  or  allowances,  sick-pay  arrangement, 
vacation  time,  time  for  district  and  national  func- 
tions, time  allowed  away  for  special  meetings  and 
pastoral  conferences.  A  clear  delineation  of  these 
factors  beforehand  will  surely  save  possible  misunder- 
standing later. 


Some  have  asked  how  a  church  can  determine  the 
right  salary  to  pay  a  pastor.  Think  it  through  and  see 
if  this  suggestion  isn't  logical.  Take  ten  of  the  salaried 
men  in  your  church,  living  in  your  community,  with 
the  same  education  and  years  of  experience,  and 
average  their  salaries  and  let  that  serve  as  your  guide 
(excluding  car  and  fringe  benefits,  but  including  hous- 
ing benefits). 

While  you  are  searching  for  a  new  minister,  why 
not  set  aside  the  portion  of  the  budget  designated  for 
pastor's  salary,  and  not  used  for  interim  or  pulpit 
supply,  for  moving  expenses  for  the  new  man  or 
parsonage  reconditioning  and  redecorating,  if  needed. 

3.  Tell  him  the  percentage  of  vote  and  the  percentage  of 
members  present  at  the  meeting  at  which  the  congre- 
gation voted  to  extend  the  caU.  He  has  a  right  to 
know  what  kind  of  support  he  has. 

4.  Tell  him  the  financial  condition  of  the  church,  any 
indebtedness,  any  projected  building,  expansion  or 
remodeling  programs. 

5.  Give  him  an  honest  picture  of  your  community  and 
thus  your  potential  growth  and  the  type  of  people  to 
whom  he  will  be  ministering. 

6.  Give  him  sufficient  time  to  consider  the  call  and  give 
you  an  answer,  setting  a  date  before  which  you  both 
agree  the  answer  should  come. 

I  know  the  Holy  Spirit  will  lead  you  if  you  ask  in  faith 
believing;  and  the  right  man,  the  man  oi God's  choice,  will 
come  to  fill  your  need.  To  that  end  we  all  join  you  in 
seeking  His  will.  It's  been  a  long  letter,  but  let  me  make 
some  concluding  observations  gleaned  from  complaints  aris- 
ing out  of  past  practices. 

1.  Never  extend  a  call  to  a  man  to  whom  you  cannot 
unqualifyingly  give  the  title  "man  of  God." 

2.  Follow  up  all  phone  conversations  with  verifying 
written  correspondence— save  misunderstanding. 

3.  Keep  the  welfare  of  your  people,  his  people,  and  the 
mat2  himself  in  view  in  all  your  dealings. 

4.  Don't  dread  the  search  for  a  new  under-shepherd. 
This  can  be  and  should  be  a  spiritually  edifying  ex- 
perience to  you  as  you  search  your  own  hearts  and 
reconsider  your  own  values,  potentials  and  views. 
Accept  the  change  as  a  challenge  toward  a  new  spirit- 
ual adventure.  When  the  new  pastor  comes,  welcome 
him  with  love,  understanding  and  faithful  support  as 
your  new  leader  and  fellow  laborer.  And 

May  God  bless  you  much, 
HIS  and  yours,

pastor,  his  famOy,  and  your  people  by  having  an  installation 
service  with  area  ministers  participating.Oh,  yes,  you  might 
also  have  a  fellowship  reception  witli  a  food  shower— give 
him  a  good  start.

"Dimensions  of  Faithfulness,  1948-1973" 
is  the  theme  of  the  25th  anniversary  cele- 
bration of  Grace  College.  Various  types  of 
festivities  will  continue  throughout  the 
1972-73  academic  year.  Since  opening  its 
doors  to  students  in  1948,  the  college  has 
grown  from  a  student  body  of  32  to  an  an- 
ticipated 715  this  fall. 

In  addition  to  the  faithfulness  theme,  1 
Samuel  7:12  "...Hitherto  hath  the  Lord 
helped  us"  is  the  key  verse  and  will  be 
prominent  in  literature  and  at  events 
throughout  the  Silver  Jubilee  Year. 

Under  the  general  chairmanship  of 
Richard  Messner,  a  series  of  six  subcommit- 
tees has  been  working  to  plan  the  anniversa- 
ry emphases.  Donald  Ogden  is  chairman  of 
the  Special  Events  Committee,  Terry  White 
is  in  charge  of  Publicity,  Wayne  Snider  is 
directing  the  Historical  Research  Committee, 
Mrs.  Miriam  Uphouse  is  in  charge  of  the  Ap- 
preciation and  Invitation  Committee,  Dr. 
Herman  Hoyt  is  preparing  materials  pro- 
posed by  the  Future  Goals  Committee,  and 
Terry  Klondaris  is  in  charge  of  Community 
Relations.  In  all,  more  than  seventy-five 
people  are  working  on  the  anniversary  cele- 
bration plans. 

Objectives  of  the  anniversary  celebration 
are  five;  (1)  To  celebrate  the  founding  of 
Grace  College  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago.  (2) 
To  strengthen  the  union  between  the  alumni 
and  the  college  family.  (3)  To  inform  various 
publics  of  the  work  of  Grace  College 
through  publicity  about  the  planned  events. 
(4)  To  rededicate  the  institution  to  the 
founders'  ideals.  (5)  To  define  and  project 


goals  for  the  future. 

The  first  big  event  will  be  a  Silver  Jubilee 
Kick-Off  Banquet  during  national  confer- 
ence. It  will  be  held  Thursday,  August  10, 
1972,  at  the  Winona  Hotel  in  Winona  Lake 
at  1 :00  p.m.  AO  friends  of  Grace  are  invited. 
The  year's  emphases  will  be  outlined  at  this 
time.  Eight  regular  school-year  events  have 
been  selected  to  receive  special  anniversary 
emphases.  The  fall  convocation,  "Dimen- 
sions of  Academics,"  wiU  be  held  September 
13,  1972,  to  officially  begin  the  school  year. 
Other  anniversary  events  wUl  include  Spirit- 
ual Life  Conference  ("Dimensions  of  the 
Christ-centered  Life"),  September  18-22; 
Homecoming  ("Dimensions  of  Apprecia- 
tion"), October  14;  Missionary  Conference 
("Dimensions  of  Outreach"),  October  24-27; 
Thanksgiving  Basketball  Tournament  ("Di- 
mensions of  Athletics"),  November  22-25; 
Americans  for  America  Week  ("Dimensions 
of  Patriotism"),  February  4-10;  Parents 
Weekend  ("Dimensions  of  the  Fine  Arts"), 
May  4-6;  and  Commencement  Week  ("Di- 
mensions of  a  New  Beginning"),  May  22-24, 
1973. 

In  addition  to  the  anniversary  emphases 
on  campus,  several  items  are  planned  for 
wider  distribution.  These  include  an  anniver- 
sary booklet  (prepared  by  Wayne  Snider  and 
the  Historical  Research  Committee),  a  slide- 
tape  presentation  which  will  be  available  for 
showing  in  churches,  special  bulletin  covers, 
and  the  planting  of  a  time  capsule  which

By  the  sound  of 
ings  you  would  think  that  he  had 
en  stealing  ice  cream  from  all  of  the 
:al  children,  or  had  committed  some 
ually  villainous  act.  He  stepped  into 
fast  ball  and  in  the  words  of  the 
;acher  fans  he  really  "parked  one"— 
home  run.  To  see  the  change  in  the 


crowd  was  absolutely  amazing— they 
stood  and  cheered!  For  the  balance  of 
the  evening  his  every  act  met  with  full 
approval  of  the  48,000  fans.  I  thought 
to  myself— it  certainly  would  be  nice  if 
you  could  hit  a  home  run  every  time. 

But  that  is  impossible  to  do.  There 
never  has  been  a  ball  player  that  ever 
accomplished  it.  In  fact,  when  it 
comes  to  hits,  if  you  can  get  just  3  out 
of  10  that  makes  you  a  300  hitter! 
And  if  you  haven't  heard  yet,  that  is  a 
select  category  for  a  ball  player.  That 
evening,  far  from  the  shouts  of  the 
crowd,  I  began  to  think  of  the  spiritual 
application  of  it  all.  The  imperfection 
of  the  batter  and  the  reaction  of  the 
crowd  brought  to  mind  the  plight  of 
Christian  workers  and  the  judgments 
of  their  observers.  The  actions  and  re- 
actions in  the  arena  of  Christian  serv- 
ice bring  boos  of  criticism  and  the 
cheers  of  approval. 

In  Christian  service  no  one  hits  a 
home  run  every  time.  "No  one"  in- 
cludes the  pastor,  Sunday  School 
superintendent,  deacon,  teacher, 
usher,  and  even  the  janitor  (he  misses  a 
cobweb  now  and  then).  Each  Christian 
who  truly  has  the  work  of  God  as  his 
goal  "strikes  out"  more  often  than  he 
wants.  It  is  not  that  he  wants  to  strike 
out,  but  when  you  are  in  there  trying 
there  is  the  ever-present  possibility  of 
failure.  The  one  who  does  not  try  may 
think  he  is  avoiding  failure,  but  he  has 


already  failed  because  he  did  not  try. 

It  is  disappointing  to  put  forth  an 
effort  such  as  preaching  a  sermon, 
teaching  a  class,  or  visiting  an  un- 
churched person;  and  then  to  have  the 
feeling  that  it  just  didn't  turn  out 
right.  At  least  the  immediate  result 
was  not  what  you  had  prayed  for.  But 
remember,  you  had  the  right  motive. 
And  perhaps  future  results  could  be 
more  positive  than  they  first  appeared. 

Then  there  is  the  crowd  in  the 
stand,  the  onlookers.  They  are  the 
ones  who  watch,  but  do  not  partici- 
pate. Their  main  talent  is  the  ability  to 
be  vocal— and  vocal  they  are!  Each 
move  of  the  pastor  or  other  Christian 
worker  receives  their  close  attention. 
After  observation  they  will  cast  their 
approval  or  disapproval,  their  vocal 
analysis  of  the  action.  But  the  action 
that  really  counts  is  that  of  the  "play- 
er," and  whether  by  the  help  of  God 
he  did  his  best  in  service  for  the  Lord. 
He  may  at  times  hear  the  jeers  from 
the  crowd,  but  his  goal  is  to  hear  a 
well  done  from  the  Lord.  The  crowd's 
attitude  can  be  fickle-changing  from 
blessing  to  boos-but  the  one  to  please 
is  God.  'Therefore,  my  beloved  breth- 
ren, be  ye  stedfast,  unmoveable,  al- 
ways abounding  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your 
labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord  (I 
Cor.  15:58). 
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We  learned  that  people  are  like 

fruit:  some  are  ready  to  be  picked 

and  some  are  not.  But  the  only  way 

to  find  out  is  to  ask.

For  most  French  people,  Pentecc 
means  a  long  weekend  in  the  countr 
But  for  the  Christians  who  spent  tl 
weekend  of  Pentecost  at  the  Chatei 
of  Saint-Albain,  it  meant  rediscoverii 
just  why,  centuries  ago,  the  Ho 
Spirit  came  to  fill  the  first  believe 
with  His  power. 

"Ye  shall  receive  power, ...  tl 
Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you:  and  3 
shall  be  witnesses .  .  .  ." 

The  occasion  was  a  Lay  Institu 
for  Evangelism,  the  third  organized  i 
France  by  the  representatives  ( 
Campus  Crusade.  For  these  Frenc 
Christians,  Jerusalem  meant  Macoi 
the  place  where  many  of  them  livei 
but  where  some  had  not  yet  dared  t 
witness.  During  these  three  days  the 
went  onto  the  streets  and  from  do( 
to  door  sharing  their  faith. 

Perhaps  the  most  encouraging  le 
son  learned  was  that  even  in  secula 
indifferent  France  there  are  peop 
who  are  eager  to  listen  to  a  simp 
presentation  of  the  Gospel,  and  th; 
some  of  those  are  ready  to  make 
decision.  We  learned  that  people  a 
like  fruit:  some  are  ready  to  be  pickc 
and  some  are  not.  But  the  only  way  1 
find  out  is  to  ask. 

And  some  of  us  have  the  idea  th: 
the  fruit  is  ripening  in  France. 

Jim  Mulkey,  a  Grace  Seminai 
graduate  who  recently  joined  the  sta 
of  Campus  Crusade,  shared  his  expei 
ence.  When  he  was  converted  mo 
than  twenty  years  ago,  he  immediate 
began  to  share  his  faith,  and  led  mar 
to  Christ.

It  frustrated  at  the  lack  of  results  in 
i  witnessing.  Since  the  Pentecost 
jekend,  he  has  been  calling  in  his 
isiness  associates  one  by  one  to 
esent  the  Four  Spiritual  Laws.  His 
rsonal  ministry  has  been  revitalized 
d  he  finally  senses  the  satisfaction  of 
ing  day  by  day  the  fullness  of  the 
lirit.  Particularly  moving  was  the  re- 
tion  of  an  older  gentleman  who, 
ter  asking  the  Lord  to  occupy  the 
rone  of  his  life,  burst  into  tears  and 
ibraced  Albert  in  gratitude. 

A  similar  experience  was  shared  by 
jrre,  a  younger  Christian  who  moved 
;t  fall  into  a  large  boarding  house  run 
r  single  workers  by  the  city  of  Ma- 
tt. Through  his  courageous  witness 
became  immediately  known  as  a 
iristian,  and  quickly  came  to  the 
ace  where  nearly  every  evening  was 
ent  discussing  Christianity  with 
her  occupants  of  the  house. 

However,  as  the  weeks  turned  into 
Dnths,  his  frustration  mounted,  for 
ough  there  were  endless  discussions, 
ere  were  no  decisions.  Since  Pente- 
st  weekend  he  has  changed  his 
:tics.  Instead  of  long  discussions,  he 
esents  simply  the  Four  Spiritual 
wx.  To  date  five  have  made  de- 
;ions  for  Christ,  and  meet  weekly  in 
i  room  for  Bible  study. 

Nearly  all  Christians  know  they 
ght  to  witness,  but  few  do.  And 
ose  who  do,  seem  to  have  a  hard 
ne  bringing  people  to  a  decision.  The 
ntecost  weekend  transformed  sever- 

timid  believers  into  genuine  wit- 
sses,  for  they  found  that  in  spite  of 
eir  fearfulness  and  inexperience, 
ey  could  share  Christ  with  others- 
it  as  effectively  as  older  Christians. 

Christiane  J.  has  known  about 
irist  from  her  childhood  but  only 
;t  year  decided  to  give  Him  her  life, 
e  is  very  timid,  and  one  of  the  few 


who  had  a  bad  experience  during  the 
Lay  Institute.  In  spite  of  this,  some- 
thing happened  in  her  life.  A  week  or 
two  later  a  companion  at  work,  who 
had  reprimanded  her  for  speaking 
about  Christ,  spent  the  evening  with 
her.  Christiane  led  her  to  Christ.  With 
joy  she  exclaimed,  "Now  I  shall  not 
have  to  meet  my  Master  empty- 
handed." 

Besides  learning  that  there  is  more 
ripe  fruit  around  than  they  had  real- 
ized, the  Christians  who  spent  the 
weekend  at  the  Chateau  learned  other 
lessons.  They  learned  that  witnessing 
must  become  a  way  of  life.  If  there  is 
anything  basic  to  the  Christian  experi- 
ence, it  is  sharing  one's  faith.  The  wit- 
nessing Christian  is  of  necessity  a 
Christian  who  prays,  studies  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  seeks  to  live  a  consistent 
hfe.  But  without  witnessing,  prayer 
can  turn  to  introspection,  Bible  study 
to  inteUectualism,  and  the  holy  life 
can  lead  to  spiritual  pride. 

They  learned  that  the  world  can  be 
evangelized   in  our  generation.  God's 


plan  is  not  addition,  but  multipli- 
cation. Those  who  discover  the  joy  of 
witnessing  have  the  privilege  of  sharing 
in  the  greatest  adventure  of  our  time. 

And  they  learned  that  every  Chris- 
tian can  be  an  effective  witness;  that 
God  has  put  in  the  path  of  every  Chris- 
tian certain  people  who  will  probably 
never  be  reached  by  anyone  else. 

Since  the  Pentecost  weekend,  many 
Christians  have  had  the  joy  of  leading 
others  to  a  decision  for  Christ.  Un- 
usual methods  have  been  chosen  by 
some,  such  as  Patrick  and  Daniel,  who 
left  for  southern  France  on  a  bicycle 
built  for  two  with  an  ample  supply  of 
the  Four  Spiritual  Laws.  Others  are  in- 
experienced in  the  Christian  life,  such 
as  Regina,  who  accepted  Christ  a  few 
weeks  before  Pentecost  and  led  her 
friend  to  Christ  a  few  weeks  later. 
Both  have  some  real  problems  in  their 
lives— but  perhaps  in  God's  sight  their 
problems  are  less  serious  than  those  of 
many  coldly  orthodox  Christians  who 
live  out  their  lives  without  concern  for 
others.  •

In  the  Bayamon  area,  just  west  of  San 
Juan,  there  is  a  place  named  Sierra 
Bayamon  where  a  housing  subdivision 
is  being  developed.  This  seemed  to  be 
just  what  we  were  looking  for— a  new 
community  into  which  young  families 
would  soon  be  moving,  the  kind  of 
families  we  feel  would  help  a  young 


church  to  grow.  We  all  felt  that  thi; 
was  the  place!  Praise  the  Lord! 

We  went  to  see  about  getting  one  oi 
the  homes.  In  the  builder's  office  wf 
were  told  that  every  house  was  spoker 
for— yes,  even  those  yet  on  the  draw 
ing  board.  Nevertheless,  we  felt  tha 
Sierra  Bayamon  offered  great  poten 
tial,  so  we  had  our  name  put  on  th( 
list  of  those  wanting  to  move  into  thf 
area.  There  are  usually  several  cancel 
lations,  we  were  told,  and  a  friend  ir 
the  builder's  office  has  promised  tc 
keep  us  informed.  In  any  case  the 
homes  will  not  be  ready  for  occupancj 
for  several  months. 

Please  pray  about  this  matter.  W( 
want  to  do  what  the  Lord  wants 
Meanwhile,  we  shall  be  renting  a  home 
in  the  Bayamon  area  and  making  con 
tacts,  and  adjusting  to  the  culture 
customs,  and  peculiarities  of  Puertc 
Rican  Spanish.  I  am  confident  that  we 
can  count  on  your  prayers  in  thes( 
critical  months  as  Brethren  Foreigi 
Missions  again  seeks  souls  for  Jesu 
Christ's  glory  on  the  island  of  Puerte 
Rico.  $ 
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Aloha  from  Hawaii! 

The  Waimalu  brethren  have  for  many  years  been  looking 
jr  prospective  property  on  which  to  build  a  church  build- 
ig.  Now  God  has  seen  fit  to  open  the  door  of  opportunity 
irectly  across  the  street  from  the  present  site  of  the 
[lurch. 

Waimalu  Grace  Brethren  Church  is  situated  in  the 
'aimalu  Valley,  approximately  ten  miles  from  Honolulu 
nd  west  toward  Pearl  Harbor.  We  as  a  church  of  seventy 
lembers  meet  in  the  chapel  which  was  built  onto  the  rear 
f  Pastor  Edmund  Leech's  house.  Our  existing  chapel  seats 
ghty  to  ninety.  The  Leech  house,  which  was  purchased  by 
le  church  in  1971,  is  used  for  Sunday  School  classrooms, 
YF  meeting  hall,  church,  and  the  pastor's  study.  The  par- 
)nage  is  just  five  doors  away  and  was  purchased  several 
sars  ago  to  help  contain  an  expanding  Sunday  School, 
ven  with  these  facilities  the  Sunday  School  overflows  into 
irious  carports  and  lanais  (porches)  in  our  neighborhood, 
od  has  given  our  beautiful  Hawaii  such  lovely  weather 
lat  this  setup  has  not  been  too  inconvenient  so  far.  How- 
ler, as  we  expand  our  outreach,  and  as  God  blesses  His 
ork,  we  will  need  new  facilities. 

There  is  great  opportunity  here!  It  has  been  said  that 
awaii  has  more  pagans  per  square  mile  than  any  other 
ate  in  the  USA.  Our  potential  is  limited  only  by  our  inter- 
;t  in  winning  souls  and  the  financial  ability  to  carry  out 
ir  Lord's  command.  Interest  is  mounting  and  financial 
ability  increasing. 

God  has  been  very  gracious  to  the  Brethren  testimony  in 
'aimalu.  Like  most  churches  it  began  from  scratch  as  a 
Dor-to-door  visitation  campaign.  In  twelve  years  the  mis- 
onary  was  ready  to  move  on  to  another  field  and  the 
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church  was  ready  to  call  its  first  pastor.  This  was  a  real  step 
of  faith.  These  people  had  been  brought  along  the  difficult 
road  to  self-support  by  their  missionary  with  tender  loving 
care.  By  the  time  they  called  their  first  pastor  they  were 
receiving  only  fifty  dollars  per  month  support  from  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society.  Soon  after  the  pastor  arrived 
on  the  field,  in  a  joyous  step  of  faith  they  became— by  their 
own  choice  and  the  grace  of  the  Lord— self-supporting! 
That  is  to  say,  they  assumed  the  full  responsibility  for  their 
pastor  and  his  family,  for  all  financial  obligations  incurred 
in  the  church's  name,  and  for  maintaining  a  budget  of  near- 
ly $1,500  per  month. 

In  May  1972  God  again  opened  the  door  of  opportunity 
to  this  growing  church.  Across  the  street  from  the  church 
live  two  families,  members  here,  both  of  whom  are  willing 
either  to  trade  or  to  sell  their  property  to  the  church.  A 
letter  from  the  pastor  brought  an  affirmative  response  from 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  So,  the  church  purchased 
one  of  the  properties,  and  the  other  is  held  for  trade  when 
the  Lord  makes  His  next  move.  These  properties  are  to  be 
the  site  of  the  Waimalu  Grace  Brethren  Church.  After  much 
prayer  and  heartsearching,  the  church  people  believe  this  is 
God's  answer  to  prayer.  We  look  forward  with  great  antici- 
pation to  the  time  when  He  will  make  the  funds  available  to 
purchase  the  final  third  lot  to  give  us  the  required  20,000 
square  feet  to  build  our  building. 

We  thank  God  for  the  prayer  warriors  who  have  faithful- 
ly prayed  for  the  work  at  Waimalu.  The  spiritual  battle 
rages  and  Satan  continues  to  attack,  so  we  ask  that  you 
continue  to  pray  for  the  success  of  the  Gospel  in  Waimalu.

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John  W.  Zielasko,  foreign 
secretary  of  Brethren  Foreign  /Mis- 
sions, considers  the  results  of 
the  dollar  devaluation  on  the  foreign 
missions  program 


"Missionaries  coming  from  the  in- 
terior are  shocked  by  prices  here  in 
Bangui." 

"The  truck  we  purchased  just  a  few 
months  ago  would  cost  $1,300  more  if 
we  were  to  purchase  a  similar  one  to- 
day." 

"Gasoline  costs  $1.13  per  gallon 
and  taxes  on  vehicles  are  up  an  addi- 
tional forty  dollars  per  year." 

"Present  exchange  rates  give  us 
about  $15  less  per  hundred  than  for- 
merly." 

Similar  expressions  of  financial  con- 
cern on  the  part  of  missionaries  are 
reaching  our  office  from  many  of  the 
fields  where  we  have  personnel,  and 
these  observations  of  financial  dilem- 
ma overseas  are  seconded  by  the  secu- 
lar press.  "The  U.S.  dollar  dropped  to 
the  floor  level  in  exchange  rates  on  the 
Tokyo  money  market  Saturday  .  .  . 
the  official  rate  is  308  yen  per  dollar, 
but  foreign  tourists  holding  dollars 
could  get  their  money  changed  only  at 
a  rate  of  299"  (Ft.  Wayne  Journal 
Gazette.  July  2,  1972). 

"Fear  for  the  value  of  the  U.S.  dol- 
lar abroad  probably  will  speed  the  turn 
toward  higher  interest  rates"  (U.S. 
News  &  World  Report,  July  10,  1972). 

"Businessmen  and  bankers  are  brac- 
ing to  meet  the  shock  of  tougher  for- 
eign exchange  patrols .  .  .  the  idea  is  to 
keep  out  unwanted  inflationary  dol- 
lars" (f/.5'.  News,  July  17,  1972). 

The  devaluation  of  the  dollar  over- 
seas is  common  knowledge,  but  the 
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reality  of  this  financial  shock  wave  has 
affected  the  U.S.  resident  to  a  far  les- 
ser degree  than  it  has  the  U.S.  citizen 
who  works  or  travels  overseas.  The 
overall  cost  of  his  operation,  whether 
it  be  business,  philanthropic,  or  reli- 
gious, has  increased  considerably.  A 
quick  and  unofficial  calculation  by  our 
office  reveals  a  shocking  37  percent 
devaluation  in  the  purchase  power  of 
the  American  dollar  in  the  Central 
African  Republic.  To  get  the  full  im- 
plication of  this,  subtract  37  percent 
from  your  take-home  pay  and  reflect 
on  what  that  would  do  to  your  budg- 
et. 

What  should  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  do  in  light  of  this  financial 
crisis?  Well,  there  are  two  things  we 
cannot  do  if  a  strong,  effective  mis- 
sionary program  is  to  continue: 

1)  We  cannot  ignore  the  problem. 
The  devaluation  of  the  dollar  has  af- 
fected every  country  in  the  world  to 
some  degree. 

2)  The  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
with  present  offerings,  cannot  absorb 
the  debt  that  faces  us  as  a  result  of  the 
increased  budget  cost  forced  upon  us 


by  the  devaluation  of  the  dollar.  Busi- 
nesses may  be  able  to  adjust  to  the 
monetary  crisis  by  accepting  a  lower 
profit,  but  missions  are  thrust  into  im- 
mediate trouble  for  reasons  which  are 
obvious. 

Foreign  missions  operates  on  a 
"cost-of-living"  formula.  Missionaries 
are  not  paid  a  "salary"  which  would 
indicate  their  worth  to  the  organiza- 
tion, but  are  given  an  "allowance"  to 
meet  their  basic  needs.  On  such  an  ar- 
rangement, older  and  more  experi- 
enced missionaries  may,  depending  on 
family  size,  receive  less  than  younger 
missionaries.  Needs  are  considered, 
and  allowances  are  adjusted  to  meet 
those  needs.  Such  an  arrangement  has 
proved  satisfactory  down  through  the 
years,  and  no  missionary  was  ever 
known  to  complain  because  he  was 
getting  less  than  another.  The  mission- 
ary did  not  need  to  worry  about 
finances  and  thus  was  free  to  devote 
himself  to  the  missionary  task.  No  one 
was  getting  rich  in  the  missionary  pro- 
fession, but  neither  was  anyone  suffer- 
ing for  lack  of  essentials. 

Two  other  factors  must  be  taken 
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to  consideration.  In  previous  years 
le  missionary  lived  in  a  culture  where 
I  contrast  his  own  economic  ad- 
intage  with  that  of  his  neighbors  dis- 
mraged  self-pity,  for  all  around  him 
ere  those  in  far  greater  need  than  he. 
s  a  servant  of  the  Lord,  adequately 
pported  by  his  home  church,  he  had 
uch  for  which  to  be  thankful.  But 
)w  the  standard  of  living  in  many 
juntries  has  risen  to  such  an  extent 
at  the  missionary  is  not  so  well  off 
onomically  as  he  once  was.  Where 
ice  the  strength  of  the  American  dol- 
r  permitted  a  middle-class  standard 
"  living,  now  his  standard  of  living  is 
reatened  to  move  downward. 

Another  point  of  tension  is  the  fur- 
ugli.  Years  ago  the  missionary  re- 
rned  to  his  home  church  once  in 
lur  or  five  years,  and  thus  only 
;riodically  did  he  have  occasion  to 
)mpare  himself  with  his  more  afflu- 
it  brethren.  The  prestige  that  accom- 
inied  his  missionary  calling  helped  to 
ake  up  for  the  great  disparity  that 
Listed  between  his  allowance  and  the 
lary  of  friends  and  colleagues,  but 
)w  it  appears  that  even  the  prestige 
IS  been   taken  from  him. 

A  system  that  operates  on  the 
inciple  that  basic  needs  are  met  (in 
)mparison  with  a  system  that  pays  a 
an  what  he  is  worth)  is  immediately 
ced  with  a  crisis  in  a  situation  such 

this.  There  is  nothing  to  absorb  the 
ock  caused  by  inflation  or  devalu- 
ion.  The  mission  is  faced  with  a 
idget  cut  that  would  seriously  en- 
inger  the  effectiveness  of  the  mission 
ogram,  and  the  missionary  is  placed 

the  untenable  position  of  deciding 
liether  he  can  subject  his  family  to 
e  lower  standard  of  living  or  whether 
;  should  terminate  his  missionary 
reer. 

No  one,  I  am  sure,  wants  to  place 
ther  the  mission  or  the  missionary  in 
ch  a  position.  The  Brethren  Church 
IS  always  responded  to  the  needs  of 
!r  missionaries  and  of  the  foreign 
ission  program— there  is  no  need  to 
ilieve  that  the  present  crisis  is  an  ex- 
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ception. 

In  order  to  meet  our  financial  com- 
mitments, the  foreign  board  is  recom- 
mending to  churches  that  total  sup- 
port figures  be  revised  so  that  mission- 
ary allowances  may  be  brought  up  to 
the  "cost-of-living"  formula,  and  so 
that  budgets  can  be  maintained.  The 
proposed  increase  is  as  follows:  for  a 
single  missionary,  $5,200;  for  a 
couple,  $10,000;  for  each  child, 
$1,000.  These  figures  may,  at  first 
glance,  appear  high.  Please  remember 
that  total  support  includes  much  more 
than  the  missionary's  personal  salary. 
In  order  to  convey  this  message  more 
clearly,  please  consult  the  diagram  on 
the  opposite  page.  It  shows  how  your 
missionary  doUar  is  used. 

Our  average  cost  per  adult  mission- 
ary in  1971  was  actually  $5,141.16,  so 
you  can  see  that  the  proposed  increase 
is  still  a  little  short  of  a  realistic  figure. 
General  fund  gifts  picked  up  some  of 
the  shortage  in  total  support  giving  last 
year,  but  were  not  able  to  keep  us  out 
of  a  deficit.  If  churches  do  pick  up  the 
total  support  increases,  the  FMS  will 
be  able  to  function  on  a  solid  financial 


basis  once  again. 

The  General  Association  of  Regular 
Baptists  (GARB)  hiked  their  mission 
giving  to  nearly  nine  million  dollars 
during  1971,  and  the  Evangelical  Free 
Church  had  a  jump  in  total  per  capita 
giving  from  $321  to  $343.  The  Church 
of  the  Nazarene  gave  close  to  eight 
million  dollars  to  missions.  If  God  has 
blessed  others  to  the  extent  that  they 
are  able  to  give  so  liberally  for  the 
Lord's  work,  will  He  not  do  the  same 
for  us? 

"Now  1  want  to  tell  you  what  God 
in  his  grace  has  done  for  the  churches 
in  Macedonia.  Though  they  have  been 
going  through  much  trouble  and  hard 
times,  they  have  mixed  their  wonder- 
ful joy  with  their  deep  poverty,  and 
the  result  has  been  an  overflow  of 
giving  to  others.  They  gave  not  only 
what  they  could  afford,  but  far  more; 
and  I  can  testify  that  they  did  it  be- 
cause they  wanted  to,  and  not  because 
of  nagging  on  my  part.  They  begged  us 
to  take  the  money  so  they  could  share 
in  the  joy  of  helping  the  Christians  in 
Jerusalem"  (II  Cor.  8:1-4,  The  Living

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Did  you  ever  get  up  at  5:30  in  the 
morning  to  hunt  for  mushrooms? 
That's  what  my  children  did  this 
morning.  People  may  wonder,  "But 
what  do  missionary  children  do?"  No 
television,  no  Disneyland,  no  beaches, 
no  skating  rinks.  "What  do  the  poor 
kids  DO?" 

Of  course,  during  school  they  have 
a  lot  of  studying.  Our  school  here  in 
Africa  is  in  session  from  the  middle  or 
end  of  August  until  just  before  Christ- 
mas. The  second  term  is  from  the 
middle  or  end  of  February  until  the 
first  of  June.  There  is  a  one-week  vaca- 
tion in  the  middle  of  each  term  so  that 
the  children  who  live  in  the  dorm  may 
go  home  to  visit  their  families.  During 
school  time,  the  kids  enjoy  sports  a 
great  deal— baseball,  basketball.  Ping- 
pong.  Sometimes  they  skate,  or  ride 
bikes.  Every  Friday  night  is  usually 
Fun  Night,  and  different  things  are 
planned  each  week.  Picnics,  barbecues, 
and  hikes  are  enjoyed,  too. 

But  all  that  happens  during  school. 
What  do  the  kids  do  during  vacation? 
We  live  at  Boguila,  where  our  four 
children  are  the  only  white  children  on 
the  station,  but  that  does  not  stop 
them  from  having  fun.  Of  course,  they 
have  a  certain  amount  of  work  to  do, 
too.  Danny  helps  in  the  garden,  helps 
his  dad  fix  cars,  and  walks  the  dog. 
Nancy  is  a  big  help  with  the  cooking. 
Right  now  she  is  making  oatmeal 
bread.  And  Margaret  and  Jimmy  make 
their  beds  and  help  to  "pick  up." 

Danny  likes  to  practice  golf  and  to 
play  ball  with  the  African  boys,  but 
his  favorite  activity  is  hunting.  He  has 
a  pellet  gun,  and  shoots  birds.  Shoot- 
ing birds  is  a  useful  activity  in  Africa, 
because  there  are  crows  that  eat  the 
gardens  and  hawks  that  carry  off  the 
baby  chicks.  And  there  is  always  an 
African  family  that  is  glad  to  have  bird 
stew  for  dinner.  Speaking  of  food, 
most  missionary  children  love  African 
food,  and  eat  everything  from  palm 
nuts  to  manioc,  and  from  fried  ants  to 
boiled  leaves.  The  Africans  make  a

called  a  malcala.  These  sell  for  a  pata 
apiece,  or  about  two  cents.  The  little 
children,  especially,  enjoy  making  a 
trip  to  the  nearest  makala  stand  to 
spend  their  money. 

There  are  many  kinds  of  hunting 
besides  hunting  with  a  gun.  There's 
hunting  for  mushrooms,  which  was 
mentioned  already,  and  hunting  for 
firewood,  fruit,  grasshoppers,  edible 
leaves,  caterpillars  (also  for  eating), 
and  butterfiies  (just  to  look  at).  Did 
you  know  that  the  Central  African 
Republic  is  famous  for  its  beautiful 
butterflies? 

Since  we  don't  have  television  here, 
you  can  guess  one  thing  the  kids  do  a 
lot:  reading.  Everyone  in  our  mission 
seems  to  have  many  books,  and  we  all 
make  good  use  of  them.  Also  we  enjoy 
music— either  on  tape  or  records. 

The  latest  thing  which  has  attained 
popularity  is  embroidery  classes— but 
not  the  missionaries  teaching  the 
African  women  and  girls  to  embroider. 
Oh,  no!  Now  it  is  the  African  children, 
both  boys  and  girls,  who  are  teaching 
the  missionary  children  to  embroider! 
Every  afternoon  they  gather  in  front 
of  our  neighbor's  house  and  sit  around 
the  fire  and  talk  and  laugli  and  sew. 

Life  moves  at  a  slower  pace  here  in 
Africa.  There  is  more  time  for  relax- 
ation, more  time  for  kids  to  just  sit. 
Maybe  American  kids  need  more  time 
to  just  sit.  Maybe  we  all  need  more 
time  to  sit  and  think,  and  talk  to  God, 
and  let  Him  talk  to  us. 

I  think  one  reason  missionary  chil- 
dren enjoy  life  here  is  because  they 
feel  a  part  of  a  work  for  God.  And 
they  are  a  part.  They  are  a  witness  to 
our  African  neighbors.  Their  prayers 
contribute  a  great  deal.  I'm  sure  the 
reason  we  do  not  have  more  truck  ac- 
cidents here  is  that  every  day  one  or 
more  missionary  children  pray  for 
safety  on  the  road  for  any  who  are 
traveling.  And  God  answers  those 
prayers.  (Continued  on  page  11) 
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Several  months  ago,  seemingly  by 
hance,  we  had  opportunity  to  show  a 
lilly  Graham  film,  dubbed  in  Spanish, 
3  our  people  in  Juarez.  At  this  very 
rst  showing,  four  people  received 
hrist  as  personal  Lord  and  Saviour. 
le  were  thrilled!  In  the  following  two 
'eeks  the  Lord  opened  up  six  other 
)cations  to  show  the  film  within  a 
fty-niile  radius  of  our  home.  When 
'e  reviewed  the  events  of  these  weeks, 
'e  praised  the  Lord  as  we  realized 
jme  nine  hundred  people  had  been 
icposed  to  the  Gospel,  many  for  the 
rst  time,  and  over  sixty  had  made 
rofessions  of  faith. 

It  did  not  take  long  for  the  Lord  to 
Dntinue  these  workings.  About  each 
vo  months  a  film  has  been  available 
)r  showing,  rent  free!  Yes,  the  Lord 
as  a  very  unique  way  of  seeing  that 
is  Word  is  spread  forth.  He  also  has 
rovided  a  16mm  projector,  a  line 
3ltage  regulator,  several  filmstrips  to 
3gin  a  library  of  our  own,  a  filmstrip 
id  slide  projector,  and  blessings  in- 
Limerable. 


At  present,  three  sources  of  films 
are  available  to  us  for  showing  to 
Spanish-speaking  people.  We  don't 
know  how  long  these  will  remain  avail- 
able, but  we  praise  the  Lord  for  these 
opportunities  and  trust  we  can  con- 
tinue to  take  advantage  of  them  as 
long  as  they  are  available. 

As  an  example  of  how  the  Lord 
works  out  all  things,  there  is  an  area 
where  we  have  been  able  to  show  the 
films  about  fifty  miles  south  of  El 
Paso,  along  the  Rio  Grande  River.  One 
place  for  showing  is  across  the  Mexi- 
can border  in  a  community  called 
Guadalupe,  the  other  two  on  the  U.S. 
side.  One  is  a  large  farm  employing 
about  two  hundred  migrants  to  work 
the  cotton  fields.  A  lovely  Christian 
famOy  owns  a  ninety-acre  farm  in  this 
area.  They  allow  us  to  park  our  camp- 
ing trailer  on  their  farm  and  then  go 
across  the  border  to  show  the  films.  It 
is  just  marvelous  how  willingly  they 
open  up  their  facilities  to  us. 

These  films  are  not  the  only  means 
of  reaching  the  people.  We  still  have

Also,  our  children  are  learning  that 


people  of  other  colors  have  the  same 
feehngs,  the  same  fears,  the  same 
hopes  that  they  do.

And  that  is 
why  we  are  here  in  Africa  with  our 
family— to  help  spread  the  Good  News 
in  this  land,  and  to  help  the  church 
here  to  grow  in  grace  and  in  the 
knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
So  don't  feel  sorry  for  MK's!         »

Rome.  (EP)-What  might  be  the  Biblical  discovery  of  the 
century  was  announced  here  by  a  Spanish  Biblical  professor. 

The  Rev.  Jose  O'Callaghan  has  pieced  together  bits  of 
papyrus  found  in  1947  among  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  and  has 
concluded  the  material  dates  to  around  A.D.  50.  Until  now, 
the  earliest  known  New  Testament  fragment  was  dated  from 
A.D.  135. 

The  priest  said  he  thinks  he  has  succeeded  in  identifying 
one  of  the  papyrus  scraps  as  Mark  6:52-53  which  tells  of 
Christ  walking  on  the  Sea  of  Galilee. 

Father  O'Callaghan's  thesis  is  that  the  Gospel  is  in- 
stead almost  contemporary  with  the  life  of  Jesus,  assuming 
that  the  Qumran  fragments  are  copies  of  an  original.

Knowing 
the  Time

turn  of  the  Lord  in  their  lifetime. 
Peter  was  an  exception.  He  knew  for 
sure  that  he  would  experience  death 
before  the  Lord  would  return  to  earth 
again  (see  John  21:18-19).  But  with 
only  rare  exceptions  the  Christian  is 
not  looking  for  death,  but  rapture.  We 
are  to  watch  vigilantly  and  read  ariglit 
the  signs  of  the  times. 

In  most  ages  of  church  history 
there  have  been  tides  of  time  which 
seemed  to  indicate  that  their  present 
generation  was  the  one  to  see  HIS 
coming.  Those  who  lived  through  the 
horrors  of  the  French  Revolution  and 
watched  the  rise  of  Napoleon  might 
have  thought  that  these  were  indi- 
cations of  the  Lord's  return.  In  more 
recent  times,  the  rise  of  Mussolini  led 
some  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
Roman  Empire  was  reborn  and  Jesus 
would  soon  appear.  But  in  every  past 
age  one  or  more  vital  piece  in  the 
puzzle  was  missing. 

How    changed    are    things    today! 


There  is  probably  no  area  of  prophetic 
truth  which  is  not  flashing  out  its 
warning  lights  to  OUR  generation. 
Coming  events  cast  their  shadow  be- 
fore them.  If  this  is  so,  then  everything 
indicates  the  imminent  return  of  our 
Lord.  Take  for  example  the  return  of 
Israel  to  the  promised  land;  the  status 
of  Jerusalem;  the  rise  of  Russia  and 
her  interest  in  the  Arab  cause;  the 
spread  of  atheistic  ideologies;  the 
apostasy  of  the  professing  Protestant 
Church;  the  growing  influence  of 
Rome  and  modern  ecumenical  trends; 
the  rapid  strides  in  science;  the  awak- 
ening of  China;  syndicated  crime  and 
the  general  lawlessness  of  men;  over- 
emphasis on  sex;  the  breakup  of  fami- 
ly life;  drugs— their  uses  and  abuses; 
the  increase  in  the  occult  movement. 
These  are  just  a  few  of  the  signs  that 
should  cause  believers  to  WATCH 
VIGILANTLY,  for  the  coming  of  the 
Lord  draws  nigh.  Matthew  24:42 
reads:  "Watch  therefore:  for  ye  know 
not  what  hour  your  Lord  doth  come." 

Second,  we  are  to  war  valiantly.  In 
view  of  the  near  return  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  and  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  we 
are  to  rise  and  engage  the  foe.  Watch- 
ing sights  the  enemy,  but  praying 
fights  the  enemy.  "The  night  is  far 
spent,  the  day  is  at  hand:  let  us  there- 
fore cast  off  the  works  of  darkness, 
and  let  us  put  on  the  armour  of  light" 
(Rom.  13:12).  Imagine  a  young  man 
reporting  for  duty  at  the  army  head- 
quarters. He  is  wearing  his  civilian 
clothes.  He  signs  the  papers  which 
make  him  an  official  member  of  the 
armed  services  and  is  issued  a  complete 
uniform.  The  next  morning  for  the 
first  inspection  all  of  the  other  soldiers 
are  in  full  uniform  while  our  friend  has 
on  his  khaki  pants— but  is  otherwise 
dressed  in  a  sport  jacket,  striped  shirt, 
and  a  green  tie!  The  commanding  of- 
ficer would  make  short  work  of  him, 
I'm  sure!  Once  in  the  army  he  is 
through  with  his  old  dress,  radically, 
completely,  once  for  all.  From  hence- 
forth he  is  to  be  identified  by  his 
clothes. 

Third,  we  are  to  walk  virtuously. 
Paul  tells  us  the  right  way  and  the 
wrong  way  to  walk.  The  word  "walk" 
incidentally  has  to  do  with  the  out- 
ward life  of  a  Christian  which  others 
see.  The  right  way  is  to  walk  honestly 
as  in  the  day.  The  word  for  "honestly" 
is  "becomingly."  One  is  reminded  of 
the   dry  cleaner  that  advertised  with 
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these  words:  "If  your  clothes  aren't 
becoming  to  you,  they  should  be 
coming  to  us!"  One  area  in  which 
Christian  women  need  to  exercise  care 
and  caution  is  in  clothes  we  wear. 
Kerry  Elliot  in  Eternity  magazine 
states: 

It  was  a  birthday  party  for 
Harry,  a  relative  of  mine  who 
reached  the  venerable  age  of 
fifty.  The  group  was  just  a  small 
one  — the  family  and  a  few 
friends.  Among  the  gifts  was  a 
necktie.  Harry  admired  it,  and 
thanked  the  giver.  Then  turned 
to  his  wife.  "When  I'm  finished 
with  it,  Hon,"  he  said  with  a 
wink,  "you  can  make  a  bathing 
suit  out  of  it." 

His  wisecrack  drew  a  round 
of  laughter  and  a  long,  low 
whistle.  But  it  didn't  draw  a 
blush  from  Hon.  She  just  kept 
on  overflowing  the  upper  limits 
of  her  dress  and  showing  the 
lower  limits  of  her  girdle  as  she 
refilled  coffee  cups. 

The  episode  was  a  small  one, 
granted.  But  it  was  revealing— in 
more  ways  than  one.  Harry,  you 
see,  is  a  leading  elder  in  a  thriv- 
ing evangelical  church.  All  the 
people  present  were  church 
members,  most  of  them  leaders 
of  one  kind  or  another.  But  like 
many  Christians,  they  have 
adopted  a  casual,  almost  indif- 
ferent attitude  toward  immodest 
dress.  Bare  midriffs,  backless 
gowns,  miniskirts,  and  beach- 
wear  that  boggles  the  eyeballs 
are  all  perfectly  acceptable  to 
these  good  church  people.  The 
thought  of  Hon  running  around 
in  Harry's  necktie  was  a  joke. 

1  protest  such  a  lack  of  mod- 
esty. To  me,  today's  flesh- 
displaying  fashions  make  a  trav- 
esty of  the  Christian  woman's 
claim  to  godliness.  Oh,  come, 
come,  you  say,  struggling  with 
your  skintight  shorts.  "What's  so 
sinful  about  a  miniskirt?"  In  my 
opinion,  miniskirts  are  immod- 
est. They  have  no  more  place  in 
the  wardrobe  of  a  Christian  than 
bikinis  or  peek-a-boo  dresses. 

"Oh,  don't  be  ridiculous," 
you  retort,  fingering  the  plung- 
ing neckline  of  your  blouse.  "It's 
just  a  fashion.  It  doesn't  mean 
anything." 

Doesn't  it?  What  a  woman 
wears  is  an  expression  of  morali- 
ty, fashion  designers  tells  us,  a 
reflection  of  a  woman's  attitude. 
Designer  Leo  Narducci  says  that 
the  woman  who  wears  his  reveal- 


ing styles  is  one  who  is  "sure  of 
herself,  who  thinks  of  sex  more 
openly.  .  .  .  She's  not  concerned 
about  nudity.  She  has  a  body 
and  she  knows  it." 

"Oh  dear,"  you  say,  "but  I 
don't  think  of  sex  appeal  when  I 
wear  my  shorts  and  halter." 
Maybe  you  don't.  But  the  fel- 
lows do.  And  I  don't  mean  just 
the  dirty  old  men  either,  unless 
you  put  most  of  the  male  popu- 
lation from  puberty  to  senility 
in  that  category. 

If  you  don't  believe  me,  read 
your  ladies'  magazines.  The 
fashion  writers  know  the  words 
to  use:  naughty,  daring,  seduc- 
tive, slightly  wicked  .... 

And  if  you  still  don't  believe 
me,  read  the  men's  magazines. 
You  can  pick  them  up  at  the 
garbage  rack  in  your  local  drug- 
store. They're  not  edifying,  but 
boy,  are  they  frank.  It'll  curl 
your  platinum  wig  to  read  a  few 
unexpurgated  comments  about 
the  effect  you're  having  by  wav- 
ing all  that  skin  around. 

And  fashion  is  shaping  your 
outlook— maybe  more  than  you 
realize.  Newsweek  makes  the 
significant  observation  that 
Rudy  Gernreich's  nude  fashions 
have  "changed  people's  minds 
and  life-styles  as  well  as  the  way 
they  dress,"  all  of  which  is  one 
reason  why  a  lot  of  Christians 
are  no  longer  shocked  at  seeing 
the  undraped  female  form  in 
advertising,  on  TV,  in  the 
movies.  It  has  become,  to  a 
greater  or  lesser  degree,  part  of 
their  own  life-style. 

In  I  Timothy  2:9-10  women 
are   exhorted   to   "adorn   them- 
selves in  modest  apparel"  and  to 
make   themselves  attractive  not 
by  the  use  of  fashion's  devices 
but   by   good   works   and   high 
character,    "which    becometh 
women  professing  godliness." 
Is  our  conduct  and  dress  becoming 
to  the  Lord  as  "Women  Manifesting 
Christ?" 

Then  Paul  spells  out  the  wrong  way 
to  walk— "not  in  rioting  and  drunken- 
ness, not  in  chambering  and  wanton- 
ness, not  in  strife  and  envying."  These 
sins  were  once  common  in  the  lives  of 


many  of  Paul's  converts.  They  were  tcj 
make  sure  these  sins  did  not  creep 
back  into  their  lives  now  they  werri 
saved.  Paul  was  a  realist  and  knew  onl)! 
too  well  what  strongholds  the  olci 
nature  maintains  within  any  believer's  ] 
heart.

When  aj 
Christian  "puts  on"  the  Lord  Jesus  he,| 
so  to  speak,  clothes  himself  in  all  thatj 
Christ  is. 

In  keeping  with  this  there  is  no  pro- 
vision made  for  the  flesh,  no  taking 
thought  as  to  how  its  evil  desires  can 
be  satisfied.  The  flesh  has  endless  lusts 
all  wanting  to  be  indulged.  All  must  be 
denied;  provision  must  be  made  for 
none  of  them.  While  we  wait  on  the 
Lord's  return  we  are  to  wait  victori- 
ously. 

May  we  as  Women  Manifesting 
Christ  in  these  last  days  find  ourselves 
"knowing  the  time,"  and  may  we 
watch  vigilantly,  war  valiantly,  walk 
virtuously  and  wait  victoriously  for 
the  soon  return  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

The  Christian  Education  Department  has  offered  a 
tool  to  the  churches  of  the  National  Fellowship  which, 
when  used  properly,  can  be  of  significant  value  to  the 
participating  churches.  The  tool  is  PSA— Programmed 
Statistical  Analysis.  The  purpose  of  PSA  is  to  give  the 
local  church  an  effective  gauge  of  numerical  growth. 

The  system  evaluates  by  computer  the  monthly  at- 
tendance figures  and  compares  them  to  last  year's 
figures,  noting  percentages  in  attendance  for  Sunday 
School,  morning  worship,  evening  service  and  midweek 
prayer  service,  with  a  departmental  breakdown  for  Sun- 
day School. 

In  addition  to  the  above  figures,  PSA  will  provide  a 
five-year  comparison  and  five-year  projection.  The  five- 
year  comparison  is  the  month's  total  compared  with  the 
average  of  the  preceeding  five  years.  The  five-year  pro- 
jection is  where  your  church  would  be  if  that  month's 
rate  of  growth  were  consistent  for  a  five-year  period  of 
time.  In  both  cases,  the  value  is  in  getting  the  "big 
picture"— a  broad  view  of  your  growth. 

The  print-out  provided  to  each  local  church  will  also 
note  the  rate  of  increase  or  loss  for  the  entire  Fellow- 
ship, the  number  of  participating  churches,  the  place  of 
the  particular  church  ranked  with  the  rest  of  the  de- 
nomination, the  name  of  the  church  with  the  largest 


numerical  increase,  the  name  of  the  church  with  the 
largest  percentage  increase,  the  average  attendance  of  the 
denomination  and  a  graph  of  the  twelve-month  growth 
pattern  of  the  local  church. 

PSA  can  aid  the  local  church  in  the  establishment  and 
evaluation  of  realistic  goals,  can  serve  as  a  tool  to  en- 
courage or  exhort  the  staff,  and  can  aid  the  members  of 
the  church  in  praying  intelligently  about  their  local 
situation  as  they  realize  more  clearly  their  responsibility 
to  reach  individuals  for  Christ  and  as  they  remember 
that  these  figures  represent  people  for  whom  our  Lord 
died. 

The  gauging  of  our  church  growth  and  an  emphasis 
on  numerical  growth  are  not  enemies  of  the  cause  of 
Christ.  An  unbalanced  overemphasis  on  numbers  with- 
out clear  recognition  that  these  numbers  are  repre- 
sentative of  people  is  regrettable.  Therefore,  this  service 
is  provided  with  the  sincere  prayer  that  it  will  be  used  to 
the  glory  of  God  in  the  furtherance  of  the  church  of 
Jesus  Christ  through  the  prayerful  analysis  of  each 
month's  print-out  by  the  local  churches  of  our  Fellow- 
ship.

Many  are  feeling  the  results  today 
of  the  plurality  of  volumes  on  the 
church  with  a  sort  of  ecclesiological 
"over-stuffing,"  while  some  are  "com- 
fortably full"  still  others  have  merely 
had  their  appetites  whetted.  With 
some  of  the  "over-stuffed,"  their  con- 
dition seems  to  have  been  brought 
about  by  a  defensiveness  of  traditions 
in  the  church  which  are  being  chal- 
lenged. It's  hard  to  bring  accepted 
ideas  under  scrutiny,  especially  when 
you're  the  one  who  accepts  them. 
Therefore,  it  becomes  increasingly 
difficult  to  make  a  distinction  in  our 
thinking  between  the  Biblical  forms— 
those  things  which  the  Bible  clearly 
sets  forth  as  the  pattern  of  operation 
throughout  the  Church  Age— and  areas 
of  freedom  where  the  Scripture  grants 
liberty  under  the  direction  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  adapt  to  the  changing  times 
with  their  accelerated  pace.  It  is  not 
our  prerogative  to  change  the  forms, 
but,  likewise  we  dare  not  neglect  to 
bring  these  areas  of  freedom  under 
careful  examination,  lest  we  be  found 
poor  stewards  of  the  resources  and 
abilities  which  God  has  granted  to  us. 

It  is  true  that  the  Lord  is  in  no  way 
subject  to  time,  but  to  listen  to  some 
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it  would  appear  that  He  is  grievously 
struck  with  the  dreaded  pains  of 
"future  shock."  Yet,  He  maintains 
complete  composure  whether  we  come 
unglued  or  not.  Therefore,  with  this 
backdrop  to  our  discussion,  and  the 
sincere  hope  that  we  all  approach  the 
subject  with  whetted  appetite  rather 
than  that  "over-stuffed"  condition,  let 
us  consider  GIFTS  — GOALS- 
GROWTH:  An  Anatomy  of  the  Pur-, 
pose  of  the  Church. 

Often  evangelicals  imply  that  the 
church  is  dead  by  maintaining  a  de- 
feated attitude,  leaving  the  impression 
that  God's  hands  are  somehow  all  tied 
up  with  respect  to  church  growth.  "We 
miglit  just  as  well  make  robes  out  of 
our  sheets  (providing  they  aren't 
striped,  colored  or  tloral)  and  climb  up 
on  the  roof  of  the  church  and  wait. 

But,  Jesus  Christ  said:  "I  will  build 
my  church  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall 
not  prevail  against  it." 

So,  in  thinking  of  the  purpose  of 
the  church  we  must  begin  with  His 
sovereign  declaration.  In  spite  of  any 
of  our  failings  He  will  still  build  His 
church.  However,  let  us  hastily  take 
note  that  the  sovereignty  of  God  does 
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not  in  any  way  give  us  license  to  si" 
back  and  display  a  slothful,  defeatec 
spirit.  The  point  that  we  are  attempt 
ing  to  underscore  is  that  the  sovereigr 
God  has  given  us  responsibility  anc 
just  because  He  is  sovereign  doesn't  al 
all  mean  that  we  are  automatically 
freed  from  the  responsibility  that  He 
gave.  It  could  probably  be  clearly 
demonstrated  that  the  sovereignty  oi 
God  increases  our  responsibility  rather 
than  diminishing  it .  .  .  and  that  in 
every  area.  God's  sovereignty  is  not  a 
crack  in  the  dam  of  man's  responsi- 
bility. 

There  is,  therefore,  a  legitimate 
place  for  a  continual  rethinking  of  oui 
goals  and  how  our  program  fits  the 
purpose  of  the  church  rather  than  how 
the  purpose  of  the  church  fits  our  pro- 
gram. In  thinking  of  goals,  two  major 
emphases  come  to  mind.  The  two  are 
anything  but  mutually  exclusive,  but 
both  approaches  have  been  so  terribly 
abused  that  it  has  almost  become  a 
common  joke  just  how  diametrically 
opposed  they  are  supposed  to  be  tc 
one  another.  One  is  the  emphasis  or 
numerical  growth  and  the  other  is  the 
emphasis  on  "building  up  the  saints  ir 
the  faith."  Or,  if  you  please,  one 
shouts  at  you  QUANTITY!  QUANTI- 
TY' QUANTITY! -v^Me  the  other  in- 
sists QUALITY  COUNTS!  REMAIN 
PURE!  And  so  we  find  ourselves  some- 
what removed  from  the  fulcrum  of  the 
proverbial  teeter-totter,  quite  un- 
balanced on  the  one  side  by  the  nu- 
merical emphasis  and  on  the  other  by 
the  quality  emphasis.  The  point: 
BALANCE  IS  ESSENTIAL.  There  is  a 
Biblical  place  for  a  numerical  emphasis 
and  there  is  a  Biblical  place  for  the 
emphasis  on  Christian  community 
with  its  introversion.  The  two  are  not 
mutually  exclusive  just  because  the 
abusive  extremes  of  each  one  seem  to 
be. 

It  might  be  helpful,  then,  to  view 
the  purpose  of  the  church  as  manifest- 
ing itself  in  two  thrusts,  one  outward 
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nd  the  other  inward.  This  outward 
irust  is  the  evangelism  of  sinners,  and 
16  inward  thrust  is  the  edification  of 
le  saints.  These  two  thrusts  dovetail 
)gether  in  the  fulfillment  of  the 
lurch's  ultimate  end  which  is  to  bring 
lory  to  God. 

First,  consider  the  outward  thrust 
f  the  church— evangelism.  If  the  man- 
ate  to  make  disciples  throughout  the 
hole  world  is  to  make  any  sense  at 
1,  we  must  guard  ourselves  against 
le  rationalization  that  "numbers 
■en't  important."  They  obviously  are. 
ven  if  the  Bible  did  say  that  numbers 
•en't  important,  it  wouldn't  say  that 
)  offer  comfort  to  the  church  that  is 
agnant  or  declining  due  to  the  ir- 
:sponsibility  of  the  saints.  But  here's 
le  rub,  much  of  what  churches  call 
substantial,  record-setting"  growth  is 
Dt  what  should  be  our  goal  at  all. 
here  are  three  types  of  church 
•Qwth.  Only  one  fully  meets  what  our 
bjective  should  be.  There  is  biological 
vwth.  This  is  babies  born  to  Chris- 
ans  within  the  structure  of  the 
lurch.  We  can't  deny  that  this  is 
lurch  growth,  and  it  is  good.  How- 
/er,  biological  growth  alone  won't 
lake  disciples  of  all  nations.  Then, 
lere's  transfer  growth.  Transfer 
owth  is  what  you  have  when  a  Bap- 
st  becomes  a  Methodist  or  a  Presby- 
;rian  becomes  Brethren.  Most  church 
owth  fits  under  this  second  category. 
his  is  not  real  church  growth  at  all.  It 
decline  masquerading  as  growth.  The 
lurch  growth  which  must  be  our  aim 
;  conversion  growth.  This  is  the 
lurch  reaching  out  and  fulfilling  its 
bjective  in  making  disciples.  We  must 
ike  an  objective  look  at  our  growth, 
'hat  we  don't  aim  at,  we  usually 
on't  hit. 

Having  properly  aimed,  let  us  take 
<treme  caution  to  avoid  the  error  of 
!tting  up  a  dichotomy  between  our 
'.rbal  witness  responsibility  and  our 


living  witness  responsibility.  A  consist- 
ent life  backing  up  that  verbal  witness 
is  more  than  a  nice  idea,  it  is  a  Biblical 
imperative.  Biblical  witnessing  is  a 
"life  and  lip"  proposition.  Neither  the 
life-style  called  Christian  nor  the 
clear-cut  verbal  witness  is  autonomous. 
The  two  stand  or  fall  together.  It  is 
that  different  life  which  yields  cre- 
dence to  the  message  which  is  verbally 
disseminated,  and  it  is  the  verbal  wit- 
ness which  gives  explanation  of  this 
different  life  and  how  it  may  be  repro- 
duced in  other  lives. 

Second,  consider  the  inward 
thrust— edification  of  the  saints.  This 
takes  place  as  the  saints  respond  to  the 
teaching  of  the  Word  by  exercising 
their  spiritual  gifts,  thus  becoming  in- 
volved in  the  work  of  m.inistering.  This 
"body  life"  is  explained  in  four  prin- 
ciple passages. 

(1)  Ephesians,  chapter  4,  gives  us  an 
interesting  perspective.  Here,  reference 
is  made  to  people  who  were  gifts  to 
the  church— apostles,  prophets,  evan- 
gelists and  pastor-teachers.  We  are  told 
that  these  men  were  given  to  the 
church  for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints. 
In  turn,  it  becomes  the  activity  and 
responsibility  of  the  saints  to  do  the 
work  of  ministering,  with  the  ultimate 
goal  of  building  up  the  Body  of  Christ. 

The  saints  are  equipped  for  this 
work  of  ministering  through  the  exer- 
cise of  spiritual  gifts,  which  are  God- 
given  capacities  to  minister  in  different 
ways.  (2)  Peter,  in  I  Peter  4:10,  divides 
these  spiritual  gifts  into  two  cate- 
gories: (a)  speaking  gifts  and  (b)  minis- 


tering gifts.  (3)  Paul  in  the  twelfth 
chapter  of  Romans,  gives  a  list  of 
seven  spiritual  gifts  and  makes  a  defi- 
nite connection  between  their  exercise 
in  the  body  and  commitment  to  its 
head,  Christ.  (4)  But,  the  classic  dis- 
cussion on  the  gifts  is  I  Corinthians, 
chapters  12  through  14.  Here,  Paul 
demonstrates,  among  other  things, 
that  the  purpose  of  the  gifts  is  to 
minister  to  the  "body,"  not  for  per- 
sonal benefit;  that  each  believer  is 
gifted;  and  that  love  is  the  supportive 
and  unifying  principle  in  "body  life." 
The  priority  that  the  Word  of  God 
gives  to  these  things  should  be  suf- 
ficient motivation  to  pour  ourselves 
into  their  study. 

There  is  great  call  to  thank  God  for 
His  design  in  calling  out  the  church, 
giving  it  the  unfathomable  privilege  of 
bringing  glory  to  himself  through  her 
sanctified  efforts  at  evangelism  and 
edification.  It  is  true  that  God  will 
ultimately  receive  glory  to  himself  no 
matter  what  we  do,  but  it  does  not 
follow  that  that  dismisses  us  from  the 
pressing  responsibility  to  excel!  in  our 
study  of  the  church,  become  aggres- 
sively engaged  in  evangelism,  discover 
and  begin  exercising  our  spiritual  gift, 
and  adapt  to  the  changing  times  in  the 
areas  of  "freedom"  where  change  will 
yield  improvement.  All  of  this  accom- 
panied by  the  realization  that  we  shall 
be  evaluated  at  the  Bema  Seat  of  a 
Sovereign  Saviour  who  holds  His  ser- 
vants accountable  for  the  responsi- 
bOity  He  has  delegated  to  them  in  the 
sunset  years  of  the  Church  Age.  #

Time  Out  for  a  'Tit-Stop" 

Memorial  Day  is  the  day  for  an  im- 
portant sports  event  in  our  state  of 
Indiana.  I  am  not  particularly  en- 
thused about  listening  to  the  race  as  it 
grinds  out  for  hours  on  our  local  radio 
station— but  as  it  nears  the  end,  every- 
one seems  to  be  on  the  edge  of  his 
chair.  This  year  as  I  listened  to  the 
latter  part  of  the  race,  a  new  (for  me) 
thought  struck  home.  The  race  was 
real  close,  the  crowd  was  pulling  for 
their  own  driver  and  car,  and  then  the 
announcer  reminded  us  that  one  of  the 
three  front  cars  had  pulled  into  the  pit 
for  a  "pit-stop."  It  seemed  so  foolish, 
with  such  a  little  time  left  in  the  race, 
such  a  short  distance  to  the  finish 
line— but  into  the  pit  he  went.  It 
seemed  only  a  brief  pause,  and  then 
back  onto  the  track  again.  This  had 
been  a  routine  throughout  the  day, 
but  now,  flow  important  it  became. 
The  tires  must  be  checked,  the  oil 
pressure  must  be  tested,  the  gas  tank 
must  be  filled.  All  time  consuming, 
but  essential. 

The  men  who  work  in  the  pits  are 
experts;  likewise,  every  Sunday  School 
teacher  should  be  an  expert  in  his 
unique  way.  He  must  know  the  prob- 
lems the  individual  pupil  faces  and 
how  best  to  meet  them.  He  must  know 
the  lesson  which  he  has  been  given  to 
teach  and  how  to  apply  that  lesson  to 
the  individual  pupil.  He  must  be  will- 
ing to  give  his  best  through  prepa- 
ration so  that  he  will  be  well  equipped 
to  teach.  This  involves  communicating 
the  lesson— giving  of  his  best  by  being 
a  helper  to  the  pupil  in  every  area  of 
life.  Teachers,  like  the  "pit-men"  must 
be  experts  in  the  service  of  the  Lord, 
ready  to  give  of  their  time  and  energy 
that  the  individuals  may  run  the  race. 

I  have  never  read  the  names  of 
many  "pit-stop"  team  members  in  the 
headlines  of  the  sports  page,  nor  are 
they  ever  given  any  trophies— but  with- 
out them,  the  racer  would  never  make

Are  We 
Leaving 

the  Baby 
on  the 
Doorstep?

Editor 

A  recurring  story;  you  have  read  it 
over  and  over  again.  The  headUnes 
look  something  like  this-BABY 
ABANDONED  ON  FRONT  DOOR- 
STEPS. The  mother  usually  does  not 
return  to  claim  the  child.  We  all  tend 
to  shake  our  heads  in  disbelief  that 
this  tragedy  could  be  repeated  so 
many  times. 

But  it  appears  that  we  Brethren  are 
leaving  the  baby  on  someone  else's 
doorstep  or  we  are  guilty  of  leaving 
him  to  find  his  own  way.  Another 
possibility  is  that  we  are  reporting 
births— and  the  baby  was  never  born. 
Several  months  ago  1  wrote  an  edi- 
torial entitled,  "Could  This  Be  It?"  In 
it  was  discussed  the  matter  of  our 
painfully  slow  growth  pattern  in  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches.  There  were  many  responses 
to  the  article  from  all  over  the  United 
States.  One  alert  pastor  asked  that 
another  area  of  our  church  life  be  ex- 
plored. This  related  to  the  number  of 
reported  conversions  in  comparison  to 
those  who  were  brought  into  the 
church  by  baptism.  Several  years  ago  I 


attempted  such  a  study  but  informa- 
tion was  rather  sketchy.  Changes  have 
been  made  in  our  reporting  system 
which  make  the  study  a  little  easier. 
Realizing  that  some  of  those  who  are 
baptized  into  membership  are  already 
believers  coming  from  other  fellow- 
ships, makes  the  small  percentage  of 
converts  who  are  baptized  even  lower 
than  indicated. 

The  results  of  this  study  were  more 
frightening  than  1  had  first  thouglit. 
You  will  find  a  chart  on  this  page.  The 
information  is  taken  from  the  national 
statistical  reports  and  reveals  three 
pertinent  facts  relating  to  this  prob- 
lem: 1.  The  number  of  recorded  con- 
versions. 2.  The  number  of  individuals 
baptized  and  received  into  member- 
ship. 3.  The  percentage  of  recorded 
converts  compared  to  those  baptized 
and  received  into  the  church.  As  a 
guide,  the  higher  the  percentage  would 
indicate  that  those  who  profess  Christ 
actually  follow  througli  with  that  de-

cision  on  the  local  church  level.  Yet 
the  figures  show  that  there  is  a  decline 
in  the  percentage  of  people  who  are 
foUowing  through.  There  seems  to  be 
an  abandoning  of  the  baby— spiritual- 
ly- 

We  are  preparing  for  Grow  73, 
which  we  pray  will  be  one  of  the  most 
successful  efforts  that  has  ever  been  at- 
tempted in  the  Brethren  Church.  This 
article  is  not  to  discourage  in  any  way 
our  evangelism,  but  it  is  written  to  en- 
courage us  in  our  commitment.  Our 
need  is  to  seek  new  converts.  We  need 
to  intensify  these  efforts.  We  do  need, 
on  the  other  hand,  an  increased  con- 
cern for  those  who  make  decisions  for 
Christ.  We  need  to  be  certain  that  they 
begin  to  grow  in  the  Lord  and  we  must 
show  them  how  to  follow  Jesus  Christ. 
To  report  ten  thousand  conversions 
next  year  and  yet  not  be  able  to  locate 
them  in  1974  is  not  the  goal  of  our 
efforts.  The  purpose  of  birth  is  to  live. 
We  must  find  more  than  a  maternity 
ward  in  the  local  congregation.  We 
must  have  growth  and  development  re- 
sulting in  productive  lives  from  the 
new  babes  in  Christ.  Have  you  ever 
visited  a  state-operated  hospital  that 
cares  for  undeveloped  children?  I  have 
on  a  number  of  occasions  and  the 
memory  is  not  a  pleasant  one. 

Birth  brings  life:  life  brings  purpose; 
purpose  brings  Christian  maturity.  Do 
not  leave  the  newborn  babes  on  some- 
one else's  doorstep.  Sometimes  they 
are  not  discovered  in  time.  #

That  wonderful  day,  August  7, 
1972,  for  the  dedication  of  our  new 
missions  building  had  finally  arrived. 
Two  years  of  planning,  clearing  the 
property,  construction,  interior  deco- 
ration, and  moving  were  now  to  be 
climaxed  at  the  formal  dedication.

Dr.  Ken- 
neth Ashman,  pastor  of  the  First 
Brethren  Church  at  Wooster,  Ohio, 
and  also  longtime  recording  secretary 
of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  de- 
livered the  address.

Second,  it  was  dedicated  to  "the 
high  and  holy  ministry  of  true  mission- 
ary service,  for  the  impartation  of  the 
changeless  truths  of  the  Christian 
faith,  for  the  faithful  exposition  of  the 
written  Word  of  God  to  the  establish- 
ment of  the  church,  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  servants  of  God,  for  the 
care  and  administration  of  missionaries 


and  their  respective  fields,  to  carry  the 
Gospel  of  God's  grace  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  to  all  nations,  and  for  the 
eternal  salvation  of  souls  through  faith 
in  His  name."  Rev.  John  Mayes,  newly 
elected  vice  president  of  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council,  offered  the 
dedicatory  prayer. 

Rev.  William  Byers,  pastor  of  the 
new  self-supporting  church  at  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  thrilled  the  hearts  of  all  at- 
tending with  his  beautiful  rendition  of 
"Bless  This  House."  Rev.  John  Zielas- 
ko,  foreign  secretary  of  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  Rev.  Wesley  Hal- 
ler,  and  Mr.  Donald  Sellers  also  shared

The  building  site  is  located  at  1401 
Kings  Highway  and  is  adjacent  to  the 
area  of  Grace  campus.  Its  main  en- 
trance is  just  one  block  south  of  the 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Building. 
There  remains  plenty  of  room  for  ade- 
quate off-street  parking  and  future  ex- 
pansion. 

In  the  early  planning  stage,  the 
directors  of  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  stressed  the  fact  that 
they  did  not  want  to  use  monies  from 
the  annual  offering  to  the  Home  Mis- 
sions Council,  nor  did  they  want  to 
use  funds  in  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation  designated  for  home- 
mission  church  building  for  this  pur- 
pose. It  was  also  felt  inadvisable  to 
come  to  the  Brotherhood  with  an  ap- 
peal for  funds  for  a  missions  building, 
fearing  that  this  might  hinder  the  an- 
nual missionary  offerings.  The  matter 
of  financing  was  left  with  the  execu- 
tive committee  and  committed  to  the 
Lord. 

After  much  prayer  and  financial 
planning,  it  was  felt  that  God  would 
bless  an  annuity  financing  program. 
Care  was  exercised  not  to  advertise 
this  program  as  to  hinder  the  other 
Boards  which  offer  simUar  programs. 
Contacts  were  made  on  an  individual 
basis  and  through  the  Brethren  Finan- 
cial Planning  Service  by  Rev.  Leo 
Polman,  and  other  representatives  of 
the  Horhe  Missions  staff.  Only 
$40,000  is  still  needed  to  cover  the 
total  $360,000  project.  To  date  one 
$7,000  annuity  has  already  matured, 
giving  a  cash  equity  of  $7,000  in  the 
building  at  the  time  of  dedication. 

Rev.  Richard  DeArmey,  president 
of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil, spoke  in  recognition  and  appre- 
ciation of  Brethren  people  who  in- 
vested in  annuities  to  make  possible 
the  financing.  He  also  paid  tribute  to 
the  Architectural  Department  for  their 
design  and  supervision,  the  Construc- 
tion Crew  for  their  craftsmanship  in 
construction,  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation  for  interim  financing  and 
to  the  members  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee for  their  work.  Members  of  the 
Building  Committee  were:  Gordon 
Bracker,  Richard  DeArmey,  Walter 
Fretz,  Ralph  Hall,  Lester  E.  Pifer, 
Frank  Poland  and  Harry  Shipley.

ance  in  construction:  Tony  Bender, 
Elkhart,  Indiana,  cabinet  hardware; 
Ernest  C.  Boiling,  Roanoke.  Virginia, 
structural  steel;  David  Hacker,  Dayton, 
Ohio,  interior  decorator;  Lake  City 
Bank,  Warsaw,  Indiana,  office  parti- 
tions; National  Women's  Missionary 
Council— furnishings  for  lobby,  display 
cabinets,  draperies,  and  other  equip- 
ment; and  Mrs.  Donald  Sellers  for 
draperies.  There  were  many  other  dis- 
counts, gifts  and  labor  contributions 
which  helped  substantially  in  the  over- 
all project. 

Rev.  Ralph  Hall,  head  of  the  Breth- 
ren Architectural  Service,  gave  a  de- 
scription of  the  building  and  its  con- 
struction. The  modern  office  complex 
sits  on  a  beautiful  level  four-acre  site. 
It  encompasses  15,480  square  feet. 
Total  project  costs  including  building, 
land,  site  development  was  $360,000. 
The  building  cost  was  $18.20  per 
square    foot,   with    the    Construction 


Crew  doing  the  work.  Foreign  Missions 
occupies  about  40  percent  of  the 
building  area,  Home  Missions  25  per- 
cent, the  Brethren  Investment  Founda- 
tion 13  percent,  and  the  Architectural 
Service  17  percent,  with  5  percent  for 
future  expansion  arranged  presently  as 
a  rental  suite. 

The  dedication  was  followed  by  an 
open  house  with  all  the  mission  per- 
sonnel in  their  respective  offices.  The 
occupancy  of  this  building  is  another 
step  in  the  utilization  of  certain  com- 
munication, photographic,  audio  and 
mailing  facilities  providing  expanded 
quarters  needed  for  efficiency  for 
home  and  foreign  missions.  As  in  the 
Act  of  Dedication  we  want  once  again 
to  express  our  appreciation  to  God  for 
His  abundant  provision,  to  the  Breth- 
ren people  for  their  interest  in  Breth- 
ren Missions,  and  for  this  lovely  new 
home  for  our  mission  departments.—

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Sacramento  Outgrows 
the  *'Green  Bomb  Shelter** 

Meeting  since  1967  in  a  former  radar  outpost  for  iVIcClellan  Air  Force  Base,  the  Brethren  in  Sacramento, 
California,  recently  broke  ground  for  a  new  church  building. 


The  ground-breaking  service  was  held  on  Saturday  to  allow  more  Brethren  from  the  widely  spread  churches  in  the  Nor-Cal  district  to  attend. 


Our  ground-breaking  service  was 
held  on  Saturday  due  to  the  consider- 
able distance  existing  between  the 
churches  in  the  Nor-Cal  District.  The 
nearest  church  is  fifty  miles  from 
Sacramento;  therefore,  by  scheduling 
the  event  for  a  Saturday,  more  Breth- 
ren were  able  to  attend. 

Dr.  Henry  Verwayen,  a  member  of 
the  Sacramento  church,  arranged  for 
Colonel  Palmore,  commander  of  the 
55th  weather  squadron  and  a  born- 
again  Christian,  to  be  our  featured 
speaker.  Colonel  Palmore  reminded  us 
that  Gideon's  army  was  reduced  to 
shockingly  small  numbers  so  that  God 
would  have  the  glory.  In  the  same  way 
God  chose  us,  a  small  number,  to  do

an  impossible  task  with  His  help.  God 
should  get  the  glory  for  it  all.  Rev. 
Robert  Thompson  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  brought  us  the  challenge 
of  missions  in  America  and  warned  us 
that  we  should  expect  the  opposition 
of  the  world  when  doing  the  work  of 
the  living  God.  Judy  Pietromonaco,  a 
musician  and  worker  in  our  church, 
had  composed  an  original  song  which 
she  sang  and  dedicated  for  the  occa- 
sion. Rev.  Russell  Williams  gave  the 
invocation  and  Rev.  Charles  Martin 
pronounced  the  benediction.  It  was  a 
thrilling    and    joyous    service    with 


seventy-five  in  attendance.  As  if  to  em- 
phasize the  need  for  more  space  in  the 
Sacramento  church,  a  van  full  of 
junior  boys  and  girls  left  for  camp  im- 
mediately following  the  ceremony. 

Our  building  will  feature  over  5,500 
square  feet,  with  a  baptistry,  sanctu- 
ary, kitchen,  fellowship  hall,  pastor's 
study,  and  parking  for  103  cars.  Al- 
though a  new  face  wOl  be  added  to  the 
"Green  Bomb  Shelter"  it  will  continue 
to  serve  as  Christian  education  and 
nursery  facilities. 

As  assistant  pastor  of  the  First 
Brethren  Church,  Whittier,  California, 
I  felt  keenly  the  desire  to  be  used  of 
the  Lord  in  a  church  where  I  could  be 
the    full-time    pastor.    In   the   fall   of 
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Colonel  Palmore,  commander  of  the  55th 
veather  squadron,  was  guest  speaker  for  the 
ervice. 

1969,  Dr.  Harry  Sturz,  beloved  pro- 
cessor of  Greek  at  Biola  College,  with 
;haracteristic  concern  for  his  students 
]uestioned  me  .  .  .  "Would  you  be  in- 
erested  in  another  area  of  work  for 
he  Lord?"  Casually  I  answered,  "I 
^ess  so."  Almost  before  I  knew  it  we 
vere  on  our  way  to  Sacramento. 

To  me,  Sacramento  was  the  city 
vhere  Governor  Reagan  lived,  where  it 
vas  necessary  to  leave  the  freeway  on 
rips  to  Northern  California,  and  a 
ilace  where  the  trees  were  very  large 


and  green.  For  years  our  family  had 
passed  througli  it  on  visits  to  Paradise, 
California,  where  my  parents  lived;  but 
it  never  crossed  our  minds  that  one 
day  God  would  use  us  to  help  build  a 
great  church  there. 

Our  tlrst  glimpse  of  the  Lord's 
house  in  Sacramento  made  our  hearts 
sink  a  little.  Formerly  a  radar  outpost 
for  McClellan  Air  Force  Base,  it  was 
small  and  unattractive,  and  it  still  ap- 
peared to  be  a  military  outpost!  Would 
people  come  to  church  in  this  build- 
ing? People  did  come!  God  had  gath- 
ered together  a  solid  flock  under  the 
leadership  of  two  previous  shepherds. 
Starting  in  1958,  Rev.  Conard  Sandy 
began  Bible  classes  and  brought  the 
church  as  far  as  he  could  until  poor 
health  made  it  necessary  to  call  an- 
other shepherd.  Rev.  Charles  Martin 
arrived  in  the  vineyard  in  1965  and 
continued  in  the  work  until  God  called 
him  to  another  field  of  ministry. 

The  first  year  for  the  Crons  in 
Sacramento  brought  some  setbacks.  A 
couple  with  a  large  family  moved  to 
Colorado,  almost  the  day  we  arrived  in 
Sacramento.  We  were  dismayed  that 
not  one  church  family  lived  within  ten 
miles  of  the  church  building.  The 
financial  status  brought  fright  to  our 
hearts.  But  God  changed  all  this.  We 
set  goals  that  were  realistic  and  God 
honored  them.  We  would  beautify  the 
building  as  much  as  possible.  We 
would  reach  into  the  homes  of  the  im- 


mediate neigliborhood.  Soon  a  veteri- 
narian who  lives  on  the  same  street  as 
the  church  came  into  the  fellowship; 
then  God  sent  a  former  Brethren 
pastor  to  aid  in  the  work,  and  his 
home  was  in  the  neighborhood.  A 
family  with  eight  children  was  reached 
for  Christ.  The  Long  Beach  First 
Brethren  Church  sent  us  a  family  who 
located  in  the  neighborhood.  A  dentist 
on  the  Air  Base  who  lived  directly 
across  from  the  church  took  Christ  as 
Saviour  as  did  his  family.  There  have 
been  many  chain  reactions  as  neigh- 
bors have  won  their  neighbors. 

Soon  it  was  evident  that  our  build- 
ing, which  seated  about  eighty  people, 
would  not  suffice.  God  then  did  a 
wonderful  thing.  He  sent  a  designer 
from  the  Bellflower  Brethren  Church 
of  Bellflower,  California,  to  live  in 
Sacramento  and  to  help  us  in  this 
phase  of  our  work.  The  first  three  Sun- 
days of  1972  brought  record  attend- 
ances which  underlined  the  need  for 
more  room.  As  the  church  proposed 
plans,  the  Brethren  Architectural  Serv- 
ice provided  excellent  advice  and  guid- 
ance. Revisions  followed  and  finally 
there  was  a  great  "Hallelujah"  heard  in 
Sacramento  as  the  Brethren  Invest- 
ment Foundation  approved  our  loan.

I  Would  Like  To 
Introduce  You 


Editor's  Note:  This  is  the  first  of  a  series 
concerning  how  the  testimony  of  Barbara 
Davidson,  who  received  Christ  shortly  after 
her  home  was  contacted  in  the  door-to-door 
ministry  of  the  Neelys,  has  brought  about  a 
contact  with  a  Jewish  couple. 

I  saw  that  Barbara  Davidson  was 
fairly  bursting  to  interrupt  me  as  I  was 
carrying  on  a  one-sided  conversation. 
Barbara  had  just  undergone  surgery, 
and  now  was  convalescing  in  her 
hospital  bed.  I  stopped— and  Barbara 
exploded,  "Mr.  Neely,  I  would  like  to 
introduce  you  to  my  roommate, 
Pauline  T— ."  What  follows  is  first  a 
flashback  and  then  the  development  of 
the  events  during  that  hospital  visit. 

As  I  think  of  Barbara  and  her  par- 
ents, I  am  taken  back  to  a  winter  day 
early  in  our  Jewish  ministry  in  Phila- 
delphia. It  seemed  that  even  the  ever- 
present  sparrows  had  sought  a  warm 
shelter  to  get  away  from  the  biting 
cold.  Sally  and  I  had  entered  the  four- 
apartment  building  where  one  of  the 
mail  boxes  was  to  bear  the  names 
"Gittle— Davidson."  We  have  remarked 
to  these  who  have  become  our  friends 
that  if  we  had  looked  at  the  mail  box

first,  we  would  have  thought  that 
some  of  our  Jewish  friends  lived  here. 
However,  this  proved  to  be  a  Gentile 
home,  for  here  resided  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
John  Gittle  (Mr.  Gittle's  ancestry  is 
Swiss),  Mrs.  Barbara  Davidson  and  her 
little  daughter,  Debbie. 

Mrs.  Gittle  was  the  one  with  whom 
we  spoke  on  our  call.  This  was  not  a 
"chance"  meeting  for  your  mission- 
aries nor  for  Mrs.  Gittle.  We  believe 
the  Lord  planned  it  this  way.  As  we 
stood  talking  with  her  at  the  door  (she 
had  been  suffering  with  grippe  and  ex- 
pressed her  regrets  for  not  inviting  us 
in  to  visit),  we  learned  that  this  dear 
lady  had  been  burdened  in  recent 
days.  What  she  desired  most,  I  believe, 
was  someone  in  the  Christian  ministry 
to  talk  to,  to  care,  to  comfort,  to  en- 
courage, and  to  pray.  We  tried  to  do 
all  these,  ending  with  the  prayer,  but 
not  without  asking  her  if  she  would 
like  Rev.  Vernon  Harris  of  the  First 
Brethren  Church,  Philadelphia,  to  call

on  her.  She  would,  and  Pastor  Harris 
did. 

The  night  Pastor  Harris  called,  ac- 
companied by  John  Seitz,  was  an 
eventful  one  for  the  Gittle  family.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Gittle  and  Barbara  made  de- 
cisions for  Christ.  John  and  Sally 
Neely,  your  missionaries  to  our  Jewish 
friends,  were  a  "link  in  the  chain." 
(Even  the  various  other  situations  and 
personalities  involved  leading  up  to 
that  night  of  decision,  reveal  how  im- 
portant are  the  "links  in  the  chain.") 

Barbara  is  now  a  member  of  the 
First  Brethren  Church  of  Philadelphia, 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gittle  attend  the 
church.  Barbara's  Debbie  is  now  in 
Christian  Day  School.  When  Pastor 
Harris  speaks  of  our  part  in  dealing 
with  Gentiles  we  meet  along  the  way 
in  this  heavily  Jewish-populated  area, 
he  puts  it  in  the  right  perspective  when 
he  says:  "The  Neelys  beat  the  bushes, 
and  we  come  along  and  pick  the 
fruit." 

Now  back  to  the  day  of  the  hos- 
pital scene.  On  that  day,  we  had 
started  out  along  the  normal  highway 
routes  to  the  hospital,  thoroughly  ob- 
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ivious  of  a  roadblock  which  we  be- 
ieve  Satan  threw  in  our  way  to  hinder 
js.  We  were  not  too  far  down  on  the 
;econd  road  of  our  travel  when  we 
;ame  to  a  sign  indicating  that  the  road 
vas  closed  and  that  we  should  follow 
he  detour.  Thus  began  the  hindrance. 
■  thought  later  of  Paul's  desire  to  visit 
he  Thessalonians  in  their  hour  of  trial, 
)nly  to  have  Satan  throw  in  his  road- 
)locks  to  hinder  the  visit.  In  addition 
0  the  inconvenience  of  the  detour 
:hat  we  were  required  to  follow,  it  had 
itarted  to  sleet  and  a  flatbed-tractor- 
;railer  almost  jackknifed  on  the  icy 
;treet  just  in  front  of  us.  Both  of  us 
;xperienced  the  same  feeling,  but  Sally 
5Ut  it  in  words,  "Perhaps  we  had  bet- 
:er  give  it  up  for  today." 

The  Lord  had  other  plans— as  we 
leared  our  home,  we  came  to  the  same 
"amiliar  pike  from  which  we  had  de- 
;oured,  and  it  was  then  I  said,  "Let's 
;ry  it  again"— we  did,  and  this  time 
vent  riglit  to  our  destination. 

It  was  past  visiting  hours;  Sally  was 
lot  permitted  to  visit,  and  for  a  time  it 


seemed  that  the  woman  at  the  desk 
hesitated  about  my  calling  on  Barbara. 
1  explained  to  her  that  althougli  I  was 
not  Barbara's  pastor,  I  was  a  minister, 
and  the  way  was  then  opened  for  me. 
Before  I  proceed  further,  may  I  just 
interpose  at  this  point  to  say  that  if  1 
had  not  made  the  call  on  this  day,  the 
following  incident  would  have  never 
taken  place,  for  Barbara's  roommate 
was  to  be  released  the  following  morn- 
ing. 

As  Barbara  introduced  me  to  her 
roommate,  a  woman  in  her  seventies,  I 
acknowledged  the  introduction  above 
the  background  noise  of  a  TV  pro- 
gram. Repeating  her  last  name,  1  asked 
if  she  was  one  of  our  Jewish  friends. 
The  name  "T— "  was  a  familiar  one— 
and  I  knew  it  was  Jewish. 

I  would  like  to  finish  this  narrative 
now,  but  articles  have  limits.  However, 
Lord  willing,  it  is  my  desire  that  an- 
other article  in  this  continuing  story  of 
Pauline  T—  and  her  husband  Barney, 
will  follow,  for  we  have  made  further 
contacts  with   them.   Before   I  close. 


however,  I  would  like  to  relate  some- 
thing Pauline  T—  said  to  me.  At  the 
very  beginning  of  our  visit  with  her  in 
that  hospital  room,  she  asked,  "Will 
you  turn  off  the  TV?-I  would  rather 
listen  to  you.  This  girl  [indicating 
Barbara]  has  done  nothing  but  talk 
about  you  and  your  work  since  she 
came  in  here."  As  Pauline  continued  in 
the  ensuing  conversation,  I  could  see 
how  much  affection  she  held  toward 
our  Barbara.  I  was  to  learn  later  that 
Barbara  had,  in  a  very  simple  way,  told 
Pauline  what  had  transpired  in  her  life 
through  Messiah  Jesus. 

In  a  sense  1  have  done  something 
through  this  article  that  I  have  wanted 
to  do  for  some  time,  and  that  is  to 
meet  with  you  and  explode:  "Breth- 
ren, I  would  like  to  introduce  you  to 
Barbara  Davidson,  just  one  year  in  the 
Lord,  but  who  is  witnessing  already 
for  her  Lord  and  Saviour  to  our  Jewish 
friends."  Believe  me,  witnessing  to 
those  in  Israel  can  be  done!  It  can  be 
done!  And  the  Word  commands  that  it 
ought  to  be  done!  j^V

Washington,  D.C.  (EP)— Senior  U.S.  District  Judge 
Luther  Youngdahl  warned  that  America's  loose  approach  t 
marriage  is  seriously  endangering  U.S.  Society  at  a  time  wh 
atheistic  Russia  is  putting  great  stress  on  family  permanenc 

In  a  speech  at  Augustana  Lutheran  Church  here,  the 
jurist  criticized  U.S.  "trial  marriages,"  citing  them  as 
warnings  that  the  deterioration  of  the  family  is  at  hand. 
"There  is  an  ominous  similarity  to  the  disintegration  of 
the  family  when  Rome  declined,"  he  said. 

Judge  Youngdahl  stated  that  home  and  family  relatio 
ships,  because  they  are  closest  and  earliest,  "do  most  to 
mold  a  child's  personality  and  behavior  .  .  .  and  ultimate- 
ly influence  the  kind  of  marriage  which  results  when  the 
children  grow  up." 

The  judge  advocated  a  revival  of  the  family  reunion 
which  "arouses  pride  in  one's  ancestory,  and  will  make 
man  more  interested  in  perpetuating  the  good  name  and 
standing  of  his  people." 

Quoting  Soviet  Professor  V.  N.  Kalbanouski,  he  said: 
"The  relations  between  men  and  women  should  be  perma- 
nent." The  Russian  added:  "Husband  and  wife  should  sharf 
each  other's  interests,  help  each  other  in  their  work  and  in 
the  home.  They  must  also  serve  their  country.  Life  for  such 
married  couples  will  never  be  dull  or  empty."

Bishop  Pike, 

King  Saul  and  the 

Witch  of  Endor 


It  all  began  on  Sunday  evening, 
February  20,  1966.  As  Bishop  Pike  en- 
tered his  bedroom  in  Cambridge, 
England,  he  observed  that  on  the  floor 
in  front  of  the  nightstand  between 
twin  beds  lay  two  mysterious  post- 
cards, face  up,  carefully  placed  at  a 
140  degree  angle.  Bishop  Pike  had 
never  seen  these  cards  before,  nor  was 
there  any  reason  why  they  should  be 
placed  at  that  precise  140  degree 
angle.  On  Tuesday  morning,  February 
22.  two  days  after  these  events,  Mrs. 
Maren  Bergrud  appeared  at  breakfast 
with  a  section  of  her  bangs  having 
been  burned  off  in  a  straight  line  with 
the  precision  of  scissor  cutting.  She, 
along  with  the  men  that  witnessed 
this,  were  totally  baffled  at  the  occur- 
rence. On  the  morning  of  Thursday, 
February  24,  she  awoke  with  a  cry  of 
pain,  only  to  discover  that  her  third 
and  fourth  fingernails  had  been  injured 
as  if  some  sharp  instrument  such  as  a 
needle  had  been  pressed  under  them. 
After  she  bandaged  her  fingers  and 
cared  for  them  with  medical  treat- 
ment, she  returned,  only  to  discover 
that  her  bangs  were  now  completely 
gone.  These  events,  coupled  with 
many  others  recorded  in  the  book, 
The  Other  Side,  by  Bishop  James  A. 
Pike  and  Diane  Kennedy,  tell  some- 
thing of  the  Bishop's  introduction  to 
occultism. 

How  and  why  did  all  of  this  begin?

The  answer  is  to  be  found  in  the  tragic 
suicidal  death  of  the  older  son  of  Bish- 
op Pike  on  February  4,  1966.  James 
Pike,  Jr.,  was  known  to  have  frequent- 
ly used  psychedelic  drugs.  This  may 
have  been  one  of  the  factors  of  his  un- 
fortunate death.  The  body  was  cre- 
mated and  the  ashes  were  scattered  on 
the  Pacific  Ocean  just  beyond  San 
Francisco's  Golden  Gate  Bridge.  After 
the  occurrence  of  a  whole  series  of 
very  strange  events,  Bishop  Pike  re- 
sorted to  a  seance  with  Ena  Twigg.  He 
felt  that  the  only  reasonable  explana- 
tion for  these  strange  occurrences  was 
connected  with  his  son  and  his  con- 
tinued existence.  The  seance  was  con- 
ducted in  East  Acton  in  West  London. 
According  to  the  account,  Jim  actually 
spoke  through  the  medium  and  com- 
municated with  his  father.  This  seance 
was  only  the  beginning.  Others  fol- 
lowed, providing  an  apparent  con- 
firmation in  the  Bishop's  mind  that  his 
son  was  not  only  alive  but  was  able  to 
communicate  with  him. 

Consultation  with  the  dead  is  an 
ancient  practice.  Reference  to  this, 
under  the  term  "necromancy,"  is 
found  often  in  the  books  of  the  Old 


Testament.  The  term  "necromancy' 
includes  two  ideas.  One  involves  th( 
worship  of  ancestors  and  the  other  i: 
that  the  dead  may  be  consulted  fo: 
purposes  of  gaining  information  o: 
determining  the  future. 

Almost  3,000  years  ago  anothe 
man,  out  of  deep  frustration  and  de 
spair,  also  turned  to  one  who  wouk 
consult  with  the  dead.  The  reference 
of  course,  is  to  King  Saul.  Accordin; 
to  I  Samuel  28:6,  the  voice  of  Got 
was  sUent  because  of  the  wicked  re 
bellion  of  Saul  to  the  Lord's  will.  Th( 
Lord  refused  to  answer  him  either  bj 
dreams,  urim  or  the  prophets.  In  hi 
desperation  to  seek  an  omen  for  th( 
future,  Saul  commanded  that  a  womai 
be  sought  out  who  could  consult  witl 
the  dead.  Such  a  woman  was  found 
living  in  the  village  of  Endor.  Saul  dis 
guised  himself  and  went  to  the  womai 
by  night  (I  Sam.  28:8).  Upon  meetin] 
her  he  requested  that  Samuel  b^ 
brought  forth  to  speak  (v.  11).  Ac 
cording  to  the  Biblical  account 
Samuel  actually  did  appear.  Whil^ 
there  are  many  interpretations  of  thi 
event  (see  The  Birth  of  a  Kingdom,  pp 
95-100),  the  best  view  of  this  event  i 
an  actual,  literal  appearance  of  tb 
prophet  Samuel.  It  appears  that  tb 
Witch  of  Endor  was  as  surprised  a 
Samuel's  appearance  as  anyone.  Ac 
cording  to  verse  12  she  cried  out  witl 
a  loud  voice.  The  Hebrew  behind  thi 
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The  Bible  nowhere  hints  that  indi- 
viduals on  earth  can  contact  or  com- 
municate with  those  who  have 
departed,  since  the  departed  souls  of 
individuals  reside  either  in  Hades  or  in 
the  presence  of  Christ.

What  is  going  to  be  communi- 
cated between  members  of  a  family 
must  be  done  now.  The  account  of 
Lazarus  and  the  rich  man  provides 
additional  significant  information  on 
this  subject.  It  is  asserted  that  between 
the  believer  and  the  unbeliever  there  is 
a  great  "gulf"  which  cannot  be  crossed 
(Luke  16:26).  It  is  also  evident  from 
the  story  that  those  who  have  de- 
parted are  not  able  to  return  to  earth 
for  any  reason  (cf.  Luke  16:28-31). 
Therefore,  we  conclude  that  communi- 
cation and  personal  contact  with  the 
deceased  is  impossible. 

How  then  shall  we  account  for  oc- 
currences such  as  described  by  Bishop 
Pike?  The  answer  is  that  he,  along  with 
many  others,  are  the  unfortunate  vic- 
tims of  demonic  deception.  If  it  can  be 
established  that  our  conclusion  is  theo- 
logically correct,  then  the  experiences 
of  others  must  be  evaluated  in  this 
light.  It  is  axiomatic  that  theological 
positions  are  developed  and  authenti- 


cated not  by  mere  human  experience, 
but  by  the  revelation  of  God  in  His 
Word.  The  moment  that  we  permit  ex- 
perience or  empirical  evidence  to  be- 
come the  final  determining  factor  in 
theological  propositions,  we  are 
doomed  to  total  subjectivism  and 
confusion. 

Allow  us  to  conclude  these  series  of 
studies  with  four  observations  to  help 
create  a  spiritual  and  Biblical  perspec- 
tive in  facing  modern  occultism.  (1) 
Let  there  be  a  proper  balance  in 
preaching  and  teaching  on  the  subjects 
of  prophecy.  (2)  Let  us  avoid  becom- 
ing preoccupied  with  the  future  to  the 
extent  that  we  neglect  our  God-given 
responsibilities  for  today.  (3)  Let  all 
ideas  be  subject  to  the  authority  of 
Scripture.  The  issue  is  not,  "Does  it 
work?"  but,  "Is  it  right?"  (4)  Allow 
the  Holy  Spirit  to  exercise  His  full 
ministry  in  our  lives.  The  Lord  has 
provided  His  Spirit  to  bring  comfort  in 
times  of  sorrow  and  information  in 
days  of  uncertainty.  The  joy  of  the 
Christian  life  is  found  in  its  provisions 
for  the  present  and  its  hope  for  the 
future.  »

some  other  kind  of  work.  How 
;ic  when  there  are  many  other  ways 
vhich  one  may  serve  the  Lord. 
Let  us  therefore,  explore  the  tre- 
ridous  possibilities  of  direct  and 
irect  supporting  ministries  involved 


in  taking  the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  the 
lost  and  in  turn  teaching  the  converts 
so  that  they  will  grow  and  mature  in 
Christ.  A  partial  list  of  Christian  voca- 
tions classified  in  seven  different  cate- 
gories follows. 

1.  The  local  church  will  at  least 
need  a  pastor  and  pastor's  wife,  and 
depending  upon  its  size  and  varied 
ministries,  an  assistant  pastor,  director 
of  Christian  education,  youth  director, 
children's  workers,  teachers,  church 
secretary,  organist,  minister  of  music, 
and  qualified  financial  officers.  Per- 
haps too  few  girls  consider  the  high 
calling  of  being  a  pastor's  wife.  She 
can  very  well  make  or  break  her  hus- 
band in  his  work. 

2.  Foreign  missions  offers  the  op- 
portunity for  general  missionaries, 
technical  missionaries,  medical  doc- 
tors, dentists,  nurses,  translators, 
teachers,  printers,  builders,  mechanics, 
accountants  and  administrators.  We 
think  of  Thomas  Stallter,  a  Grace  Col- 
lege student,  who  is  taking  a  leave  of 


absence  to  go  to  Africa  to  repair  the 
broken-down  cars  and  trucks  so  badly 
needed  by  our  missionaries. 

3.  Home  missions  needs  dedicated 
pastors  and  wives  with  a  pioneering 
spirit,  willing  to  go  into  new  areas  to 
start  Bible  classes  and  new  churches, 
open  closed  churches,  or  to  serve  de- 
veloping mission  churches.  There  is  the 
need  also  for  evangelists,  church  archi- 
tects, engineers,  construction  workers, 
craftsmen  in  various  trades,  account- 
ants, secretaries,  and  administrators. 

4.  Communications  challenges  men 
and  women  to  serve  in  the  area  of 
Christian  radio  and  television  as  tech- 
nicians, operators,  programmers  and 
musicians;  along  with  those  trained  as 
journalists,  writers,  photographers, 
commercial  artists,  and  audio-visual 
producers  and  operators.  Nonetheless 
important  are  the  pilots  and  mechanics 
so  essential  to  missionary  aviation. 


5.  Church-related  agencies  and  in- 
dependent Christian  organizations  all 
need  administrators,  secretaries,  clerks, 
and  specially  trained  personnel.  A  par- 
tial list  would  include  the  following: 
Rescue  Missions,  Sunday  School  As- 
sociations, Christian  Camps,  Child 
Evangelism,  Word  of  Life,  Youth  for 
Christ,  Campus  Crusade,  Inter-Varsity 
and  the  Navigators. 

6.  Christian  Education  has  many 
facets  and  embraces  the  Christian  Day 
School  movement  (kindergarten 
through  high  school),  the  Bible  insti- 
tutes, Bible  colleges,  the  Christian 
Liberal  Arts  colleges,  seminaries,  and 
other  graduate  schools;  all  of  which 
need  highly  qualified  professors,  teach- 
ers, administrators,  development  offi- 
cers, fund-raisers,  alumni  directors, 
and  other  staff  members. 

7.  Miscellaneous  vocations  would 
include  full-time  evangelists  and  full- 
time  Christian  musicians,  including 
song  writers,  composers,  instrumental- 
ists, vocalists,  directors  of  choral  and 
instrumental  groups,  music  instructors, 
Christian  psychologists,  lawyers  and 
bankers. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  opportunities 
for  full-time  Christian  service  are  un- 
limited. Many  vocations  normally  con- 
sidered primarily  secular  are  vital  to 
the  work  of  Christ.  Along  with  the 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  young 
people  need  the  counsel  and  help  of 
parents,  pastors,  teachers  and  friends 
to  help  them  discover  how  their  tal- 
ents might  be  best  used  by  the  Lord. 

Some  will  need  a  college  and  a 
seminary  education  in  order  to  prepare 
for  the  work  to  which  God  is  calling 
them.  Others  will  need  only  college, 
some  a  technical  or  vocational  school. 
Others  must  seek  specialized,  indi- 
vidualized training. 

Commitment  is  but  the  first  step. 
God  has  a  job  for  you.  Follow

conduct  public  discussions  and  at-

.  .  .  Such  a  common  set  of  references  is 
noticeably  lacking  today.  Even  for 
issues  that  affect  everyone,  there  is  no 
available  shared  literature— no  store- 
house of  well-understood  concepts,  no 
standard  types.  For  this  reason  we 
have  developed  our  own  .  .  . 

"By  1976,  the  year  of  the  bicenten- 
nial celebration  of  the  American  Re- 
public, Hudson  hopes  to  have  accom- 
plished an  important  milestone  in  our 
study  of  the  future.  In  cooperation 
with  other  organizations,  we  hope  to 
have  a  relatively  elaborate  in-depth  dis- 
cussion of  U.S.  issues,  perhaps  looking 
back  two  hundred  years  to  1 776  to 
discuss  how  these  arose  and  looking 
ahead  to  the  year  2000  to  conjecture 
on  how  they  might  further  develop. 
Such  a  review  of  how  far  we  have 
come  and  where  we  are  headed  should 
be  most  useful  and  extremely  interest- 
ing. If  the  project  is  really  successful, 
it  may  put  many  things  in  proper  per- 
spective and  thus  change  many  current 
attitudes.  We  hope  that  this  book,  if 
not  precisely  'the  baby  figure  of  the 
giant  mass  of  things  to  come  at  large,' 
at  least  helps  to  indicate  some  of  the 
problems  we  will  be  dealing  with  and 
the  opportunities  we  will  have  in  the 
next  ten  to  twenty  years." 

This  statement  in  effect  amounts  to 
a  philosophy  of  the  continuing  present 
and  its  projection  into  the  future. 
Moreover,  it  must  be  understood  that 
this  is  an  effort  to  produce  a  corporate 
philosophy  of  the  best  minds  of  socie- 
ty. This  is  not  to  be  the  mere  frag- 
mented opinions  of  insignificant  indi- 
viduals. And  furthermore,  the  philoso- 
phy is  to  be  widely  disseminated  for 
the   purpose   of  influencing   the  atti- 


tudes of  people.  Consider  carefully 
what  this  means. 

The  statements  of  purpose,  pro- 
cedure, and  product  cited  above  struck 
the  writer  of  this  editorial  with  tre- 
mendous force.  He  has  believed  that 
the  Bible  clearly  teaches  that  there 
must  be  a  common  philosophy  to  uni- 
fy the  thinking  of  mankind  at  the  end 
of  the  age,  and  produce  the  persuasion 
and  performance  outlined  in  the  Bible. 
This  could  well  be  the  infant  pro- 
genitor of  that  philosophy,  if  not  the 
giant  system  of  thinking  being  un- 
veiled. 

The  Spirit  of  God  declares  in  I 
Thessalonians  5:3:  "For  when  they 
shall  say,  Peace  and  safety;  then  sud- 
den destruction  cometh  upon  them,  as 
travail  upon  a  woman  with  child;  and 
they  shall  not  escape."  The  words 
"peace  and  safety"  are  not  to  be  un- 
derstood as  the  parroted  expression  of 
people  at  the  end  of  the  age,  but  the 
expression  of  the  theological  content 
of  a  philosophy  to  which  people  have 
mentally  subscribed  and  to  which  they 
have  morally  submitted.  This  philoso- 
phy projects  the  present  into  the  fu- 
ture and  gives  people  personal  tran- 
quility as  they  cherish  the  hope  of  ob- 
jective security.  It  would  appear  that 
the  rank  and  file  of  humanity  will  have 
been  conditioned  by  this  philosophy, 
which  will  explain  the  precipitous  de- 
cline of  morals  at  the  end  of  the  age. 
The  increased  and  accelerated  methods 
of  dissemination  now  available  ex- 
plains the  swift  movement  of  events 
that  culminate  in  the  end. 

In  a  later  editorial  the  writer  will 
discuss  the  sketch  provided  for  the  im- 
mediate future  as  projected  in  the 
volume.  Things  to  Come,  and  will 
point  out  how  the  absence  of  crisis 
and  the  continuation  of  the  present 
order  desensitizes  the  conscience  and 
conditions  the  individual  for  approval 
and  acceptance  of  the  present  moral 
declension.  #

Rarely  does  an  opportunity  present 
self  to  solve  two  problems  at  one 
me.  In  fact,  it  is  quite  a  struggle  to 
nd  a  solution  to  a  single  puzzling  cir- 
imstance.  But  I  was  thrust  into  a 
tuation  several  weeks  ago  that  ap- 
;ared  to  me  to  take  care  of  two  prob- 
ms. 

The  first  of  the  two  problems:  We 
ive  heard  a  great  deal  about  the 
ineration  gap;  that  is,  when  the  com- 
unications  break  down  between 
ose  separated  by  age  variance.  This 
oblem  has  some  basis  in  fact,  but  it 
50  has  served  as  an  excuse  to  permit 
ose  on  each  side  of  the  gap  to  exer- 
se  the  desires  of  their  own  wills.  The 
odern  "diagnosticians"  of  our 
ciety  project  the  thought  that  the 
lap  theory"  is  something  new  and 
at  they  have  discovered  it.  Really  it 
a  problem  that  has  existed  since  man 
IS  been  around;  we  have  just  given  it 
ore  pubhcity  lately. 

The  second  of  the  problems  is  in 
e  spiritual  realm.  There  is  a  need  of 
ore  Christian  workers.  The  urgent 
11  for  pastors  and  more  missionaries 
very  much  with  us. 

Now  back  to  the  solution  of  these 
'o  problems.  Rev.  Donald  Hocking, 
ir  Brethren  missionary  to  Africa,  has 
turned  to  the  field,  but  he  has  left 
hind  in  many  churches  a  very  won- 
rful  lesson  in  applied  Christianity.  In 
my  of  the  services,  he  presented  an 
lusual  invitation.  First,  he  asked  all 
e  young  people  who  had  turned 
eii  lives  over  to  the  Lord  for  service 

step  out  before  the  congregation, 
len,  he  asked  for  adults  to  come  and 
md  with  one  of  the  young  persons, 
sreby  pledging  to  pray  every  day  for 
at  young  person— praying  that  God 
)uld  bless  and  guide  him  or  her  into 
2  area  of  service  according  to  His  will. 
I  personally  was  in  one  of  the  serv- 


ices and  joined  with  other  adults  in 
such  a  pledge  of  daily  prayer  for  the 
lives  that  were  so  dedicated.  I  assure 
you  that  my  experience  was  no  differ- 
ent from  many  others;  there  was  no 
generation  gap,  but  rather  a  feeling  of 
unity,  love,  and  understanding.  The 
daily  remembrance  in  prayer  has 
proved  to  be  a  personal  blessing. 

The  prayer  of  God's  people  for 
their  young  will  also  be  a  factor  in  as- 
suring that  the  ranks  of  God's  servants 
will  not  be  depleted.  Such  prayer  is,  in 
fact,  a  command  of  the  Lord  so  that 
the  harvest  fields  will  be  continually 
filled  with  workers.  Prayer  must  come 
before  the  ranks  will  be  again  filled. 

Youth  and  adults  are  not  separate 
groups  in  the  Christian  family.  They 
are  one;  they  are  the  Body  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Those  who  try  to  divide  them 
are  really  trying  to  divide  the  Body  of 
Christ  and  this  is  a  sin.  Joined  hands, 
joined  purposes,  joined  goals  will  serve 
to  fulfill  the  will  of  God. 

It  is  easy  for  the  elders  to  be  critical 
of  youth.  It  is  easy  for  youth  to  be 
critical  of  their  elders.  One  claims- 
"this  is  not  the  way  I  used  to  do  it," 
and    the    other    claims— "times   have 


changed,  and  things  are  different." 
Things  haven't  changed  as  much  as  we 
claim  they  have.  The  older  generation 
can  find  a  counterpart  in  their  gener- 
ation to  many  of  the  PROBLEMS  OF 
TODAY.  Do  you  remember  a  "zoot 
suit"  and  a  long  chain?  Maybe  not; 
you  may  not  even  wish  to  think  about 
it.  But  the  point  I  wish  to  make  is  that 
each  generation  wants  to  express  itself, 
and  "selfish"  self-expression  ends  up 
in  one  thing-sin.  The  first  two  broth- 
ers had  a  fight,  and  one  ended  up 
dead. 

So  it  has  been. 

Only  in  Christ  is  there  a  solution  to 
problems,  and  only  in  Christ  is  there 
love  and  understanding  and  basic 
unity.  If  you  are  young,  there  is  op- 
portunity to  be  thankful  for  the 
heritage  of  elders  who  have  left  behind 
a  hfe  of  dedication  for  you  to  follow. 
If  you  are  "middle-aged,"  there  is  a 
generation  behind— following  you. 
Have  a  concern  for  them,  and  show 
them  understanding  and  love.  Thus  the 
gap  in  the  generations  will  be  broken 
down  in  the  church,  and  the  church 
will  find  the  servants  of  God  to  fill  the 
ranks  of  Christian  workers.  #

of  Africa 


Come  to  Africa  and  see  the 
lions,  elephants,  giraffes;  fierce,  dark- 
skinned  warriors  and  lush,  tropical 
forests!  Is  this  what  you  would  expect 
to  see  or  want  to  see  if  you  had  the 
opportunity  to  visit  Africa? 


Having  spent  nearly  a  year  in 
Africa,  I  think  if  I  were  back  in  the 
States  now  I  would  see  in  my  mind  the 
miles  of  red,  dusty  road  between 
Bangui  and  Yaloke  bordered  by  village 
after  village  with  names  such  as  Bou- 
yembe,  Boukanga,  Ladoumi,  Ya- 
boungou.  1  would  remember  smaU 
children  with  iron  hoops  or  httle 
homemade  toy  trucks  and  cars,  play- 
ing in  front  of  mud-block  houses 
topped  with  grass  roofs,  while  their 
mothers  prepared  white  manioc  flour 
in  large  blackened  kettles  over  open 
fires.  I  would  also  think  of  aluminum- 
roofed  schools  and  glistening  white 
government  buUdings,  and  of  grass- 
roofed  chapels— often  without  walls— 
with  spUt-log  benches  inside.  If  one 
went  by  at  the  right  time  of  day,  he 
would  likely  see  one  of  these  chapels 
filled  with  men  sitting  on  one  side  and 
women  and  chOdren  on  the  other, 
raising  their  voices  in  praise  and  wor- 
ship to  God. 


Upon  entering  Yaloke,  the 
village  where  I  am  located,  you  may 
see  a  large  brick  building  with  an 
aluminum  roof  and  a  cross.  This  is  the 
Eglise  Evangelique  des  Freres,  the 
Brethren  Church.  There  are  two  re- 
ligious groups  at  Yaloke,  the  Brethren 
Church  and  the  Moslems.  There  is  a 
small  Moslem  mosque  in  town.  The 
Arabs  are  generally  Moslems,  and  there 
are  many  Arab  tradesmen  in  town.  In 
fact,   the   sides  of  the  main  road  at 
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Yaloke   are   lined   with   small,   white- 
washed Arab  shops. 


A  must  for  anyone  who  really 
wants  to  get  to  know  Africa  is  to 
spend  a  few  days  in  a  village.  I  have 
done  this  a  number  of  times  when  I 
accompanied  my  sister  and  brother-in- 
law,  Linda  and  Eddie  Mensinger,  to 
visit  some  of  the  churches  in  the 
Yaloke  district.  Once  we  visited  a 
small  village  called  Zaoloyanga.  After 
getting  out  of  the  car  we  must  have 
spent  fifteen  minutes  shaking  hands 
with  the  crowd  of  Africans  who 
greeted  us  ever  so  cordially.  Most  of 
the  preaching  and  teaching  took  place 
outside  with  the  people  sitting  on 
chairs,  logs,  or  small  stools  called 
mbatas.  I  had  meetings  with  the  Flam- 
beau boys.  (Flambeau  is  analogous  to 
Christian  Service  Brigade  in  the 
States.)  I  was  ably  assisted  by  a  School 
of  Theology  student  who  had  come 
with  us.  At  night  Eddie  and  I  stayed  in 
one  of  the  two  rooms  of  the  Brethren 
dispensary  in  the  vUlage.  My  sister 
Linda  and  Eddie's  sister  Carol  stayed 
in  a  tent. 

My  sister's  nursing  skills  were 
put  to  good  use  during  this  visit.  One 
httle  girl  was  brought  to  the  dispensa- 
ry with  a  nosebleed  which  they  had 
not  been  able  to  stop.  Another  little 
girl,  a  pastor's  daughter,  was  brought 
to  the  dispensary  with  a  scorpion 
sting. 

But  such  church  visits  are  not 
all  work.  During  this  particular  visit  to 
Zaoloyanga,  we  could  enjoy  the 
natural  beauty  of  the  place  situated  as

it  is  on  a  sort  of  plateau  surrounded  on 
all  sides  by  lush,  grassy  hills.  We  were 
also  able  to  do  something  rare  for  oui 
part  of  Africa:  go  swimming.  We  were 
assured  by  the  African  nurses  that  the 
nearby  river  held  no  parasites  such  as 
infect  the  other  rivers  and  make  swim- 
ming a  somewhat  risky  adventure. 


We  have  been  impressed  by 
the  good  spirit  of  the  African  Breth- 
ren, and  especially  appreciated  this 
spirit  during  our  visits  to  chapels  in  the 
Yaloke-Bossembele  district  to  partici- 
pate in  local  church  conferences.  I  re- 
call one  such  visit  to  a  village  called 
Wodakota.  We  had  brought  along 
movie  equipment  to  show  films.  The 
film  was  fifteen  minutes  into  the  story 
of  the  Prodigal  Son,  and  just  as  he  was 
about  to  enter  Damascus  everything 
suddenly  went  dark.  The  flashhghts 
came  on,  and  we  rushed  to  the  httle 
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lortable  power  plant  to  see  what 
ould  be  done.  Crank,  crank,  crank. 
)ne  person  after  another  tried  to  start 
he  plant,  but  the  only  response  to 
hese  efforts  was  a  few  coughs  and 
putters  from  the  motor.  So,  what  to 
lo!  The  people  naturally  were  disap- 
lointed.  The  young  people  and  their 
3aders  buUt  a  large  fire,  and  for  the 
lext  two  hours  these  young  people  en- 
ertained  themselves  and  everyone  else 
/ith  impromptu  games  and  skits,  one 
fter  another.  We  all  loved  it.  It  was  a 
evelation  as  to  how  ingenious  these 
leople  can  be.  They  know  how  to 
lave  a  good  time  as  God's  people. 

^^  The  Yaloke  station  is  some- 
ning  of  an  educational  center  with  a 
igh  school,  a  preparatory  school  of 
heology,  and  a  school  of  theology, 
'ou  may  recognize  the  names  of  Mar- 
in   Garber,    Eddie    Mensinger,    Jean- 


Louis  and  Colette  Steudler,  but  do  the 
names  Richard  Daiber,  Paul  Biancheri, 
and  Eric  Cazes  mean  anything  to  you? 
These  three  young  men  were  our  col- 
leagues at  the  James  Gribble  High 
School,  and  Eric  also  taught  in  the  Pre- 
paratory School  of  Theology.  Eric, 
who  has  since  returned  to  Switzerland 
(he  is  quite  ill;  remember  to  pray  for 
him),  is  an  electrical  technician  by  pro- 
fession. Paul  is  an  architectural  de- 
signer, and  Richard  is  a  secretary.  All 
three  spent  a  year  in  Geneva,  Switzer- 
land, at  the  Bible  Institute  of  Action 
Biblique,  an  evangelical  Swiss  group. 
Richard's  home  is  in  Geneva,  Switzer- 
land, and  Eric  is  from  a  small  town 
near  Neuchatel,  Switzerland.  Paul  is 
from  southern  France— the  city  of 
Grasse,  which  happens  to  be  the  per- 
fume capital  of  the  world.  These  three 
young  (all  under  thirty)  men  have  a 
real  desire  to  serve  the  Lord  and  have 
entered  into  mission  activities  with 
much  enthusiasm.  Last  year  Eric 
taught  science  and  mathematics  in  the 
high  school,  Richard  taught  French, 
and  Paul  taught  mathematics.  All 
taught  various  Bible  courses  as  well, 
which  are  included  in  the  high  school 
curriculum.  Each  teacher  took  a  turn 
in  having  the  devotions  held  every 
morning  in  the  high  school.  The 
School  of  Theology  students  also  had 
a  part  in  presenting  devotions.  All  the 
men  teachers  shared  in  the  preaching 
service  at  the  high  school  on  Sunday 
afternoon. 


French  except  for  a  few  courses  taught 
in  Sango.  However,  the  English  lan- 
guage is  taught  in  all  three  schools. 


We  are  principaUy  a  French- 
speaking  station,  although  Sango  and 
EngUsh  are  also  heard.  All  of  the 
teaching   in    the    three   schools   is  in 


One  of  the  real  delights  of 
Africa  for  me  has  been  the  star-painted 
nights  with  a  full  moon  shining  so 
brightly  that  shadows  of  trees  and 
buOdings  may  be  very  clearly  dis- 
tinguished. A  couple  of  nights  I  have 
awakened  to  see  a  stream  of  light  com- 
ing into  my  room  and,  realizing  it 
could  not  be  from  a  street  light,  I  have 
discovered  that  the  moon  simply  had 
progressed  to  the  side  of  the  house 
where  my  bedroom  is  located.  Nights 
are  filled  with  the  sounds  of  insects 
and  birds  undisturbed  by  noises  from 
automobiles  or  machinery.  One  bird 
has  a  song  that  resembles  the  sound  of 
someone  pounding  with  a  hammer  on 
a  piece  of  metal;  at  first  this  is  what  I 
thought  it  was.  The  sounds  of  the 
night  also  include  drums  and  dancing 
at  the  village.  Occasionally,  however, 
we  can  hear  the  music  of  hymns  com- 
ing from  a  group  of  Christians  who 
have  gathered  around  the  home  of  a 
believer.  Christians  do  this  when  there 
is  a  death,  and  also  at  moments  of  joy, 
such  as  baptisms. 


Of  course,  there  are  other 
scenes  that  come  to  mind:  scenes  of 
joy,  sorrow,  surprise,  anger,  love,  faith. 
I  would  simply  summarize  by  saying 
that  it  is  a  great  life  here.  1  cannot 
think  of  anything  else  1  would  rather 
do  or  anywhere  else  I  would  rather  be. 
But  life  is  always  great,  is  it  not,  when 
it  is  the  hfe  that  the  Lord  has  for  you!

Twenty-three  missionaries  on  furlough  from 
five  fields  converged  on  Winona  Lake  two  weeks 
before  national  conference  to  participate  in  the 
annual  missions  seminar.  In  order  to  keep  mission- 
aries abreast  of  current  mission  topics  and  provide 
an  atmosphere  that  wO]  encourage  study  and  self- 
improvement  in  their  work,  the  week's  schedule  is 
of  necessity  demanding.  Some  of  tliis  year's  topics 
included: 

*  The  Missionary  and  the  Indigenous  Church.  This 
concept  is  under  attack  in  mission  circles  today. 
Since  it  is  the  pohcy  of  Brethren  Foreign  Missions, 
it  needs  to  be  reviewed  and  reemphasized  from 
time  to  time. 

*  Mission/Church  Tensions.  The  success  of  mis- 
sions has  brought  with  it  some  peculiar  problems. 
These  tensions  were  explored  and  solutions 
sought.  Reports  of  the  Green  Lake  71  mission  con- 
ference were  shared  with  the  missionaries. 

*  Church  Growth  and  Extension  Seminary.  Much  excellent 
work  has  been  done  by  missiologists  in  these  two  fields. 
Missionaries  were  made  aware  of  the  valuable  studies  avail- 
able. 

*  Mission  Management.  Missionaries  were  introduced  to  the 
principles  of  good  management  so  that  they  can  be  more 
effective  in  their  ministry. 

A  number  of  guest  speakers  cooperated  to  make  the 
seminar  profitable.  Dr.  Herbert  Bess  warmed  the  hearts  of 
all  each  evening  with  his  exposition  of  the  Book  of  Micah.

visit  there.  The  family  began  to  attend 
services  occasionally.  It  could  have 
been  just  one  of  those  contacts  that 
fade  into  nothing.  But  in  this  case  a 
miracle  was  in  the  making. 

Five  months  after  his  birth  Arturo 
became  seriously  ill  with  an  intestinal 
infection.  Lack  of  proper  care— no 
money  for  a  doctor  or  medicine— took 
him  right  up  to  death's  door.  The 
church  rallied  to  pray  and  supply 
material  needs.  The  crisis  came  on 
New  Year's  Eve.  With  only  a  flutter  of 
hfe  left  in  the  tiny  body,  a  Tijuana 
physician  agreed  to  operate  because: 
"It  is  my  duty,  but  not  because  I  have 
hope  that  we  can  save  him.  Only  a 
miracle  can  do  that."  The  surgeon  did 
his  part.  God  did  His.  Arturo  now 
sports  a  lengthy  abdominal  scar  and  a 
healthy  bounce  in  a  sturdy  little  body 


to  prove  the  miracle. 

From  this  experience  came  under- 
standing that  God  is  real  in  daily  life. 
He  had  saved  Arturo's  life.  Now  the 
offer  of  eternal  life  througli  Jesus 
Christ  was  taken  seriously.  Jesus  and 
Juha  confessed  their  need  and  received 
the  miracle  of  salvation.  Little  by  little 
their  life  pattern  began  to  adjust  to  the 
truths  of  Scripture.  (I  "babysat"  the 
children  in  the  car  while  they  were  in 
the  city  hall  for  the  civil  ceremony 
uniting  them  in  marriage.)  They  have 
been  baptized.  Prayer  and  Bible  read- 
ing have  a  place  in  the  home.  Evange- 
hstic  services  and  child  evangehsm 
classes  are  held  there.  The  miracle  of 
transformation  is  underway.  Sick- 
nesses, lack  of  steady  work,  family 
problems,  neighborhood  prejudice— all 
work  at  cross  purposes  to  the  Gospel. 
More  than  once  1  have  been  asked  why 
these  things  happen  to  them.  The 
miracle  is  that  He  takes  these  very 
things  and  makes  them  work  "for 
good  to  them  that  love  God,  to  them 
who  are  the  called  according  to  his 
purpose"  (Rom.  8:28).  On  occasions 
they  are  able  to  see  this,  and  they  re- 
lax in  Him. 

Arturo  was  five  months  old  when 
his  life  was  spared.  It  was  a  miracle.  He 
was  three  when  I  got  him  to  pose  for  a 
snapshot  (a  small  miracle  in  my  eyes). 
What's  ahead  for  him?  His  parents 
have  impressed  on  his  mind  what  the 
Lord  has  done.  On  occasions,  when  he 
wants  to,  he  will  pull  up  his  shirt  and 
show  his  scar.  He  calls  it  "mi  testi- 
monio"  (my  testimony)  to  the  Lord's 
goodness.  He  is  now  four,  going  on 
five.  I  am  praying  that  as  he  grows  up 
he  will  never  forget  the  fact  that  the 
Lord  spared  his  hfe  and  that  the  Gos- 
pel came  into  his  home  through  that 
miracle.  Pray  with  me  that  the  small 
miracle  of  his  willingness  to  pose  for  a 
snapshot  may  be  an  indication  of  his 
willingness  in  the  days  ahead  to  be  a 
servant  of  Jesus  Christ  to  take  the  Gos- 
pel to  other  homes  in  Mexico.  #

This  past  January  15  was  a  great 
day  when,  after  months  of  waiting,  we 
finally  arrived  in  Argentina.  We  were 
met  at  the  airport  by  family  and  mis- 
sionaries, and  then  we  went  to  differ- 
ent homes  for  a  few  days  of  rest.  We 
had  much  news  to  teU  and  many  ques- 
tions to  ask  about  what  we  would  be 
doing. 

Just  three  days  later  our  work  be- 
gan. We  met  in  Don  Bosco  to  begin 
door-to-door  distribution  of  tracts, 
selling  of  Bibles,  and  inviting  to  film 
showings  each  evening  for  a  week.  It 
was  a  time  of  trying  to  learn  phrases  to 
present  the  work  and  a  time  of  enjoy- 
ing serving  the  Lord.  At  the  film  show- 
ings each  night  the  crowds  grew  larger 
and  larger.  One  man,  a  chemist,  came 
to  see  the  Moody  Science  fUms  each

evening  and  then  began  attending  the 
services  held  weekly  in  the  church. 
About  six  weeks  after  this  campaign, 
he  made  a  public  decision  for  Christ. 

Two  weeks  later  found  the  TIME 
(Training  In  Missionary  Endeavor) 
team  in  the  north  central  province  of 
Cordoba,  and  we  set  up  headquarters 
in  the  parsonage  of  the  church  at  La 
Carlota.  Each  morning  we  went  out  to 
nearby  towns,  where  little  or  no  testi- 
mony was  located,  and  did  door-to- 
door  work.  It  was  in  these  small  towns 
where  we  saw  the  most  eagerness  on 
the  part  of  the  people  to  listen  to  us 
and  to  want  to  read  God's  Word. 

We  went  into  a  store  where  a  young

man  was  working.  There  were  no  cus- 
tomers present  so  we  offered  to  sell 
him  a  Bible.  (If  we  found  customers  in 
a  store,  we  usually  just  left  a  tract  and 
an  invitation  to  see  the  films,  because 
an  interruption  in  business  was  not  al- 
ways appreciated.)  He  immediately 
asked  what  church  we  were  from  and 
what  the  differences  were  between  our 
church  and  his  (which  was  Roman 
Catholic).  We  explained  briefly  and  en- 
couraged him  to  purchase  a  Bible.  He 
was  very  much  impressed  with  the 
New  Testament  in  Popular  Version 
and  bought  one,  promising  to  read  it. 
In  these  little  towns  we  tried  to 
cover  the  entire  area,  including  the 
people  who  lived  on  the  outskirts. 
They  were  pleased,  to  visit  with  us  be- 
cause they  did  not  often  get  visitors. 
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rhey  usually  did  not  have  money  to 
my  the  hterature  we  had,  but  they 
eadily  accepted  the  tracts  explaining 
he  plan  of  salvation. 

The  annual  conference  came  Febru- 
iry  14-17,  and  the  team  went  to  Rio 
!;uarto  for  it.  Here  we  had  opportuni- 
ies  to  meet  national  workers  and  to 
ee  the  kind  of  work  they  are  doing. 
[Tie  team  had  charge  of  the  young 
)eople's  service  and  suppUed  skits  and 
pecial  music. 

Our  headquarters  for  the  next  week 
vas  Banda  Norte,  a  suburb  of  Rio 
Quarto,  and  again  we  went  out  to 
mall  towns.  We  often  held  the  film 
howings  in  a  vacant  lot  or  the  town 
)laza,  using  loudspeakers  to  draw  the 
ittention  of  the  people.  Many  people 
:ame  and  many  children  asked  when 
he  next  film  would  be  shown.  Sadly 
ve  had  to  tell  them  we  did  not  know. 

The  last  two  weeks  of  team  work 
rere  spent  in  the  capital  area.  We  had 
ihns  in  the  plaza  in  Haedo  (where  the 
iolon  Hoyts  are  presently  working). 
Aany  people  came  and  some  sought 
)ut  team  members  for  counseling  on 
lersonal  problems.  Even  today  we  are 
learing  reports  of  people  who  come  to 
he  meetings  because  they  heard  about 
hem  during  the  campaigns. 

The  other  TIME  team  members  left 
or  the  States  at  the  end  of  March,  and 
ny  husband  and  I  traveled  back  to  Rio 


Cuarto  to  remain  for  two  and  a  half 
more  months.  We  set  up  tables  to 
handle  the  correspondence  course 
work,  and  made  the  Moody  Science 
films  available  to  our  churches  and  to 
the  pubhc  schools.  Almost  every  week- 
end we  traveled  to  churches  to  show 
films.  During  this  time,  the  car  which 
the  mission  had  loaned  to  us  began  to 
cause  some  trouble.  Aldo  took  it  to  a 
repair  shop  to  have  it  worked  on.  The 
conversation  about  the  car  led  into  the 
type  of  work  we  were  doing,  and  so 
on,  and  Aldo  had  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity to  present  the  plan  of  salvation 
to  the  men  working  there.  The  man  in 
charge  was  very  much  interested  in 
seeing  some  of  the  films  we  had,  and  it 
just  happened  that  we  were  going  to 
show  one  at  the  church  that  weekend. 
We  expected  to  see  him  and  his  family 
there,  but  found  out  later  that  he  had 
slept  through  the  sound  of  his  alarm 
clock.  He  then  invited  us  to  his  house 
to  show  the  films!  He  asked  the  other 
men  from  his  shop  to  come  too,  and 
after  we  visited  with  them  for  a  while 
they  asked  to  see  a  film.  Each  film 
clearly  explains  the  plan  of  salvation. 
They  saw  two  films  and  then  we  had 
"tea"  with  them.  Aldo  asked  if  they 
wanted  to  see  another  film,  and  they 
said  yes.  We  continued  to  show  films 
until  eight  o'clock  that  evening.  When 
we  left  to  go  home  they  had  seen  five 


of  the  seven  fUms. 

Some  of  our  most  enjoyable  mo- 
ments were  spent  with  Pastor  Juan 
Colle  and  his  wife,  Mirta.  Aldo  and 
Juan  enjoyed  developing  pictures  in 
the  darkroom  and  Mirta  and  I  spent 
much  time  visiting  and  laughing  at  my 
misspoken  Spanish.  This  couple  meant 
much  to  us,  and  we  are  looking  for- 
ward to  renewing  our  friendship  when 
we  return  to  Argentina. 

The  Lord  gave  us  many  opportuni- 
ties to  serve  Him  while  we  were  in 
Argentina  for  those  five  short  months. 
We  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  people 
who  were  taking  the  correspondence 
courses  grow  in  their  knowledge  of  the 
Scriptures  as  they  studied  the  lessons 
and  mailed  in  their  answer  sheets  to  be 
corrected. 

We  saw  the  young  people  in  some 
of  the  churches  show  an  interest  in 
reaching  others  Ln  their  towns  for 
Christ. 

We  saw  people  come  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  the  Lord  Jesus  as  a  re- 
sult of  a  tract  or  a  film. 

The  Lord  indeed  used  this  time  to 
show  us  in  a  very  real  way  the  great 
need  there  is  in  Argentina  for  more 
workers.  We  were  challenged  with  the 
work  there,  and  it  is  our  desire— after 
completing  seminary  studies— to  return 
to  Argentina  to  serve  the  Lord  until 
He  comes.  #

Missionary  Medical  Plan.  For  years 
lie  FMS  carried  its  own  medical  plan 
nd  cared  for  all  our  missionary  medi- 
al bills,  including  transportation, 
ledical  costs  have  climbed  so  dras- 


FMS  board  meeting  in  session 
tically  that  a  careful  study  indicated 
the  need  for  some  changes.  A  broader 
base  of  coverage,  including  dental  and 
ocular  care  but  involving  the  mission- 
ary's sharing  in  all  expenses  up  to 
$1,000,  was  adopted.  This  will  enable 
the  Society  to  enter  a  major  medical 
insurance  coverage  plan  administered 
by  the  Christian  Medical  Society. 

*  Missionary  Retirement.  The  mission- 
ary retirement  plan  was  separated 
from  Social  Security  and  placed  on  a 
"years-of-service"  basis.  A  figure  has 
been  included  in  the  total  support  plan 
to  care  for  future  retirement  obliga- 
tions. 


*  Missionary  Allowances.  Inflation  and 
devaluation  of  the  doDar  have  forced 
further  adjustments  in  missionary  al- 
lowances on  some  fields.  Africa  was 
particularly  hard  hit  with  a  37  percent 
drop  in  dollar  value. 

*  African  Pastor's  Visit.  Pastor  Maur- 
ice Molekpo  met  with  the  Board  to 
talk  about  the  need  for  missionaries  in 
Africa. 

*  New  Board  Member.  Dr.  George 
Peek  was  introduced  at  the  corpo- 
ration meeting  during  the  conference. 
His  wisdom  as  a  successful  missionary- 
hearted  pastor  who  has  visited  most  of 
our  fields,  will  be  greatly  appreciated 
in  the  direction  of  the  FMS.-ZH'Z     »

summer.  They  tell  here  of  their  visit 
with  their  son  and  his  wife.  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Roger  Peugh,  who  are  spearhead- 
ing the  Brethren  FMS  work  in  Stutt- 
gart, Germany,  and  of  the  vacation 
trip  they  took  together. ) 

The  passports  have  been  put  away. 
The  pictures  have  been  developed.  We 
are  home  and  back  in  the  groove  of 
daily  routine.  Memories  and  reflec- 
tions are  our  treasures.  We  never  cease 
to  praise  the  Lord  for  the  many  bless- 
ings He  showers  upon  us.  Our  trip  to 
Germany  is  a  recent  experiential  bless- 
ing and  one  which  has  broadened  our 
horizons. 

As  we  traveled  on  the  "autobahn" 
(freeway)  across  the  land  of  Germany, 
we  noted  its  countless  villages.  At  one 
point  we  counted  ten  villages  we  could 
see  nestled  in  the  rolling  hills.  Always, 
always  there  was  a  tall  magnificent 
church  tower  poised  in  the  middle 
pointing  "One  Way— One  Way." 

We  worshiped  with  a  body  of  be- 
Hevers  in  East  Berlin.  Their  love  and 
friendship  was  keenly  felt.  We  were 
invited  to  dinner  and  fellowshiped 
with  a  couple.  They  were  burdened  for 
their  people.  They  were  active  in  a

They  knew  the  children—at  an  age  as 
early  as  two  years— were  being  taught 
by  the  government  in  a  way  contrary 
to  Christ's  teachings.  Mothers  are  ex- 
pected to  work  outside  the  home  be- 
cause of  the  labor  shortage.  The 
"system"  provides  preschool  care— 
which  includes  training  the  mind  in 
compliance  with  the  "system's"  goals. 
Pray  for  these  believers. 

Some  observations  about  the  East 
Berlin  believers:  (1)  They  had  a  bur- 
den for  their  people— spiritually;  (2) 
They  were  content  in  living  with  their 
many  restrictions;  and  (3)  Stores  were 
fdled  with  displays  of  merchandise 
they  would  have  to  order  five  months 
to  two  years  in  advance. 

In  West  Germany  there  is  a  differ- 
ent story.  The  country  is  very  prosper- 
ous. We  saw  many  of  the  same  worldly 
pursuits  we  see  in  the  United  States. 
The  stores  were  filled  with  merchan- 
dise available  on  demand.  The  State 
Churches  of  Germany  each  had  its  bell 
tower  which  rang  out  the  time  of  day 
each  quarter  hour,  night  and  day.  The 
bells  rang  endlessly  on  Saturday.  We 
were  aware,  beyond  anything  we  had 
experienced  in  America,  of  the  call  of 
the  church  to  come  and  worship.  Yet, 
few  are  found  worshiping  on  Sunday. 
The   question  comes  to  mind— where 


has  the  "church"  failed?  The  praye^ 
came  to  our  hearts,  "May  God  b  i 
pleased  to  use  the  Brethren  testimon;  j 
and  witness  to  draw  many  to  himself.'  | 
There  is  a  hunger  among  God's  peoplj 
in  Stuttgart.  There  are  five  ladies  dm 
one  father  with  his  two  children  whcj 
faithfully  attend  Wednesday  and  Sun-^ 
day  services.  Possibly  a  dozen  otheij 
families  attend  on  occasion.  The' 
Brethren  witness  is  new— but  the  evil 
dence  of  God's  blessing  is  seen.  Pray^ 
that  a  hunger  for  righteousness  will  fill; 
the  hearts  of  needy  people. 

In  a  lighter  vein,  we  enjoyed  "see- 
ing" many  historic  sights  of  Europe. 
The  walled  city  of  Rothenburg,  buUt 
in  the  eleventh  century,  spoke  of  a 
proud  people  intent  on  protecting 
themselves  from  invaders.  Entered  by 
a  narrow  archway,  the  city  was  alive 
with  busloads  of  tourists.  The  farm 
country  we  passed  through  seemed 
well  cared  for. 

Our  vacation  took  us  through 
Munich  where  we  saw  the  Franken- 
kirch  towers  325  feet  higli.  This  town 
is  the  home  of  the  Olympics,  and  we 
saw  the  stadium  designed  by  com- 
puters in  Stuttgart.  Truly  a  fantastic 
piece  of  architecture  supported  by 
cables. 

In  Austria  we  experienced  the 
charm  of  country  living.  We  stayed  in 
a  country  home  where  the  barn  was 
attached  to  a  lovely  new  and  very 
modern  home.  The  children  enjoyed 
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seeing  the  cows  milked  and  the  chick- 
ens fed.  The  view  out  our  window  was 
breathtaking  with  tall  mountains,  roll- 
ing hills,  green  pastures,  and  a  lovely 
church  with  a  Gothic  tower  off  in  the 
distance. 

Salzburg,  the  home  of  Mozart,  had 
a  very  interesting  museum  showing  his 
piano,  violin  and  personal  works.  The 
formal  gardens  and  statuary  were  be- 
ing enjoyed  by  the  busloads  of  vaca- 
tioners. Shops,  laden  with  trinkets, 
lined  the  narrow  streets  and  afforded 
many  happy  times  for  browsing  and 
shopping. 

We  left  Salzburg  for  Berchtesgaden 
in  Germany  to  visit  Hitler's  Eagle  Nest. 
Hitler  had  built  this  high  up  in  the 
Bavarian  Alps  as  a  retreat.  That  was  an 
experience!  We  drove  as  high  up  the 
mountain  as  they  would  let  us  go. 
rhen  we  put  the  car  in  the  parking  lot 
ind  took  a  bus  up  nearer  the  top.  The 
road  was  a  22  percent  grade  and  just 
wide  enough  for  the  bus.  They  had 
ibout  ten  Mercedes  buses  built  espe- 
:iaUy  for  the  trip.  Each  bus  hauled 
fifty-five  to  sixty  people.  About  half- 
ivay  up,  a  wide  spot  was  built  for  them 
to  stop  so  the  buses  coming  down 
:ould  pass.  Contact  between  buses  was 
Tiade  by  walkie-talkie  radio.  At  the 
3US  stop  we  unloaded  and  took  the 
ilevator  which  was  reached  by  a  tun- 
lel  about  three  hundred  feet  long.  The 
ilevator  took  us  up  four  hundred  feet 
;o  the  only  building  left  there.  This  is 
I  real  tourist  attraction. 

At  the  Palace  Schonbrunn  in  Vien- 
la,  we  went  through  forty-five  of  the 
ileven  hundred  rooms.  Each  room 
leemed  more  beautiful  than  the  other 
-lavishly  designed  for  Maria  Teresa 
ind  her  sixteen  children.  Thomas  Edi- 
;on  was  imported  to  supervise  the  in- 
tallation  of  the  electricity.  The  chan- 
leliers  were  artfully  decorated  with 
;rystal  flowers  of  all  colors;  even  the 
toves  were  gilded  and  ornately  de- 
igned. The  gardens  surrounding  the 
)alace  were  unbelievably  large.  Foun- 
ains  splashed  at  every  turn,  gurghng 
vater  from  the  hand  or  mouth  of 
anciful  turtles,  fish  or  people. 

At  the  city  park,  an  open  air  con- 
ert  was  held  in  the  afternoon.  This 
leing  the  home  of  Johann  Strauss,  it 
ras  fitting  to  hear  them  play  the 
'Beautiful  Blue  Danube  Waltz."  Here 
ve  visited  a  petit  point  factory  and 
purchased  some  tiny  pin  dishes,  hand- 
lainted  and  lovely.  Vienna  is  noted  for

these  things.  We  ate  weinersnitzel  for 
dinner. 

Yugoslavia  was  a  contrast.  Hard- 
working people  were  seen  using  their 
milk  cows  to  pull  the  hay  wagon.  We 
saw  a  steam  locomotive— a  delight  to 
Ryan  and  Philip  with  its  smoke  stack 
and  clatter.  Many  hops  were  grown 
there. 

We  crossed  the  border  to  Italy. 
Venice  afforded  a  picturesque  gondola 
ride  to  a  glass  factory  and  dinner  along 
the  canal  in  an  outdoor  cafe.  Hard  to 
keep  the  children  in  a  chair. 

The  highlight  of  Florence  was  see- 
ing the  statue  of  David  done  by 
Michelangelo. 

Rome  was  a  real  highlight.  Visiting 
the  Catacombs,  the  Appian  Way,  Sis- 
tine  Chapel,  St.  Peters,  the  Pantheon, 
and  the  Colosseum,  we  were  awed  by 
the  works  of  art  and  the  buildings 
built  so  many,  many  years  ago. 

We  drove  north  to  Genoa,  home  of 
Christopher  Columbus,  busiest  port  in 
Italy.  On  to  Monte  Carlo  through 
hundreds  of  tunnels,  joined  by  count- 
less bridges.  We  counted  eight  over  a 
mile  long-tunnels,  that  is.  Truly  an 
engineering  masterpiece.  There  were 
terraced  farms  along  the  road  growing 
olives  and  grapes.  Grain  must  grow 
somewhere— but  not  here. 

The  Leaning  Tower  of  Pisa  was 
visible  long  before  we  got  close  to  it. 
To  us,  it  was  an  architectural  gem  in 
design.  We  traveled  through  Pisa  on 
our  way  to  Monte  Carlo.  The  first 
place  we  looked  up  there  was  a  Trans- 
World  Radio  Station.  The  station 
broadcasts    Christian    programs    to 


twelve  different  lands  in  Africa  and 
Asia.  Hitler  had  built  the  station  and 
intended  it  to  be  used  as  his  tool  to 
control  conquered  countries.  It  has 
since  been  taken  over  by  Radio  Monte 
Carlo  and  Trans-World  Broadcasting 
Company,  reaching  millions  for  Christ. 

Switzerland  was  more  beautiful 
than  we  had  imagined.  The  green  hill- 
sides, the  high  jagged  mountains 
specked  with  snow  pockets  and  gla- 
ciers, the  flower-boxed  country 
homes,  and  lovely  flowers  presented 
an  altogether  magnificent  spectacle. 

The  final  visit  of  our  trip  was  to  the 
Black  Forest  Museum.  Here  we  visited 
homes  buUt  in  1577.  They  were  de- 
signed by  German  fanners  to  meet 
their  needs.  The  top  floor  was  built 
direcfly  on  the  hillside  so  that  hay 
carts  could  be  driven  from  the  hiUside 
right  into  the  barn.  The  second  floor 
followed  the  slope  of  the  hillside  down 
and  was  the  haymow  and  bedroom 
floor.  From  this  floor  the  hay  was 
passed  down  a  chute  to  the  cattle  on 
the  ground  floor.  The  ground  floor 
also  contained  the  smoke-house,  kit- 
chen, spinning  room,  and  glass-blowing 
shop.  Close  by  was  a  chapel,  sawmill, 
oven  and  flour  mill.  The  door  hinges 
were  neatly  carved  out  of  wood. 

After  seeing  all  these  many  differ- 
ent cultures  and  the  ingenious  ways 
these  people  have  met  their  needs  and 
embellished  their  lives  with  works  of 
art,  we  have  a  great  respect  for  their 
accomplishments.  We  owe  a  great  debt 
to  the  heritage  we  have  received  to 
press  on  to  higher  ground  for  the  glory 
of  God.  m

A  six-fold  pattern  for  the  evaluation  of  our  church  growth 


As  we  enter  this  year  of  particular 
evangelistic  emphasis,  GROW  73,  most 
of  us  would  agree  on  the  absolute  im- 
perative of  the  formulation,  pursuit 
and  evaluation  of  our  goals  and  objec- 
tives, both  as  a  denomination  and  even 
more  necessary  as  local  churches.  As 
for  the  denomination,  the  columns  on 
the  PSA  monthly  print-out  labeled 
"Average  attendance  per  church"  and 
"Increase/Loss  of  all  churches"  will 
give  us  a  good  gauge  of  the  total  move- 
ment of  the  National  FeUowship.  In 
order  for  this  to  be  totaUy  accurate 
and  of  greatest  benefit,  there  must  be 
total  church  cooperation.  However, 
any  truly  remedial  measures  must  be 
taken  at  the  local  level.  Especially  at 
the  local  level  there  is  a  crying  need 
for  prayer  which  is  meaningful  in 
quality,  intercessory  in  kind,  and 
specific  as  to  subject.  Especially  at  the 
local  level  we  must  have  deeply  com- 
mitted involved  leadership  demon- 
strating the  imperative  of  personal 
evangelism  if  GROW  73  is  to  be 
GROW  73. 

Now  as  to  goals,  just  what  are  we 
aiming  at?  GROWth,  as  the  name  im- 


plies? Let  us  give  the  time  and  thought 
to  being  a  bit  more  specific.  What  kind 
of  growth  are  we  aiming  at?  Take 
"transfer  growth"  for  instance.  It  may 
be  fairly  easily  explained  in  human 
terms.  It  may  be  initiated  by  the  cha- 
risma of  some  program  or  personality, 
the  very  momentum  of  growth,  or 
some  other  reasonably  understandable 
factor.  But  true  church  growth,  that  is, 
conversion  growth,  is  not  so  easily  ex- 
plained. It  is  something  all  together 
supernatural— supernatural  because  the 
salvation  is  supernatural.  Salvation  is  a 
work  of  God.  True  church  growth  is 
the  salvation  of  lost  men,  women, 
boys  and  girls.  Therefore,  church 
growth  is  God's  work,  and  therefore  a 
supernatural  work.  However,  the  won- 
der is  that  God  has  chosen  us  to  be  His 
"extension"  to  the  world— the  imple- 
mentation of  His  saving  purposes.  The 
result  is  that  there  is  a  tremendous 
burden  resting  upon  the  church,  the 
burden  of  representing  God  to  men. 

Now,  this  burden  of  representing 
God  to  men  and  then  watching  Him 
cause  the  church  to  grow  is  not  entire- 
ly a  "mystical"  operation.  Logic,  com- 


moh  sense,  and  "good  business  pro- 
cedures" may  be  used  of  God  in  ac- 
complishing the  task.  Therefore,  as  we 
stand  at  the  brink  of  a  year  of  par- 
ticular evangelistic  endeavor,  we  com- 
mend to  the  churches  of  the  National 
Fellowship  the  foUowing  sixfold  pat- 
tern for  evaluating  our  effectiveness  as 
we  enter  GROW  73. 

FIRST: 

Evaluate  your  present  situation. 
This  can  be  accomplished  with  varying 
degrees  of  success  depending  on  the 
quality  of  your  past  record  systems. 
Trace  your  past  rate  of  growth.  Ex- 
amine it  by  departments.  Discern  your 
strong  areas  and  areas  which  need 
more  work.  Determine  the  type  of 
growth  that  you  have  experienced  in 
the  past.  To  what  degree  has  it  been 
conversion  growth?  If  the  church  has 
experienced    decline,   attempt   to   ac- 
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;ount  for  it,  not  as  an  escape  from 
esponsibility,  but  to  clearly  define  the 
)bstacles  over  which  you  will  ask  God 
0  make  you  victorious. 

SECOND: 

Establish  reasonable  goals  based  on 
he  above  evaluation  of  your  present 
tate  of  affairs.  Your  goals  should  be 
arge  enough  to  demand  your  total 
lependence  on  the  Lord  to  meet 
hem.  Include  a  projected  timetable  to 
each  these  goals.  To  aid  in  reaching 


the  long  range  goals,  establish  inter- 
mediate goals  and  determine  to  meet 
them. 

THIRD: 

Faithfully  record  and  report  your 
figures  to  the  Christian  Education 
Department.  Ultimately,  attaining 
your  goals  will  demand  the  careful  and 
continual  evaluation  of  your  progress. 
This  is  based  on  your  faithfulness  in 
noting  and  reporting  your  figures.  PSA 
is  offered  as  a  ministry  to  you,  but  it  is 
only  as  effective  as  you  will  allow  it  to

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be.  It  is  dependent  on  your  "input." 

FOURTH: 

Observe  the  information  which  is 
supplied  to  you  on  the  monthly  print- 
out. Note  the  breakdown  of  depart- 
ments, the  relationship  between  Sun- 
day School  and  church  attendances, 
your  standing  with  relationship  to  the 
other  churches  in  the  Fellowship.  It 
would  also  be  helpful  to  compare  your 
growth  with  other  churches  in  your 
immediate  community. 

FIFTH: 

Evaluate  the  information  in  terms 
of  the  following:  Is  there  general 
growth  or  decline?  Which  departments 
are  excelling?  Why?  Which  depart- 
ments are  declining?  Why?  Which 
departments  are  faithfully  following 
up  on  absentees  and  prospects?  As  a 
leader,  what  has  been  my  example  in 
personal  evangelism  this  past  month? 
What  accounts  for  our  numerical  in- 
creases? Is  it  conversion  growth?  How 
does  our  performance  measure  up  to 
our  goals? 

SIXTH: 

Revise  goals  based  on  the  new  in- 
formation. These  figures  supplied  to 
you  and  your  general  observation  and 
evaluation  of  what  is  happening  wiU 
point  out  particular  areas  of  need. 
Throw  your  resources  behind  these 
areas.  Tool  up  for  conversion  growth 
throughout  the  Sunday  School  and 
total  church  program.  Determine  to  be 
satisfied  with  nothing  less.  It  may  be 
necessary  to  revise  your  goals  higher. 
In  any  case,  at  the  sixth  point  you  be- 
gin this  sixfold  process  again.  The  con- 
tinued analysis  of  your  situation, 
bathed  in  prayerful,  enthusiastic  work 
will  certainly  be  blessed  by  the  Lord 
toward  a  year  in  which  Brethren 
churches  do  their  part  to  depopularize 
hell  of  potential  "eternity-long"  resi- 
dents.

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"Don't  Build  a  Darkroom" 

During  my  high  school  years  pho- 
tography was  my  favorite  hobby.  I 
remember  the  time  I  buUt  a  darkroom 
in  our  basement.  The  goal  was  to  cre- 
ate a  room  tliat  was  absolutely  dark.  It 
turned  out  to  be  a  harder  task  than 
you  might  imagine.  The  light  kept  try- 
ing to  get  in. 

I  fought  it  the  best  I  could  by  naO- 
ing  up  boards,  patching  little  leaks 
with  Mystik  tape,  and  stuffing  holes 
with  plaster.  1  regarded  light  as  the 
enemy  and  set  out  to  eliminate  it.  My 
task  was  never  fully  successful.  No 
matter  how  hard  1  tried,  there  was  al- 
ways a  leak  somewhere.  Very  few 
photographic  darkrooms  are  really 
light-tight. 

Aren't  you  glad  that  light  is  so  per- 
sistent? Ever  since  God  said,  "Let 
there  be  light,"  He  has  been  sending 
His  messengers  to  brighten  this  dark 
world  and  chase  the  darkness  away. 

People  try  so  hard  to  shut  the  light 
out.  They  throw  up  walls  of  intellec- 
tual aloofness.  They  throw  up  a  screen 
of  skepticism  or  indifference.  They 
resist  every  attempt  made  by  God's 
messengers  to  penetrate  their  dark- 
room. But  the  light  keeps  working, 
and  many  have  given  up  their  deter- 
mination to  stay  in  a  darkroom  and 
opened  up  their  hearts  to  the  Light  of 
the  world. 

Even  Christians  sometimes  deliber- 
ately shut  out  the  God-given  light  that 
might  help  them.  Discouraged  Sunday 
School  teachers,  frantic  youth  work- 
ers, frustrated  choir  leaders,  and  tired 
pastors  could  let  a  lot  of  light  in  if 
they  would  simply  read  that  new 
book,  attend  that  workshop,  try  that 
new  idea,  or  scrap  that  old  method. 

Don't  build  a  darkroom  unless 
you're  going  to  develop  pictures.  If 
you  want  to  develop  a  Christian  life, 
let  all  the  light  possible  shine  in.        »

CLASS  BULLETIN  BOARDS!  Do  you  regularly  pray 
for  your  pupils?  If  so,  do  you  use  a  list  to  make  sure 
you  don't  forget  anyone?  Why  not  make  a  visual  list": 
"Click"  a  picture  of  each  student  in  your  class.  Use  thesel 
pictures  to  make  a  class  bulletin  board  in  the  house  where' 
you  pray  and  study.  As  you  pray,  you  can  "look"  at  thai 
pupU.  Also,  make  a  bulletin  board  in  your  classroom.  When 
a  pupil  is  absent,  the  whole  class  can  "see"  that  pupU  and 
pray  for  him. 

LEARN  ABOUT  MISSIONARIES:  Whenever  a 
missionary  visits  your  church,  "click"  his  picture. 
Have  a  photo  store  enlarge  the  picture  to  5"  x  7"  or 
8"  X  10".  Make  a  display  using  the  picture  which  will  help 
to  remind  the  class  to  pray  for  that  missionary  throughout 
the  year.  It  could  also  foster  interest  in  sending  money, 
gifts  and  letters. 

INCORPORATE  INTO  PROGRAMS:  Has  your  class 
ever  participated  in  the  annual  Christmas  program  or 
similar  activity?  Remember  all  the  confusion  at  the 
last  minute  when  you  had  "50  million"  other  things  to  do. 
Next  time,  plan  ahead.  Complete  everything  a  few  weeks  in 
advance.  Then  get  the  camera  and  "chck."  Photograph  your 
class  members  in  full  costume  on  colored  slide  film.  Make  a 
tape  recording  of  the  various  speaking  parts  or  music.  Then 
when  the  time  comes  for  the  program,  sit  back  and  watch. 

LASS  FIELD  TRIPS:  Even  a  young  child  can  take  a 
camera  on  a  walk  througli  God's  creation  and  "cHck" 
pictures.  Slides  could  be  shown  to  parents  or  a  bul- 
letin board  could  be  made  using  black  and  white  or  colored 
prints. 

EY  ACTIVITIES:  The  next  time  your  class  has  a 
party  or  outing,  get  out  the  camera  and  start  "click- 
ing." Colored  slides  can  be  shown  at  the  next  activity. 
You  could  also  take  pictures  at  each  activity  and  then  show 
them  all  at  once  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Prints  could  be  used 
to  make  up  a  bulletin  board  to  publicize  your  next  social  or 
they  could  be  held  over  to  show  next  year's  class  how  much 
fun  is  possible  at  a  class  gathering. 

Remember,  the  camera  is  only  a  tool.  It  is  not  an  end  in 
itself.  Only  use  pictures  to  help  you  achieve  the  goals  of 
your  class,  not  just  for  the  sake  of  taking  pictures.  W

The  whole  context  of  this  verse 
resses  male-female  differences  and 
istinctions.  The  Apostle  Paul  bases 
is  teaching  partially  on  creation  (v. 
).  Thus,  the  verse  has  lasting  validity, 
id  is  not  just  "cultural."  This  is  also 
len  from  the  teachings  of  "nature." 

What  is  the  meaning  of  the  word 
nature"?  A  good  definition  would  be 
le  inclinations  within  man,  given  by 
od,  which  prompt  him  to  perform  as 
product  of  and  participant  in  God's 
eation,  in  a  way  God  intended.  When 
3ople  act  wickedly  "against  nature" 
ley  open  themselves  to  all  forms  of 
n  and  Divine  Judgment  (Rom. 
:26-27). 

"Nature"  teaches  that  letting  the 
lir  grow  (literal  meaning)  is  shameful. 
hat  is,  it  violates  one  distinction  that 
od  intended  should  exist  between 
le  sexes.  One  who  overlooks  this 
irse  has  rejected  his  God-given  role. 

Scripture  does  not  legislate  length, 
jt  the  context  does  consider  it  in  re- 
tion  to  woman's  hair.  The  stress 
lerefore  is:  there  should  be  an  ob- 
rvable  difference  between  the  length 
F  a  man's  hair  and  that  of  women 
ithin  the  same  culture. 

Let  it  be  observed  that  historical 
fidence  would  seem  to  contradict 
tists'  conceptions  of  a  Christ  with 
ing  locks! 

he  Bible  and  Personal  Modesty 

"Likewise  also  [I  desire]  women  to 
lorn  themselves  in  outward  apparel 
hich  is  appropriate,  accompanied  by 
lOdesty  and  self-control"  (I  Tim.  2;9, 
teral  translation). 

Let  us  notice  first  of  all  that  almost 
1  Biblical  teaching  on  dress  is  given  to 
le  woman.  This  is  because  the  Scrip- 
ires  recognize  that  God  made  the 
Oman  capable  of  influencing  the  man 
)r  both  good  and  evil.  God  holds  the 
Oman  accountable  for  how  she  in- 
uences  a  man  and  judges  the  man  for 
3W  he  responds  (see  I  Tim.  2:14  and 
en.  3:6-19). 

The  Bible  has  high  praise  for  the 
iscreet,  godly  woman,  but  also  sharp 
iproof  for  those  who  would  violate 
ivine  standards  of  modesty  and 
lastity.   Ample  warning   is  given  to 


young  men  as  to  what  kind  of  girl  to 
avoid: 

—  one  with  sweet  talk  and  eyes 
that  seduce  (Prov.  6:24-25) 

—  a  loud,  flirty  girl  (Prov.  7:5, 
11-12, 21;9:13-15) 

—  a  bold,  independent  girl  (Prov. 
7:11-12) 

—  a  girl  who  dresses  immodestly  or 
suggestively  (Prov.  7:10;  I  Tim. 
2:9-10;  see  I  Peter  3:3-4). 

Young  men  are  warned,  "Remove 
thy  way  far  from  her,  and  come  not 


nigh  the  door  of  her  house"  (Prov. 
5:8). 

1  Timothy  2:9  is  the  clearest  in- 
struction given  in  the  New  Testament. 
I  would  paraphrase  this  verse:  "Let 
women  testify  to  their  character  by 
clothing  themselves  in  proper  apparel 
.  .  .  proper  for  a  heart  that  is  reserved 
and  responsible." 

The  Apostle  Paul  is  speaking  here 
about  outward  appearance.  We  see  this 
clearly  when  we  learn  that  the  word 
"apparel"  means  the  outward  garment. 
It  is  interesting  that  the  words 
"adorn"  and  "modest"  both  come 
from  the  same  root  word  in  Greek— 
the  word  "kosmos,"  which  means  "the 
outward  arrangement,  the  adorning." 
Christian  women  are,  therefore,  to 
"adorn  themselves  in  adorning  ap- 
parel." That  is,  their  apparel  is  to  be 
appropriate  and  suitable. 

Suitable  for  what?  The  verse  con- 
tinues by  speaking  of  the  inner  charac- 
ter that  the  Christian  girl  should  have. 
Her  appearance  should  testify  of  this, 
not  to  how  bold  she  is,  how  up  to 
date,  or  how  much  she  reads  teenage 
magazines. 

Her  dress  should  first  of  all  show 
that  she  is  reserved.  The  word  means 
"bashful,  hesitant  to  put  on  display." 
She  honors  her  body  as  God's  temple 
(I  Cor.  6:19-20).  She  would  never  be 
bold  in  dress,  but  respects  others  and 
herself.  Her  dress  would  never  at  any 
time  encourage  evU  action  or  thoughts 
in  others. 


Second,  her  dress  shows  she  is  re- 
sponsible. She  dresses  sanely  and  with 
self-control.  She  will  not  be  swayed  by 
ads,  peer-pressure,  fashion  to  violate 
Biblical  standards.  Titus  2:3-5  teaches 
that  older  women  are  to  instill  this 
quality  in  young  girls  by  their  own  ex- 
ample! Mothers,  God  also  gives  you 
veto-power  at  the  clothing  counter! 

In  short,  the  dress  of  Christian  girls 
should  be  an  adornment  of  "good 
works,"  which  is  only  right  for  those 
who  speak  loudly  about  godliness 
(read  I  Tim.  2:10). 

Can  this  be  applied?  The  Apostle 
Paul  apphed  it  to  his  day  (2:9).  Legal- 
ism is  always  wrong,  but  guidelines  are 
valid  provided  the  Biblical  principles 
on  which  they  are  based  are  not  for- 
gotten. May  we  suggest  three: 

"My  dress  will  always  testify  to  a 
reserved  and  responsible  spirit"  (v.  9). 

"My  dress  will  not  encourage  wrong 
thoughts  or  envy  in  others"  (Gal. 
5:26). 

"My  dress  will  never  detract  others 
from  seeing  the  Christ  who  forms  my 
inner  character"  (Rom.  12:1-2). 

One  final  word.  We  may  be  sure 
that  today's  designers  and  promoters 
are  not  interested  in  these  goals.  We 
just  don't  live  that  way,  anymore!  It  is 
always  wise  to  be  on  the  cautious  and 


conservative  side  toward  any  new  fash- 
ion. No  method  of  Bible  study  can 
justify  the  short  dresses,  tight  clothing, 
mini-skirts,  hot  pants,  or  abbreviated 
beach  attire  that  accompany  and  re- 
flect today's  permissive  mini-morals. 
Your  outward  appearance  wUl  testify 
either  to  these  (knowingly  or  unknow- 
ingly), or  to  a  "meek  and  quiet  spirit, 
which  is  in  the  sight  of  God  of  great 
price"  (1  Peter  3:4).  » 
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Does  the  Bible  have  standards  for  hair  and  dress? 


Qualities  that  men  notice— hand- 
some appearance  and  great  stature— are 
not  qualities  God  regards  when  He 
chooses  a  king.  Samuel  is  reminded  by 
God  that  He  loolcs  at  inward  character, 
".  .  .  for  man  looketh  on  the  outward 
appearance  but  the  Lord  looketh  on 
the  heart"  (I  Sam.  16:7).  This  is  a 
verse  rich  in  meaning,  but  also  often 
abused  by  being  taken  out  of  its  con- 
text. 

Yet,  the  Scriptures  have  many 
words  regarding  controllable  fea- 
tures of  outward  appearance.  The  out- 
ward look  is  to  be  a  testimony  to  the 
Christian's  inner  character.  Unsaved 
people  realize  this;  for  especially  in  re- 
cent years  much  significance  has  been 
attached  to  dress  and  appearance  as 
symbols  of  definite  philosophies  or 
moral  positions. 

We  trust  that  Christians  who  violate 
Biblical  standards  of  appearance  do  so 
without  realizing  their  nature  or  im- 


portance. If  this  is  the  case,  a  study  of 
the  Scriptures  that  apply  should  be  al- 
lowed to  reshape  our  convictions. 

When  considering  the  importance 
of  appearance,  it  is  interesting  to 
notice  how  quickly  God  provided  the 
necessary  clothing  to  Adam  and  Eve. 
Coats  of  animal  skins  (Gen.  3:21)  re- 
quired the  shedding  of  blood,  and 
therefore  were  symbolic  of  divine 
righteousness  bestowed  on  sinners. 
The  priests  of  Israel  were  clothed  in 
lavish  garments,  suitable  to  the  dignity 
of  their  office  and  symbolic  of  their 
priestly  functions.  The  Old  Testament 
prophets  often  dressed  according  to 
the  nature  of  their  message.  In  the 
Book  of  Revelation,  Christ  and  his 
saints  are  clothed  in  attire  rich  in  sig- 
nificance. 

The  Law  of  Moses  carefully  guard- 
ed the  God-ordained  differences  of 
creation,  when  "God  created  man  in 
his    own    image  .  .  .  male    and   female

created  he  them"  (Gen.  1:27).  Moses 
instructed  Israel,  "The  woman  shall 
not  wear  that  which  pertaineth  unto  a 
man,  neither  shall  a  man  put  on  a 
woman's  garment,  for  all  that  do  so 
are  an  abomination  unto  the  Lord  thy 
God"  (Deut.  22:5).  Obviously,  the 
God  who  looks  foremost  "on  the 
heart"  is  also  interested  in  outward  ap-| 
pearance! 

A  principle  such  as  this  obviously 
does  not  apply  to  superficial  similari- 
ties such  as  color,  but  it  would  relate 
to  the  growing  trend  toward  unisexual 
styles,  and  Christians  will  doubtless  be 
facing  increasingly  the  choice  between 
conformity  to  the  Word  and  the 
world.  No  Christian  can  justify  apparel 
or  accessories  that  are  more  appro- 
priate on  a  man  than  on  a  woman  or 
vice  versa. 

The  Bible  and  Hair 

"Doth  not  even  nature  itself  teach 
you,  that,  if  a  man  have  long  hair,  it  is 
a  shame  unto  him?"  (I  Cor.  1 1 :  14). 

The  Christian  must  always  display 
unquestionable  and  unquestioning  love 
to  others  who  may  do  things  "a  little 
bit  differently."  While  this  verse  may 
be  discussing  a  lesser  point  of  Christian 
teaching,  however,  it  still  is  Christian 
(Continued  on  page  27) 
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If  you  have  ever  tried  to  motivate 
people  through  the  means  of  speech,  it 
comes  as  no  surprise  to  learn  that 
some  listen  better  than  others.  If  you 
are  a  parent  with  more  than  one  child, 
you  already  know  that  one  may  listen 
better  than  another.  If  you  are  a 
policeman  and  have  ever  attempted  to 
direct  traffic,  you  know  that  some 
people  listen  better  than  others. 

I  read  an  example  of  a  man  who 
must  have  heard  (and  listened  to)  the 
commandment  to  "be  fruitful,  and 
multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth."  In 
the  newspaper  the  other  day  there  was 
the  account  of  a  man  who  died  at  the 
age  of  ninety.  That  is  a  remarkable  age 
to  attain,  but  the  interesting  fact  was 
not  his  death— it  was  the  number  of  his 
offspring.  Would  you  believe  it,  he  had 
285,  yes,  two  hundred  and  eighty-five 
survivors!  There  were  3  daughters,  1 
son,  2  sisters,  58  grandchildren,  and 
221  great  grandchildren.  (I  think  it  is 
worthy   of  observation  that  his  wife

preceded  him  in  death.  You  may  draw 
your  own  conclusions.)  He  did  his  part 
in  replenishing  the  earth. 

Having  been  in  Christian  work  all  of 
my  adult  life,  I  have  observed  people. 
They  are  indeed  a  most  interesting 
study.  Now,  understand  that  I  have 
left  the  above  mentioned  Olustration. 
But,  as  I  continue  to  think  of  listening, 
I  could  earnestly  wish  that  it  were  true 
that  people  would  really  learn  to  lis- 
ten. Listen  to  that  which  is  correct  and 
right.  There  are  many  voices  that  are 
wUHng  to  give  us  instruction  on  what 
to  buy,  where  to  go,  what  to  do.  Some 
of  the  voices  heard  are  wrong.  For  ex- 
ample. Eve  was  a  good  listener,  but  she 
listened  to  a  wrong  voice.  She  spent 
too  long  at  the  wrong  place,  looking  at 
the  wrong  thing,  and  longing  for  a 
wrong  goal  in  life.  She  was  ready  to 
listen  to  a  wrong  voice.  She  believed  it; 
she  fell  in  response  to  it. 

When  it  comes  to  warnings,  people 
just  do  not  listen  well.  They  either 
think  that  it  will  not  happen,  or  it  will 
not  happen  to  them.  They  have  to 
learn  by  experiencing  tragic  results  be- 
cause they  refuse  to  hear  and  obey 
that  which  is  right.  Consider  a  congre- 
gation of  people;  let  the  whole  group 
listen  to  the  same  voice  and  the  same 
message.   The   end   result   wiU   be   a 


varied  assortment  of  different  re- 
actions. The  reason  for  this  is  that  the 
listeners  will  hear  and  then  respond 
according  to  the  basis  of  their  own 
wills  and  wishes.  They  determine  by 
their  wills  to  do  that  which  they  really 
want  or  wish  to  do.  If  they  desire 
God's  wUl,  they  will  respond  to  Him 
and  set  their  lives  on  a  pathway  to  fol- 
low His  teachings.  If  they  desire  to  ful- 
fill their  own  ways,  they  wall  go  con- 
trary to  His  will. 

Some  hsten  better  than  others  to 
God's  ways.  That  is  why  there  are 
Abrahams,  Moseses,  Noahs,  Elijahs  and 
Daniels.  There  are  also  Cains,  Sauls, 
Jonahs  and  Judases  who  listened,  but 
did  not  listen  to  the  voice  of  God. 
That  is  why  there  are  narrow  roads 
that  lead  to  life  and  broad  roads  that 
lead  to  destruction.  That  is  why  there 
is  a  heaven  and  there  is  a  hell.  That  is 
why  there  are  rewards;  some  Christians 
will  have  crowns,  others  will  be  crown- 
less.  Are  you  listening?  To  whom? 

Listening  takes  effort.  It  does  not 
take  too  keen  of  an  observer  to  note 
that  the  world  is  running  a  wild  race  of 
destruction.  The  end  will  be  tragedy 
and  destruction.  So  many  are  listening 
to  the  wrong  ones.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  are  many  who  have  heard  the 
call  of  God  for  something  much 
better-something  leading  to  higher 
ground.  They  have  listened  better  and 
followed  the  way  of  life  and  hope.  The 
end  is  the  way  of  eternal  life.  # 
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With  the  discovery  of  a  huge  oil  deposit  in  the  immediate 
area,  Kenai  had  become  a  "boom  town. "  It  was  devoid  of 
active,  growing,  conservative  churches,  and  it  seemed  God  was 
causing  us  to  zero  in  on  a  needy  mission  field— Kenai, 
Alaska. 
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The  opening  of  our  new  mission 
field  in  Alaska  was  marked  as  a  ven- 
ture of  faith.  The  Bible  says,  ".  .  .  faith 
is  the  substance  of  things  hoped  for, 
the  evidence  of  things  not  seen.  For  by 
it  the  elders  obtained  a  good  report" 
(Heb.  11:1-2). 

The  goal  of  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  has  always  been  to 
plant  and  estabhsh  the  church  in  each 
new  mission  field.  In  Alaska  we  were 
to  face  the  problems  of  location,  the 
lack  of  knowledge  of  the  Brethren 
Church,  the  high  costs  of  living  includ- 
ing property  and  building;  and  the 
pecuHar  nature  of  an  imported  people. 
Even  more  important,  where  was  a 
spiritual  leader  who  could  preach  the 
Gospel,  who  could  produce  the  minis- 
try that  would  bring  God's  maximum 
blessing  so  necessary  in  the  estabUsh- 
ment  of  an  active,  soul-winning, 
missionary-minded    Brethren    church? 

Faith  is  the  title  deed  for  our  goal 
in  this  yet  unclaimed  field.  The  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council  moved  to 
set  Alaska  as  a  target  by  faith.  We 
prayed  for  God's  man  and  God's  will 
to  be  revealed.  As  in  Antioch  (Acts

13:1-3),  there  was  "in  the  church" 
God's  man  to  answer  this  call.  Pastor 
and  Mrs.  Herman  Hein,  successful 
home  missionaries,  having  served  in 
Goshen,  Indiana;  Troy,  Ohio;  and 
Kokomo,  Indiana;  offered  their  lives 
for  the  Alaskan  challenge.  As  in  Anti- 
och,  the  people  of  our  Kokomo 
church  recognized  the  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  were  willing  to  lay 
"their  hands  on  them,  and  sent  them 
away"  (Acts  13:3). 

After  much  prayer  and  our  first 
achievement  of  faith,  the  calling  of  a 
faithful  missionary  couple,  we  were 
ready  for  our  next  step— the  location 
in  Alaska.  Anchorage  and  the  fast- 
growing  Kenai  Peninsula  were  agreed 
upon  as  our  initial  target.  Pastor  Hein 
made  the  trip  to  survey  the  field  and 
then  reported  to  the  board.  His  report 
revealed  a  drastic  need  for  a  Bible- 
teaching,  soul-winning  church.  It 
pointed  vividly  to  the  high  costs  of 
food,    housing,    gasoline,    buEding

materials  and  land.  The  report  out- 
hned  the  prospective  areas  for  location 
showing  that  Anchorage,  though  the 
largest  city,  was  already  the  target  of 
several  fundamental  and  conservative 
denominations  who  were  in  the 
process  of  building  churches.  Kenai 
was  the  center  of  attention  as  it  had 
suddenly  become  a  new  boom  area 
with  the  discovery  of  the  huge  deposit 
of  oil  in  the  immediate  area.  It  seemed 
to  be  devoid  of  active,  growing,  con- 
servative churches.  Our  board  felt  that 
now  God  was  causing  us  in  our  faith  to 
zero  in  on  a  needy  mission  field— 
Kenai. 

The  decision  made,  our  missionaries 
prepared  to  move  to  the  field.  When 
preparation  was  completed  and  the 
Heins  were   ready   to  depart,  several 


representatives  from  the  council  went 
to  Kokomo  to  join  in  a  final  fareweU 
to  our  departing  missionaries.  Noting  a 
certain  amount  of  over  anxiety  I  asked 
Pastor  Hein  what  was  bothering  him. 
He  confessed  that  experience  in  three 
mission  fields  had  taught  him  many 
things,  but  the  Alaska  challenge  had 
him  "scared."  We  read  Matthew 
28:18-21  carefully,  paying  particular 
attention  to  the  command  of  Christ  to 
"go"  but  moved  quickly  to  the  prom- 
ise, ".  .  .  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even 
unto  the  end  of  the  world."  No  man 
of  God  goes  without  that  promise  of 
Jesus,  the  Saviour,  accompanying  him. 

Now,  three  years  have  passed  and 
"the  things  hoped  for"  by  faith  are  be- 
coming a  reahty.  The  little  town  of 
Kenai  is  growing;  a  new  modern  mall, 
new  four-lane  street,  and  street 
lights— just  a  few  of  the  many  physical 
marks  of  growth.  A  new  junior  and 
senior  high  school,  new  subdivisions  of 
homes,  more  and  more  oO  wells,  all 
point  to  more  people  to  be  ministered 
unto.  Our  newly  acquired  corner 
property  is  a  fine  location  to  reach  this 
whole  community.

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)arsonage  next  door  have  proved  to  be 
iffective  and  adequate  means  for  a 
»ioneer  mission  field.  We  have  a  car- 
leted,  paneled  chapel  that  will  seat  up 
0  a  hundred.  We  have  approximately 
en  class  spaces  and  are  using  some  of 
he  rooms  at  the  parsonage  trailer.  The 
iroperty  reveals  the  careful  touch  of 
n  appreciative  congregation  with  its 
larking  lot,  lawn,  flowers  and  shrub- 
lery. 

Pastor  and  Mrs.  Hein  have  demon- 
trated  their  abilities  as  dedicated  mis- 
ionaries,  faithful  teachers  of  the 
/ord,  and  active  soul  winners.  Living 
osts  in  that  area  demand  at  least 
14,000  income  per  year,  but  the 
ouncU  and  church  can  only  provide 
9,000.  Mrs.  Hein's  willing  assistance 
s  a  clerk  at  the  Sears  store,  plus  Pas- 
or  Hein's  skills  with  the  fishing  pole, 
lie  clam  shovel,  and  his  trusty  30-0-6 
ifle  supply  the  native  meats  to  help 
rovide  the  proper  balanced  diet. 

One  day  Jim  and  Kathy  Hamilton 
topped  at  the  Sears  desk.  Mrs.  Hein 
ared  for  their  need  and  then  added: 
You  are  new  in  our  community, 
ren't  you?"  They  replied  in  the  af- 
imative.  Then  she  asked,  "Have  you 
Dund  a  church  that  you  like?"  They 
idicated  that  they  had  moved  from 
iOng  Beach,  California,  but  were  not 
itisfied  with  their  church  relation- 
lip.  She  informed  them  that  her 
usband  was  the  pastor  of  the  new 
Irace  Brethren  Church  and  he  would 
ill  soon.  Jim  candidly  replied:  "Isn't 
lat  interesting.  My  mother  used  to 
ttend  the  First  Brethren  Church  at 
ifth  and  Cherry  in  Long  Beach."  In 
vo  hours,  Pastor  Hein  made  his  call 
nd  brought  to  their  home  an  armful 
f  native  meats  and  other  items  which 


a  new  couple  would  need.  The  Hamil- 
tons  were  at  the  Brethren  church  the 
next  Sunday,  attended  regularly  the 
special  meetings,  have  made  their  de- 
cisions for  Christ,  and  are  now  new 
members.  Here  is  just  one  incident 
which  helps  to  prove  the  vital  neces- 
sity of  a  visitation  program  on  the  part 
of  the  pastor  and  people.  It  will  really 
bring  results. 

At  the  end  of  this  third  year  at 
Kenai,  our  church  now  has  fifty-four 
members.  Attendances  have  reached 
upwards  to  the  sixties,  and  more  souls 
are  being  saved.  The  assistance  of  the 
James  Welborns  (Leon,  Iowa)  and 
John  Snyders  (Conemaugh,  Pennsyl- 
vania) has  helped  to  provide  teaching 
and  administrative  leadership.  Plans 
are  now  being  laid  for  our  first  build- 
ing unit  to  come  next  year.  The  small 
congregation  is  doing  well  financially 
and  will  be  permitted  to  build  when 
plans  are  completed  and  when  they  are 
able  to  make  monthly  payments  on 
the  building. 

Mrs.  Pifer  and  I  spent  the  first  week 
of  July  with  this  congregation  in  a 
combination  illustrated  Bible  confer- 
ence and  revival  effort.  God  blessed 
His  Word  and  decisions  have  been 
coming  steadily.  AUen  Herr's  meeting 
this  last  year  did  much  to  bring  about 
this  prevailing  revival  spirit.  We  en- 
joyed barbecued  bear,  caribou  sausage, 
moose  burgers  and  steaks,  salmon  and 
wild  cranberries— all  so  graciously  of- 
fered by  our  people  there.  Our  hearts 
were  made  glad  as  we  saw  these  won- 
derful people  rejoicing  with  their  pas- 
tor in  a  fruitful  ministry  and  fellow- 
ship. Surely  God  has  and  is  continuing 
to  give  us  in  Alaska  the  evidence  for 
which  we  prayed  and  acted  in  faith.  #

As  we  sat  around  the  table  enjoying 
tie  delicious  luncheon  Diahann  had 
repared,  subjects  which  usually  come 
p  in  our  testimony  to  our  Jewish 
fiends  were  briefly  discussed— like  the 
lood  atonement  and  the  need  for  a 
ersonal  Saviour  and  Mediator.  I  was 
npressed  by  the  way  this  young  Jew- 
ih  dentist  received  the  message'.  I 
irned  to  him  and  remarked,  "1  don't 
'ant  you  to  think  I  am  here  'gunning' 
Dr  you  to  accept  our  position."  I 
niled  and  added  as  gently  as  I  could. 
But  it  is  my  wish  that  you  would." 
hen  I  went  on,  "I  trust  your  appetite 
as  been  whetted  for  these  truths."  I 
'as  overjoyed  with  his  reply.  'This 
oung  lady,"  he  said,  indicating  Diah- 
nn,  "has  already  whetted  my  appe- 
te."  Diahann  had  made  his  mouth

I  found  out  about 
his  background  too,  for  he  volunteered 
that  piece  of  information  by  telling  me 
he  had  been  a  "knight"  of  the  road 
since  he  was  sixteen  years  of  age  when 
he  left  home,  and  had  gone  from  rid- 
ing the  rails  to  his  present  mode  of 
transportation.  Why,  he  stated,  he  had 
left  Yuma,  Arizona,  just  forty  hours 
before.  Now  he  was  on  his  way  to 
Cleveland,  Ohio;  Erie,  Pennsylvania; 
with  a  final  destination  of  Florida  in 
mind. 

"Do  you  have  a  safety  pin?"  he  in- 
quired, as  he  interrupted  his  unsoHc- 
ited  answers  to  the  many  questions  I 
had  pondered  as  I  passed  him  back  on 
the  road.  We  did  have  a  pin,  praise  the 
Lord,  and  gave  it  to  him  to  use  after 
which  our  conversation  continued. 
Here  we  "carried  the  ball"  as  we  oc- 
cupied! 1  reminded  him  of  his  danger- 
ous method  of  traveling,  called  his  at- 
tention to  his  need  to  reach  his  final 
destination-and  by  this  I  did  not 
mean  Cleveland,  Erie  or  Florida,  but 
was  referring  to  heaven— and  I  pointed 
him  to  the  Way!  Was  a  "yes"  decision 
made  there  at  this  time  to  receive  the 
Lord's  rest  and  comfort?

—she  offered  the  young  traveler  candy

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BOARD 
BULLETINS 


Budget:  A  budget  of  $460,000  for  the  year  of  1973  was 
adopted  by  the  board  of  directors  of  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  at  its  annual  meeting.  This  represents  a 
reduction  from  the  1972  budget  due  to  the  offering  falling 
short  of  the  $500,000  goal  by  approximately  $35,000  this 
past  year. 

Offering  Goal:  The  offering  goal  for  1973  will  remain  at  the 
$500,000  figure.  The  offering  income  for  1972  is  running 
approximately  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  and  the  fall 
emphasis  will  need  to  show  an  increase  to  reach  the  goal. 

GROW  73:  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Ronald  Picard  will  be  given  one 
month  leave  of  absence  from  their  Home  Missions  Visita- 
tion Evangelism  ministry  to  assist  in  the  program  of  GROW 
73.  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  wUl  pay  their 
salary  as  a  contribution  to  GROW  73. 

Workshops:  Home  Mission  Workshops  have  been  approved 
for  1973  and  have  been  taken  as  a  national  WMC  project. 
The  western  workshop  for  churches  west  of  the  Iowa  Dis- 
trict will  meet  February  6-8,  1973,  and  the  eastern  one  for 
all  other  churches  wUl  meet  March  6-8,  1973.  The  1972 
workshops  were  canceled  to  reduce  the  expenditures  when 
the  projected  goal  was  not  reached  in  offerings. 

Architectual  Service:  For  the  past  fiscal  year  twenty-two 
projects  from  preliminary  drawings  to  dedicated  buUdings 
have  been  processed  or  are  in  progress  by  Brethren  Archi- 
tectural Service.  These  represent  seventeen  Brethren  build- 
ings and  five  non-Brethren  churches. 

Spring  Meeting:  The  annual  spring  board  of  directors  meet- 
ing has  been  set  for  March  12-15,  1973,  and  will  be  held  at 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana. 

Directorate  Changes:  Two  faithful  directors.  Rev.  John  M. 
Aeby  and  Chester  McCaU,  retired  and  replacing  them  were 
Rev.  James  Custer  and  Homer  Waller.  Rev.  John  Mayes  was 
elected  vice  president  of  the  board  and  Mr.  Edward  Jackson 
was  elected  the  new  treasurer. 

Prayer  Guide:  It  was  decided  that  the  Home  Missions 
Prayer  Guide  would  continue  to  be  a  part  of  the  Brethren 
Daily  Devotions  booklet. 

Construction  Crew:  The  application  by  Kenneth  Ashman 
(son  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Ashman)  was  approved, 
and  Ken  with  his  wife,  Becky,  wUl  join  the  Brethren  Con- 
struction Crew  at  Huber  Heights,  Ohio,  sometime  in  Janu- 
ary. Ken  has  spent  the  past  year  working  with  the  crew  on 
the  Missions  BuUding. 

Property  Purchases:  Approval  was  given  for  the  purchase  of 
new  church  locations  at  North  Kokomo,  Indiana;  Daytona 
Beach,  Florida;  and  Cumberland,  Maryland. 


Building:  Four  church  buUding  programs  are  in  progress! 
Pastors  James  Poyner,  John  GUlis,  Richard  Cron  and  Dale  I 
Hostetler  reported  to  the  board  on  their  new  church  buUd- 
ing programs  at  Huber  Heights,  Ohio;  Simi,  Sacramento  and 
Santa  Barbara— all  in  Cahfomia. 

Self-Supporting  Churches:  It  looks  like  1973  could  be  a 
record  year  for  self-supporting  churches  if  plans  and  projec- 
tions work  out  as  reported  to  the  annual  board  meeting.  As 
many  as  eight  churches  could  assume  this  status.  Prayer  for 
these  churches  would  be  appreciated. 

Relocating:  The  churches  of  Allentown,  Permsylvania,  and( 
Davenport,  Iowa,  are  in  the  process  of  relocating.  The  pres- 
ent Allentown  location  has  been  sold  and  the  present 
Davenport  location  is  for  sale.  Both  have  new  property  sitesi 
and  wUl  need  new  buUdings. 

B.F.P.S.:  The  Brethren  Financial  Planning  Service,  under 
the  direction  of  Rev.  Leo  Polman,  was  responsible  for  a 
number  of  special  gifts  from  estates  for  Brethren  Home 
Missions  and  our  other  Brethren  organizations  this  past 
year.  A  number  of  annuities  and  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation  accounts  were  also  received  from  this  special 
ministry.  Brethren  Home  Missions  approved  support  for 
this  ministry  for  another  year. 


The  Home-Mission  board  meeting  in  session 
Jewish  Missions:  Brethren  missionaries  to  the  Jews,  from 
both  East  and  West,  reported  the  best  results  in  the  history 
of  the  work  as  to  decisions  for  salvation.  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
John  Neely  and  Miss  Isobel  Eraser  need  your  continued 
prayers  for  this  ministry. 

Corporation  Membership:  A  total  of  1,800  new  corporation 
members  were  added  this  past  fiscal  year.  A  gift  of  $5 
makes  a  member  of  an  NFBC  church  a  corporation  member 
or  $100  entitles  one  to  become  a  life  member.  Nearly  300 
of  the  1 ,800  were  new  hfe  members.  The  total  corporation 
membership  March  31,  1972  was  9,386. 

Decisions:  Brethren  Home  Mission  Churches  registered  a 
total  of  743  first-time  confessions  of  Christ  and  896  rededi- 
cations  of  life  during  the  year  of  1971 . 

Investments:  The  Brethren  Investment  Foundation  through 
its  financial  secretary,  Walter  R.  Fretz,  reported  another 
year  of  growth  with  many  new  investors.  This  increase  in 
view  of  a  fluctuating  economy  is  encouraging  and  indicates 
a  confidence  and  trust  in  the  B.I.F.  and  the  desire  of  many 
Brethren  people  to  invest  their  funds  in  the  Lord's  work  via 
this  vehicle.  #

The  property,  six  and  one-half  acres 
I  size,  is  located  in  Northeast  AUen- 
)wn,  not  far  from  Nazareth  and  just 


south  of  Route  22,  the  east-west  free- 
way. The  acreage  is  located  in  a  large, 
new  housing  area,  near  an  off  ramp  to 
the  freeway. 

The  congregation  has  recently  sold 
their  old  church  property  and  will  be 
concentrating  their  assets  on  a  new 
building  program  at  the  new  site.  The 
Brethren  Architectural  Service  has 
been  engaged  to  work  on  plans  for  the 
new  building.  House-to-house  visita- 
tion is  now  being  conducted  in  the 
area  of  the  new  site.  The  congregation 
is  planning  to  move  to  a  temporary 


meeting  place  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
property  as  soon  as  final  settlement  is 
made  on  the  old  property.

Adding  Machine 
Prophecy 


Now,  let's  see.  The  logical  place  to 
start  would  be  to  determine  the  birth 
"vibratory  number."  Accordirig  to  re- 
cent books  on  numerology,  the  vibra- 
tory number  of  my  birthdate  is  crucial 
and  gives  me  considerable  insight  into 
my  character  and  capability.  The 
birthdate  involved  is  October  13, 
1936.  If  we  add  all  of  the  individual 
factors  together  (including  1  +  0  for 
tenth  month),  we  get  a  total  of  24, 
which  is  not  the  vibration  number. 
The  2  and  the  4  are  added  together  to 
give  me  6.  That  constitutes  my  vibra- 
tory number.  Now  according  to  the 
established  charts  of  numerology,  a 
birth  number  6  stands  "unsurpassed." 
People  with  this  vibration  are  usually 
"honest,  sincere  and  reliable.  They  are 
also  progressive,  tolerant,  cheerful, 
optimistic,  yet  anxious  to  establish 
themselves  and  to  gain  respect  and 
good  will."  There  you  have  it! 
According  to  the  vibration  number 
established  at  my  birth,  these  are  my 
personal  qualities.  Of  course,  I  knew 
about  them  all  the  time,  but  it  was 
reassuring  to  have  them  confirmed  on 
the  numerological  chart.  You  say  you 
are  not  convinced?  All  right,  let's  pro- 
ceed to  the  second  test.  Let's  take  my 
"name  vibration  number."  According 
to  the  numerological  chart  the  total  of 
the  letter  values  of  my  name  is  51. 
Adding  those  two  number  factors  to- 
gether, I  get  6.  There  it  is  again!  Not 
only  is  my  birth  vibration  number  6, 
but  my  name  vibration  number  is  6.  A

double  confirmation  of  the  outstand- 
ing qualities  already  alluded  to.  You 
say  you  still  are  not  convinced?  I  don't 
blame  you.  I  am  not  either.  However, 
there  are  millions  who  do  ascribe  to 
numerological  analysis  and  feel  secure 
in  the  results  it  gives. 

The  Origin  of  Numerology 

According  to  recent  studies,  the 
real  origin  of  numerology  as  an  occult 
system  should  be  traced  to  the  famous 
Greek  mathematician  and  mystic, 
Pythagoras,  who  rose  to  fame  about 
the  year  550  B.C.  According  to  Pytha- 
goras, "all  things  are  fittingly  ordered 
according  to  the  nature  of  numbers; 
number  is  the  eternal  essence;  God  is 
number;  number  is  God."  The  Pytha- 
gorian  philosophy  contained  the 
fundamental  idea  that  only  through 
number  and  form  can  man  grasp  the 
nature  of  the  universe.  Pythagoras  is 
attributed  with  the  statement,  "The 
world  is  built  upon  the  power  of  num- 
bers." From  these  basic  principles  a 
very  intricate  system  of  numerological 
analysis  was  developed,  including  theo- 
logical as  well  as  secular  ideas.  The 
idea  of  associating  certain  ideas  with 
numbers  became  quite  popular.  Num- 


ber symbolism  became  widely  used 
and  finally  in  the  fourth  century  B.C. 
it  spread  to  Palestine  through  the 
Hellenization  of  that  land. 

It  was  in  the  third  and  second  cen- 
turies B.C.  that  the  popular  practice  of 
Gematria  was  popularized  in  Palestine 
among  the  Jews.  Gematria  is  that 
system  of  interpretation  which  seeks 
to  discover  the  hidden  sense  of  the 
Hebrew  and  Greek  texts  through  the 
numerical  values  of  the  letters  of  the 
alphabet.  There  is  no  evidence  what- 
ever that  Gematria  was  ever  employed 
by  Biblical  writers.  With  the  rise  of  the 
gnostic  heresies  came  the  concomitant 
growth  of  the  pseudoscience  of  Gema- 
tria. While  Biblical  writers  do  not  em- 
ploy this  system,  the  Church  Fathers 
were  profoundly  influenced  by  it,  so 
much  so,  that  they  made  it  part  of 
their  apologetic.  From  this  point  on- 
ward we  are  able  to  see  two  lines  of 
development  in  numerology:  one,  in 
the  secular  vein,  which  has  minimal 
concern  over  theological  interest;  the 
other,  in  the  religious  world,  in  which 
numerics  are  associated  with  BibUcal 
ideas  or  theological  truth.  What  is  im- 
portant to  note  here,  however,  is  that 
both  systems  have  their  source  in  the 
same  man,  Pythagoras.  Neither  the  Old 
nor  the  New  Testament  uses  any 
numerical  systems  nor  requires  Gema- 
tria as  a  means  of  interpretation. 

Allegorical  Arithmetic 

Why  is  it  that  the  study  of  mystical 
numerology  as  it  relates  to  the  Bible 
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las  captivated  the  minds  and  the  in- 
erest  of  so  many?  The  writers  of 
incient  Jewish  cabaUstic  literature 
vere  convinced  that  there  was  a  deep- 
T  meaning  to  Scripture  than  just  the 
iteral  interpretation  of  the  text.  They 
egarded  the  letters,  words,  and  names 
)f  the  Bible  as  possessed  of  deeply 
lidden,  divine  mysteries.  In  their  en- 
leavor  to  unlock  the  deep  mysteries  of 
(cripture,  they  employed  a  system  of 
ixegesis  which  would  yield  the  desired 
esults.  The  system  was  that  of  Gema- 
ria,  or  the  interpretation  of  a  word 
iccording  to  the  numerical  value  of  its 
etters. 

What  are  some  of  the  supposed 
alues  of  a  system  like  this?  Why  do 
leople  engage  in  the  arduous  task  of 
(reducing  these  numerical  features? 
■lumerous  claims  are  made  for  the 
■alues  of  such  a  system  of  Bibhcal  in- 
erpretation.  Deepening  spiritual  un- 
lerstanding,  securing  a  perfect  text  of 
he  Bible  and  solving  authorship  prob- 
ems  are  just  a  few  of  the  supposed 
nerits  of  this  system  of  interpretation. 
For  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  whole 
)roblem  of  Biblical  numerics,  see  the 
writer's  Biblical  Numerology,  pub- 
ished  by  BMH  Books.) 

rhe  Latest  Antichrist 

One  of  the  popular  pastimes  of 
heologians  (and  others)  has  been  to 
ry  to  identify  the  Antichrist.  Revela- 
ion  13:18.  which  gives  to  this  man 
he  number  666,  has  provided  the  in- 
piration  for  such  pursuits.  One  only 
las  to  examine  the  multitude  of  at- 
empts  to  identify  the  Antichrist  on 
he  basis  of  this  number  to  see  the 
utihty  of  exegesis  based  on  Gematria. 
*Iero  was  considered  to  be  the  hkely 
;andidate  for  Antichrist  because  his 
lame,  when  written  with  Hebrew 
iharacters,  had  a  numerical  value  of 
>66.  Other  candidates  have  included 
'ope  Leo  X,  Martin  Luther,  Trajan 
ladrianus,  the  head  of  the  Klu 
Clux  Klan,  and  even  Harry  S.  Truman! 
Vny  sort  of  identification  for  the  Anti- 
ihrist  is  possible  if  one  tries  hard 
:nough.  Note  the  fact  that  I  was  born 
n  1936.  When  the  factors  of  36  are 
otaled  (1  +  2  +  3  +  4  .  . .  etc.),  we 
lave  666.  This  discovery  was  made  in 
loom  36  in  a  hotel  in  Chicago  on  July 
>  (exactly  36  days  from  June  1)!  The 
mplications  of  these  numbers  are  ab- 
olutely  staggering.  However,  I  do  find 
:omfort  in  the  fact  that  my  full  name, 
ohn  James  Davis,  has  14  letters  in  it 
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(2  x  7,  7  being  the  number  of  perfec- 
tion)! According  to  II  Thessalonians 
2:7-8  the  real  identity  of  the  Anti- 
christ will  not  be  known  until  after  the 
rapture  of  the  Church.  It  is,  therefore, 
not  a  profitable  pursuit  to  try  to  iden- 
tify the  Antichrist  by  numerics. 

Conclusions 

With  this  brief  survey,  let  us  draw 
some  specific  conclusions  as  to  the 
whole  matter  of  numerology,  both 
secular  and  sacred.  (1)  The  basic  sys- 
tem of  mystical  numerics  is  to  be 
traced  to  the  Greek  writer,  Pythagoras. 
Furthermore,  the  concept  that  num- 
bers have  magical  qualities  then  is  to 
be  totally  rejected.  There  is  no  proof 
that  the  Hebrews  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment used  their  alphabet  for  Gematria. 
All  numbers  in  the  Old  Testament  are 
written  out  in  word  form.  The  earlier 
Hebrew  inscriptions  that  have  been 
discovered,  such  as  the  Moabite  Stone 
and  the  Siloam  Inscription,  have  their 
numbers  written  out.  Also,  no  writer 
of  the  New  Testament  ever  pointed  to 
such  mystical  numerology  in  the  Old. 
It  seems  strange  that  they  would  allow 
this  "key"  to  understanding  the  Old 
Testament  to  go  unnoticed.  (2)  The 
whole  system  of  numerology  is  highly 
subjective  and  impossible  to  control. 


The  interpreter  selects  his  own  words 
and  the  combination  of  numbers  that 
he  wishes.  In  other  words,  7  may  have 
several  combinations  (6  +  1 ,  5  +  2,  or 
4  +  3).  How  do  we  know  which  of 
these  combinations  the  author  in- 
tended to  bear  symbolic  implications? 
(3)  The  whole  system  of  numerology 
contributes  nothing  to  the  under- 
standing of  the  universe  or  to  the 
Word  of  God.  If  anything,  it  compli- 
cates the  obvious  simplicity  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures.  The  Lord  has  revealed 
what  He  wants  us  to  know  of  the 
future  in  clear,  uncomplicated  terms. 
That  which  He  does  not  want  us  to 
know  about  the  future  will  not  be  dis- 
covered through  any  ingenious  adding 
machine  method  of  multiplication  or 
addition. 

If  you  want  to  be  challenged  by  the 
depth  and  the  overwhelming  bigness  of 
the  Word  of  God,  you  don't  need  an 
electronic  calculator  or  an  adding 
machine  to  have  such  an  experience. 
One  only  needs  to  come  to  the  Word 
of  God  with  a  prayerful  attitude  and 
the  wilhngness  to  study  hard.  The 
Holy  Spirit  will  honor  the  attitude  of 
the  student,  and  the  Lord  will  reveal 
to  him  all  that  he  needs  to  know  from 
the  most  precious  Book  in  all  the 
world.

An 
Evaluation

The  invitation  from  Campus  Cru- 
sade to  attend  Explo  72  dealt  with  one 
thing,  so  far  as  our  school  was  con- 
cerned, and  that  was  recruitment. 
Since  this  is  a  vital  issue  with  us,  after 
considerable  discussion,  we  felt  it 
would  be  wise  to  attend.  This  opened 
the  way  for  something  we  have  long 
wanted  to  do,  namely,  observe.  So 
much  within  recent  years  had  come  to 
our  ears  about  the  spiritual  trend 
downward,  that  we  hoped  we  could 
get  some  lead  from  this  experience. 

Some  months  after  our  registration 
with  Explo  72,  I  was  invited  to  bring 
two  messages.  I  wondered  about  the 
advisability  of  this,  so  I  discussed  it  at 
some  length  with  my  administrators 
and  the  executive  committee  of  the 


board  of  trustees.  It  was  finally  de- 
cided that  1  could  make  a  real  con- 
tribution and  one  that  would  amplify 
recruitment. 

Some  months  after  my  acceptance 
of  the  speaking  engagement  I  was 
asked  for  information  concerning 
myself  for  the  purpose  of  pubhcity. 
This  again  called  for  counsel,  and  we 
at  last  permitted  it.  Our  concern  was 
that  we  would  not  lose  the  confidence 
of  our  many  very  sincere  friends  and 
supporters. 

Explo  72  is  now  history,  and 
people  everywhere  are  attempting  to 
evaluate  this  great  convention.  At  least 
three  letters  have  come  to  me,  express- 
ing a  deep  concern  for  our  school  and 
that  somehow  we  have  been  caught  up 


in  a  trend  of  doctrinal  and  spiritual 
declension.  Let  me  write  briefly  about 
the  purpose,  the  message,  and  the 
method  of  this  convention,  and  then 
state  some  things  about  Grace. 

As  to  the  purpose,  this  was  a  sin- 
cere effort  on  the  part  of  Campus 
Crusade  to  mount  a  movement  for 
world  evangeUzation  in  our  generation. 
Dr.  Bill  Bright  reahzed  that  Campus 
Crusade  could  not  accomplish  this 
alone.  He  then  conceived  the  idea  of 
enlisting  the  help  of  schools,  mission- 
ary societies,  and  Christian  organi- 
zations that  hold  the  same  conserva- 
tive viewpoint.  This  was  in  no  sense  an 
attempt  to  promote  any  union  or 
organization.  It  was  merely  to  turn 
young  people  over  to  these  hundreds 
of  organizations  for  recruitment  and 
training.  It  was  felt  that  a  gathering 
Uke  this  would  give  a  spiritual  lift  and 
impetus  to  get  things  into  operation.  If 
there  was  anything  of  ecumenism  in- 
volved, in  the  usual  sense  of  that  term, 
I  did  not  sense  it.  But  here  again,  1 
must  confess  that  my  observation  was 
very  limited. 

As  to  the  message,  I  must  say  that  I 
did  not  detect  anything  except  the 
fundamental,  conservative,  substantial 
message  that  you  and  I  beheve.  I  heard 
both  Dr.  Bright  and  Dr.  Billy  Graham 
speak  twice,  and  I  think  you  would 
have  thrilled  to  these  messages,  even  as 
I  did.  It  was  what  you  and  I  believe 
and  hope  to  see  accompHshed.  I  heard 
Dr.  Ryrie  of  Dallas  speak  once.  Ob- 
viously, I  could  not  possibly  monitor 
that  vast  gathering  and  its  many  seg- 
ments. But  what  1  did  hear  was  good. 
And  I  do  not  believe  that  Dr.  Bright 
would  have  knowingly  permitted  any- 
thing that  deviated  from  the  firm 
stand  of  Campus  Crusade  on  the  faith. 
I  wish  you  could  have  heard  Billy 
Graham  speak  to  the  banquet  of 
speakers.  It  would  have  stirred  you  to 
the  depths.  He  expressed  himself  on 
separation  from  worldliness  and  sin  as 
I  have  never  heard  him  before. 

As  to  method,  that  is  another  thing. 
Here,  I  am  sure,  is  where  most  people 
have  their  hang  ups,  and  I  confess  that 
is  the  point  where  I  have  mine.  The 
reason  lies  in  the  fact  that  our  faith  is 
so  closely  identified  with  culture.  We 
have  difficulty  in  disentangling  the 
two. 

I  detest  rock  music,  or  anything 
akin  to  it.  But  it  is  because  I  have  been 
conditioned  over  another  type.  If  I 
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/ere  in  some  foreign  country,  I  would 
le  exposed  to  another  kind.  However, 
he  message  of  the  songs,  I  could  agree 
/ith.  But  I  must  say  that  this  type  of 
lusic  was  in  the  minority.  And  what 
!  even  more  significant,  not  even  Bill 
Iright  and  his  colleagues  were  happy 
/ith  it.  But  in  a  vast  endeavor  such  as 
(lis,  it  is  not  easy  to  control  every- 
hing.  For  the  most  part,  the  music 
/as  the  old-fashioned  gospel  music 
fiat  stirs  our  hearts  v^ath  gladness. 

I  must  confess  that  musicians  from 
he  entertainment  world  leave  me 
old.  They  may  be  saved,  but  1  could 
dsh  they  were  separated  from  their 
resent  occupation.  But  the  message 
if  their  music  was  the  gospel  truth. 

People  were  present,  I  am  sure,  that 
!ampus  Crusade  could  not  shut  out. 
n  the  very  nature  of  the  program,  an 
ivitation  such  as  they  sent  out  would 
ttract  many  who  were  not  in  full 
y^mpathy  with  Campus  Crusade.  But 
U  of  us  face  the  same  thing  in  our 
hurches.  So  far  as  I  know,  none  of 
lese  were  in  the  area  of  leadership; 
nd  if  some  did  get  in,  it  was  acci- 
ental  and  not  on  purpose.  Where  I 
?as  able  to  observe,  I  could  not  testify 
D  the  presence  of  Catholics,  Jesus 
eople,  or  any  other  distinct  groups. 

Clapping,  jigging,  chanting,  all 
truck  me  the  wrong  way,  and  this  was 
lie  for  many  others,  even  among  the 
oung  people.  But  this  was  at  a  mini- 
lum.  After  all,  with  50,000  high 
;hool  kids  conditioned  over  the  pat- 
;rn  of  the  world,  and  another  25,000 
oUege  kids  pretty  much  the  same,

^hat  else  could  be  expected?  And 
^hen  you  remember  that  this  was  in 
lie  Cotton  Bowl,  you  couldn't  expect 
formal  Sunday  morning  service.  But 
tie  hallelujahs  and  amens  from  that 
ast  crowd  were  far  better  than  the 
sual  things  shouted  in  that  football 
tadium. 
The  dress  of  that  vast  group  was 


conservative.  It  was  what  you  would 
see  at  a  state  or  county  fair,  though 
even  more  restrained.  It  would  have 
been  impossible  for  people  to  have 
dressed  otherwise  in  the  kind  of 
weather  or  the  place  in  which  this  con- 
vention was  being  held.  The  beards 
and  long  hair  were  not  universal, 
though  some  were  present. 

To  the  credit  of  the  leadership  of 
that  convention,  including  speakers, 
among  MC's  and  young  people  there 
was  a  concern  for  reverence,  and  I  was 
even  urged  to  say  anything  I  could  to 
help  promote  it.  In  one  prayer  meet- 
ing, from  among  the  young  people, 
this  was  the  one  thing  they  empha- 
sized in  prayer  requests.  This  came 
after  the  first  night  meeting  in  the 
Cotton  Bowl.  All  the  other  meetings 
were  calmed  down  and  far  more  sub- 
dued. 

The  great  work  was  done  in  smaller 
gatherings  in  sixty-three  places 
throughout  the  city.  I  spoke  to  two 
groups  of  college  students,  five  hun- 
dred to  eight  hundred  in  each.  They 
were  all  there  with  notebooks,  pencils. 
Bibles;  and  for  business. 

The  great  gathering  of  almost  two 
hundred  thousand  in  the  center  of  the 
city  on  Saturday,  with  Billy  Graham  as 
the  speaker  and  musicians  from  the 
entertainment  world,  was  made  up  of 
many  people  other  than  the  young 
who  came  to  the  convention.  Perhaps 
one  hundred  fifty  thousand  were  there 
who  had  no  special  relation  to  Explo 
72  throughout  the  week.  I  had  to  leave 
on  Saturday,  so  I  did  not  attend  this 
meeting. 

In  a  most  remarkable  demonstra- 
tion, this  great  convention  was  marked 
by  orderliness,  disciphne,  and  cleanli- 
ness. At  the  Cotton  Bowl,  the  master 
of  ceremonies  gave  directions  and  the 
young  people  responded.  When  quiet 
was  requested— all  obeyed.  And  to  the 
amazement  of  the  police  of  the  city, 
there  was  no  littering  of  the  Bowl  or 
the  city  with  rubbish,  and  the  young 
people  showed  respect  for  the  officers. 
Frankly,  this  was  a  miracle,  and  the 
pohce  could  not  say  enough  about  this 
in  contrast  to  that  with  which  they  are 
usually  confronted. 

I  could  have  wished  that  references 
to  hair  and  beards  had  not  been  made 
by  Billy  Graham.  But  what  he  said  was 
true;  the  saying  of  it  only  provided  an 
opportunity  for  some  to  give  the 
wrong  interpretation.  It  has  been  re-

ported  that  Billy  Graham  said,  "We 
have  bypassed  the  church."  Since  I 
was  not  present  when  he  is  reported  to 
have  said  this,  I  think  we  should  make 
every  effort  to  put  it  into  a  context.  I 
did  hear  him  at  the  banquet,  and  his 
point  was  that  the  organized  church 
has  fallen  into  such  a  state,  that  for 
God  to  accompUsh  His  will  He  has  to 
bypass  this  organization.  Realizing 
what  he  meant,  I  could  wholehearted- 
ly agree.  As  you  and  I  know,  in  the 
essential  meaning  of  the  church,  this  is 
not  true.  After  all,  Campus  Crusade 
and  Billy  Graham  have  a  relation  to 
the  true  church.  And  of  course,  Billy 
Graham  did  not  have  in  mind  the  kind 
of  churches  to  which  you  and  I  be- 
long. He  was  thinking  of  the  organized 
church  in  the  sense  of  its  deadness  and 
failure  to  evangelize  while  thousands 
go  to  hell. 

How  did  Explo  72  relate  to  Grace 
Schools?  We  did  accomplish  our  mis- 
sion. This  was  one  of  the  greatest  op- 
portunities we  have  ever  had  for  re- 
cruitment. Hundreds  of  young  people 
came  to  our  booth  seeking  infor- 
mation about  the  college  and  seminary 
and  asking  for  literature.  We  have 
reason  to  beheve  that  some  of  these 
young  people  will  enroll  at  Grace. 

I  did  have  an  opportunity  to  sup- 
port this  recruitment  with  two  mes- 
sages to  more  than  a  thousand  young 
people.  And  you  can  be  sure  that  I 
preached  the  truth. 

Moreover,  we  were  able  to  observe. 
What  we  did  see,  we  could  approve  in 
large  part.  But  this  does  not  mean  that 
Grace  Schools  is  identified  with 
Campus  Crusade,  that  we  approve 
wholesale  of  everything  in  Campus 
Crusade,  or  that  there  has  been  any 
change  in  the  doctrinal  or  spiritual 
stand  of  Grace.  We  have  not  changed 
in  anything,  unless  it  would  be  a  deep- 
er desire  to  see  a  great  movement  of 
evangelism  sweep  the  world.  # 
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The   Personality 
of  the   Church 


Churches  have  personalities!  Not 
that  there  are  some  "strange"  or  un- 
usual personalities  in  churches  (though 
this  may  be  true),  but  that  a  group  of 
people  assembled  together  in  a  church 
body  assume  a  corporate  personality. 
It  isn't  just  that  some  churches  seem 
"cold"  or  formal  while  others  appear 
"warm"  and  friendly.  If  you  visit  a 
church  for  a  Sunday  or  two,  or  read  its 
bulletins,  midweek  papers,  or  other 
mailings,  or  if  you  hear  its  radio  broad- 
cast, or  talk  to  its  members,  you  will 
get  a  distinct  impression  of  its  person- 
ality. 

With  an  attempt  at  critical  analysis 
without  a  spirit  of  being  judgmental, 
let  me  present  a  few  of  the  personali- 
ties  that  I've  encountered-or 
imagined.  Identifying  these  personali- 
ties might  help  us  to  better  evaluate 
our  own  church.  What  kind  of  reaction 
do  people  have  when  they  come  into 
contact  with  us?  What  kind  of  person- 
ality do  we  want  to  develop?  Can  we 
change  it?  Improve  it?  Does  our  per- 
sonality truly  reflect  the  ministry  we 
want  to  have?  These  observations  may 
be  helpful. 

Some  churches  are  patriotic 
churches.  The  whole  thrust  of  their 
ministry  seems  to  be  pro-America  or 
anti-communist.  Multitudes  of  poHti- 
caUy  conservative  citizens  will  support 
this  kind  of  ministry  because  of  their 
own  political  and  patriotic  involve- 
ment and  interest.  They  believe  that 
they  are  serving  God  by  saving  Ameri- 
ca. The  true  Christian  is  viewed  as  a 
super-patriot,  supporting  his  govern- 
ment, involved  in  pohtical-action 
groups,  casting  his  vote,  observing 
national  hoUdays,  honoring  the  flag, 
and  so  on. 

Another  church  may  be  a  promo- 
tional church.  These  are  the  groups 
that  are  always  having  a  special  cam- 
paign with  contests,  prizes,  visiting 
personalities,  giveaways,  massive  pub- 
Ucity,  and  so  forth.  Their  goal  seems 


to  be  to  get  larger  and  larger  numbers 
of  people  into  their  Sunday  School  or 
church  so  that  a  higher  and  higher 
"record  attendance"  can  be  publi- 
cized. 

Then  there  are  the  miracle 
churches.  Spectacular  manifestations 
of  God  are  emphasized  both  in  pub- 
licity and  in  the  meetings  of  the 
church.  Whether  it  be  physical  heal- 
ings, deliverance  from  spiritual  oppres- 
sion or  material  needs,  or  other  evi- 
dences; personal  experience  is  para- 
mount. 

There  are  some  churches  whose  goal 
is  to  be  the  recognized  Bible-teaching 
center  of  the  community.  Exposition 


of  the  Scriptures,  detailed  explanation 
of  the  so-called  "deeper  things"  of  the 
Word,  full  understanding  of  the  es- 
chatological  timetable-these  are  the 
major  points  of  emphasis.  References 
to  the  "original  languages"  will  be  fre- 
quent   and   an   understanding  of  the 
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Pastor,  First  Brethren  Church 
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manuscript  sources  and  textual  varij 
ants  wUl  be  helpful  in  gaining  thi] 
deeper  truth.  People  who  want  t<| 
know  what  the  Bible  really  says  on  i^ 
subject  will  flock  to  this  church. 

Other  churches  emphasize  thei-J! 
programs  for  youth.  They  have  a  grea  | 
ministry  geared  toward  young  people  i 
They  may  include  youth  directors : 
choirs,  musical  and  drama  ensembles 
programs  for  every  age.  Some  cater  tc 
the  prevailing  needs  of  the  curreni 
"youth  generation"  with  hippie-style 
dress,  "Christian  rock"  music,  psyche- 1 
dehc  effects,  "halfway  houses"  and  aU 
that's  current.  Children  and  oldei 
adults  may  have  needs,  too,  but  it's 
the  youth  who  are  to  be  ministered  to 
directly  in  these  churches.  j 

I  heard  a  pastor  say  recently  that  heij 
wanted  his  church  to  be  known  as  a' 
place  where  people  could  get  saved.! 
That's  a  noble  ambition,  for  sure.  But  | 
there  are  some  churches  who  seem  to  j 
be  soul-winning  stations  only.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  bring  people  to  some 
kind  of  recordable  decision  whether  in 
the  home,  on  the  beach,  or  in  church 
services.  A  concern  for  developing 
spiritual  maturity  and  buUding  the 
Body  of  Christ  may  be  obscured  by 
the  determination  to  succeed  in  reach- 
ing ever  higher  numbers  of  decisions. 

The  "one-man-show"  is  sometimes 
seen  in  congregations.  These  are  really 
churches  that  are  personality-centered. 
If  the  pastor  should  leave  or  die,  one 
might  wonder  if  the  Lord  could  carry 
on  the  work  without  that  central  per- 
sonality. A  large  staff  of  workers  may 
be  used,  but  one  man  with  unusual 
abilities  really  controls  and  directs  the 
whole  ministry;  everything  revolves 
around  him.  Parishioners  will  either 
love  him  or  leave  him. 

Perhaps  you've  attended  a  "fad" 
church.  This  church  is  involved  in  a 
mad  attempt  to  keep  pace  with  the 
latest  ideas  and  to  be  relevant.  They'll 
try  one  fad  or  gimmick  after  another 
in  order  to  achieve  success.  It  may  be 
drama  or  art,  film  programs,  jazz  festi- 
vals, computerized  analysis,  lecturers, 
discussion  groups,  community  action, 
home  Bible  studies— always  something 
new  and  different  to  keep  up  with  new 
methods. 

And  there  are  family  churches. 
Here  there  are  two  types.  One  kind 
plans  all  the  activities  for  each  group 
within  the  family.  On  any  given  occa- 
sion there  will  be  concurrent  sessions 
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w  the  elderly,  the  middle-aged,  the 
oung  married,  college  age,  older 
sens,  youth,  and  children  down  to  the 
ursery  age.  The  entire  family  comes 
)  church  and  then  splits  up  into 
iried  groups.  The  second  type  of 
imily  church  endeavors  to  keep  the 
imily  together  at  all  times.  In  prayer 
leeting,  for  example,  it's  the  old  idea 
f  "the  family  that  stays  together, 
rays  together."  Whole  families,  then, 
e  in  fellowship  together  as  families. 

There  seem  to  be  churches  today 
lat  could  be  called  psychology 
lurches.  In  an  attempt  to  meet  the 
2eds  of  parishioners  and  community, 
lese  churches  will  design  their  cur- 
culum  and  their  preaching  to  reveal 
le  root  causes  for  society's  ills  with 
16  appropriate  steps  for  healing  of 
lose  Uls.  Seminar,  lectures,  and  dis- 
ission  groups  may  be  activated  to  do 
irther  study  and  to  propose  more  ef- 
ctive  cures.  Professional  counseling 
rvices  may  also  be  offered. 

What  is  the  purpose  of  this  survey 
F  churches?  Are  we  poking  fun  at 
)mpeting  churches?  Are  we  criti- 
zing  the  efforts  of  sincere  Christians 
ho  are  seeking  to  serve  their  com- 
unities?  Certainly  not.  Many  of  the 
;rsonalities  we've  mentioned  have 
Imirable  characteristics  which  we 
)uld  emulate.  Some  of  them  seem  to 
5  highly  successful  in  accomplishing 


their  purpose  and  in  achieving  their 
goals.  We  would  do  well  to  consider 
God's  purposes  for  the  local  church 
which  represents  the  Body  of  Christ  in 
our  communities. 

The  church  is  the  Body  of  Christ;  it 
is  to  reflect  the  will  of  its  Head,  Jesus 
Christ.  It  is  His  personality  that  the 
church  is  to  reveal.  We  are  to  demon- 
strate to  the  world  the  love  God  re- 
vealed in  Christ— a  love  that  provided 
salvation  at  the  cost  of  Christ's  blood. 
It  is  a  love  that  moves  out  toward  man 
in  an  unselfish  effort  to  meet  him  at 
his  point  of  need,  to  fill  that  need,  and 
to  bring  him  into  a  right  relationship 
with  God  in  whose  image  he  was  de- 
signed and  for  whose  glory  he  was 
made. 

I  see  three  Biblical  purposes  for  the 
church.  The  first  is  not  unique  to  the 
church.  It  is  shared  by  every  individual 
creation  of  God.  That  is  the  purpose 
of  worship.  AU  the  created  angels  of 
heaven  were  brought  into  existence  to 
worship  God.  Mankind  was  created  to 
glorify  God  and  to  enjoy  Him  forever. 
The  church,  which  is  an  assembly  of 
people  called  by  God  and  brought  into 
a  mutual  relationship  with  Christ  by 
faith  in  Him,  in  its  local  assemblies 
provides  an  ideal  means  for  worship. 

Two  further  purposes  of  the  church 
are  unique  to  it.  We're  speaking  now 
of  local  congregations.  To  no  other 
"organization"  has  been  committed 
the  ministry  that  God  has  given  to  the 
church.  That  ministry  involves  evan- 
gelism—reaching   the    lost    with    the 


Gospel.  It  also  involves  edification- 
buOding  up  the  saints,  bringing  them 
to  fuU  maturity  in  Christ.  This  latter 
purpose  is  the  theme  of  Ephesians 
4: 1 1-13.  Both  purposes  are  set  forth  in 
the  Great  Commission  in  Matthew 
28:19-20.  It's  not  only  a  matter  of 
"making  disciples"  and  baptizing  them 
but  also  of  "teaching  them  to  ob- 
serve .  .  .  ." 

Edification  is  not  more  important 
than  evangehsm,  nor  is  it  primary;  but 
it  is  a  larger  ministry  than  evangelism. 
Involved  in  it  are  such  matters  as  fel- 
lowship (partnership)  in  worship, 
learning,  training,  sharing,  witnessing, 
praying. 

Our  final  consideration  is:  How  can 
we  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which 
we  exist?  It  is  not  by  organization, 
buildings,  programs,  or  personahty 
that  the  church  evangelizes  or  edifies. 
One  is  reminded  of  the  words  of  the 
Lord  God  in  Zechariah  4:6,  "Not  by 
might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  spirit, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts."  Essentially, 
the  church  is  an  organism.  It  is  a  living 
thing.  It  is  made  up  of  people  with 
Christ  as  its  Head.  Paul  was  inspired  to 
reveal  the  truth  that  gifts  are  sover- 
eignly and  divinely  granted  to  the 
various  parts  of  the  Body  (people)  for 
the  benefit  of  the  whole  (cf.  Rom.  12; 
I  Cor.  12).  The  purposes  of  the 
church,  therefore,  are  accomplished  by 
the  members  of  the  Body  utilizing 
their  gifts  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit 
for  the  benefit  of  other  members.

Most  important  is  tfie  uniqueness  tfiat  is  ours  because  of  the  Chris- 
tian constituency  that  supports  our  school,  our  dedicated  faculty, 
our  outstanding  student  body,  and  our  Christian  philosophy  of 
education. 


Welcome  to  Grace!  We're  delighted 
to  have  you  here,  and  we  are  deter- 
mined to  do  our  very  best  to  make  this 
a  great  year  for  you.  If  it  is  going  to  be 
the  year  that  we  desire,  however, 
much  depends  on  you  and  your  re- 
sponse to  the  atmosphere  and  oppor- 
tunities for  intellectual,  social,  and 
spiritual  growth  that  we  are  attempt- 
ing to  provide. 

In  one  way  or  another,  what  I  have 
just  said  is  probably  being  said  to 
thousands  of  freshmen  entering  hun- 
dreds of  different  colleges  this  fall.  In 
view  of  this,  the  question  naturally 
arises,  "Is  there  something  that  sets 
Grace  College  and  the  Grace  College 
student  apart?"  And  I  would  respond 
by  saying,  "I  certainly  hope  so!" 

It  has  been  said,  "You  can  always 
tell  a  Harvard  man."  One  of  our  goals 
should  be  that  the  Grace  student 
would  stand  out— that  he  would  be 
relatively  easy  to  identify— in  the 
Warsaw-Winona  Lake  community  as 
well  as  back  home.  And  this  to  the 
credit  of  his  family,  his  college,  and  his 
Lord. 

We  are  not  unique  just  because  we 
are  relatively  small— there  are  many 
colleges  smaller  than  Grace.  And  small- 
ness  itself  is  not  always  an  advantage, 
although  it  can  contribute  to  a  feeling 
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Academic  Dean 
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of  friendliness  on  campus. 

Nor  are  we  unique  just  because  we 
bear  the  name  "Christian"  and  follow 
the  practice  of  having  all  our  classes 
open  with  prayer.  Many  colleges  call 
themselves  Christian;  and  if  opening 
the  classes  with  prayer  were  our  orrly 
distinctive,  your  parents  and  you 
could  have  saved  a  great  deal  of  money 
simply  by  making  a  habit  of  praying 
regularly  at  the  beginning  of  your 
classes  in  a  state  university. 

More  important  than  either  of  the 
above  is  the  uniqueness  that  is  ours 
because  of  the  Christian  constituency 
that  supports  our  school,  our  dedi- 
cated faculty,  our  outstanding  student 
body,  and  our  Christian  phOosophy  of 
education.  In  his  book.  Christian  Edu- 
cation in  a  Democracy,  Dr.  Frank 
Gaebelein  outlines  six  criteria  that  he 
feels  must  be  true  of  any  school  that 
can  genuinely  be  called  Christian.  I 
would  mention  these  six  points  as 
standards  against  which  we  measure 
ourselves  as  a  school,  and  then  I'd  like 
to  dwell  on  one  of  them  in  particular. 


1.  A  Christian  educational  institi 
tion  must  be  built  upon  a  thorougl 
going  Christian  philosophy  of  edi 
cation. 

2.  It  must  have  a  faculty  thorougl 
ly  committed  to  its  distinctive  philosi 
phy. 

3.  The  entire  curriculum  must  I 
Christ-centered. 

4.  It  must  have  a  student  body  th; 
will  actively  support  its  philosopl 
and  aims. 

5.  It  must  recognize  the  two  a 
pects  of  Christian  education— the  r 
quired  and  the  voluntary. 

6.  It  must  actuaOy  do  the  tru 
through  applying  the  Christian  ethic 
all  its  relationships. 

The  idea  that  I  want  to  stress  mo 
emphatically  is  that  Grace  College 
unique  because  it  is  built  upon 
thoroughgoing  Christian  philosophy  i 
education  that  puts  Christ  at  the  ce 
ter  of  every  area  of  study. 

The  accumulated  knowledge  of  oi 
world  is  increasing  at  an  exponenti 
rate.  We  hear  frequent  references 
"the  explosion  of  knowledge."  It  h 
been  said  that  90  percent  of  all  scie 
tists  who  ever  lived  are  living  ar 
working  today.  One  result  has  been 
fragmentation  of  learning.  Dr.  Robe 
M.  Hutchins,  former  chancellor  of  tl 
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niversity  of  Chicago,  expressed  great 
)ncern  some  years  ago  about  this 
ndency  and  the  resulting  inability  of 
jople  in  the  various  disciplines  of 
udy  to  communicate  with  each  other 
r  to  relate  their  special  areas  of  study 
)  the  larger  issues  of  life  and  work, 
e  expressed  the  need  for  some  uni- 
ting area  of  truth  that  would  give 
holeness  and  meaning  to  learning, 
ow  thrilling  it  is,  in  the  light  of  this 
cpressed  need,  to  read  in  the  writings 
'  Paul,  "For  by  him  [Christ]  were  all 
lings  created,  that  are  in  heaven,  and 
lat  are  in  earth,  visible  and  invisible, 
hether  they  be  thrones,  or  domin- 
ns,  or  principalities,  or  powers:  all 
lings  were  created  by  him,  and  for 
m:  and  he  is  before  all  things,  and  by 
im  all  things  consist."  That  last 
irase  is  most  significant  for  the  word 
:onsist"  has  also  been  translated  "ad- 
;re"  or  "hold  together."  As  someone 
IS  expressed  it,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 

the  "nuclear  glue"  that  holds  this 
liverse  together. 

In  view  of  this,  it  is  appropriate 
lat  we  see  Christ  at  the  center  of  our 
itire  curriculum.  We  must  see  the  re- 
tionship  of  the  truth  of  God's  Word 
I  every  area  of  study  in  our  classes, 
his  is  what  will  make  a  Grace  College 
lucation  unique  and  will  add  moti- 
ition,  meaning,  and  hope  to  the  ef- 
irt. 

Paul  describes  the  unbelieving  stu- 
mt  of  his  day  and  ours  as  one  who  is 
;ver  learning  and  never  able  to  come 
>  the  knowledge  of  the  truth."  How 
onderful  it  is,  as  Professor  Ogden 
ice  put  it,  that  "we  as  believers  have 


come  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and 
are  now  ever-learning!" 

In  closing,  I  would  mention  just 
two  of  Dr.  Gaebelein's  other  criteria  of 
the  genuinely  Christian  educational 
institution.  He  makes  the  point  that 
"It  must  have  a  faculty  thoroughly 
committed  to  its  distinctive  philoso- 
phy." Note  clearly  that  he  did  not 
merely  say  that  it  must  have  a  faculty 
thoroughly  committed  to  Jesus  Christ. 
This  is  necessary,  just  as  we  must  have 
a  faculty  that  is  thoroughly  committed 
to  the  veracity  and  authority  of  the 
written  Word  of  God.  But  Dr.  Gaebel- 
ein  goes  beyond  these  points-as  we 
must— to  emphasize  the  need  to  be 
committed  not  only  to  the  living  and 
written  Word  of  God,  but  also  to  a 
phOosophy  of  education  that  is  con- 
sistent with  the  revelation  that  God 
has  given  us. 

Finally,  I  would  have  you  note  that 
Dr.  Gaebelein  said  "It  must  have  a 
student  body  that  will  actively  support 
its  philosophy  and  aims."  I  said  earlier 
that  one  of  the  things  that  makes 
Grace  College  unique  is  the  caliber  of 
its  students.  This  is  why  we  seek  to 
attract  and  admit  only  those  students 
who  desire  and  will  profit  by  an  edu- 
cational program  that  attempts  to  be 
genuinely  Christian.  Gaebelein  was 
concerned— as  we  are— that  we  have 
students  who  will  actively  support 
(not  just  passively  submit  to)  the 
Christian  philosophy  and  the  intel- 
lectual and  spiritual  goals  of  Grace. 

We  believe  you  are  that  kind.  That's 
why  we  are  so  happy  to  have  you 
here!  »

fiat's  how  the  Body  is  built  up,  or 
hfied. 
What  about  evangehsm?  Though  we 
ive  our  citizenship  in  heaven,  and  we 
e  members  of  Christ's  Body,  we  still 
e  left  here  on  earth  and  have  our 
sidence  in  the  world.  Living  in  this 
orld,  we  are  to  be  lights  to  it,  point- 
ig  men  to  God  the  Father  by  our 
)od  works  (Matt.  5:14-16).  This  is  a 
linistry  that  cannot  be  accomplished 
'.  the  church  which  is  a  body  of  be- 
jvers.  Nor  is  it  accomplished  largely 
1  the  building  we  call  a  "church." 
vangelism  has  to  be  done  out  there 


where  the  people  are. 

Both  of  these  tasks,  evangelism  and 
edification,  have  a  common  agent  or 
tool;  the  Word  of  God.  The  faith  that 
evangehzes  comes  by  hearing  the  Word 
of  God  (Rom.  10:17).  Understanding 
the  principles  of  Christian  life,  growth, 
and  use  of  spiritual  gifts  comes,  again, 
from  a  thorough  knowledge  and  appU- 
cation  of  the  Bible:  "All  scripture 
is  .  .  .  profitable  for  teaching,  for  re- 
proof, for  correction,  for  training  in 
righteousness;  that  the  man  of  God 
may  be  adequate,  equipped  for  every 
good  work"  (II  Tim.  3:16-17  NASB). 

It  ought  to  be  the  goal  and  purpose 
of  our  local  churches  to  so  equip  men 
with  God's  Word  that  they  in  turn  can 
both  edify  and  evangelize.  #

In  spite  of  the  ancient  observation 
that  "of  making  many  books  there  is 
no  end"  (Eccles.  12: 12),  volumes  con- 
tinue to  pour  from  the  presses,  and 
authors  show  few  signs  of  disappear- 
ing. Why  do  people  write  books?  More 
specifically,  why  do  evangelical  Chris- 
tians write  books?  The  answer  may  be 
different  from  what  many  suppose. 

It  is  not  because  writing  a  book  is 
fun.  Long  hours  are  required  before  a 
manuscript  is  ready  for  publication. 
For  those  whose  writing  is  done  in  ad- 
dition to  their  regular  occupations,  it 
may  mean  giving  up  evenings,  week- 
ends, and  vacations.  Recently  for  me  it 
meant  devoting  to  this  task  Friday 
afternoons,  Saturdays,  Sunday  after- 
noons, a  portion  of  Monday,  as  weD  as 
Christmas  and  Easter  vacations,  for 
fifty- two  consecutive  weeks.  Now  you 
know  why  authors  dedicate  their 
books  to  their  longsuffering  families! 

It  is  not  because  writing  is  easy. 
Most  serious  writers  do  not  merely  set 
down  their  random  thoughts.  Behind 
most  books  of  an  enduring  nature  lie 
hundreds  of  hours  of  research.  Much 
time  is  spent  in  checking  data,  docu- 
menting the  sources,  locating  pictures 
and  obtaining  permission  to  use  them. 
Then  comes  the  writing  and  the  rewrit- 
ing, typing,  and  proofreading.  Many 
hours  of  a  recent  vacation  were  spent 
by  me  in  poring  over  final  proofs. 
There  are  easier  ways  to  fill  one's  "lei-

sure"  time. 

Nor  does  most  evangelical  writing 
bring  instant  fame  and  fortune.  Very 
few  Christian  writers  produce  best 
sellers.  And  whatever  fame  (or  should 
the  term  be  "notoriety"?)  one  may 
achieve  is  usually  counterbalanced  by 
reviewers,  who  invariably  find  some- 
thing to  complain  about.  A  recent  re- 
viewer of  my  httle  book  on  Ephesians 
complained  that  it  would  have  been  a 
good  book  if  the  author  had  just  said 
something  about  the  second  work  of 
grace! 

Most  Christian  writing  is  not  done 
because  the  authors  have  nothing  else 
to  do.  Comparatively  few  evangelical 
authors  are  full-time  writers.  Most  of 
them  have  other  jobs.  The  market  for 
evangehcal  books  does  not  at  present 
provide  total  support  for  very  many 
writers.  Consequently,  most  writers 
for  evangelicals  must  pursue  their  task 
on  the  side,  in  addition  to  their  regular 
employment.  It  is  long,  tedious  work 
by  already-busy  people. 

Why  then  do  Christians  write?  I  can 
only  answer  for  myself., My  experience 
in  each  case  has  been  that  a  pubUsher 
has  invited  me  to  write,  and  three 
factors  from  the  human  side  have  im- 
pelled me  to  accept  these  invitations. 


First,  I  get  excited  about  every  oc- 
casion to  make  an  in-depth  study  oi 
Scripture  for  my  own  enrichment.  In- 
asmuch as  the  publishing  I  have  done 
has  involved  the  interpretation  of  the 
Word  of  God,  it  has  always  been  in  the 
area  of  my  Ufelong  interest. 

Second,  writing  for  publication  of- 
fers the  opportunity  to  have  a  wider 
ministry  than  otherwise  possible.  I  am 
able  to  make  a  contribution  to  other 
classrooms  besides  my  own,  to  readers 
in  distant  places,  and  conceivably  to 
those  beyond  my  own  lifetime. 

Third,  I  regard  the  opportunity  to 
publish  as  part  of  my  responsibility  as 
a  faculty  member  to  extend  the  minis- 
try of  our  seminary.  The  Lord  has  pro- 
vided Grace  Seminary  with  important 
resources.  A  fine  and  growing  hbrary, 
the  benefit  of  classroom  discussion 
with  graduate  students,  and  the  stimu- 
lation provided  by  an  academic  com- 
munity composed  of  dedicated  and 
spiritual  men  whose  purpose  is  to 
understand  and  communicate  the 
Word  of  God— all  these  are  tremendous 
resources  which  God  expects  us  to  use. 
As  He  provides  the  opportunities  and 
the  enablement,  I  shall  count  it  a  privi- 
lege to  write.  M

church.  Shame  on  us! 

The  church,  and  let's  hold  to  our  own 
FeOowship  because  that's  what  it's  all 
about  in  this  conference,  needs  what  the 
Early  Church  had— the  mighty  power  of 
God.  Our  sick  generation  needs  salvation, 
and  the  world  needs  a  church  aflame.  The 
difference  between  Biblical  Christianity 
and  contemporary  Christianity  is  vast  in- 
deed. There  is  a  conspicuous  contrast  be- 
tween the  magnificent  triumphs  of  the 
Early  Church  and  the  meager  results  of  our 
efforts  today. 

The  fact  that  we  are  living  in  desperate 
days  is  reflected  in  the  books  coming  from 
the  press:  The  Uncomfortable  Pew;  The 
Last  Days  of  the  Church;  Brethren,  Hang 
Loose.  And  I'm  afraid  that  we  might  well 
characterize  our  own  Fellowship  if  we 
omitted  the  author's  comma,  making  it  to 
read  Brethren  Hang  Loose!  We  need  much 
more  soUdarity  within  our  own  ranks.  We 
need  to  hang  in  there  together! 

Pick  up  a  daily  newspaper,  or  a  weekly 
news  magazine  and  read  such  headUnes  as 
"Church -going  Declines."  The  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  said  we  are  living  in  a  post- 
Christian  era  with  churches  threatened  by 
emptiness. 

General  William  Booth  of  the  Salvation 
Army  rightly  stated,  at  the  turn  of  our  cen- 
tury: "The  chief  dangers  in  the  twentieth 
century  will  be  reUgion  without  the  Holy 
Ghost,  Christianity  without  Christ,  forgive- 
ness without  regeneration,  politics  without 
God,  heaven  without  hell." 

There  is  something  great  and  essentially 
missing  in  our  lives.  The  missing  ingredient 
is  the  power  of  God  so  necessary  for  the 
church  to  be  "His  glorious  church."  It  is 
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not  enough  to  have  pardon.  We  also  need 
power.  God's  plan  is  always  to  use  His 
power  to  propagate  the  Gospel.  We  must 
not  only  be  born  of  the  Spirit,  but  filled 
with  the  Spirit  as  well.  It  is  not  enough  to 
have  truth.  We  need  power.  Correct  creed 
is  no  substitute  for  spiritual  power.  "Be 
filled  with  the  Spirit"  is  an  urgent  com- 
mand. 

Too  long  have  we  in  the  Brethren 
Church  proclaimed  the  correctness  of  our 
creed,  the  purity  of  our  position,  the  infal- 
libility of  our  interpretations;  and  yet  we 
have  failed  to  appropriate  the  power  of  Al- 
mighty God  inherent  in  the  fact  that  He  is 
presenting  to  himself  a  glorious  church. 
The  church  has  become  so  institutionalized 
that  many  of  us  don't  have  any  idea  as  to 
the  concept  of  what  God  is  doing  in  His 
church,  and  we  have  lost  the  wonder  of  the 
Early  Church. 

Lukewarm,  hfeless  orthodoxy  will  never 
do.  The  Book  of  Acts  is  a  pageantry  of 
power.  It  is  a  divine  blueprint  to  be  fol- 
lowed today.  The  power  of  Pentecost  has 
not  been  exhausted.  The  purpose  of  Pente- 
cost has  not  changed.  There  is  no  substi- 
tute for  soul-winning  power.  Formalism 
can  never  take  the  place  of  fire.  The  incom- 
ing and  empowering  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
still  necessary  for  the  outgoing  of  the  Gos- 
pel and  the  ingathering  of  souls. 

And,  Brethren,  this  is  what  it's  aU 
about,  isn't  it?  Everything  that  we  do  in 
our  churches  must  be  geared  to  the  propa- 
gation of  the  Gospel  of  the  Christ  and  the 
winning  of  lost  souls  to  Him.  Everything 
else  is  secondary. 

It  is  not  enough  to  own  Christ  as 
Saviour.  We  must  obey  Him  as  Lord.  Too 
many  call  Him  Lord,  Lord,  but  do  not  do 
the  things  which  He  says. 

In  the  Cathedral  of  Lubeck,  Germany,  is 
the  following  inscription: 

Thus  speakcth  Christ  our  Lord  to  us: 

Yc  caJI  me  Master,  and  obey  Me  not; 

Ye  call  me  Light,  and  seek  Me  not; 

Ye  call  me  Way,  and  walk  Me  not; 

Ye  call  me  Life,  and  desire  Me  not; 

Ye  call  me  Wise,  and  follow  Me  not; 

Ye  call  me  I'air,  and  love  Me  not; 

Ye  call  me  Rich,  and  ask  Me  not; 

Ye  call  me  l-.ternal,  and  seek  Me  not; 

Ye  call  me  Gracious,  and  trust  Mc  not; 

Ye  call  me  Noble,  and  serve  Me  not; 


Ye  call  me  Mighty,  and  honor  Me  not; 

Ye  call  me  Just,  and  fear  Me  not. 

If  I  condemn  you,  blame  Me  not! 

I  want  you  to  look  in  with  me  on'ie 
New  Testament  Church  and  see  sometjig 
of  the  great  principles  that  governed  jir, 
something  of  the  distinguishing  and  idiiti- 
fying  marks  of  the  Early  Church.  Lelie 
call  to  your  attention  Acts  20:6:  "Am/e 
saOed  away  from  Philippi."  This  is  bi 
now  on  one  of  his  journeys  and  he's  sajig 
and  moving.  Verse  7  tells  us,  "Uponjie 
first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  disci  bs 
came  together  to  break  bread,  Paul  pre  i- 
ed  unto  them."  Now,  here's  the  Eiy 
Church.  I  have  found  as  I  read  the  Ijw 
Testament  exactly  what  you  have  fouij- 
tliat  the  New  Testament  Church  Wc  a 
center  where  God's  people  gathered.  Tty 
knew  nothing  about  the  fragmentizinjpf 
the  church  and  spreading  out  in  I;le 
places  and  developing  undergrojd 
churches  and  hiding  away  somewh;. 
They  met  together  in  homes.  But  tly 
gathered  together  for  one  purpose  and  lit 
purpose  was  to  worship  the  eternal  CI 
You  cannot  read  the  New  Testament  wji- 
out  discovering  that  this  was  the  purpjie 
for  which  they  came.  Every  time  j.e 
church  is  mentioned  as  gathering  togetjr, 
we  are  told  they  had  praise,  they  id 
prayer,  and  they  had  preaching.  Thie 
three  things.

I'm  sure  God  isn't  much  ^• 
pressed  by  that.  We  are  living  in  the  Lac- 
cean  Age  and  in  a  lukewarm  atmosphif. 
Many  worship  the  god  of  convenieifi 
rather  than  the  God  of  the  Bible.  Tod  , 
Jesus  has  little  authority  over  those  wp 
call  themselves  by  His  name.  The  miglv 
God  of  the  Early  Church  must  be  our  C 1 
today.

I  These  are  desperate  days  in  that  fellow- 
Ip.  Most  of  us  are  acquainted  with  the 
[fering  of  Pastor  Richard  Wurmbrand,  a 
ibol  of  many  believers  still  languishing 
the  torture  cells  of  eastern  Europe. 
[  ne  time  ago  when  I  was  in  Great  Britain 
I  as  in  a  large,  beautiful,  Methodist  church 
h  a  seating  capacity  of  more  than  six 


hundred.  The  pastor  told  me  he  seldom 
had  as  many  as  sixty  on  a  Sunday  morning 
now.  And  a  Sunday  evening  service  is  un- 
heard of,  of  course.  Why,  in  your  town, 
less  than  9  percent  of  the  people  will  be  in 
church  on  any  given  Sunday  morning. 
More  like  6  percent.  And  less  than  2  per- 
cent will  come  out  on  a  Sunday  night. 

Beloved,  we  are  in  big  trouble!  Today 
we  have  too  many  quasi-Christians  follow- 
ing a  quasi-Christ.  We  have  so  many  weak 
Christians  that  the  church  has  become  a 
dormitory  instead  of  an  armory;  the  world 
a  playground  instead  of  a  battlefield. 
Spiritual  apathy  and  mediocrity  must  go! 
There  is  no  place  for  passive  Christians.  It 
is  either  revival  or  revolution.  It  is  Christ  or 
chaos.  Things  cannot  go  on  as  they  are. 
They  simply  cannot!  Too  long  the  devil  has 
tried  to  camouflage  the  issue.  It  is  time  for 
the  people  of  God  to  claim  the  power  of 
God.  The  issue  is  surrender  and  obedience. 
We  must  not  only  read  the  Word,  but  heed 
the  Word;  not  only  search  the  Bible,  but 
search  our  hearts.  Too  many  have  lost  their 
power,  lost  their  faith,  lost  their  first  love. 
No  wonder  that  men  suspect  that  God  is 
dead.  The  glory  of  God  has  departed  from 
the  people  of  God.  May  God  shake  us  out 
of  our  senseless,  sinful  sleep  and  spiritual 
stupor! 

Oh,  how  we  need  a  renewing  of  fellow- 
ship within  our  churches!  Men  and  women 
do  things  and  accomplish  things  in  fellow- 
ship with  each  other  that  they  can  do  in  no 
other  way.  The  church  is  the  fellowship  of 
the  people  of  God.  Aren't  you  glad  you're 
a  part  of  that  fellowship  tonight?  There 
ought  to  be  a  hallelujah  in  your  soul  and 
you  ought  to  just  shift  your  halo  a  bit  and 
say,  "Thank  God  I  belong  to  the  church!" 

Some  of  us  belong  to  civic  clubs.  1  am  a 
Kiwanian.  But  there  is  another  civic  club  of 
strangers  and  pilgrims  down  here  who  look 
"for  a  city  which  hath  foundations,  whose 
builder  and  maker  is  God."  It  is  as  yet  an 
invisible  city  and  we  are  not  building  it  on 
earth.  God  has  prepared  it  and  it  is  coming 
down  one  day  out  of  heaven.  Centuries  ago 
the  church  got  the  mistaken  idea  that  the 
city  was  to  be  constructed  in  this  poor 
world,  and  that  through  education,  venti- 
lation, sanitation  and  all  other  "ations"  it 
was  to  become  heaven  on  earth.  Others  got 
the  idea  that  any  town  could  be  the  Holy 
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City.  An  unknown  author  has  written: 
Believe  the  dream!  It  cannot  be 
A  false  report  the  prophets  see; 
They  grasp  the  starry  dim  surmise 
Because  they  see  with  clearer  eyes 
The  Holy  City  coming  down, 
A  better,  cleaner  Everytown! 

Alas,  man  has  fared  badly  with  his 
cities.  When  his  last  Babylon  is  a  shambles, 
God  will  take  over  and  set  up  His  city.  The 
church  will  not  build  heaven  down  here. 
She  is  God's  civic  club  looking  for  the  city 
that  is  soon  coming  down.  You  don't 
"join"  it,  you  are  born  into  it.  You  become 
a  part,  a  member  of  His  glorious  church 
that  He  is  presenting  unto  himself  without 
spot  or  wrinkle. 

In  Ephesians  2:20  we  read,  "And  [we] 
are  buUt  upon  the  foundation  of  the 
apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself 
being  the  chief  corner  stone."  We  are  built 
upon  the  New  Testament  apostles  and  they 
have  to  do  with  foundations.  Some  days 
when  1  look  out  upon  a  world  in  convul- 
sion and  chaos,  I  wonder  if  we're  almost 
ready  for  the  roof  of  this  glorious  church. 
We're  going  to  finish  the  job  some  of  these 
days. 

But  in  the  meantime,  apostles  and 
prophets,  teachers,  evangelists  and  pastors 
are  given  to  the  church  "for  the  perfecting 
of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
for  the  edifying  [building  up]  of  the  body 
of  Christ"  (Eph.  4:12).  We  have  a  specific 
task  in  the  world  and  our  church  has  be- 
come a  center  of  instruction  that  the  saints 
may  be  built  up  to  do  the  work  of  minis- 
tering in  the  world.  God  has  intended  the 
church  and  each  individual  member  of  that 
church  to  be  an  effective  instrument  in  His 
hand— ready  to  do  His  work  in  the  world 
today. 

So  Paul  is  teUing  us  that  this  church  that 
has  been  placed  into  history  by  a  sovereign 
God  is  not  only  a  place  where  we  ascribe 
worthiness  unto  God  and  a  place  where  we 
gather  together  for  a  fellowship  of  kindred 
minds,  but  it  is  a  place  where  we  gather 
together  for  instruction.  This  instruction 
has  to  be  given  by  individuals,  so  God  has 
given  to  the  church  pastors  and  teachers 
and  evangelists.  It's  a  glorious  church!  We 
can't  neglect  any  aspect  of  this,  any  aspect, 
and  be  successful. 

Now  in  I  Thessalonians  1:6-8  we  learn 


that  His  glorious  church  has  a  responS 
ty.  (This  is  a  great  section.)  "And  ye?? 
came  followers  of  us,  and  of  the  L  d, 
having  received  the  word  in  much  al  c- 
tion,  with  joy  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  So  at 
ye  were  ensamples  to  all  that  believ  in 
Macedonia  and  Achaia.  For  from  lu 
sounded  out  the  word  of  the  Lord." 

Great  linkage  there— think  of  it— aic- 
tion  and  joy  being  wrapped  together  po 
now  we  are  instructed  that  this  churdije- 
comes  a  center  of  communication,  and  le 
Word  of  God  is  sounded  out.  ' 

We  read  that  "from  you  sounded  iit 
the  word  of  the  Lord."  Luke  puts  it,  "1  it 
repentance  and  remission  of  sins  shouli'ie 
preached  in  his  name  among  all  nati  s, 
BEGINNING  AT  JERUSALEM"  (24:. ). 
Our  witness,  like  charity,  begins  at  hc'3. 
We  cannot  successfully  champion  abrd 
what  is  compromised  in  our  own  hob. 
Too  often  we  promote  in  evangelism  d 
missions  a  commodity  we  do  not  hav  n 
stock  on  our  own  shelves.  If  what  we  ]  )■ 
fess  does  not  work  at  home,  it  will  it 
work  anywhere.  If  we  have  not  proved  in 
Jerusalem,  we  should  not  preach  it,n 
Samaria.  If  it  wiU  not  work  in  the  ini!r- 
most  circle,  it  will  not  work  in  the  ou|r- 
most  circles.  Any  individual,  any  ho;:, 
any  church  that  cannot  find  in  Christ  ;e 
answer  to  every  problem  cannot  very  ^lll 
tell  others  that  He  can  solve  their  pn- 
lems.  How  can  we  preach  liberty  to  ie 
captives  when  we  ourselves  are  bound? 

When  a  church  loses  the  wonder  ol  s 
responsibOity  in  the  world,  then  the  chu  h 
becomes  a  laughingstock,  an  amusemt 
rather  than  an  amazement.  God  needso 
stir  our  hearts  and  move  us  with  a  r|v 
devotion  to  the  responsibility  of  [e 
church.  We  need  to  be  motivated  by  '■■ 
membering  that  the  church  exists  in  is 
world  to  prepare  souls  for  another  wo  • 
That  and  nothing  else  is  the  business  of  ' 
church.  The  need  of  the  hour  is  for  a  • 
kindhng  of  the  flame  of  evangehsm.  Ts 
time  to  get  right  with  God  and  busy  if 
God.  Giving  God  second  best  is  it 
enough.  Negative  acquiescence  to  the  Gr  t 
Commission  will  never  do.  The  great  ( • 
proportion  between  our  lips  and  our  \i\ , 
our  creed  and  our  conduct,  our  opportu  ■ 
ty  and  our  endeavor  must  die.  We  dare  i,i 
be  satisfied,  selfish  or  still.  It  is  time  for  i

FIRST  SESSION,  AUGUST  7 

The  first  business  session  of  the  83rd 
Annual  Conference  of  the  National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Churches,  meeting  at  Win- 
ona Lake,  Indiana,  was  officially  opened 
by  the  Moderator,  Dr.  Robert  B.  Collitt,  at 
8:00  a.m. 

Three  reports  were  made  by  the  Mem- 
bership Committee,  reporting  a  total  ot 
425  lay  delegates  and  256  ministerial  dele- 
gates, for  a  first-day  total  of  681.

A  motion  prevailed  to  receive  the  North 
Kokomo-Galveston  Grace  Brethren  Church 
of  Galveston,  Indiana,  into  the  NFBC. 

A  motion  prevaUed  that  we  receive  the 
Hope  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Dillsburg, 
Pennsylvania,  into  the  NFBC. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  we  receive  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  the  Palm

members  from  doctrinal  error  resulting  from  con- 
fusion and  error,  we  strongly  affirm  that:  "(1) 
We  beheve  every  behever  is  baptized  into  one 
body  by  the  Holy  Spirit  at  the  moment  of  con- 
version (I  Cor.  12: 13).  (2)  We  beheve  some  gifts 
are  permanent  and  legitimately  in  use  throughout 
the  entire  church  age.  These  include  the  gifts  of 
pastor-teacher,  teaching,  evangelist,  helps  (minis- 
tering), goverrmients  (ruhng),  exhortation,  giving 
and  showing  mercy  (I  Cor.  12:28;  Rom.  12:7-8; 
Eph.  4:11).  (3)  We  believe  other  gifts  were 
temporary  and  given  in  the  Apostohc  Age  for  the 
purpose  of  founding  the  Church  and  the  com- 
pletion of  the  canon  of  Scripture.  Having  fulfilled 
their  purpose,  they  are  not  necessary  and  thus  are 
not  given  today  (I  Cor.  13:8-10).  These  include 
the  gifts  of  apostles,  prophets,  knowledge,  wis- 
dom, faith,  miracles,  healing,  tongues,  and  the 
interpretation  of  tongues.  (4)  We  believe  that 
God  offers  us  a  better  way  to  spiritual  victory 
and  power.  As  beUevers  are  filled  with  the  Holy 
Spirit  (Eph.

5:22-23)  with  positive  blessing  to  the 
whole  church.  We  commend  all  Brethren  'to  God, 
and  to  the  word  of  his  grace,  which  is  able  to 
build  you  up,  and  to  give  you  an  inheritance 
among  all  them  which  are  sanctified'  (Acts 
20:32)."

13:4;  Acts  25:11),  (3)  Reaf- 
firm our  conviction  of  the  sacredness  of  human 
Ufe  (Gen.  2:7;  Ps.

fore, should  protect  the  innocent  and,  with  jus- 
tice and  dispatch,  punish  the  guilty;  (5)  Reaffirm 
our  conviction  that  the  permissiveness  of  judicial 
systems  that  allow  uncontrolled  sex  education, 
homosexuahty,  pornography,  no-fault  divorce, 
alcohohsm,  and  drug  addiction  to  curse  the  land 
must  be  consistently  opposed  by  the  Brethren, 
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(6)  Reaffirm  our  conviction  that,  within  the 
framework  of  the  stated  issues  of  major  poUtical 
leadership  in  our  land,  there  is  to  be  found  no 
hope  for  significant  improvement  of  current  con- 
ditions, thus  reminding  the  Christian  that  we  are 
in  the  world  but  "not  of  the  world"  (John 
17:16)  and  that  we  should  "come  out  from 
among  them,  and  be  ye  separate"  (II  Cor.  6:17); 
16.  RESOL  VED:  Whereas  there  is  wide  spread 
human  suffering  in  the  world,  including  depri- 
vation, disease,  and  starvation;  and  whereas  there 
are  frequent  emergency  needs  that  come  as  a  re- 
sult of  natural  disasters  and  human  errancy;  and 
whereas  our  constituents  have  no  denomination- 
sponsored  agency  through  which  Christian  com- 
passion can  be  expressed  to  meet  such  needs,  we 
therefore  (1)  Recognize  that  the  child  of  God, 
reflecting  the  nature  of  Christ,  is  moved  to  com- 
passion which  must  result  in  action,  (2)  Request 
that  some  study  be  given  to  ways  and  means  by 
which  we  can  share  our  affluence  with  the  less 
fortunate  via  a  spiritually  oriented  and  Brethren- 
controlled  program  of  reUef,  and,  (3)  Remind 
ourselves  that  this  ministry  must  be  secondary  to 
the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  and  the  seeking  of 
the  lost. 

Note-Your  committee  suggests  that  these 
resolutions,  being  a  compilation  of  suggestions 
from  denominational  leaders,  district  moderators, 
and  many  lay  members,  are  an  accurate  reflection 
of  what  we  beheve  in  heart  and  should  practice  in 
personal  and  denominational  life.

COMMITTEE  ON  STATISTICAL  REVIEW 

The  committee  on  Statistical  Review  has 
analyzed  and  evaluated  the  current  report  and 
has  noted  the  following: 

We  thank  God  for  8,657  reported  professions 
of  faith  in  1971.  The  last  two  years  have 
indicated  a  marked  increase  in  personal  soul- 
winning.  The  new  statistical  blank  has  made 
possible  a  clearer  indication  of  the  agencies  of  the 
church  responsible  for  the  various  professions  of 
faith  although  a  comparison  with  past  years  is 
not  possible  because  in  the  past  all  decisions  were 
lumped  together  on  the  blank.  But,  the  total 
percentage  shows  one  profession  of  faith  for 
every  3.85  members  in  1971  and  one  for  every 
3.7  members  in  1970  as  compared  to  one  in  9.6 
in  1969  and  one  in  8.1  for  1968.  The  results 


show  a  real  desire  to  grow  in  1973. 

The  net  gain  of  991  in  membership  isfc  est 
in  the  past  three  years  but  ought  to  be  g  liter 
considering  the  8,657  decisions  reported,  on- 
cern  is  noted  because  only  2,143  obeyed  leii 
Lord  in  baptism.

Report  on  1973  Gettysburg 

Conference  by 

Executive  and  Host  Committees 

Plans  have  been  finalized  to  use  the  facilities 
of  Gettysburg  College,  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania, 
for  our  1973  conference  from  August  3-10.  Wil- 
son College  at  Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania,  24 
miles  away,  will  host  the  youth  conference  at  the 
same  time,  with  provision  for  about  700  young 
people  and  sponsors.  Transportation  for  dele- 
gations of  ten  or  more  will  be  provided  from 
terminal  sites  surrounding  Gettysburg  without 
cost  to  the  delegate. 

Gettysburg  College  will  provide  overnight  ac- 
commodations for  about  1,250  people  in  double 


rooms,  with  a  total  cost  that  will  not  excee  i;60 
for  room  and  board  and  $60-$65  for  the  ith 
conference.  Parents  who  have  smaller  chlren 
may  bring  cots  and  have  these  children  iithe 
room  with  them  without  extra  room  cost  e  iq)t 
for  linens.  Those  with  self-contained  traUei  Vill 
be  able  to  park  on  the  campus.  Meals  at  tli  ol- 
lege  cafeteria  will  be  available  to  those  Uvii  iff 
campus.

1  supporting  the  local  church  in  her  minis- 
of  Christian  education,  we  have  outlined 
definite  directions  for  our  own  ministry. 


The  first  has  to  do  with  the  personal  ministry 
of  the  members  of  our  staff.  Ministry  is  always  a 
two-way  street  and  frankly,  this  kind  of  influence 
is  always  a  matter  of  being  at  the  right  place  at 
the  right  time.  As  director,  in  the  past  year,  I 
have  addressed  Brethren  people  in  13  districts-a 
total  of  120  times.  It  is  sometimes  difficult  to 
achieve  the  right  balance  of  time  between  itiner- 
ation and  office  responsibility,  but  it  is  our  desire 
to  have  an  influence  for  Christ  in  building  up 
other  members  of  His  body.  In  expanding  the 
ministry  of  our  department  our  concentration  of 
influence  will  be  through  staff  members  exer- 
cising spiritual  gifts  in  ministry  to  Brethren 
youth,  youth  sponsors,  Sunday  School  teachers, 
pastors,  and  all  others  involved  in  the  work  of 
Christian  education. 

The  second  area  of  our  ministry  involves  pub- 
lications and  other  written  communications. 
Throughout  the  last  year,  the  Christian  Edu- 
cation Department  has  been  responsible  for  a 
new  section  entitled  "The  Switchboard"  which 
appears  on  a  monthly  basis  in  the  pages  of  the 
Missionary  Herald.  As  the  name  of  this  section 
implies,  we  want  this  to  be  a  place  of  interchange 
for  ideas,  news,  and  viewpoints  in  Brethren  Chris- 
tian education.  This  space  is  purchased  on  a 
monthly  basis  from  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald,  and  we  appreciate  the  fine  response  that 
we  are  receiving  both  in  ideas  to  be  shared  and 
reaction  to  its  content. 

Accent  is  a  monthly  pubUcation  for  Brethren 
youth  which  we  co-publish  in  cooperation  with 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  New  employees 
in  our  office  are  amazed  at  the  veritable  moun- 
tain of  published  material  and  other  written  com- 
munications going  out  to  our  churches  and  their 
Christian  education  workers.  We  reaUy  do  want 
to  help. 

Our  third  thrust  in  ministry  is  the  area  of  pro- 
grams that  are  offered  as  tools  for  use  in  the  local 
church.  These  programs  do  not  stand  as  inde- 
pendent ministries  but  can  have  great  value  as 
part  of  a  church's  overall  thrust  in  Christian  edu- 
cation. Some  of  these  programs  are:  our  annual 
Christian  Education  Convention  which  this  year 
presented  the  intensely  practical  International 
Center  for  Learning  seminars  in  Sunday  School 
leadership. 

The  Brethren  Student  Life  Volunteer  organi- 
zation is  alive  and  well  with  active  membership 
now  well  above  the  100  mark. 

The  program  called  Training  In  Missionary 
Endeavor  (TIME)  has  been  growing  at  an  exciting 
rate  and  is  making  greater  demands  upon  our 
time  even  as  its  ministry  is  becoming  greatly  in- 
creased. 

We  are  thankful  to  again  bear  witness  to  the 
greatness  of  God's  work  in  the  hearts  of  Brethren 
youth  through  the  Brethren  Youth  Conference. 
A  total  registration  of  639  participants  and  staff 
members  not  only  sets  an  attendance  record,  but 
makes  and  creates  an  unprecedented  opportunity 
for  impact  upon  today's  church  through  today's 
youth  who  are  right  now  an  infiuential  part  of 
the  body  of  Christ. 

Our  National  Sunday  School  contest  has  now 
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been  expanded  into  a  program  called  Pro- 
grammed Statistical  Analysis.  The  initial  response 
from  our  churches  is  very  heartening.  The  co- 
operation of  other  congregations  is  very  impor- 
tant if  this  program  is  to  serve  our  Fellowship  of 
churches  according  to  its  maximum  potential. 

Members  of  our  staff  conduct  workshops, 
teacher  training  sessions,  and  speak  in  local 
churches  and  conferences.  The  costs  of  travel 
these  days  are  great  and  in  many  cases  our  larger 
churches  can  make  it  possible  for  the  smaUer 
churches  to  have  services  that  would  be  unavail- 
able on  a  strict  dollar  and  cents  basis. 

A  teacher-training  program  featuring  stand- 
ardized, transferable  credits  has  been  adopted  by 
our  Christian  Education  Department  making  use 
of  the  curriculum  materials  pubUshed  by  the 
Evangelical  Teacher  Training  Association. 

Our  department  annually  prepares  materials 
and  makes  recommendations  for  special  observ- 
ances such  as  the  fall  enlargement  campaign,  and 
National  Youtli  Week,  with  several  other  possi- 
bilities for  expansion  open  to  us. 

A  small  but  important  part  of  the  work  of  our 
department  deals  with  the  sales  and  rental  of  edu- 
cational materials. 

The  denominational  view  of  our  National 
Achievement  Competition  program  is  somewhat 
Uke  the  proverbial  iceberg.  The  part  that  most  of 
us  see  is  just  the  small  part  observed  annually  at 
national  conference.  The  real  impact  of  this  pro- 
gram is  discernable  as  wc  view  the  overall  influ- 
ence of  this  leadership  training  opportunity  in 
churches  where  it  is  adopted  enthusiastically  and 
supported  wholeheartedly.  In  a  day  when  the 
philosophy  of  our  world  makes  mediocrity  a  vir- 
tue, we  believe  that  the  National  Achievement 
Competition  program  is  saying  something  vitally 
important  to  young  people  in  the  Brethren 
Church,  and  1  believe  sincerely  that  this  program 
is  making  a  tremendous  investment  in  the  Breth- 
ren Church  of  tomorrow. 

Through  our  close  cooperation  with  Success 
With  Youth,  Inc.,  high  quality  training-hour  ma- 
terials for  use  at  all  age  levels  are  being  made 
available  to  every  Brethren  church.  The  extreme- 
ly high  costs  of  producing  this  kind  of  material 
independently  for  our  limited  market  seems  to 
make  the  investment  of  our  available  time  in  this 
cooperative  relationship  a  much  more  practical 
alternative. 

For  many  years.  Brethren  Christian  educators 
have  exerted  an  important  intluence  upon  the 
publishers  of  interdenominational  Christian  edu- 
cation curriculum.  While  we  have  not  always 
been  totally  stisfied  with  results  achieved,  we 
are  hoping  that  Brethren  churches  will  recognize 
that  there  is  a  valid  ministry  for  Christ  for  us  to 
perform  in  the  investment  of  carefully  budgeted 
periods  of  time  in  interdenominational  coopera- 
tion.

STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 
\  standing  committee  on  stewardship  origi- 
;d  about  thirteen  years  ago  from  a  desire  on 
part  of  national  conference  for  a  study  of  the 
rdination  of  the  fund-raising  activities  of 
lonal  boards  among  local  churches.  In  reflec- 
1  upon  this  direction  the  following  obser- 
ons  and  recommendations  are  offered; 
I.  General  observations  from  many  sources. 

1.  The  New  Testament  concept  of  the  steward 
n  Jesus  through  Peter  and  Paul  is  based  upon 

figure  of  one  who  is  caring  for  property 
ich  belongs  to  another  and  who  is  immediately 
ountable  for  its  wise  use  and  investment. 

2.  Money  is  only  one  area  of  the  accountabili- 
for  which  a  believer  is  responsible.  His  recog- 
on  of  the  total  ownership  of  the  Lord  over  all 
t  he  is  or  has,  is  involved. 

3.  The  question  we  must  ask  ourselves  is, 
hat  does  God  teach  us  from  the  Scriptures?" 
;  "How  can  people's  Christian  impulses  be  ex- 
ited to  support  our  program?" 

4.  The  three  principle  motivations  for  good 
ivardship  as  seen  in  God's  Word  are:  A.  Faith- 
tiess  to  God  in  recognition  of  His  absolute 
ereignty,  B.  Thankfulness  to  God  in  recog- 
ion  of  His  goodness.  C.  Obedience  to  God  in 
iv  of  His  definite  command. 

II.  Observations  based  upon  our  national  min- 

ies: 

The    boards  of  our   national   fellowship   are 

eting  together  and  these  meetings  have  had 

at  value  in  estabUshing: 

1.    An    annuity    program    which    is   uniform 

oughout  with   identical  benefits  accruing  to 


annuitants,  regardless  of  the  board  being  favored. 

2.  A  stewardship  service  extended  to  our 
churches  and  employing  Rev.  Leo  Polman  and 
Mrs.  Polman  on  a  half-time  basis,  with  expenses 
shared  by  three  boards. 

3.  An  agreed  time  of  promotional  emphasis 
for  the  larger  boards  with  the  understanding  that 
all  boards  favor  a  regular  year-round  program  of 
purposeful  giving  to  the  Lord's  work  on  the  part 
of  each  believer. 

4.  A  recognition  that  each  board,  having  prob- 
lems pecuUar  to  its  function,  will  have  certain 
requirements  of  reporting  and  receipting  which 
will  differ  from  the  others.  But  in  each  case 
financial  matters  are  conducted  by  professionally 
trained  competent  people  using  approved  meth- 
ods and  submitting  to  an  annual  professional 
audit. 

III.  Recommendations; 

1.  That  each  Brethren  church  preach  and 
teach  the  BibUcal  concept  of  total  stewardship  as 
a  normal  part  of  the  Christian  life  with  its  ab- 
solute expectations  and  its  rewards  and  blessings. 

2.  That  each  Brethren  believer  become  in- 
formed in-depth  about  all  of  the  ministries  com- 
mitted to  Brethren  churches. 

3.  That  Brethren  people  recognize  the  oppor- 
tunities for  total  involvement  in  God's  program 
through  Brethren  ministries  and  that  the  trend 
toward  increasing  support  to  outside  agencies  be 
reversed  in  view  of  the  following  considerations: 
A.  God  has  led  our  national  boards  in  the  work 
to  which  they  are  committed.  B.  Most  of  our 
ministries  cannnot  soUcit  support  for  Brethren 
works  from  non-Brethren  agencies.  C.  Some  of 
God's  work  was  left  undone  last  year,  as  far  as 
the  Brethren  are  concerned,  because  of  limita- 
tions of  workers  and  of  money.

COMMITTEE  ON  PASTORLESS 
CHURCHES  AND  AVAILABLE  MEN 
September  1,  1971  through  July  31,  1972 
Organization  and  Function: 

A.  The  committee  is  comprised  of  the 
moderators  of  all  sixteen  districts  of  the  NFBC 
and  a  chairman  appointed  by  the  Committee  on 
Committees. 

B.  The  committee  serves  as  a  Uaison  between 
pastorless  churches  and  available  men,  but  not  in 
an  advisory  capacity. 

C.  The  names  of  churches  and  ordained  or 
hcensed  Brethren  ministers  are  hsted  only  when 
properly  authorized  by  the  individual  or  church. 

D.  Churches  and  pastors  are  invited  to  avail 
themselves  of  this  free  service. 

1.  Two  letters  were  sent  to  the  moderators  of 
the  sixteen  districts  during  the  past  year  inviting 
them  to  assist  us  in  putting  pastorless  churches  in 
touch  with  available  men  as  quickly  as  possible. 

2.  During  the  past  year  the  following  services 
were  rendered: 


A.  Lists  of  available  men  were  mailed  to  35 
churches  requesting  this  information,  compared 
with  25  last  year. 

B.  Lists  of  pastorless  churches  were  mailed  to 
27  men  requesting  this  information,  compared 
with  only  6  the  previous  year. 

C.  There  was  a  total  of  56  pastorless 
churches  in  16  states  listed  along  with  the  names 
of  35  available  men. 

D.  The  names  of  seminary  graduates  were 
given  to  churches  requesting  this  information. 

E.  A  total  of  73  letters,  a  number  of  tele- 
phone calls,  15  personal  interviews  and  5  inter- 
views with  seminary  students  were  involved  in 
the  services  rendered. 

3.  At  this  time  there  are  18  churches  needing 
full-time  pastors.  Three  of  these  have  associates 
or  interim  pastors.  There  are  16  names  on  the 
available  pastors'  hst.

Which  Way  Is  the  Stream  Flowing? 


The  beauties  of  the  fall  season  have 
come.  The  trees  are  aglow  with  a  full 
display  of  color.  The  reds,  yellows, 
browns  and  greens  have  come  to  the 
woods  and  hillsides.  This  past  week  on 
a  trip  through  Indiana,  Illinois  and  Mis- 
souri the  handiwork  of  God  was  no- 
ticeable everywhere.  There  are  several 
geographic  locations  that  are  favorite 
places  of  mine  during  this  time  of 
year.  The  central  areas  of  Michigan  are 
a  delight,  the  rolling-hill  areas  of  Ohio 
in  their  beauty  bring  back  a  flood  of 
memories,  and  the  mountains  of  east- 
ern Tennessee  in  the  Smokies  are  spell- 
binding. 

The  Great  Smoky  Mountains  have 
the  colors  that  an  artist  cannot  pro- 
duce on  canvas.  With  a  touch  of  wild 
life  and  the  mountain  trails  there  is  a 
strange  fascination  everywhere.  Then 
there  is  the  presence  of  the  mountain 
streams  that  run  alongside  the  road.  I 
am  caused  to  puzzle  as  to  which  direc- 
tion they  flow.  That  is,  they  do  not 
seem  to  follow  the  terrain.  At  times 
they  give  the  appearance  of  defying 
the  laws  of  nature  by  flowing  uphill.  A 
closer  observation,  however,  brings 
things  back  into  proper  perspective. 
Yet,  for  a  moment  you  can  be  fooled 
by  the  Ulusion  despite  the  knowledge 
you  possess.  Your  eyes  want  to  tell 
you  what  you  know  cannot  be  true. 

There  are  spiritual  illusions  at 
times.  It  is  difficult  to  tell  which  way 
the  stream  is  really  flowing.  Now  is 
such  a  time  in  religious  circles.  There 
are  so  many  different  currents,  but 
despite  appearances  they  are  not  all 
going  the  same  way.  This  is  a  time 
when  there  is  such  a  wide  interest  in 
topics  concerning  religion.  Bookstores 
in  the  shopping  malls  carry  hundreds 
of  titles  on  religious  topics— some 
good-some  contrary  to  the  Bible.  On 
TV,  in  conversation  in  the  store,  on 
the  plane,  in  the  home  there  is  the 
sound  of  discussion  about  God  and 
spiritual  gifts.  Much  of  the  activity  is 
outside  of  the  framework  of  the  estab- 
lished church.

munity  left  that  doesn't  have  a  Bible 
study  group.  It  was  an  accepted  fact 
some  years  ago  that  a  person  passing 
out  literature  on  the  streets  was  a 
member  of  a  cult,  but  today  it  can  be 
an  individual  with  the  Gospel.  Millions 
of  tracts,  as  never  before,  are  being  cir- 
culated. 

The  streams  of  activity  are  flowing, 
the  action  is  no  longer  inside  of  the 
four  walls  of  the  church.  If  you  have 
any  contact  with  the  happenings  of  to- 
day, you  are  aware  that  there  is  some- 
thing occurring.  Witchcraft  and  the 
occult  are  thriving  amidst  all  of  the 
activity.  Standards  of  conduct  are  fall- 
ing and  freedom  of  expression  is  on 
the  upswing.  What  a  day  of  confusion, 
excitement  and  challenge.  It  is  a  day 
when  your  eyes  will  tell  you  one  thing 
and  your  heart  will  tell  you  another.  A 
day  when  you  may  think  that  the 
water  is  flowing  uphill  if  you  do  not 


let  the  truth  control  your  heart  as  well 
as  your  eyes. 

There  has  always  been  a  need  for 
the  individual  to  be  established  in  the 
Word  of  God— and  there  always  wOl 
be.  We  cannot  trust  our  hearts,  they 
will  lead  us  to  our  wants;  we  cannot 
trust  our  eyes,  they  see  what  we  wish; 
we  cannot  trust  our  feet,  they  will 
take  us  where  we  desire  to  go;  even 
our  ears  so  often  hear  only  what  we 
permit  them  to  hear.  Then,  where  is 
the  light  in  the  midst  of  the  darkness? 
The  light  is  where  it  has  always  been— 
in  God.  He  tells  us  what  we  should 
know  in  His  Word.  It  alone  can  be 
fully  depended  upon  for  full  illumi- 
nation and  guidance. 

Remember  the  streams  may  appear 
to  be  flowing  uphill,  but  that  is  just  an 
illusion.  That  which  seems  to  be  of 
God  and  yet  is  contrary  to  the  full 
truth  of  the  Scripture  is  also  an  illu- 
sion. Try  the  spirits  to  see  if  they  be  of 
God.  The  final  test  is:  How  does  it 
measure  up  to  God's  Word-the  Bible?

There  is  no  question  as  to  the  value 
of  getting  the  Scriptures  and  Christian 
Uterature  into  the  hands  of  as  many 
people  in  the  world  as  possible.  Liter- 
ature distribution  is  a  valuable  tool  to 
aid  in  the  evangelization  of  the  world. 
There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  power  of 
the  printed  page  and  we  pray  that 
Christian  presses  will  keep  rolling  to 
supply  the  demand. 

But  should  Christians  change  their 
methods  and  concentrate  solely  on  the 
distribution  of  literature?  Will  this 
method  alone  evangelize  the  world? 

We  certainly  do  not  want  to  be 
severely  critical  of  those  brethren  who 
are  engaged  in  worthy  and  profitable 
ministries  for  Christ,  even  when  they 
do  overemphasize  a  particular  minis- 
try. I  suppose  most  of  us  are  guilty  at 
one  time  or  another  of  making  state- 
ments that  are  too  sweeping  in  their 
content.  But  when  it  is  implied  that 
the  printed  page  is  of  far  greater  im- 
portance than  a  missionary,  evangelist, 
or  preacher,  as  is  being  done  in  some 
recent  publications,  it  is  time  to  warn 
of  the  dangers  in  such  fuzzy  thinking, 
and  to  remind  those  who  may  be 
tempted  to  substitute  the  impersonal 
gospel  tract  for  the  personal  presence 
of  the  Christian  missionary,  evangelist, 
or  pastor,  that  such  a  position  is  un- 
scriptural. 

About  ten  years  ago  Pope  John 
XXIIl  gave  audience  to  a  group  of 
newspaper  men  from  all  over  the 
world.  In  the  course  of  his  greetings  to 
these  men  he  emphasized  the  impor- 
tance of  the  printed  page  by  suggesting 
that  St.  Paul,  if  he  were  alive  today, 


would  devote  himself  to  writing,  rather 
than  to  preaching,  in  order  to  evan- 
gelize the  world.  At  least  one  reporter 
(a  Brazilian)  took  issue  with  the  Pope 
and  pointed  out  that  Paul  would  do  no 
such  thing.  The  printed  page  can  never 
substitute  for  the  personality  of  the 
speaker.  A  good  orator  is  still  able  to 
influence  people  more  quickly  than 
can  an  impersonal  printed  page.  Wit- 
ness the  political  campaigns— no  poli- 
tician relies  on  printed  material  alone 
to  impress  upon  the  pubhc  his  mes- 
sage. 

In  1813  Dr.  Rufus  Anderson,  secre- 
tary of  the  American  Board  of  Com- 
missioners for  Foreign  Missions,  wrote 
on  the  distribution  of  Scriptures.  His 
comments  apply  equally  well  today: 

"Important  as  the  distribution  of 
the  Scriptures  among  the  heathen  in 
their  own  language  is  held  to  be  by  us 
and  by  the  Christian  public  generally, 
it  should  never  be  forgotten  that  the 
preaching  of  the  Gospel  in  every  part 
of  the  earth  is  indispensable  to  the 
general  conversion  of  mankind. 
Though  the  Scriptures  alone  have  in 
many  individual  cases  been  made  the 
instrument  of  regeneration,  yet  we 
have  no  account  of  any  varied  exten-

sive   diffusion   of  Christianity  excej 
where  the  truths  of  the  Scriptures  ha\ 
been  preached.  Were  the  heathen  gei 
erally  anxious  to  receive  the  Scripture 
and  to  learn  divine  truth,  they  woul 
like  the  Ethiopian  eunuch  apply  for  ir  I 
struction  to  those  who  had  been  prev; 
ously  acquainted  with  the  same  Scrip 
tures.  And  when  asked  if  they  undei 
stood   what   they   read,  would  reply 
'How  can  we  except  some  man  shouli 
guide    us?'    The    distribution    of  thi 
Bible  excites  inquiry,  and  often  lead 
those  who  receive  that  precious  Bool 
to  attend  public  worship  in  the  sanctu 
ary.  But  the  preaching  of  the  Gospe 
is,  after  all,  the  grand  means  appointee ' 
by  infinite  wisdom  for  the  conversior 
and  salvation  of  men.  Without  this,  the 
Scriptures,    however    hberally    dis! 
tributed   will  have  comparatively  Httle  i 
effect    among    any    people    whether! 
pagan  or  nominally  Christian." 

If  Dr.  Anderson's  comments  are 
valid  concerning  the  distribution  of 
the  Scriptures,  how  much  more  ap- 
plicable are  they  to  the  distribution  of 
gospel  tracts. 

The  Brethren  Church  is  entering  a 
season  of  special  evangelistic  effort 
through  the  GROW  73  campaign.  All 
the  well-organized  plans,  the  immense 
amount  of  literature,  and  the  special 
soul-winning  tract  will  be  of  insignifi- 
cant value  if  we  do  not  become  per- 
sonally involved.  An  impersonal  pres- 
entation of  the  Gospel  either  overseas 
or  at  home  does  not  usually  result  in 
discipleship. 

Our  Lord's  instructions  are  not 
merely  to  blanket  the  world  with  the 
Gospel— by  leaving  a  tract  on  every 
doorstep  or  even  by  beaming  radio 
waves  around  the  earth.  The  personal 
presence  of  the  Christian  witness  is 
still  indispensable  if  we  are  to  obey  the 
full  intent  of  Matthew  28:19.  Let  us 
not  be  tempted  to  think  that  we  can 
fulfill  our  Christian  responsibility  as 
witnesses  in  an  impersonal  way. 

Hear  again  Rufus  Anderson:  "The 
translation  and  dispersion  of  the  Scrip- 
tures in  schools  for  the  instruction  of 
the  young  are  necessary  parts  of  the 
great  design-.  But  it  must  never  be  for- 
gotten or  overlooked  that  the  com- 
mand is  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature,  and  that  the  preaching  of  the 
Word,  however  foolish  it  may  seem  to 
men.  is  the  grand  means  appointed  by 
the  wisdom  of  God  for  the  saving  con- 
version of  the  nations.  "-JWZ  #

No  Restriction  Except  Personnel

The  representative  of  a  non-Biblically  oriented  mission 
was  visiting  in  the  home  of  a  Brethren  mission  family  in 
Bangui.  "So  you  see,  Madame  Aellig,  while  you  are  absent 
from  your  religion  classes,  I  will  be  most  happy  to  substi- 
tute for  you." 

"Ah,  but  Monsieur,  there  are  two  missionaries  in  Bangui 
now  who  have  been  introduced  to  the  school  principals  as 
my  replacements  until  I  can  resume  work.  The  matter  is 
already  taken  care  of,  thank  you!" 

My  wife  and  I  were  the  two  missionary  replacements 
who  had  moved  to  Bangui,  temporarily  replacing  Mrs. 
Aellig  during  the  two-and-a-half  month  recess  from  the 
Bible  Institute  at  Bozoum.  Thus  the  Lord  filled  the  gap  at 
the  time  of  the  birth  of  the  second  little  daughter  to  the 
Aelligs  early  this  year. 

From  our  point  of  view  as  first-term  missionaries,  this 
not  only  insured  the  continuity  of  Bible  teaching  in  the 
high  schools  of  the  capital  city,  but  it  provided  a  valuable 
occasion  to  become  acquainted  with  the  opportunities  of- 
fered for  presenting  the  truths  of  the  Word  of  God  in  the 
schools  of  the  Central  African  Republic. 

The  Aelligs,  who  are  directing  the  Bible  classes,  have 
spent  a  decade  working  with  the  youth  of  the  C.A.R.,  and 
presently  are  carrying  most  of  the  load  in  the  numerous 
schools  of  Bangui,  a  city  of  approximately  300,000  people. 

On  the  receiving  end  of  this  ministry  are  junior  and 
senior  high  schools,  teacher-training  and  technical  schools, 
involving  hundreds  of  youth.  Fruit  of  this  work  among 
students  can  be  seen  by  the  participation  in  the  local 
churches,  in  summer  camps,  and  at  special  evangelistic 
rallies. 

Young  people  in  the  classes,  eager  to  show  their  growth 
not  only  in  Bible  knowledge  but  also  in  the  French  lan- 
guage, often  vie  with  one  another  to  be  chosen  to  read  from 
the  Bible  or  to  reply  to  one  of  the  questions  on  the  stu- 
dent's lesson  sheet.  Neither  the  government  nor  the  school 
administration  places  any  restriction  on  the  content  of  the 
material  taught  in  the  schools.  The  only  limitation:  person- 
nel] 

When  we  were  studying  the  Sango  language  at  Bossangoa 
in  northcentral  C.A.R.,  fourteen  hours  of  classes  were  avail- 


able to  us,  using  the  students'  free  school  hours  as  "released 
time"  for  Bible  classes.  But  the  school  no  longer  has  a  Bible 
teacher.  The  Peace  Corps  has  several  workers,  but  presently 
no  missionary  is  representing  the  Prince  of  Peace  there.  In 
other  government  schools  the  picture  is  the  same. 

The  report  of  the  gospel  witness  in  schools  in  the  C.A.R. 
must  be  positive  and  optimistic,  however.  Although  there 
are  areas  where  missionaries  with  good  Bible  background 
and  trained  in  both  French  and  Sango  could  expand  the 
present  work,  Africans  are  now  more  involved  than  ever  in 
Bible  teaching  in  the  schools.  Mr.  Aellig  has  recruited 
several  advanced  students  to  teach  their  younger  country- 
men, and  the  Bible  teaching  at  the  liigh  school  at  Bozoum  is 
by  an  African  pastor-teacher. 

There  is  also  the  James  Gribble  High  School  through 
which  hundreds  of  young  people  have  already  passed, 
having  received  sound  Bibhcal  teaching.  Another  positive 
note  is  the  arrival  back  on  the  field  of  the  Don  Hockings. 
joining  the  Aelligs  now  in  Bangui.  The  Hockings'  burden  for 
the  African  youth  who  will  be  tomorrow's  African  church 
includes  seeing  more  missionary  help  in  continuing  and 
broadening  the  testimony  of  Christ  in  the  schools  in  the 
Central  African  Republic.  There  are  hundreds  more  stu- 
dents there  each  year  than  the  previous  year.  In  many  lands 
the  doors  are  closed  or  closing.  The  need  is  to  enter  the 
open  doors  now!  #

Round  Trip  to  the 
Icoaraci  Islands 


Thursday,    5:40    a.m.— daybreak. 

Left  home  on  a  two  hundred  fifty-mile 
island  trip  in  the  fourteen-foot  ply- 
wood catamaran  (that  we  built  in 
Quatipuru  in  1964  for  use  on  the  At- 
lantic coast).  Had  aboard  plenty  of 
spare  parts  and  tools,  drinking  water, 
and  forty  gallons  of  gasoline.  At  six, 
picked  up  Brother  Dico,  a  Guama  be- 
liever nearing  fifty  years  of  age. 

10  a.m.  Passed  the  city  of  Belem. 
Negotiated  a  couple  narrow  channels 
between  sand  bars  and  Parrot  Island  in 
front  of  the  city,  and  arrived  a  half- 
hour  later  at  the  island  birthplace  of 
Brother  Trinity  who  is  currently  pas- 
toring  in  Macapa  across  the  Amazon. 
Purpose  of  this  fifteen-minute  visit  is 
simply  to  collect  news  of  his  relatives 
to  relate  in  the  letter  I  always  write 
him  after  this  bimonthly  trip  among 
these  islands  where  he  himself  was 
saved  and  labored  for  the  Lord  some 
years  back. 

Made  another  brief  stop  at  the 
home  of  18-year-old  Carmita  to  see  if 
she  had  died  or  not  when  she  shot  her- 
self just  before  my  last  visit.  (Did  this 
to  get  away  from  all  the  shame  caused 
her  family— of  which  she  is  the  only 
believer— by  her  drinking  father.)  She 
is  home  from  the  hospital  in  the  city, 
alive  and  well  and  very  repentant.  She 
appreciated  my  visit  because  contrary 
to  the  feelings  of  the  non-believers 
thereabouts,  I  maintained  that  I  John 
1:9  guarantees  forgiveness  even  for 
this  that  she  had  done.  (Later  I  urged 
the  nearest  lay  pastor  to  make  every 
effort  to  visit  the  family  regularly.) 

Noon.  Arrived  at  Monkey  Island. 
This  is  the  congregation  that  recently 
moved  across  the  "street"  from  its  for- 
mer home  on  Possum  Island.  Not 
much  improvement  in  name,  but  it  is 
nearer  the  homes  of  the  majority  of 
the  believers.  Since  they  were  all  pres- 
ent   and    ready    for    the   communion

service  scheduled  for  twelve  o'clock, 
and  since  the  tide  was  still  low,  we  had 
the  service  immediately  and  waited 
until  afterwards  to  baptize  sixty-year- 
old  Rosa.  By  that  time  the  tide  had 
filled  and  the  muddy  river  bottom 
nearer  the  bank  was  not  so  gooey  for 
her  to  kneel  in.  At  the  last  minute  the 
man  of  the  house  gave  us  the  wooden 
shutter  from  the  window  to  "floor" 
the  mud  for  a  time. 

3  to  4  p.m.  we  battled  a  storm  all 
the  way  to  Ilha  Jutuba.  Brother  Dico 
commented  that  we'd  never  make  it  if 
we  were  in  the  little  thirteen-foot  run- 
about (Vamos  III)  we  used  on  the 
Guama  River.  Guess  I'd  never  told  him 
that  the  little  Vamos  he's  used  to  see- 
ing is  the  one  we  built  in  1965  specifi- 
cally for  use  right  here  in  these  stormy 
islands  around  Icoaraci.  This  leg  of  the 
Amazon's  mouth  here  is  twenty  miles 
wide,  and  windy. 

The  schedule,  made  months  ago, 
called  for  us  to  arrive  on  top  of  the 
high  tide  at  4  p.m.  in  order  to  beach 
the  boat  for  the  night  where  the  windy 
bay  with  its  high  tide  that  night 
wouldn't  hurt  her.  We  did,  and  we  also 
thanked  God  that  He  kept  the  two 
Johnsons  running  nicely.  (Of  course, 
we  believe  that  He  honors  mainte- 
nance done  before  the  trip— on  boats 
and  airplanes  at  least.) 

Brother  Joao  Correia  had  moved 
from  Possum  Island  to  Jutuba  Island 
half  a  year  ago.  Last  trip  he  reported 
one  family  of  converts.  This  trip  he 
reported  two  more.  One  fellow  still 
drinks,  Joao  says.  But  I  reminded  Cor- 
reia himself  that  the  Lord  worked  with 
him  five  years  before  he  left  the  bot- 
tle! He  also  told  me  that  the  other 
man  is  a  fellow  named  Pedro  who  met 


me  once  some  sixteen  years  ago.  I  hac : 
asked  him  what  he  had  brought  froni 
the  town  for  his  family  to  eat.  And  hf  j 
and  his  family  have  remembered  ovei| 
the  years  the  answer  he  gave  as  he  rar ; 
me  off:  "It's  none  of  your  business.'! 

Sunrise  Friday.  A  long  time  since  | 
I've  seen  the  morning  sun  so  red.  i 
Promise  of  another  stormy  day.  Bu1[ 
that's  okay.  Dico  is  seaworthy!  He; 
sailed  all  these  waters  years  ago  before  \ 
motors  became  popular  in  small  boats 
along  the  Amazon. 

9  a.m.  After  a  couple  brief  visits  onj 
the  way,  arrived  at  the  Bay  of  the  Sun. ; 
Before  the  communion  service  I  had  to 
help   the   lay  pastor  Guilherme  solve 
some  problems.  The  three  who  were  to 
be  baptized  had  planned  to  stop  smok- 
ing that  day.  This  church  had  tried  it 
years  ago— and  the  man  still  smokes.  ' 
So  we  decided  that  they  could  indeed  ; 
stop  smoking  today— and  be  baptized 
next  trip  two  months  hence.  One  is  j 
seventy-one     years     old  -GuiUierme's  ' 
own  grandfather. 

By  4  p.m.  Friday  we  had  arrived  at  ' 
the  home  of  Senhor  Heitor  on  Saint 
Anthony  Bay  for  the  communion 
service.  Again  we  left  the  baptism  until 
after  the  communion  in  order  that  the 
tide  might  come  a  little  nearer  the 
riverbank.  A  middle-aged  couple, 
Senhor  Dario  and  his  wife,  Cicilia,  had 
worked  hard  in  recent  months  to 
acquire  enough  cash  to  pay  the  fees 
involved  for  a  civil  marriage  ceremony 
required  by  Brazilian  law.  Their  chil- 
dren were  among  those  witnessing  the 
baptisms. 

Among  the  visitors  at  the  evening 
meeting  was  the  grandmother  of  Car- 
mita. This  woman  has  listened  to  the 
Gospel  since  Carmita  was  a  baby; 
intends  to  become  a  believer  later  on. 
And  she  paddled  a  canoe  an  hour  that 
night  to  get  to  the  meeting.  If  you  are 
inclined  to  pray  for  her,  the  name  is 
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Bill  Burk  in  one  of  his  boats. 


Esther.  In  the  month  of  January  she 
buried  her  husband  (old  age),  son  (fell 
from  a  window  six  feet  and  broke  his 
neck),  that  son's  mother-in-law,  and 
then  finally  her  own  elderly  brother 
(fell  overboard,  drunk,  from  a  canoe). 

After  the  meeting  some  went  home; 
others  had  brought  their  hammocks  to 
spend  the  night.  The  wife  of  Senhor 
Heitor  fed  us  all  supper.  We  men  hung 
our  hammocks  in  the  open  hving 
room:  the  women  and  children  were  in 
the  back  part  of  the  house.  Dico  slept 
in  the  boat  since  we  had  to  leave  it 
quite  a  ways  from  the  home  for  the 
night. 

The  meetings  in  these  islands  are 
led  by  laymen  who  are  untrained. 
Most  do  not  read  as  well  as  we  might 
wish;  all  are  married  men  caring  for 
their  families.  They  would  all  appre- 


ciate your  prayer  in  their  behalf.  I 
Peter  5:1-4. 

Saturday  before  6  a.m.  we  were  un- 
derway. Gassed  up  in  Icoaraci  (35  gal- 
lons); bought  a  loaf  of  bread  to  share 
on  the  way  home.  Also  got  a  cup  of 
coffee  for  Brother  Dico. 

Left  Icoaraci  at  7,  passed  Belem  at 
8.  Then  slowed  down  as  we  turned 
east  from  the  Amazon  into  the  windy 
mouth  of  the  Guama.  Already  at  that 
time  of  the  morning  we  were  pounding 
hard  on  white  water.  Made  only  five 
miles  for  the  first  half-hour. 

Noon  Dico  stepped  ashore  via  the 
log  which  serves  as  pier  to  his  house  on 
the  riverbank,  and  a  few  minutes  later 
I  was  tying  up  the  Vamos  II  to  our 
own  pier  for  Art  and  Tim  to  care  for 
later.  Lunch  was  waiting  for  me  up  at 
the  house. 


A  bit  more  about  Senhor  Dico. 
Sunday  meetings  (poorly  attended  to 
date)  are  held  every  other  week  at  his 
house.  The  state-paid  schoolteacher 
holds  her  one-room  class  in  Dico's 
house  each  morning.  (She  is  married, 
reads  the  Bible,  but  is  not  yet  saved.) 
God  willing,  Dico  and  his  wife,  Maria, 
wdU  be  among  the  first  to  be  baptized 
by  triune  immersion  on  the  Guama 
River. 

Along  the  Guama  we  have  a  few 
other  similar  families  thus  far  studying 
with  us.  Then  a  number  of  couples 
who  do  not  read.  With  the  exception 
of  three  merchants,  most  of  the  people 
hereabouts  are  farmers,  fishing  a  little 
on  the  side.  Manioc,  beans,  rice,  corn 
and  jute.  Also  bananas  for  sale  to  the 
banana  boats  which  ply  the  river  to 
sell  the  fruit  in  Belem.  # 
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Yes,  Tm  Going  Back 


Today,  September  28,  1972,  is  a 
very  special  day  for  three  elated  travel- 
ers. At  10  p.m.  at  Kennedy  airport  in 
New  York,  Joy  Mayes,  Pastor  Molekpo 
and  I  wiU  be  boarding  the  Air  France 
plane  for  Paris.  After  trying  to  get 
some  sleep  on  the  plane,  we  will  land 
in  Paris  at  10  a.m.  on  the  29th.  The 
same  evening  at  ten  o'clock  the  plane 
will  take  off  from  Paris  for  Bangui.

Furlough  has  been  wonderful.  My, 
how  I  have  enjoyed  every  bit  of  it. 
Thank  you,  each  one,  for  making  it 
such  a  great  furlough.  The  fellowship 
with  you  as  we  traveled  through  the 
churches  was  a  real  blessing.  But  a 
number  of  times  I  was  asked  a  ques-

tion  that  bothered  me:  "Are  you  going 
back?"  Or,  "You  mean,  you  are  really 
returning  to  the  field?"

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A  Tribute 
to  Mom

Mrs.  John  (Hattie)  Weed  went 
home  to  be  with  the  Lord  on  July  7 
from  Lakewood,  CaHfornia.  How  great 
is  her  joy  at  seeing  Jesus  who  alone 
saved  her  from  her  sins  and  provided 
her  greatest  joys  while  she  lived  on 
earth.  She  and  John  counted  as  one  of 
these  pleasures,  having  Marguerite 
Cribble  as  their  foster  daughter  from 
age  six.  Marguerite's  parents  were 
James  and  Florence  Gribble  who  were 
pioneer  missionaries  to  the  Central 
African  RepubHc— then  French  Equa- 
torial Africa.  (See  Dr.  Cribble's  books. 
Undaunted  Hope  and  Stranger  than 
Fiction.) 

The  Weeds  were  thankful,  happy 
and  faithful  in  this  work  the  Lord  gave 
them.  They  carefully  guided  Marguer- 
ite in  remembering  not  only  that  she 
belonged  to  Cod  but  that  she  was  also 
the  Cribbles'  daughter,  "although  we'd 
be  so  happy  to  have  you  for  our  very 
own.''  Only  eternity  will  reveal  how 
much  of  the  fruit  born  in  Central  Afri- 
ca by  the  Cribbles  and  the  Dunnings 
was  because  of  the  warmhearted  loving 
and  giving  of  the  Weeds  of  Sunnyside, 
Washington  (later  of  MilledgeviUe, 
Illinois). 

In  this  life  it  is  not  often  one  is 
given  the  opportunity  to  return  kind- 
ness to  the  one(s)  from  whom  it  was 
received.  Usually  we  can  only  pass  it 


on  to  others.  But  it  was  the  Dunnings' 
privilege  and  joy  to  be  able  to  have 
Mom  Weed  in  their  home  four  winters 
in  California  in  the  sixties.  And  in  the 
summer  of  1971  she  came  to  make  her 
home  with  them. 

Hattie  Hanna  Weed  lived  on  this 
earth  eighty-eight  years  and  four 
weeks.  She  was  a  woman  who  had 
many  talents  and  accomplished  much 
in  the  home  and  church,  but  the  great- 
est work  she  did  was  in  the  hearts  of 
people.  Only  this  has  eternal  value. 

Many  states  have  a  term  for  this  re- 
lationship which  existed  between  the 
Weeds  and  Marguerite  Cribble  Dun- 
ning: a  "mutually  acknowledged 
child."  When  she  first  heard  the 
phrase.  Cod  spoke  to  Marguerite  about 
it;  and  her  heart  responded  by  rejoic- 
ing. He  said  to  her,  "You  are  My  child 
by  mutual  acknowledgment  as  well  as 
by  birth"  (cf.  John  1:12  and  Matt. 
10:32).  How  absolutely  exhilarating 
beyond  words  to  be  able  to  acknowl- 
edge before  the  world  one's  very  own 
relationship  to  the  Cod  of  Creation, 
the  Lord  of  Salvation! 
(FMS  editor's  note:  Mrs.  Dunning, 
who  spent  the  very  early  years  of  her 
life  in  Africa,  later  returned  as  a  mis- 
sionary herself,  with  her  husband. 
They  served  from  1 940  to  1 960,  and

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Maranatha  Brethren  - 
a  First  for  Mexico

The  moderator  of  the  Southern  Cahfornia-Arizona  Dis- 
trict of  Brethren  Churches  probably  proclaimed  a  "first"  on 
May  10,  1972,  when  he  stated  that  the  Maranatha  Brethren 
Church  of  Santa  Ana  was  voted  to  be  accepted  into  the 
Fellowship. 

A  first  because  never  before  have  we  had  a  Mexican- 
American  congregation  admitted.  This  group  formerly  be- 
longed to  the  National  Association  of  Brethren  Churches  of 
Mexico.  But,  because  of  its  geographical  location  in  Santa 
Ana,  California,  and  the  beautiful  interest  of  the  neighbor- 
ing church  of  Orange,  application  was  made  to  the  South- 
ern California-Arizona  District.  Services  are  held  entirely  in  ! 
Spanish  on  Sunday  morning,  Sunday  evening,  and  prayer 
meeting  night.  ' 

A  first  for  foreign  missions  because  never  before  has  a  i 
sufficient  number  of  believers  immigrated  from  a  foreign 
field  and  relocated  in  one  area  in  the  States  to  form  a  , 
church  family.  Or  is  history  maybe  repeating  itself?  We  did  i 
leave  Germany  and  relocate  in  Philadelphia. 

Javier  Peraza,  the  pastor  of  the  Maranatha  Brethren 
Church,  is  responsible  for  its  name.  He  never  has  written  a 
letter  that  he  hasn't  signed  it  with  "Maranatha."  He  truly 
believes  it,  as  does  his  flock.  Javier  graduated  from  our 
Tijuana  Bible  Institute  in  1960  and  was  ordained  to  the 
Christian  ministry  in  our  First  Brethren  Church  of  Tijuana 
in  1963.  He  served  as  pastor  of  the  Mexicali  church  as  well 
as  the  First  Brethren  Church  of  Tijuana  untO  1970.  It  was 
then  that  with  his  Texas-born  wife,  Ofelia,  and  his  six  sons 
he  moved  to  Santa  Ana. 

The  missionaries  told  him,  when  he  was  granted  his  re- 
quest for  a  leave  of  absence  from  the  Mexican  pastorate, 
that  if  the  Lord  gave  him  a  home  with  a  large  living  room, 
he  knew  he  was  to  start  a  "church  in  the  home"  in  Santa 
Ana.  More  than  one  third  of  the  floor  space  in  the  home  he 
found  was  living  room  area.  He  began  Bible  studies  and  very 
soon  regular  services. 

There  are  six  families  from  the  Tijuana-San  Ysidro  area 
who  now  live  in  Santa  Ana  and  form  the  bulk  of  the  Mara- 
natha church  family,  and  they  are  winning  others.  That  living 
room  served  well,  but  now  it  is  too  small.  The  congregation 
has  recently  purchased  a  church  house.  It  needs  remodeling 
and  then  will  be  adequate  to  accommodate  the  group. 

Having  this  church  in  Santa  Ana  provides  a  refreshing 
Sunday  activity  for  the  Mexico  missionaries'  children  while 
attending  college  in  the  area,  also.  It  offers  a  welcome  op- 
portunity to  fulfill  their  Christian  service  requirement,  as 
well  as  an  excellent  place  to  enjoy  Mexican  culture  and 
food.  #

WHY— Because  the  library,  in  the 
Sango  language,  of  the  average  na- 
tional pastor  is  not  over  six  inches 
thick. 

WHY-National  pastor  Noel  Gai- 
waka  reported  to  the  last  national  con- 
ference of  African  churches  concern- 
ing his  recent  visit  to  the  Brethren 
churches  in  America.  His  report  was  a 
glowing  one,  praising  God  for  that 
which  he  had  experienced.  His  heart 
was  filled  with  gratitude  for  the  friend- 
ly Christian  spirit  with  which  he  was 
received  and  for  the  many  expressions 
of  love  and  consideration  that  were  ex- 
tended to  him  while  visiting  in  the 
American  churches.  However,  in  his  re- 
port Pastor  Noel  made  it  clear  to  the 
national  church  that  there  were  areas 
in  which  they  needed  help  so  as  to  be- 
come more  capable  of  developing  and 
progressing  for  Christ.  He  pointed  out 
that  one  area  of  need  was  adequate 
Bible  helps  in  their  national  language, 
Sango.  He  was  moved  with  emotion  as 
he  made  this  statement:  "Fellow  be- 
lievers and  brother  pastors,  you  should 
see  the  Bible  helps  that  the  average 
American  pastor  has  in  his  library." 
Pastor  Noel  said  that  he  was  privileged 
to  visit  the  studies  of  many  American 
pastors,  and  that  he  was  overwhelmed 
by  the  abundance  of  Bible  commen- 
taries, dictionaries,  concordances,  and 
other  Bible  helps.  He  searched  for 
words  for  a  moment  trying  to  describe 
what  he  had  seen,  and  then  he  came 
up  with  this  expression:  "Many  of  the 
libraries  I  saw  were  so  large  that  there 
would  be  a  book  for  everyone  listening 
to  my  voice  at  this  moment."  He  was 
speaking  to  an  audience  of  over  two 
thousand. 

Pastor  Noel  then  turned  toward  the

Why  the 
'  Push  for 
^    Commentaries?

missionaries  and  made  this  earnest 
statement:  "We  want  Bible  helps  like 
these  in  our  national  language;  won't 
you  please  help?"  What  a  responsibili- 
ty and  challenge. 

WHY— Today  religions  of  every  sort 
are  being  promoted  over  almost  the 
whole  world.  Non-Biblical  teachings 
are  making  inroads  in  many  formerly 
neglected  areas.  In  order  to  refute  er- 
ror, a  thorough  understanding  of 
Biblical  teaching  is  of  vital  importance. 
It  is  not  my  purpose  to  label  the  false 
doctrines  that  are  being  taught  in  our 
area,  but  it  is  my  endeavor  to  alert 
Christians  everywhere  to  this  urgent 
need  for  literature. 

A  few  years  ago  some  of  you  met 
Pastor  Simon-Pierre  Nambozouina 
when  he  visited  in  the  United  States. 
More  recently,  in  1971  and  1972, 
many  of  you  were  privileged  to  be- 
come acquainted  with  two  more  fine 
national  pastors,  Noel  Gaiwaka  and 
Maurice  Molekpo.  All  three  are  dedi- 
cated men  of  God.  In  the  African 
church  there  are  many  more  national 
pastors  just  like  these  men.  Failure  on 
our  part  to  meet  these  needs  with  ade- 
quate Bible  helps  would  be  a  serious 
oversight.  This  failure  would  also 
represent  an  inadequate  interpretation 
of  the  basic  principle  of  the  Great 
Commission. 

Liberal  forces  have  already  at- 
tempted to  persuade  our  national  pas- 
tors to  compromise  and  weaken  their 
stand  on  basic  Bible  teaching.  Until 
now  this  element  has  met  with  only 
slight  success.  The  Lord  seems  to  have 
given  to  our  pastors  Spirit-led  discern- 


ment sufficient  to  maintain  firm 
Biblical  truth,  and  to  reject  that  which 
is  contrary  to  the  Word  of  God.  For 
this  we  praise  God;  however,  let  us 
never  minimize  the  power  of  Satan  to 
blind  eyes. 

WHY-The  days  are  evil.  Who 
knows  what  tomorrow  holds?  Will  the 
opportunities  of  tomorrow  be  equiva- 
lent to  those  of  today?  Who  knows? 
The  Bible  wants  believers  to  "Redeem 
the  time,"  and  to  "Work  while  it  is 
day."  The  Lord  has  uniquely  blessed 
the  work  of  our  mission  in  Central 
Africa,  and  for  this  we  are  thankful. 
But  let  us  never  be  guilty  of  being 
satisfied  with  past  blessings  and  ac- 
complishments. This  would  be  falling 
into  a  trap  of  Satan.  Even  if  open 
doors  of  opportunity  continue,  these 
Bible  commentaries  are  needed  so  that 
our  pastors  can  capably  defend  their 
Biblical  positions.  However,  the  need 
becomes  even  more  urgent  in  the  light 
of  a  rapidly  changing  world,  always 
suggesting  that  open  doors  might  be 
closed.  As  I  consider  this  possibility, 
the  task  of  providing  Bible  commen- 
taries and  helps  now  takes  on  enor- 
mous proportions  of  urgency. 

Note:  Serious  work  has  already 
been  started  on  these  commentaries. 
The  plans  are  to  produce  several  books 
of  about  three  hundred  pages  each 
covering  the  New  Testament.  Later  we 
will  be  looking  forward  to  commen- 
taries on  the  Old  Testament.  Because 
of  the  low  economy  of  the  country, 
commentaries  for  the  pastors  will  be 
subsidized.  We  now  have  funds  in  the 
commentary  account  to  subsidize  the 
first  volumes  that  will  be  produced. 
We  will  keep  you  informed  as  to  prog- 
ress and  needs.  #

Divide  to  multiply.  That's  the  way 
it  worked  for  us  at  Winona  Lake 
Brethren  Church.  Forty-years-old  was 
the  time  you  moved  from  Junior  to 
Senior  WMC.  We  had  two  groups  and 
maintained  about  the  same  numerical 
membership  for  a  long  while.  Then  we 
divided  into  four  groups  (not  accord- 
ing to  age),  and  the  result  was  increase 
in  growth. 

Our  four  circles  were  small  at  first, 
but  each  has  been  growing,  and  the  ad- 
vantages of  mixing  ages  are  tremen- 
dous. Ladies  with  longtime  experience 
in  the  Lord's  work  and  Bible  study 
have  so  much  to  offer  in  the  way  of 
instruction  and  example  of  life. 
Younger  women  have  the  vitality, 
sparkle  and  fresh  ideas  that  keep  a 
group  from  stagnating.  When  you  com- 
bine these  two  forces,  everyone  bene- 
fits. 

Smaller  numbers  make  the  meeting 
in  homes  enjoyable  and  varying  the 
time  helps  some  to  be  able  to  attend. 
One  of  our  four  circles  meets  in  the 
morning  and  three  meet  in  the  eve- 
nings, all  on  the  same  day.  Every  third 


month  (September,  December,  March 
and  June)  we  dispense  with  circle 
meetings  and  have  a  combined  meeting 
at  the  church.  This  takes  some  plan- 
ning ahead  to  take  care  of  major  busi- 
ness only  every  three  months,  but  it 
can  be  done.  Membership  is  rotated 
among  the  circles  every  two  years. 

Circles  are  named  for  missionary 
ladies  who  are  members  at  the  Winona 
Lake  Brethren  Church  and  are  active 
on  the  field.  Right  now  we  have 
EVELYN  (Tschetter-C.A.R.), 
KWANG  J  A  (Park- Brazil),  LILA 
(Sheely-C.A.R.)  and  VICKIE  (De- 
Armey— France).  Each  circle  remem- 
bers its  special  missionary  with  prayer, 
cards,  letters,  birthday  gifts,  Christmas 
specials,  showers  for  furlough  supplies, 
and  in  any  other  way  they  can  think 
of.

/  don't  know  how  to  witness!  I  don't  know  what  to  say 
or  where  to  look.  My  knees  buckle.  I  break  out  in  a  sweat. 
I'm  likely  to  faint  dead  away  with  fear.  I'm  a  timid  person! 

Some  of  the  most  successful  soul  winners  today  used 
these  same  excuses  when  they  were  first  challenged  to  share 
their  faith  with  others. 

Mr.  James  D.  Kennedy,  author  oi Evangelism  Explosion. 
states  that,  even  though  he  took  every  course  his  seminary 
offered  in  Evangelism,  he  still  was  "totally  lacking  in  both 
confidence  and  knowledge,  as  far  as  confronting  individuals 
face  to  face  with  the  Gospel."  He  was  petrified  when,  dur- 
ing a  house-to-house  visitation  program,  a  pastor  asked  him 
to  present  Christ  to  an  individual.  He  stumbled  miserably 
until  finally  the  pastor  came  to  his  rescue,  and  Mr.  Kennedy 
watched  him  lead  the  man  to  Christ. 

Courses  on  evangelism  are  important,  and  reading  books 
on  witnessing  is  extremely  helpful.  But  we  are  really  not 
ready  to  witness  until  we  have  been  trained  by  an  experi- 
enced person.  This  "on-the-job"  training  is  vital.  It  will 
encourage  us  to  launch  out  in  witness  ourselves.  Satan  will 
always  want  us  to  "leave  this  witnessing  to  someone 
else,"  but  we  must  resist  the  devil  and  obey  Christ's  com- 
mand to  share  our  faith. 

First,  we  must  thoroughly  know  an  outline  of  the 
Gospel,  and  then  learn  Scripture  verses  to  back  up  these 
truths.  Finally,  with  much  prayer,  we  must  step  out  and 
share  Christ  with  others.  Once  we  have  received  this 
training,  we  should  take  a  new  recruit  with  us,  teaching 
him  just  as  we  were  taught.  This  will  multiply  the  minis- 
try! 

Like  anything  else,  the  more  we  witness,  the  easier  it  will 
become.  Let's  try  it.  It  works! 


Every  time  I  look  at  one  of  those  magazines  with 
gorgeous  pictures  of  delicious  food,  I  just  can 't  wait  to  try 
the  recipe.  But  somehow  or  other,  mine  never  turns  out  like 
the  picture!  Now,  no  matter  what  anyone  suggests,  I  can 
truthfully  say,  "I've  tried  that  and  it  doesn't  work!" 

Now  people  want  us  to  get  busy  starting  prayer  cells  and 
going  out  witnessing.  Well,  I've  tried  that  too! 

Seminars  and  training  sessions  on  "How-to"  programs!  I 
don't  know  what  "how-to"  to  try  among  the  many.  I've 
really  been  enthusiastic  and  gone  home  and  tried,  but  it  just 
didn't  work! 

They  said,  for  instance,  "Bake  a  cake"— so  I  baked  a 
cake  and  took  it  to  my  neighbor.  She  had  just  made  one 
herself!  They  said,  "Offer  to  baby-sit  for  a  harried  mother." 
I  did,  and  she  thought  I  was  trying  to  show  her  how  to  raise 
her  kids. 

Then  I  cried  to  the  Lord  and  asked  Him  what  was  the 
matter.  He  tenderly  showed  me  that  I  had  been  in  too  big  a 
hurry  and  was  putting  the  cart  before  the  horse.  All  the 
things  I  had  been  instructed  to  do  were  fine.  They  had 
worked  for  others  and  they  could  work  for  me,  but  I  must 
allow  Him  to  lead  as  to  when,  where  and  how.  He  was  more 
concerned  for  my  neighbors  than  I  could  ever  be.  He 
wanted  me  as  a  channel  through  whom  He  could  work. 
Reminding  me  of  John  1 5  where  He  says,  "I  am  the  vine, 
ye  are  the  branches,"  and,  "Without  me  ye  can  do  noth- 
ing," He  called  me  again  to  himself,  saying,  "Come  unto 
me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give 
you  rest.  Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me.  .  .  .  My 
yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light." 

So,  at  last  I  saw  it!  Yes,  I  had  really  been  trying— but  it 
was  all  "I,"  and  therefore  fruitless.  Frenzied  and  almost 
frantic  in  my  desire  to  do  the  Lord's  will,  I  was  but  a  failure 
because  I  was  not  abiding  in  the  Vine. 

Now,  as  I  abide  in  Him,  I  find  that  indeed  His  yoke  is 
easy,  and  His  burden  is  hght.  And  the  fruit  is  beginning  to 
come  without  the  frenzied  effort  of  before.  Just  taking  my 
directions  from  Him  in  whom  my  soul  delighteth,  the  ef- 
forts now  are  not  wasted.  They  are  counting  for  Him.        #

A  highlight  of  the  1972  Brethren  Youth  Conference 


Youth  in  Soul -Winning  Action 


One  of  the  most  thrilling  features 
of  our  1972  National  Youth  Confer- 
ence at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  was  the 
soul-winning  activity  carried  on 
throughout  the  whole  week.  An 
average  of  thirty-six  young  people 
went  out  to  share  their  faith  in  Christ 
on  six  different  afternoons.  A  total  of 
169  made  professions  of  faith.  This 
was  a  first  soul-winning  experience  for 
many  of  the  witnessing  teenagers. 

Target  areas  for  the  youthful  wit- 
nesses were  the  county  fair,  which  is 
an  annual  event  in  Warsaw,  Indiana, 
and  the  neighboring  town  of  Larwill. 
Larwill  is  about  fourteen  miles  east  of 
Warsaw  on  Highway  30  and  boasts  a 
population  of  994.  Every  home  in  that 
town  was  reached  with  a  visit  or  a 
tract.  The  young  people  hope  that 
through  the  souls  who  were  won  to 
Christ  there  will  be  enough  interest 
stirred  up  in  Larwill  so  that  Bible 
classes  can  be  formed  and  people 
reached  for  nearby  Grace  Brethren 
churches. 

The  whole  youth  conference  was 
inspired  by  the  testimonies  of  young 
people  who  told  how  God  used  them 
to  lead  people  to  Christ.  Linda  Kline, 
of  Wooster,  Ohio,  told  of  a  babysitter 
in  a  home  where  they  visited  who  in- 
vited Christ  into  her  heart.  A  lady  who 
worked  in  a  feed  mill  accepted  Christ 
right  there. 

Debra  Tweeddale  of  St.  Petersburg, 
Florida,  told  me  that  she  went  visiting 
on  four  successive  days.  Each  day  she 
and  her  partner  saw  boys  and  girls 
pray  to  receive  Christ.  She  used  the 
Good  News  Glove  and  the  booklet  to 
explain  the  plan  of  salvation.  On  the 
first  day,  eight  responded.  She  quizzed 
them  thoroughly  to  be  sure  they  un- 
derstood what  they  had  done.  Accord- 
ing to  her,  "This  was  the  most  thrUling 
day  of  my  whole  life." 


Don  Soule,  of  Fremont,  Ohio,  en- 
countered a  young  lad  his  own  age  at 
the  fair  who  claimed  to  be  an  atheist. 
He  did  not  accept  Christ,  but  he  did 
make  a  big  impression  upon  Don. 
These  are  his  words;  "He  really  laid  a 
burden  on  my  heart.  I  tried  to  talk  to 
him,  but  Satan  was  really  working.  He 
was  so  lost  and  he  didn't  even  know 
what  life  was  all  about.  He  didn't 
know  what  was  going  to  happen  to 
him.  He  had  no  concern  for  God,  no 
answers,  no  proof.  He  was  just  satis- 
fied that  he  did  not  believe  in  God." 
Don  feels  that  young  people  have  such 
ideas  because  Christians  have  not  gone 
out  and  witnessed  as  they  should  in 
the  past.  He  concluded  by  saying: 
"This  could  be  changed  if  we  all  would 
start  going  out  now  and  take  the 
Gospel  to  them.  There  wouldn't  be  so 
many  atheists." 

Another  young  lady  who  was  ex- 
cited about  how  God  used  her  to  bring 
some  to  Christ  was  Yvonne  Heatwole, 
of  Telford,  Pennsylvania.  She  gave  this 
evaluation  of  her  efforts.  "It's  great  to 
know  you  are  doing  God's  will!" 

After  knocking  on  five  doors  with 
no  response,  Cindy  French  of  Sacra- 
mento, California,  and  her  friend 
stopped  and  had  special  prayer.  At  the 
very  next  home  in  Larwill  two  people 
prayed  with  them  to  receive  Christ. 

Such  testimonies  made  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ted  Hobert,  of  Wooster,  Ohio, 
feel  that  their  efforts  as  directors  of 
the  whole  visitation  program  were 
more  than  worthwhile.  They  were  well 
prepared  with  Campus  Crusade  materi- 
als. 

My  part  in  this  project  was  to  give 
special  instruction  each  day  before  the 
groups  went  out.  It  included  the  chal-

lenge  of  the  Great  Commission,  why 
people  don't  witness,  how  to  get  into 
homes,  how  to  use  a  specially  prepared 
survey  form  to  interview  people,  and 
how  to  use  the  Four  Spiritual  Laws 
effectively  to  present  the  Gospel. 
Many  attended  the  classes  even  though 
their  busy  schedules  kept  them  from 
going  on  visitation. 

Interest  increased  each  day  with  the 
largest  attendance  on  the  final  Friday, 
in  spite  of  the  rain.  A  thousand  extra 
copies  of  the  survey  sheets  were 
printed  by  the  Christian  Education 
office  so  that  the  young  people  could 
take  them  home  for  their  own  youth 
groups. 

All  this  youthful  enthusiasm  to  wit- 
ness for  Christ  cannot  help  but  inspire 
all  of  us  to  make  GROW  73  a  great 
success  for  evangelism.  If  Grace  Breth- 
ren people  everywhere,  both  young 
and  old,  will  catch  this  soul-winning 
zeal,  there  will  be  fewer  unbelievers 
and  atheists  when  Christ  returns.       #

Have  a  church- wide 
dinner  before  the 
Christmas  program,  and 
then  following  the  pro- 
gram take  the  entire 
church  family  Christ- 
mas caroling  in  the 
neighborhood. 
Two  Programs? 

Plan  for  the  children  to  present 
their  program  for  the  church  during  a 
special  Sunday  School  rally  in  the 
morning  with  the  youth  and  adults 
presenting  their  program  in  the  eve- 
ning. This  allows  for  more  time  for 
both  divisions. 
Promote 

The  traditional  program  time  could 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  one  particu- 
lar department  in  the  church  that  you 
desire  to  promote  at  that  specific 
time— such  as  junior  church. 
Coordinate! 

It   might  prove  helpful  to  coordi- 
nate the  choir's  presentation  with  the 
Sunday  School  program.

groups  why  not  use  those  few  minutes 
for  a  Christmas  carol?  This  gives  every- 
one a  chance  to  participate. 

Act  It  Out 

The  suggestions  show  a  bit  of  ere 
ativity  in  themselves  .  .  .  consider: 

—  puppet  presentation  to  gain  the 
attention  of  the  children 

-  a  shadow  play  behind  a  screen 
with  lights  behind  the  actors 

"  various  scenes  can  be  photo- 
graphed ahead  of  time  and  correlated 
with  taped  or  live  narration  .  .  .  the 
slides  might  be  pictures  of  the  young 
people  dressed  to  play  the  various 
parts. 

A  Peterson-style  Operetta? 

Take  that  cantata  and  act  it  out! 

Speaking  Choir 

A  "speaking  choir"  can  be  effec- 
tively used  in  presenting  the  Christmas 
story  .  .  .  this  is  just  what  the  name  im- 
plies a  speaking  choir  with  moving 
parts,  solo  parts,  full  choir .  .  .  but  it  is 
spoken  with  a  great  deal  of  concentra- 
tion on  dynamics  and  quite  a  bit  of 
animation  and  imagination. 

A  TV  Presentation 

This  can  be  done  in  several  ways— 
(1)  the  series  of  pictures  that  you  want 
to  visualize  can  be  placed  on  a  roller 
and  "cranked  through"  with  live  or 
taped  narration  and  music  or  (2)  the 
pictures  could  be  slides  with  a  reverse 
screen  projection  or  (3)  you  could 
video  tape  the  entire  presentation. 

One  church  made  a  movie  of  the 
entire  program  with  the  children 
dressed  for  their  parts.  The  program 
was  then  viewed  with  the  children  and 
their  parents  present  in  the  audience.

The  | 
musical   presentation   might   take  the  ' 
form  of  a  special  Sunday  School  rally,  i 
Some  churches  have  explored  the  pos- 
sible   value    of    moving    the    musical 
presentations  to  the  midweek  service. 
How? 

Teen  choirs,  childrens  choirs  as  well 
as  the  usual  adult  choirs  might  help  to 
add  interest  and  would  certainly  add 
to  the  young  people's  feeling  of  par- 
ticipation. Several  churches  have  ex- 
perimented with  combining  their  choir 
with  one  or  more  other  church  choirs 
and  performing  the  music  at  each 
church. 
What? 

Have  you  considered  performing 
choice  selections  from  several  favorite 
cantatas  or  carols?  Or.  express  your 
creativity  through  the  medium  of 
original  music.  Give  thought  to  using 
instrumental  as  well  as  vocal  music. 

The  "Christmas 
spirit"  can  be  capital- 
ized on  in  the  area  of 
outdoor  decorations. 
Buy  up  this  opportuni- 
ty to  express  the  real 
significance  of  the 
Christmas  season.  One  church  had  a 
huge  open  Bible  made  of  plywood  in 
the  front  of  the  church.  It  was  large 
enough  to  contain  the  entire  Christmas 
story   from  Matthew's  Gospel.  Some 
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churches  have  used  large  paintings, 
recorded  Scripture  and  music,  manger 
scenes,  and  a  few  have  acted  out  the 
Christmas  story  with  an  elaborate 
Christmas  pageant.  Those  who  watch 
could  be  given  Scripture  portions. 


Caroling    can    be    a 
meaningful  and  enjoy- 
able experince  not  only 
for   the   church  people 
who  do  it.  but  also  to 
those    who    hear.    The 
evening    of    fellowship 
could  be  either  begun  or  ended  with  a 
dinner  or  refreshments  perhaps  coordi- 
nated by  one  particular  group  in  the 
church. 

In  addition  to  this,  a  more  highly 
trained  group,  such  as  the  choir,  might 
have  the  opportunity  (if  pursued)  to 
sing  at  a  shopping  center  or  some 
other  civic  place. 

Here  are  some  other  suggestions  as 
to  where:  hospitals,  jails,  to  shut-ins, 
nursing  homes,  detention  centers,  boys 
homes,  trailer  courts,  new  housing  de- 
velopments, and  if  you  have  what  it 
takes  (facility  in  Spanish),  it  might  be 
tremendously  profitable  to  carol  in  the 
predominately  Spanish-speaking  areas 
of  the  community. 


Here  are  some  creative  ideas: 

Place  tracts  in  fruit 
baskets    and    distribute! 
them  while  caroling. 

Place  tracts  on  food^ 
trays  for  holiday  meals 
in  the  hospitals  (often 
permission    can    be   se- 
cured for  this). 

Tracts  may  be  distributed  with  a 
special  visit  to  a  hospital  or  rest  home. 
One  church  has  pocket  calendars  print- 
ed each  year  with  the  plan  of  salva- 
tion. Around  Christmas  time  people 
would  really  appreciate  receiving  a 
pocket  calendar. 

Food  distribution 

Food  baskets  for 
needy  families  in  a  par- 
ticular town.  Food  and 
clothing  for  ghetto  min- 
istries. Food  baskets  for 
shut-ins. 

One    church's    Sr. 
SMM  collected  food  by  having  a  scav- 
enger   hunt    going    to   the   homes   of 
church  members.  The  food  was  then 
taken  to  families  in  need. 
Mission  projects 

One  church  donated  a  Christmas  of- 
fering for  a  truck  for  one  of  our  mis- 
sionaries.   Another    provided    school 


supplies   and   other  materials  for  the 
Navajo  Mission. 
Some  Other 

Creative  Suggestions 

One  church  paid  two  weeks  of  rent 
for  a  man  in  need. 

Servicemen  and  college  students 
away  from  home  always  appreciate 
hearing  from  the  home  church.  Several 
churches  sent  food  to  those  unable  to 
be  home  for  the  Christmas  holiday. 

Ministries 

Special  Christmas 
services  at  jaUs,  hos- 
pitals, and  so  forth. 

Special  Bible  study 
groups  taking  advantage 
of  the  additional  time 
available  due  to  the  re- 
cess of  classes  for  the  holiday  season. 

One  youth  group  had  a  banquet  for 
the  people  in  their  church  who  were 
over  seventy  years  old.  Another  youth 
group  trained  twenty-one  of  their 
young  people  to  carry  out  twenty-six 
"Birthday  Parties  for  Jesus."

Reflections  By 
Still  Waters 

During  the  past  years  in  the  pastor- 
ate I  have  visited  in  dozens  of  hos- 
pitals, hundreds  of  times.  Happy  calls 
to  the  maternity  wards  to  bring  con- 
gratulations to  proud  parents;  sad  calls 
to  see  a  friend  coming  near  the  end  of 
his  earthly  pilgrimage;  comforting  calls 
to  encourage  a  believer  who  was  in 
need  of  a  smile  and  assurance  that 
everything  would  turn  out  well.  Hos- 
pitals ...  I  have  visited  them  for  years, 
but,  at  the  conclusion  of  my  visits,  I 
always  smiled  at  the  receptionists  and 
went  home  to  dinner.  You  see,  I  had 
never  checked  in  at  one  to  see  the 
other  side. 

For  some  time  my  sweet  wife  had 
been  urging  me  to  have  a  physical 
checkup.  "Go  in  the  hospital,"  she 
urged.  "It  is  for  your  own  good  to 
have  a  checkup."  With  the  usual  mas- 
culine bravery,  I  thought  up  some 
rather  feeble  excuses  to  avoid  the 
whole  horrible  thought.  I  really  wasn't 
afraid  to  do  it,  I  was  just  a  little 
scared.  How  it  all  happened,  and  why  I 
gave  my  final  consent,  I  am  not  too 
certain.  It  was  collusion  between  a 
wife  and  the  family  doctor,  and  there  I 
was .  .  .  checking  in  for  three  days.  My 
last  protest  was  that  if  I  swallowed  the 
thermometer  and  died  an  untimely 
death  it  was  all  my  wife's  fault.

It  really  was  not  as  bad  as  I  had 
expected;  however,  I  did  get  the  feel- 
ing at  times  that  I  had  no  secrets  in  life 
left.  They  ran  various  dyes  through  my 
liver,  gallbaldder,  stomach  and  in- 
testines. They  photographed  them 
along  with  heart,  lungs,  and  so  forth. 
Where  they  didn't  need  to  photograph 
they  just  looked.  I  was  X-rayed,  ob- 
served, and  declared  fit  and  well.  Then 
I  felt  for  the  first  time  that  it  had  been 
an  act  of  wisdom  for  me  to  be  brilliant 
enough  to  get  a  checkup. 

Checkups  give  you  a  total  picture 
of  your  physical  condition.  Yet  there 
is  another  type  of  checkup  that  has  a 
great  deal  of  merit,  and  it  has  to  do 
with  the  spiritual  condition  of  our 
lives.  In  the  busy  schedule  of  our 
church  duties  there  is  too  little  time  to 
stop  and  see  what  we  are  doing  and 
why  we  are  doing  it.  We  may  pause 
only  briefly  at  the  mirror  of  the  Word 
of  God— take  a  look— and  rush  on  to 
the  next  meeting.  We  seldom  have 
time  to  let  the  Holy  Spirit  inspect  our 
lives  and  point  out  the  defects  that  are 
there.  Nor,  after  the  defects  come  to 
light,   do  we  desire  to  let  the  Great 


Physician  prescribe  the  necessary 
action  to  eliminate  and  cure  the  prob- 
lem. 

We  don't  look  forward  to  checkups 
because  of  the  fear  of  what  they  may 
reveal.  But  it  is  difficult  to  correct 
problems  unless  there  is  an  awareness 
of  their  existence.  Good  health  both 
physically  and  spiritually  comes  from 
elimination  of  the  diseases  of  the  flesh 
and  the  spirit.  Physically,  we  know 
that  diseases  will  ultimately  win  and 
the  spirit  will  be  separated  from  the 
body.  But  good  diet,  physical  exercise, 
and  some  common  sense  will  help. 
Spiritually,  good  health  comes  from  a 
good  diet— the  Word  of  God;  exercise 
in  obeying  and  doing  the  will  of  God; 
and  some  good  spiritual  common 
sense. 

When  was  the  last  time  you  took 
time  to  checkup  spiritually?  A  con- 
stant introspection,  without  looking 
upward  to  God,  is  not  wise— anymore 
than  running  to  the  hospital  every 
week  to  be  examined  would  be.  But  to 
neglect  the  Word  and  not  permit  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  probe  our  spirits,  often 
we  will  give  the  disease  of  some  par- 
ticular sin  an  opportunity  to  take  a 
firm  hold.  This  condition  just  might 
prove  to  be  very  dangerous. 

Checkup  time  .  .  .  don't  neglect  it! 
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Let's  Talk  About 
Home  Mission  Concern 


The  months  of  August  through  November  are  vital  in  the 
emphasis  of  Brethren  Home  Missions  in  our  churches. 

Our  four  home-mission  bulletins  have  shown  our  con- 
cern about  love,  life,  action  and  people.  Love,  that  moti- 
vating force  that  moves  the  heart  to  want  to  share  Christ 
and  His  love  with  others.  Life,  that  vital  principle.  God 
given,  which  ignites  the  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins  into 
those  who  are  alive  in  Christ  Jesus!  Action,  that  marvelous 
work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  transformation  and  regenera- 
tion of  the  human  soul  by  the  power  of  the  Gospel!  People, 
the  target  of  God's  great  work  of  redemption.  "For  this  is 
good  and  acceptable  in  the  sight  of  God  our  Saviour:  Who 
will  have  all  men  to  be  saved,  and  to  come  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  truth"  (I  Tim.  2:3-4). 

These    four    months    we    emphasize    the    need    of  a 


$500,000  budget  for  1973  to  support  our  home  mission- 
aries and  their  ministries.  Like  the  Apostle  Paul,  we  are 
concerned  for  the  care  of  our  churches  (II  Cor.  1 1 :28). 

Can  we  depend  upon  you  to  share  in  this  concern?  Your 
gifts  are  needed  to  meet  this  '73  budget.  Being  informed 
and  knowing  your  love  for  these  servants  of  God,  we  be- 
lieve you  will  willingly  share  the  responsibility.

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The  Canon  Brethren  Church  com- 
pleted another  project  that  extended 
over  three  months  and  raised  over 
$500  for  new  hymnals.  The  225  new 
hymnals  arrived  just  in  time  for  a  dedi- 
cation of  them  on  Sunday,  September 
24,  when  Rev.  Lester  E.  Pifer  was 
there  to  present  the  challenge  of  "The 
Bold  Ones." 

The  Sunday  School  was  in  a  three- 
way  contest  with  the  Albuquerque 
Grace  Brethren  (Valley)  and  the  new 
Colorado  Springs  Sunday  Schools.  The 
contest  ended  October  29,  and  all  of 
the  schools  have  shown  marked  in- 
creases. The  Taos  Sunday  School 
averaged  127  for  the  first  six  Sundays 
of  the  contest.  The  goal  was  100  per- 
cent plus  increase. 

GROW  73  is  well  underway  in  1972 
at  Taos.  In  two  recent  Sundays  there 
were  eight  decisions  of  which  six  were 
first  time  and  two  rededications.  A 
special  Bible  conference  scheduled  for 


the  week  of  November  19  with  Rev. 
Russell  Ogden  brought  blessings  un- 
told. 

Taos  will  adopt  a  record  budget  for 
1973.  The  church  plans  to  accept  a 
larger   portion   of  its   financial  obli- 


gation than  suggested  by  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council.  These  folks 
have  goals  and  the  way  they  reach 
them  we  could  just  see  a  self-support- 
ing church  in  Taos  by  January  1,  1974. 
Pray  to  this  end.  »

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God  has  a  treasure  buried  in  the 
gently  rolling  hills  of  northern  Lan- 
caster County,  Pennsylvania.  Many  of 
the  local  people  believe  it  is  to  be 
found  near  Lititz.  So  convinced  are 
they  that  a  new  Grace  Brethren 
Church  was  formed  on  December  7, 
1970,  to  begin  digging. 

It  all  began  with  the  vision  of  thir- 
teen member  famihes  in  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Greater  Lancaster, 


who  also  happened  to  be  residents  of 
the  Lititz  area.  District  and  national 
home-mission  programs  have  provided 
administrative  and  financial  support 
from  the  very  beginning.  The  Lititz 
congregation  is  currently  meeting  for 
Sunday  services  in  the  Lititz  Recrea- 
tion Center,  where  its  first  services 
were  conducted  on  January  3,  1971. 
Rev.  Roy  Dice  was  the  first  to  lead 
the  group  in  its  search  for  buried  treas- 


ure. Then  on  November  14,  1971, 
Rev.  Jerry  Young  arrived  on  the  field 
as  the  first  full-time  pastor.  Both  lead- 
ers, however,  will  confirm  that  the 
people  of  Lititz  are  the  ones  who  have 
pressed  the  search  for  buried  treasure. 

A  6.6  acre  building  site  on  the  cor- 
ner of  Manheim  Street  and  Lincoln 
Avenue  was  purchased  from  Howard 
and  Arlene  Erb  on  November  2,  1971. 
And  ever  since  that  time,  a  committee 
has  been  consulting  with  Rev.  Ralph 
Hall  of  the  Brethren  Architectural 
Service  to  design  a  building  to  house 
the  treasure.  The  buUding  is  con- 
temporary in  design,  covering  an  area 
of  10,562  square  feet.  Loan  funds 
have  been  secured  from  the  Brethren 
Investment  Foundation. 

Mr.  Cary  Engle  of  Harrisburg,  Penn- 
sylvania, has  been  hired  as  the  building 
superintendent.  Plans  for  construction 
include  the  hiring  of  other  skilled  and 
semi-skilled  laborers,  the  sub-contract-

ing  of  special  jobs,  and  the  liberal  use 
of  volunteer  labor.  Actual  construc- 
tion will  be  directed  by  the  building 
committee,  composed  of  Roy  David- 
son (chm.),  Lloyd  Alexander,  Vernon 
Mast,  Robert  Ruhl,  Sam  Snader  and 
Jay  Yoder. 

On  October  15,  156  persorfs  gath- 
ered at  the  Recreation  Center  for  wor- 
ship. Then  at  2:30  p.m.,  most  of  them 
assembled  at  the  building  site  to  break 
ground  and  press  the  search  for  treas- 
ure. Pastors  of  other  Grace  Brethren 
Churches  in  the  county  brought  mes- 
sages of  encouragement.  In  response, 
the  people  shared  an  offering  for  the 
work  totaling  $627.25.  Offerings  for 
the  day  totaled  $1,423.87.  Since  then, 
many  hands  have  been  extended  in 
willing  labor  as  ground  has  been 
moved  to  make  way  for  the  building. 

Lititz  has  a  rich  heritage.  Founded 
in  1756  by  Count  Zinzendorf  for  the 
Moravian  congregation,  its  inhabitants 
have  not  lacked  for  spiritual  direction 
and  communal  pride.  The  new  Grace 
Brethren  congregation  cannot  add  to 
that  rich  heritage,  but  its  members  and 
friends  fervently  pray  that  this  newest 
church  wUl  contribute  much  to  the 
future. 

The  most  famous  individual  to  ever 
live  in  Lititz  was  General  John  A.  Sut- 
ter, on  whose  land  in  California  gold 


was  discovered  in  1 849.  General  Sutter 
and  his  gold  are  nearly  forgotten.  The 
General  is  buried  in  the  Moravian 
cemetery  in  Lititz.  But  there  is  gold  of 
another  sort  in  Lititz.  A  treasure  more 
precious  than  gold,  which  perishes,  is 
hidden  in  the  lives  of  people.  And  the

searching  for  that  treasure. 

"But  we  have  this  treasure  in 
earthen  vessels,  that  the  excel- 
lency of  the  power  may  be  of 
God,  and  not  of  us"  (II  Cor. 
4:7). 
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Declaring  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord  public- 
ly is  not  an  easy  step  for  new  Jewish  Chris- 
tians because  they  face  possible  persecution. 
The  most  rewarding  moment  is  when  they  do 
take  that  stand. 


Greater  Joy 


Those  who  have  been  used  of  the 
Lord  to  bring  others  to  faith  in  Christ 
share  the  same  heart's  desire  pro- 
claimed by  the  Apostle  John— "I  have 
no  greater  joy  than  to  hear  that  my 
children  walk  in  truth"  (III  John  4). 
There  is  no  greater  joy  than  that  of 
seeing  a  young  convert  openly  confess 
faith  in  Christ  and  a  hunger  for  the 
,  truth  of  God— to  know  it  and  to  obey 
it. 

The  Lord  had  especially  worked  in 
the  hearts  of  some  of  the  Jewish 
people  attending  our  'blind  meetings.' 
Though  these  meetings  are  geared 
mainly  for  the  blind  people,  sighted 
people  also  attend.  These  are  usually 
friends  or  wives  of  the  blind  and  have 
become  members  through  their  influ- 
ence. 

I  was  especially  concerned  that 
these  Jews  who  had  accepted  Christ  as 
Saviour  and  Messiah  should  let  the 
group  as  a  whole  know  of  their  de- 
cision. In  the  past  there  had  been  some 
persecution  of  those  who  took  a  stand 
for  Christ.  This,  even  by  those  respon- 
sible for  bringing  the  individual  to  the 
meeting  in  the  first  place.  Because  of 
their  handicap,  the  blind  are  perhaps 
more  closely  knit  than  most  groups. 
Not  only  are  they  in  constant  contact 
through  organizations  especially  set  up 
for  them  but  also  through  the  tele- 
phone, a  virtual  'grapevine.'  Also  they 
are  dependent  upon  one  another  pret- 
ty much  for  companionship;  therefore, 
the  attitude  of  the  others  could  have  a 
marked  effect  upon  them. 

As  1  prayed  over  the  situation,  the

first  step  seemed  to  be  that  these  new 
believers  should  know  each  other. 
How  to  do  this  without  my  making 
public  their  profession  of  faith  in 
Christ  Jesus?  This  was  their  privilege 
and  responsibility.  The  most  logical 
answer  was  a  meeting  just  for  believ- 
ers. 

Each  one  was  contacted  explaining 
what  the  purpose  was.  Three  times  an 
attempt  to  get  the  entire  group  to- 
gether went  without  success  because 
of  conflicts  in  schedules.  The  third 
time  it  was  decided  to  meet  with  those 
who  could  come  as  our  next  regular 
meeting  was  due. 

One  afternoon  three  ladies,  two 
blind  and  one  sighted,  met  at  the  mis- 
sion. Their  very  presence  was  a  first 
step  in  making  confession  to  others  of 
their  trust  in  Christ  as  Messiah  and 
God.  Together  we  studied  the  first 
chapter  of  the  Gospel  of  John,  espe- 
cially emphasizing  that  those  in  the 
Bible  who  trusted  in  Christ  openly 
proclaimed  it  and  were  quick  to  share 
their  faith  with  others.  As  Christians 
this  is  what  they  too  should  do.  In  par- 
ticular they  should  let  the  others  in 
our  meeting  know.  As  we  discussed 
this  subject,  the  three  agreed  to  make 
their  public  confession  at  the  next 
meeting.  Since  the  majority  of  the 
group  are  blind  they  agreed  to  stand, 
give  their  names  and  identify  them- 
selves with  Messiah  Jesus. 


The  meeting  day  arrived.  As  part  of  I 
the  program  and  to  prepare  hearts,  the  i 
tract,  "Why  Don't  The  Rabbis  Accept  i 
It?"  by  Solomon  Birnbaum  was  read  ! 
and  discussed.  This  is  a  very  common  1 
question  that  is  often  set  forth  when  ■ 
discussion  prevails  regarding  the  Gos-  i 
pel  and  the  claims  of  Jesus  to  be  the 
promised  Messiah.  In  particular  the  j 
miracle  birth  of  the  Messiah  and  the  i 
identification  of  'Shiloh'  in  Genesis  ; 
49:10  are  dealt  with  in  this  literature. 

Then  the  testimony  of  two  Hebrew 
Christians  was  shared.  One  was  Mich- 
ael Solomon  Alexander,  who  served 
his  Messiah  and  Lord  as  the  first  Prot- 
estant Bishop  of  Jerusalem.  What  bold- 
ness in  Christ  for  this  Jewish  believer! 
Caroline  Jonas  paid  the  price  of  family 
and  wealth  to  follow  her  Messiah  for 
she  as  Moses  of  old:  'Esteeming  the 
reproach  of  Christ  greater  riches  than 
the  treasures  in  Egypt  [of  the  world] 
for  he  [she]  had  respect  unto  the 
recompense  of  the  reward"  (Heb. 
11:26). 

The  time  had  now  come  for  these 
present-day  Hebrew  Christians  to 
count  the  cost  and  take  their  stand. 
When  the  opportunity  was  given,  not 
three  but  eight,  six  Jews  and  two 
Gentiles,  arose,  gave  their  names  and 
acknowledged  their  faith  in  Christ  as 
Saviour  and  God. 

E-  (read  testimony  in  Aug.  19, 
1972  Herald)  was  among  those  making 
their  confession.  She  is  sighted  but  be- 
cause of  a  handicap  from  a  stroke  can- 
not at  present  attend  our  evening  Bible 
class.  She  is  so  eager  to  hear  more  of 
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the  Word  that  she  is  attending  all  our 
day  meetings  that  she  can.  This  was 
her  first  attendance.  She  did  not  hesi- 
tate then;  neither  has  she  been  hesitant 
to  profess  her  love  for  Christ  in  the 
home  where  she  is  presently  residing. 

To  see  L—  stand  for  Christ  took  me 
by  surprise.  Though  through  the  years 
he  had  also  been  witnessed  to  by  the 
Bruce  Buttons  and  John  Neelys,  he 
had  never  made  a  decision.  Question 
ing  him  after  the  meeting,  he  replied 
that  he  had  believed  for  some  time  but 
until  that  day  he  had  not  been  willing 
to  let  it  be  known. 

M— ,  who  had  most  recently  made  a 


decision,  was  unable  to  be  present.  He 
was  in  the  hospital  with  a  broken  leg 
from  a  fall.  Not  wanting  to  be  left  out, 
his  confession  was  made  by  'proxy.' 

Though  nothing  could  lessen  the 
joy  of  these  'children'  walking  in 
obedience  to  His  truth,  there  was  a 
sorrow.  Two  who  had  made  decisions 
were  not  willing  to  make  a  public  pro- 
fession before  the  group.  Each  has, 
however,  let  other  individuals  know  of 
their  faith.  Mr.  G—  had  told  his  daugh- 
ter (read  testimony  in  Aug.  19,  1972 
Herald).  However,  the  news  had 
reached  a  nephew  who  is  a  cantor.  He 
prevailed  on  Mr.  G-  not  to  let  his  new 


faith  be  known  publicly  as  it  would 
affect  his  job.  May  this  child  of  God 
honor  his  Heavenly  Father  rather  than 
man.

School  of  World  Mission  here.  ... 

Careful  not  to  confuse  the  rate  of  growth  of  men  and       j 
women  who  are  willing  to  commit  their  lives  to  Christ  and 
become  responsible  members  of  His  Church  with  those         ' 
nominally  Christian,  he  said  that  the  growth  of  those  who    j 
would  indicate  "Christianity"  as  their  religion  in  a  census 
was  indeed  gaining  on  the  worldwide  rate  of  population 
growth.  .  .  . 

If  the  Church  were  increasing  at  only  the  rate  of  the 
population,  you  take  two  percent  (world  population  growth' 
rate  according  to  1972  Population  Reference  Bureau  statis- 
tics) of  that  and  discover  that  annually  Christianity  is  grow- 
ing by  20  million  persons.  Divide  this  by  365  days  in  a  year 
and  you  have  this  amazing  (and  encouraging)  figure: 
Christianity  is  growing  by  55,000  persons  per  day. 

The  world  today  has  3,700,000,000  people.  Every  year 
74,000,000  people  are  added,  but  only  20,000,000  are  be- 
coming Christians  therefore  54,000,000  people  annually 
are  being  added  to  the  "fourth  world."  Divide  that  by  365 
and  the  result  is:  the  fourth  world  (meaning  all  those  who 
have  not  yet  become  Christians)  is  growing  by  148,000 
persons  per  day.  .  . .

Like  A  Mighty  Wind,  has  been  list- 
ed recently  on  the  Ten  Best  Sellers  of 
Christian  Books.  It  is  the  story  of  re- 
ligious activities  in  Indonesia.  A  revival 
is  reported  to  have  started  in  the 
1960s,  and  the  author  recounts  his  ex- 
periences as  well  as  that  of  others.  The 
twenty-four-year-old  native  of  a  re- 
mote island  of  Timor  has  visited  the 
United  States  and  given  the  story. 

The  exciting  experiences  related  in 
the  book  have  attributed  to  its  success. 
It  tells  of  incidents  similar  to  New 
Testament  miracles  happening  in  In- 
donesia. In  fact,  it  seems  to  go  through 
the  New  Testament  and  duplicate  the 
happenings.  The  author  tells  of  water 
turned  to  communion  wine,  walking 
on  the  water,  angels  walking  and  con- 
versing with  children,  a  man  dead  two 
days  returns  to  life.  It  also  picks  up 


some  Old  Testament  miracles  such  as 
lights  at  night  to  lead  people  through 
the  jungle,  animals  in  obedience  to  the 
Christians,  clothing  remaining  clean 
for  long  periods  of  time.  There  are 
many  other  situations  recounted,  even 
a  few  that  are  not  recorded  in  the 
Bible  such  as  walking  through  the  rain 
and  not  getting  wet  and  voices  re- 
corded and  "played  back"  without 
mechanical  aids. 

If  you  have  a  problem  at  this  stage, 
rest  assured  that  you  are  not  alone. 
There  is  a  growing  number  who  have 
endeavored  to  confirm  the  stories  with 
very  little  success. 

The  last  part  of  the  book  is  an  in- 
struction manual  on  "How  To  Be  Bap- 
tized by  the  Holy  Spirit." 

It  will  be  wise  to  exercise  extreme 
caution  regarding  this  book.  There  is 
an  increasing  difficulty  to  tell  the 
value  of  a  book  by  the  name  of  its 
publisher.-CIVT'

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Christ,  You  and  Spare  Time 


Christ— the  name  that  is  above 
every  name;  name  before  which  angels 
bow.  The  One  who  is  preeminent, 
above  and  before  all  things,  through 
whom  the  world  consists  and  holds  to- 
gether. But  in  the  dimension  of  the 
Christ-centered  life,  the  name  of  Christ 
is  joined  to  you  and  to  me.  How  very 
personal  this  becomes,  how  thrilling  to 
the  heart  of  a  believer!  We  are  not 
talking  about  philosophy,  or  about  im- 
personal matter  or  force.  We  are  talk- 
ing about  a  relationship  with  a  person, 
our  lovely  Lord. 

We  are  going  to  consider  the  matter 
of  Christ,  you,  and  spare  time— how  a 
Christian  may  best  use  spare  time  to 
enhance  his  own  growth  in  grace,  to 
increase  his  credibUity  in  the  eyes  of 
others,  and  to  be  a  positive  blessing  to 
both  fellow  Christians  and  non- 
Christians  in  his  particular  sphere  of 
influence.  Does  all  of  this  sound  like  a 
large  order  in  relation  to  use  of  spare 
time?  Does  it  not  incur  the  cynical  and 
superficial  reply,  "Spare  time?  Who 
has  any?" 

Let's  begin  by  clearing  the  decks 
semantically.  I  want  to  propose  a 
definition:  "Spare  time"  is  all  of  the 
time  for  which  you  have  some  option 
or  choice.  This  wiU,  then,  exclude  obli- 
gated time— school,  study  hours,  job, 
meals,  personal  care,  obligatory  mat- 
ters in  the  personal  schedule.  But  from

a  positive  standpoint,  it  does  mean  the 
minutes  or  hours,  short  or  long,  that 
are  left  when  you  have  first  fulfilled 
your  responsibilities.  It  is  in  some 
ways  the  most  important  time  you 
have,  because  it  is  a  time  about  which 
you  can  make  a  choice.  "How  will  I 
use  it?"  From  this  viewpoint,  the  busi- 
est among  us  does  have  some,  perhaps 
a  considerable  amount  of,  spare  time 
or  "choice  time."  It  is  there,  how  will 
you  use  it? 

Paul  speaks  of  the  Christian  as  "be- 
ing free  .  .  .  yet  not  using  that  liberty 
as  a  cloak  for  license."  We  are  Chris- 
tians, and  that  does  make  a  difference! 
Spare  time,  often  unrecognized,  is  in 
fact  a  rich  opportunity— perhaps  a  re- 
vealing opportunity,  for  it  is  time  in 
which  our  real,  most  basic  self  is  ex- 
pressed and  exposed. 

There  are  several  possible  ways  in 
which  the  use  of  spare  time  is  deter- 
mined. It  may  be  a  matter  of  strongly 
formed  habits.  You  have  heard  others, 
perhaps  yourself,  say  something  like, 
"I  go  fishing  every  chance  I  get,"  or, 
"I  watch  TV  in  my  spare  time,"  or 
perhaps,  "I  always  carry  a  book  so  I 
can    read    in    my    spare    moments." 


People  spend  spare  time  in  the  pool 
hall,  or  by  drinking,  or  in  telephone 
gossip.  The  significant  fact  is  that  the 
person  has  formed  the  habit  of  seeking 
these  behaviors  as  soon  as  fixed  re- 
sponsibilities are  temporarily  out  of 
the  way.  He  turns  to  the  habit  without 
conscious  awareness  of  a  decision— 
although  if  something  blocks  this  cus- 
tomary use,  he  is  vaguely  or  actively 
uncomfortable.  Such  are  the  chains  of 
habits. 

Now  most,  although  not  all,  of 
these  habitual  actions  are  without 
particular  implication  of  right  or 
wrong;  it  is  just  that  one  has  found, 
perhaps  accidentally,  that  the  behavior 
is  pleasing.  The  pleasure  constantly  re- 
inforces the  strength  of  the  habit,  and 
one's  use  of  spare  time  becomes  pre- 
dictable. Spare  time  is  less  and  less 
under  voluntary  control. 

It  is  also  possible  to  be  compulsive 
about  the  use  of  spare  time,  in  a  some- 
what unhealthy  sense.  Some  people 
use  every  minute  as  if  "driven"  by 
some  inward  force— perhaps  they  are. 
They  can't  let  themselves  "waste  a 
minute."  They  feel  guilty  if  not  work- 
ing every  minute.  They  begrudge  time 
they  have  to  spend  with  family,  or  at 
"useless  things"  like  church,  Sunday 
School,  or  prayer  meeting.  They 
rationalize  much  about  it,  in  martyr 
fashion,  "Well,  somebody  has  got  to 
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do  it,"  or,  "I  don't  want  to  get  into 
lazy  habits"— with  self-righteous  smug- 
ness. They  reiterate  proverbs  like  "an 
idle  mind  is  the  devil's  workshop" 
(which  does  have  a  basically  sound 
meaning  when  sincerely  used).  Com- 
pulsively working  all  the  time,  they 
find  no  real  happiness  in  it-just  dis- 
comfort and  tearfulness  if  they  don't 
doit. 

Is  there  a  better  way?  I  think  there 
is!  Let  us  direct  our  thoughts  to  the 
implications  for  us  as  Christians  of  the 
use  of  our  spare  time.  In  a  very  real 
sense,  let  there  be  no  double  standard 
here,  with  one  set  of  rules  and  be- 
haviors for  job  hours,  and  different 
criteria  for  spare  time.  "Whatsoever 
you  do  ...  do  all  to  the  glory  of 
God";  "Redeeming  the  time,  for  the 
days  are  evil."  These  are  Biblical  con- 
cepts, and  I  believe  that  they  truly  re- 
flect the  will  of  God  for  us,  not  setting 
a  lower  standard  for  spare  time,  but 
rather,  a  higher  one.  By  the  leading  of 
His  Spirit  we  are  to  control  all  of  the 
hours. 

One  practical  application  of  this  is 
that  we  are  not  to  spoil  the  joys  of  our 
spare  time  by  an  unreasoning  or  un- 
reasonable conscience— our  own,  or 
more  often,  somebody  else's— which 
says,  "you've  got  to  be  using  all  of 
your  time,  regular  and  spare,  doing 
spiritual  things.  If  you  don't,  you  are 
not  really  setting  an  example  as  a 
Christian."  I  reject  this;  this  is  legal- 
ism. 

But  there  are  positive  notes  to  be 
sounded.  We  are  answerable  to  God 
and  the  known  things  of  His  will.  We 
are  to  use  our  spare  time  in  conformi- 
ty to  that  will,  not  in  contradiction  to 
it;  this  is  basic.  Again,  some  spare  time 
is  to  be  used  for  the  good  of  the  body, 
which  is  after  all  a  temple  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  if  one  belongs  to  God.  Our 
bodies  have  a  genuine  and  recurring 
need  for  exercise  and  for  recreation. 
Find  out  what  is  for  you  pleasant  exer- 
cise and  refreshment,  and  in  the 
process  of  helping  the  body  your  emo- 
tional self  can  also  be  enriched. 

Perhaps  a  brisk  walk  will  clear  out 
the  cobwebs.  Why  not  invite  someone 
to  share  it  with  you,  someone  you  can 
enjoy  and  to  whom  perhaps  you  can 
be  a  blessing?  As  you  walk,  keep  your 
eyes  and  your  mind  open.  Savor  the 
beauty  of  God,  whether  it  is  in  the 
green  and  growing  things  that  sur- 
round, the  chromatic  splendor  of  au- 


tumn, or  by  night  in  scanning  the 
heavens  which  declare  the  beauty  of 
God.  Look  about  at  people,  observe 
them,  greet  them,  encourage  them. 
Thank  God  for  butterflies  and  roses, 
for  blue  skies  and  fleecy  clouds,  yes, 
even  for  shadows  and  for  rain.  And 
then  you  will  not  be  just  walking— you 
will  be  enriching  your  mind  and  feed- 
ing your  soul.  You  will  be  a  whole  per- 
son and  you  will  feel  like  one. 

Use  your  spare  time  (choice  time) 
for  creativity— in  the  kitchen  and  the 
yard,  in  pursuit  of  hobbies,  or  in  read- 
ing for  knowledge  or  pleasure.  These 
are  a  part  of  what  God  has  given  us 
"richly  to  enjoy." 

Have  you  ever  asked  the  question, 
"Did  Jesus  have  any  spare  time?"  I 
think  He  did.  When  He  was  yet  a  boy, 
Joseph  and  Mary  went  to  Jerusalem 
for  the  passover.  This  was  spare  time 
for  Him.  In  Nazareth  He  probably 
helped  in  the  carpenter  shop,  but  in 
Jerusalem  for  the  first  time.  He  chose 
to  use  His  time  in  the  Temple,  in  His 
Father's  house.  We  hear  little  more  of 
His  developmental  years,  but  at  the 
very  beginning  of  public  ministry  He 
chose  to  attend  a  wedding  at  Cana. 
Did  He  not  have  more  important 
things  to  do?  Perhaps,  but  this  was  un- 
obligated time,  and  He  chose  to  use  it 
in  courtesy  at  the  house  of  a  friend.  It 
was  in  other  spare  time,  at  night,  that 
He  received  Nicodemus— a  man  search- 
ing for  the  truth.  He  might  have  said, 
"You'll  have  to  come  during  office 
hours;  this  is  my  spare  time,  to  use  for 
my  own  needs"— but  He  didn't. 

A  little  later,  in  Samaria,  He  was 
weary  from  travel,  and  sat  down  by  a 
well.  He  needed  and  deserved  the  rest, 
but  when  a  needy  woman  came.  He 
did  not  act  as  if  He  were  too  tired  to 
talk  with  her  by  looking  the  other 
way.  No,  He  used  this  spare  time  to 
grasp  an  unselfish  opportunity,  to 
bless  her  rather  than  himself  He  went 
up  to  Jerusalem  for  a  religious  feast- 
an  obligation,  perhaps,  but  one  that 
He  chose  to  meet.  When  He  happened 
on  a  paralyzed  man  at  the  pool  of 
Bethesda,  He  wasn't  too  greedy  of  His 
own  time  to  stop— and  He  made  the 
man  well. 

A  year  after  this.  He  preached  to  a 
multitude  of  five  thousand,  and  might 
well  have  said,  "I've  done  my  part, 
now  I'll  rest."  Instead,  He  looked 
upon  their  needs  with  compassion  and, 
in  yet  another  miracle,  fed  them.  In 


the  ninth  chapter  of  his  Gospel,  John 
tells  of  another  occasion,  when  in 
spare  time  Christ  passed  by  a  man 
blind  from  birth— and  yet  He  didn't 
pass  by;  He  put  aside  His  need  for  rest. 
His  right  to  use  His  spare  time  for  self, 
and  with  tender  compassion,  gave  sight 
to  the  blind. 

People  wouldn't  let  Jesus  have  or 
enjoy  spare  time.  When  Mary  and 
Martha  sent  word  to  Jesus  that  "Laza- 
rus, whom  you  love,  is  sick,"  He  was 
not  too  busy  or  too  preoccupied  with 
the  important  work  of  His  ministry. 
He  went.  He  comforted  and  instructed 
the  sisters,  and  He  raised  Lazarus  from 
the  dead.  In  perhaps  the  most  mean- 
ingful use  of  spare  time,  Jesus  met 
with  His  own  disciples  and  friends  for 
that  last  supper.  How  often,  when  the 
day's  ministry  was  finished,  Jesus  used 
the  unobligated  time  to  be  with  those 
He  called  specially  His  own! 

Is  there  a  pattern,  a  lesson  for  us 
from  the  way  in  which  our  Lord  chose 
to  use  the  hours  when  apart  from  the 
obligation  of  public  ministry?  No 
matter  how  weary  or  pressed  He  was. 
He  never  lacked  compassion,  never  de- 
manded His  own  rights,  but  with  the 
initiative  of  love  He  saw  and  sought 
out  those  whom  He  could  bless. 

And  this  brings  me  to  suggest  the 
one  thing  that,  in  a  balanced  use  of  the 
time  we  can  call  our  own,  we  dare  not 
miss.  It  is  the  feeding  and  refreshment 
of  our  souls.  I  do  not  think  God  calls 
us  to  use  all  of  our  spare  time  in  the 
specifically  spiritual,  though  I  think 
that  a  spiritual  attitude  should  per- 
meate all  the  ways  we  use  it.  But  it 
would  be  equally  wrong  to  use  all  for 
self  and  none  for  Him.  There  are 
specific  means  of  grace,  and  in  a  rea- 
sonable part  of  our  spare  time  we 
ought  to  avail  ourselves  of  them.  Some 
of  these  are  prayer  and  personal  com- 
munion (our  quiet  time  with  Him); 
sufficient  use  of  the  Bible  that  we  may 
hide  His  Word  in  our  heart;  and  fellow- 
ship with  other  believers  in  song,  in 
worship,  and  in  assembling  ourselves 
together  in  the  church. 

It  is  in  the  recognition  that  spare 
time  is  choice  time,  be  it  little  or 
much,  and  in  its  balanced,  deliberate, 
well-rounded  use,  that  we  can  refresh 
our  bodies,  our  minds,  our  emotions. 
Here  we  can  dispel  the  anxiety  from 
our  hearts,  and  replace  it  with  joy— the 
joy  of  the  Lord,  who  has  indeed 
"given  us  all  things  richly  to  enjoy."  #

It  has  been  said  "If  you  don't  stand 
for  something,  you  will  fall  for  any- 
thing." Today  I  will  take  a  definite 
stand.  Unlike  some,  I  do  not  choose  to 
criticize  the  administration,  or  to 
speak  out  against  student  action  or  at- 
titudes, or  express  my  goals  and  aspi- 
rations for  the  Student  Government 
per  se. 

Instead,  I  believe  there  is  an  even 
greater  need— a  need  which  I  didn't 
recognize  until  I  had  taken  my  leader- 
ship position  and  realized  the  spirit  of 
willingness  and  sincerity  of  the  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  administration  to 
do  what  is  best.  This  school  at  this 
time  does  not  need  a  critical  voice,  but 
a  voice  that  vWU  seek  to  draw  all  the 
facets  of  the  school  together  under 
one  bond. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that 
we  must  stand  united  under  one  cause. 
This  is  the  most  basic  element  to  the 
survival  of  any  family,  organization,  or 
nation.  In  fact,  an  organization  can 
stand  even  if  it  isn't  for  a  worthy 
cause.  Even  Satan  himself  cannot  be 
plagued  by  disunity  and  expect  to  con- 
tinue. Was  not  the  first  division  of 
mankind  that  time  when  one  man 
chose  to  go  against  that  cause  which 
God  had  created  him  for?  And  what 
was  the  result  of  that  division?  Adam 
now,  instead  of  being  the  prophet, 
priest,  and  king  of  the  human  race,  is 
the  father  of  a  suffering  and  dejected 
world. 

Since  that  time,  man  has  continual- 
ly divided  himself  as  did  the  Jews  after 
King  Solomon's  death,  the  Romans  in 
the  sixth  century  A.D.,  and  even  in 
our  own  American  history  when  the 
lives  of  over  500,000  men  were  lost 
and  the  country  rent  apart  because  the 
men  of  this  nation  could  not  unite  un- 
der one  cause.  If  this  college  falls  into 
disunity,  division,  and  apathy,  it  will 
not  only  mean  the  possible  end  to  this 
institution,  but  it  will  also  mean  that 
we  wiU  be  robbed  of  the  money  we 
have  spent  and  the  education  we  are 
looking  for. 


What  then  would  be  a  worthy 
cause,  one  which  would  include  all  of 
us,  whether  we  be  a  member  of  the 
administration,  the  faculty,  or  the  stu- 
dent body?  It  can  only  be  this— each 
day  we  individually  will  strive  with  an 
unquenchable  desire  to  become  that 
person  which  we  have  chosen  to  be  in 
order  that  first  Jesus  Christ  might  be 
glorified,  and  second  that  every  person 
whom  we  encounter  might  recognize 
in  us  qualities  which  set  us  apart  as  a 
unique  people. 

Let  me  break  that  statement  down 
into  "edible  chunks  of  meat"  so  you 
wall  understand  exactly  what  I  mean. 
First,  each  day  we  must  individually 
strive  with  an  unquenchable  desire. 
This  is  the  basic  ingredient  in  being 
successful  at  anything,  whether  we 
wish  to  reach  the  moon  or  to  explore 
the  depths  of  the  sea.  Each  day  must 
be  viewed  as  another  chance  to  get  a 
little  closer  to  our  goals.  If  we  take  but 
one  day  and  waste  it  on  frivolous 
things,  we  will  find  it  easier  next  time 
to  take  two  days,  then  three,  and  so 
on  until  we  have  wasted  not  days,  but 
weeks,  months,  years,  maybe  even  a 
lifetime. 

Others  may  counsel  us,  may  give  us 
support  and  encouragement.  But  it's 
going  to  be  your  responsibility  and 
mine,  with  God's  directing  hand,  to 
become  as  Paul  says,  "Men  of  mature 
character  with  the  right  sort  of  inde- 
pendence." And  we  must  strive  with 
an  unquenchable  desire.  Apathy  is  a 
sure  killer  of  any  good  cause.  Proverbs 
6:iail  states  it  like  this: 

"  'A  little  sleep,  a  little  slumber, 

A  little  folding  of  the  hands  to  rest' 

And  your  poverty  will  come  in- 
like  a  vagabond, 

And  your  need  like  an  armed  man" 
(NASB). 

Rather  than  being  like  the  sluggard, 
we  ought  to  have  that  drive  that  Vince 
Lombard!  has  so  well  spoken  of:  "I 
firmly  believe  that  any  man's  finest 
hour  is  that  moment  when  he  has 
worked  his  heart  out  in  a  good  cause 


and    lies   exhausted    on   the   field  o  i 
battle— victorious." 

Our  next  chunk  of  meat  is  this;  t( 
become  that  person  which  we  haw 
chosen  to  be  in  order  that  Jesus  Chris ; 
our  Lord  may  be  glorified.  It  is  abso 
lutely  necessary  that  we  choose  to  b«' 
somebody— to  have  goals  with  mean  [ 
ing.  What  is  important  here  is  not  whal  i 
we  will  do  for  an  occupation,  but  whal ' 
are  we  made  of  inside.  "Where  there  is } 
no  vision,  the  people  perish"  and  with- 
out a  purpose  for  living  there  is  no 
strength  or  desire  to  just  go  on  exist- 
ing. Some  have  called  this  the  "will  to 
mean."  In  other  words,  the  will  to 
have  a  meaningful  existence.  And 
these  goals  must  be  made  with  the  ex- 
pressed purpose  of  first  glorifying 
Christ.  For  if  they  are  made  just  to 
please  us  and  our  own  ego,  we  will 
find  that  they  will  satisfy  no  one,  not 
even  ourselves.  Was  it  not  Solomon 
who,  after  seeking  and  obtaining  every 
egotistical  desire,  said:  "Vanity  of 
vanities.  All  is  vanity"?  (Eccles.  1:2). 
The  richest  and  wisest  man  of  all  histo- 
ry proclaims  self-satisfaction  worth- 
less. But  if,  instead,  we  let  Christ  di- 
rect our  goals  there  can  only  come 
love,  joy  and  personal  peace. 

Now  for  the  last  bite  of  that  steak. 
That  is  that  every  person  which  we  en- 
counter should  recognize  in  us  that 
quality  which  sets  us  apart  as  a  unique 
people.  They  will  see  us  as  a  unique 
people  if  they  can  see  that  we  are  real, 
vibrant  and  sensitive  to  the  needs  of 
others.  It  is  evident  that  our  goals 
must  reach  out  and  include  our  neigh- 
bors. The  Bible  says:  "He  who  seeks  to 
separate  himself  seeks  his  own  desire." 
Our  relationship  to  other  people  is  the 
most  valuable  thing  we  have  next  to 
knowing  Christ.  And  if  our  goals  do 
not  include  this  element  we  become 
spiritually  lopsided  and  of  no  earthly 
good.  For  reaching  out  to  others 
means  meeting  their  needs,  and  meet- 
ing their  needs  means  loving  them,  and 
love  is  what  living  is  all  about.  If  we 
develop  this  quality,  then  they  will  see 
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us  as  alive,  as  enthusiastic,  and  as  in- 
dividuals with  real  depth.  And  they 
will  without  question  call  us  a  unique 
people. 

To  review,  we  must  be  united  under 
one  cause  and  that  cause  must  be  that 
each  day  we  individually  will  strive 
with  an  unquenchable  desire  to  be- 
come that  person  which  we  have 
chosen  to  be  in  order  that  first  Jesus 
Christ  must  be  glorified,  and  second 
that  every  person  whom  we  encounter 
might  recognize  in  us  that  quality 
which  sets  us  apart  as  a  unique  people. 

No  steak  is  complete  without  some 
potatoes,  vegetables,  and  mUk  to  go 
along  with  it.  So  let's  take  these 
thoughts  and  make  some  practical  ap- 
plications for  us  in  this  1972-73  school 
year.  There  are  three  basic  areas  of  this 
school:  the  spiritual  hfe  of  Grace  Col- 
lege, the  academic  life  of  Grace  Col- 
lege, and  the  extracurricular  life  of 
Grace  College. 

The  spiritual  emphasis  here  is  a  very 
important  part  of  this  school.  Not  that 
it  can  impart  upon  us  any  more  spirit- 
uality than  we  can  receive  at  our  home 
church,  but  rather  it  acts  as  a  tool  for 
obtaining  spiritual  truth.  Without 
doubt,  spiritual  truth  is  the  basic 
foundation  on  which  this  school 
stands.  It's  the  adhesive  that  makes 
every  activity  which  we  pursue  fit  to- 
gether like  a  puzzle  to  make  a  beauti- 
ful picture.  This  is  what  sets  us  apart 
from  the  state  schools,  and  I  pray  that 
this  is  one  reason  why  you're  here. 

But  mark  my  words,  Grace  College 
is  not  a  church!  It  must  be  an  institu- 
tion of  higher  learning.  And  it  must  be 
more  than  an  average  college,  it  must 
excell  in  academics.  There  must  be 
that  search  for  true  knowledge  like  a 
man  who,  in  the  desert,  seeks  for 
water.  It  can  only  begin  with  the 
teachers  as  they  prepare  and  give  their 
class  material;  and  then  it  will  be  our 
responsibility  as  students  to  carry  the 
ball  from  there,  in  order  to  make  those 
classes  exciting  and  the  homework 
worthwhile. 

This  must  be  done  if  Grace  is  going 
to  survive  the  crisis  that  is  coming 
upon  literally  hundreds  of  small  pri- 
vate coOeges  across  the  United  States. 
Last  year  in  the  state  of  Indiana  there 
were  very  few  private  colleges  that  had 
substantial  increases  in  enrollment- 
Grace  CoUege  had  approximately  a  1 5 
percent  increase.  This  year,  we,  too, 
took  a  drop  in  our  enrollment  and  we 
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will  continue  to  do  so  unless  we  be- 
come known  as  a  school  that  exceUs. 

I  would  hate  to  imagine  that  Grace 
would  suffer  from  the  ills  that  have 
plagued  some  of  our  sister  schools  here 
in  the  state,  such  as  dorms  standing 
empty  and  classrooms  only  half  full. 
But  in  my  mind  if  there  is  any  college 
that  is  going  to  make  it  over  this 
mountain,  it  is  G.U!  And  if  there  is 
any  student  body  that's  going  to  go 
beyond  the  expected,  it  is  going  to  be 
this  student  body,  this  year! 

I  appreciate  the  sacrificial  work 
that  the  administration,  faculty,  and 
students  have  put  toward  obtaining  ac- 
creditation. There  is  no  doubt  in  my 
mind  that  we  will  receive  this  spring  an 
announcement  of  our  candidacy 
status. 

The  last  facet  of  the  school  is  its 
extracurricular  life.  Being  much  a  part 
of  this  aspect  myself,  I  can  truthfully 
say  it  plays  an  important  role  in  the 


lives  of  many  of  the  students  here  at 
Grace.  In  fact,  maybe  it  is  overem- 
phasized. Again,  it  will  be  up  to  us, 
individually,  to  reach  for  ourselves  a 
proper  balance  between  this  and  our 
academic  pursuits. 

So  the  questions  arise.  What  shall  I 
do?

So  that  wheth- 
er you  are  a  freshman  without  a  major, 
or  a  faculty  member  with  a  Ph.D., 
your  decision  will  affect  every  other 
person  in  the  school.  I  can  only  hope 
that  you  will  emphatically  agree  with 
Paul  when  he  admonishes  "through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  .  .  .  encourage 
one  another,  and  build  up  one  an- 
other ....  Live  in  peace  with  one  an- 
other" (read  I  Thess.  5:9-13).  »

A  College  Bridges  the 

Generation  Gap 


I.    The  Bridge  Challenged 

During  this  last  generation  the 
philosophical  concept  of  the  world  has 
gone  through  erratic  change  in  which 
the  desire  has  been  for  more  freedom 
and  fewer  rules  and  regulations.  The 
ultimate  goal  seems  to  have  been  the 
securing  of  a  freedom  from  "anti- 
quated" ideas.  The  most  popular  game 
became  the  art  of  doubting  the  tested 
methods,  and  the  ultimate  winner  of 
the  game  was  the  one  who  concluded 
that  "if  it  is  old,  it  cannot  be  right." 

The  second  phase  of  the  contest 
developed  on  the  premise  that  this 
freedom  would  automatically  bring 
creativity  to  living.  The  clamor  of  the 
past  quarter  century  has  been  that  all 
regulations  and  rules  mean  inhibitions 
that  ultimately  develop  tensions  and 
frustrations.  The  psychologists  argued 
that  unless  restrictions  were  hfted 
from  the  younger  generation,  we 
would  have  a  world  of  neurotics.  They 
advanced  the  theory  that  to  avoid 
these  neurotics  there  was  the  absolute 
necessity  to  do  away  with  restrictions 
and  anything  that  inhibits.  The  result 
is  not  many  neurotics  have  developed, 
but  a  myriad  of  psychopaths  roam  the 
streets  of  our  nation. 

Children  were  "liberated"  from  dis- 
cipline in  the  home,  the  school,  and 
the  church,  only  to  be  fettered  by  the 
lack  of  experiences  from  purposeful 
direction  in  early  life.  Having  cast  off 
all  the  "taboos"  of  a  so-called  puri- 
tanic philosophy,  young  people  think 
they  are  free,  but  actually  are  shackled 
in  a  society  lacking  in  personal  respon- 
sibUity,  moral  code,  and  goals  in  Hfe. 
They  question  the  existence  of  any  ab- 
solute standards  and  look  only  to  a 
present  set  of  circumstances  to  deter- 
mine their  actions.  After  all,  they  say, 
"nothing  is  sure."  In  allowing  this 
philosophy  to  go  unchallenged,  we 
have  failed  to  build  character  into  this 


present  generation,  and  the  so-called 
"gap"  has  developed. 

II.  The  Bridge  Compromised 

If  a  young  person  has  come  through 
our  public  school  system,  sadistic  so- 
ciety, average  church,  and  has  known 
little  or  nothing  of  the  value  of  rules 
and  regulations,  that  individual  has 
failed  to  learn  the  art  of  self-discipline. 
Without  self-discipline  one  cannot 
learn  to  accept  responsibility  of  life,  to 
discern  truth,  and  to  develop  absolute 
honesty.  If  these  basics  are  not  learned 
early,  it  is  most  difficult  to  learn  them 
fully  in  adult  life.  Frequently,  this  lack 
of  learning  causes  a  resentment,  and 
the  young  person  becomes  rebellious. 

When  this  philosophy  of  the  dis- 
ciplined life  is  faced  on  the  campus  of 
a  Christian  college,  perhaps  for  the 
first  time  in  one's  life,  frequently  a  re- 
action develops.  The  truly  Christian 
college  is  founded  upon  the  cardinal 
doctrine  that  there  are  absolutes, 
truths  and  standards  set  forth  in  the 
Word  of  God. 

III.  The  Bridge  Constructed 

The  Christian  college  seeks  to  de- 
velop—to the  highest  degree  possible— 
the  potential,  in  order  that  students 
might  become  the  greatest  influence 
possible  for  Jesus  Christ.  The  goal  of 
the   Christian   college   is   not   to  gain 
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mere  conformity,  but  to  develop  stu- 
dents who  are  "self-disciplined"  as  a 
result  of  the  transformation  by  the 
grace  of  God.  To  accomplish  this,  cer- 
tain guidelines  must  be  communi- 
cated: 

1.  The  college  should  not  drop  its 
standards  nor  surrender  to  the  de- 
mands of  a  minority  who  want  those 
standards  lowered.  The  great  majority 
of  the  students  coming  to  Grace  Col- 
lege have  deep  and  sincere  convictions. 

2.  The  college  must  be  explicit 
concerning  regulations  and  policies, 
willing  to  communicate  "the  why"  for 
the  rules,  and  then  enforce  them  when 
there  is  a  violation.  A  less  than  5  per- 
cent make  most  of  the  noise,  get  the 
most  of  the  publicity,  and  wreck  most 
of  the  bridges. 

3.  The  administration  must  act 
with  firmness  and  calmness,  not  feel- 
ing sorry  for  their  action,  lest  it  be  in- 
terpreted as  weakness.  At  the  same 
time  the  administration  must  be  fair, 
seeking  the  wisdom  of  God,  as  they 
study  the  facts.  These  actions  will 
establish  confidence. 

I  4.  The  administration  must  be  con- 
sistent in  all  disciplinary  action.  They 
must  be  cognizant  that  they  are  not 
only  responsible  for  the  individual 
with  the  problem,  but  also  for  the 
majority  of  the  students  who  are  in 
sympathy  with  the  program  of  the  col- 
lege as  set  forth  in  the  Catalog  and  the 
Handbook. 

5.  Once  the  facts  are  fully  known, 
disciplinary  actions  should  be  exer- 
cised immediately  to  confirm  the 
seriousness  of  the  problem. 

6.  The  administration  must  ex- 
clude the  student  who  is  not  in  accord 
with  the  aims  and  purposes  of  the  in 
stitution.  The  student  who  is  sympa- 
thetic to  the  standards  of  the  college 
loses  confidence  when  rules  are  not  en-

Impressions  of 
Dr.  W.  A.  Ogden 


My  earliest  recollections  of  Dr. 
W.  A.  Ogden  go  back  to  the  days 
when,  in  the  midst  of  crisis,  Grace 
Schools  was  born.  Though  he  was 
not  at  that  time  a  member  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Board,  and  was 
therefore  not  present  in  Ashland, 
Ohio,  when  the  Ashland  College 
Board  initiated  the  events  which  led 
to  the  organization  of  the  Brethren 
Biblical  Seminary  Association,  al- 
most immediately  thereafter  he 
joined  the  men  of  the  denomi- 
nation who  were  determined  to 
promote  a  theological  school  which 
would  be  true  to  the  Christian  faith 
and  could  be  controlled  by  the 
Brethren  denomination. 

I  remember  so  well  the  events  in 
August.  1937,  when  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  was  being  launch- 
ed. Conflicting  ideas  produced  con- 
fusion, even  among  those  who  final- 
ly supported  the  school.  In  the 
midst  of  this  confusion,  it  was  Dr. 
W.  A.  Ogden  who  brought  order 
out  of  chaos  and  calmed  the  over- 
wrought spirits  of  the  Brethren. 
Through  this  entire  series  of  events 
that  threatened  upon  more  than 
one  occasion  to  end  in  disaster.  Dr. 
Ogden  was  the  moderating  in- 
fluence. In  many  ways  this  signified 
a  ministry  he  was  later  to  perform 
in  behalf  of  the  school. 

From  the  very  beginning  he 
served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  later  was  promoted  to  the 
Chairmanship  of  the  Board  and 
President   of  the  Corporation.  His 


service  on  the  Board  spans  a  period 
of  twenty  years,  and  during  that 
time  he  was  chairman  for  seven 
years.  This  ministry,  as  well  as  his 
long  and  faithful  service  as  a  pastor, 
merited  the  honorary  degree.  Doc- 
tor of  Divinity,  unanimously  voted 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  con- 
ferred by  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary. 

When  the  failing  health  of  the 
president.  Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain, 
made  it  impossible  for  him  to  dis- 
charge his  responsibility,  and  carry 
forward  a  writing  ministry  which 
the  Board  of  Trustees  was  insisting 
upon.  Dr.  Ogden  was  called  to  serve 
as  the  Executive  Vice  President  of 
the  school  and  Chairman  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Committee.  Almost  im- 
mediately he  was  confronted  with 
the  need  for  a  building  program. 
Under  his  direction,  PhUathea  Hall 
and  the  Gymnasium  were  buOt. 
And  then  there  came  the  need  for 
the  first  residence  hall  and  dining 
commons.  It  was  his  forethought 
that  proposed  a  method  of  raising 
the  money  necessary  to  erect  that 
million-dollar  structure. 

Upon  more  than  one  occasion  I 
was  the  special  object  of  his  good 
offices,  and  for  this  I  am  deeply 
grateful.  During  the  years  when 
funds  ran  low.  Dr.  Ogden  and  I 
made  long  trips  together  to  stir  up 
the  Brethren.  During  those  trips  we 
had  great  opportunity  for  fellow- 
ship. I  shall  never  forget  his  keen 
sense  of  humor  and  his  sharp  wit.

There  was  a  kindliness  and 
warmth  about  Dr.  Ogden  that  com- 
mended him  to  all  the  faculty  and 
students.  In  some  respects  the  most 
difficult  days  of  the  school  were 
those  when  he  served  as  Executive 
Vice  President.  Even  though  Dr. 
McClain  was  the  president,  it  was 
Dr.  Ogden  who  carried  the  burdens 
and  prepared  the  way  for  me  to 
take  over  in  1962. 

It  is  difficult  to  isolate  and 
evaluate  the  influence  of  men  in  the 
promotion  of  a  cause.  This  is  cer- 
tainly true  of  Grace  Schools.  But 
when  the  Master  of  All  finally  ar- 
ranges the  contributions  of  those 
associated  with  Grace  Schools,  it  is 
my  conviction  that  the  contribu- 
tion of  Dr.  W.  A.  Ogden  will  rank 
among  the  top,  and  there  will  be 
for  him  that,  "well  done,  thou  good 
and  faithful  servant."  For  this  man 
and  what  he  has  meant  to  me,  I 
want  to  express  my  deepest  grati- 
tude. •

forced.  In  cases  of  discipline,  the  ad- 
ministration must  remove  the  student 
from  campus  immediately  to  prevent 
ungrounded  sympathy  to  develop  in 
behalf  of  the  disciplined  student  as  a 
result  of  his  defensive  conversation 
which  is  frequently  90  percent  false. 


7.  The  administration  must  recog- 
nize the  importance  of  honesty  and 
make  a  gracious,  kind.  Christian  ap- 
proach to  all  discipline.  When  students 
recognize  that  infractions  are  not 
"winked  at,"  then  the  generation  gap 
is  bridged,  and  the  absolute  standards 
of  God's  Word  are  upheld.  Imposed 
discipline  brings  resentment  only  to 
the   undisciplined   and   the   immature 


minds.  About  85  percent  of  all  the 
Grace  students  dismissed  in  the  last 
ten  years  have,  either  by  letter  or  in 
person,  contacted  the  Personnel  Office 
to  admit  that  the  discipline  adminis- 
tered was  "the  best  thing  that  ever 
happened  to  them." 

These  guidelines  will  bridge  the 
generation  gap  in  accord  with  the 
Bibhcal  absolutes.  W

Something  I  have  been  happy  about  lately  is  the  way  the 
Lord  has  let  me  know  that  what  I  believe  about  Him  is 
indeed  true  and  right. 

For  a  year  or  two  I  wondered  about  so  many  things, 
which  I  guess  is  easy  to  do.  I  believed  in  God,  but  I  began 
to  wonder  whether  I  believed  in  Him  in  the  right  way  and  if 
the  Bible  truly  was  His  Word.

1  want  to  share  some  of  my  thoughts  on  experiences 
.  with  Christ  so  you  can  identify  with  some  of  the  things  I've 
experienced  and  you  can  better  understand  me.  I  think 
they  can  best  be  summed  up  by  answering  a  question  some- 
i  one  asked  me  recently.  It  was,  "What  is  the  greatest  spirit- 
1  ual  truth  that  has  brought  you  to  the  greatest  maturity  in 
\   Christ?" 

I  really  had  to  think  on  that  one  for  a  while!  I  realized 
first  of  aO  that  it's  God's  love.  God  loved  me  a  long  time 
ago  when  He  died  for  me  and  gave  me  new  life  in  Him.  But 
there  was  something  I  didn't  realize,  that  we  had  a  security 
in  Christ-not  only  had  He  died  for  my  sins  and  had  for- 
given them,  but  I  could  know  I  was  going  to  heaven,  and  I 
could  know  I  was  secure  in  Him. 
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For  years  I  struggled  with  that  question.  You  can't 
imagine  the  new  insight  it  gave  me  when  I  found  that  Christ 
had  given  me  security  in  Him. 

Later,  I  went  into  another  phase  of  learning  more  about 
Christ's  love.  For  a  long  time  I  tried  to  make  Christ  in  the 
image  of  myself  I  had  a  lot  of  selfish  desires  and  a  lot  of 
wrong  motives,  and  I  thought  Christ  reacted  to  me  in  the 
same  way  I  reacted  to  Him.

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Where  Are  the  Pioneers? 
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No  more  frontiers  to  conquer?  Don't  you  believe  it!  Right  now  one  of  ii 
the  most  dramatic  scenes  of  human  history  is  being  enacted  against  the  j 
background  of  an  immense  sea  of  virgin  green  forest.  What  was  once  the  I 
major  unsettled  area  of  the  world  (barring  polar  regions)  is  now  a  beehive  of  li 
activity  as  Brazilians  conquer  the  jungle  and  lay  down  a  ribbon  of  earth 
stretching  over  two  thousand  miles  from  Estreito  in  the  state  of  Maranhao 
to  the  border  of  Brazil  and  Peru. 

With  the  recent  inauguration  of  that  part  of  the  road  between  Estreito 
and  Itaituba,  it  is  now  possible  to  reach  by  land  from  any  part  of  eastern  or 
southern-central  Brazil  the  great  Tapajos  River  in  the  heart  of  the  Amazon 
jungle.  Mystery  and  legend  formed  the  basis  of  knowledge  in  what  was  until 
recently  termed  the  "green  hell"  of  South  America.  The  mystery  and  legend 
give  way  to  fact  as  civilization  pushes  deeper  into  the  unknown. 

It  all  began  when  President  Medici  visited  the  northeast  during  the  great  ; 
drought  that  hit  Brazil  in  1970. 
For  years  the  inhabitants  of  the 
northeastern  portion  of  Brazil 
were  known  as  "the  whipped 
ones"  (flagelados)  because  of  the 
droughts  and  resultant  poverty 
that  characterized  the  area.  Now 
the  President  recognized  that  the 
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Brazil's  Greatest  Challenge

In  a  world  that  continues  to  shrink  because  of  speed-of-light  tele- 
communications, man  and  his  needs  hold  a  great  deal  of  concern  for  those 
who  seriously  look  to  the  future. 

The  continent  of  South  America  is  populated  by  some  200  million  of  the 
world's  people.  Close  to  half  of  these  people  live  in  Brazil,  and  this  per- 
centage will  continue  to  increase  since  Brazil  has  the  fastest  growth  rate  of 
the  major  countries  of  the  world.  In  land  mass  Brazil  is  almost  as  large  as  all 
the  other  South  American  countries  combined.  The  sleeping  giant  is  begin- 
ning to  awake  to  the  important  place  it  can  have  in  supplying  necessary 
space  for  the  world's  exploding  population.  The  interior  of  Brazil  is  one  of 
the  largest  inhabitable  areas  of  the  world.  Water  resources  contained  in  the 
immense  Amazon  tributary  system  are  without  equal  for  hydroelectric 
power  as  well  as  for  irrigation. 

In  very  recent  years  the  eyes  of  the  industrialists,  both  national  and 
foreign,  have  turned  to  the  mineral  resources  of  the  vast  unexplored  regions 
of  Brazil's  interior.  Already  the  Brazilian  government  is  boasting  of  the 
discoveries  of  large  deposits  of  manganese,  iron,  lead,  aluminum,  gold, 
diamonds  and  many  other  precious  stones. 

Whereas  in  the  past  four  hundred  years  of  Brazil's  history  the  interior 
was  despised  and  hated  by  those  living  in  luxury  along  the  coast,  now  its 
development  has  become  a  major  concern.  Even  the  "green  hell"  of  the 
Amazon  jungle  is  the  site  of  many  projects,  such  as  the  Trans-Amazon  high- 
way system,  which  have  in  view  the  settling  of  the  region  for  agriculture. 
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natural  goal  for  expansion  was  the  Amazon.  This  would 
be  the  fulfillment  of  a  dream  for  the  hard-working  but 
beaten  inhabitants  of  that  unfortunate  land.  Even  be- 
yond this  was  the  vision  that  such  a  project  was  impera- 

1  live  to  the  national  security  as  well  as  to  the  social  and 

I  economic  well-being  of  the  country. 

!  "Impossible!"  was  the  verbal  reaction  of  many  as  the 
country  mobilized  to  attack  this  tropical  torture  cham- 
ber. A  brave  story  soon  filtered  back  to  Brazilian  news- 
papers and  magazines  which  told  of  the  sacrifices  and 
the  struggle  against  the  mosquitoes,  scorpions,  ants  and 
wild  beasts.  Thrilling  also  were  the  tales  of  the  teams  of 

1  surveyors  after  months  in  the  jungle,  living  sagas  of  ten 
thousand  men— engineers,  heavy-equipment  operators, 
lumbermen;  the  nights  without  end  in  lonely  encamp- 
ments; the  transportation  of  tons  of  equipment  across 
the  rivers;  the  encounter  and  the  establishment  of  peace- 
ful relations  with  the  Indians;  and  a  thousand  other  sto- 
ries, many  of  which  are  stUl  waiting  to  be  told. 

In  September  of  1972  the  first  step  was  completed 
with  the  meeting  of  the  road  crews  on  the  stretch  be- 
tween Estreito  and  Itaituba.  The  impossible  had  hap- 
pened! The  cynics  and  unbelievers  were  silenced. 

The  positive  results  of  the  highway  are  already  taking 
shape.  It  is  reported  that  vast  reserves  of  iron  ore,  gold, 
manganese,  copper,  lead  and  limestone  deposits  are  in 
the  region.  Now  these  are  brought  within  the  reach  of 


exploration.  The  rebirth  of  cities  is  another  result.  Alta- 
mira  had  about  6,000  inhabitants;  now  it  has  16,000  in 
the  city  alone.  Settlers  are  coming,  not  only  from  the 
hard-pressed  northeast  but  all  over  Brazil.  The  govern- 
ment is  planning  and  financing  seed  communities  with 
selected  settlers,  placed  about  every  twelve  miles  along 
the  road  to  encourage  and  insure  the  growth  of  commu- 
nities. 

This  fact  should  grip  the  hearts  of  evangelicals,  for  it 
presents  one  of  the  most  fertile  situations  for  evangeliza- 
tion and  church  planting.  People  are  more  receptive 
when  they  have  been  faced  with  a  calamity,  a  disaster,  or 
a  great  change  in  their  life  pattern.  Here  are  pioneers 
building  new  lives  in  the  wilderness  of  a  great  country. 
Brazilians  are  responding  to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  an  even  greater  re- 
sponse will  be  forthcoming  from  those  who  are  settling 
along  the  Trans-Amazon  highway. 

There  could  be  Brethren  churches  along  this  highway 
if  the  spark  of  evangelistic  zeal,  kindled  by  the  spirit  of 
the  pioneer,  were  to  ignite  in  the  soul  of  healthy,  spirit- 
filled,  courageous  and  self-sacrificing  young  people  desir- 
ous of  having  their  lives  used  in  a  rugged,  profitable,  and 
rewarding  ministry  for  Christ.

One  man  working  on  the  Trans-Amazon  highway  saw  a 
strange-looking  rock,  and  when  he  picked  it  up  and 
examined  it,  he  found  it  to  be  a  huge  gold  nugget.  Head- 
lines brought  on  a  miniature  gold  rush. 

No  longer  is  the  government  of  this  land  willing  to 
take  a  back  seat  in  watching  the  rest  of  the  world 
develop.  A  sense  of  destiny  fills  the  land  in  the  belief 
that  if  careful  plans  are  made  today,  Brazil's  place  in 
tomorrow's  world  can  be  one  of  leadership. 

In  order  to  attack  its  problems  at  the  roots,  massive 
and  diverse  educational  programs  have  been  instituted 
for  raising  the  status  of  the  ordinary  Brazilian.  Now 
there  are  very  few  children  who  do  not  study  in  some 
school,  whether  it  be  of  the  most  humble  sort  in  the 
home  of  a  housewife  who  opens  her  door  to  the  neighbor- 
hood children,  or  in  a  modern  brick  building  where  four 
to  five  thousand  are  taught  each  day.  Most  schools  are 
crowded  to  capacity  with  many  waiting  in  line.  There  is 
no  lack  of  motivation  here;  school  is  not  compulsory 
but  a  coveted  privilege.  Whole  families  move  to  the  city, 
while  suffering  great  privations,  in  order  that  the  children 
should  be  educated. 

Thus,  to  my  way  of  thinking,  the  student  of  today 
will  be  the  educated  Brazilian  of  tomorrow,  a  man  of 
initiative,  higher  ideals;  yes,  of  a  strong  middle  class. 
This  man  will  be  harder  to  reach  for  the  Gospel,  but 
when  he  has  been  reached,  it  may  well  be  that  he  will  be 
the  key  to  open  the  door  to  the  masses. 

The  challenge  of  a  changing  Roman  Catholic  church 
has  produced  reactions  of  bewOderment  on  the  part  of 
its  constituents  who  had  always  heard  that  their  church 


was  not  capable  of  change.  Others  are  angered  at  the 
removal  of  statues  from  churches  with  the  priests  reveal- 
ing the  fact  that  they  never  had  any  power  to  answer 
prayer,  heal,  or  help  those  who  prayed  to  them.  But  in 
general,  the  changes  bring  to  evangehcals  many  with  open 
hearts  who  are  now  willing  to  listen  to  God's  Word,  the 
reading  of  which  is  being  encouraged  by  the  priests,  in 
contrast  to  hundreds  of  years  of  Biblical  ignorance  on 
the  part  of  the  masses.  There  are  still  very  few  who 
voluntarily  take  up  Bible  reading,  but  the  important 
thing  is  that  the  door  has  swung  open. 

The  constitution  of  Brazil  guarantees  to  its  citizens 
the  right  to  religious  freedom.  There  are  very  few 
restrictions  on  public  meetings  in  the  cities,  and  "doing 
your  own  thing"  is  nothing  new  in  Brazil.  Anyone  who 
has  the  courage  can  stand  up  and  preach  in  the  parks  or 
on  the  street  corners.  In  fact,  there  is  greater  freedom 
to  do  this  in  Brazil  than  in  the  USA.  Who  knows  how 
long  this  freedom  will  continue;  what  with  the  devastat- 
ing effects  of  growing  public  disorder  created  by  sub- 
versive groups  all  over  the  world. 

The  basic  friendliness  of  the  Brazilian  people  has 
made  that  land  one  of  the  most  productive  fields  in 
modern  missionary  history.  The  false  cults  and  sects  of 
every  stripe  are  having  a  heyday,  and  a  "first-come, 
first-served"  situation  is  prevalent  especiaOy  among  the 
ignorant  masses.  May  God  grant  that  the  Brethren 
Church  wiU  find  a  great  place  in  the  openheartedness  of 
this  needy  people.  #

You  must  hear  about  Voloungou. 
He  had  come  to  Yaloke  station  as  a 
stonecutter  and  bridge  builder  shortly 
before  our  party  arrived  on  the  field  in 
May  1925.  Every  morning  he  had  lis- 
tened to  the  Gospel,  but  without 
much  inclination  toward  it.  Then  one 
day  in  December,  when  the  other  mis- 
sionaries had  left  the  station  to  go  to  a 
conference  at  Bassai,  he  heard  a  ser- 
mon preached  by  a  novice  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  new  birth  and  Nicodemus. 
It  had  not  been  clear  how  to  say, 
"You  must  be  born  again,"  for  there  is 
no  passive  voice,  properly  speaking,  in 


their  language,  but  the  Lord  showed 
how  to  turn  the  phrase  and  He  took  it 
home  to  the  hearer.  The  seed  had  been 
faithfully  sown  in  that  heart  for  many 
months  in  the  morning  services,  and 
now  the  miracle  had  suddenly  taken 
place.  Others  had  sown,  and  one  with- 
out skill  or  experience  had  been  al- 
lowed to  witness  the  miracle  of  sudden 
conversion.  What  a  thrill  of  pure  joy  it 
was! 

That  the  conversion  was  genuine 
was  soon  evident,  for  the  "babe  in 
Christ"  overturned  his  huge  pots  full 
of  beer,  broke  the  pottery,  and  refused 
to  drink  any  more,  although  the  ser- 
mon had  not  touched  upon  that  sub- 
ject. He  grew  rapidly,  and  before  long 
was  a  volunteer  for  Christian  service 
and  a  patient  seeker  after  the  art  of 
reading  in  the  adult  class.  He  plugged 
away   at   learning  French  throughout 


the  years  until  he  now  understands  the 
French  Bible  very  well,  considering  his 
opportunities.  Today,  he  is  the  native 
pastor  in  charge  of  the  Yaloke  district. 
The  miracle  of  the  conversion  is  all 
the  more  evident  through  an  incident 
that  occurred  in  the  converts'  class  the 
day  this  man  accepted  the  Lord.  I 
asked  him  some  question  in  his  native 
language,  but  he  could  not  get  what  I 
was  saying.  He  apologized  politely  by 
saying  that  he  had  talked  Sango,  the 
trade  language,  so  much  of  late  years 
that  he  scarcely  understood  his  mother 
tongue!  He  should  have  added,  "as 
spoken  by  a  new  missionary"!  So  it 
certainly  was  not  the  messenger  nor 
skill  in  presenting  the  message,  but  the 
Holy  Spirit  working  in  spite  of  all 
these  handicaps  that  won  this  man  to 
the  Lord.— From  Some  African  Links,

We  had  arrived  at  Bata  on  Friday 
night  from  a  very  long  trip.  Saturday 
morning  early,  we  received  the  news 
that  Pastor  Marc  Voloungou  had 
passed  away,  and  we  could  hardly  be- 
lieve it  was  true.  The  Saturday  before 
when  we  had  begun  our  trip  and  he 
had  greeted  us  at  Bossembele,  he  was 
his  usual  jolly,  happy  self,  and  seemed 
to  be  feeling  well. 

We  attended  the  funeral  at  Bossem- 
bele. Other  missionaries  were  there- 
Don  Hocking,  Roy  Snyder,  Dr.  Floyd 
Taber,  and  Tom  McDairmanf,  and 
many  Africans  had  also  gathered  to 
pay  their  last  respects  to  a  man  they 
loved  and  held  in  great  honor. 

We  had  had  the  privilege  of  know- 
ing and  working  with  Pastor  Marc  ever 
since  we  first  arrived  on  the  field  in 


1965.  I  will  never  forget  the  first  time 
he  realized  that  we  were  new  mission- 
aries who  had  come  to  work  in  his 
country.  He  said  with  tears  in  his  eyes, 
"Thanks  to  God,  more  have  come." 

As  we  got  to  know  Pastor  Marc  bet- 
ter, he  seemed  to  adopt  us  as  his  chil- 
dren and  always  called  us  "amelengiie 
ti  mbi"  (my  children).  We  will  never 
forget  the  wonderful  weekends  we  had 
at  Bossembele  talking  with  him— how 
much  advice  he  gave  us  and,  best  of 
all.  a  good  deal  of  encouragement.  He 
was  never  sad,  and  when  we  were  dis- 
couraged we  just  couldn't  help  feeling 
better  after  a  visit  with  Pastor  Marc. 

He  wOl  be  greatly  missed  and  his 
going  has  made  us  sad  for  we  have  lost 
a  wonderful  friend  and  father.  But  as 
one  of  his  daughters  said  to  us:  "We 
must  not  be  too  sad,  for  he  is  with 
Jesus  and  his  heart  is  full  of  much 
joy."

"Look,  there  is  Pastor  Voloungou 
working  as  hard  as  a  young  man,"  I 
said  to  Betty,  my  wife,  when  we  ar- 
rived at  Bossembele,  en  route  to  Ya- 
loke.  Betty  expressed  her  doubt  that 
the  man  working  hard  hoeing  and 
cleaning  up  the  area  behind  his  house 
was  actually  Voloungou.  But  when  we 
got  around  to  the  veranda  where  he 
usually  sat  to  study  and  pray,  he  was 
not  there.  Sure  enough,  the  man  work- 
ing out  in  back  was  Pastor  Marc  Vol- 
oungou. 

"Aren't  you  working  too  hard?"  I 

asked.  He  replied,  "Didn't  the  Sous- 

Prefet  tell  us  to  keep  the  area  around 

our  house  clean?"  Then  we  sat  down

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and  talked  for  about  fifteen  minutes. 

Betty  and  I  had  just  arrived  back 
from  furlough,  and  Pastor  Voloungou 
immediately  asked  about  all  the  older 
missionaries  who  had  served  Christ  in 
the  C.A.R.  Then  he  asked  about  Pastor 
Molekpo.  We  told  how  the  Lord  was 
using  his  ministry  in  the  States,  and 
that  he  had  been  a  good  representative 
of  the  African  churches.  Voloungou 
was  happy  to  hear  all  that.  He  told  us 
that  he  was  still  praying  for  aU  the  old- 
er, retired  missionaries  and,  even 
though  he  would  probably  not  see 
them  again  here,  he  would  see  them  in 
heaven. 

We  continued  on  our  way,  refresh- 
ed from  our  conversation  with  Pastor 
Voloungou. 

The  following  Monday,  September 
18,  Roy  and  Ruth  Snyder  left  Boguila 
for  Bangui,  and  stopped  at  Bossembele 
and  saw  Pastor  Voloungou.  He  seemed 
fine,  and  said,  "Fm  still  strong!"  Roy 
took  a  picture  of  him  with  Pastor  Noel 
Gaiwaka.  This  was  the  last  picture 
taken  of  him  before  he  went  to  be 
with  the  Lord. 

Just  three  days  later,  Paul  Biancheri 
(French  teacher  at  the  James  Gribble 
High  School)  arrived  at  our  mission 
house  in  Bangui,  saying  that  he  had 
left  Pastor  Voloungou  at  the  hospital, 
his  trouble  being,  apparently,  a  bowel 
obstruction.  Pastor  Gaiwaka  and  I 
went  to  see  him  immediately  and 
spent  about  fifteen  minutes  with  him. 
Pastor  Voloungou  told  us  of  his  physi- 
cal problems  since  Tuesday,  and  how 
he  had  gone  to  Yaloke  to  get  help  and 
those  at  Yaloke  had  felt  he  should  go 
to  Bangui. 

The  next  afternoon,  September  22, 
Pastor  Voloungou  was  operated  on. 
Pastor  Gaiwaka  and  his  wife  were 
there.  Apparently  there  was  difficulty 
during  the  operation,  but  according  to 
Pastor  Gaiwaka  he  was  still  breathing 
when  they  wheeled  him  back  into  the 


post-operative  room.  However,  the 
hospital  people  did  not  seem  to  want 
Pastor  Gaiwaka  and  his  wife  there,  and 
treated  them  brusquely,  so  they  left. 
Pastor  Voloungou  never  came  out  of 
the  anesthesia.  He  went  to  be  with  the 
Lord  about  fifteen  minutes  later. 

An  hour  or  so  later  another  of  the 
Bangui  pastors.  Pastor  Ndomale  and  I 
went  to  call  on  Voloungou.  When  we 
arrived  we  were  told  that  he  had  al- 
ready passed  away.  We  went  to  see  the 
family  for  a  while,  and  then  to  Pastor 
Gaiwaka's  house  to  tell  him  and  the 
other  pastors.  We  all  went  back  and 
stayed  with  the  family  all  through  the 
night. 

The  next  morning  at  5:00,  Roy 
Snyder  and  I  took  the  pastors  to  the 
Castor  church  for  the  regular  Saturday 
morning  prayer  meeting  of  the  Bangui 
missionaries  and  pastors.  After  prayer 
we  discussed  the  activities  for  the  day. 

The  nurse,  who  is  a  nephew  of  Pas- 
tor Voloungou,  treated  his  body  and 
prepared  it  for  burial  in  a  room  out- 
side the  hospital  which  serves  as  a 
morgue.  Then,  after  the  body  was 
placed  in  the  casket,  we  took  it  to  the 
Castor  church  where  many  people 
were  already  gathered.  A  service  was 
held  there,  and  finally,  after  getting  all 
the  necessary  papers,  we  left  for  Bos- 
sembele about  noon. 

The  weather  was  nice  at  Bangui  and 
for  about  seventy  kilometers  towards 
Bossembele.  But  by  the  time  we  ar- 
rived in  the  Boali  Sous-Prefecture, 
darkness  was  falling  and  light  rain 
coming  down.  (Pastor  Voloungou  had 
worked  in  the  Boali.  Yaloke  and  Bos- 
sembele area.)  From  there  darkness 
and  rain  prevailed  all  the  way  to  Bos- 
sembele, as  if  the  entire  district  were 
in  sorrow  because  of  Voloungou's 
death.  It  was  still  raining  at  Bossem 
bele  and  there  were  not  many  people 
at  the  church  when  we  stopped.  But 
immediately  the  people  started  com-

ing,  and  came  until  the  whole  churcl; 
was  filled.  1 

Sunday  morning  at  8:30  we  had  theii 
regular  Sunday  morning  worship  serj 
vice  with  Pastor  Voloungou's  open  cas-  j 
ket  in  front  of  the  church.  The  church  i 
overflowed  with  people.  I  preached  at 
this  service  and  several  made  decisions. : 
After  the  service  a  procession  formed ! 
from  the  church  to  the  grave  site. 
Many  dignitaries  were  there  including 
the  Sous-Prefet  of  Bossembele  (man  in 
charge  of  an  entire  county).  The  pas- 
tor of  the  Bossembele  church,  Bekolo 
Thomas,  who  had  become  pastor  since 
Marc  Voloungou  retired  in  1971,  had 
invited  them  for  the  burial  service  at 
11:00,  but  they  came  to  the  8:30  ser- 
vice. The  pastor  checked  to  see  if  they  ; 
had  misunderstood  the  time,  but  they  . 
answered,  "No,  we  have  come  to  hear 
the  Word  before  the  burial  service." 

At  the  burial  site  the  Sous-Prefet  \ 
spoke  as  did  the  mayor  of  the  city 
also.  Pastor  Paul  Moehama,  assistant  to 
Pastor  Gaiwaka  at  the  Castor  church  in 
Bangui,  brought  a  short  message  and 
warning  to  aU  who  were  there,  and 
then  Roy  Snyder  gave  the  closing 
prayer.  Finally,  the  casket  was  care- 
fully lowered  and  the  family  returned  , 
to  their  home. 

Before  leaving  Bossembele  to  return 
to  Bangui,  we  paid  another  visit  to  the 
family  to  offer  our  condolences  and  to 
remind  them  of  Pastor  Voloungou's 
faithfulness  to  Christ  until  the  end, 
and  to  ask  them  what  they  were  going 
to  do  now  concerning  this  "affair  of 
God."  Some  of  them  are  not  living  for 
Christ  as  they  should,  and  perhaps 
others  have  never  trusted  Christ  as 
their  Lord  and  Saviour.  This  was  one 
of  the  sorrows  of  Pastor  Voloungou's 
heart,  and  we  reminded  them  how  he 
would  rejoice  in  heaven  to  hear  of 
their  following  Christ  as  he  had  done. 
May  the  Word  sown  in  their  hearts 
bear  fruit  for  His  glory. 

Thank  God  for  this  faithful  man 
who  some  have  estimated  was  seventy- 
five  years  old  at  his  death.  He  had  won 
hundreds  to  Christ  and  built  up  many 
in  the  faith.  May  his  example  live  on  in 
the  hearts  of  pastors  and  people  alike 
continuing  to  bear  fruit  for  His  glory.

Went  to  France  in  May,  1921,  to  study  French  in  Paris;  in  July  and  August 
attended  the  Livingstone  Medical  College  in  London,  studying  the  treatment 
of  tropical  diseases;  and  arrived  at  Bassai  station,  French  Equatorial  Africa, 
Dec.  31,  1921. 

Married  to  Orville  D.  Jobson  at  Bassai,  Nov.  19,  1922.  Three  children  born 
to  this  union:  Kathryn  (Mrs.  Wm.)  Bellinger  of  North  Manchester,  Indiana; 
David  (deceased);  and  Roger,  of  San  Francisco,  California. 

The  Jobsons  served  in  Africa  until  1961,  when  they  retired  from  active 
missionary  service.

mpressions  of  child- 
hood are  deep  and 
lasting.  This  statement 
is  particularly  true  in 
my  life  as  it  relates  to  my  early  school 
days  at  Riverside  Institute,  the  Breth- 
ren mission  school  at  Lost  Creek, 
Kentucky.  G.  E.  Drushal,  the  godly 
director  of  the  school,  sought  to  find 
teachers  who  were  Christian,  and  who 
would  take  a  deep  interest  in  develop- 
ing Christian  character  in  the  students. 
The  teachers  who  came  not  only  met 
this  standard  in  that  school,  but  a 
number  of  them  went  on  to  share  their 
capabilities  with  others  on  various 
mission  fields.  Among  these  was  Miss 
Charlotte  Hillegas  who  later  became 
Mrs.  Orville  D.  Jobson,  pioneer  mis- 
sionary to  Central  Africa. 

Not  only  was  Miss  Hillegas  my 
teacher  but  she  taught  an  older  sister 
and  brother  of  mine.  And,  she  became 
a  good  friend  of  our  family,  particu- 
larly of  my  mother.  Often  after  a  full 
day  at  school,  or  on  weekends,  she 
came  to  our  home  where  she  had  meals 
with  us.  The  whole  family  enjoyed 
the  fine  fellowship  with  her. 

Her  eyes  were  so  expressive.  In 
times  of  discipline  there  was  a  firm 
sparkle  that  told  us  she  meant  business; 
yet,  we  always  saw  in  her  eyes  the  soft- 
ness that  reflected  Christian  love  and 
kindness.  What  we  as  children  dis- 
covered was  genuine,  for  these  charac- 
teristics persisted  throughout  her  life

Her  love  and  concern  for  her  friends 
made  many  years  ago  in  Kentucky 
continued  right  up  to  the  end  of  her 
earthly  Ufe.  She  regularly  asked  about 
the  physical  condition  of  a  sister  of 
mine  who  is  in  ill  health.  And,  on  my 
last  visit  with  her  not  too  many  weeks 
before  her  homegoing,  she  said,  "Please 
tell  your  mother  'hello'  for  me."

And  Now  -  Two  More 

The  Lord  has  called  home  two  more  of  His  saints  who  have  been  vitally 
connected  with  Brethren  Foreign  Missions— Dr.  W.  A.  Ogden  on  Oct.  28, 
1972,  and  Ngaba  Timothee  on  Nov.  2,  1972. 

Dr.  Ogden  served  on  the  FMS  Board  of  Trustees  for  twenty-seven 
years— 1945-1972,  during  which  time  he  was  vice  president  of  the  board 
and  society  for  several  years,  and  president  for  four  years.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board's  Africa  Committee,  and  twice  had  visited  the  mission 
field  in  the  Central  African  Republic. 

Ngaba  was  the  head  of  the  C.A.R.  medical  commission  and  at  the  time 
of  his  death  was  the  only  member  of  the  medical  staff  qualified  to  perform 
surgery.  He  was  influential  in  the  work  of  the  entire  field  and  will  be 
sorely  missed. 

Details  will  follow  in  a  later  issue. 
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Although  a  master  plan  is  used  in  Brethren  Home  Missions,  the  task 
finally  comes  down  to  the  most  important  detail  of  all:  personally  dealing 
with  a  soul  about  Christ. 


What's  Your  Viewpoint? 


In  an  era  when  a  wide  variety  of 
activities  are  frequently  referred  to  as 
"missions,"  what  may  properly  be 
classified  as  such  and  how  does  "home 
missions"  fit  into  this  concept?  Your 
viewpoint  greatly  affects  the  perspec- 
tive and  the  resulting  view. 

Before  the  architect  prepares  a  per- 
spective drawing  of  a  proposed  build- 
ing project  he  must  decide  where  to 
establish  his  viewpoint;  that  is,  where 
is  the  observer  in  relation  to  the  object 
being  viewed?  Will  it  be  a  close-up 
view  to  show  the  magnificent  detail 
and  beauty  of  the  entrance  or  an  eye- 
level  view  of  the  entire  building?  Or  is 
the  project  large  and  complex  enough 
that  an  aerial  view  is  best  to  show  all 
of  the  various  components  and  features 
of  the  project?  The  viewpoint  selected 
by  the  architect  makes  a  tremendous 
difference  in  the  resulting  picture. 
Likewise  your  viewpoint  will  greatly 
affect  your  concept  of  what  missions 
really  include. 

The  proper  perspective  and  concept 
has  been  quite  clearly  set  forth  by 
Christ  in  those  familiar  passages  which 
record  His  commission  to  the  disciples. 
Whether  you  choose  Matthew  28, 
Mark  16,  or  Acts  1:8,  the  perspective 
must  be  worldwide  in  scope.  The  view- 
point must  be  selected  to  include  all 
that  God  wants  us  to  see.  Such  phrases 
as  "all  nations,"  "every  creature,"  and 
the  "uttermost  part  of  the  earth"  are 
quite  descriptive  and  make  it  clear  that 
the  concept  must  include  every  man, 
woman,  boy,  or  girl  in  the  whole 
world. 

The  primary  task  committed  to  the 
disciples,  and  by  extension  to  us,  was 
that  of  declaring  the  gospel  message  of 
salvation  through  trusting  Jesus  Christ. 
God's  concern  is  for  the  whole  man. 
We  are  to  preach  the  Gospel  and  teach 
the  Word  of  God  in  such  a  manner  that 
men  become  disciples  or  followers  of 
Christ,  their  whole  lives  are  changed, 
and  they  are  instructed  in  how  to 
follow  Christ  and  serve  him  in  every

aspect  or  facet  of  their  lives.  We  must 
not  lose  this  perspective;  this  is  mis- 
sions and  everything  which  we  do  in 
missions  must  contribute  vitally  toward 
this  object  or  it  is  not  truly  missions. 
You  may  fill  in  the  details  of  the  pic- 
ture according  to  your  own  evaluation 
of  what  contributes  to  this  end  but 
this  must  be  the  perspective. 

Home  missions  is  just  a  convenient 
term  for  that  part  of  the  world  we  call 
the  United  States  of  America.  When  a 
sinful  soul  comes  face  to  face  with  a 
holy  God,  his  citizenship,  culture, 
color,  social  or  economic  status  make 
no  difference.  He  is  a  lost  sinner  who 
needs  the  Saviour.  The  task  and  scope 
of  home  missions  is  the  same  as  any 
other  aspect  of  missions.  Souls  in  every 
city  and  state  through  America  need 
to  be  saved.  Men  in  every  community, 
on  every  street  or  lane,  need  to  be 
reached  for  Christ.  Our  perspective 
must  be  as  all-inclusive  as  Christ's.  The 
picture  must  include  every  part  of  our 
land. 

The  task  is  far  from  completed 
since  at  present  only  twenty-six  states 
have  a  Brethren  church.  That  leaves 
twenty-four  states  without  any  Breth- 
ren witness.  Considering  the  fact  that 
in  the  20,000  cities  and  towns  in  the 
United  States  we  have  only  240  Breth- 
ren churches,  we  really  have  only  just 
begun  to  reach  America.  The  goal  and 
perspective  of  Brethren  Home  Missions 
is  to  endeavor  to  reach  every  city  and 
every  community  in  America  for  Christ. 

In  planning  a  building  project  the 
architect  first  prepares  a  master  plan 
to  define  major  areas  and  concepts. 
After  these  are  determined  the  design 
is  developed,  filling  in  all  the  details. 
The  master  plan  for  Brethren  Home 
Missions    includes    estabhshing    testi- 


monies for  Christ  in  every  state  in 
America.  These  will  serve  as  strategic 
centers  from  which  other  areas  can  be 
reached.  These  bases  of  operation  must 
be  carefully  selected  so  that  with  the 
wise  investment  of  money  and  men 
available  the  most  can  be  accomplished 
for  Christ.  Only  the  infinite  wisdom 
and  direction  of  the  Spirit  of  God  can 
determine  where  such  bases  of  opera- 
tion should  be. 

Perhaps  the  providence  of  God  may 
place  you  in  a  city  or  community 
without  a  Brethren  church.  You  could 
be  the  man  whom  God  may  use  to 
reach  that  community  for  Christ.  Be 
sure  to  write  to  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions telling  them  where  you  are  lo- 
cated and  of  your  interest  in  a  Breth- 
ren church.  Pastors  are  urged  to  notify 
us  when  families  from  your  church 
move  to  another  community.  Several 
families  living  in  an  area  can  soon  form 
a  nucleus  for  a  new  church. 

Before  the  architect  completes  his 
plan  attention  must  be  given  to  the 
smallest  detail,  even  to  choosing  the 
hardware  for  the  door  or  the  switch 
for  the  light.  Although  great  master 
plans  are  needed  and  used  in  Brethren 
Home  Missions  the  task  finally  comes 
down  to  the  most  important  detail  of 
all;  personally  deahng  with  a  soul 
about  Christ.  This  is  the  real  heart  of 
the  task  and  it  is  done  on  a  one-to-one 
basis.  It  is  done  as  you  faithfully  share 
Christ  with  your  neighbor,  the  man 
whom  you  meet,  and  as  you  pray  and 
give  so  that  faithful  missionary  pastors 
may  yet  go  into  unreached  communi- 
ties in  personal  soul-winning  endeavor. 

If  projected  goals  and  commitments 
are  met  for  the  new  year  $500,000  is 
needed.  Even  this  does  not  make  pos- 
sible the  effort  that  is  really  needed  if 
we  are  to  make  substantial  strides  in 
reaching  America. 

What's  your  viewpoint?  Is  it  such 
that  your  perspective  includes  every 
city,  every  community,  and  every  soul 
in  America  for  Christ?  # 
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Renewing  the  Challenge 
of  San  Diego

Thanks  to  a  faithful  nucleus  of  Brethren,  there  is  still  a 
Brethren  church  in  San  Diego.  Hard  times  made  some  give 
up  and  abandon  the  ship.  But  hard  times  also  prove  the 
reahty  of  the  faithful. 

When  Mrs.  Schrock,  Mark  and  I  arrived  in  San  Diego  in 
August  of  1970,  there  was  a  faithful  nucleus  left.  And  how 
we  thank  God  for  them.  When  things  were  looking  so 
discouraging  they  faithfully  kept  on  for  the  Lord. 

We  thank  God  that  He  led  us  here.  Though  a  couple 
other  churches  spoke  to  us  of  being  their  pastor,  we  felt  | 
definitely  led  to  San  Diego.  It  is  true  that  the  Archer  Baum 
and  Jack  Churchill  families  constituted  a  natural  attraction 
for  us.  (We  had  known  Archer  and  his  wife  during  student 
days  at  seminary,  and  we  had  served  the  Lord  for  a  number 
of  years  in  Argentina  with  the  ChurchiUs.)  But  we  believe 
that  the  basic  reason  was  that  God  wanted  us  here. 

And  what  a  step  of  faith  was  taken  by  the  congregation! 
They  didn't  even  hear  their  new  pastor  preach  any  "candi- 
dating  sermon."  And  they  might  have  doubted  his  ability 
to  even  speak  English  after  so  many  years  in  Argentina. 
But  they  extended  the  call  and  it  was  accepted. 

We  here  at  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  San  Diego  are 
very  grateful  for  the  help  given  to  us  by  The  Brethren  Home 


Missions  Council.  This  help  made  it  possible  for  the  pastor 
to  dedicate  himself  full  time  to  the  pastoral  and  preaching 
tasks  at  hand.  And  this  was  so  necessary  at  that  time. 

The  congregation  clearly  stated  in  their  call  the  need  for 
and  desire  of  leadership  by  their  new  pastor,  which  has 
been  a  guideline  for  the  pastor  since  his  arrival  in  San 
Diego.  Whether  he  has  been  successful  or  not  may  be  for 
others  to  say,  but  his  purpose  has  been  to  lead— not  push, 
and  he  hopes  to  continue  to  remember  this. 

A  great  and  needy  community  to  reach  was  one  of  the 
leasons  we  accepted  this  call.  When  we  got  here  and  began 
to  visit  house  after  house  in  this  immediate  neighborhood, 
our  convictions  that  this  is,  indeed,  a  mission  field  were 
confirmed.  As  we  contacted  family  after  family,  together 
wdth  Archer  Baum,  we  began  to  understand  the  children 
and  young  people  who  attended  our  services.  Many  of 
them  come  from  these  needy  homes,  and  our  concern  for 
them  and  the  burden  to  give  them  something  worthwhile 
in  our  services  grew. 

A  number  of  others  in  the  congregation  were  also  wit- 
nessing to  their  friends  and  neighbors.  As  a  result,  new 
people  began  to  come  to  our  services,  and  this  in  turn  gave 
us  new  contacts  for  visitation.

As  these  people  were  dealt  with  in  their  homes  and  as 
they  heard  the  teaching  and  the  preaching  of  God's  Word, 
some  made  decisions  for  Christ.  Some  of  them  realized  they 
were  not  saved  and  received  the  Lord  Jesus  as  their  Saviour. 
Others  knew  they  were  saved,  but  had  sins  to  confess  and 
lives  to  rededicate  to  their  Saviour.  Still  others  didn't  have 
the  assurance  of  salvation,  therefore,  they  made  sure  by 
asking  the  Lord  to  come  into  their  lives  if  they  had  never 
done  so  before. 

So,  during  those  first  months  the  Lord  did  a  work  of 
consolidating  His  people  into  one  famOy.  The  comment  of 
many  visitors  was  (and  stiO  is)  that  our  folks  are  so  friendly 
and  make  them  feel  at  home.  This  is  tremendous,  as  it 
helps  bring  people  back  as  much  as  anything  else  we  might 
be  able  to  do. 

Our  Sunday  School  growth  has  been  very  encouraging. 
Recently,  we  had  the  highest  attendance  this  church  has  had 
for  some  eight  and  one-half  years.  And  the  tendency  is  up! 
Our  plan  is  to  add  two  more  Sunday  School  rooms  within 
the  next  few  months.  Beginning  with  our  superintendent, 
Mr.  Wesley  Becker,  and  throughout  our  Sunday  School 
staff,  we  have  very  dedicated  and  capable  personnel.  And, 
as  all  of  us  know,  this  makes  a  Sunday  School  that  is 


moving  in  the  right  direction. 

Our  aim  has  been  to  win  entire  famihes.  Our  prayer 
has  been  that  dad,  mom  and  the  children  be  united  in  the 
Lord  and  in  the  church.  This  hasn't  always  been  the  case, 
but  we  are  very  grateful  for  the  number  of  family  units  that 
attend  our  services  regularly.  But  we  would  ask  your 
prayers  for  other  parents  who  either  send  their  children  or 
leave  them  in  Sunday  School,  while  they  go  back  home. 

This  church  is  launching  out  on  faith,  as  it  becomes  self- 
supporting.  The  congregation  is  not  only  picking  up  the 
entire  salary  of  its  pastor,  but  also  finds  it  necessary  to 
enlarge  its  building  debt  as  it  builds  extra  Sunday  School 
rooms. 

So,  we  would  put  out  an  SOS  for  prayer.  We  have  been 
experiencing  God's  blessing,  for  which  we  praise  Him.  Pray 
that  we  may  stay  in  the  place  of  blessing  and  abound  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord. 

The  future  looks  exciting!  A  number  of  our  folks  are 
already  involved  in  prayer  groups  for  GROW  73.  And 
approximately  twelve  are  already  studying  in  the  sixteen- 
week  course  for  preparation  for  outreach.  We  know  that 
God  wants  to  do  "exceedingly  abundantly"  here  in  San

Recently,  while  John  Neely  was 
writing  in  the  spacious  guest  room  of 
the  Meyersdale  church  parsonage,  Pas- 
tor Robert  Burns  came  in  and  burst  out 
with,  "Being  a  Christian  is  exciting!" 
No  wonder  he  felt  that  way— he  had 
just  introduced  two  people  to  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  Personal  evangelism  is 
exciting,  stimulating  and  rewarding! 
The  Neelys  have  found  it  that  way  in 
the  outreach  to  both  Jewish  and  Gen- 
tile friends  in  the  Philadelphia  area.  It 
is  their  desire  that  others  share  the 
excitement,  stimulation  and  reward 
when  the  "Go"  of  the  Great  Commis- 
sion is  obeyed. 

But  the  Neelys  are  disturbed  by  at 
least  two  factors  in  their  door-to-door 
ministry.  The  first  is  whether  or  not 
those  living  in  the  "no-answer"  homes 
ever  read  the  literature  left  at  the  door, 
or  is  it  confined  to  the  deep  recesses 
of  "File  13,"  the  open-mouthed,  ever- 
ravenous  wastebasket.  The  second  is— 
and  this  is  burdensome— what  is  the 
best  way,  if  there  is  any,  of  talking 
face  to  face  with  the  dwellers  in  these 
residences. 

One  certainly  has  to  make  an  effort 
when  confronted  with  situations  like 
these.  Oh,  the  Neelys  could  comfort 
themselves,  and  at  times  they  do,  "We 
have  done  our  'duty'  when  we  left  the 
literature  at  the  door"— but  this  does 
not  solve  the  problems.  A  remedy 
must  be  sought— certainly  there  should 
be  some  solution! 

The  Neelys  are  trusting  that  they 
have  the  answer.  If  you  have  been  a 
consistent  reader  of  the  Brethren  Mis- 
sionary Herald  and  the  articles  covering 
the  adventures  of  your  Brethren  mis- 
sionaries to  the  Jews,  you  will  recall 
undoubtedly  one  written  by  Sally 
several  years  ago  when  she  introduced 
you  to  the   "Secretary"  who  talked 


back  to  the  Los  Angeles  staff  of  the 
Brethren  Messianic  Testimony.  This 
mission,  "Girl  Friday,"  was  always  on 
the  job  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  taking 
dictation,  transmitting  and  receiving 
answers  and  requests  from  those  who 
called  her  number.  Her  fancy  title 
then  was  "Electronic  Secretary." 

Although  the  method  is  not  new, 
the  Neelys  are  adopting  a  "third  mem- 
ber" for  our  staff  in  personally  spon- 
soring "her"  through  the  First  Brethren 
Church,  Philadelphia,  to  get  the  mes- 
sage to  those  whom  they  miss  at  the 
door.  John  places  a  two-  to  two-and- 
one-half-minute  "sermonette"  on  this 
machine  known  now  by  an  equally  im- 
pressive name— "Code-A-Phone,"  with 
an  invitation  for  the  caller  to  leave  his 
name  and  address  if  he  wishes  a  visit, 
or  to  place  a  request  for  the  church 
to  remember  in  prayer.  At  various 
times.  Pastor  Vernon  Harris  and  Rev. 
Donald  Shackleton  will  share  in  this 
ministry.  John  and  Sally  now  include 
a  card  with  their  literature  inviting 
people  to  "Dial  -  Our  -  Way  -  Fi  2-8527 
-  For  Good  News."  This  may  prompt 
one  to  a  point  of  curiosity  to  dial  in 
to  receive  the  message  which  always 
bears  good  news  in  a  day  when  news

is  so  bad! 

Is  it  worthwhile?  John  and  Sally 
Neely  believe  so!  They  remember  in 
Los  Angeles  their  blind  Jewish  friend, 
Edith  G— ,  who  left  a  message,  "Thank 
you,  John.  I  woke  up  at  4  a.m., 
couldn't  sleep— that  message  was  just 
what  I  needed."  In  Philadelphia 
recently,  a  man  who  had  called  in  came 
over  loud  and  clear  when  John  was 
listening  to  the  recorded  tape  from 
the  callers  as  he  remarked,  "I  just 
wanted  to  see  what  your  message  was. 
Thank  you  so  much."  What  a  blessing 
to  the  Neelys  and  to  the  First  Brethren 
Church  which  is  fast  getting  to  be 
known  as  the  evangelistic,  Bible-cen- 
tered church  in  that  area— and  the 
Neelys  are  a  part  of  it! 

With  Jim  Hardiman,  a  willing  First 
Brethren  worker  who  has  assisted  the 
Neelys  before,  John  and  Sally  went 
out  to  circulate  the  area  they  had 
formerly  visited,  taking  literature  and 
the  invitation  cards  to  place  in  the 
doors  of  the  homes.  It  was  on  one  of 
the  days  of  the  first  two  weeks  of  our 
Code-A-Phone  ministry  that  the  inci- 
dent which  prompted  this  article  oc- 
curred. 

John  and  Sally,  upon  alighting 
from  their  car  on  a  Philadelphia 
street,  greeted  a  woman  warmly  as 
she  trimmed  her  lawn.  They  then  pro- 
ceeded  up  the  street,  at  the  end  of 
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which  they  parted,  with  John  taking 
one  side,  while  Sally  remained  on  the 
side  of  the  street  on  which  this  lady 
was  working.  As  Sally  approached  the 
"lawn  trimmer,"  she  decided  it  would 
be  unkind  to  pass  her  in  order  to  leave 
the  tracts  and  announcement  card  in 
the  woman's  door  without  telling  her 
the  mission.  (We  were  not  ringing 
doorbells  on  these  days,  but  simply 
left  the  literature  and  card  at  the  resi- 
dences.) So  Sally  mentioned,  "I  will 
leave  this  in  your  railing  and  you  may 
pick  it  up  later."  The  woman's  first 
reply  was  not  audible  to  Sally,  but  her 
attitude  was  certainly  reflected  in  the 
ensuing  conversation.  As  Sally  con- 
tinued to  roll  up  the  hterature  and 
card  to  put  in  the  house  railing  she 
advised  in  a  friendly  way,  "This  is  good 
news."  It  was  then  she  heard,  "I 
don't  want  it"  through  clenched  teeth. 
Sally  rarely  gets  "pushy"  but  some- 
thing prompted  her  to  reply,  "But  this 
is  good  news."  Another  pushing— "you 
may  need  it  sometime,"  as  Sally  re- 
moved the  literature  from  the  rail. 
There  was  another  stirring  as  the 
woman  closed  the  conversation  with  a 
firm,  determined,  "I  don't  want  it!!" 


Her  little  son  was  sitting  on  the  grass, 
his  ears  taking  in  all  of  this.  As  Sally 
walked  away  she  heard  the  tiny  fellow 
ask,  "Mommy,  why  didn't  you  take 
that?"  Sally  did  not  hear  the  answer 
but  it  must  have  satisfied  the  little  boy 
for  he  did  not  press  further.  But  Sally 
thought,  "Yes,  Mommy,  why  didn't 
you  take  it?"  Sometimes  John  and 
Sally  wonder  how  parents  who  have 
refused  God's  invitation  all  their  lives 
will  tremble  in  remorse  at  the  judg- 
ment bar  of  the  Almighty— particu- 
larly so  when  that  son  or  daughter, 
who  may  have  been  helped  during  this 
life,  stand  beside  them.  The  Lord 
would  not  have  the  little  ones  hin- 
dered—He wants  all  children  to  come 
unto  Him! 

The  Neelys  reflect  how  true  this 
rejection  is  in  the  Jewish  home  without 
Christ  today.  Undoubtedly,  the  Jewish 
father  on  many  occasions  intones  the 
words  in  Deut.  6:6-7:  "And  these 
words,  which  1  command  thee  this  day, 
shall  be  in  thine  heart:  And  thou  shalt 
teach  them  diligently  unto  thy  chil- 
dren, and  shalt  talk  of  them  [and  then 
the  Word  continues  with  what  John 
includes  in  his  benediction  in  the  Code- 


A-Phone  message]  "when  thou  sittestj 
in  thine  house,  and  when  thou  waUcest ' 
by  the  way,  and  when  thou  Uest  down, 
and  when  thou  risest  up."  Yet  that 
same  Jewish  father  refuses  to  accept 
the  Chadosha,  the  New  Testament, 
which  reveals  the  greatest  love  story  of 
all  times  for  both  Jew  and  Gentile. 
And  Hebrew  children,  grown  to  man- 
hood and  womanhood,  also  echo  some- 
thing like  the  "Mommy,  why  didn't 
you  take  that?"  when  they  ask,  "Why 
weren't  we  allowed  to  read  the  New 
Testament?" 

The  Neelys  would  like  to  place  many 
New  Testaments  in  the  hands  of  Jew- 
ish fathers  and  mothers  who  might 
Listen  in  to  their  Code-A-Phone  mes- 
sage. In  turn,  Jewish  children  may 
receive  a  blessing.  Will  you  pray  for 
this  ministry? 

The  Neelys  may  not  be  able  to  drop 
by  your  door  with  the  invitation  to 
"Dial  -  Our  -  Way  -  Fi  2-8527  -  For 
Good  News."

First  in  a  series  on  the  1972-73  WMC  Birthday  IVIissionaries 


Retired,  but  Returning 


(WMC  editor's  note:  An  article,  written 
by  Rev.  Jack  Churchill  about  a  year  ago  for 
the  "Recognizing  Our  Retired"  series  in 
Foreign  Mission  Eclioes,  is  reprinted  here. 

Recently,  however  something  new  has 
developed  in  this  "retired"  missionary's  Hfe. 
She  is  returning  to  Argentina  for  a  two-year 
term  and  may  possibly  have  gone  on  her 
way  before  this  article  appears  in  print.  She 
is  to  be  stationed  in  the  Buenos  Aires  area, 
lending  her  assistance  to  the  mission  work 
which  is  so  short  of  personnel  at  present. 
The  field  suggested  her  coming,  the  foreign 
board  and  her  doctor  approved  it,  and  she 
responded  willingly  and  joyfully.) 

An  overnight  flight  had  brought 
Loree  Sickel  from  Buenos  Aires,  Ar- 
gentina, to  the  Los  Angeles  Interna- 
tional Airport.  It  was  the  spring  of 
1967,  and  as  she  stepped  from  the 
plane  that  day,  she  was  rounding  out 
almost  fifty  years  of  service  for  Christ 
under  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Brethren  Church.  Her  final  trip 
was  quite  a  contrast  to  those  made  in 
earlier  days,  especially  the  one  by  Nor- 
wegian freighter  around  Cape  Horn 
and  up  the  west  coast  to  Los  Angeles. 

Loree  Cutright  was  her  maiden 
name,  and  she  was  born  in  Iowa  and 
reared  in  Sunnyside.  Washington. 
Through  the  ministry  of  Dr.  L.  S.  Bau- 
man  in  the  Brethren  church  at  Sunny- 
side,  she  came  under  the  influence  of 
the  Gospel.  When  the  Lord  called  her 
to  prepare  for  missionary  service  she 
enrolled  in  the  Bible  Institute  of  Los 
Angeles.  There  she  met  Clarence  Sickel 
who  was  from  the  Brethren  church  at 
La  Verne,  California.  They  were  mar- 
ried after  graduation  and  in  the  year 
1919  they  left  for  Argentina,  the  only 
foreign  field  where  the  Brethren  work- 
ed at  that  time. 

Many  experiences  came  in  the  al- 
most half  century  of  life  in  Argentina. 
The  work  itself  went  through  deep 
trials,  but  in  them  aU  there  was  steady 
growth  toward  the  goal  of  an  Argen- 
tine Brethren  Church.  Two  daughters 
were  born  into  the  Sickel  home— 
Loraine  (now  Mrs.  Clifford  Yocky  of 
Long  Beach)  and  Miriam  (now  Mrs. 
Jack  Churchill.) 

In  1951  the  Lord  took  Mr.  Sickel 
unto  himself  after  surgery  in  Argen- 


tina. Did  that  mean  the  end  of  mis- 
sionary service  in  Argentina  for  Mrs. 
Sickel?  Would  she  be  able  to  carry  on 
in  a  place  with  so  many  memories?  Of 
course  she  would,  and  for  sixteen 
more  years  the  Lord  continued  to  use 
her  there  in  many  different  ways.  She 
taught  courses  in  the  Bible  Institute; 
prepared  and  mimeographed  VBS  and 
camp  materials;  kept  the  financial 
books  of  the  mission  during  the  fur- 
lough of  the  regular  treasurer;  man- 
aged the  Brethren  bookstore  in  Buenos 
Aires.  In  addition  to  her  own  grand- 
children on  the  field- the  five  in  the 
Churchill  family,  she  was  also  "Grand- 
ma" in  several  other  missionary 
homes,  especially  since  she  was  usually 
on  hand  to  spend  several  weeks  help- 
ing when  a  new  baby  arrived. 

When  retirement  age  came,  Mrs. 
Sickel  merely  changed  her  location. 
Though  no  longer  officially  an  active 
member  of  the  FMS  family,  she  has 
continued  a  pace  only  slightly  slower 
than  that  of  the  former  fifty  years. 
Her  home— a  modest  apartment  two 
blocks  from  the  North  Long  Beach 
Brethren  Church,  of  which  she  is  a 
member,  with  her  daughter  Loraine 
and  family  just  five  blocks  away.  Mrs. 
Sickel  has  been  active  in  the  district 
WMC  and  a  frequent  speaker  for  WMC 
groups  in  the  churches.  Although  long 
an  excellent  seamstress,  she  took  clas- 
ses to  learn  about  the  new  fabrics  and 
how  to  work  with  them.  Several  wed- 
dings of  grandchildren  in  the  Yocky 
and  Churchill  families  have  had  her 
handiwork  in  them.  (She  now  has 
three  great-grandchildren.) 

During  two  months  in  the  spring  of 
1971,  Mrs.  Sickel  made  a  visit  to  Ar- 
gentina. Between  disposing  of  furni- 
ture and  other  personal  belongings  of 
missionaries  on  extended  furlough,  she 
found  time  to  visit  most  of  the  church- 
es and  many  of  the  families  with 
whom  close  ties  had  been  formed  dur- 
ing the  years.  She  thoroughly  enjoyed 
the  visit,  and  the  letters  of  apprecia- 
tion from  Argentine  believers  show 
that  the  Lord  used  her  among  them 
during  that  trip.

Once  back  in  the  USA  she  got  right 
into  the  harness  again,  taking  a  Grey- 
hound bus  to  San  Diego  each  week  for 
a  visit  with  the  Churchills,  who  are 
now  serving  in  the  Brethren  work  in 
Mexico.  Besides  giving  a  helping  hand 
in  the  home,  before  returning  to  Long 
Beach  she  crossed  the  border  into  Tiju- 
ana, Mexico,  and  gave  piano  lessons  to 
the  Bible  Institute  students. 

It  is  wonderful  to  find  Christ  at  any 
time  in  life,  but  when  one  is  saved  at 
age  fourteen,  as  Mrs.  Sickel  was,  and 
then  responds  to  His  call  for  service, 
hfe  can  truly  be  full  and  rewarding,  as 
hers  has  been— and  continues  to  be. 

The  following  paragraph  has  come 
from  Mrs.  Sickel  herself: 

Two  more  years!  What  a  thrill  this 
thought  gives  me— to  be  able  to  go 
back  once  more  and  have  a  part  in  the 
work  that  is  so  close  to  my  heart.  I  am 
so  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  the  privi- 
lege of  rounding  out  the  fifty  years  of 
service  that  I  had  expected  at  one  time 
to  fulfill  but  could  not  because  of  ill- 
ness. This  is  the  time  of  opportunity  in 
Argentina.  Never  has  there  been  such 
liberty  to  preach  the  Gospel,  nor  the 
people  so  responsive.  There  is  much  to 
be  done  and  so  few  are  answering  the 
call.  The  time  is  short.  The  need  of  the 
hour  is  missionaries  and  missionary 
prayer  warriors.  You  should  be  one  or 
the  other.  What  will  your  answer  be? 
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Who  would  expect  me,  a  shut-in,  to  do  anything  for  the 
Lord?  I'm  confined  day  after  day  to  the  four  wails  of  my 
house! 

This  was  the  excuse  I  gave  myself  for  years;  that  the 
Lord  didn't  expect  me  to  serve  Him  because  of  my  condi- 
1  tion.  I  had  a  prayer  ministry  and  resolved  that  this  was 
I  good  enough.  But  then  I  was  stirred  one  day  by  the  thought 
1  that  each  one  in  God's  family  has  specific  talents  and  spe- 
cific ministries.  As  a  shut-in,  maybe  there  was  something  I 
could  do  for  Him. 

First  of  all,  1  changed  the  way  I  answered  the  phone. 
Instead  of  saying  "hello"  with  a  "sorry-for-myself '  tone  of 
voice,  I  was  cheerful.  What  a  difference  that  made  in  the 
attitude  of  the  person  calling  me.  I  began  to  get  more 
phone  calls,  and  because  of  my  attitude,  people  called  when 
they  had  burdens  and  problems.  They  needed  a  listener, 
one  they  knew  wouldn't  betray  their  confidences.  The  Holy 
Spirit  has  given  me  wisdom— daily— to  give  spiritual  help 
and  guidance  to  such  needy  persons. 

The  Lord  has  done  so  much  for  me.  My  now  cheery 
disposition  makes  my  neighbors  happy  to  do  things  for  me. 
One  comes  in  to  wash  my  hair.  She  has  noticed  the  change 
in  me  and,  as  a  result,  I've  been  able  to  tell  her  that  I  have 
let  the  love  of  Christ  so  permeate  me  that  it  can  reflect  out 
to  others.  The  news  of  my  change  in  attitude  has  gotten 
around  the  neighborhood.  Others  come  in  now,  and  I'm  not 
lonely  anymore.  I  seem  to  have  something  to  share  with 
them. 

As  an  invalid  I  still  have  bills  to  pay,  and  I  have  discov- 
ered that  I  can  witness  while  paying  them.  I  can't  get  out 
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and  distribute  tracts,  but  I  can  enclose  them  with  my 
checks  when  paying  biUs  by  mail. 

I  have  found  the  names  of  other  shut-ins,  and  have 
shared  with  them  my  joy  in  having  a  part  in  a  ministry  of 
evangelism.  Others  are  trying  it,  too.  It's  catching  on. 

I  am  still  a  shut-in.  That  situation  hasn't  changed  a  bit. 
But  my  life  has  been  changed  since  I  have  reahzed  that  I 
have  a  special  place  in  a  ministry  of  reaching  out  to  others.

On  a  warm  August  day  I  began 
work  for  the  Maintenance  Department 
at  Grace  College.  The  office  was  a 
bustling  commotion  with  employees 
coming  and  going.

eyes  these  would  be  sufficient  reason 
to  consider  them  a  successful  Sunday 
School  and  church.  However,  there  is 
something  even  more  significant  than 
these  things. 

The  Sunday  School  of  Tomorrow- 
Today 

Since  early  in  Pastor  William 
Tweeddale's  ministry  in  St.  Petersburg, 
a  major  emphasis  has  been  the  de- 
velopment of  a  top  quality  Sunday 
School.  This  development  has  taken 
the  form  of  what  is  now  called  Pinellas 
Bible  Institute.  Pinellas  Bible  Institute 
is  a  program  of  Bible  instruction  which 
meets  on  Sunday  mornings,  growing 
out  of  a  conviction  that  serious,  prac- 
tical Bible  study  is  what  "Sunday 
School"  is  all  about. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  at 
Pinellas  is  stated  in  their  catalog  which 
reads:  "The  Sunday  morning  Bible  in- 
stitute is  to  train  you  to  become  a 
mature  Christian  who  will  be  able  to 
meet  the  challenge  of  life  and  present 
a  happy  contented  spirit  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  which  is  the  basis  for  a 
positive  Christian  witness.  You  will 
learn  how  to  lead  a  soul  to  Christ,  how 
to  solve  your  personal  problems  upon 
the  basis  of  the  Word  of  God.  You  will 
be  taught  how  to  use  your  Bible  and 
how  to  teach  the  Word  of  God  most 
effectively  to  others.  It  is  our  prayer 
that  each  person  who  graduates  from 


m^la> 


our  Bible  institute  will  go  on  in  Chris- 
tian work— either  supplying  the  grow- 
ing need  for  Sunday  School  teachers  in 
our  own  church,  or  go  on  to  Bible 
school,  or  Bible  college  to  prepare 
your  life  for  full-time  service." 

A  student  may  elect  to  take  courses 
for  credit  or  may  enroll  as  an  associate 
student  or  auditor.  Built  into  the  cur- 
riculum is  the  Evangelical  Teacher 
Training  Association's  program  for  the 
training  of  Sunday  School  workers.

Much  as  I  might 
have  wished  for  it  though,  I  never  had 
that  much  control  over  my  body,  to 
bring  on  a  fever  just  to  get  out  of  class. 
The  only  way  I  could  have  done  that 
would  have  been  to  secretly  hold  the 
thermometer  to  the  radiator  when  the 
doctor  or  Mom  wasn't  looking. 

Do  you  suppose  there  is  any  such 
thing  as  "church  phobia"?  Our  ab- 
sentee records  are  probably  worse  than 
the  public  schools',  so  it  is  worth  con- 
sidering. Experts  believe  that  school 
phobia  is  brought  on  by  such  factors 
as  fear  of  failure,  social  rejection,  and 
physical  inadequacies.  Could  it  be  that 
some  people  coming  to  our  churches 
are  turned  away  and  made  sick  for  the 
same  reasons?  We  flaunt  our  doctrines 
and  virtues  so  proudly  that  they  are 
convinced  they  would  fail  to  measure 
up.  We  draw  our  fellowship  circles  so 
tightly  that  newcomers  don't  feel  ac- 
cepted. We  hammer  away  at  sin,  but 
fail  to  stress  the  love  of  God  which 
takes  a  man  as  he  is  and  saves  him 
through  faith  in  Christ. 

When  Pastor  prays  for  the  "sick  of 
our  church,"  maybe  we  should  wonder 
what  he  means  by  that.  #

Truth:  A  Responsibility 


We  live  in  a  world  that  is  filled  with 
violence,  wickedness,  and  decadence. 
We  meet  here  today  in  this  convo- 
cation because  God  has  laid  some 
responsibilities  upon  us.  I  want  to  re- 
mind you  from  the  outset  that  a  Chris- 
tian campus  is  not  a  playground  ...  it 
is  a  battleground! 

We  sing  in  one  of  our  songs: 

"Give  of  your  best  to  the  Master; 

Give  of  tf)e  strength  of  your  youth; 

Throw    your    soul's    fresh,    glowing 
ardor 
Into  the  battle  for  truth. " 

That  is  what  is  going  on  today;  there  is 
a  battle  between  truth  and  lies.  Paul 
wrote  to  some  Christians  in  Thessalon- 
ica:  "For  this  cause  also  thank  we  God 
without  ceasing,  because,  when  ye  re- 
ceived the  word  of  God  which  ye 
heard  of  us,  ye  received  it  not  as  the 
word  of  men,  but  as  it  is  in  truth,  the 
word  of  God,  which  effectually  work- 
eth  also  in  you  that  believe"  (I  Thess. 
2:13). 

Now,  we  meet  here  today  as  a 
Christian  academic  community.  We 
have  many  things  in  common— we 
share  the  same  Lord,  we  are  indwelt 
by  the  same  Holy  Spirit,  we  have  the 
same  glorious  destiny,  and  we  are 
called  together  in  the  study  of  truth. 
That  is  going  to  be  our  key  word, 
TRUTH.  We  are  not  studying  books, 
we  are  studying  TRUTH.  We  are  not 
just  examining  nature,  we  are  studying 
TRUTH.  Psalm  19  reminds  us  so  force- 
fully that  God  has  written  truth  into 
the   heavens,   God   has  written   truth

into  the  earth,  and  God  has  given  truth 
in  His  Word.  Incoming  students,  and 
those  who  will  be  graduated  in  just  a 
few  months,  our  lives  are  dedicated  to 
the  cause  of  TRUTH,  never  forget 
that!  Not  some  little  body  of  knowl- 
edge that  we  call  tradition,  but 
TRUTH!  And  Paul  tells  us  that  as 
Christians  we  have  a  threefold  re- 
sponsibility to  the  truth. 

First,  we  need  to  appreciate  the 
truth.  Paul  said  that  he  was  grateful 
that  when  they  heard  the  Word  of 
God,  they  did  not  receive  it  as  the 
word  of  men.  Charles  Lamb  said  that 
every  time  he  opened  a  book,  he  felt 
like  asking  a  blessing.  I  have  often  felt 
like  that.  At  some  point  in  your  aca- 
demic career  you  are  going  to  com- 
plain. (This  is  one  of  the  chief  indoor 
sports  of  students.)  And  you  are  going 
to  complain  about  the  necessity  for 
reading  books  and  the  necessity  for 
taking  examinations,  and  the  necessity 
for  digging  into  dusty  old  volumes.  If 
from  the  very  outset  we  do  not  fulfill 
this  first  responsibility,  we  are  done 
for.  Appreciate  the  truth!  We  do  not 
look  upon  truth  as  something  men 
have  invented.  We  take  truth,  regard- 
less of  where  we  find  it,  whether  truth 
is  found  under  a  microscope,  through 
a  telescope,  or  wherever  God  has  put 
truth  in  this  great  universe  of  ours. 

Never  be  afraid  of  truth.  Our  God  is 
a  God  of  truth,  and  when  God  built 
this  universe.  He  built  it  on  the  basis 
of  truth.  When  God  wrote  His  Word, 


He  gave  us  truth;  and  when  God  saves 
the  sinner.  He  saves  him  in  truth.  We 
had  better  appreciate  truth  because  it ; 
costs  something.  Paul  was  writing  tof 
people  who  would  never  have  known 
the  truth  had  Paul  not  paid  a  price. 

There  is  an  incident  in  the  life  of 
David  that  has  touched  me  deeply.  Did 
you  ever  notice  that  you  often  find  \ 
something  in  David's  hand?  It  may  be 
a  sling,  a  spear,  or  a  stone.  One  day 
you  find  him  with  a  cup  of  water  in 
his  hand.  David  was  holed  up  in  a  cave 
and  he  said,  "Oh  that  one  would  give 
me  drink  of  the  water  of  the  well  of 
Bethlehem!"  Three  of  his  soldiers 
heard  him  (it's  wonderful  when  God's 
people  are  so  close  to  the  King  that 
they  can  hear  His  slightest  whisper) 
and  said,  "Let's  go  get  it."  So  they 
broke  through  the  enemy  lines,  and 
went  down  to  the  well,  and  came  back 
with  the  water.  If  David  had  been  like 
some  people  he  would  have  said, 
"Well,  thank  you,  men."  And  he 
would  have  just  drunk  the  water.  But 
David  would  not  drink  the  water;  he 
saw  three  men's  blood;  therefore,  he 
"poured  it  out  to  the  Lord." 

The  next  time  a  professor  stands  up 
to  lecture,  and  you  are  taking  notes, 
remember  that  this  lecture  cost  some- 
body something.  The  next  time  you 
reach  onto  the  library  shelf  and  pull 
down  some  classic  work— this  cost 
somebody  something.  And  we  appre- 
ciate truth  because  it  comes  from  God, 
we  appreciate  truth  because  it  cost 
people  something.  Those  of  us  who 
come  along  a  little  later  have  a  tenden- 
cy to  criticize  and  say,  "Why  is  it  this 
way,  and  why  is  it  that  way?"  Before 
you  are  too  prone  to  criticize,  learn  to 
appreciate  the  truth  because  it  cost 
somebody  something.  This  is  our  first 
responsibility— to  appreciate  the  truth. 
Give  thanks  to  God  that  you  are  saved, 
that  you  have  experienced  the  truth  of 
salvation,  and  that  you  are  in  a  coun- 
try where  you  are  not  fed  propaganda, 
but  you  are  taught  the  Truth.  Appre- 
ciate it! 

Now  there  is  a  second  responsibility 
that  Paul  lays  down  for  us  here,  and  I 
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Pastor  Wiersbe  stresses  the  importance  of 
truth. 

think  this  is  very  important.  Paul  said 
it  is  not  enough  just  to  appreciate  the 
truth,  but  we  need  to  appropriate  the 
truth.  "For  this  cause  also  thank  we 
God  .  . .  because,  when  ye  received  the 
word  of  God,"  you  received  it  as  the 
truth.  You  did  not  simply  hear  it,  or 
read  it,  or  study  about  it,  or  hear  a 
lecture  about  it .  .  .  you  received  it 
into  your  innermost  being. 

It  is  interesting  that  in  my  Bible, 
God  says  He  has  given  us  truth  in  three 
different  forms.  Jesus  says  in  John 
17:17:  "Sanctify  them  through  thy 
truth:  thy  word  is  truth."  The  Bible  is 
truth.  The  very  essence  of  what  is  true 
is  what  the  Word  is. 

Now  God  gave  me  this  Book  be- 
cause my  inner  man  needs  truth.  My 
inner  man  has  a  mind  to  think  with,  a 
heart  to  feel  with,  and  a  will  to  decide 
with.  And  if  my  inner  man  is  not  con- 
trolled by  truth,  it  will  be  controlled 
by  lies.  There  is  no  middle  ground. 
God  says,  "I'm  going  to  give  you  a 
book.  My  Word  is  Truth.  I  want  your 
mind  to  study  it,  I  want  you  to  take 
that  brain  I  have  given  you  and  sancti- 
fy it  by  studying  the  Word."  God  gives 
me  a  Book  to  learn  because  my  mind 
needs  it.  His  Word  is  truth.  Whatever 
truth  you  study  it  is  always  going  to 
intersect  with  the  Word  of  God. 

That  is  why  I  say,  "Don't  ever  be 
afraid  of  truth."  All  truth  comes  from 
God  and  all  truth  intersects  at  the 
Word  of  God.  Everything  in  the  Word

God  is  a  God  of  truth,  and  when 
God  built  this  universe.  He 
built  it  on  the  basis  of  truth. 


of  God  relates  to  what  God  has  done. 
God  says,  "My  Word  is  Truth  .  .  . 
that's  for  your  mind."  1  say  "Lord,  I 
need  something  more  than  that,  for  if 
all  I  do  is  get  truth  in  my  mind,  I  may 
get  puffed  up  and  proud  and  become 
one  of  those  sanctified  obstructionists 
that  we  have  walking  around." 

But  God  has  something  else  for  us. 
One  evening  Jesus  said  to  His  disciples, 
"I  am  the  truth."  God  says  to  me, 
"You  have  a  heart,  so  I'm  going  to  give 
you  a  person  to  love."  Truth  is  not 
simply  a  book  for  the  mind  to  study; 
truth  is  a  person  for  the  heart  to  love, 
and  that  person  is  Jesus  Christ.  If  your 
study  of  the  Word  of  God  makes  you  a 
great  theologian  but  not  a  great  Chris- 
tian, there  is  something  wrong  with 
your  studies.  Truth  is  not  only  for  the 
mind,  truth  is  for  the  heart.  Jesus 
Christ  my  Saviour  died  for  me.  No- 
body else  ever  did  this  for  me.  He 
arose  again  and  went  back  to  glory, 
and  now  He  cares  for  me.  God  says, 
"There  He  is.  He  is  truth!  Let  your 
heart  just  reach  out  and  love  Him!" 

Then  God  looks  at  me  and  sees  a 
third  area  that  really  needs  help— the 
will.  You  may  not  have  any  problem 
with  your  will,  but  I  do  with  mine. 
Paul  had  a  problem  here  too,  for  he 
says,  "to  will  is  present  with  me;  but 
how  to  perform  that"— that's  another 
question!  In  I  John  5:6  John  says, 
"The  Spirit  is  truth."  Thy  Word  is 
truth  (my  mind  can  learn  it).  Thy  Son 
is  truth  (my  heart  can  love  Him),  the 
Spirit  is  truth  (and  He  lives  within 
me).  "It  is  God  which  worketh  in  you 
both  to  will  and  to  do  of  his  good 
pleasure."  So  the  Spirit  of  Truth 
comes  in  and  possesses  the  will.  You 
see,  it  is  not  enough  just  to  love  the 
truth  and  to  learn  the  truth,  but  you 
have  to  live  the  truth.  This  is  where  we 
are  falling  down  these  days.  It  is  not 
enough  to  have  a  mind  filled  with 
knowledge  of  the  truth,  or  a  heart 
filled  with  love  for  the  truth;  I  must 
also  have  a  will  that  is  devoted  to 
obedience  to  the  truth.  Appropriate 
Truth! 

Too  many  Christians  are  one-third 


what  they  ought  to  be.  It  is  all  in  the 
mind— academically  precise,  but  spirit- 
ually dead.  Some  folks  are  two-thirds 
yielded  to  truth:  they  have  the  facts  in 
the  mind  and  the  feelings  in  the  heart, 
but  they  don't  do  much  about  it.  I 
want  my  whole  being  to  be  controlled 
by  truth.  I  want  the  Spirit  of  God  to 
take  hold  of  the  will  so  that  what  I 
learn  I  love,  and  what  I  learn  and 
love  ...  I  live. 

My  third  responsibility,  as  a  student 
of  truth,  is  to  apply  the  truth.  "The 
word  of  God,  effectually  work- 
eth ...  in  you  that  believe."  The  dear 
little  Scottish  lady  in  the  congregation 
said  to  her  pastor,  following  the  mes- 
sage, "Aye,  it  was  a  great  sermon,  until 
you  got  to  the  application."  This  is 
what  we  jokingly  call  "meddling." 
There  is  a  philosophy  abroad  today 
that  says,  "If  it  works,  it's  true."  It  is 
called  pragmatism,  and  it  has  invaded 
our  Christian  ranks.  We  don't  ask 
whether  or  not  something  is  true,  we 
ask  if  it  works. 

Paul  said  the  issue  is  not  "if  it 
works,  it's  true"  but,  "if  it's  truth,  it 
works!"  If  I  am  the  student  of  truth  I 
ought  to  be,  truth  is  going  to  go  to 
work  in  my  life  and  I'm  going  to  apply 
it.  Whether  we  are  studying  chemistry, 
psychology,  history,  or  whatever,  we 
are  dealing  with  truth  and  that  truth  is 
to  change  our  lives.  All  truth  is  related 
because  all  truth  comes  from  God,  and 
truth  must  be  applied  in  my  life.  If  I 
am  not  a  better  person  for  being  a 
better  student,  I  am  a  hypocrite.  We 
are  to  apply  the  truth! 

This  reminds  me  of  something  Jesus 
said  at  the  end  of  that  interesting 
chapter,  Matthew  13.  He  had  given 
seven  parables:  the  sower,  the  tares, 
the  mustard  seed,  the  leaven,  the  pearl, 
the  treasure,  and  the  dragnet.  Then  He 
turned  to  His  disciples  and  said,  "Have 
you  understood  all  these  things?" 
Their  answer  always  amazes  me.  They 
said,  "Yes!"  (I  don't  know  whether 
this  shows  their  brilliance,  or  their 
stupidity.)  He  said  that  if  they  under- 
stood these  things,  they  were  like  a 
"householder,  which  bringeth  forth 
out  of  his  treasure  things  new  and 
old."  He  is  simply  saying  that  if  you 
lay  hold  of  truth,  and  truth  lays  hold 
of  you,  you  have  a  responsibility  to 
apply  it  and  to  use  it.  We  do  not  buy 
books  to  put  on  the  shelves.  We  do  not 
study  books  just  to  pass  courses.  We

Major  Issues  Now  Central 
on  Grace  Schools  Campus 


COLLEGE  ENROLLMENT  DECLINES:  ACCREDITATION  TEAM  VISITS

Decline  in  College  Enrollment 

For  the  first  time  in  a  number  of 
years,  the  enrollment  in  Grace  College 
not  only  ceased  to  rise,  but  it  actually 
declined  about  6  percent.  This  was  a 
disappointment  on  the  one  hand,  but 
on  the  other  it  may  have  been  a  bless- 
ing in  disguise.  It  alerted  us  to  the  fact 
that  Grace  is  not  immune  to  the  con- 
ditions that  are  widespread.  In  other 
private  schools  the  decline  began 
several  years  ago  and  has  continued  in 
larger  percentages.  It  is  amazing  that 
this  nationwide  trend  has  not  been  felt 
earlier  at  Grace  College. 

There  are  doubtless  many  factors 
which  explain  this  decline  across  the 
land.  Two  trends  help  to  explain  it  in 
part  here  at  Grace.  For  one  thing, 
tighter  finances  explain  why  many 
students  could  not  enroll  in  school  or 
were  forced  to  drop  out.  Rising  tuition 
and  the  reduction  of  federal  funds  for 
student  aid  affected  others.  For  an- 
other thing,  the  increase  in  taxation 
across  the  land,  and  the  consequent  re- 
duction of  teaching  positions  avaOable 
in  elementary  and  secondary  schools 
affected  many  students,  especially 
women  who  were  contemplating 
preparation  for  teaching. 

There  are  several  reasons  why  these 
trends  were  not  felt  earlier  at  Grace 
College,  and  why  they  were  not  so 
precipitous  as  they  are  at  other  institu- 
tions. The  type  of  student  who  comes 
to  Grace  College  has  a  stronger  moti- 
vation, and  the  moral  and  spiritual 
standards  are  more  likely  to  provide  an 
attraction.  Even  though  these  features 
give  greater  determination  to  young 
people  to  get  to  school,  even  though 
they  must  face  some  of  these  deter- 
rents, it  must  be  expected  that  sooner 
or  later  Grace  College  will  feel  the  ef- 
fects of  the  times. 


Financial  Implications 
of  Enrollment 

In  schools  such  as  Grace,  where  en- 
rollment plays  such  a  large  part  in 
meeting  the  current  obligations  for 
operation,  you  may  be  sure  that  the 
drop  in  enrollment  has  serious  impli- 
cations. The  increase  in  the  enrollment 
in  Grace  Seminary  this  fall  helps  to 
cushion  the  financial  drop  in  the  col- 
lege. But  even  with  this  cushion,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  raise  perhaps  $60,000 
from  other  sources  to  meet  the  needs 
for  this  year.  It  may  be  possible  to  ab- 
sorb perhaps  $20,000  by  reduction  in 
the  budget  for  equipment,  but  there 
will  still  be  a  need  for  at  least  $40,000. 

This  must  be  said  to  aU  our  con- 
stituents. We  need  your  prayers  and 
we  also  need  your  financial  assistance 
beyond  what  you  have  been  doing. 
The  students  are  here,  and  they  need 
the  instruction  we  can  give.  We  dare 
not  reduce  the  number  of  our  faculty, 
and  we  must  not  reduce  their  salaries. 
They  are  already  giving  everything 
they  have  to  this  end.  Anticipating 
tighter  finances,  their  salaries  were 
raised  only  2  percent  for  this  year. 
This  really  meant  a  cut,  for  the  cost  of 
living  is  rising  by  4  to  5  percent. 

You  Can  Help  Us  Next  Year 

With  hmited  personnel  we  do  our 
best  to  mount  a  recruitment  program 
that  will  bring  in  the  number  of  stu- 
dents we  need  to  meet  our  budget  and 
to  whom  we  can  give  the  highest  pos- 


sible quality  of  instruction.  But  aftej 
we  have  done  our  best,  there  is  need! 
for  further  help.  If  the  pastors  of  our  'i 
churches  would  make  a  special  effort! 
to  encourage  their  young  people 
toward  Grace,  much  could  be  accom- 
plished. And  parents  also  could  help 
us.  It  is  still  true  that  the  most  power- 
ful factors  in  directing  young  people 
to  college  are  parents  and  pastors.  Will 
you  help  us? 

Now  is  the  time  for  parents  and 
pastors  to  exercise  their  influence. 
High  school  seniors  need  to  be  sending 
in  their  applications  now.  They  need 
to  be  exploring  the  possibihties  of 
financial  aid.  They  need  to  be  project- 
ing their  plans  as  to  the  area  of  study 
in  which  they  desire  to  concentrate. 
Since  young  people  at  this  age  have 
probably  not  realized  the  value  of  time 
and  the  necessity  for  urgency,  parents 
and  pastors  can  render  a  great  service. 
Applications  in  great  numbers  should 
be  filed  at  this  time. 

Amazing  Increase  in  Seminary 
Enrollment 

As  a  great  encouragement  to  us,  the 
seminary  went  forward  with  an  1 1  per- 
cent increase  in  enrollment.  It  reached 
an  all-time  high  of  270  students,  an 
increase  of  27  over  last  year. 

This  increase  is  true  for  only  a  very 
few  theological  schools  across  the 
land.'  It  indicates  that  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  is  in  high  favor  among 
conservatively  oriented  young  people. 
There  are  several  reasons  for  this. 

On  the  one  hand  the  academic 
standards  are  high.  They  are  on  a  level 
with  the  best  theological  schools  in  the 
land.  But  even  more  important  than 
that,  Grace  Theological  Seminary 
stands  uncompromisingly  for  the 
fundamentals  of  the  Christian  faith. 
And  along  with  this,  the  school  insists 
on  clear  Christian  ideals  in  conduct. 

Grace  Theological  Seminary  is  now 
one  of  the  large  theological  seminaries 
in  the  United  States.  It  has  a  worthy 
faculty.  It  is  dedicated  to  Biblical  con- 
servatism, and  it  has  an  outlook  for 
world  evangelism  and  the  highest  type

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Grace  College  Enrollment  Trends 

iin  Relation  to 

the  Brethren  Church 


I  am  told  that  one  of  the  curses  of 
being  a  registrar  and  director  of  admis- 
sions is  that  you  are  constantly  fooling 
around  with  statistics  and  drawing 
conclusions.  As  to  whether  or  not  this 
is  a  curse  is  debatable.  It  is  true  that 
statistics  are  interesting  and  can  tell  a 
rather  enlightening  story  if  a  person 
will  just  take  the  time  to  consider 
them. 

Since  I  started  in  the  registrar's  of- 
fice in  the  fall  of  1965,  I  have  been 
watching  enrollment  trends  as  well  as 
the  trends  relative  to  Brethren  stu- 
dents at  Grace  College.  I  will  make  no 
attempt  at  this  point  to  offer  any  con- 
clusions or  solutions  but  rather  at- 
tempt to  resort  strictly  to  the  facts. 

In  the  fall  of  1965  the  total  enroll- 
ment of  Grace  College  was  371  stu- 
dents with  a  Brethren  enrollment  of 
256.  This  means  that  69  percent  of  the 
student  body  was  associated  with 
some  Brethren  church  scattered 
throughout  the  United  States.  In  the 
fall  of  1972,  we  have  333  Brethren 
students  out  of  a  total  enrollment  of 
659.  This  means  that  the  Brethren  en- 
rollment this  school  year  is  50.5  per- 
cent. The  intervening  years  are  shown 
in  the  chart  below. 

Another  way  of  looking  at  these 
statistics  would  be  to  point  out  that 
since  the  fall  of  1965  the  number  of 
Brethren  young  people  enrolled  at 
Grace  College  has  increased  30  per- 


cent. At  the  same  time  the  total  enroll- 
ment of  the  students  at  Grace  College 
has  increased  78  percent.  This  means 
the  total  enrollment  has  increased  at  a 
rate  of  2.5  times  faster  than  the  Breth- 
ren enrollment. 

Since  the  fall  of  1969,  the  regis- 
trar's office  has  broken  down  Brethren 
student  enrollment  by  district.  There- 
fore, we  have  the  figures  by  district  for 
the  last  four  years.  Fall  enrollment  for 
1972  happens  to  be  the  smallest  so 
this  means  there  is  a  general  decline 
from  most  of  the  districts.  Of  the  six- 
teen districts  only  three  showed  an  in- 
crease for  this  fall.  These  districts  were 
Michigan,  Midwest,  and  Southern 
California-Arizona.  In  comparing  the 
fall  of  1972  with  the  fall  of  1969, 
there  are  actually  six  districts  that 
show  an  increase.  These  districts  are 
Florida,  Indiana,  Midwest,  Northern 
Atlantic,  Nor-Cal,  and  Southern 
California-Arizona.  The  district  that 
has  improved  the  greatest  percentage 
in  the  last  four  years  is  Southern 
California-Arizona,  which  has  in- 
creased from  25  students  in  the  fall  of 
1969  to  42  students  in  the  fall  of 
1972. 

The  enrollment  at  Grace  College  for 
the  fall  semester  of  1972  declined  6.4 
percent.  In  actual  figures  Grace  Col- 
lege declined  45  students.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  the  decline  in  Breth- 
ren students  this  fall  was  52.

lay  hold  of  truth  that  we  might  fill  the 
treasury  of  the  mind  and  the  heart, 
and  then  bring  out  from  this  treasury 
things  new  and  things  old. 

Now  some  people  do  not  like  the 
things  new.  If  all  we  are  doing  is  con- 
stantly rehashing  the  same  old  things, 
we  are  not  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
hour.  On  the  other  hand,  if  all  we  are 
doing  is  thinking  about  the  needs  of 
the  hour,  and  we  neglect  the  old 
things,  we  have  nothing  with  which  to 
meet  the  needs.  It  takes  both!  Our 
Lord  tells  us  to  bring  out  things  new 
and  things  old,  because  the  things  new 
come  out  of  the  things  old.  Every  new 
leaf  cornes  out  of  an  old  tree.  Every 
new  generation  comes  from  the  old 
generation.  This  is  a  great  need  today, 
to  apply  the  truth  first  in  my  own  life, 
then  to  the  life  of  my  campus,  my 
home,  my  church,  and  to  the  wounds 
of  this  terribly  wretched  world  in 
which  I  live.  Apply  the  truth! 

I  find  today  we  have  three  kinds  of 
churches,  and  I  have  given  names  to 
them  which,  if  not  accurate,  are  at 
least  descriptive.  We  have  citadel 
churches  that  have  built  walls,  dug 
moats,  and  pulled  up  drawbridges. 
Like  soldiers  these  people  march  up 
and  down  inside  their  fortresses. 
Someone  says,  "What  are  you  doing?" 


"We're  fighting  a  war!  We  have  the 
truth!"  "Where's  the  enemy?"  we  ask. 
"Out  there!"  We  can't  afford  to  be 
citadel  churches  or  citadel  Christians. 
We  sing  "A  mighty  fortress  is  our 
God,"  but  this  does  not  mean  we  run 
away  from  battle.  If  we  have  truth 
(and  we  do),  and  if  we  want  to  be  part 
of  waging  this  battle  of  truth  (and  we 
do),  we  must  be  out  there  where  the 
battle  rages. 

The  other  extreme  I  call  the  chame- 
leon church.  These  are  the  Christians 
who  change  with  everything  that 
comes  along.  Whatever  new  thing 
comes  along,  they  are  it!  The  citadel 
church  has  no  contact  with  the  pres- 
ent, the  chameleon  church  has  no 
touch  with  the  past.  If  you  have  no 
roots  in  the  past  ,x  you  have  no  fruits  in 
the  present.  I  think  God  wants  us  to 
be  just  plain  creative  Christian 
churches  where  we  look  at  the  past 
and  thank  God  for  our  heritage,  but 
serve  the  present.  I  pastor  a  church 
over  one  hundred  years  old,  founded 
back  in  1 864.  Talk  about  tradition  and 
heritage,  we  have  it!  And  I  thank  God 
for  it.  I  thank  God  that  our  roots 
reach  back  into  that  rich  spiritual 
heritage  (things  old).  But  I  thank  God 
that  today  it  is  bearing  fruit  in  a  pres- 
ent situation  in  Chicago  with  things 
new.  Apply  truth! 

Lately  I  ran  across  a  poem  written 


by  a  man  whom  I  did  not  even  know 
wrote  poetry.  I  had  his  commentaries, 
and  his  sermons,  but  I  didn't  know 
that  Bishop  Handley  Moule  ever  wrote 
any  poetry.  If  you  have  done  any  seri- 
ous  Bible  study  you  have  used  his 
wonderful  commentaries  on  the  Greek 
text.  The  poem  is  called:  "A  Teacher's 
Prayer."   It   could  well  be  called  "A 
Student's  Prayer"  because  you  cannot  \ 
teach  unless  you   are   a  student.  We  ' 
must  first  be  receivers  before  we  can  < 
be    transmitters.    Here    is    what    he 
prayed: 

Lord  and  Savior,  true  and  kind 

Be  the  master  of  my  mind 
Bless  and  guide  and  strengthen  still 

All  my  powers   of   thought  and 
will. 

While  I  ply  the  scholar's  task 

Jesus  Christ  be  near,  I  ask.

The  Diagnostic  Visit  Is  History 

As  a  result  of  presenting  to  the 
North  Central  Association  the  recent 
Status  Study  prepared  by  the  faculty 
of  Grace  College,  along  with  an  apph- 
cation  for  Candidate  Status,  a  diag- 
nostic team  was  appointed  and  visited 
the  campus  November  13-15.  This 
team  was  made  up  of  five  men:  Dr. 
James  A.  Byrne,  dean,  graduate  pro- 
grams in  Education,  College  of  St. 
Thomas,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  chair- 
man; Dr.  Roy  B.  Shilling,  Jr.,  presi- 
dent, Hendrix  College,  Conway, 
Arkansas;  Dr.  Henry  B.  Loess,  chair- 
man. Department  of  Psychology,  Col- 
lege  of  Wooster,  Wooster,  Ohio;  Dr. 


Charles  J.  Stoneburner,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  English,  Denison  University, 
Granville,  Ohio;  and  Dr.  Lester  B. 
McAllister,  chairman.  Department  of 
Economics  and  Business,  Beloit  Col- 
lege, Beloit,  Wisconsin. 

During  the  three  days  that  this 
team  spent  on  our  campus,  they  made 
an  in-depth  study  of  every  aspect  and 
detail  of  the  school.  This  included 
meetings  with  the  administration,  the 
faculty,  the  staff,  students,  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  members 
of  the  President's  Committee.  They 
studied  carefully  the  history  of  the 
school,  its  projections  for  the  future, 
its  philosophy  of  education,  its  theo- 
logical persuasion,  its  structure  and 
organization,  the  type  of  students,  the 
curriculum,  the  finances,  and  the  pos- 
sibihties  for  success.  No  stone  went 
unturned  to  discover  what  we  were 
made  of. 

These  men  were  courteous,  gra- 
cious, and  pleasant  to  work  with,  but 


they  were  also  probing,  illuminating, 
and  stimulating.  All  that  we  were  able 
to  observe  makes  us  believe  they  were 
just  and  fair  in  their  efforts  to  evaluate 
the  school. 

Sometime  in  February  1973,  they 
wall  provide  us  with  a  written  tran- 
script of  their  conclusions.  We  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  respond  to 
their  analysis.  Then,  about  March 
25-28,  some  of  us  will  appear  before 
the  North  Central  Association  Com- 
mission on  Colleges  where  there  will 
be  a  final  briefing  and  the  decision 
concerning  our  application  for  Candi- 
date Status. 

We  will  be  able  to  submit  as  addi- 
tional material  for  consideration  in  the 
final  decision  any  changes  or  upgrad- 
ing accomplished  during  the  next  few 
months. 

The  months  that  lie  ahead  are 
crucial  in  the  Hfe  of  this  school.  There- 
fore, we  beseech  all  of  you  to  remem-

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How  To  Read 

THE  BOOK 


Grace  College 


In  an  age  of  ever-growing  mass  communications,  indi- 
vidual oral  communication  remains  the  Christian's  most 
effective  means  of  representing  Jesus  Christ.  However,  the 
question  rises,  "Are  we  using  our  personal  media  to  the  best 
advantage?"  On  the  basis  of  II  Corinthians  5:20:  "Now 
then  we  are  AMBASSADORS  FOR  CHRIST,  as  though 
God  did  beseech  you  by  us .  .  ."  can  we  say  we  represent 
Him  well? 

One  important  method  we  can  use  to  fulfill  our  ambas- 
sadorship is  oral  Scripture  reading.  Remember,  the  Bible 
provides  us  with  a  verbal  picturization  of  Jesus,  and  we 
should  be  willing  to  "paint"  that  picture  for  others.  Often, 
how  well  we  read  God's  Word  aloud  will  determine  whether 
or  not  our  Saviour's  message  will  get  through  to  others. 
Truly  we  can  say,  "Reading  for  the  Master  is  an  art." 

Christians  are  well  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  Bible 
and  what  it  claims  for  itself.  We  know  it  "is  quick,  and 
powerful,  and  sharper  than  any  twoedged  sword,  piercing 
even  to  the  dividing  asunder  of  soul  and  spirit,  and  of  the 
joints  and  marrow,  and  is  a  discerner  of  the  thoughts  and 
intents  of  the  heart"  (Heb.  4: 1 2). 

We  know  holy  men  of  old  were  inspired  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  write  as  they  were  moved.  According  to  II  Tim- 
othy 3:16-17,  the  Word  is  profitable  to  hve  by.  Psalm 
119:9  says  that  a  young  man  can  cleanse  his  ways  "by 
taking  heed  thereto  according  to  thy  word."  In  I  Peter 
1 :  22-23  we  understand  that  we  are  born  again  through  the 
Spirit  of  God,  using  the  Word  of  God. 

If  then,  we  that  know  the  Lord  understand  the  impor- 
tance of  the  Bible  message,  why  are  there  times  when  its 
full  impact  is  not  correctly  communicated  to  others?  Cer- 
tainly the  fault  does  not  rest  upon  God.  Rather,  the  break- 
down is  found  in  the  channel  through  which  the  Word  is 
being  presented.  You  and  I,  as  readers,  are  at  fault!  How 
can  we  then,  as  Christ's  ambassadors,  best  read  aloud  the 
Book  for  the  Master? 

1.  First  of  all,  Be  Intimate  With  The  Author.  Many 
books  that  you  and  I  might  discard  as  being  uninteresting 
would  come  to  life  for  us  if  we  knew  the  author  intimately. 
Close  personal  contact  with  the  one  who  conceives  a  piece 
of  literature  adds  new  depth  and  dimension  to  our  under- 
standing of  the  work.  So  it  is  with  the  Bible.  Fellowship 
and  daily  contact  with  Holy  God  will  aid  in  heightening  the 
enrichment  His  Word  can  provide  us.  This,  in  turn,  will 
better  prepare  us  to  transmit  the  Lord's  message  to  others. 

2.  Thoroughly  Understand  What  The  Author  Has 
Written.  In  order  to  do  both  the  Hterature  and  the  audience 


justice,  we  must  be  careful  to  thoroughly  familiarize 
ourselves  with  the  chosen  text.  In  oral  interpretation  class 
we  refer  to  this  process  as  analysis.  That  is,  don't  simply 
superficially  read  the  Scriptures,  but  study  what  is  being 
said.  Anyone  can  rip  a  passage  out  of  context  and  subscribe 
a  meaning  to  it.  But  the  careful  ambassador  realizes  that  his 
duty  calls  for  more  than  this.  We  must  know  as  much  as  is 
humanly  possible  about  the  selected  text.  So  we  are  certain 
that  the  message  we  present  comes  from  the  Father  and  not 
simply  from  the  reader. 

3.  Be  personal  and  Look  The  Audience  In  The  Eye.  No 
one  enjoys  a  conversation  with  a  "shifty-eyed"  individual. 
Instead,  we  like  for  people  to  make  direct  eye  contact  with 
us.  The  same  principle  holds  true  for  oral  reading.  Remem- 
ber those  in  front  of  us  may  not  even  have  the  Word  of  God 
before  them,  and,  being  human,  they  will  want  you  to 
speak  to  them  personally.  In  order  to  make  this  possible, 
we  should  know  the  selection  so  well  that  we  can  look  the 
audience  in  the  eye  rather  than  being  "glued"  to  the  text. 

4.  Always  Be  Very  Dignified  when  reading.  The  subject 
matter  of  an  oral  reading  determines  the  tone  of  a  presenta- 
tion-and  God's  Word  calls  for  dignity.  Don't  slouch  or 
appear  insincere.  As  ambassadors,  Bible  readers  should  be 
careful  to  present  a  gentleman-  or  lady-Hke  appearance. 

5.  Treat  The  Bible  Reverently.  Whether  you  own  a 
paperback  copy  of  Good  News  for  Modern  Man  with  the 
front  cover  torn  off  or  a  genuine  cowhide  King  James 
Version— the  Book  you  are  reading  is  God's  Word!  It  is  a 
sacred  writing  and,  by  its  nature,  demands  respect.  So  don't 
detract  from  your  reading  by  curling  the  Bible's  cover  or 
toying  with  the  pages. 

6.  Prepare  yourself  to  handle  Difficult  And  Unfamiliar 
Words.  Most  Biblical  translations  contain  terminology  and 
grammatical  constructions  that  we  may  find  confusing. 
Thorough  practice  and  preparation  will  enable  us  to  make 
such  passages  meaningful  and  lucid  to  our  audience.  Don't 
guess  at  a  pronunciation— check  it  out  ahead  of  time! 

7.  Finally,  Be  Energetic  And  Alive  When  Reading.  Look 
alive  and  speak  lively,  just  as  you  would  do  in  conversation. 
You  are  a  good  news  ambassador,  and  your  attitude  should 
reflect  that  fact. 

Certainly  we  can  find  joy  and  confidence  in  the  fact  that 
God  has  promised  to  bless  that  which  He  has  said.  Our 
responsibility,  then,  is  to  present  the  Scriptures  in  such  a 
way  that  when  we  have  finished,  our  listeners  will  know 
that  they  have  heard  God's  Word  from  the  Book.  •
